THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIES.* 


By  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  New  York,  adopted  in  1804,  the  State 
Board  of  Charities,  created  in  1867,  became  a  constitutional  body  January  1,  1805.  Such 
Constitution  provides  that  the  Board  shall  visit  and  inspect  all  institutions,  whether  State, 
county  municipal,  incorporated  or  not  incorporated,  which  are  of  a  charitable,  eleemosynary, 
correctional  or  reformatory  character,  including  institutions  for  epileptics  and  idiots,  and  all 
reformatories  (save  those  in  which  adult  males  convicted  of  felony,  shall  be  confined),  and 
excepting  institutions  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane,  and  for  the  detention  of  adults 
charged  with  or  convicted  of  crime,  or  detained  as  witnesses  and  debtors. 

The  Constitution  also  provide  that  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  all  existing  laws  relating  to 
institutions  above  mentioned,  and  to  their  supervision  and  inspection,  in  so  far  as  such  laws 
are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  shall  remain  in  force,  and  that 
the  Legislature  may  confer  upon  the  Board  any  additional  powers.  It  further  provides  that 
while  payments  by  counties,  cities,  towns  and  villages  to  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correc- 
tional or  reformatory  institutions,  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control,  for  care,  support 
and  maintenance,  may  be  authorised  but  shall  not  be  required  by  the  Legislature,  no  such 
payments  shall  be  made  for  any  such  inmate  of  such  institution  who  is  not  received  and  retained 
therein  pursuant  to  rules  established  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

The  Commissioners  comprising  the  Board  are  twelve  in  number,  and  are  appointed  for  the 
term  of  eight  years,  one  from  each  judicial  district  of  the  State,  one  additional  member  from 
the  county  of  Kings,  and  three  additional  members  from  the  county  of  New  York.  The  Com- 
missioners are  required  to  reside  in  the  districts  from  which  they  are  respectively  appointed, 
and  no  Conmiisaioner  can  act  as  such  while  a  trustee;  director  or  other  administrative  officer 
of  any  of  the  institutions  subject  to  the  visitation  and  inspection  of  the  Board. 

The  principal  duties  of  the  Board  are  to  visit,  inspect  and  maintain  a  general  supervision 
of  all  institutions,  societies,  or  associations  which  are  of  a  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional 
or  reformatory  character,  whether  State  or  municipal,  incorporated  or  not  incorporated,  made 
subject  to  it«  jurisdiction  by  the  Constitution  and  the  statutes.  Other  duties  are  to  frame 
rules  for  the  reception  and  retention  of  inmates  and  to  approve  or  disapprove  the  organisation 
and  incorporation  of  all  institutions  which  are  or  shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision  and  inspec- 
tion of  the  Board. 

The  chief  officers  of  the  Board  are  a  President  and  a  Vice-President,  elected  annually  from 
its  members. 

Each  Commissioner  receives  as  compensation  ten  dollars  for  each  day's  attendance  at  meetings 
of  the  Board  or  any  of  its  committees,  not  to  exceed  $500  in  a  year  to  any  commissioner,  and 
is  also  paid  his  expenses  while  engaged,  and  his  outlay  for  any  aid  or  assistance  rendered,  in 
the  performance  of  his  duties.  The  Board  is  required  to  report  to  the  Legislature  annually. 
The  seal  of  the  office  is  the  Arms  of  the  State  surrounded  by  the  inscription,  "State  of  New 
York  —  The  State  Board  of  Charities."

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CONSTITUTION 
Of  the  State  of  New  York  Relating  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
♦  ♦♦♦###♦ 

§  11.  The  legislatlii-e  shall  provide  for  a  state  board  of  chari- 
ties, which  shall  visit  and  inspect  all  institutions,  whether  state, 
county,  municipal,  incorporated  or  not  incorporated,  which  are 
of  a  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  or  reformatory  char- 
acter, excepting  only  such  institutions  as  are  hereby  made  sub- 
ject to  the  visitation  and  inspection  of  either  of  the  commissions 
hereinafter  mentioned,  but  including  all  reformatories  except 
those  in  which  adult  males  convicted  of  felony  shall  be  confined; 
a  state  commission  in  lunacy,  which  shall  visit  and  inspect  all 
institutions,  either  public  or  private,  used'  for  the  care  and  treat- 
ment of  the  insane  (not  including  institutions  for  epileptics  or 
idiots)  ;  a  statfe  commission  of  prisons  which  shall  visit  and 
inspect  all  institutions  used  for  the  detention  of  sane  adults 
charged  with  or  convicted  of  crime,  or  detained  as  witnesses  or 
debtors. 

1.  CJOBPORATIONS  —  WhEN     CHARITABLE     IN     NATURE  —  CAPACITY    TO     TaKE 

Charitable  Gifts.  The  capacity  of  a  corporation  to  take  and  administer 
charitable  gifts  does  not  imply  that  the  corporation  must  necessarily  be  of 
a  charitable  nature. 

2.  Exemption  from  Taxation  as  Indication  of  Charitable  Nature  of 
Corporation.  Tlie  exemption  from  taxation  given  by  chapter  553  of  the 
Laws  of  1890  to  societies  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children  does  not 
show  that  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children 
is  of  the  class  designated  as  charitable,  since  charitable  institutions  were  al- 
ready exempt,  and  the  statute  was  not  necessary  if  this  corporation  belonged 
to  that  class,  and,  moreover,  exemption  from  taxation  is  a  privilege  fre- 
quently conferred  by  the  legislature  upon  corporations  with  no  charitable 
features  whatever. 

3.  Corporation  Receiving  Money  from  City  Treasury.  In  receiving 
and  disbursing  the  money  which  is  annually  given  from  the  city  treasury 
to  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  that 
corporation  does  not  receive  or  administer  any  charity,  but  only  takes  an 
allowance  from  the  city  for  doing  work  that  otherwise  would  devolve  upon 
the  police  department. 
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4.  New  York  Society  fob  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  — 
Purpose  and  Character  of  —  Not  Subject  to  Visitation  by  State  Board 
OF  Charities.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children,  organized  under  chapter  130  of  the  Laws  of  1875,  for  the  prevention 
of  cruelty  to  children  and  the  enforcement  by  all  lawful  means  of  the  laws 
relating  to  or  in  any  wise  affecting  children,  is  not  a  charitable  institution 
within  the  scope  of  sections  11  to  14  of  article  8  of  the  Constitution,  chapter 
771  of  the  tfws  of  1895  and  chapter  546  of  the  Laws  of  1896,  giving  to  the 
State  Board  of  Charities  the  right  of  visitation  with  respect  to  all  charitable 
institutions,  since  it  receives  no  public  money  for  charitable  uses  and  ad- 
ministers no  charity  in  any  legal  sense,  but  exists  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
enforcing  the  criminal  laws  to  prevent  cruelty  to  children,  although  the 
corporation,  as  a  mere  incident  of  its  work,  feeds,  clothes  and  cares  for 
children  temporarily  while  detained  as  witnesses  or  victims  of  cruelty  pend- 
ing the  prosecution  of  the  offenders  in  the  courts. 

6.  State  Supervision  of  Charitable  Institutions  —  Extent  of.  The 
scheme  of  state  supervision  of  charitable  institutions  under  the  CouKtitution 
and  statutes  was  not  intended  to  apply  to  every  institution  engage<l  in  some 
good  or  commendable  work  for  the  relief  of  humanity  from  some  of  the 
various  ills  with  which  it  is  afflicted,  but  only  to  those  corporations,  public 
or  private,  maintained  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  state,  or  some  of  its 
political  divisions,  through  which  charity,  as  such,  is  dispensed  by  public 
authority  to  those  having  a  claim  upon  the  generosity  or  bounty  of  the 
state.  Court  of  Appeals,  January,  1900,  People  ex  rel.  State  Board  of  Chari- 
ties V,  New  York  Society  for  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  161  N.  Y. 
233  (42  App.  Div.  83,  reversed). 

1.  Corporations,  When  Charitable.  A  charitable  institution,  within  the 
meaning  of  sections  11  to  14  of  article  8  of  the  Constitution,  chapter  771  of 
the  Laws  of  1895,  and  chapter  546  of  the  Iaws  of  1896,  giving  to  the  State 
Board  of  Charities  the  right  of  visitation  with  respect  to  all  charitable  in- 
stitutions, is  one  that  in  some  form  or  to  some  extent  receives  public  money 
for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  indigent  persons,  and  by  public  money 
is  meant  money  raised  by  taxation  not  only  in  the  State  at  large,  but  in  any 
city,  county  or  town.  Court  of  Appeals,  April,  1900,  People  ex  rel.  State 
Board  of  Charities  v.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children,  162  N.  Y.  429. 

2.  Private  Charitable  Institution  Not  Sub.tect  to  State  Inspection. 
A  purely  private  institution,  which,  without  any  compensation  from  the 
public,  cares  for  or  maintains  indigent  adults  or  children  who  voluntarily 
seek  it  as  a  home,  or  who  remain  there  voluntarily,  is  not  subject  to  State 
inspection  or  regulation.    Id. 

In  that  case  (161  N.  Y.  233)  the  only  question  before  the  court  wn«* 
whether  the  defendant  (the  New  York  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children)  was  an  institution  of  "charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  or 
reformatory"  character  within  the  nomenclature  of -section  11,  article  Vlll 
of  the  Constitution,  and.  therefore,  subject  to  the  visitation  of  the  State 
Board  of  Charities,  a  question  not  at  all  involved  in  this  case.  Court  of 
Appeals,  February,  1901,  Fox  v.  Mohawk  and  Hudson  River  Humane  Society, 
165  N.  Y.  617. 
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§  12.  The  members  of  the  said  board  and  of  the  said  commis- 
sions shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate;  and  any  member  may  be  removed  from 
oflSce  by  the  governor  for  cause,  an  opportunity  having  been 
given  him  to  be  heard  in  his  defense. 

§  13.  Existing  laws  relating  to  institutions  referred  to  in  the 
foregoing  sections  and  to  their  supervision  and  inspection,  in  so 
far  as  such  laws  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution,  shall  remain  in  force  until  amended  or  repealed 
by  the  legislature.  The  visitation  and  inspection  herein  pro- 
vided for,  shall  not  be  exclusive  of  other  visitation  and  inspec- 
tion now  authorized  by  law. 

§  14.  Nothing  in  this  constitution  contained  shall  prevent  the 
legislature  from  making  such  provision  for  the  education  and 
support  of  the  blind,  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  juvenile  delin- 
quents, as  to  it  may  seem  proper;  or  prevent  any  county,  city, 
town  or  village  from  providing  for  the  care,  support,  mainte- 
nance and  secular  education  of  inmates  of  orphan  asylums,  homes 
for  dependent  children  or  correctional  institutions,  whether 
under  public  or  private  control.  Payments  by  counties,  cities, 
towns  and  villages  to  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  and 
reformatory  institutions,  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control, 
for  care,  support  and  maintenance,  may  be  authorized,  but  shall 
not  be  required  by  the  legislature.  No  such  payments  shall  be 
made  for  any  inmate  of  such  institutions  who  is  not  received 
and  retained  therein  pursuant  to  rules  established  by  the  state 
board  of  charities.  Such  rules  shall  be  subject  to  the  control 
of  the  legislature  by  general  laws. 

Private  Chabitable  Institutions  —  Effect  of  New  (Constitution  upon 
Statutory  Local  Aid  froU  Public  Moneys.  The  Constitution  of  1894  did 
not  of  itself  annul  and  render  inoperative  mandatory  provisions  in  existing 
statutes  requiring  the  payment  by  localities  of  public  moneys  to  private 
charitable  institutions,  by  force  of  the  new  provision  (art.  8,  §  14),  that 
such  payments  "  may  be  authorized,  but  shall  not  be  required  by  the  Legis- 
lature; "  but  its  effect  was  to  leave  such  statutory  provisions  in  force  until 
superseded  by  subsequent  legislation.  Court  of  Appeals,  April,  1897,  People 
ex  rel.  The  Inebriates*  •Home  for  Kings  County  v.  The  Comptroller  of  the 
City  of  Brooklyn,  152  N.  Y.  399. 

Limitation  on  Future  Legislation.  The  above  provision  of  the  Consti- 
tution is  fti  mere  limitation  on  future  legislative  action,  end  was  not  intended 
to  forbid  the  operation  of  exij^ting  laws.     Id. 

NON- ABROGATION  OF  ADMINISTRATIVE  DUTY  OF   PAYMENT  OF  PUBLIC  MONEYS 

TO  Private  Charitable  Institution.    The  above  provision  of  the  Constitu- 
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Ikstitution  Educational  in  Part.  Such  institution,  so  far  as  it  edu- 
cates pupils  who  pay  for  their  tuition,  board  and  *  maintenance,  is  not  to  be 
regarded  as  a  charitable,  but  only  as  an  educational  institution,  and  as  to 
those  pupils  the  Board  of  Charities  has  no  jurisdiction  or  power  of  super' 
vision. 

Institution  of  Charitable  Character.  Such  institution,  being  to  an  ex- 
tent charitable  as  well  as  educational,  falls  within  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution  and  statutes  as  an  institution  of  a  charitable  character  or 
design.    Id. 

State  Maintenance  of  Free  Education.  The  provision  of  the  Consti- 
tution (art.  9,  §  1),  that  "  the  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  maint^iance 
and  support  of  a  system  of  free  common  schools,  wherein  all  the  children 
of  this  State  may  be  educated,"  relates  only  to  the  public  or  common  schools 
of  the  State,  and  has  no  application  to  appropriations  made  by  the  State 
to  an  institution  for  the  education  of  the  blind,  wholly  or  partly  under 
private  control.    Id. 

State  Aid  to  Private  Education  of  the  Bund.  Appropriations  by  the 
Legislature  to  a  local  or  private  institution,  for  the  education  and  support 
of  the  blind,  are  based  upon  and  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  the  Con- 
stitution (art.  8,  §  10  of  1874;  §  9  of  1894)  which  prescribe  that  the  pro- 
hibition of  State  aid  to  any  association,  corporation  or  private  undertaking 
shall  not  prevent  the  Ijegislature  from  making  such  provision  for  the  educa- 
tion and  suyjport  of  the  blind  as  to  it  may  seem  proper.     Id. 

Past  Appuopriations  Not  Vioi-ative  of  the  Constitlttion.  It  does  not 
follow  that,  if  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Blind  is  charitable,  appro- 
priations made  to  it  in  tlie  past  by  the  State  for  the  education  and  support 
of  pupils,  and  appropriations  made  by  the  counties  of  New  York  and  Kings 
(under  L.  1870,  chap.  100,  §  3)  of  the  sums  required  for  clothing  the  indigent 
pupils  wlio  were  residents  of  the  county  making  the  appropriation  were 
violative  of  the  Constitution   (art.  8,  §§  8,  11,  of  1874).     Id. 

Mandatory  Appropriation.  The  charitable  character  of  the  New  York 
Institution  for  the  Blind  is  not  chan^e<l  if  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
(L.  1S70,  fliap.  100,  §  3)  recpiiring  tlio  counties  of  New  York  and  Kings 
to  appropriate  money  to  clothe  indip^ont  pupils  is  mandatory,  and  hence  in 
conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  1894  (art.  8,  §  14),  which  is  not  decided.    Id, 

Participation  in  Prnuc  School  Find.  It  does  not  follow  from  the  fact 
that  the  charter  of  Greater  New  York  (L.  1897,  cliap.  378,  §  1101),  authorizes 
the  board  of  education  to  distribute  a  ratable  proportion  of  the  school  fund 
to  every  pupil  in  tlie  New  York  Institution  for  the  Blind,  that  the  institution 
must  be  rcj^arded  as  purely  educational  and  not  charitable.     Id. 

PiBLU"  Payments  to  ('iiaritadle  Institutions.  The  Ijegislature  can  not 
now  authorize  a  locality  to  pay,  nor  can  a  locality  in  any  case  pay  its  money 
to  a  charitable  institution,  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control,  for  the 
?are,  support  and  maintenance  of  inmates  who  are  not  received  and  retained 
pursuant  to  the  rules  established  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities.  (Const. 
1804,  art.  8,  S  14.)     Id. 

Paymknt  T)kpkni>knt  ipon  OnsKRVANrK  OF  Bilks  of  Board  of  Charities. 
Hie  New  York  Institution  for  the  Blind  being,  to  an  extent,  a  charitable 
Institution  and,  ^^o  far  as  it  is  charitable,  subject  to  the  visitation  and  rules 
of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  no  payment  can  be  properly  made  to  it  from 
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the  moneys  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York  for  the  maintenance  or 
support,  including  clothings  of  any  indigent  inmate  not  received  and  retained 
by  it  pursuant  to  the  rules  of  that  board.    Id, 

Court  of  Appeals,  October,  1897,  People  ex  rcL  Inst,  for  the  Blind  v.  Fitch, 
12  App.  Div.  581,  reversed. 

Charitable  Institutions  —  Payments  of  Public  Moneys  to  Institu- 
tions Wholly  or  Partly  Under  Private  Control  —  Rules  of  the  State 
Board  of  Chabjties.  A  municipal  corporation  is  prohibited  by  the  Consti- 
tution (art.  8,  §  14)  and  the  statutes  (L.  1895,  ch.  754;  L.  1896,  ch.  546, 
§  9.  subd.  8)  from  paying  public  moneys  to  a  charitable  institution  wholly 
or  partly  under  private  control,  for  the  care,  support  and  maintenance  of 
inmates  who  are  not  received  and  retained  therein  pursuant  to  the  rules 
established  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
whether  such  inmates  are  properly  a  public  charge.  Court  of  Appeals,  Octo- 
ber, 1902,  In  re  Application  of  New  York  Juvenile  Asylum,  appellant,  for  a 
tcrit  of  mandamus,  John  W.  Keller,  as  commissioner  of  public  charities  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  respondent,  172  N.  Y.  50. 

New  York  Juvenile  Asylum  —  Charter  Provision  Requiring  Payment 
by  the  City  and  County  of  New  York  for  the  Support  of  Inmates  Not 
Committed  to  it  in  Accordance  with  Rules  of  State  Board  of  Charities, 
Superseded  by  the  Constitution.  The  fact  that  the  New  York  Juvenile 
Asylum,  a  private  charitable  institution,  was  authorized  by  its  charter  (L. 
1851,  ch.  332)  to  take  under  its  care  the  management  of  such  children  as 
should  by  consent,  in  writing,  of  their  parents  or  guardians,  be  voluntarily 
surrendered  and  intrusted  to  it,  and  by  section  28  of  chapter  245  of  the 
Laws  of  1866  might  require  the  county  of  New  York  to  pay  annually  a 
specified  sum  for  the  support  of  children  so  committed  to  it,  which  section 
was  incorporated  into  the  charter  of  Greater  New  York  (L.  1807,  ch.  378, 
§  230)  and  has  not  in  terms  been  rei)eal«l,  anit^ndetl  or  modified,  does  not 
authorize  the  city  and  county  of  New  York  to  pay  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  any  inmate  not  received  and  rctaine<l  therein  pursuant  to 
the  rules  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  since  surh  payment  is  prohibited, 
not  by  the  rules  affecting  the  repeal  or  amendment  of  the  statute  conferring 
the  right  thereto,  but  by  the  Constitution  itnelf,  which  superse<lotl  the  statute 
and  operated  presently  from  the  time  the  rules  were  CHtablished.     Id. 

Court  of  Appeals,  October,  1902,  Matter  of  New  York  Juvenile  Asylum, 
69  App.  Div.  615,  affirmed. 

A  conveyance  of  real  property  by  a  city  to  a  charitable  institution,  wholly 
or  partially  under  private  control,  for  a  nominal  or  no  consi<Icration.  Held 
unconstitutional  and  void. 

Such  a  gift  to  a  corporation  whose  purpone,  as  prescribed  in  its  charter, 
is  medical  and  surgical  aid  to  persons  of  a  certain  religious  denomination 
and  other  objects  appertaining  to  hospitals  and  dispensaries,  contravenes 
the  provision  of  section  10,  article  VJII  of  the  State  Constitution,  prohibit- 
ing a  city  from  giving  any  money  or  property  to  or  in  aid  of  any  individual, 
association  or  corporation,  and  is  not  saved  by  the  proviso  that  such  pro- 
hibition shall  not  prevent  a  city  from  making  such  provision  for  the  aid 
and  support  of  its  poor  as  may  be  authorized  by  law,  because  the  appro- 
priation of  the  proceeds  of  the  grant  is  not  permanently  secured  for  a  public 
purpose. 
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Such  a  gift  ofifeDds  against  section  14  of  article  VIU  which  eoniinte  gifts 
by  a  city  to  a  charitable  institution  wholly  or  partly  under  private  con- 
trol to  payments  for  inmates  received  and  retained  pursuant  to  rules  estab- 
lished by  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  and  does  not  permit  a  payment  or 
transfer  of  property  by  way  of  endowment.  ( 

The  language  of  section  14  of  the  Constitution  clearly  contemplates  pay- 
ment of  money  for  these  purposes,  to  be  applied  subject  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  established  by  the  Board  of  Charities.  This  is  now  the  authority 
for  the  application  of  property  and  money  in  aid  of  private  institutions  that 
have  voluntarily  assumed  the  public  obligation,  and  the  provision  is  that 
no  ''payments  shall  be  made  for  any  inmate  of  such  institutions  who  is 
not  received  and  retained  therein  pursuant  to  rules  established  by  the  State 
Board  of  Charities;  "  thus  clearly  contemplating  that  the  basis  of  the  appro- 
priation shall  have  relation  to  the  number  of  inmates  provided  for  in  the 
particular  institutions,  the  rate  of  pa3rment  being  placed  upon  a  per  capita 
basis.  Supreme  Court,  March,  1904,  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  Respondent,  v.

§  15.  Commissioners  of  the  state  board  of  charities  and  commis- 
sioners of  the  state  commission  in  lunacy,  now  holding  oflSce, 
shall  be  continued  in  office  for  the  term  for  which  they  were 
appointed,  respectively,  unless  the  legislature  shall  otherwise 
provide.  The  legislature  may  confer  upon  the  commissions  and 
upon  the  board  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  sections  any  addi- 
tional powers  that  are  not'  inconsistent  with  other  provisions  of 
the  constitution.

Such  board  or  any  member  thereof  may  take  proofs  and  hear 
testimony  relating  to  any  matter  before  it,  or  before  such  mem- 
ber, upon  any  such  visit  or  inspection. 

Any  member  or  officer  of  such  board,  or  inspector  duly  ap- 
pointed by  it,  shall  have  full  access  to  the  grounds,  buildings, 
bookB  and  papers  relating  to  any  such  institution,  and  may 
require  from  the  officers  and  persons  in  charge  thereof,  any  infor- 
mation he  may  deem  necessary  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 
The  board  may  prepare  regulations  according  to  which,  and  pro- 
vide blanks  and  forms  upon  which,  such  information  shall  be 
furnished,  in  a  clear,  uniform  an-d  prompt  manner,  for  the  use  of 
the  board.

Section  1.  Short  title. — This  chapter  shall  be  known  as  the 
statte  charities  law. 

§  2.  Definitions. — The  term  state  charitable  institutions,  when 
used  in  this  chapter,  shall  include  all  institutions  of  a  charitable, 
eleemosynary,  correctional  or  reformatory  character,  supported 
in  whole  or  in  i>art  by  the  state,  except  institutions  for  the 
instruction  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  blind  and  such  institu- 
tions which,  by  section  eleven,  article  eight  of  the  constitution, 
are  made  subject  to  the  visitation  and  inspection  of  the  commis- 
sion in  lunacy  or  the  prison  commission,  whether  managed  or 
controlled  by  the  state  or  by  private  corporations,  societies  or 
associations. 

— There  shall  continue  to  be  a 
state  board  of  charities,  composed  of  twelve  members,  who  shall

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each  judicial  ddstrict  of  the  state,  one  addiitloDal  member  from 
the  county  of  Kings,  and  three  additional  members  from  the 
county  of  New  York,  who  shall  respectively  reside  in  such  coun- 
ties.

§  12.  Investigations  of  institutions. — The  board  may  direct  an 
investigation,  by  a  committee  of  one  or  more  of  its  meml)ei*8, 
of  the  affairs  and  management  of  any  institution,  society  or  asso- 
ciation, subject  to  its  supervision,  or  of  tlie  conduct  of  its  officers 
and  employes.

§  13.  Orders  of  board  directed  to  institutions. — If  it  shall 
appear,  after  such  investigation,  that  inmates  of  the  institution 
are  cruelly,  negligently  or  inipro|)erly  treatlnl,  or  inad«H]uate  pro- 
vision is  made  for  their  sustenance,  clothing,  care,  supervision,  or 
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care  and  treatment  of  the  insane,  are  subject  to  the  visitation, 
inspection  and  supervision  of  the  state  board  of  charities,  it^ 
members,  officers  and  inspectors.  Such  institutions  may  be  vis- 
ited) and  inspected  by  such  board,  or  any  member,  officer  or 
inspector  duly  appointed  by  it  for  that  purpose,  at  any  and  all 
times.

Such  board  or  any  member  thereof  may  take  proofs  and  hear 
testimony  relating  to  any  matter  before  it,  or  before  such  mem- 
ber, upon  any  such  visit  or  inspection. 

Any  member  or  officer  of  such  board,  or  inspector  duly  ap- 
pointed by  it,  shall  have  full  access  to  the  grounds,  buildings, 
books  and  papers  relating  to  any  such  institution,  and  may 
require  from  the  officers  and  persons  in  charge  thereof,  any  infor- 
mation he  may  deem  necessary  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 
The  board  may  prepare  regulations  according  to  which,  and  pro- 
vide blanks  and  forms  upon  which,  such  information  shall  be 
furnished,  in  a  clear,  uniform  and  prompt  manner,  for  the  use  of 
the  board.  No  such  officer  or  inspector  shall  divulge  or  com- 
municate to  any  person  without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of 
said  board  any  facts  or  information  obtained  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  on  proof  of  such  divulgement  or  communi- 
cation such  officer  or  inspector  may  at  once  be  removed  from 
office.  The  annual  reports  of  each  year  shall  give  the  results 
of  such  inquiries,  with  the  opinion  and  conclusions  of  the  board 
relating  to  the  same.  Any  officer,  superintendent  or  employe  of 
any  such  institution,  society  or  association  w^ho  shall  unlawfully 
refuse  to  admit  any  member,  officer  or  iusi)ector  of  the  board, 
for  the  purpose  of  visitation  and  inspection,  or  who  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  furnish  the  information  required  by  the  board  or 
any  of  its  members,  officers  or  inspectors,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  such  refusal  or  neglect.  The  right  and  powers  hereby  con- 
ferred may  be  enforced  by  an  order  of  the  supreme  court  after 
notice  and  hearing,  or  by  indictment  by  the  grand  jury  of  the 
county  or  both. 
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§  11.  Powers  and  duties  of  the  board  on  visits  and  inspections.

board  may  issue  an  order,  in  the  name  of  the  people,  and  under 
its  official  seal,  directed)  to  the  proper  officers  or  managers  of 
such  institution,  requiring  them  to  modify  such  treatment  or 
apply  such  remedy,  or  both,  as  shall  therein  be  specified;  before 
such  order  is  issued,  it  must  be  approved  by  a  justice  of  the 
supreme  court,  after  such  notice  as  he  may  prescribe  and  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard,  and  any  person  to  whom  such  an  order 
is  directed  who  shall  willfully  refuse  to  obey  the  same,  shall,  upon 
conviction,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  14.  Correction  of  evils  in  administration  of  institutions. — 
The  state  board  of  charities  shall  call  the  attention  of  the  trus- 
tees, directors  or  managers  of  any  such  institution,  society  or  as- 
sociation, subject  to  its  supervision,  to  any  abuses,  defects  or 
evils  which  may  be  found  therein,  and  such  officers  shall  take 
proper  action  thereon,  with  a  view  to  correcting  the  same,  in 
accordance  with  the  advice  of  such  board. 

§  15.  Duties  of  the  attorney-general  and  district  attorneys. — 
If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board-  or  any  three  members  thereof, 
any  matter  in  regard  to  the  management  or  affairs  of  any  such 
institution,  society  or  association,  or  any  inmate  or  person  in  any 
way  connected  therewith,  require  legal  investigation  or  action  of 
any  kind,  notice  thereof  may  be  given  by  the  board,  or  any  three 
members  thereof,  to  the  attorney-general,  and  he  shall  thereupon 
make  inquiry  and  take  such  proceedings  in  the  premises  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  and  proper.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  at- 
torney-general and  of  every  disti-ict  attorney  when  so  required 
to  furnish  such  legal  assistance,  counsel  or  advice  as  the  board 
may  require  in  the  discharge  of  its  dtities. 

§  16.  State,  non-resident  and  alien  poor. — A  poor  person 
shall  not  be  admitted  as  an  inmate  into  a  state  institution  for  the 
feeble-minded,  or  epileptics,  unless  a  resident  of  the  state  for  one 
year  next  preceding  the  application  for  his  admission. 

The  state  board  of  charities,  and  any  of  its  members  or  officers, 
may,  at  any  time,  visit  and  inspect  any  institution  subject  to  its 
supervision  to  ascertain  if  any  inmates  supported  therein  at  a 
state,  county  or  municipal  expense  are  state  charges,  nonresi- 
dents, or  alien  poor;  and  it  may  cause  to  be  removed  to  the  state

An  application  in  writing 
for  fflieh  licnse  shall  be  made  to  si»th  iwiard  in  tb«^  form  and  man> 
n^  prescribed  by  it«  wkicb  skail  be  uniform  for  all  sif^H>ls  of 
medicine.  There  shall  be  attached  to  such  a|*pikation  a  state^ 
ment,  verified  bv  the  oath  of  the  a^^icant,  cv^taininj^  snch  facts 
as  the  board  majr  require.  If.  in  the  jod^ment  of  such  bcanL  the 
statement  filed,  and  other  evidence  submitted  in  negation  to  sih  h 
application,  indicate  that  the  ofierations  of  such  dispensary  will 
be  for  the  pnblic  benefit,  a  license  shall  be  isssoed  to  the  dispen- 
sary applying  therefor.  The  form  of  such  Iio»£^  shall  be  piv- 
scribed  by  the  board.  A  dispensary  shall  not  enter  npon  the  exe^ 
cation,  or  continue  the  prosecution  of  its  porpoeie  nnlee^  licensed 
bj  the  state  board  of  charities,  as  provided  in  this  act.  A  lice-nse 
shall  be  issued,  on  ai^lication.  to  all  dispensaries  legallv  incor- 
porated, and  to  unincorporated  disfiensaries  conducted  in  con- 
nection with  incorporated  institutions  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  this  act. 

§  21.  Rules  and  r^rulations. — The  state  board  of  charities  shall 
make  rules  and  regulations,  and  alter  or  amend  the  same,  in 
acc<Mdance  with  which  all  disfiensaries  shall  furnish  and  appli- 
cants obtain  medical  or  surgical  relief,  advice  or  treatment,  medi- 
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cine  or  apparatus.  But  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  in 
any  case  specify  the  particular  school  of  medicine  in  accordance 
with  which  a  dispensary  shall  manage  or  conduct  its  work  or 
determine  the  kind  of  medical  or  surgical  treatment  to  be  pro- 
vided by  any  dispensary. 

§  22.  Revocation  of  licenses. — The  state  board  of  charities  or 
any  of  its  members  may  at  any  and  all  times  visit  and  inspect 
licensed  dispensaries.  They  may  examine  all  matters  in  relation 
to  such  dispensaries,  and  ascertain  how  far  they  are  conducted 
in  compliance  with  this  law  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
board.  Aftter  due  notice  to  a  dispensary,  and  opportunity  for 
it  to  be  heard,  the  board  may,  if  public  interest  demands,  and 
for  just  and  reasonable  cause,  revoke  a  license  by  an  order  signed 
and  attested  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Such 
order  shall  state  the  reason  for  revoking  such  license,  and  shall 
take  effect  within  such  time  after  the  service  thereof  upon  the 
dispensary  as  the  board  shall  determine.  The  said  board  is 
hereby  directed  to  apply  to  the  supreme  court  to  revoke  the 
license  and  annul  the  incorporation  of  any  dispensary  legally 
incorporated,  or  conducted  in  connection  with  an  incorporated 
institution  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  for  wilful 
violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  made  by  said  board. 

§  23.  Drug  store  or  tenement  house  not  to  be  used  by  dispen- 
sary; unlawful  display  of  signs. — After  the  taking  effect  of  this 
act,  no  dispensary  shall  make  use  of  any  place  commonly  known 
as  a  drug  store,  or  any  place  or  building  defined  by  law  or  by  an 
ordinance  of  the  board  of  health  as  a  tenement  house;  nor  after 
such  time  shall  any  person,  corporation,  institution,  society,  asso- 
ciation, or  agent  thereof,  except  a  duly  licensed  dispensary,  dis- 
play or  cause  to  be  displayed  a  sign  or  other  thing  which  could 
directly  or  indirectly  or  by  suggestion  indicate  the  existence  of 
the  equivalent,  in  purpose  and  effect,  of  a  dispensary. 

§  24.  Any  person  who  wilfully  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  made  and  published 
under  the  authority  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  ten  dollars  and  not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

§  25.  Any  person  who  obtains  medical  or  surgical  treatment 
on  false  representations  from  any  dispensary  licensed  under  the 
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Obedience  to  the  orders  herein  authorized'  shall  be  enforced  in 
the  same  manner  as  obedience  is  enforced  to  an  order  or  man- 
date by  a  court  o£  record. 

§  32.  Annual  reports. — Such  association  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  state  board  of  charities  upon  matters  relating  to 
the  institutions  subject  to  the  visitation  of  such  board;  and  to 
the  statte  commission  in  lunacy  upon  matters  relating  to  the 
institutions  subject  to  the  inspection  and  control  of  such  com- 
mission. Such  reports  shall  be  made  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
November  for  each  preceding  fiscal  year.

Section  40.  Fiscal    supervisor   of    state    charities. — The   office 

of  fiscal  supervisor  of  state  charities  is  hereby  created.  On  or 
before  April  fifteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  the  governor 
shall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate, 
a  fiscal  supervisor  of  state  charities.  A  successor  to  such  super- 
visor shall  l)e  appointed  in  like  manner.  The  term  of  office  of 
the  fiscal  sui)ervisor  of  state  charities  shall  be  five  years,  and 
he  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  an  annual  salary  of  six  thousand 
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required  for  the  use  of  such  institutions  and  the  reasons  there- 
for. The  fiscal  supervisor  shall  also  on  the  first  days  of  January 
and  July  in  each  year  report  to  the  governor  the  condition  of 
the  buildings,  grounds  and  property  on  such  date,  together  with 
such  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  financial  management  of  such 
institutions  as  he  deems  proper.  He  shall  also,  on  request  of 
the  governor  or  of  any  committee  of  either  house  of  the  legis- 
lature, make  a  special  report  in  relation  to  the  condition  of  the 
buildings,  grounds  and  property,  or  the  financial  management 
of  such  insfltutions,  or  of  any  of  them.  (Added  hy  chapter  252 
of  the  Laws  of  1902.) 

§  43.  Removals  by  governor. — A  fiscal  supervisor  of  state 
charities,  or  the  superintendent  or  the  steward  of  any  institu- 
tion, subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  may  be  removed 
by  the  governor  for  cause,  an  opportunity  having  been  given  him 
to  be  heard  in  his  defense.  (Added  hy  chapter  252  of  the  Laws

§  44.  Fiscal  year. — The  fiscal  year  of  all  state  charitable 
institutions,  of  the  New  York  state  school  for  the  blind  and  of 
the  Elmira  reformatory  shall  commence  with  the  first  day  of 
October  in  each  year,  and  close  with  the  thirtieth  day  of  Sep- 
tember, next  succeeding;  and  the  annual  reports  of  such  institu- 
tions required  by  this  chapter,  shall  be  made  for  the  fiscal  year 
as  herein  named,  and  copies  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the  fiscal 
supervisor  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year, 
and  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  October  in  each  year 
there  shall  be  filed  with  the  fiscal  supervisor  copies  of  the  inven- 
tories of  8upi)lics  for  maintenance  and  property  on  hand  at 
the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year.

§  45.  Monthly  estimates  of  expenses;  contingent  fund. — The 
superintendent  or  otlier  managing  officer  of  each  of  the  state 
charitable  institutions,  of  the  New  York  state  school  for  the 
blind  at  Batavia  and  of  the  Elmira  reformatory  shall,  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  each  month,  cause  to  be  prepared 
triplicate  estimates  in  minute  detail,  of  the  expenses  required 
for  the  institution  of  which  he  has  the  sup<?rvision,  for  the  ensu- 
ing month.  He  shall  countersign  and  submit  two  of  such  tripli- 
cates to  the  fiscal  supervisor,  and  retain  the  other  to  be  placed 
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and  transferred  to  the  office  of  the  fiscal  supervisor  subject  to 
his  direction  and  control.  {A8  amended  hy  chapter  252  of  the 
Laws  of  1902.) 

§  46.  Monthly  statements  of  receipts  and  expenditures. — The 
treasurer  of  each  state  charitable  institution,  of  the  New 
York  state  school  for  the  blind  and  of  the  Elmira  reformatory 
shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  each  month,  make  to  the 
fiscal  supervisor  a  full  and  perfect  statement  of  all  the  receipts 
and  expenditures,  specifying  the  several  items,  for  the  last!

§  47.  Affidavit  of  steward;  vouchers. — There  shall  be  at- 
tached to  such  treasurer's  statement,  the  affidavit  of  the 
steward  or  other  officer  having  like  powers,  to  the  effect  that 
the  goods  and  other  articles  therein  specified  were  purchased 
and  received  by  him  or  under  his  direction  at  the  institution, 
that  the  goods  were  purchased  at  a  fair  cash  market  price  and 
paid  for  in  cash,  and  that  he  or  any  person  in  his  behalf  had 
no  pecuniary  or  other  interest  in  the  articles  purchased;  that 
he  received  no  pecuniary  or  other  benefit  therefrom  in  the  way 
of  commission,  percentage,  deductions  or  presents,  or  in  any 
other  manner  whatever,  directly  or  indirectly;  that  the  articles 
contained  in  such  bill  were  received  at  the  institution;  that 
they  conformed  in  all  i-espn^cts  to  the  invoiced  goods  received 
and  ordered  by  him,  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Such  state- 
ment shall  be  accompanied  by  the  voucher  showing  the  pay- 
ment of  the  several  items  contained  in  the  statement,  the 
amount  of  such  payment  and  for  what  the  payment  was  made. 
Such  vouchers  shall  be  examined  by  the  fiscal  supervisor 
and   compared   with    the   estimates    made   for    the    month    for

which  the  statement  is  rendered,  and  if  found  correct  shall 
be  endorsed  and  forwarded  by  the  fiscal  supervisor,  with  the 
statement,  to  the  comptroller,  who  shall  have  the  power  of  final 
audit  in  accordance  with  tlie  estimate.  If  any  voucher  is  found 
objectionable,  the  fiscal  supervisor  or  the  comptroller  shall 
endorse  his  disapproval  thereon,  with  the  reason  therefor,  and 
return  it  to  the  treasurer,  who  shall  present  it  to  the  board  of 
managers  for  correction  and  immediately  return  it.  All 
vouchers  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  comptroller.  {As 
amended  by  chapter  252  of  the  Laws  of  1902.) 

§  48.  Purchases. — All  purchases  for  the  use  of  the  state  char- 
itable institutions,  of  the  New  York  state  school  for  the  blind  or 
of  the  Elmira  reformatory  shall  be  made  for  cash  or  on  credit  or 
time  not  exceeding  thirty  days ;  every  voucher  shall  be  duly  filled 
up,  and  with  every  abstract  of  vouchers  paid,  there  shall  be  proof 
on  oath  that  the  voucher  was  properly  filled  up  and  the  mpney 
paid.  The  board  of  managers  or  trustees  shall  make  all  needful 
rules  and  regulations  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section. 
The  fiscal  supervisor,  a  member  or  officer  of  the  state  board  of 
charities  or  manager  or  officer  of  any  such  institution,  shall  not 
be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  furnishing  of  materials, 
labor  or  supplies  for  the  use  of  any  such  institutions  nor  shall 
any  manager  or  trustee  act  as  attorney  or  counsel  for  the  board 
of  managers  or  trustees  thereof.  Such  contracts  shall  not  be  let 
except  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  tliis  act  in  relation  to 
estimates.  All  goods  for  the  use  of  such  institutions  except  those 
furnished  pursuant  to  law  by  some  other  institution  of  the  state 
shall  be  bought,  as  far  as  practicable,  of  manufacturers  or  their 
immediate  agents.  All  contracts,  if  let,  shall,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article  relating  to  estimates,  be  awarded  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder.  Each  of  such  institutions  may  manu- 
facture such  supplies  and  materials  to  be  used  in  the  institution 
as  can  be  economically  made  therein.  Between  tlie  first  day  of 
July  and  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  in  each  year  the  fiscal 
supervisor  shall  call  the  superintendents  of  the  state  charitable 
institutions,  the  Elmira  reformatory  and  the  New  York  state 
school  for  the  blind  to  meet  at  his  office  in  Albany.  The  fiscal 
supervisor  shall  notify  the  president  of  the  board  of  managers  or 
trustees  of  each  state  charitable  institution  and  of  the  Elmira 
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reformatory  and  the  New  York  state  school  for  the  blind,  at  least 
ten  days  in  advance,  of  snch  meeting  of  the  snpel'intendents,  and 
each  such  president  may  designate  a  member  of  the  board  of  man- 
agers or  trustees  of  which  he  is  president  to  attend  such  meeting 
as  a  representative  of  such  boards.  The  necessary  traveling  ex- 
penses of  a  manager  or  trustee  in  attendance  upon  such  meeting 
shall  be  paid  in  the  same  maimer  as  the  traveling  expenses  of 
managers  or  trustees  when  in  attendance  upon  meetings  of  boards 
of  managers  or  trustees.  The  superintendent  and  managers  or 
trustees  present  at  such  meeting  shall  consider,  and  shall  deter- 
mine, subject  to  the  power  granted  to  the  fiscal  supervisor  in  sec- 
tion forty-five  of  this  article,  the  following  matters : 

1.  Which  articles  of  supplies  it  is  practicable  to  purchase  for 
all  the  state  charitable  institutions,  the  New  York  state  school 
for  the  blind  and  the  Elmira  reformatory,  or  some  of  them,  by 
joint  contracts. 

2.  The  specifications  for  articles  of  supplies  to  be  purchased  by 
joint  contracts. 

3.  The  provisions  of  the  contracts  under  which  articles  of  sup- 
plies are  to  be  purchased  jointly. 

At  such  meetings  of  superintendentti  and  managers  or  trustees 
there  shall  be  designated  by  those  present  a  purchasing  commit- 
tee, to  consist  of  not  more  than  six  superintendents,  who  shall 
serve  as  such  purchasing  committee  until  the  next  annual  meeting 
of  superintendents  and  managers  or  trustees.  Such  meeting  of 
superintendents  and  managers  or  trustees  may  refer  to  such  pur- 
chasing committee  any  matters  which  might  be  considered  and 
determined  by  such  meeting  of  superintendents  and  managers  or 
trustees.  Such  purchasing  committee  shall  meet  whenever  so  re- 
quested by  the  fiscal  supervisor,  and  shall  possess  the  same  powers 
as  the  annual  meeting  of  superintendents  and  managers  or  trus 
tees,  provided  for  in  this  section.  Such  purchasing  committee 
may  also  consider  proposals  and  make  awards  under  joint  con 
tracts  for  rtie  purchase  of  staple  articles  of  supplies  for  some  or 
all  of  the  state  charitable  institutions,  the  Elmira  reformatory 
and  the  New  York  state  school  for  the  blind,  and  shall  appoint 
a  committee  of  two  to  execute  joint  contracts  in  accordance  with 
such  awards,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  fiscal  supervisor.  All 
powers  conferred  in  this  section  upon  the  annual  meeting  of 
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superintendents  and  managers  or  trustees,  and  upon  the  purehas 
ing  committee,  shall  be  exercised  subject  to  the  powers  now  pos- 
sessed by,  or  hereafter  conferred  upon,  the  fiscal  supervisor  of 
state  charities.  (As  amended  hy  chapter  252  of  the  Laws  of 
1902,  chapter  473  of  the  Laws  of  1903  and  chapter  457  of  the  Laws 
of  1905.) 

§  49.  Plans  and  specifications,  contracts,  special  orders,  orders 
for  extra  work,  special  fund  estimates,  payments. — The  governor, 
the  president  of  the  state  board  of  charities,  and  the  fiscal  super- 
visor, or  a  majority  of  such  officers,  shall  approve  or  reject 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  erection,  alteration,  repairs  or 
improvements  of  buildings  or  plant  for  any  state  charitable 
institution  or  for  the  New  York  state  school  for  the  blind; 
and  no  such  erection,  alteration,  repairs  or  improvements 
shall  be  made  until  the  plans  and  8i>ecifications  therefor 
have  been  so  approved.  Contract's  for  such  work  of  erec- 
tion, alteration,  impairs  or  improvements  may  be  let  by  the 
board  of  managers  or  trustees,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor, 
the  president  of  the  stafe  board  of  charities  and  the  fiscal  super- 
visor, or  a  majority  of  such  officers,  for  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
the  work  to  be  performed,  and,  in  the  discretion  of  the  managers 
or  trustees,  and,  subject  to  such  approval,  such  contracts  may  be 
sublet.  Si)ecial  orders  for  such  work  in  amounts  less  than  one 
thousand  dollars  may  be  issued  by  the  state  architect  upon  au- 
thorization by  the  board  of  managers  or  trustees,  subject  to  the 
approval -of  the  fiscal  supervisor.  Copies  of  all  such  contracts 
and  special  orders  shall  be  filed  with  the  fiscal  supervisor,  with 
the  comptroller,  and  with  the  board  of  managers  or  trustees.  The 
fiscal  sui)ervisor  and  the  board  of  managers  or  tl'ustees  shall  de- 
termine to  what  extent  and  for  what  length  of  time  advertise- 
ments are  to  be  inserted  in  newspapers  for  proposals  for  the  erec- 
tion, alteration,  repairs  or  improvements  of  buildings  or  plant  of 
state  charitable  institutions,  the  New  York  state  school  for  the 
blind  or  the  Elmira  reformatory.  A  j)reliminary  deposit  or  cer- 
tified check  drawn  upon  some  legally  incorporated  bank  or  trust 
company  of  this  state  shall  in  all  cases  be  required  as  an  evidence 
of  good  faith,  upon  all  proposals  from  contractors  for  such  work, 
to  be  deposited  with  the  superintendent  of  the  institution  for 
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which  the  work  is  to  be  performed,  in  an.  amount  to  be  determined 
by  the  state  arcliiteet.  All  such  contracts  and  special  orders  for 
the  erection,  alteration,  repairs  or  improvements  of  buildings  or 
plant  of  state  charitable  institutions,  the  New  York  state  school 
for  the  blind  or  the  Elmira  reformatory  shall  contain  a  clause 
that  the  contract  shall  only  be  deemed  executory  to  the  extent 
of  the  moneys  available,  and  no  liability  shall  be  incurred  by  the 
state  beyond  the  moneys  available  for  the  purpose.  All  contracts 
in  an  amount  gi-eater  than  one  thousand  dollars  shall  have  tlie 
performance  thereof  secured  by  sufficient  bond  or  bonds,  to  be 
approved  by  and  filed  with  the  compti-oller.  All  work  done  by 
special  orders  in  an  amount  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  need 
have  no  surety  bond  provided  payment  is  to  be  made  only  after 
the  work  is  completed  and  appi*oved.  The  work  of  erection,  al- 
teration^ repairs  or  impi^ovements  of  buildings  or  plant  of  state 
charitable  institutions,  the  New  York  state  school  for  the  blind 
and  the  Elmira  reformatory,  may  l>e  done  by  the  employment  of 
inmate  or  outside  labor,  either  or  both,  and  by  the  purchase  of 
materials  in  the  ojien  market  whenever,  in  tlie  ojnnion  of  the 
fiscal  su})ervisor  and  state  architect,  such  course  shall  be  more 
advantageous  to  the  state.  No  compensation  shall  be  allowed  for 
the  employment  of  inmate  labor.  Where  money  is  appropriated 
for  any  si)ecific  purpose  other  than  for  maintenance,  and  the 
work,  materials,  furniture,  apparatus  or  other  supplies  are  nut 
to  be  performed  or  purchased  pursuant  to  contract  or  special 
order  duly  made  therefor,  such  money  shall  be  expended  pursuant 
to  si)ecial  fund  estimates  made  to  the  fiscal  sui)ervisor  by  the 
board  of  managers  or  tnistiH\s  of  the  institution  for  which  such 
approju-iaiion  is  made.  The  provisions  of  this  article  I'elating 
to  the  estimates  of  the  exi)ense  required  for  state  charitable  in- 
stitutions, for  the  New  York  state  school  for  the  blind  and  the 
Elmira  reformatory,  shall  ai)i)ly  to  such  estimates;  and  when 
such  work  is  to  be  i>erformed  in  accordance  with  plans  and  speci- 
fications prepared  by  the  stale  anhitect  or  is  to  be  paid  for  from 
ai)[)roi)riations  for  the  erection,  alteration,  rej)airs  or  improve- 
ments of  buildings  or  j^lant,  such  estimates  shall  also  be  subject 
to  his  approval.  Except  as  above  si)ecified  all  such  work  shall  be 
done  by  contract  or  si>ecial  order.     The  form  of  the  contract  or 
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special  order  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  state  architect.  All  paj- 
ments  on  contracts,  special  orders  and  si>ecial  fond  estimates 
shall  be  made  on  the  certificate  of  the  state  architect  and  the 
voucher  of  the  board  of  managers  or  trustees  as  the  work  pro- 
gresses or  the  purchase  of  material  is  made,  and  u]>on  bills  dulv 
certified,  rendered  and  audited  and  approved  by  the  fiscal  super- 
visor. No  item  of  an  appropriation  made  for  the  performance  of 
such  work  shall  be  available,  except  for  advertising,  unless  one 
or  more  contracts,  sjiecial  orders  or  special  fund  estimates  shall 
first  have  been  made  for  the  completion  of  such  work  within  the 
appropriation  therefor.  If  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the 
erection,  alteration,  repairs  or  improvements  of  buildings  or* 
plant,  at  a  state  charitable  institution,  the  New  York  st^te  school 
for  the  blind  or  the  Elmira  reformatory,  in  an  appropriation  act 
specifying  two  or  more  objectVi  for  which  the  appropriation  shall 
be  applied,  and  any  one  of  such  objects  shall  have  been  accom- 
plished for  a  less  sum  than  the  amount  sf>ecified  in  the  act,  the 
unexpended  balance  shall  be  applicable  to  the  completion  of  any 
other  work  sjjecified  in  the  act, — if,  after  due  advertisements,  no 
bids  shall  have  been  received  within  the  amount  si»e<*ifically^ 
appropriated  therefor.  Each  original  bid,  with  an  abstract 
thereof  shall  accoin]'any  tlie  co])y  of  the  coiitVact  or  s[>ecial  order 
which  is  to  be  filed  with  the  comptroller.  {As  amrnded  hy  chap- 
ter 252  of  the  Loich  of  11H>2,  chapter  47.*^  of  the  Lairs  of  1003,  and 
chapter  457  of  the  Lairs  of  1005.) 

§  50.  Visitations  and  reports  by  managers  or  trustees. — Tlie 
board  of  managers  or  truste<»s  of  earh  of  the  state  charitable 
institutions,  of  the  New  York  sfate  school  for  the  blind  and  of 
the  Elmira  reformatory,  in  additicm  to  their  other  duties  now 
required  by  law,  shall,  by  a  majority  of  its  iiieiiil>ers.  visit  and 
inspect  tlie  institution  for  which  it  is  apjMnnted  at  least  monthly, 
and  shall  make  a  written  rcfvort  to  the  governor,  the  state  board 
of  charities  and  the  fiscal  su])ervisor  within  ten  days  after  each 
visitation,  to  be  signed  by  each  meinl>er  making  surh  visitation. 
Buch  reports  shall  state  in  detail  the  ccmdition  of  the  institution 
visited  and  of  its  inmates,  and  such  other  niacters  jK»rtaining  to 
the  management  and  affairs  thei-eof  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
*>oard  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  tlie  governor,  the 
*^3te  board  of  charities  or  the  fiscal  su|>ervisor  of  state  charities, 
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and  may  contain  recommendations  as  to  needed  improvements 
in  the  institution  or  its  management.  (As  amended  by  chapter 
252  of  the  Lairs  of  1002,  and  by  chapter  473  of  the  Laws  of  1903.) 

§  51.  Reports  to  supervisors  of  appointments  and  committals 
to  charitable  institutions. — Every  judge,  justice,  superintendent 
or  overseer  of  the  poor,  supervisor  or  other  person  who  is 
authorized  by  law  to  make  appointments  or  commitments  to  any 
state  charitable  institution,  except  almshouses,  in  which  the 
board,  instruction,  care  or  clothing  is  a  charge  against  any 
county,  town  or  city,  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  clerk 
of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county,  or  of  the  county  in 
which  any  town  is  situated,  or  to  the  city  clerk  of  any  city, 
which  are  liable  for  any  such  board,  instruction,  care  or  cloth- 
ing, within  ten  days  after  such  appointment  or  committent, 
and  shall  therein  state,  when  known,  the  nationality,  age,  sex 
and  residence  of  each  person  so  appointed  or  committed  and  the 
length  of  time  of  such  appointment  or  committment.  {As 
amended  by  chapter  252  of  the  Latcs  of  1902.) 

§  52.  Reports  by  officers  of  certain  institutions  to  clerks  of 
supervisors  and  cities. — The  keeper,  superintendent,  secretary, 
director  or  other  proper  officer  of  a  state  charitable  institution 
to  which  any  person  is  committed  or  appointed,  whose  board, 
care,  instruction,  tuition  or  clothing  shall  be  chargeable  to  any 
city,  town  or  county,  shall  make  a  written  rejwrt  to  the  clerk 
of  such  city  or  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county,  or  of  the  county  in  which  such  town  is  situated,  within 
ten  days  after  receiving  such  person  therein.  Huch  report 
shall  state  when  such  person  was  received  into  the  institution, 
and,  when  known,  the  name,  age,  sex,  nationality,  residence, 
length  of  time  of  committment  or  appointment,  the  name  of  the 
officer  making  the  same,  and  the  sum  chargeable  j^er  week, 
month  or  year  for  such  person.  If  any  person  so  ai>poiuted  or 
committed  to  any  such  instituticm  shall  die,  be  removed  or  dis- 
charged, such  officers  shall  immediately  report  to  the  clerk  of 
the  board  of  sui)ervisors  of  the  county,  or  of  the  county  in  which 
such  town  is  situated,  or  to  the  city  clerk  of  the  city  from  which 
such  person  was  committed  or  ajijiointcd,  the  date  of  such  death, 
removal  or  discharge.  (As  amended  by  chapter  252  of  the  Laws 
of  1902.) 
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Section  68.  Manner  of  receiving  pupils. 

60.  Discharge  of  state  pupils  and  payment  of  expenses. 
70.  Expense  of  clotting  state  pupils. 

Section  00.  Institution  for  idiots  or  feeble-minded  children. — 
The  management  of  the  Syracuse  State  Institution  for  Feeble- 
Minded  Children  at  Syracuse  shall  continue  to  be  in  a  board  of 
managers,  which  shall  hereafter  consist  of  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction  and  eight  other  persons,  who  shall  continue  to 
be  appointed  by  the  senate  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  gov- 
ernor, as  often  as  vacancies  shall  occur  therein,  and  shall  hold 
oflBce  for  eight  j-ears,  and  unfil  their  successors  are  severally  ap- 
pointed, subject  to  removal  by  the  governor  for  cause,  after  an  op- 
portunity given  them  to  be  heard  in  their  defense.  The  managers 
now  in  office  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  expiration  of  the 
tterm  for  which  they  were  respectively  appointed. 

§  61.  General  powers  and  duties  of  boards  of  managers. — Five 
members  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business.  The  board  «hall  have  the  general  direction 
and  control  of  all  the  proi)erty  and  concerns  of  the  institution, 
and  shall  take  charge  of  its  general  intV?rests  and  see  that  its 
general  design  is  carried  into  effect,  according  to  law  and  the  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations  of  the  institution.  It  shall  appoint  a 
sui)erintendent,  who  shall  be  a  well-educated  ph.A-sician,  and  a 
tteasurer,  who  shall  reside  in  the  city  of  S^Tacuse,  and  shall  give 
an  undertaking  to  the  j)eo])le  of  the  state  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  trust,  in  such  sum  and  with  smh  sureties  as  the 
comptroller  shall  approve.  Such  board  shall,  annually,  on  or 
l>efore  the  first  day  of  February,  report  to  the  legislature  the  con- 
dition of  the  institution. 

§  62.  Salaries  of  officers. — The  board  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
determine  the  annual  salaries  and  allowances  of  the  resident 
officers  of  the  institution. 

Such  salaries  and  allowances  shall  be  paid  monthly  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  institution  in  the  same  manner  as  other  claims 
against  the  institution. 

§  63.  Managei*s  may  hold  donations  in  trust. — The  managers 
may  take,  and  hold  in  trust  for  the  state,  any  grant  or  devise  of 
land,  or  any  donation  or  l)equest  of  money  or  other  |>ersonal  prop- 
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erty,  to  be  applied  to  the  niainteuance  and  education  of  feeble- 
minded children  and  Hie  general  use  of  the  institution. 

§  64.  By-laws. — The  managers  may  establish  by-laws  regula- 
ting the  appointment  and  duties  of  oflScers,  teachers,  attendants 
and  assistants;  fixing  the  conditions  of  admission,  support  and 
discharge  of  pupils;  and  for  conducting  in  a  proper  manner  the 
business  of  the  institution;  and  ordain  and  enforce  a  suitable 
system  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  internal  government,  dis- 
cipline and  management  of  the  institution. 

§  65.  Duties  of  superintendent. — The  superintendent  shall  be 
the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  institution.  He  shall,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  board  of  managers  and  the  by-laws  and 
regulations  established  by  them, 

1.  Have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  buildings,  grounds 
and  farm,  with  their  furniture,  fixtures  and  stock,  and  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  all  persons  employed  in  and  about  the  same; 

2.  Appoint  a  steward,  medical  fu^sistant  and  a  matVon,  who, 
with  the  suj)erintendient,  shall  constantly  reside  in  the  institu- 
tion or  upon  premises  adjoining,  and  shall  be  termed  the  resident^ 
oflScers  thereof; 

3.  Employ  such  teachers,  attendants  and  assistants  as  he  may 
think  proper  and  necessary  to  economically  and  efficiently  carry 
into  eflPect  the  design  of  tlie  institution;  prescribe  their  several 
duties  and  places,  fix  their  compensation,  and  discharge  any  of 
them; 

4.  Give,  from  time  to  time,  such  orders  and  instructions  as  he 
may  deem  best  calculated  to  induce  good  conduct,  fidelitS'  and 
economy,  in  any  department  of  labor  and  expense. 

5.  Maintain  salutary  discipline  among  all  who  are  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  institution,  and  enforce  strict  compliance  with  his 
instlructions,  and  uniform  obedience  to  all  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  institution ; 

6.  Cause  full  and  fair  accounts  and  records  of  all  his  doings, 
and  of  the  entire  business  and  oi)erations  of  the  institution,  with 
the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  pupils  to  be  kept  regularly, 
from  day  to  day,  in  books  provided  for  the  purpose ; 

7.  See  that  such  accounts  and  records  shall  be  fully  made  up 
to  the  first  daye  of  April  and  October  in  each  year,  and  that  the 
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principjil  effects  and  results,  wifli  his  i-eport  thei-eon,  be  pi*e 
sented  to  the  board  at  its  semi-annual  meetings; 

8.  Conduct  the  official  correspondence  of  the  institution  and 
keej)  a  record  of  the  applications  received,  and  the  pupils  ad- 
mitted ; 

5).  Prepare  and  pres^mt  to  the  board  at  its  annual  meetings, 
when  i-eqnired,  an  inventory  of  all  the  j)ersonal  property  and 
effects  l)el(mj>:in^  to  the  institution; 

10.  Account,  wheu  re<|uiivd,  for  the  cai'eful  keeping  and  eco- 
nomical use  of  all  furniture,  stoics  and  other  articles  furnished 
for  the  institution; 

11.  Enter  in  a  book  to  he  provided  and  kept  for  tliat  purpose, 
at  the  time  of  the  admission  of  each  pupil  to  the  institution,  a 
n.inute,  with  the  date,  name,  residence  of  the  pupil,  and  of  the 
persons  on  whose  application  he  is  received;  with  a  copy  of  the 
iipplication,  statement,  certificate,  and  all  other  papers  accom- 
I»anyinji:  such  jmpil ;  the  originals  of  which  he  shall  file  and  cai*e- 
fully  j)reserve. 

§  GO.  Duties  of  treasurer. — The  treasui^r  shall, 

1.  Plave  the  custody  of  all  moneys,  notes,  mortgages  and  other 
securities  and  obligations  l)elongiiig  to  the  institution; 

2.  Keej)  a  full  and  accurate  account*  of  all  ivceipts  and  pay- 
ments, as  directed  in  the  by-laws,  and  such  other  accounts  as 
shall  l)e  required  of  him  by  the  managers. 

3.  Balance  all  the  accounts  on  his  book  on  the  first  day  of 
each  October,  and  make  a  statement  thereof,  and  an  abstra<*t  of 
all  the  recei]its  and  payments  of  the  past  year;  and,  within  three 
days  thereafter,  deliver  the  s^ime  to  the  auditing  committee  of 
the  managers,  who  shall  compare  the  same  with  his  books  and 
vouchers,  and  verify  the  same  by  a  further  comparison  with  th^ 
lH)oks  of  the  superintendent,  and  certify  tlie  correctness  thei-eof 
to  the  managers  at  their  annual  meeting; 

4.  Render  a  quarterly  statement  of  his  receipts  and  payments 
tV)  such  auditing  committee,  who  shall,  in  like  manner  as  abov«5 
compare,  verify,  report  and  certify  the  result  thereof  to  the  man- 
agers at  their  annual  meeting,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
recorded  in  one  of  the  books  of  the  instit^ition; 
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5.  Render  a  further  account  of  the  state  of  his  books  and  of 
the  funds  and  other  property  in.  his  custody,  whenever  required 
by  the  managers ; 

6.  Receive  for  the  use  of  the  institution  any  and  all  sums  of 
money  which  may  be  due  upon  any  notes  or  l>onds  in  his  hands 
belonging  to  the  institution,  any  and  all  sums  charged  and  du^ 
to  the  institution  for  the  support  of  any  pupil  t*hei*ein,  or  for 
actual  disbursements  made  in  his  behalf  for  nec(»ssary  clothing 
and  traveling  expenses ; 

7.  Prosecute  an  action  in  his  name  as  such  treasui*er,  to  recover 
any  sum  of  money  that  may  be  due  or  owing  to  the  institution; 

8.  Execute  a  release  and  satisfac^tion  of  a  mortgage,  judgmenl^ 
or  other  lien,  in  favor  of  the  institution,  when  paid,  so  that  the 
same  may  be  discharged  from  record. 

§  67.  Semi-annual  meetings  and  records  of  board  of  man- 
agers.— The  board  of  managers  shall  maintain  an  eflfei'tive  in- 
spection of  the  aflfairs  and  management  of  the  institution,  for 
which  purpose  they  shall  meet  at  the  institution  fwice  in  each 
year,  at  such  times  as  the  by-laws  shall  provide.  The  resident 
oflScers  shall  admit  the  managei's  into  every  part  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  shall  exhibit  to  them  on  demand  the  books,  i)ai)eis, 
accounts  and  writings  belonging  to  the  institution,  and  slu»ll 
furnish  copies,  abstracts  and  reports  whenever  required  by  the 
managers. 

A  committee  of  thit^e  managers  to  be  appointed  by  the  bo4Utl 
at  the  annual  meeting  thei'eof,  shall  visit  the  instituti(m  once 
in  everv'  month,  and  perform  such  other  duties  and  exercise. such 
other  powers  as  shall  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws,  or  the  board 
may  direct.  The  board  shall  kee\}  in  a  bound  book,  to  be  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose,  a  fair  and  full  record  of  all  its  doings, 
which  shall  be  oi>en  at  all  times  to  the  insi>ection  of  its  membera, 
and  all  j)er8on8  whom  the  governor  and  either  house  of  the  legis- 
lature may  api>oint  to  examine  the  same. 

§  68.  Manner  of  receiving  pupils. — There  shall  Ik»  received  and 
gratuitously  supported  in  the  institution  one  hundred  and  twenty 
feeble-minded  children,  as  sttite  pupils,  who  shall  Ih»  selecUul 
from  those  whose  parents  or  guardians  are  unable  to  provide  for 
their  support,  in  equal  numbers  as  far  as  may  be,  from  each  juJi 
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cial  district.  Such  additional  number  of  feeble-minded  children 
as  can  be  conveniently  accommodated  shall  be  received  into  the 
institution  on  such  t^rms  as  shall  be  just. 

If  the  number  of  feeble-minded  children  admitted  shall  not 
equal  the  capacity  of  the'  institution,  such  additional  number  of 
nontfeachable  idiots  may  be  admitted  as  can  be  conveniently 
accommodated. 

Feeble-minded  children  shall  be  received  into  the  institution 
upon  the  written  I'equest  of  the  j)erson  by  whom  they  are  sent, 
stating  the  name  in  full,  age,  place  of  nativity,  if  known,  the  town, 
city  or  county  in  which  each  resides,  and  whether  such  child,  his 
parents  or  guardian,  are  able  to  provide  for  his  support,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  and  if  in  part  only  what  part,  the  degree  of  relation- 
ship or  other  circumstances  of  connection  between  hiin  and  the 
I)erson  requesting  his  admission,  which  statement  must  be  veri- 
fied by  the  affidavit  of  two  disinterested  i)ersons,  residents  of  the 
same  county  as  t*lie  child  and  acquainted  with  the  facts  and  cir- 
cumstances stated,  «and  certified  to  be  credible  by  fhe  county 
judge  of  the  county. 

Such  judge  must  also  further  certify  that  such  child  is  an  eli- 
gible and  ju'oper  candidate  for  admission  to  such  institution. 

Feeble-minded  children  may  also  be  received  into  such  institu- 
tion upon  the  official  application  of  a  county  superintendent  of 
the  poor,  or  the  commissioners  of  charity  of  a  cify  of  the  state 
having  such  officers. 

In  the  admission  of  feeble-minded  children,  preference  shall  be 
given  to  poor  or  indigent  children  over  all  others,  and  to  such 
as  are  able  or  have  parents  able  to  suppcn't  them  only  in  part, 
over  t*lu)se  who  are  or  who  have  parents  who  are  able  to  wholly 
support  such  childi*en. 

§  r>9.  Discliarge  of  state  pupils  and  payment  of  exiH»nses. — 
When  the  manager  shall  direct  a  state  pupil  to  be  discharged 
from  tlie  institution,  tlie  superintendent  thereof  may  return,  him 
to  the  county  from  which  he  was  sent,  and  deliver  him  to  the 
keeper  of  tlie  ahnsiiouse  thereof,  and  the  superintendent  of  the 
poor  of  the  county  shall  audit  and  pay  the  actual  and  reasomible 
expenses  of  such  return.  If  any  town,  county  or  person  is  legally 
liable  for  the  sujiport  of  such  pupil,  such  exj)enses  niJiy  be  re-

laws.  Notice  to  remove  a  pupil  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by 
the  superintendent  and  directed  to  the  parentis,  guardians,  com- 
mittee or  other  person  upon  whose  request  the  pupil  was  received 
at  the  institution,  at  the  place  of  residence  mentioned"  in.  such 
request,  and  deposited  in  the  post-oflBce  at  Syracuse  with  the 
postage  prepaid. 

If  the  i)upil  shall  not  be  removed  from  the  institution  within 
twenty  day«  after  service  of  such  notice,  according  to  the  condi- 
tions of  the  agi-eement  and  undertaking,  he  may  be  removed  and 
disposed  of  by  the  superintendent  as  herein  provided,  in  relation 
to  state  pupils,  and  the  provisions  of  this  article  respecting  the 
payment  and  recovery  of  the  expenses  of  the  removal  and  dis- 
position of  a  state  pupil,  shall  be  equally  applicable  to  expenses 
incurred  under  fhis  section.

Section  80.  Established  as  a  corporation. — The  asylum  estab- 
lished at  Newark,  Wayne  county,  for  feeble-minded  women  is 
hereby  continued  as  a  body  corporate  and  shall  he  known  as  the 
State  Custodial  Asylum  for  Feeble-Minded  Women. 

g  81.  Board  of  managers. — Such  asylum  shall  continue  to 
have  a  board  of  nine  managers,  three  of  whom  shall  he  women, 
and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  consent 
of  Vhe  senate,  for  six  years,  except  ap])ointments  to  fill  vacancies 
which  shall  l)e  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  board  of  managers 
shall  have  the  custody  and  control  of  all  projK^rty  and  ])ower  to 
make  all  rules  for  the  management  and  control  of  the  effects  of 
the  asylum. 

§  82.  Officers. — The  board  of  managers  shall  apjmint,  of  their 
number,  a  ])resi<lent,  a  secretary  and  a  treasurer.  They  shall  ap- 
point a  superintendent,  a  matron,  and  employ  all  assistants  that 
may  he  necessary  for  the  proi)er  management  of  the  asylum. 
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§  83.  Treasui*er  to  give  undertaking. — The  treasurer  shall, 
before  he  receives  any  money,  give  an  undertaking  to  the  people 
of  the  state,  with  such  sureties  and  in  such  amount  as  the  board 
of  managers  shall  require  and  to  be  approved  by  the  comptroller, 
to  Hie  effect  that  he  faithfully  perform  his  trust  as  such 
treasurer.

Section  90.  Asylum  for  feeble-minded  jiersons  and  idiots. — The 
asylum  established  at  Rome  for  the  custody,  maintenance,  train- 
ing and  treatment  of  the  custodial  class  of  feeble-minded  persons 
and  idiots  is  hereby  continued  and  shall  be  know\i  as  the  Rome 
state  custodial  aslyum.  (As  amended  by  chapter  402  of  the  Lavs 
of  1904.) 

§  91.  Aj>pointment  of  managei'S. — Such  asylum  shall  be  under 
the  conttol  and  management  of  a  board  of  eleven  manajrers,  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate  and  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  six  years.  The  man- 
agei^s  now  in  office  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  expiration  of 
the  terms  for  which  tiiey  were  respectively  apj)ointed,  or  untM 
their  successors  are  appointed  and  have  qualified.  They  may  be 
removed  by  the  governor,  u])on  charges  preferred  against  them  in 
writing,  after  an  opportunity  given  them  to  be  heard  thereon. 
They  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  as  president,  another  as 
vice-president  and  another  as  s(Hretary.  (As  amended  hy  chapter 
402  of  the  Laics  of  1904.) 

§  92.  Powers  and  duties  of  managers. — The  board  of  man- 
agers shall, 

1.  Have  the  general  direction  and  control  of  all  the  ])roperty 
and  concerns  of  the  asylum,  take  charge  of  its  general  interest* 
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and  see  that  its  design  is  carried  into  eflfect,  according  to  law,  and 
its  by-laws,  rTiles  and  regulations. 

2.  Establish  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  state  board  of  charities,  for  the  internal  govern- 
ment, discipline  and  management  of  tlie  asylum. 

3.  Maintain  an  effective  inspection  of  the  asylum  for  which 
purpose,  a  majority  of  the  managers  shall  visit  the  asylum  at 
least  once  in  everj'  two  months,  and  at  such  other  times  as  may 
be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws.  The  superintendent  or  other  officer 
in  charge  shall  admit  such  managers  or  manager  into  every  part 
of  the  asylum  and  its  buildings  and  exhibit  to  them  on  demand 
all  the  books,  accounts  and  writings  belonging  to  the  asylum  and 
pertaining  to  its  interests,  and  furnish  copies,  abstracts  and  re- 
ports whenever  required  by  them. 

4.  Annually  report  to  the  legislature  for  the  preceding  fiscal 
year  the  affairs  and  conditions  of  the  asylum  with  full  and  de- 
tailed estimates  of  the  next  appropriations  requii-ed  for  main- 
tenance and  ordinary  uses  and  repairs,  and  of  special  appropria- 
tions, if  any,  needed  for  extraordinary  repaii's,  renewals,  exten- 
sions, improveftncnts,  betterments  or  other  necessary  objects. 

5.  If  lands  are  required  for  the  use  of  the  asylum,  acquire  the 
same  by  purchase,  gift  or  condemnation.  (As  amended  hy  chap- 
ter 4G2  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  93.  Buix?rintendent,  qualifications,  powers  and  duties. — The 
superintendent  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  managers  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  this  state  after  a  civil  senice  exam- 
ination which  shall  be  held  upon  the  lines  of  qualification,  experi- 
ence and  training  herein  provided  within  two  months  after  the 
passage  of  this  act.  He  shall  be  a  resident  of  this  state  a  well 
educated  physician  and  graduate  of  a  legally  incorporated  medi- 
cal college,  and  shall  have  had  <a  suitable  experience  and  training 
of  not  less  than  three  years  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  men- 
tally defective  classes,  epileptic  or  insane.  He  shall  be  the  chief 
executive  officer  of  the  asylum,  and  shall  manage  the  institution 
in  conformity  to  niles  and  n^gulations  adopted  by  the  board  of 
managers.  He  shall  apjmint  the  assistant  physicians,  steward, 
clerk,  a  bookkeei)er,  matron  and  all  subordinate  employes,  and 
he  shall  discharge  them,  when  in  his  judgment,  it  may  be  neces- 
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sary  to  do  so,  for  the  good!  of  the  in«titution.     (As  amended  hy 
chapter  4G2  of  the  Laics  of  1904.) 

§  94.  Commitments  to  a«ylum;  maintenance. — The  superin- 
tendents of  the  poor  of  the  various  counties  of  the  state  may  com- 
mit to  such  asylum,  if  vacancies  exist  therein,  such  feeble-minded 
persons  and  idiots  residing  in  their  respective  counties,  who  are 
indigent  or  inmates  of  county  almshouses,  according  to  the  by- 
laws and  regulations  of  the  asylum.  All  commitments  shall  be 
in  the  form  prescril)ed  by  the  board  of  managers.  Insane  idiots 
or  epileptics  shall  not  be  committed  to  such  iisylum.  Feeble- 
minded persons  and  idiots  other  than  the  poor  and  indigent  may 
be  admitted  to  the  asylum,  if  vacancies  exist,  after  providing  for 
the  care  and  custody  of  the  poor  and  indigent  fei^ble-iiiinded  i)er- 
sons  and  idiots,  at  a  rate  which  shall  not  exceed  the  weekly  per 
capita  cost  of  maintaining  all  inmates  as  det^ermined  yearly  by 
the  board  of  managers.  The  maintenance  of  the  institution  and 
the  poor  and  indigent  inmates  thereof  shall  be  a  charge  upon  tlie 
state.     {As  amended  by  chapter  4G2  of  the  Laws  of  1904.)

48  State  Board  op  Charities. 

Sectioa  100.  Establishment  and  objects  of  colony. — The 
colony  for  epileptics  established  at  Sonyea,  Livingston  county, 
is  hereby  continued,  and  shall  be  known  as  the  Craig  Colony  for 
Epileptics,  in  honor  of  the  late  Oscar  Craig,  of  Rochester,  New 
York,  whose  efficient  and  gratuitous  public  services  in  behalf  of 
epileptics  and  other  dependent  unfortunates,  the  state  desires  tS) 
commemorate.  The  objects  of  such  colony  shall  be  to  secure  th^ 
humane,  curative,  scientific  and  economical  care  and  treafment 
of  epileptics,  exclusive  of  insane  e])ileptics. 

§  101.  Managers  of  the  colony. — There  shall  be  a  board  of 
twelve  managers  of  the  Craig  colony,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
citizens  of  the  state,  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  Vhe 
advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  one  from  each  judicial  district 
and  one  additional  member  from  each  of  the  fifth,  sixfli,  seventh 
and  eighth  judicial  districts.  The  term  of  office  of  each  manager 
hereafter  appointed  to  succeed  a  mannger  whose  term  has  expired 
shall  be  thi'ee  years,  and  the  term  of  office  of  four  of  such  man- 
agers shall  expire  annually.  The  managers  in  office  when  this 
chai)t^r  takes  etfect  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  expiration 
of  the  term  for  which  they  wei*e  apj)ointed  and  until  their  succes- 
sors are  appointed  and  have  qualilied.  Appointments  to  fill 
vacancies  occurring  by  death,  removal  or  resignation,  shall  be 
made  without  unnecessary  delay  for  the  unexjnred  tVrm. 
Failure  of  any  manager  to  attend  in  each  year  the  whole  of  two 
stated  meetings  of  the  board,  shall  Ik*  a  sutficient  cauw*  for  removal 
by  the  governor.  Any  manager  may  be  removed  by  the  governor 
upon  written  charges  preferred  against  him,  after  an  opi»ortuuity 
to  be  heard  in  his  defense.  The  managers  sjiall  receive  no  com- 
I)ensation  for  their  services,  but  shall  be  allowed  their  reasonable 
trjiveling  and  official  exi)enses,  to  Ik?  paid  as  other  charges  against 
the  institution. 

§  102.  Buildings  and  improvements. — The  board  of  managers 
shall  put  fhe  premises  conveyed  to  the  state  for  tlw  use  of  the 
colony  into  proper  condition  for  the  i-eception  of  patients  and 
shall  receive  patients  gradually  and  as  rapidly  as  the  condition 
of  the  colony  will  admit.  They  shall  utilize  all  buildings  and 
improvements  on  tilie  land  so  conveyed,  and  construct  such  addi- 
tional   buildings   and   make   further   imj)rovements   upon    plans 
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adopted  by  them  and  approved  by  the  state  board  of  charities 
and  for  which  approijriations  ai-e  made  by  the  legislature. 
There  shall  be  provided  for  such  colony  an  abundant  supply  of 
wholesome  water,  sufficient*  means  for  drainage  and  the  disposal 
of  sewage  in  a  proi)er  sanitary  system.  All  of  which  shall  bo 
done  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  managers  in  accordance 
with  plans  adopted  by  them,  and  approved  by  the  state  board 
of  charities. 

§  103.  Powers  and  duties  of  managers. — Six  members  of  the 
board  of  managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business.     The  board  shall : 

1.  Elect  from  their  number  a  pi-esident  and  secretary,  and  may 
adopt  a  seal  for  the  use  of  the  colony. 

2.  Have  the  government,  direction  and  control  of  the  patients, 
officers  and  emi)loye8  of  the  colony  and  of  all  tiie  jiroijerty  and 
concerns  thereof.  ' 

3.  Purchase  supplies  for  the  use  of  the  colony  and  such  raw 
materials  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  trades  and  ind^istries  pur- 
sued therein,  and  i)rovide  for  the  dis[)08al  of  the  manufactured 
products  and  the  product  of  ifhe  land. 

4.  Employ  the  assistants  necessary  for  the  government  of  the 
colony,  and  to  educate  and  properly  use  the  labor  of  the  patients. 

5.  Establish  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  regulating  the  appointment,  powers  and  duties 
of^  officers,  teachers,  attendants  and  assistants,  fixing  the  con- 
dition of  admission,  treatment*,  education,  supjiort,  custody,  dis- 
cipline and  discharge  of  patients,  conducting  in  a  proper  manner 
the  business  of  the  colony,  and  regulating  the  internal  govern- 
ment, discipline  and  management  of  the  colony. 

6.  Maintain  an  effective  insj^ection  of  the  affairs  and  manage- 
ment of  the  colony,  for  which  ])urpose  they  shall  mwt  at  the 
institution  at  least  four  times  in  each  year  and  at  such  other 
t*imes  as  the  by-laws  shall  prescril^e.  Their  annual  meeting  shall 
be  held  on  the  v^econd  Tuesday  of  October. 

7.  Appoint  at  its  annual  meeting,  a  committee  of  thrcn*  mana- 
gers, who  shall  visit  the  colony  at  least  once  in  every  month,  and 
perform  such  other  dut*ies  and  excMcise  such  other  powers  as  are 
prescribed  in  the  by-laws,  or  directed  by  the  board. 
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8,  Copy  in  a  bound  book,  a  fair  and  full  record  of  all  it«  pro- 
ceedings, which  i*hall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  its 
members  and  ofllcers  of  the  state  board  uf  charities,  and  all  per- 
sons whom  l^e  governor  or  either  house  of  tlie  legislature  may 
appoint  to  examme  the  same.  {As  amendtd  hy  ch^pt^r  350  of 
the  Laws  of  1808.) 

§  104,  Annual  I'^^jwrt;  state  board  of  charities, — The  bciard  of 
managers  of  the  Craig  colony  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  November,  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  reptn*t  tu  Hie 
state  board  of  charitic»s  the  affairs  and  conditions  of  the  colony, 
with  full  and  detailed  estimates  of  the  next  appropriation  re- 
quired for  maintenance  and  ordinary  uees  and  repairs,  and  of 
8j>ecial  appropriations,  if  anj^  needed  for  extraordinary  repairs, 
renewals,  eKtensione,  iniprovenwnt,  bc^tterments  or  other  neres- 
eary  objects,  as  aleo  for  t^e  erection  of  additional  buildingii 
needed  by  reason  of  overcrowding,  and  in  order  to  prevent  the 
same,  or  to  meet  the  need  of  sufficient  accommodations  for  {m- 
tients  seeking  admii^sion  to  the  colony;  and  the  stal%  lx>ard  of 
charities  shall,  in  its  annual  re|>ort  to  ttie  legislature,  certify 
what  appropriations  are,  in  it^  opinion,  necessary  and  proffer.

§  105*  Donations  in  trust*.— The  managers  may  take  and  hold 
in  trust  for  the  state  any  grant  or  devise  of  land,  or  any  gift 
or  bequest  of  money  or  other  personal  property,  or  any  donation, 
to  be  applied,  principal  or  income,  or  both^  t^  tJie  maintenance 
and  education  of  epileptics  and  the  general  uses  of  the  colony- 

§  lot*.  Officers  of  the  colony, —The  board  of  managers  shall 
apjpoint  a  su[»eriutendent  of  the  colony,  who  shall  Ik?  a  well- 
educated  physician  and  a  graduate  of  a  legally  chartered  medical 
college,  with  an  experience  of  at  lea^t  fire  years  in  the  actual 
practice  of  bis  professions  and  who  shall  l>e  cerlitied  as  qualifiod 
by  the  civil  service  commission,  after  a  comt>etitive  examination, 
and  an  agent  who  shall  aleo  be  tJie  treasurer  of  the  coloriy  and 
shall  give  an  undertaking  to  the  |x>ople  of  tlie  ^;tate  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  hm  trust,  in  snch  sum  and  form  and  with  such 
sureties  as  the  comptroller  sliall  approve.  8uch  offic^ers  may  be 
discharged  or  suspended  at  any  time  by  such  Ijoard,  in  its  dia- 
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cpetion.    The    superintendent    shall    constantly    reside   in    the 
colony.     (As  amended  hy  chapter  459  of  the  Laws  of  1905.) 

§  107.  Duties  of  the  superintendent. — The  superintendent  shall 
be  the  chief  executive  ofiScer  of  the  colony,  and  subject  to  the 
supervision  and  control  of  the  board  of  managers;  he  shall: 

1.  Oversee  and  secure  the  individual  treatment  and  personal 
care  of  each  and  every  patient  of  the  colony  while  resident 
therein  and  the  proper  oversight  of  all  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

2.  Have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  buildings,  grounds 
and  farm,  with  their  furniture,  fixtures  and  stock,  and  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  all  persons  employed  in  and  about  the  same. 

3.  Give,  from  time  to  time,  such  orders  and  instructions  as  he 
may  deem  best  calculated  to  induce  good  conduct,  fidelity  and 
economy  in  any  department  of  labor  or  education  or  treatment 
of  patients. 

4.  Appoint  a  steward  and  a  matron  and  employ  a  bookkeeper 
and  such  teachers,  assistants  and  attendants  as  he  may  think 
nec^Msary  ta  economically  and  efficiently  carry  into  effect  the 
design  of  the  colony;  prescribe  their  duties  and  places,  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  managers,  fix  their  compen- 
sation.   The  steward  and  matron  shall  reside  in  the  colony. 

5.  Maintain  salutary  discipline  among  all  employes,  patients 
and  inhabitants  of  the  colony,  have  the  custody  and  control  of 
every  patient  admitted  to  the  colony  until  properly  discharged, 
and  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  managers,  restrain  and  dis- 
cipline any  patient  in  such  manner  as  he  may  judge  is  for  the 
welfare  of  the  patient  and  the  .proper  conduct  of  the  colony,  and 
enforce  strict  compliance  with  the  instructions  and  unifo' 
obedience  to  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  colony.  (As 
amended  hy  chapter  359  of  the  Laws  of  1898.) 

6.  Cause  full  and  fair  accounts  and  records  of  the  entire  busi- 
ness and  operations  of  the  colony,  with  the  conditions  and  pros- 
pects of  the  patients,  to  be  kept  regularly,  from  day  to  day,  in 
books  provided  for  that  purpose. 

7.  See  that  such  accounts  and  records  shall  be  fully  made  up 
to  the  first  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  in  each 
year,  and  that  the  principal  facts  and  results,  with  the  report 
thereon,  be  presented  to  the  board  of  managers  at  its  quarterly 
meetings. 
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8.  Conduct  the  official  correspondence  of  the  colony,  and  keep 
a  record  or  copy  of  all  letters  written  by  himself  and  by  his 
clerks  and  agents,  and  files  of  all  letters  received  by  him  or 
them. 

9.  Prepare  and  present  to  the  board,  at  its  annual  meeting, 
a  true  and  perfect  inventory  of  all  the  personal  property  and 
effects  belonging  to  the  colony,  and  account,  when  required  by 
the  board,  for  the  careful  keeping  and  economical  use  of  all 
furniture,  stores  and  other  articles  furnished  for  the  colony. 

10.  Keep  a  record  of  all  applications  for  admission  of  patients, 
and  ent^r  in  a  book  to  be  provided  and  kept  for  that  purpose,  at 
the  time  of  admission  of  each  patient  to  the  colony,  a  minute, 
with  the  date,  name,  residence  of  the  patient,  and  of  the  persons 
on  whose  application  he  is  received,  with  a  copy  of  the  applica- 
tion, statement,  certificate,  and  all  other  papers  received  relating 
to  such  epileptic  patient,  the  originals  of  which  he  shall  file  and 
carefully  preserve,  and  certified  cojiies  whereof  he  shall  forthwith 
transmit  to  the  state  board  of  charities. 

11.  Have  power,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
board  of  managers,  in  case  of  the  deatli  of  any  patient  at  such 
institution  who  shall  have  been  maintained  therein  wholly  at 
public  expense,  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  at  the  said  Craig 
colony  by  a  member  or  meml>ers  of  its  medical  staff  an  autopsy 
on  the  body  of  such  patient,  provided  that  such  autopsy  be  made 
not  later  than  twelve  hours  after  the  death  of  such  ])atifnt  and 
that  it  he  confined  exclusively  to  the  brain  and  made  in  such 
manner  as  will  cause  tlie  least  possible  mutilation,  and  provided 
also  that  the  said  Craig  colony  shall  print  conspicuously  upon  all 
application  blanks  used  in  admitting  j>atients  to  the  institution 
the  fact  tliat  the  officers  of  said  colony  have  the  above  stated 
powers  in  relation  to  the  making  of  autopsies.  (As  added  hif 
chapter  545  of  the  Laics  of  1904  and  amended  hy  chapter  458  of 
the  Laics  of  1905.) 

§  108.  Duties  of  agent  in  the  capacity  of  treasurer. — The  agent 
in  t)ie  capacity  of  treasurer  among  his  other  duties,  shall: 

1.  Have  the  custody  of  all  moneys  received  from  the  comp- 
troller for  the  use  of  the  colony,  and  all  other  money,  notes, 
mortgages  and  other  securities  and  obligations  belonging  to  the 
colonv. 
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2.  Keep  a  full  and  accurate  account  of  all  i-eceiptVj  and  pay- 
ments as  provided  by  law,  and  such  other  accounts  as  shall  be 
required  of  him  by  the  managers. 

3.  Balance  all  the  accounts  on  his  books  on  the  lii*st  day  of 
each  October,  and  make  a  statement  thereof  and  an  abstract 
of  all  the  receipts  and  payments  of  the  past  year;  and  within 
five  days  thereafter  deliver  tlie  same  to  tlie  auditing  committee 
of  the  managers,  who  shall  compare  the  same  with  his  books 
and  vouchers,  and  verify  the  same  by  the  comparison  with  the 
books  of  the  superintendent,  and  certify  the  correct^ness  thereof 
to  the  managers  at  their  annual  meeting. 

4.  Render  a  quarterly  statement  of  his  receipts  and  payments 
to  such  auditing  committee  who  shall,  in  like  manner  as  above, 
compare,  verify,  report  a,nd  certify  the  result  thei-eof,  to  the 
managers  at  their  annual  meeting,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to 
be  recorded  in  one  of  the  books  of  the  colony. 

5.  Render  a  further  account  of  Hie  state  of  his  books  and  of 
the  funda  and  other  property  in  his  custody,  whenever  require*! 
by  the  managers. 

6.  Receive  for  the  use  of  the  colony,  money  which  may  be  paid 
upon  obligation  or  securities  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the 
colony;  and  all  sums  paid  to  the  colony  for  the  support*  of  any 
patient  therein,  or,  for  actual  disbursements  made  in  his  behalf 
for  necessary  clothing  and  traveling  expenses;  and  money  i)aid 
to  th^  colony  from  any  other  source. 

7.  Prosecute  an  action  in  the  name  of  Hie  colony  to  recover 
money  due  or  owing  to  the  colony,  from  any  source;  including 
the  bringing  of  suit  for  breach  of  contract  between  private 
patients  or  their  guardians  and  the  managers  of  the  colony. 

8.  Executie  a  lease  and  satisfaction  of  a  mortgage,  judgment, 
lien  or  other  debt  when  paid. 

9.  Pay  the  salaries  of  the  sui)erintendent,  treasurer,  matron, 
steward,  and  of  all  employes  of  the  colony,  and  the  disburse- 
ments of  the  oflScers  and  members  of  the  board  as  aforesaid,  as 
provided  by  law.  (As  amended  by  ch<ipter  459  of  the  Laws  of 
1905.) 

§  100.  Designat*ion  and  admission  of  patients.— There  shall  be 
received  and  gratuitously  supported  in  the  colony,  epileptics 
residing  in  the  state,  who,  if  of  age,  are  unable,  or,  if  under  age. 
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whose  parents  or  guard uma  are  unable  to  jirovide  for  their  8U|i- 
port  therein;  aiid  who  shall  l)e  desigmited  as  state  pafietita. 
Buck  additioiiaJ  ntnuber  of  epilejitiffi  atj  eaa  be  eonveuiently 
aceomlllodat^?d  sliall  be  received  into  the  eolonj  by  the  man- 
agei-s  00  8uch  terms  a«  ahall  be  ju8t,  and  shall  be  designated 
BB  private  pal'ienta*     Epileptic  children  «hall   be  received  into 

■tlie  colony  only  upon  the  written  request  of  tbe  [)erBons  desiring 
to  send  them,  stating  the  name,  age,  place  of  nativity,  if  known, 
the  town,  cify  or  county  in  which  such  children  respectively 
Te&ide*  and  tbe  ability  of  tlieir  reBi>ective  paiM:*rjts,  or  guardians 
or  otliers  to  provide  for  tlieir  support  in  whole  or  in  part,  and 
if  in  part  only,  stating  what  part;  and  stating  also  the  degree 
of  rehitionshlp  or  other  circumstances  of  connection  between  the 
patients*  aud  the  i)ergons  requesting  their  admission;  which  statue- 
ment  In  all  cases  of  state  patients  must  be  verified  by  the  affi- 

H^avita  of  the  petitioners  and  of  two  disinterested  persons,  and 
accompanied  by  the  opinion  of  a  qualified  physician,  all  I'esi- 
dents  of  the  same  county  witli  the  epileptic  patient,  and 
acquainted  with  the  facts  and  circnmstiinces  stated,  and  who 
must  be  certified  to  be  credible  by  the  county  judge  or  surro- 
gate of  tbe  c  ounty ;  and  is^uih  judge  or  surrogate  must  also  certify, 
in  each  case^  ttiat*  such  stnte  patient^  in  his  opinion,  is  an  eligible 
and  proi>er  candidate  for  admission  to  tbe  colony.  Btate  patients 
jmiy  also  be  received  into  the  colony  upon  the  official  applica- 
tion of  a  county  sui>eriatendent  of  the  poor,  or  of  t^e  poor 
authorities  of  any  iit^\ 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  tbe  poor  in  every 
county  and  of  tlie  poor  authorities  of  every  city  to  furnisli 
annually  to  the  state  board  of  charities,  a  list  of  all  epileptics 
in  their  respective  jurisdictions,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  ascer- 
tained,  with  such  particulars  as  to  the  condition  of  each  epileptic 
as  shall  l>e  prescribed  by  the  said  state  board.  AYhenever  an 
epileptic  shall  become  a  cljarge  for  his  or  her  maintenance  on 
any  of  the  towns*  cities  or  counties  of  this  statfe,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  all  po<ir  authorities  of  such  city,  and  of  the  county  BUi>er- 
intendents  of  the  poor,  and  of  the  sni»ervisoi's  of  such  country, 
to  place  such  epileptic  in  the  aaid  colony.    Any  parent,  guardian 

^kir  friend  of  an  epileptic  child  within  this  statt^  may  make  appli* 
eation  to  the  poor  authorities  of  any  city,  or  the  superintendent 
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of  the  poor  of  anj  county  or  the  board  of  suix^rvisors  or  any 
supervisor  of  any  tt)wn,  ward  or  city  where  such  child  resides, 
showing  by  satisfactory  affidavit  or  other  proof  that  the  health, 
morals,  comfort  or  welfare  of  such  child  may  be  endangered  or 
not  properly  cared  for  if  not  placed  in  such  colony;  and  there- 
upon it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  officer  or  board  to  whom  such 
application  may  be  made  to  place  such  child  in  said  colony. 
The  board  of  supervisors  shall  provide  for  the  sujiport  of  such 
patients^  except  those  properly  supported  by  th^  sbate,  and  may 
recover  for  the  same  from  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such 
children.  In  the  admission  of  patients  preference  shall  always 
be  given  to  poor  or  indigent  epileptics,  or  the  epileptic  children 
of  poor  or  indigent  persons,  over  all  others;  and  preference  shall 
always  be  given  to  such  as  are  able  to  support  themselves  only 
in  part,  or  who  have  parents  able  to  support  them  only  in  part, 
over  those  who  are  able  or  who  have  parents  who  are  able 
wholly  to  furnish  such  support. 

§  110.  Support  of  state  patients. — State  patients  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  proper  board,  lodging,  medical  treafinent,  care  and 
tuition;  and  the  managers  of  the  colony  shall  receive  for  each 
state  patient  supported  therein  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  per  annum;  which  payments,  if  any,  shall  be 
made  by  ttie  treasurer  of  the  state,  on  the  warrant  of  the  com])- 
troller,  to  the  treasurer  of  said  colony,  on  his  prc»senting  the 
bill  of  the  actual  time  and  number  of  patients  in  the  colony, 
signed  and  verified  by  the  superintendent  and  treasurer  of  flie 
colony  and  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  its  board  of  man- 
agers. The  supervisors  of  any  county  from  which  such  patients 
may  have  been  received  into  the  colony  shall  cause  to  Ik*  raised 
annually  while  such  patients  remain  in  tlie  colony,  the  sum  (;f 
thirty  dollars  for  each  of  such  state  patients  for  the  purptis* 
of  furnishing  suitable  clothing,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  t(» 
the  treasurer  of  the  colony  on  or  befoi'e  Hhe  first  day  of  Ajnil 
of  each  year. 

§  111.  Apportionment  of  state  patients. — Whenever  applica- 
tions are  made  at  one  time  for  admission  of  more  state  patients 
Ifian  can  be  properly  accommodated  in  the  colony,  the  managers 
shall  so  apportion  the  number  received,  that  each  county  may  be 
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represented  in  a  ratio  of  its  dependent  epileptic  population  to 
the  dependent  epileptic  population  of  tlie  state,  as  shown  bv 
statistics  furnished  by  the  state  board  of  charities. 

§  112.  The  support  of  private  patients. — The  superintendent*  of 
the  colony  may  agree  with  any  epileptic  who  may  be  of  age,  or 
his  committee  or  guardian,  or  with  the  parents,  guardian  or  com- 
mittee of  any  epileptic  child,  or  with  any  person  for  the  entire  or 
partial  support,  maintenance,  clothing,  tuition,  training,  care 
and  tresitment  of  such  epileptic  in  the  colony,  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws  or  approved  by 
the  managers.  Every  jratient,  guardian,  committee  or  other  per- 
son applying  for  the  admission  into  the  colony  of  an  epileptic 
who  is,  or  whose  parents  or  guardians  are  of  sufficient  ability 
to  provide  for  his  8Ui)port.  and  maintenance  therein,  shall  at 
the  time  of  his  admission,  execute  a  bond  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  colony  with  one  or  more  sureties,  to  be  appi*oved  by  the 
su|>erintendent  and  treasurer,  in  such  sum  as  the  managers  shall 
prescribe,  to  the  effect  that  the  obligers  will  pay  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  colony  all  sums  of  money  at  such  time  or  times  as  shall 
be  so  agreed  upon,  and  remove  such  epileptic  from  the  colony 
free  of  ex|)eiise  to  tl  p  managers  within  twenty  days  after  the 
service  of  the  notice  '  leinafter  provided  for.  If  such  epileptic, 
his  parents  or  guardian  are  of  sufficient  ability  to  pay  only  a  part 
of  the  expenses  of  supx>orting  and  maintaining  him  at  the  institu- 
tion, such  undertaking  shall  be  only  for  such  partial  suppoi-t  and 
maintenance  and  for  removal  from  the  institution  as  above  men- 
ticmed;  and  the  treasni'er  may  take  security  by  such  obligation 
or  in  his  discretion  by  note  or  other  written  agreement, 
with  or  without  sui^eties,  as  he  may  deem  proper  for  such  part 
of  such  expenses  as  the  epileptic,  his  pai-ents  or  guardians  are 
able  to  pay;  but  such  exorcise  of  discretion  shall  be  with  the 
approval  of  the  suiK*rintendent  and  a  committ(*e  of  tlie  managers 
in  a  manner  that  shall  be  prescril>ed  in  the  by-laws.  Notice  to 
remove  a  jmtient  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  superin- 
tendent and  directV^d  to  the  epileptic,  his  iwirents,  guardi.m,  com- 
mittee or  other  person  upon  whose  request  the  patient  was 
received  at  the  colony,  at  the  place  of  residence  mentioned  in 
such  request,  and  deposited  in  the  post-office  at  Sonyea  or  any 
post-office  in  Livingston  county,  with  the  postage  prepaid. 
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§    113.   IHscharge  of    patients.— The    superintendent    of    the 
colony,  with  the  approval  of  the  managers  or  of  a  committee 
thereof,  shall  have  power  to  di«ch^irge  patients,  but  no  epile]*tic 
patient  shall  be  returned  to  any  poorhouse,  directly  through  a 
sui)erintendent*  of  the  poor,  or  otherwise.    In  case  a  p:iiuiit,  not 
an  epileptic,  shall  be  sent  to  the  colony,  through  mistak'»n  diag- 
nosis of  his  disease,   or  other  cause,  and  there  re-eiviMi.  such 
patient  shall  be  returned  to  and  the  traveling  expens«}s  of  such 
return  shall  be  iwid  by  t*he  person  who  sent  him  or  hcF  to  the 
colony.     Should  an  epileptic  become  insane,  such  patient,  if  a 
state  patient,  shall  be  sent  to  the  state  hospital  of  the  district 
of  which  he  was  a  resident  just  prior  to  his  admission  to  the 
colony  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law.     The  bills  for  the  rea- 
sonable expenses  incurred  in  the  transimrtation  of  state  patients 
to  and  from  the  s^ate  hospitals  after  they  have  been  approved  in 
writing  by  the  state  commission  in  lunacy,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  state  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller  from 
the  funds  provided  for  tlie  8upi)ort  of  the  state  hospitals.     In 
case  the  relatives,  guardians  or  friends  of  such  an  insane  patient 
desire  that  he  become  an  inmate  of  any  stale  hospital  situated 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  district  of  which  he  was  formerly  a 
re.Hident,  and  there  he  sufficient  accommodations  in  such  state 
hospital,  he  shall  be  received  there  in  the  manner  provided  by 
law  for  the  transfer  of  other  insane  i)er8ons.     I^rivate  patients, 
who  may  become  insane,  shall  be  committed,  as  prescribed  by  law, 
subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  state  commission  in  lunacy,  to 
such   institution   for  the   insane  as  may   be   designated   by   the 
relatives,  guardians  or  friends  of  such  insane  perscm,  all  travel- 
ing and  other  exjienses  of  removal  to  be  paid  by  them.     After 
any  patient  has  l)een  delivered   to  the  nmnagers  or  officers  of 
such  hospital  or  institution,  the  care  and  custody  of  the  man- 
agers of  the  colony  over  such   insane   i>erson  shall  ceQse;  and 
after  any  patient  shall  as  aforesaid,  be  so  certified  to  be  insane 
as  prescribed  by  law,  «uch  patient  shall  come  under  the  sui>er- 
vision  of  the  state  commission  in  lunacy. 

§  114.  Notice  of  opening  of  colony.— So  soon  as  the  colony 
shall  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  managers  officially  to  send  notice  of  such  fact  to 
the  county  clerks  and  the  clerks  of  the  boards  of  supervisors  of 
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Hie  respective  counties  of  the  state,  and  the  secretary  of  the 
state  board  of  charities ;  and  to  furnish  such  clerks  of  counties 
and  boards  of  supervisors  with  suitable  blanks  for  the  commit- 
ment of  epileptics  to  such  colony. 

§  115.  Reimbursement  for  maintenance  expenses. — The  agent 
appointed  as  provided  in  t^is  article  shall  secure  from  relatives 
or  friends  who  are  liable  therefor,  or  who  may  be  willing  to 
assume  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  any  inmate  therein,  who  is 
not  maintained  as  a  private  patient,  reimbursement  in  whole  or 
in  part  of  the  money  expended  by  the  state  for  such  purpose. 
Such  agent  shall  i)erform  such  other  duties  as  the  board  of 
managers  may  prescribe.  If  the  board  of  managers  believes 
that  any  inmate  of  such  colony,  not  maintained  therein  as  a 
private  patient,  Ims  any  propert*y,  or  that  any  i*elative  who  would 
be  liable  for  liis  support  if  he  were  not  an  inmate  of  such  insti- 
tution is  of  sufficient  ability  to  wholly  or  partly  provide  for  his 
maintenance  thei*ein,  such  board  of  managers  may  apply  to  a 
justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  judicial  district  in  which 
such  institution  is  located  for  an  order  directing  the  application 
of  the  property  of  such  inmate  to  his  maintenance  in  such  insti- 
tution, or  requiring  the  relatives  so  liable  for  his  support  to  pay 
to  such  institution  at  the  time  specified  in  such  order  a  stated 
amount  for  such  maintenance.  At  least  ten*  days'  notice  of  the 
application  of  such  order  shall  be  given  to  such  persons  and  in 
such  manner  as  such  justice  shall  direct,  and  such  order  shall 
be  granted  only  after  a  hearing  of  parties  interested  who  appear 
and  desire  to  be  heard.  The  relatives  against  whom  such  pro- 
ceeding is  instituted  and  who  are  served  with  the  notice  of  the 
application  for  the  order  shall  be  deemed  to  be  of  sufficient 
ability,  unless  the  contrary  shall  affirmatively  ajipear  to  the 
satisfaction  of  such  justice.  If  more  than  one  relative  is  liable 
for  tJie 'support  of  such  inmate  and  is  of  sufficient  ability  to  con- 
tribute to  the  expense  of  his  maintenance  in  such  institution, 
such  order  shall  determine  the  portion  of  the  expense  of  his 
maintenance  to  be  paid  by  each.  If  the  property  of  such  inmate 
is  not  applied  as  directed  in  such  order^  or  the  relatives  liable 
for  the  support  of  such  inmate  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with 
such  order,  the  board  of  managers  of  such  colony  may  bring  an 
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action  in  tlie  name  of  such  institution  to  recover  the  amount 
due  such  institution  by  virtue  of  such  order.  (As  amended  hy 
chapter  459  of  the  Law8  of  1905.)

bj  such  society.  But  no  child  uoder  the  age  of  twel%e  rears 
shall  be  commifted  or  sentenced  to  either  of  such  itiittitutions 
fi>r  auv  crime  or  offense  less  than  fdoiij.  The  courts  of  crim- 
inal jiiH^dletion  in  the  several  counties  shall  ascertain  by  stich 
proof  as  maj  be  in  their  power,  the  age  of  everj  delinquent 
conimitteti  to  either  of  such  institutions,  and  insert*  such  age  in 
the  order  of  commitment  and  the  age  thus  ascertained  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  ttue  age  of  such  dclimiuent.  If 
the  court  shall  omit  to  insert  in  the  order  of  commitment*  thte 
age  of  any  deliutjuent  committed  to  8uch  sehool  or  house  of 
refuge  the  mauugers  shtill  as  soon  as  may  be  after  snch  delin- 
quent shall  l>e  received  by  them,  ascertain  his  age  bj  the  best 
means  in  their  power,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  entered  in  a

§  12n.  Register, — Fpon  the  commitment  of  a  delinquent  to  such 
industrial  school  or  house  of  refuge,  the  superintendent  thereol 
shall  cause  to  be  entered  in  the  register  kept  for  that  purjjose, 
the  date  of  admtssion,  name,  age.  place  of  birth,  nationality,  resi- 
denee  and  such  other  facts  as  may  be  ascertained,  !vlatiiig  to 
the  origin,  condition,  peculiarity  or  inherited  tendencies  of  such 
delinquent.     (As  amended  bt/  chapter  107  of  the  Lmrg  of  1004/) 

§  12fi.  Discipline  and  control  of  inmates.— The  managers  of 
tlte  statfe  indneitrial  school  shall  receive  and  detain  during  minor- 
ity, every  male  delinquent  committed  thereto  io  pursuance  of 
law,  or  to  the  western  house  of  refuge  for  juvenile  deiinquentJ^, 
or  to  the  house  of  refi>ge  for  juvenile  delinquents  in  western 
New  York.  The  managers  of  the  house  of  i*efuge  for  juvenile 
delinquents  in  the  city  of  New  York,  may  receive  and  detain 
during  minority  all  male  delinquents  committed  thereto.  After 
June  one,  ninet**en  hundred  and  four,  no  female  shall  lie  com- 
mitted to  or  received  at  either  the  said  state  industrial  school 
or  the  house  of  refuge  for  juvenile  delinquenFs  in  the  city  of 
New  York.  The  managers  of  each  institution  shall  cause  the 
children  detained  therein  or  under  their  care  to  Im?  iusfructed  in 
such  branches  of  useful  knowledge,  and  to  he  regularly  and 
systematically  employed  in  such  lines  of  industry  as  shall  be 
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suitable  to  their  years  and  capacities,  and  shall  cause  such  chil- 
dren to  be  subjected  to  such  discipline,  as  in  the  opinion  of 
such  board,  is  most?  likely  to  eflPect  their  reformation.  The  man- 
agers of  each  institution,  with  the  consent  of  any  child  com- 
mitted thereto,  may  bind  out  as  an  apprentice  or  servant,  such 
child  during  the  time  they  would  be  entitled  to  retain  him  to 
such  persons  and  at  such  places  to  learn  such  trade  and  employ- 
ment as  in  their  judgment  will  be  for  the  future  benefit  and 
advantage  of  such  child.  {As  amended  hy  chapter  167  of  the 
Laws  of  1904.) 

§  127.  Military  drill. — The  sui)erinttndent  of  the  state  indus- 
trial school,  and  the  superintendent  of  the  house  of  refuge,  estab- 
lished by  the  society  for  the  reformation  of  juvenile  delinquents, 
with  the  approval  of  the  respective  boards  of  managers  thereof, 
may  institute  and  establish  a  system  of  rules  and  regulations 
for  uniforming,  equipping,  officering,  disciplining  and  drilling 
in  militar>'  art,  the  inmates  of  such  institutions,  and  for  the 
exercise  and  drill  of  such  inmates  according  to  the  most  approved 
tactics,  such  number  of  hours  daily  as  such  sui)erintendent  may 
deem  advisable.  (As  amended  hy  chapter  1G7  of  the  Lairs  of 
1904.) 

§  128.  Transfer  of  innmttes  to  penitentiary  or  Elmira  reforma- 
tory.— If  a  delinquent  confined  in  the  state  industrial  school  or 
the  house  of  refuge  established  by  the  society  for  the  i-eformation 
of  juvenile  delinquents,  by  commitment  for  felony,  is  guilty  of 
attempting  to  set  fire  to  any  building  belonging  to  either  of 
such  institutions,  or  to  any  combustible  matter  for  the  purpose 
of  setting  fire  to  any  such  building,  or  of  openly  resisting  the 
lawful  authority  of  an  oflScer  thereof,  or  of  at*tenipting  to  excite 
others  to  do  so,  or  shall  by  gross  or  habitual  misconduct  exert  a 
dangerous  and  pernicious  influence  over  the  other  delinquents, 
the  board  of  managers  of  the  institution  wherein  such  ease  arises 
shall  submit?  a  written  statement  of  the  facts  to  a  justice  of  the 
supreme  court,  or,  if  the  case  arises  within  the  state  industrial 
school,  to  the  county  judge  of  the  county  of  Monroe,  and  apply 
to  him  for  an  order  authorizing  a  temporary  confinement  of  such 
delinquent?,  in  the  Monroe  county  penitentiary,  or  if  over  sixteen 
years  of  age,  in  the  Elmira  reformatory;  and  if  the  case  arises 
within  the  house  of  refuge,  established  by  the  society  for  the 
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reformation  of  juvenile  delinquents  in  the  city  of  New  York,  in 
the  county  jail  or  penitentiary  of  the  county  of  New  York,  or  if 
the  delinquent  be  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  to  the  Eastern.  New 
Y''ork  reformatory,  when  completed,  and  until  then  to  the  Elmira 
reformatory.  Such  judge  shall  forthwith  inquire  into  the  facts, 
and  if  it  appear  that  the  statement  is  substantially  true,  and 
that  the  ends  desired  to  be  accomplished  by  the  institution 
wherein  the  case  has  arisen  will  be  best  promoted  thereby,  he 
shall  make  an  order  authorizing  the  confinement  of  such  delin- 
quent in  such  penitentiary,  county  jail  or  reformatory  for  the 
limited  time  expressed  in  the  order,  and  the  keeper  or  superin- 
tendent of  such  penitentiary,  county  jail  or  reformatory  shall 
receive  such  delinquent  and  detain  him  during  the  time  expressed 
in  such  order.  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  by  such 
order,  or  sooner,  if  the  board  of  managers  of  either  of  such 
institutions  shall  direct,  the  superintendent  or  keeper  of  such 
reformatory,  county  jail  or  jjeniteutiary  shall  return  such  delin- 
quent to  the  custody  of  the  superintendent  of  the  institution  from 
which  such  delinquent  shall  have  been  received.  (As  amended 
by  chapter  167  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  129.  Confinement  of  juvenile  delinquents  under  sentences  by 
the  courts  of  the  United  States. — The  sui)erintendeut8  of  the 
house  of  refuge,  established  by  the  society  for  the  reformation 
of  juvenile  delinquents  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  the  state 
industi-ial  school  at  Rochester,  shall  iineive  and  safely  keep  in 
their  resi)ective  institutions,  subject  to  the  regulations  and  dis- 
(•ipline  thereof,  and  the  i)rovisions  of  this  article,  any  male 
criminal  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  convicted  of  any  offense 
against  the  United  States,  under  sentence  of  iniprisonment  in  any 
court  of  the  United  States,  sitting  within  this  state,  until  such 
sentences  be  executed*  or  until  such  delinquent  shall  be  dis- 
charged by  due  course  of  law,  conditi(med  upon  the  United 
States  supporting  such  d(4inquent  and  paying  the  exy^ense*" 
attendant  upon  the  execution  of  such  sentence,  (l.v  amcndrd  ?>// 
chapter  167  of  the  Lairs  of  1904.) 

§  130.  Effects  of  alcoholic  drinks  and  narcotics  to  l>e  taught. — 
The  natui*e  of  alcoholic  drinks  and  other  narcotics  and  their 
effects  on  the  human  system  shall  be  taught  in  the  .schools  con- 
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nected  with  such  honfie  of  refuge  established  by  the  society  for 
the  reformation  of  juvenile  delinquents  in  the  city  of  New  York 
and  in  the  State  Industrial  school  at  Rochestter,  for  not  less  than 
four  lessons  a  week  for  ten  or  more  weeks  in  each  year.  All 
pupils  who  can  read  shall  study  this  subject  from  suitable  text 
books,  but  pupils  unable  to  read  shall  be  instructed  in  it  orally 
by  teachers  using  text  books  adapted  for  such  oral  instruction 
as  a  guide  and  standard,  and  these  text  books  shall  be  gradetl 
to  the  capacities  of  the  pupils  pursuing  such  course  of  study. 

§  131.  Establishing  New  York  state  training  school  for  girls. 
— The  house  of  refuge  for  women  at  Hudson,  with  its  board  of 
managers  and  its  officers  and  employes,  is  hereby  continued  as 
a  reformatory  institution  under  the  name  and  title  of  the  "  New 
York  state  training  school  for  girls,"  for  the  reception  of  all 
girls  not  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  who  shall  be  legally  com- 
mitted theretV)  or  placed  in  charge  of  such  institution  as  vagrant.s 
or  on  conviction  of  any  criminal  offense  by  any  court  having 
authority  to  make  such  commitments  or  to  place  such  girls 
therein.     {Added  by  chapter  453  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  132.  Appointment  of  managers. — Such  institution  shall  be 
under  the  control  of  its  present  board  of  managers,  until  others 
are  appointed.  Such  board  shall  consist  of  six  managers  to  be 
appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senate.  All  such  managers  shall  be  residents  of  the  state, 
two  shall  be  women  and  one  a  physician  who  has  practii'ed  his 
profession  for  ten  years.  The  terms  of  the  managers  hereafter 
appointed  shall  be  six  yeai'S,  except  that  the  managers  appointed 
to  fill  vacancies  shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  terms  of  tiie 
managers  whom  they  succeed.  The  term  of  office  of  one  of  such 
managers  shall  expire  each  year.  Where  the  term  of  office  of 
a  manager  of  such  institution  expii'es  at  a  time  other  than  tin* 
last  day  of  December  in  any  year,  the  term  of  office  of  his  suc- 
cessor is  abridged  so  as  to  expire  on  the  last  day  of  I)ecemb<M\ 
preceding  the  time  when  such  term  would  otherwise  expire,  aud 
the  term  of  office  of  each  manager  thereafter  apjjointed  shall 
begin  on  the  first  day  of  January.  The  governor  may  remove 
any  manager,  at  any  time,  for  cause,  on  giving  to  such  manager 
a  copy  of  the  charges  against  him  and  an  opportunity  to  l)e 
heard  in  hi«  defense.  Such  managers  shall  receive  no  compeu- 
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sation- for  their  time  or  .services;  but  tfie  actual  expenses  neces- 
sarily incurred  by  them  in  the  i>erformance  of  their  offioial  dullee 
shall  be  paid  In  the  same  manner  as  other  expenses  of  such  insti- 
totioti.  Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  abridge  the  term 
of  any  manager  now  in  office,  {Added  hy  chapter  453  of  thr 
Law8  of  19M0 

§  132a.  General  powers  and  duties  of  managers, — The  board 
of  managers  shnll  have  the  general  superintendence,  managp- 
ment  and  control  of  the  institution  over  which  it  is  appointed; 
of  the  grounds  and  buildings,  officers  and  employes  thereof;  of 
the  inmates  therein,  and  of  all  mattiers  relating  to  the  govern- 
ment, discipline,  contracts  and  flstcal  concerns  thereof,  and  may 
make  such  rules  and  regnhitions!  as  may  seem  to  them  necessary 
for  carrying  out  the  ptirposes  of  snch  institution.  The  board  of 
managers  of  such  institntion  shnll  appoint  from  among  its  mem- 
bers a  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  office 
for  snch  length  of  time  as  such  board  may  determine.  They 
shall  appoint  a  female  stijR^rintendent,  who  shall  hold  office 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  hoard.  The  Ijoard  of  managers  shall 
fix  tlie  compensation  of  the  officers  and  employes  of  the  institu- 
tion. The  managers  of  such  institution  shall  cause  the  females 
detained  therein  or  under  their  care  to  lie  instructed  in  sncli 
branches  of  useful  knom'ledge,  and  to  be  regularly  and  sys- 
tematically  em  ployed  in  such  lines  of  industry  as  shall  be  suit- 
able to  their  years  and  capacities,  and  shall  cause  such  females 
to  be  subjected  to  such  discipline,  as  in  the  opinion  of  such 
board,  is  most  likely  to  effect  their  reformation.  The  managers 
of  such  institution*  with  the  consent  of  any  female  committed 
thereto,  may  bind  out  as  an  apprentice  or  servant,  such  female 
during  the  time  they  would  be  entitled  to  retain  her,  to  such 
persons  and  at  such  places  to  learn  such  trade  and  employment* 
as  in  their  judgment  will  be  for  the  future  benefit  and  advantag*^ 
of  such  female.     ( Added  hy  tdtupfer  458  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  1R8,  General  powers  of  su[]ienntendenL — The  superintendent 
of  such  institution  shall,  subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of 
the  board  of  managers  thereof: 

1,  Have  the  general  supervision  and  control  of  the  grounds  and 
buildings  of  the  institution,  the  subordinate  officers  and  employes 
and  the  inmates  thereof,  and  of  all  matters  related  to  their 
government  and  discipline* 
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2.  Make  such  mles,  regulations  and  orders,  not  inconsistent 
with  law  or  witli  the  rules,  regulations  or  directions  of  the 
board  of  managers,  as  may  seem  to  her  proiier  or  necessary  for 
the  government  of  such  institution  and  its  officers  and  em- 
ployes; and  for  the  employment,  discipline  and  education  of  the 
inmates  thereof. 

3.  Exercise  such  other  powers  and  [lerform  such  other  duties 
as  the  board  of  managers  shall  })re8crlbe. 

Such  superintendent  shall  also  .have  power  to  appoint  and 
remove  all  subordinate  female  officers  and  employes,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  board.  Under  the  direction  of  such  man- 
agers, she  shall  receive  and  take  into  such  institution  all  females 
legally  committed  thereto  by  any  court  or  magistrate  having 
authority  to  make  such  commitment.  (Added  hy  chapter  453  of 
the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  134.  Oaths  and  bonds. — Each  manager  and  superintendent  of 
such  institution  shall  take  the  constitutional  oath  of  office  and 
the  superintendent  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  people  of  this 
stfete  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved 
by  the  state  comptroller,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
comptroller.  The  manager  appointed  as  treasurer  of  such  insti- 
tution shall  give  a  bond  in  such  amount  as  the  comptroller  may 
direct.  The  comptroller  may  recjuire  other  officers  of  such  insti- 
tution to  give  a  bond  if  in  his  opinion  the  interests  of  the  state 
demand  it.     (Added  hy  chapier  453  of  thr  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  135.  Commitments;  papers  furnished  by  committing  magis- 
trates. 

Subdivision  1.  Whenever  any  female  not  over  the  age  of  six- 
teen years  shall  be  brought  before  any  court  or  committing 
magistrate,  and.it  shall  appear  to  t^e  satisfaction  of  such  court 
or  magistrate  by  the  confession  of  such  female,  or  by  competent 
testimony,  that  such  female  frequents  reputed  hous(»s  of  prostitu- 
tion or  assignation,  or  fretiuents  the  conipjiny  of  thieves  or  i)roR- 
titutes,  or  is  found  associatin<j:  witli  vicious  and  dissolute  persons, 
oris  wilfully  disobedient  to  parent  or  gujirdian,  «nd  is  in  danger 
of  becoming  morally  depraved;  or  is  of  intemperate  habits,  or  is 
a  vagrant  or  is  guilty  of  any  criminal  offense,  and  who  is  not 
insane,  nor  mentally  or  physically  incapable  of  being  substan- 
tially benefitted  by  the  training  and  discipline  of  such  institution, 
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she  maj  be  sentenced  and  committed  to  the  New  York  state  train- 
ing school  for  girls,  or  placed  in  charge  of  the  board  of  managers 
thereof  to  be  there  confined  under  the  provisions  of  law  relating 
to  such  institution,  but  no  person  under  the  age  of  twelve  years 
shall  be  committed  to  such  institution  for  any  crime  or  offense 
less  than  a  felony,  and  no  commitment  made  under  this  act  which 
shall  recite  the  facts  upon  which  it  is  based,  shall  be  deemed 
or  held  to  be  invalid  by  reason  of  any  imperfection  or  defect  in 
form.  No  person  shall  be  committed  to  such  institution  nor 
placed  in  charge  of  the  board  of  managers  thereof  for  a  definite 
term,  but  any  such  person  may  be  paroled  or  discharged  at  any 
time  after  her  commitment,  by  the  board  of  managers  of  such  in- 
stitution. Any  such  female  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  when 
so  committed  or  placed  in  charge  of  the  board  of  managers  of 
said  school,  shall  not  be  retained  therein,  or  in  charge  of  such 
board  of  managers,  for  a  longer  period  than  until  she  becomes 
of  the  age  of  eighteen ;  and  such  females,  fifteen  years  of  age  or 
over,  when  so  committed,  shall  not  be  detained  for  a  period  longer 
than  three  years  from  the  time  of  such  commitment. 

2.  The  board  of  managers  of  such  institution  shall  furnish  the 
several  county  clerks  of  the  state  with  suitable  blanks  for  the 
commitment  of  females  thereto.  Such  county  clerks  shall  imme- 
diately notify  the  magistrates  of  their  respective  counties  of  the 
reception  of  such  blanks  and  that  upon  application  they  will  be 
furnished  to  them. 

3.  The  magistrate  committing  a  female,  pursuant  to  this  sec- 
tion, shall  immediately  notify  the  superintendent  of  the  institu- 
tion to  which  the  commitment  is  made  of  the  conviction  of  such 
female,  and  shall  cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  the  name,  age, 
birthplace,  occupation,  ])revious  commitments,  if  any,  and  for 
what  offenses;  the  last  place  of  residence  of  such  female,  and 
the  particulars  of  the  offense  for  which  she  is  committed.  A 
coj)y  of  such  record  shall  be  transmitted,  with  the  warrant  of 
commitment,  to  the  su]>erintendent  of  such  institution,  who  shall 
cause  the  facts  stated  therein,  and  such  otlier  facts  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  board  of  managers,  io  be  entered  in  a  book  of 
record. 

4.  Such  magistrate  shall,  before  committing  any  such  female, 
inquire  into  and  determine  the  age  of  such  female  at  the  time 
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of  commitment,  and  her  age  as  so  determined  shall  be  stated  in 
the  warrant.  The  statement  of  the  age  of  such  female  in  such 
warrant  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  as  to  such  age,  in  any  action 
to  recover  damages  for  her  detention  or  imprisonment  under 
such  warrant,  and  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  thereof  in  any 
other  inquiry,  action  or  proceeding  relating  to  such  detention  or 
imprisonment.  If  the  court  or  niajjistrate  shall  omit  to  insert  in 
the  order  of  commitment  the  age  of  any  delinquent  committed 
to  such  school  or  house  of  refuge,  the  managers  shall  as  soon  as 
may  be  after  such  delinquent  shall  be  received  by  them,  ascer- 
tain her  age  by  the  best  means  in  their  power,  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  entered  in  a  book  to  be  designated  by  them  for  that 
purpose,  and  the  age  of  such  delinquent  thus  ascertained  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  true  age  of  such  delinquent.  (Added 
hy  chapter  453  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  136.  Betum  of  females  improperly  committed. — Whenever  it 
shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board  of  managers  of  such 
institution,  tfiat  any  person  committed  thereto  is  not  of  proper 
age  to  be  so  committed  or  is  not  properly  committed,  or  is  insane 
or  mentally  incapable  of  being  materially  l>enefited  by  the  disci- 
pline of  such  institution,  such  board  of  managers  shall  cause  the 
return  of  such  female  to  the  county  from  which  she  was  so  com- 
mitted. Such  female  shall  be  so  returned  in  the  custody  of  one 
of  the  persons  employed  by  such  board  of  managers  to  convey  to 
such  institution  females  committed  thereto,  who  shall  deliver  her 
into  the  custody  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county  from  which  she  wa« 
committed.  Such  sheriff  shall  take  such  femnle  before  the  magis- 
trate making  the  commitment*,  or  some  other  macristrate  having 
equal  jurisdiction  in  such  county,  to  be  by  such  magistrate  resen- 
tenced for  the  offense  for  which  she  was  committed  to  such  insti- 
Hon  and  dealt  with  in  all  resyn^cts  as  though  she  had  not  l>een  so 
committed.  The  cost  and  expenses  of  the  return  of  such  female, 
necessarily  incurred  and  paid  by  such  board  of  managers  shall  be 
a  charge  against  the  county  from  which  such  female  was  com- 
mitted, to  be  paid  by  such  county  to  such  board  of  managers  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  countV  charges  are  collected.  (Added 
hy  chapter  453  of  the  Lairs  of  1904.) 

§  137.  TVisposition  of  children  of  females  so  committed. — If 
any  female  committed  to  such  institution,  at  the  time  of  such 
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commitment  is  a  mother  of  a  nursing  child  in  her  care  under  one 
year  of  age,  or  is  pregnant  with  child  which  shall  be  born  after 
such  commitment,  such  child  may  accompany  its  mother  to  and 
remain  in  such  institution  until  it  is  two  years  of  age  and  must 
then  be  removed  therefrom.  The  board  of  managers  of  such  insti- 
tution may  cause  such  child  to  be  placed  in  any  asylum  for 
children  in  the  state  and  pay  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
such  child  therein  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  two  and  one-half  dollars 
a  week  until  the  mother  of  such  child  shall  have  been  discharged 
from  such  institution,  or  may  commit  such  child  to  the  care  and 
custody  of  some  relative  or  proper  person  willing  to  assume  such 
care.  If  such  female  at  the  time  of  such  commitment,  shall  be 
the  mother  of  and  have  under  her  exclusive  care  a  child  more  than 
one  year  of  age,  which  might  othem-ise  be  left  without  proper 
care  or  guardianship,  the  magistrate  committing  such  female 
shall  cause  such  child  to  be  committed  to  such  asylum  as  may  be 
provided  by  law  for  such  purposes,  or  to  the  care  and  custody  of 
some  relative  or  proper  person  willing  to  assume  such  care. 
(A(fded  by  chapter  4.^3  of  the  T.mrs  of  1904.) 

§  138.  Conveyance  of  females  committed. — The  board  of  man- 
agers of  such  institution  shall  employ  suitable  female  persons  to 
be  known  as  marshals,  to  convey  from  the  place  of  conviction  to 
such  institution,  all  females  legally  committed  thereto,  and  such 
mai^shals  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  of  deputy  sheriffs 
in  respect  thereto.  All  ex])enses  necessarily  incurred  in  making 
such  conveyance  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of 
managers.     (Added  hi/  chapter  4.^>.3  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  139.  Detentions  and  rearrests  in  cases  of  escape. — The  board 
of  managers  of  such  institution  may  detain  therein,  under  the 
rules  and  reu:ulations  adopted  by  them,  any  female  legally  com- 
mitted thereto,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  sentence  and  com- 
mitment, and  conditionally  discharge  such  female  at  any  time 
prior  to  the  ex])irntion  of  the  term  of  commitment.  If  an  inmate 
escape  or  be  conditionally  discharged  from  such  institution,  the 
board  of  manasfers  may  cause  her  to  be  rearrested  and  returned 
to  such  institution,  to  be  detained  therein  for  the  unexpired  por- 
tion of  her  term,  datinir  from  the  time  of  her  escape  or  conditional 
discharge.  A  person  employed  by  the  boaid  of  managers  of  such 
institution    to   convev   to   such    institution,    females    committed 
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thereto,  may  arrest,  without  a  warrant,  an  escaped  inmate  in  any 
county  in  this  state,  end  shall  forthwith  convey  her  to  the  in- 
stitution from  which  she  escaped;  and  a  magistrate  may  cause 
an  escaped  inmate  to  be  arrested  and  held  in  custody,  until  she 
can  be  removed  to  such  institution,  as  in  the  case  of  her  first 
commitment  thereto.  A  person  conditionally  discharged  from 
such  institution  may  be  arrested  and  returned  thereto,  upon  a 
warrant  issued  by  its  president  and  secretary.  Such  warrant 
shall  briefly  state  the  reason  for  such  arrest  and  return,  and  shall 
be  directed  and  delivered  to  a  person  employed  by  such  board  of 
managers  to  convey  to  such  institution  females  committed  there- 
to, and  may  be  executed  by  such  person  in  any  county  of  this  state. 
(Added  hy  chapter  453  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

I  139-a.  Employment  of  inmates. — The  board  of  managers  of 
such  institution  shall  determine  the  kind  of  employment  for  fe- 
males committed  thereto  and  shall  provide  for  their  necessary 
custody  and  superintendence.  The  provisions  for  the  safe  keep- 
ing and  employment  of  such  females  shall  be  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  teaching  such  females  a  useful  trade  or  profession  and  im- 
proving their  mental  and  moral  condition.  Such  board  of  man- 
agers may  credit  such  females  with  a  reasonable  compensation 
for  the  labor  performed  by  them,  and  may  charge  them  with  the 
necessary  expenses  of  their  maintenance  and  discipline,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  week.  If  any  balance  shall  bo 
found  to  be  due  such  females  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of 
commitment,  such  balance  may  be  paid  to  them  at  the  time  of 
their  discharge.  To  secure  the  safe  keeping,  obedience  and  good 
order  of  the  females  committed  to  such  institution,  the  superin- 
tendent thereof,  has  the  same  powers  as  to  such  females,  as 
keepers  of  jails  and  penitentiaries  possess  as  to  persons  com- 
mittefd  to  their  custody.  (Added  hy  chapter  453  of  the  Laws  of 
1904.) 

§  139-b.  Clothing  and  money  to  be  furnished  discharged  in- 
mates.— The  board  of  managers  of  such  institution  may,  in  their 
discretion,  furnish  to  each  inmate  of  such  institution  who  shall 
be  discharged  therefrom,  necessary  clothing  not  exceeding  twelve 
dollars  in  value,  or  if  discharged  between  the  first  day  of  No- 
vember and  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  value  of  not  exceeding 
eighteen  dollars,  and  ten  dollars  in  money,  and  a  ticket  for  the 
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transportation  of  one  person  from  such  institution  to  the  place 
of  conviction  of  such  inmate,  or  to  such  other  place  as  such  in- 
mate may  designate,  at  no  greater  distance  from  such  institution 
than  the  place  of  conviction.  (Added  hy  chapter  453  of  the  Laws 
of  1904.) 

§  139-c.  Confinement  of  female  juvenile  delinquents  under  sen- 
tences by  the  courts  of  the  United  States. — The  superintendent 
of  the  New  York  stalte  training  school  for  girls,  at  Hudson,  shall 
receive  and  safely  keep  in  such  institution,  subject  to  the  regu- 
lations and  discipline  thereof,  and  the  provisions  of  this  article, 
any  female  not  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years  conviclted  of  any 
offense  against  the  United  States,  under  sentences  of  imprison- 
ment in  any  court  of  the  United  States,  sitting  within  this  state, 
until  such  sentences  be  executed,  or  until  such  delinquent  shall 
be  discharged  by  due  course  of  law,  conditioned  upon  the  United 
Stattes  supporting  such  delinquent  and  paying  the  expenses  at- 
tendant upon  the  execution  of  such  sentence.  (Added  hy  chap- 
ter 453  of  tlve  Laws  of  1904.)

Section  140.  Names  and  locations  of  house  of  refuge  and  re- 
formatory for  women. — The  house  of  correction  for  women 
located  at  Albion  is  continued  and  shall  be  known  as  the  western 
house  of  refuge  for  women.  The  reformatory  for  women  located 
at  Bedford  is  also  continued  and  shall  be  known  as  the  New 
York  state  reformatory  for  women.  The  house  of  refuge  for 
women  at  Hudson  shall  be  continued  as  the  New  York  state 
training  school  for  girls,  as  provided  in  article  eight  of  the  state 
charities  law.  No  female  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall  be 
commitlted  to  the  New  York  state  training  school  for  girls  after 
June  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  four.  All  inmates  of  the  house 
of  refuge  for  women  at  Hudson  on  June  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  four,  unless  transfeiTed  therefrom  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  law,  shall  be  subject  to  the  custody  and  control  of  the  board 
of  managers  of  such  institution,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
law  under  which  they  were  committed  thereto.  (As  amended  hy 
ch4ipter  453  of  th4>.  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  141.  Appointment  of  managers. — Each  such  institution  shall 
be  under  the  control  of  its  pi'esent  board  of  managers,  until 
others  are  appointed.  8uch  boards  shall  consist  of  six  managers 
to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  i^e  senate.  All  such  managers  shall  be  residents  of  the 
state,  tw^o  shall  be  women  and  one  a  physician  who  has  practiced 
his  professicm  for  ten  years.  The  terms  of  the  managers  here- 
after appointed  shall  be  six  years,  except  that  the  managers  ap- 
pointed IV)  fill  vacancies  shall  hold  office  for  thp  unexpired  terms 
of  the  managers  whom  they  succeed.  The  term  of  office  of  one  of 
such  managers  shall  expire  each  year.  Tf  in  any  such  institution 
there  be  less  than  six  managers  in  office  when  this  net  takes  effect, 
the  governor  shall  appoint  additional  managers  to  make  up  the 
number  of  six,  who  shall  be  so  classified  by  him  that  the  term  of 
one  manager  shall  expire  each  year.  Where  the  term  of  office  of 
a  manager  of  any  such  institution  expires  at  a  time  other  than 
the  last  day  of  December  in  any  year,  the  term  of  office  of  his  suc- 
cessor is  abridged  so  as  to  expire  on  the  last  day  of  December, 
preceding  the  time  when  such  term  would  otherwise  exy)ire,  and 
the  term  of  office  of  each  manager  thereafter  appointed  shall 
begin  on  the  first  day  of  January* 
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The  governor  may  remove  any  manager,  at  any  time,  for  cause, 
on  giving  to  such  manager  a  copy  of  the  charges  against  him  and 
an  opprotunity  to  be  heard  in  his  defense. 

Such  managers  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  time  or 
services;  but  the  actual  expenses  necessarily  incurred  by  them  in 
the  performance  of  their  official  duties  shall  be  paid  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  expenses  of  such  institution.  Nothing  contained 
in  this  section  shall  abridge  the  i^rm  of  any  manager  now  in 
oflSce. 

§  142.  General  powers  and  duties  of  managers. — ^Each  board 
of  managers  shall  have  the  general  8ui)erintendence,  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  institution  over  which  it  is  appointed; 
of  the  grounds  and  buildings,  officers  and  employes  thereof;  of 
the  inmates  therein,  and  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  govern- 
ment, discipline,  contracts  and  fiscal  concerns  thereof,  and  may 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  seem  to  ttiem  necessary 
for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  such  institutions.  Each  board 
of  managers  shall  constitute  a  board  of  parole  of  the  institution 
over  which  it  is  appointted,  and  shall  have  power  to  parole  and 
discharge  inmates  as  hereinafter  provided.  Tn  the  consideration 
of  the  parole  or  discharge  of  any  inmate  of  the  New  York  state 
reformatory  for  women  at  Bedford,  the  judge  or  majgistralte  who 
committed  any  female  to  such  institution,  when  he  so  requests  in 
writing,  shall  constitute  a  member  of  such  board  of  parole  in 
considering  and  determining  the  matter  of  the  parole  or  discharge 
of  such  female  committed  by  him.  (As  amended  by  chapter  165 
of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  143.  Appointment  and  removal  of  officers  and  employes; 
compensation. — The  board  of  managers  of  each  of  such  institu- 
tions shall  appoint  from  among  its  members  a  president,  secre- 
tary and  tivasurer,  who  shall  hold  office  for  such  length  of  time 
as  such  board  may  determine. 

They  shall  appoint  a  female  superintendent,  who  shall  hold 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board. 

Such  boards  of  managers  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  the 
officers  and  employes  of  the  institution  under  their  charge. 

S  144.  General  powers  of  superintendents. — The  superintend- 
ent of  each  such  institution  shall,  subject  to  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  board  of  managers  thereof: 
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1.  Have  the  general  supervision  and  control  of  the  grounds 
and  buildings  of  the  institution^  the  subordinate  officers  and 
employes  and  the  inmates  thereof,  and  of  all  matters  relating  to 
their  government  and  discipline. 

2.  Make  such  rules,  regulations  and  orders,  not  inconsistent 
with  law  or  with  the  rules,  regulations  or  directions  of  the 
board  of  managers,  as  may  seem  to  her  proper  or  necessary  for 
the  government  of  such  institution  and  its  officers  and  employes; 
and  for  the  employment,  discipline  and  education  of  the  inmates 
thereof. 

3.  Exercise  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  board  of  managers  may  prescribe. 

Such  superintendents  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  and 
remove  all  subordinalte  female  officers  and  employes,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  board. 

§  145.  Oaths  and  bonds.  Each  manager  and  superintendent 
of  such  institutions  shall  take  the  constitutional  oath  of  office 
and  each  superintendent  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  people  of 
this  state  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  ap- 
proved by  the  state  comptroller,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  comptroller.  The  manager  appointed  as  treasurer  of  such 
institution  shall  give  a  bond  in  such  amount  as  the  comptroller 
may  direct.  The  comptroller  may  require  other  officers  of  such 
institutions  to  give  a  bond  if  in  his  opinion  the  interests  of 
the  state  demand  it.  (As  amended  by  chapter  49  of  the  Laws 
of  ^900.) 

§  146.  Commitments;  papers  furnished  by  committing  magis- 
trate. 

Subdivision  1.*  A  female  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  thirty 
years,  convicted  by  any  court  or  magistrate  of  petit  larceny, 
vagrancy  under  subdivision  three  or  four  of  section  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty-seven  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure,  habitual 
drunkenness,  of  being  a  common  prostitute,  or  frequenting  dis- 
orderly houses  or  houses  of  prostitution,  or  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  who  is  not  insane,  nor  mentally  or  physically  incapable  of 

•By  section  698  of  the  Penal  Code  women  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and 
thirty,  convicted  of  a  felony  for  the  first  time,  may  be  committed  to  the 
Housefl  of  Refuge  for  Women  or  to  the  New  York  State  Reformatory  at 
Bedford,  to  be  confined  under  the  proyiflions  of  law  relating  to  such  insti- 
tntioDB.     See  page  90. 
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being  substantially  benefited  by  the  discipline  of  either  of  such 
institutions,  may  be  sentenced  and  committed  to  the  western 
house  of  refuge  for  women  at  Albion  or  the  New  York  state  re- 
formatory^ for  women  at  Bedford,  to  be  there  confined  under  the 
provisions  of  law  relating  to  such  institution.  Such  commit- 
ments shall  not  be  for  a  definite  term,  but  any  such  female  may 
be  paroled  or  discharged  at  any  time  after  her  commitment  by 
the  board  of  managers  of  such  institution,  but  shall  not  in  any 
case  be  detained  longer  than  three  years.  Such  commitments  to 
the  western  house  of  refuge  for  women  at  Albion,  shall  be  from 
the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  judicial  districts; 
to  the  New  York  state  reformatory  for  women  at  Bedford,  from 
the  first,  second  and  third  judicial  districts.  (As  amended  hy 
chapter  632  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  and  chapters  169  (»nd  453  of  the 
Laws  of  1904:.) 

2.  The  board  of  managers  of  each  such  institution  shall  furnish 
the  several  county  clerks  of  the  state  with  suitable  blanks  for 
the  commitment  of  women  thereto.  Such  county  clerks  shall 
immediately  notify  the  magistrates  of  their  respective  counties 
of  the  reception  of  such  blanks  and  that  upon  application  they 
will  be  furnished  to  them.  (As  amended  hy  chapter  632  of  the 
Laws  of  1899.) 

3.  The  magistrate  committing  a  female  pursuant  to  this  sec- 
tion shall  immediately  notify  the  superintendent  of  the  institu- 
tion to  which  the  commitment  is  made  of  the  conviction  of  such 
female,  and  shall  cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  the  name,  age, 
birthplace,  occupation,  previous  commitnlents,  if  any,  and  for 
what  offenses;  the  last  place  of  residence  of  such  female,  and  the 
l>articulars  of  the  offense  for  which  she  is  committed.  A  copy  of 
such  record  shall  be  transmitted,  with  the  warrant  of  commit- 
ment, to  the  suiKirintcndent  of  such  institution,  who  shall  cause 
the  facts  stated  therein,  and  such  other  facts  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  board  of  managers,  to  be  entered  in  a  book  of  record.  (As 
amended  hy  chapter  632  of  the  J  jaws  of  1899.) 

4.  Such  magistrate  shall,  before  committing  any  such  female, 
inquire  into  and  determine  the  age  of  such  female  at  the  time 
of  commitment,  and  her  age  as  so  determined  shall  be  stated  in 
the  warrant.

New  York  City  —  Unauthorized  Conviction  of  a  Woman  as  a  Public 
Pbostitutb.  a  woman  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  thirty  years  cannot 
be  held  in  custody  in  the  State  Reformatory  at  Bedford,  N.  Y.,  under  L.  1899, 
eh.  G32,  upon  a  warrant  reciting  her  conviction  by  a  city  magistrate  of  the 
city  of  New  York  as  a  "  public  prostitute,"  for,  if  her  offense  was  a  misde- 
meanor, the  city  magistrate  had  no  jurisdiction  of  it,  while,  if  it  was  con- 
duct that  tended  to  a  breach  of  the  peace  and  not  a  misdemeanor,  he  could 
only  hold  her  to  bail  for  good  behavior.  Supreme  Court,  June,  1902,  People 
ex  rel,  Clark  v.  A'etc  York  State  Reformatory  for  Women,  38  N.  Y.  Misc.  241. 

New  York  City  —  City  Magistrate  uas  no  Jurisdiction  or  a  Misde- 
meanor— Construction  of  L.  1899,  ch.  632 — A  Statutory  Offense,  not 
Defined  as  a  Felony,  is  a  Misdemeanor.  A  woman  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  thirty  years,  duly  charged  with  vio- 
lating L.  1882,  ch.  410,  §  1458,  in  that  she  was  "  loitering  on  Mott  street,  that 
being  a  public  thoroughfare  and  public  place,  soliciting  and  importuning 
men  passing  in  or  along  said  thoroughfare  or  place,  for  the  purpose  of 
prostitution,  to  the  great  annoyance  of  the  people,"  etc.,  and  convicted  by  a 
magistrate  in  the  city  of  New  York  after  pleading  not  guilty,  cannot  be  held 
in  custody  by  the  state  reformatory  at  Bedford,  N.  Y.,  as  the  magistrate 
had  no  jurisdiction  to  try  the  offense,  the  same  being  a  misdemeanor. 

The  contention  of  the  people  that,  because  the  warrant  recited  that  the 
information  charged  the  woman  with  "  disorderly  conduct  and  being  a  prosti- 
tute and  soliciting  men  for  the  purpose  of  prostitution  in  the  public  street," 
she  must  have  been  convicted  of  being  a  "  common  prostitute,"  under  L.  1899, 
ch.  632,  and  that  su<;h  an  offense  is  not  made  by  that  statute  and  is  not  a 
misdemeanor,  but  is  only  a  quasi  criminal  offense  to  bo  summarily  dealt  with, 
is  not  tenable. 

Where  an  offense  is  created  by  statute  it  must  be  classed  as  a  misdemeanor 
unless  by  its  definition  it  comes  under  the  head  of  a  felony.  It  cannot  be 
classed  as  either  a  felony  or  misdemeanor  but  as  only  a  quasi  criminal  offense 
to  be  summarily  dealt  with,  unless  the  statute  expressly  so  authorizes.  Su- 
preme Court,  June,  1902,  People  ex  reL  Smith  v.  A'eir  York  State  Reforma- 
tory for  Women,  38  N.  Y.  Misc.  243. 
•  New  York  City  —  Jihusdiction  of  Magistrates  —  Distinction  between 
"  Disorderly  Conduct  "  and  Such  Conduct  When  it  Tends  to  a  Breach 
of  the  Peace  —  Construction  of  L.  1899,  en.  032  —  Summary  Jurisdiction 
of  Magistrates.  There  is  in  the  law  no  such  offense  as  "  disorderly  con- 
duct" simply,  but  where  a  woman  of  the  city  of  New  York  is  charged  with 
"disorderly  conduct,  in  that  she  did  on  the  27th  day  of  December,  1001. 
solicit  men  for  the  purposes  of  prostitution  "  on  a  named  public  street  of 
said  city,  there  is  a  statement  of  disorderly  conduct  that  tends  to  a  breach 
of  the  peace,  within  L.  1882.  ch.  410,  §  1458,  subd.  2,  still  in  force. 

Such  an  offense  is  a  misdemeanor  and  where  the  woman  pleads  not  jjnilty

Thkbxui.  Under  jsection  140  of  the  SUte  Charities  Law  (L.  1896«  ch.  54tf, 
an  amd.  by  L.  18»9,  ch.  tt32),  providing  that,  **A  female,  between  the  agea 
of  fifteen  and  thirty  years,  convicted  by  any  magistrate  of  petit  larceny, 
habitual  drunkemiefts,  of  being  a  common  prostitute,  of  frequenting  dis- 
orderly houses  or  houses  of  prostitution,  or  of  u  misdemeanor,  and  who  is 
not  insane,  nor  ipeiitally  or  physically  incapable  of  l>eiug  substantially  bene- 
fited by  the  discipline  of  either  of  such  institutions,  may  be  sentenced  and 
committed  to  •  **  *  the  New  York  State  Ueformatory  for  Women  at 
Bedford,"  a  magistrate  of  the  city  of  New  York  has  no  jurisdiction  to  sen- 
tence a  woman  to  such  reformatory  unless  she  is  convicted  of  one  or  more  of 
the  oflfenses  enumerated  therein;  and  a  conviction  thereunder  is  improper 
where  it  is  impossible  to  determine,  from  the  records  and  papers  relating 
to  the  conviction  and  sentence  returned  upon  writs  of  habeas  corpus  and 
certiorari  allowed  in  her  behalf,  whether  she  was  convicted  of  being  a  prosti- 
tute, either  "  public  **  or  '*  common,"  assuming  these  terms  to  be  practically 
synonymous,  or  on  the  charge  of  *'  disorderly  conduct ;  "  but,  assuming  that 
it  is  reasonably  certain  that  the  magistrate  intended  to  convict  the  relator 
of  *'  disorderly  conduct,''  then  the  conviction  is  not  a  valid  conviction  for  a 
misdemeanor,  and,  therefore,  within  the  purview  of  the  State  Charities  Law, 
unless  the  offense  complained  of  constitutes  a  misdemeanor  as  defined  by 
law;  and  where  the  record  fails  to  show  that  the  disorderly  conduct  com- 
plained of  comes  within  the  meaning  of  section  1458  of  t)ie  Consolidation  Act, 
which  seems  to  have  been  incorporated  into  the  Greater  New  York  chartef*, 
or  that  of  section  676  of  the  Penal  Code,  relating  to  the  offense  of  disorderly 
conduct,  so  that  it  constitutes  the  offense  of  "  disorderly  conduct,"  as  therein 
defined,  and,  therefore,  is  a  misdemeanor,  the  relator  is  properly  discharged 
from  custody.  Court  of  Appeals,  November,  1903,  People  ex  rel.  Clark  v.  Neve 
York  State  Reformatory  for  ^Vomen,  170  N.  Y'.  465;  Supreme  Court,  June, 
1902,  People  ea  rel.  Clark  v.  .Vcir  York  State  Reformatory  for  Women,  80 
App.  Div.  448,  affirmed. 

§  147.  Return  of  females  improperly  committed. — Whenever 
it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board  of  managers  of 
any  such  institution,  that  any  person  committed  thereto  is  not 
of  proper  age  to  be  so  committed  or  is  not  proi)erly  committed, 
or  IB  insane  or  mentally  incapable  of  being  materially  benefited 
by  the  discipline  of  any  such  institution,  such  board  of  managers 
shall  cause  the  return  of  such  female  to  the  county  from  which 
she  was  so  committed.  Such  female  shall  be  so  returned  in  the 
custody  of  one  of  the  persons  employed  by  such  boards  of  man- 
agers to  convey  to  such  institutions  women  committed  thereto, 
who  shall  deliver  her  into  the  custody  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county 
from  which  she  wa«  committed.  Such  sheriff  shall  take  such 
female  before  the  magistrate  making  the  commitment,  or  som^ 
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other  magistrate  having  equal  jurisdiction  in  such  county,  to  be 
by  such  magistrate  resentenced  for  the  offense  for  which  she  waB 
committed  to  any  such  institution  and  dealt  with  in  all  respects 
as  though  she  had  not  been  so  committed. 

The  cost  and  expenses  of  the  return  of  such  female,  necessarily 
incurred  and  paid  by  any  such  board  of  managers  shall  be  a 
charge  against  the  county  from  which  such  female  was  com- 
mitted, to  be  paid  by  such  county  to  such  board  of  managers  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  county  charges  are  collected. 

§  147-a.  Transfers  to  other  institutions. — If  at  any  time  there 
shall  be  more  inmates  in  any  of  such  institutions  than  can  be 
properly  cared  for  therein,  the  board  of  managers  shall  so  inform 
the  state  board  of  charities.  The  statte  board  of  charities  may 
thereupon  authorize  and  direct  the  transfer  of  such  excess,  or 
any  part  of  such  excess  of  inmates  to  such  one  of  the  other  houses 
of  refuge  or  statte  reformatories  as  the  state  board  of  charities 
may  designate.  The  said  board  of  managers  shall  thereupon 
transfer  to  such  other  institution  such  number  of  inmates,  pre- 
ferably those  last  I'eceived  by  such  institution.  Such  transfers 
shall  be  made  as  follows :  The  board  of  managers  shall  advise 
the  superintendent  of  the  institution  so  designated  of  the  number 
to  be  so  transferred,  and  this  officer  shall  cause  them  to  be  taken 
to  such  institution  and  receive  and  keep  them  according  to  their 
sentences  resi)ectively,  the  same  as  if  fliey  had  been  originally 
sentenced  thereto.  With  the  inmates  so  transferred  there  shall 
be  furnished  certified  copies  of  their  sentences  and  commitments. 
(Added  hy  chapter  109  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  148.  Disposition  of  children  of  women  so  committed. — 
If  any  woman  committed  to  any  such  institution,  at  the  time  of 
such  commitment  is  a  mother  of  a  nursing  child  in  her  care 
under  one  year  of  age,  or  is  pregnant  with  child  which  shall 
be  born  after  such  commitment,  such  child  may  accompany  its 
mother  to  and  remain  in  such  institution  until  it  is  two  years 
of  age  and  must  then  l)e  removed  therefrom. 

The  board  of  managers  of  any  such  institution  may  cause  such 
child  to  be  placed  in  any  asylum  for  children  in  this  state  and 
pay  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  such  child  therein  at  a  rate 
not  to  exceed  two  and  one-half  dollars  a  week,  until  the  mother 
of  such  child  shall  have  been  discharged  from  such  institution. 
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or  may  commit  such  child  to  the  care  and  custody  of  some  rela- 
tive or  proper  person  willing  to  assume  such  care. 

If  such  woman,  at  the  time  of  such  commitment,  shall  be  the 
mother  of  and  have  under  her  exclusive  care  a  child  more  than 
one  year  of  age,  which  might  otfierwise  be  left  without  proper 
care  or  guardianship,  the  magistrate  committing  such  woman 
shall  cause  such  child  to  be  committed  to  such  asylum  as  may 
be  provided  by  law  for  such  purposes,  or  to  the  cai'e  and  custody 
of  some  relative  or  proper  person  willing  to  assume  such  care. 

§  149.  Conveyance  of  women  committl^d. — The  board  of 
managers  of  each  such  institutions  shall  employ  suitable  per- 
sons to  be  known  as  marshals,  to  convey  from  the  place  of  con- 
viction to  such  institution,  all  women  legally  committed  thereto, 
and  such  marshals  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  of  deputy 
sheriffs  in  respect  thereto.  All  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in 
making  such  conveyance  shall  be  paid  by  the  t*reasurer  of  the 
board  of  managers.  In  case  of  the  commitment  of  a  woman, 
who,  at  the  time  thereof,  is  the  mother  of  a  nursing  child  or  is 
pregnant,  the  board  of  managers  shall  designate  a  woman  of 
suitable  age  and  character  to  accompany  fhe  person  so  com- 
mitted, along  with  the  officer  or  representative,  authorized  in 
this  section  to  be  employed  by  such  managers. 

§  150.  Detentions  and  rearrests  in  cases  of  escapes. — The 
board  of  managers  of  any  such  institution  may  detain  therein, 
under  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  them,  any  femalp 
legally  committed  thereto,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  sentence 
and  commitment,  and  conditionally  discharge  such  female  at  any 
time  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  commitment. 

If  an  inmate  escape  or  be  conditionally  discharged  from  any 
such  institution,  tfie  board  of  managers  may  cause  her  to  Ik* 
rearrested  and  returned  to  such  institution,  to  be  detained  therein 
for  the  unexpired  portion  of  her  term,  dating  from  the  time  of 
her  escape  or  conditional  discharge.  A  person  employed  by  the 
board  of  managers  of  any  such  institution  to  convey  to  such  in- 
stitution, women  committed  thereto,  may  arrest,  without  a  war- 
rant, an  escaped  inmate  in  any  county  in  this  state,  and  shall 
forthwith  convey  her  to  the  institution  from  which  she  escaped ; 
and  a  magistrate  may  cause  an  escaped  inmate  to  be  arrested. 
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and  held  in  custody,  until  she  can  be  removed  to  such  institution, 
as  in  the  case  of  her  first  commitment  thereto. 

A  person  conditionally  discharged  from  any  such  institution 
may  be  arrested  and  returned  thereto,  upon  a  warrant  issued  by 
its  president  and  secretary.  Such  warrant  shall  briefly  state  the 
reason  for  such  arrest  and  return,  and  shall  be  directed  and 
delivered  to  a  person  employed  by  such  board  of  managers  to 
convey  to  such  institutions,  women  committed  thereto,  and  may 
be  executed  by  such  person  in  any  such  county  of  this  state. 

§  151.  Employment  of  inmates. — The  board  of  managers  of 
each  institution  shall  determine  the  kind  of  employment  for 
women  committed  thereto  and  shall  provide  for  their  necessary 
custody  and  superintendence.  The  provisions  for  the  safe  keep- 
ing and  employment  of  such  women  shall  be  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  teaching  such  women  a  useful  trade  or  profession  and 
improving  their  mental  and  moral  condition. 

Such  board  of  managers  may  credit  such  women  with  a  reason- 
able compensation  for  the  labor  performed  by  them,  and  may 
charge  them  with  the  necessary  expenses  of  their  maintenance 
and  discipline,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  week. 
If  any  balance  shall  be  found  to  be  due  such  women  at  the  ex- 
piration of  their  terms  of  commitment,  such  balance  may  be  paid 
to  them  at  the  time  of  their  discharge. 

To  secure  the  safe  keeping,  obedience  and  good  order  of  the 
women  committed  to  any  such  institution,  the  superintendent 
thereof,  has  the  same  power  as  to  such  women,  as  keepers  of  jails 
and  penitentiaries  possess  as  to  persons  committed  to  their 
custody. 

§  152.  Clothing  and  money  to  be  furnished  discharged 
inmates. — The  board  of  managers  of  any  such  institution  may, 
in  their  discretion,  furnish  to  each  inmate  of  such  institution 
who  shall  be  discharged  therefrom,  necessary  clothing  not  ex- 
ceeding twelve  dollars  in  value,  or  if  discharged  between  the  first 
day  of  November  and  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  value  of  not 
exceeding  eighteen  dollars,  and  ten  dollars  in  money,  and  a 
ticket  for  the  transportation  of  one  person  from  such  inertitution 
to  the  place  of  conviction  of  such  inmate,  or  to  such  other  place 
as  such  inmate  may  designate,  at  no  greater  distance  from  such, 
institution  than   the  place  of  conviction. 
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§  153.  Board  of  managers  of  Bedford  reformatory  to  notify 
connt>-  clerks  of  completion  thereof. — As  soon  as  the  Bedford 
Reformatory  for  Women  is  completed  and  ready  for  the  reception 
of  inmates,  the  board  of  managers  thereof  shall  notify  the  county 
clerks  of  Westchester  and  New  York  counties  and  furnish  such 
clerks  with  suitable  blanks  for  tlie  commitment  of  women  to  such 
institution.  Such  county  clerks,  on  the  reception  of  such  notifi- 
cation, shall  transmit  a  copy  thereof  to  the  several  magisfrates 
of  such  counties.

Section  160.  Establishment  of  school. — The  Thomas  Indian 
School,  established  on  the  Cattaraugus  reservation  in  the  county 
of  Erie,  is  hereby  continued. 

Such  asylum  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  the  corporate  name  of 
'*  The  Thomas  Indian  School,"  and  service  of  process  and  pai)ers 
may  be  made  upon  the  superintendent  or  any  manager  of  such 
asylum.     (As  amended  by  chapter  67  of  the  Laws  of  1905.) 

§  161.  Board  of  managers. — Such  asylum  shall  be  under  the 
control  and  management  of  a  board  of  managers,  consisting 
of  ten  members,  three  of  whom  shall  be  Seneca  Indians.  Sucli 
managers  and  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  and  shall 
hold  their  office  for  six  years,  and  until  others  are  appointed  in 
their  stead,  subject  to  removal  for  cause  by  the  governor.  If 
any  manager  fails,  without  being  excused  by  vote  of  the  board, 
for  one  year,  to  attend  the  regular  meeting  of  the  board  of  which 
he  is  a  member,  his  office  shall  become  vacant.  A  certificate  of 
every  such  failure  shall  forthwith  be  transmitted  by  the  board 
to  the  governor,  and  all  vacancies  caused  by  removal  or  expi- 
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ration  of  office  or  otherwise  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  senate. 

§  162.  Powers  and  duties  of  board  of  managers. — The  board 
of  managers  shall  have  the  general  direction  and  control  of  all 
the  property  and  concerns  of  such  asylum,  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  by  law.  They  may  acquire  and  hold,  in  the  name  of  and 
for  the  people  of  tfie  state  of  New  York,  property,  by  grant,  gift, 
devise  or  bequest,  except  reservation  lands,  which  may  be  held 
by  those  inanagei's  who  are  Seneca  Indians,  to  be  applied  to  the 
maintenance  of  orphan  and  destitute  Indian  children,  and  the 
general  use  of  the  asylum.  They  shall  not  receive  any  compen- 
sation for  their  services,  but  shall  receive  actual  and  necessary 
traveling  expenses  for  attending  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
board,  as  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  asylum.    They  shall : 

1.  Adopt,  with  the  approval  or  consent  of  the  state  board  of 
charities,  by-laws  for  the  regulation  and  management  of  said 
asylum,  and  regulating  the  appointment  and  duties  of  officers, 
assistants  and  employes  of  the  asylum,  and  ordain  and  enforce 
a  suitable  system  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  internal  gov- 
ernment, discipline  and  management  of  the  same. 

2.  Take  care  of  the  general  interests  of  the  asylum,  and  see 
that  its  design  is  carried  into  effect  according  to  law,  and  its  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations.  They  shall,  on  application,  receive 
destitute  and  orphan  Indian  children  from  any  of  the  several 
reservations  located  within  this  state,  and  shall  furnish  them 
such  care,  moral  training,  and  education,  and  such  instruction 
in  husbandry,  and  the  arts  of  civilization  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  their  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations. 

3.  Keep  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  a  fair  and  full 
i-ecord  of  their  doings,  which  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the 
inspection  of  the  governor,  the  state  board  of  charities  or  any 
I>erson  appointed  to  examine  the  same  by  the  governor,  the  state 
board  of  charities,  or  either  house  of  the  legislature. 

4.  Maintain  an  effective  inspection  of  the  asylum,  for  which 
purpose  a  committee  of  the  board,  consisting  of  at  least  four 
members  thereof,  shall  visit  the  asylum  at  least  bi-monthly,  and 
the  whole  board  at  least  twice  a  year,  and  at  such  other  times  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws. 
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5.  Enter  in  a  book  kept  by  them  for  that  purpose,  the  date  of 
each  visit,  the  condition  of  the  asylum  and  the  children  therein, 
and  its  property,  and  all  such  managers  present  shall  sign  such 
entries. 

6.  Make,  annually,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January,  a 
report  to  the  legislature  of  tiie  condition  of  said  asylum,  includ- 
ing a  true  account,  in  detail,  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  all  moneys  that  shall  come  into  their  hands,  or  under  tlieir 
control,  the  number,  age  and  sex  of  such  destitute  orphan  children 
in  said  asylum,  with  the  name  of  the  reservation  to  which  they 
belong,  and  the  proportion  of  the  year  each  has  been  maintained 
and  instructed  in  said  asylum,  and  such  suggestions  and  recom- 
mendations as  they  may  deem  proper,  or  which  may  be  required 
of  ttiem  by  the  state  board  of  charities. 

§  163.  Officers;  salaries. — Such  board  shall  appoint  for  the 
asylum,  as  often  as  necessary,  and  for  cause,  after  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard,  remove: 

1.  A  superintendent,  a  matron,  and  a  well-educated  physician, 
who  shall  be  a  graduate  of  an  incorporated  medical  college. 

2.  A  treasurer,  who  shall  give  a  bond  tto  the  people  of  the  stare 
for  the  faithful  i)erformance  of  his  trust,  with  such  sureties,  and 
in  such  amount  as  the  comptroller  of  the  state  shall  approve. 

The  superintendent,  matron,  and  other  assistants  shall  con- 
stantly reside  in  the  asylum,  or  on  the  premises,  and  shall  Ih» 
designated  the  resident  officers  of  the  asylum.  The  physician 
shall  visit  said  asylum  at  such  times,  and  perform  such  duties  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
asylum.  Such  board  shall  also,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  state  board  of  charities,  fix  the  annual  salaries  and 
allowances  of  such  officers.  Such  salaries  shall  be  paid  in  equal 
monthly  installments  by  tlie  treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the 
board  of  managers,  countersigned  by  the  superintendent  thereof, 
and  certified  as  correct. 

§  164.  Superintendent,  powers  and  duties. — The  superintend- 
ent shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  such  asylum,  and  in  his 
absence  or  sickness,  the  matron  shall  perform  the  duties,  and  \ye 
OTbject  to  the  responsibilities  of  the  sui)erintendent.  Subject  to 
the  by-laws,   rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  board  of 
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managers^  such  officers  shall  have  the  general  saperintendence  of 
the  buildings^  grounds,  and  farm,  together  with  their  furniture, 
fixtures  and  stock,  and  shall : 

1.  Daily  ascertain  the  condition  of  all  the  children  and  pre- 
scribe their  conduct. 

2.  Appoint,  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  managers,  the 
other  resident  officers,  assistants  and  employes  not  otherwise 
provided  for,  that  he  may  think  necessary  for  the  economical 
and  efficient  performance  of  the  business  of  the  asylum,  and 
prescribe  their  duties,  and  he  may  discharge  them  at  his 
discretion. 

3.  Cause  full  and  fair  accounts  and  records  of  all  his  doings, 
and  of  the  entire  business  and  operation  of  the  asylum  to  be  kept 
regularly,  from  day  to  day,  in  books  provided  for  that  purpose. 

4.  See  that  all  such  accounts  and  records  are  justly  made  up 
for  the  annual  report  to  the  legislature,  as  required  by  this  act, 
and  present  the  same  to  the  board  of  managers,  who  shall  incor- 
porate them  into  their  report  to  the  legislature. 

5.  Keep  in  a  book,  in  which  he  shall  cause  to  be  entered,  at  the 
time  of  the  reception  of  any  child,  his  name,  age,  residence,  and 
the  names  of  his  parents  (if  any),  to  what  reservation  and  tribe 
he  belongs,  and  the  date  of  such  reception,  and  by  whom  brought, 
and  the  condition  of  the  general  health  of  such  child. 

§  165.  Treasurer,  powers  and  duties. — The  treasurer  shall  have 
the  custody  of  all  moneys,  obligations  and  securities  belonging 
to  the  asylum.     He  shall : 

1.  Open  with  some  good  and  solvent  bank,  conveniently  near 
tlie  asylum,  an  account  in  his  name  as  such  treasurer,  nnd  deposit 
all  moneys,  upon  receiving  the  same,  therein,  and  draw  from  the 
same  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  specifying  the 
object  of  payment. 

2.  Keep  a  full  and  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  pay- 
ments in  the  manner  dii'ected  by  the  by-laws,  and  such  other 
accounts  as  the  board  of  managers  shall  prescribe,  render  a  srate- 
ment  to  the  board  of  managers  whenever  required  hy  them.

THE  STATE  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL,  ROCHESTER. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  clmpli^r  five  hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  the 
laws  of  eight(H»n  hundred  and  eighty-six,  entitled  "An  act 
changing  the  name  of  the  *  Western  House  of  Refuge  for 
Juvenile  Delinquents  in  Western  New  York,'  to  'The  State 
Industrial  School,'  and  relating  t^  discipline  and  instruction 
therein,  and  commitments  thereto,  and  making  an  appropria- 
tion therefor." 

(Miapter  470,  Laws  of  1893. 

Section  1.  Section  thrc»e  of  chapter  live  hundred  and  thirty- 
nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  3.  It  shall  be  hiwful  for  the  board  of  managers  of  the  state 
industrial  school  to  receive  into  said  school  all  male  children 
who  have  her(»tofore  hcen,  or  who  may  hereafter  be,  sentenced 
to  the  western  house  of  refuge  for  juvenile  delinquents,  or  tV) 
the  house  of  refuge  for  juvenile  delinquents  in  western  New 
York  or  to  the  state  industrial  school,  and  to  retain  the  same, 
subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  institution,  and  said 
board  of  managers  shall  have  the  right,  and  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  receive  and  detain  all  such  |)ersons  committed  to  their 
custody,  and  such  right  and  duty  shall  not  be  affected,  preju- 
diced or  imj)aired  by  reason  of,  or  in  eonseciuence  of,  any 
technical  defect  or  clerical  error  in  the  warrant  of  commitment. 
The  several  courts  having  criminal  jurisdiction  and  who  shall 
hold  criminal  courts  in  all  the  counties  of  this  state,  except  the 
counties  of  New  York  and  Kings,  are  hereby  authoriz^ed  to  sen- 
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tence  male  juvenile  delinquents  convicted  in  any  of  such  courts 
to  such  state  industrial  school.  (As  amended  by  chapter  221  of 
the  Laws  of  1904.) 


COMMITMENTS  TO  THE  STATE  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL, 
THE  HOUSE  OF  REFUGE  ON  RANDALL'S  ISLAND,  AND 
THE  NEW  YORK  STATE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR 
GIRLS. 

Provisions  of  the  Penal  Code. 

§  701.  House  of  refuge.  State  industrial  school,  and  New  York 
state  training  school  for  girls. — Where  a  male  person  under  the 
age  of  twelve  years  is  convicted  of  a  crime  amounting  to  felony, 
or  where  a  male  person  of  twelve  years  and  under  the  age  of 
sixteen  years  is  convicted  of  a  crime,  the  trial  court  may,  instead 
of  sentencing  him  to  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison  or  in  a  peni- 
tentiary, direct  him  to  be  confined  in  a  house  of  refuge  under 
the  provisions  of  the  statute  relating  thereto.  Where  the  con- 
viction is  had  and  the  sentence  is  inflicted  in  the  first,  second  or 
third  judicial  district,  the  place  of  confinement  must*  Ix^  a  house 
of  refuge  established  by  the  managers  of  the  society  for  the 
reformation  of  juvenile  delinquents  in  the  city  of  New  York; 
where  the  conviction  is  had  and  tlie  sentence  inflicted  in  any 
other  district,  the  place  of  confinement  must  be  in  the  state 
industrial  school.  Where  a  female  person  not  over  the  age  of 
twelve  years  is  convicted  of  a  crime  amounting  to  felony,  or 
where  a  female  i)erson  of  the  age  of  twelve  years  and  not  over 
the  age  of  sixteen  years  is  convicted  of  a  crime,  the  trial  court 
may,  instead  of  sentencing  her  to  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison 
or  in  a  penitentiary,  direct  her  to  be  ccmflned  in  the  New  York 
state  training  school  for  girls,  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
relating  thereto.  IJut  nothing  in  this  section  shall  aflect  any  of 
the  provisions  contained  in  section  seven  hundred  and  thirteen. 
{As  amended  by  chapter  554  of  the  Lows  of  ISOO,  and  chapter  388 
of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  713.  Disposition  to  be  made  of  i)erson8  under  sixtcH^n  con- 
victed of  crime. — When  a  person  under  the  age  of  sixte<»n  is  con- 
victed of  a  crime,  he  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  instead 
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of  being  sentenced  to  fine  or  imprisonment,  be  placed  in  charge 
of  any  suitable  person  or  institution  willing  to  receive  him,  "and 
be  thereafter,  until  majority  or  for  a  shorter  term,  subjected  to 
such  discipline  and  control  of  the  person  or  institution  receiving 
him  as  a  parent  or  guardian  may  lawfully  exercise  over  a  minor. 
A  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  committed  for  misdemeanor, 
under  any  provisions  of  this  code,  must  be  committed  to  some 
reformatory,  charitable  or  other  institution  autfiorized  by  law 
to  receive  and  take  charge  of  minors.  And  when  any  such  child 
is  committed  to  an  institution,  it  shall,  when  practicable,  be 
committed  to  an  institution  governed  by  persons  of  the  same 
religious  faith  as  the  parents  of  such  child.  {As  amended  hy 
chapter  46  of  the  Laws  of  1884.) 


COMMITMENTS  TO  HOUSES  OF  REFUGE  AND  THE  NEW 
YORK  STATE  REFORMATORY  FOR  WOMEN  AT  BED- 
FORD. 

Provisions  of  the  Penal  Code. 

§  698.  Imprisonment  of  female  convict. — Any  woman  over  the 
age  of  sixteen  years,  who  shall  be  convicted  of  a  felony  in  any 
of  the  courts  of  this  state,  shall,  when  the  sentence  imposed  is 
one  year  or  more,  be  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state 
l)rison  for  women  at  Auburn.  When  the  sentence  imposed  is 
less  than  one  year,  she  may  be  committed  to  the  county  jail  of 
the  county  where  convicted,  or  to  a  penitentiary,  or  to  the  state 
prison  for  women  at  Auburn.  A  woman  between  the  ages  of 
fifteen  and  thirty,  convicted  of  a  felony,  who  has  not  theretofore 
been  convicted  of  a  crime  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  a  state 
prison,  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  trial  court  be  sentenced  to 
a  house  of  refuge  or  reformatory  for  women,  to  be  there  con- 
fined under  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  such  house  of  refuge 
or  reformatory.  (As  amended  hy  chapter  114  of  the  Laws  of 
1900.) 
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Section  40.  Trustees. — The  property  heretofore  conveyed  to 
the  state  by  the  corporation  known  as  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  Soldiers'  Home  of  New  York,  and  all  propei-ty  hereto- 
fore or  hereafter  acquired  by  the  state  for  the  same  purpose, 
shall  continue  to  be  known  as  the  New  York  State  Soldiers  and 
Sailors'  Home,  and  shall  continue  to  be  under  tlie  management 
and  control  of  a  board  of  trustees  consisting  of  twelve  members, 
of  which  the  goveraor,  attorney-general  and  the  commander  of 
the  department  of  New  York,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  shall 
be  ex  oflQcio  members;  and  the  remaining  nine  members  shall  be 
reputable  citizens  of  the  state  api)ointed  by  the  governor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  and  each  shall  hold 
office  for  three  yeai-s.  No  trustee  shall  receive  any  compensation 
for  his  services  as  such  trustee  or  otherwise,  except  the  trustee 
elected  to  act  as  secretary  who  may  receive  a  reasonable  annual 
compensation  for  his  services,  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  with  the 
approval  of  the  comptroller,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars.  The  board  shall  annually  elect  by  ballot 
a  president,  secretary,  treasurer  and  executive  committee,  but 
tlie  offices  of  secretary  and  ti'easurer  may  be  held  by  one  trustee 
or  separately  as  the  board  may  determine.  The  board  shall  be 
known  as  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  New  York  State  Soldiers 
and  Sailors*  Home.  (As  amended  hy  vhupier  108  of  tlie  Laws  of 
1903.) 

§  41.  Powers  of  trustees. — The  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
possession  of  all  property  belonging  i\)  or  constituting  such  home 
and  may  complete  the  buildings  therein  already  commenced  or 
hereafter  to  be  erected,  and  keep  them  in  readiness  for  occupation 
with  any  funds  appropriated  therefor  or  that  may  come  into 
their  hands  for  such  purpose,  and  may  pay  any  exist^ing  indebted- 
ness of  such  cori)oration  which  shall  Ix*  or  might  l)ecome  a  lien 
upon  such  proi)erty  or  any  part  ther(M)f.  The  board  may  make 
contracts  in  its  name,  subject  to  the  a[)j>roval  of  the  comptroller, 
for  work  and  materials  for  the  completion  of  the  buildings  on 
such  property,  the  furnishing  thereof  and  of  supplies  for  use 
and  consumption  1hor<Mn,  but  shall  spend  no  money  and  incur 
no  indebtedness  for  such  ymr])ose  beyond  the  appropriation  pre- 
viously made  therefor  by  the  legislature.  It  may  adopt  rules  and 
regulations,  subject  to  like  approval,  specifying  the  duties  of  the 
officers  of  the  home,  the  government  of  its  inmates,  fixing  the 
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terms  and  conditions  of  admission  thereto  and  the  caose  and 
manner  of  expulsion  therefrom.  The  board  may  require  and  take 
in  its  name  any  security  by  way  of  bond  or  otherwise  from  any 
person  appointed  or  elected  by  it,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties,  and  for  truly  accounting  for  all  moneys  or  property 
received  by  him,  for  or  on  account  of  the  board  of  trustees  or  in 
the  performance  of  such  duties.  And  the  said  board  shall  have 
power  to  organize  and  maintain  a  band,  the  same  to  be  paid  for 
out  of  the  maintenance  funds  of  the  home,  not  exceeding  six 
thousand  dollars  per  annum.  {As  amended  by  chapter  32  of  the 
Laurs  of  1905.) 

§  42.  Admission  to  home. — Every  honorably  discharged  soldier 
or  sailor  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States 
during  the  late  rebellion,  who  enlisted  from  the  state  of  New 
York,  or  who  shall  have  been  a  resident*  of  this  state  for  one  year 
preceding  his  application  for  admission,  and  who  shall  need  the 
aid  or  benefit  of  such  home  in  consequence  of  physical  disability 
or  other  cause  within  the  scope  of  the  regulations  of  the  board, 
shall  be  entitled  to  admission  thereto,  subject  to  the  conditions, 
limitations  and  penalties  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regnlationp 
of  the  board. 

§  43.  Transfer  of  inmates  to  state  hospital.-  Any  j^nldier  or 
sailor  regularly  admitted  into  the  home  found  to  be  inwin^.  may 
be  transferred  by  an  order  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
board  of  trustees  and  tlie  superintendent  of  the  home  to  any 
state  hospital  for  the  insane,  there  to  remain  at  the  fxjrf'nj**'  of 
the  home  until  legally  discharged,  and  such  exyienj***  j«hajl  ^•*•  paid 
out  of  the  maintenance  fund  of  the  home,  af  the  sam#*  ratf  a«  i« 
charged  for  the  support  of  the  county  insane. 

§  44.  Annual  report. — Bucb  board  shall,  annually,  on  or  IWor** 
January  fifteenth,  make  to  the  legislature  a  ii**tail^1   r^i^»r*  ••? 
all  its  receipts  and  expenditures  and  of  all  itj*  ftr«K-w-d '!?!::•  f'»r 
the  previous  year,  with  full  estimates  for  the  cf>niin{f  v^iir  v«t' 
fied  by  the  president  and  treasurer.

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Sale  of  Ale  and  Beer  at  the  New  York  State  Soldiers  and

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  sale  of  ale  and  beer  upon  the  premises 
of  the  New  York  State  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Home  of  Bath, 
New  York,  and  providing  for  the  expenditure  of  the  net  pro- 
ceeds therefrom. 

Chapter  goo^  Laws  of  1896. 

Section  1.  The  trustees  of  the  New  York  Soldiers  and  Sailors' 
Home  at  Bath,  New  York,  upon  complying  witli  the  provisions 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve,  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninetj^-six,  of  the  state  of  New  York,  are  hereby  authorized 
to  sell  ale  and  beer  to  the  members  of  said  home,  upon  the  prem- 
ises of  said  home,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said  trus- 
tees shall  prescribe,  and  the  provisions  of  clause  one,  section 
twenty-four  and  clause  six  of  section  thirty  of  said  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twelve  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
six  shall  not  apply  to  such  New  York  State  Soldiers  and  Sailors' 
Home. 

§  2.  The  said  trustees  shall  expend  the  net  proceeds  of  such 
sales  for  the  support  of  the  library  and  reading  room  of  said 
home  and  for  such  other  purimses  as  they  shall  deem  best  for  ttie 
comfort  and  amusement  of  the  members  of  said  home. 

§  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

P]XEMPTBD  FROM  THE  MANAGEMENT  AND  (^ONTROL  OF  StaTE  BoARD 

OF  Charities. 

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  state  board  of  charities  and  their  con- 
trol and  management  of  the  New  York  State  Soldiers  and 
Sailors'  Home. 

Chapter  769,  Laws  of  1900. 

Section  1.  Soldiers  and  sailors'  home  exempted. — The  New 
York  state  soldiers  and  sailors'  home  is  hereby  exempted  from 
the  management  and  control  of  the  state  board  of  charities  and 
in  respect  to  said* institution  said  board  are  hereafter  only  to 
exercise  their  constitutional  right  to  visit  and  inspect. 

§  2.  Repeal. — All  acts  and  parts  of  ads  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 
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of  the  women's  relief  corJ)s,  auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  department  of  New  York. 

§  3.  Official  oath. — Before  entering  on  their  duties  the  said 
managers  shall  respectively  take  and  subscribe  to  the  usual  oath 
of  oflicc,  which  oath  may  be  taken  and  subscribed  before  the 
judge  of  any  court  of  record  of  this  state^  or  any  notary  public 
having  a  seal,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
state. 

§  4.  Compensation  and  expenses. — Said  managers  shall  receive 
no  compensation  for  their  time  of  services,  but  the  actual  and 
necessary  expenses  of  each  of  them  while  engaged  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  or  her  office,  and  any  expenses  of  said  board 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  by  this  act, 
on  being  presented  in  writing  and  verified  by  affidavit,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  of  said  board  of  managers. 

§  5.  Organization  of  board. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board 
of  managers  immediately  after  their  appointment  to  meet  and 
organize  by  the  election  of  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer 
from  their  number.  Said  board  when  organized  are  directed 
to  confer  with  the  trustees  of  the  New  York  Soldiers  and  Sail- 
ors' Home  to  ascertain  whether  any  of  the  land  now  used  by 
the  said  Now  York  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Home  can  be  made 
avail'ible  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  the  home  established  by 
Ihis  act,  and  whether  such  lands,  if  any  there  be,  are  suitable  for 
the  purposes  of  said  home.  Said  board  is  also  directed  to 
examine  and  make  inquiry  as  to  any  other  location  within  the 
state  that  may  be  available  or  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  the 
home  established  by  this  act.  And  the  said  board  is  hereby 
(empowered  to  (contract  for  the  purchase  of  any  site  that  they 
may  determine  suitable,  which  said  contract,  however,  shall  be 
sul)ject  to  the  approval  of  the  next  legislature  of  this  state;  no 
coutnict  for  such  purpose,  however,  shall  be  valid  and  binding 
on  the  state  until  the  same  shall  have  been  duly  approved  by 
the  next  legislatui*e. 

§  6.  Kejjort  to  legislature. — Said  board  of  managers  shall 
re|K)rt  the  action  which  they  have  taken  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  to  the  senate  and  assemblv  within  ten  davs  after  the 
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iwj  wife  or  widow  of  a  soldier  or  sailor  ehall  be  admitted  as  an 
inmate  of  f^aici  home  unless  due  and  sufficient  proof  is  presented 
of  her  marriage  to  such  soldier  or  sailor  prior  to  tlie  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 


THE  THOMAS  INDIAN  SCHOOL,  IROQUOIS. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  transfer  of  Indian  ehildi^en  fmni  the 
Thomas  Indian  school  to  other  asylums,  hospitals  or  institu* 
tioiis  for  the  custody  and  eai^e  of  orphan,  dependent  or  sick 
children,  and  to  provide  for  their  carcj  support  and  treatment 
therein. 


Chapter  ^4:1,  Laws  of  1S96, 

Section  1.  Transfers. — ^lienever  tlie  number  of  Indian  ehil- 
dren  in  The  Thomas  Indian  school,  on  the  Cattaraugus  Reserva- 
tion, dulj  admitted  thereto,  shall  be  in  excess  of  its  proper  ca* 
pacity  or  the  applications  for  admission  of  such  Indian  children 
to  Buch  asylum  shall  exceed  its  proper  accommo<iations  therefor, 
or  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  trustees  of  such  asylum,  the 
comfort  and  well  being  of  any  such  Indian  childi'en  therein  will 
likely  be  promoted  hy  their  removal  to  other  asylums,  hospitals 
or  institutiong  for  the  custody,  care  and  treatment  of  orphan, 
dependent  or  sick  ehildi^n,  they  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
iitate  hoard  of  charities,  contrai^t  with  the  managers  or  other  au- 
thorities of  such  asylumsj  hospitals  or  institutions  as  they  may 
deem  desirable  for  tlie  reception^  care  and  treatment  of  such 
Indian  children,  as  maj^  from  time  to  time,  be  transferred  thereto, 
at  a  fixed  weekly  per  capita  rate  not  exceeding  two  dollars,  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  sick  children  requiring  hospital  treatment  and 
care,  when  the  fixed  weekly  per  capita  rate  shall  not  exceed  three 
dollars.  The  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  or  so  much  thereof  fis 
may  lie  necessary  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  In  the 
Ntate  treasury*,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  this 
act,    {As  amffuled  hy  chapter  (57  of  the  Lmcs  of  1905.)

Section  10.  TniBtee«*— As  soon  as  suitable  aceomiDodatlons 
ahall  be  provided,  the  governor  shall,  by  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  ^trnte^  appoint  nine  trustees,  two  from  the  t\r^i  jodieial 
distrkt  and  one  from  eaeli  of  the  other  jndicial  districts,  who 
shall  tnke  charge  of  said  insritutlon*  8ueh  trustees  shall  serve 
without  pay  J  and  shall  hold  tlieir  oUkes  for  three  years  and 
until  others  are  appointed.

ice of  the  United  Htate^.  or  from  wounds  or  injuries  in^ceive'J 
therein  during  the  present  reliellion,  shall  in  all  cases  have  a 
prf^fi^rf^ci^ ;  except  howtnc-r  that  each  county  shall  he  entitled 
to  adaiinmon  for  its  blind  population  in  indigent  circumstances 
ia  the  same  proportion  which  the  whole  numtier  of  its  blind 
popuUition  shall  bear  to  the  whole  blind  population  of  the  state, 
which  proportion  uhall  be  determined  by  the  trustees ;  provided 
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however,  that  for  each  person  sent  by  any  county,  such  county 
shall  pay  the  annual  sum  of  fifty  dollars  towards  the  support  of 
such  person. 

§  13.  Power  of  trustees. — Said  trustees  shall,  as  soon  after 
their  appointment  as  may  be,  meet  and  organize  by  choosing 
one  of  their  number  as  president  and  appointing  a  secretary. 
They  shall  have  power  to  make  by-laws  and  rules  and  r^ula- 
tions  for  the  transaction  of  their  business,  and  for  the  regula- 
tion and  management  of  said  institution,  which  institution  shall 
be  wholly  under  their  control ;  and  as  soon  as  may  be  necessary, 
they  shall  appoint  some  suitable  person  as  superintendent,  and 
such  other  officers  and  employes  as  may  be  necessary  to  prop- 
erly carry  on  the  business  of  said  institution,  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation thereof. 

§  14.  Records  to  be  kept. — Said  trustees  shall  keep  full  and 
complete  records  of  all  their  pi-oceedings,  and  also  of  the  busi- 
ness and  daily  transactions  of  such  institution,  in  books  to  be 
provided  for  that  purpose;  and  shall  annually  make  report 
thereof  to  the  legislature,  in  and  during  the  month  of  January. 

Objects  and  Management. 

AN  ACT  to  define  the  objects  of  the  New  York  State  Institution 
for  the  Blind,  and  to  provide  for  its  management. 

Chapter  744,  Laws  of  1867. 

Section  1.  Persons  entitleil  to  privileges  of  the  institution. — 
All  blind  persons  of  suitable  age  and  capacity  for  instruction, 
who  are  legal  residents  of  the  State,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  the  New  York  State  Institution  for  the  Blind,  with- 
out charge,  and  for  such  a  |)eriod  of  time  in  each  individual  case 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
institution;  provided,  that  whenever  more  persons  apply  for 
admission  at  one  time  than  can  be  properly  accommodated  in 
the  institution,  the  trustees  shall  so  apportion  the  number 
received,  that  each  county  may  be  represented  in  the  ratio  of 
its  blind  population  to  the  total  blind  population  of  the  state;

§  fi  Deelensiou,— In  case  of  the  dei!leii»ioii  of  aaj  member  of 
said  board  of  trustees  to  act  under  his  appointment,  or  of  the 
ouctirrenee  of  any  other  casual  vaeaacy  iu  the  board,  the  gov- 
emor  shall  forthwith  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  till  such 
vacancy^  and  the  member  m  appointed  shall  serve  out  the  term 
of  his  predecessor. 

§  7,  Trustees  to  receive  no  compensations  except  mileage, — 
The  trustees  shall  receive  uo  eompem§ation  as  anchj  but  they  may 
allow  themselves  mileage,  at  the  same  rate  as  that  paid  to  nieia- 
bers  of  the  legislature,  for  any  distance  actually  traveled  in  the 
service  of  the  institution,  Nor  shall  any  trustee  be  pecuniarily 
interested  in  any  contract  for  buildiugs  pertaining  to  tlie  institu- 
tion, or  in  furnishing  supplies  thei^for, 

I  8,  Powers  of  board  of  trus tces> — The  board  of  trustees  shall 
have  charge  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  institution,  with  power  to 
make  all  necessary  bylaws  and  regulations  for  their  govern- 
ment and  the  pro|)er  management  of  the  institution,  as  well  as 
for  the  admiesiou  of  pupils,  and  to  do  all  else  whirh  may  be 
found  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  its  humane  design* 

§  9.  Adoption  of  seal,^ — They  shall  elect  from  their  own  num^ 
ber  a  president,  treasui^r  and  sccrelary,  together  with  sucli 
standing  committees  as  they  may  tleem  necessary ^  aud  adopt  a 
common  seal  for  the  institution. 

§  10-  The  treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  flie  funds  of  the 
institution^  and  pay  out  the  same  only  u[*ou  proiKM'ly  authenti* 
cated  orders  of  the  board  or  its  executive  committee.  Before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  execute  and  file  in 
the  office  of  the  comptroller,  a  bond  with  such  sureties  and  in  such 
amount  of  i>enalty  as  the  (comptroller  whall  requii^t*  aud  approve, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  dit^cliarge  of  his  duties  as  such  treas- 
urer,    {As  amended  bt/  chapter  IM  of  the  Laws  of  1905.) 

I  11.  Bui>erintendent.^ — The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point a  competent  and  ex|N?riencpd  superintendent,  who  shall 
be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  institution,  together  with 
an  efficient  corjis  of  instructors  and  other  subordinate  officers; 
prescrit>e  the  duties  and  terms  of  service  of  the  same;  fix  and 
pay  their  salaries^  and  for  just  cause,  remove  any  or  all  of  tliem 
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from  office.  Thej  shall  likewise  employ  the  requisite  number  of 
servants  and  other  assistants  in  the  various  departments  of  the 
institution,  and  pay  the  wages  of  the  same. 

§  12.  Furniture. — They  shall  purchase  all  furniture,  apparatus 
and  other  supplies  necessary  to  the  equipment  and  carrying  on 
of  the  inslitution  in  the  most  efficient  manner. 

§  13.  Provision  of  clothing  for  those  admitted  to  institution. — 
When  any  blind  person  shall,  upon  proper  application,  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  institution,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  his  or  her 
parents,  guardians  or  other  friends,  to  suitably  provide  such 
person  with  clothing  at  the  time  of  entrance  and  during  con- 
tinuance therein,  and  likewise  to  defray  his  or  her  traveling 
expenses  to  and  from  the  institution  at  the  time  of  entrance 
and  discharge,  as  well  as  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  each  ses- 
sion of  the  school,  and  at  any  other  time  when  it  shall  become 
necessary  to  send  such  person  home  on  account  of  sickness  or 
other  exigency.  And  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by 
the  trustees  to  have  such  i)erson  permanently  removed  from  the 
institution,  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  and  regulations 
thereof,  the  same  shall  be  promptly  removed  upon  their  order,  by 
his  or  her  parents,  guardians  or  other  friends. 

§  14.  Neglect  to  provide  the  same. — If  the  friends  of  any 
pupil  from  within  the  state  of  New  York  shall  fail  through 
neglect  or  inability  to  provide  the  same  with  proper  clothing  or 
with  funds  to  defray  his  or' her  necessary  traveling  expenses  to 
and  from  the  institution,  or  to  remove  him  or  her  therefrom,  as 
required  in  the  preceding  section,  the  trustees  shall  furnish 
such  clothing,  pay  such  traveling  expenses,  or  remove  such  pupil 
to  the  care  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  his  or  her  township, 
and  charge  the  cost  of  the  same  to  the  county  to  which  the  pupil 
belongs,  provided  that  the  annual  amount  of  such  expenditures 
on  account  of  any  one  pupil  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  sixty 
dollars.  And  in  case  of  the  death  of  any  pupil  at  the  institution, 
whose  remains  shall  not  be  removed  or  funeral  expenses  borne 
by  the  friends  thereof,  the  trustees  shall  defray  the  necessary 
burial  expenses,  and  charge  the  same  to  his  or  her  county  as 
aforesaid.  Upon  the  completion  of  their  course  of  training  in 
the  industrial  department,  the  trustees  may  furnish  to  such 
worthy  poor  pupils  as  may  need  it,  an  outfit  of  machinery  and 
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tools  for  comm^uelng  busine^,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  seven tv- 
flve  doliai's  each,  and  chaige  the  «iinie  to  tlie  proper  county,  m 
aforesaid.     {As  amended  hij  <*hapter  463  of  the  Lawn  of  1873,  §  1*) 

§  15,  Itemized  accounts  against  i-eBpective  counti^, — On  tlie 
first  day  of  October  in  each  year,  the  tniatees  shall  cause  to  l»e 
made  out  against  the  respective  eannties  concerned,  itemissed 
aceounta,  separate  in  each  case,  of  the  expenditures  authori^d 
by  the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  and  forward  the  sau^e  to 
the  board  of  supervisara  chargeable  with  tlie  account.  The 
board  ^hall  thereujWB  direct  the  county  trensurer  to  pay  tlie 
amount  so  charged  to  the  treaaurer  of  the  institution  for  the 
blind,  on  or  before  the  lirst  day  of  March  next  ensuing. 

§  10.  And  payment  of  the  same. — The  counties  against  which 
the  said  accounts  shall  Iw^  made  out  as  aforesaid,  ahall  cause  their 
res[>ective  trc*amirers,  iu  tiie  name  of  thftir  i-e^pective  countieSj 
to  colieet  the  same,  by  legal  process,  if  necessary,  from  the 
parents  or  estate  of  tlie  pupils  who  have  the  ability  to  pay,  on 
whose  acirounts  the  said  expenditures  shall  have  bn^n  made; 
provided  that  at  leaiit  hve  hundred  dollars*  value  of  the  property 
of  such  patents  or  estate  shall  he  exempt  from  the  payment  of 
the  accounts  aforesaid. 

§  17.  Books  gratuitously  distrihuled  hy  stafe. — The  institu- 
tion shall  lie  entitled  to  receive  copies  of  all  hmikB  and  other 
publications  which  ai-e  distributed  gi^ttuitously  by  the  state  to 
township  or  county  libraricHj  i-umiuou  schotils,  academies,  col- 
leges and  societies*  It  may  alsij  rf*ceive  in  the  name  of  the 
fe^late,  bequests  or  donations  of  money  or  any  kind  of  property, 
but  such  money  or  property  shall  in  all  ca«es  belong  to  the  state, 
and  be  suhject  to  its  control ;  provided  that  the  same  shall  not 
l>e  diverted  from  the  particular  object  for  which  it  shall  be  be- 
queathed or  donated. 

g  18.  Records  of  proceedings  of  boa  id  of  trustees, — The  board 
of  trusteei*  shall  keep  full  and  complete  i^cords  of  their  pni 
ceedings,  and  make  an  annual  repttrt  of  the  same  to  the  legiH* 
latnre,  at  the  commencement  of  the  regular  session  thereof, 
strictly  accounting  in  detail  for  their  expend itureSi  on  account 
of  the  institution,  during  the  preceding  hscal  year,  of  the  state, 
setting  forth  the  progress  and  condition  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  the  institution,  making  such  suggestions  concerning  its 
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fnture  management  as  they  may  deem  essential,  and  submitting 
proper  estimates  of  the  funds  needed  for  its  support,  as  well 
as  for  building  and  all  other  purposes. 

§  19.  Payment  of  appropriations. — The  state  treasurer  is  here- 
by directed  to  pay  over  to  the  board  of  trustees,  ujwn  the  war- 
rant of  the  comptroller,  all  moneys  which  shall  hereafter  be 
appropriated  on  account  of  the  New  York  state  institution  for 
the  blind;  the  general  appropriations  for  the  current  support 
of  the  institution,  to  be  paid  in  equal  quarterly  installments, 
and  specific  appropriations  for' building  and  other  puri>ose8,  to 
be  paid  when  needed  by  the  trustees. 

§  20.  Drafts  upon  the  state. — All  drafts  upon  the  state  treas- 
ury on  behalf  of  the  institution,  shall  be  based  upon  orders 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary 
of  the  same,  and  attested  by  the  common  seal  of  the  institution. 

§  21.  Sections  construed. — ^Sections  nineteen  and  twenty  of 
this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  alter,  impair  or  affect  the 
powers  or  duties  of  the  building  commissioners  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five;  and  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with  the  erection  by  said  building 
commissioners  of  the  State  institution  for  the  blind,  in  accord* 
ance  with  the  plans  heretofore  approved  by  the  governor,  secre- 
tary of  state  and  comptroller;  and  all  moneys  now,  or  heix^after 
to  be  appropriated  for  the  building  of  said  institution,  shall  bn 
paid  to  said  building  commissioners  for  that  purpose. 

§  22.  Further  powers  of  the  institution. — The  New  York  insti 
tution  for  the  blind,  shall  continue  to  have  the  custody,  charge, 
maintenance  and  education  of  all  such  pupils  as  are  now  in- 
trusted to  them  by  the  state,  and  of  any  others  who  may  be 
appointed  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  state  institution  at 
Batavia;  and  shall  receive  compensation  from  the  state  for  the 
maintenance,  education  and  support  of  said  pupils  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  now,  or  has  heretofore  been  provided,  and  shall 
receive  the  same  amount  per  capita  from  the  counties  from 
which  said  pupils  are  respectively  appointed  as  is  now  paid,  for 
their  clothing,  until  such  period  as  the  New  York  state  institu- 
tion for  the  blind  shall  be  ready  to  receive  such  pupils,  and  shall 
then,  without  reference  to  the  term  of  years  for  which  said 
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pupils  have  been  appointed  under  existing  laws^  and  received 
by  said  New  York  institution  for  the  blind,  transfer  said  pupils 
to  said  state  institution;  provided,  however,  that  they  shall  re- 
tain and  continue  to  receive  all  pupils  heretofore  appointed  or 
hereafter  to  be  appointed,  from  the  counties  of  New  York  and 
Kings  under  the  appointment  of  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction,  in  like  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law,  to  be 
received,  maintained  and  educated  by  the  said  New  York  institu- 
tion for  the  blind,  which  shall  be  compensated  for  their  main- 
tenance and  education  by  the  state;  and  for  their  clothing  by 
the  counties  from  which  they  are  appointed,  in  like  manner  as 
is  now  done. 

§  23.  Repeal. — All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

Chapter  563,  Laws  of  1895. 
§  1.  Name  changed. — The  New  York  State  Institution  for  the 
Blind  as  the  same  was  authorized  to  be  established  by  chapter 
•five  hundred  and  eighty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-flve  and  the  acts  supplemental  thereto  shall  hereafter 
be  known  and  designated  as  the  ^*New  York  State  School  for 
the  Blind."

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.*eive,  u|ioD  tlie  apfiojrittiieat  of  the  ^luiierintendent  of  public 
striirfion,  TOrtde  for  a  1<miii  aot  exceeding  live  years,  all  blind 
rsoDM,  !'<>sideiits  of  the  conDtit.*^  nf  New  York  and  Kingti, 
ueens  and  8iitlolk,  l>elm4jen  eight  and  twentj-five  years  of  age, 
rho,  in  the  judgmeut  of  the  bonrd  of  managers  of  said  institu^ 
tion,  shall  be  of  suitable  character  and  capacity  for  instruction, 
and  shall  have  charge  of  their  uiaintenance,  education  and  sup- 
port,  and  shall  receive  compensation  therefor  from  the  state  in 
the  same  manner  ais  is  now  provided  by  law.  The  term  of  audi

THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  New  York  Institution  for  tlie  lustruc* 
tion  of  the  Deaf  and  Dimib. 

Chapter  2j2,  Laws  of  1B54. 

Section  1.  Selection  of  pupils.^Every  indigent^  deaf  and 
dumb  person,  resident  of  this  state,  between  twelve  and  twenty- 
five  years  of  age,  whose  parent  or  parents,  or,  if  an  orphan, 
whose  nearest  friend  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  tliis  state 
for  three  years,  and  who  may  make  application  for  that  purpose, 
shall,  until  provision  be  made  by  law  for  his  or  her  instruction 
in  swame  other  ins  tit  11 1  it  ^n  or  school,  lie  received  into  the  New 
York  institution  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  pro* 
vlded  his  or  her  application  for  that  purpose  be  tirst  approved  of 
by  the  supenn  ten  dent  of  |>ub]ic  instruction. 

§  2.  How  supported, — Each  indigent  pupil,  so  received  into 
the  institution  aforesaid,  shall  be  provided  with  board,  lodging 
and  tuition;  and  the  directors  of  the  institution  shall  receive  for 
each  pupil  so  provided  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
per  annnni,  in  quarterly  pay  meats,  to  lie  jjaid  by  the  treajaurer 
of  the  strite,  on  the  warrant  of  the  eomptroller,  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  said  institution  on  his  ju^esenting  a  hill  of  the  actual 
time  and  number  of  pupils  attending  the  institution*  and  which 
bill  shall  be  signed  and  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  president  and 
eecretary  of  the  institution.  The  regular  term  of  instruction 
for  such  pupils  shall  be  five  years.  The  Indigent  pupils,  pro 
vided  for  in  this  acl  shall  be  designated  state  pupils,  and  all  tlie 
existing  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  state  pupils  now  in  said 
institution  shall  apply  to  pupils  herein  provided  fon 
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§  3.  Superintendent  may  continue  pupils  for  studies  in  higher 
branches. — It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  to  continue  at  the  said  institution,  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  years,  for  the  purpose  of  pursuing  a  course  of 
studies  in  the  higher  branches  of  learning,  such  pupils,  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty-six  in  number,  as  may  have  completed  their  full 
term  of  instruction,  and  who  may  be  recommended  by  the  direc- 
tors of  said  institution.  {As  amended  hy  chapter  58  of  the  Laws 
of  1885,  and  chapter  197  of  the  Laws  of  1890.) 

Care  and  Education. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  care  and  education  of  indigent  deaf- 
mutes  under  the  age  of  twelve  years. 

Chapter  ^5>  Laws  of  1863. 

Section  1.  Deaf-mutes  to  be  placed  in  state  institutions. — 
Whenever  a  deaf-mute  child,  under  the  age  of  twelve  years, 
shall  become  a  charge  for  its  maintenance  on  any  of  the  towns 
or  counties  of  this  state,  or  shall  be  liable  to  become  such 
charge,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
town,  or  of  the  supervisors  of  such  county,  to  place  such  child 
in  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  or  in  the 
Institution  for  the  Improved  Instruction  of  Deaf-mutes,  or  in 
the  Le  Couteulx  St.  Mary's  Institution  for  the  Improved  Instruc- 
tion of  Deaf-mutes,  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  or  in  the  Central  New 
York  Institution  for  Deaf-mutes,  in  the  city  of  Rome,  or  in  any 
institution  of  the  state  for  the  education  of  deaf-mutes.  {As 
amended  hy  chapter  213  of  the  Laws  of  1875.) 

§  2.  Deaf-mute  children,  placing  of,  upon  application  of  par- 
ents, etc.,  in  certain  institutions. — Any  parent,  guardian  or 
friend  of  a  deaf-mute  child,  within  this  state,  over  the  age  of 
five  years  and  under  the  age  of  twelve  years,  may  make  applica- 
tion to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  any  town  or  to  any  supervisor 
of  the  county  where  such  child  may  be,  showing  by  satisfactory 
aflSdavit  or  other  proof,  that  the  health,  morals  or  comfort  of 
such  child  may  be  endangered,  or  not  properly  cared  for,  and 
thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  overseer  or  supervisor  to 
place  such  child  in  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb,  or  in  the  Institution  for  the  Improved  Instruction  of 
Deaf-muteS;  or  in  the  Le  Couteulx  Saint  Mary's  Institution  for 
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the  Improved  Ini^tructioii  of  Deal-Mutes  in  the  citj  of  Buffalo, 
or  io  the  Ceotral  New  York  Institution  for  Deaf-Mutes  io  the 
city  of  Rome,  or  in  the  Albany  Horae  Bchool  fur  the  Oral  In* 
fitroctian  of  the  Deaf  at  Albany,  or  in  any  institution  iu  the 
litatej  for  the  ediicntlon  of  deaf-iuutes,  as  to  whiL-h  the  board  of 
*!itate  charities  shall  have  made  and  filed  with  the  superintendent 
of  puhlic  instruction  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  said  in 
stitutlon  haR  been  duly  organi?.ed  and  is  prepared  for  the  re- 
ception  and  instruction  of  such  pupils.  {As  amended  hy  chapter 
213  of  the  Lawg  of  1875,  and  chapter  36  of  th€  Laws  of  1892.) 

§  3.  Expense, — The  children  placed  in  said  institutions,  in  pur- 
suance of  tbe  foregoing  sections,  shall  be  niaintained  therein  at 
the  expense  of  the  county  from  whence  they  came,  provided 
that  such  expense  shall  not  exceed^  three  hundred  dolhirs  each 
]iev  year,  until  they  attain  the  age  of  twelve  years,  unless  ths? 
directors  of  the  in.^titution  to  which  a  child  has  been  sent  shall 
find  that  Buch  child  is  not  m  proper  subject  to  remain  in  said 
institution*     (As  amended  by  chapter  213  of  the  Laws  of  1875*) 

§  4.  Id, — Tlie  expenses  for  the  board,  tuition  and  clothing  for 
such  d^^af-tnute  children,  placed  fis  aforesaid  in  said  institutions, 
not*  exceeding  the  amount  of  thi-ee  hundi-ed  dollars  per  year, 
above  allowed,  shall  be  raised  and  collected  as  are  other  expenses 
of  the  county  from  which  said  children  shall  be  received;  and  the 
bills  therefor,  pro]:)erly  authenticated  by  the  principal  or  one  of 
the  ofticerg  of  the  institution,  shall  be  paid  to  fiaid  ingt*ituticm  by 
the  said  country;  and  its  county  treasurer  or  chamberlain,  as  the 
case  may  be*  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same  on  presentation, 
so  that  the  amount  thereof  may  be  borne  by  the  proper  county.

AETICLE  12, 

ORPHAN    SCnOOLS, 

§  32.  The  schools  of  the  several  incorporated  orphan  asylum 
societies  in  this  state,  other  than  those  in  tlie  city  of  New  York* 
shall  participate  in  the  distribution  of  tbe  school  moneys,  in  the 


J 
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same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent^  in  proportion  to  the  num- 
ber of  children  educated  therein,  aa  the  common  schools  in  their 
respective  cities  or  districts.  The  schools  of  said  societies  shall 
be  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  common  schools 
in  such  cities  or  districts,  but  shall  remain  under  the  immediate 

management  and  direction  of  the  said  societies  as  heretofore.

1.  Obpuan  Asylums.  Payment  of  public  moneys  for  secular  education 
of  inmates.  St.  Mary's  Boys*  Orphan  Asylum  of  the  city  of  Rochester,  in- 
corporated under  chapter  319  of  the  Laws  of  1848«  is  neither  a  school  nor  an 
institution  of  learning  within  the  meaning  of  section  4  of  article  9  of  the 
Constitution  prohibiting  the  payment  of  public  moneys  to  a  denominational 
school  or  institution  of  learning,  but  on  the  contrary  is  an  orphan  asylum 
within  the  meaning  of  section  14  of  article  8  of  the  Constitution  permitting 
the  payment  of  public  moneys  for  the  secular  education  of  the  inmates  therein. 

2.  BoABD  or  Education  or  City  of  Rochester  Expressly  Authorized  to 
EmfijOY  and  Pay  Teachers.  Under  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Rochester. 
(L.  1880,  ch.  14,  §  131,  amd.  L.  1898,  ch.  660,  §  127)  and  imder  the  Consoli- 
dated School  Law  (L.  1894,  ch.  556,  tit.  15,  art.  12,  §  32)  the  board  of  edu- 
cation is  not  only  expressly  authorized  to  employ  and  pay  teachers  for  the 
secular  education  of  the  inmates  of  such  asylum  but  their  employment  for 
that  purpose  is  imposed  upon  it  as  a  duty. 

3.  Sectarian  Control  Immaterial.  The  fact  that  such  asylum  is  con- 
trolled by  a  religious  organization  and  that  the  teachers  employed  by  the 
board  of  education,  who  were  duly  licensed  to  teach  by  the  public  author- 
ities, were  members  of  a  sisterhood  connected  with  such  denominations,  is 
immaterial,  since  the  statute  clearly  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  instruction 
of  the  inmates  is  neither  practicable  nor  possible  elsewhere  than  in  the  insti- 
tution itself,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  board  to  provide  for  their  secular 
education  therein,  regardless  of  the  religious  belief  of  those  in  control  of 
the  asylum. 

4.  Statutes  Authorizing  Employment  not  Mandatory.  The  several 
statutes  under  which  the  moneys  are  raised  and  paid  over  to  the  board  of 
education  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expense  of  secular  education  in 
orphan  asylums  are  not  mandatory  and,  therefore,  violative  of  the  Constitu- 
tion; but  if  they  were  they  could  properly  be  disregarded  by  the  local 
authorities.

TITLE  XV. 
ARTICLE  14. 

DEAF    AND    DUMB    AND    BLIND    INSTITUTIONS. 

§  40.  All  the  institutions  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf  and 
dumb,  and  blind,  and  all  other  similar  institutions,  incorporated 
under  the  lawe  of  the  state,  or  ttiat  may  be  hereafter  incorpo- 
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rated,  shall  be  subject  to  the  visitation  of  the  enperintendent  of 
public  instruction,  and  it  shall  be  his  dxxtj : 

1.  To  inquire,  from  time  to  time,  into  the  expenditures  of  each 
institution,  and  the  systems  of  instruction  pursued  therein, 
respectively. 

2.  To  visit  and  insi)ect  or  cause  to  be  visited  and  inspected, 
the  schools  belonging  thereto,  and  the  lodgings  and  accommoda- 
tions of  the  pupils. 

3.  To  ascertain  by  a  comparison  with  other  similar  institu- 
tions, whether  any  improvements  in  instruction  and  discipline 
can  be  made ;  and  for  that*  purpose  to  appoint,  from  time  to  time, 
suitable  persons  to  visit  the  schools. 

4.  To  suggest  to  the  directors  of  such  institutions  and  to  the 
'  legislature  such  improvements  as  he  shall  judge  expedient?. 

5.  To  make  an  annual  report  to  the  legislature  on  all  the  mat- 
ters before  enumerated,  and  particularly  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  schools,  the  improvement?  of  the  pupils,  and  their  treatment 
in  respect  to  board  and  lodging. 

§  41.  All  deaf  and  dumb  persons  resident  in  this  state  and 
upwards  of  twelve  years  of  age,  who  shall  have  been  resident 
in  this  state  for  one  year  immediately  preceding  the  application, 
or,  if  a  minor,  whose  parent?  or  parents,  or,  if  an  orphan,  whose 
nearest  friend  shall  have  been  resident  in  this  state  for  one  year 
immediately  preceding  the  application,  shall  be  eligible  to  ap- 
pointments as  state  pui>ils  in  one  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  institu- 
tions of  this  state,  authorized  by  law  to  receive  such  pupils;  and 
all  blind  persons  of  suitable  age  and  similar  qualifications  shall 
be  eligible  to  appointment  to  the  Institution  for  the  Blind  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  or  in  the  village  of  Batavia,  as  follows:  All 
such  as  are  i-esidents  of  tlie  counties  of  New  York,  Kings,  Queens, 
Suffolk,  Nassau,  Richmond,  Westchester,  Putnam  and  Rockland, 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Institution  for  the  Blind  in  the  City  of  New 
York.  Those  who  reside  in  other  counties  of  the  state  shall  be 
sent  to  the  institution  for  the  blind  in  the  village  of  Batavia.  All 
such  appointments,  with  the  exception  of  those  to  the  institution 
for  the  blind  in  the  village  of  Batavia,  shall  l)e  made  by  the  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction,  upon  application,  and  in  those 
cases  in  which,  in  his  opinion,  the  parents  or  guardians  of  the 
applicants  are  able  to  bear  a  portion  of  the  expense,  he  may 
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impose  conditions  wliereby  some  proportionate  share  of  expense 
of  educating  and  clothing  such  pupils  shall  be  paid  by  their 
parents,  guardians,  or  friends  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times 
as  the  superintendent  shall  designate,  which  conditions  he  may 
modify  from  time  to  time,  if  he  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  do  so. 
(As  amended  hy  chapter  G2  of  the  Lmcs  of  1903.) 

§  42.  Each  pupil  so  received  into  either  of  the  institutions 
aforesaid  shall  be  provided  with  board,  lodging  and  t'liition; 
and  the  directors  of  the  institution  shall  receive  for  each  pupil 
so  provided  for,  the  sum  of  dollars  per  annum,  in 

quarterly  payments,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  state, 
on  Hhe  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
institution,  on  his  presenting  a  bill  showing  the  actual  time  and 
number  of  such  pupils  attending  the  institution,  and  which  bill 
shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  fhe  institution, 
and  verified  by  their  oaths.  The  regular  term  of  instruction  for 
such  pupils  shall  be  five  years;  but  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  may,  in  his  discretion,  extend  the  term  of  any  pupil 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  years.  The  pupils  provided  for 
in  tiiis  and  the  preceding  section  of  this  title  shall  be  designated 
state  pupils;  and  all  the  existing  provisions  of  law  applicable  to 
state  pupils  now  in  said  institution  shall  apply  to  pupils  herein 
provided  for. 

§  43.  The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  may  make  such 
T^ulations  and  give  such  directions  to  parents  and  guardians,  in 
relation  to  the  admission  of  pupils  into  either  of  the  above-named 
institutions,  as  will  prevent  pupils  entering  the  same  at  irregular 
periods. 

§  43-a.  The  supervisors  of  any  county  in  this  state  from  which 
county  state  pupils  may  be  hereafter  appointed  to  any  institution 
for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  whose  parents  or  guar- 
dians are  unable  to  furnish  them  with  suitable  clothing,  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  raise  in  each  year  for  this 
purpose  for  each  such  pupil  from  said  ccmnty,  the  sum  of  thirty 
dollars.  (Added  by  cliapter  223  of  the  Laws  of  1903.)

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NEW  YORK  INSTITUTION  FOR  THE  INSTRUCTION  OP  THE 
DEAF  AND  DUMB. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the 
New  York  institution  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf  and  dumb," 
passed  April  eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirtj^-eight. 

Chapter  386^  Laws  of  1864. 

§  1.  Amendment. — The  third  section  of  the  act  entitled  "An 
act  in  relation  to  the  New  York  institution  for  the  instruction 
of  the  deaf  and  dumb,"  passed  April  eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-eight,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

§  2.*  Money  may  be  raised  to  clothe  indigent  pupils. — The 
supervisors  of  any  count*y  in  this  state  from  which  county  pupils 
may  be  selected,  whose  parents  or  guardians  are  unable  to  fur- 
nish them  with  suitable  clothing,  are  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  raise  in  each  year  for  this  purpose,  for  each  such 
pupil  from  said  county,  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  care  and  education  of  deaf-mutes. 
Chapter  i8o«  Laws  of  1870. 

§  2.  Expenses. — All  provisions  of  law  now  existing,  fixing  the 
expense  of  the  board,  tuition  and  clothing  of  children  under 
twelve  years  placed  in  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Instruc- 
tion of  ttie  Deaf  and  Dumb,  shall  apply  to  children  who  may, 
from  time  to  time,  be  placed  in  the  sjiid  institution  for  the  im- 
proved instruction  of  deaf-mutes,  in  the  same  manner,  and  with 
the  like  effect,  as  if  said  last-mentioned  institution  had  also 
originally  been  named  in  the  acts  fixing  such  compensation,  and 
as  if  said  acts  had  provided  for  the  payment  thereof  to  the 
institution  last-mentioned,  and  the  bills  therefor  i)roperly  au- 
thenticated by  the  principal  or  one  of  the  officers  of  the  said 
last-mentioned  institution  shall  be  paid  to  said  institution  by 
the  counties  respectively  from  which  such  children  were  sever- 
ally received,  and  the  county  treasurer  or  chaml)erlain,  as  the

Supervisors  May  Grakt  Permission  to  Attend  Schools  for 

Deaf. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  care  and  education  of  deaf-mutes. 

Chapter  253,  Laws  of  1874. 

Section  1.  Application  by  parent,  guardian,  etc.;  duty  of 
supervisor. — ^Any  parent,  guardian  or  friend  of  any  deaf-mute 
child  within  this  state,  over  the  age  of  six  years  and  under  the 
age  of  twelve  years,  may  make  application  to  the  supervisor  of 
the  town  or  city  where  such  child  may  be,  for  a  permit  or  order 
to  place  such  child  in  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb  or  in  the  Institution  for  the  Improved  Instruction  of 
Deaf-Mutes,  or  in  any  of  the  deaf-mute  institutions  of  this  state, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  supervisor,  if  in  his  judgment 
the  means  of  the  child,  or  the  parents  or  parent  of  such  child, 
will  not  enable  them  to  defray  the  expense  in  a  public  institu- 
tion, to  grant  such  permit  or  order  and  to  cause  said  child  to  be 
received  and  placed  in  such  one  of  the  institutions  of  this  state 
for  the  education  of  deaf-mutes,  as  the  said  supervisor  shall 
select. 


WESTERN    NEW    YORK    INSTITUTION    FOR    DEAF-MUTES 

ROCHESTER. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  Western  New  York  Institution  for 

Deaf-Mutes. 

Chapter  331,  Laws  of  1876. 

Section  1.  Reception  of  pupils. — The  Western  New  York 
Institution  for  Deaf-Mutes,  at  Rochester,  is  hereby  authorized 
to  receive  deaf  and  dumb  persons  between  the  ages  of  twelve 
and  twenty-five  years,  eligible  to  appointment  as  state  pupils, 
and  who  may  be  appointed  to  it  by  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction,  and  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  is  au- 
thorized to  make  appointments  to  said  institution  in  the  same 
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other  tiTneB  as  maj  be  prestribed  in  the  by-laws.  The  annual 
meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  held  on  the  »e€onil 
Saturday  of  January* 

4*  Keep  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose^  a  fair  and  full 
record  of  the  doings  of  the  boards  which  Hliall  be  open  at  all 
times  to  the  inspeetion  of  its  memliers,  the  governor  of  thia 
state,  and  oftlcers  of  the  state  board  of  charities,  or  any  person 
appointed  by  the  governor  or  either  )ioii8e  of  the  legislature  to 
examine  the  same* 

5,  Cause  to  be  typewritten  within  ten  days  after  each  meetin^it 
of  such  trustees  or  of  a  committee  tbpreofj  the  minutes  and  pro- 
ceedings of  such  meeting,  and  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  sent 
to  each  member  of  such  board. 

6.  Enter  in  a  book  kept  by  thcui  for  that  pnrpoms  the  date  of  ' 
each  of  their  visits,  aud  the  condition  <»f  the  hospital  and  patients 
nnd  all  such  trustees  present  shall  sign  the  same. 

7-  Make  to  the  legislature  in  January  of  each  year,  a  detailed 
repoi*t  of  the  res^ulta  of  their  visits  and  inspection,  with  suitable 
suggestiuns  and  such  other  niulter  as  may  be  i-equired  of  them 
by  the  governor,  for  the  year  ending  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
Oecember,  |u*Gcedhig  the  date  of  J^uoh  report.  The  resident  oM- 
cers  shall  admit  such  trustees  into  **very  part  (»f  the  hospital 
imd  its  buildings,  and  exhibit  to  them  on  demand  all  the  hooks, 
papers  J  accounts  and  writings  belonging  to  the  hospital  or  per- 
taining to  its  business  management,  discipline  or  government, 
and  furnish  copies,  abstracts  and  reports  whenever  i^equired  by 
Ihem. 

§  5.  Annual  report;  state  board  of  charities.— The  board  oN 
trustees  of  the  hospital  shall  annui'illy,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
uf  Kovemlier,  for  the  prec<Mling  fisciil  year,  rejjcirt  to  tlie  wtate 
board  of  charities  tlie  atfairs  and  conditions  of  the  hospitaL  with! 
full  and  detailed  estimates  of  the  next  appropriation  required 
for  maiittenance  and  ordinary  uses  and  rf*pairs.  and  of  special 
appropriations^   if  any,   net^ded   for  extraordinary    repairs,    re* 
newals,  extensions,  improvement,  betterments  or  other  necessary 
objects,  as  also  for  the  erection  of  additional  buildings;  and  tiic 
state  board  of  charities  shall,  in  its  annual  i^porl  to  the  legishi 
tnre«  certify  what  appropriations  are,  in  its  opinion,  necessary 
and  pTOper.    The  said  hospital  shall  be  subject  to  the  visitation 
and  to  the  general  powers  of  the  state  board  of  charities. 
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NEW  YORK  STATE  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  CRIPPLED 
AND  DEFORMED  CHILDREN. 

Chapter  369,  Laws  of  1900. 

Section    1.  Establishment  of  the  New  York  state  hospital  for 
the  care  of  crippled  and  deformed  children. 

2.  Board  of  managers,  appointment  of.

Section  1.  Establishment  of  the  New  York  state  hospital  for 
the  care  of  crippled  and  deformed  children. — A  state  hospital, 
to  be  known  as  the  New  York  state  hospital  for  the  care  of 
crippled  and  deformed  children,  that  shall  be  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  any  indigent  children  who  may  have  resided  in  the 
state  of  New  York  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year,  who 
are  crippled  or  deformed  or  are  suffering  from  disease  from 
which  they  are  likely  to  become  crippled  or  deformed,  shall  be 
established  in  the  city  of  New  York  or  within  a  reasonable  dis- 
tance of  said  city  of  New  York.  No  patient  suffering  from  an 
incurable  disease  shall  be  admitted  to  said  hospital.  Said 
hospital  shall  provide  for  and  permit  the  freedom  of  religious 
worship  of  said  inmates  to  the  extent  and  in  the  manner  required 
in  other  institutions,  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety-six 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two  entitled  "An  act 
to  provide  for  better  security  of  freedom  of  worship  in  certain 
institutions." 

§  2.  Board  of  managers,  appointment  of. — The  governor  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  five 
citizens  of  this  state  who  shall  constitute  the  board  of  managers 
of  the  New  York  state  hospital  for  the  care  of  crippled  and 
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deformed  children.  The  full  tenii  of  oiliee  of  eat-h  nianagi&r  shall 
be  five  jears,  and  the  term  of  oftiee  of  one  of  such  mRDngers 
shall  expire  annually.  To  effect  Buch  ordet  of  expiration  of  the 
term  of  office  of  the  managers,  the  first  appointment  ehall  be 
tnado  for  the  respective  terma  of  five,  tour^  three,  two  and  one 
jeoTB,  Appointments  of  guecegsors  to  fill  vacancies  oecurrlng  bj 
death,  rL*si;;,aiation  or  other  eause^  shall  be  made  for  the  unex- 
pired term.  Other  appointments  shall  be  for  the  full  term. 
Failure  of  any  manager  to  attend  tlie  regular  meetings  of  the 
board  for  the  period  of  one  year,  shall  be  considered  aa  a  resig- 
nation therefrom,  and  his  oftice  shall  be  declared  vacant  by  reso- 
lution of  the  board.  A  certified  copy  of  such  resolntion  shall 
forthwith  be  transuHtted  by  the  board  to  the  governor.  The 
managers  whall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services,  but 
shall  be  allowed  their  treasonable  traveling  and  other  espensefl. 
Buch  expenses  shall  Ih?  duly  verified  and  paid  by  the  treafitirer 
of  the  board  on  the  audit  of  the  comptroller.  Any  of  said  new 
tm steeds  may  l>e  it^moved  from  office  by  the  governor  for  any 
cause  that  he  uiay  deem  snfllicient,  after  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard  in  his  defense,  and  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  as  herein 
provided.  Three  memljers  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quonim 
for  the  transaction  of  business, 

§  3,  Powers  and  duties  of  board  of  managers.^ — The  board  of 
mana^rs  shall  have  the  general  direction  and  control  of  tlie 
property  and  affairs  of  said  hospital,  which  are  not  otherwise 
Sf^ecially  provided  by  law,  subject  to  the  inspection,  visitation 
and  powers  of  the  state  board  of  diaritles*  They  may  acquire 
and  hold,  in  the  name  of  and  for  the  people  of  the  state  of  New 
York,  by  j^rant,  gift,  device  or  bequest,  property  to  be  applied  to 
the  maintenance  of  indigent  children  who  are  crippled  or  de- 
formed or  are  suffering  from  diseases  through  which  they  are 
likely  to  l)ec(une  crippled  or  deformed  in  and  for  the  general  mse 
of  the  hospilaL     They  shall^ 

1*  Take  ram  of  Hie  general  interests  of  the  hospital  and  see 
that  this  design  is  carried  into  effect  according  to  law  and  its  by- 
laws, rules  and  ix^i^iilations. 

2,  Keep  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose  a  fair  and  full 
record  of  their  doings,  which  shall  be  open  at  all  times  tt»  the 
inspection  of  the  governor  of  the  state,  the  state  board  of  chari- 
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ties,  or  any  person  appointed  by  tlie  governor,  the  state  board 
of  charities,  or  either  house  of  the  legislature,  to  examine  the 
same. 

3.  Make  a  detailed  report  to  the  statfe  board  of  charities,  in 
each  month  of  October,  in  such  form  as  said  state  board  of 
charities  may  require,  and  with  such  recommendations  as  said 
managers  may  deem  exi)edient,  together  with  a  statement  of  all 
moneys  received  by  them  and  of  the  progress  made  in  the  erec- 
tion of  buildings  for  hospital  purposes,  if  any,  for  the  year  end- 
ing on  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  preceding  the  datte  of  such 
report. 

4.  Establish  such  by-laws  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient for  regulating  the  duties  of  offic^ers,  assistants  and  em- 
ployes of  the  hospital  and  make  and  enforce  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  internal  government,  discipline  and  management  of  the 
same. 

5.  They  shall  appoint  a  surgeon-in-chief  who  shall  be  a  person 
of  suitable  experience  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  disabling  and 
deforming  diseases,  and  may  for  cause  at  any  time  remove  him 
and  appoint  his  successor.  They  shall  also  appoint  a  treasurer 
who  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys,  obligations  and  secur- 
ities belonging  to  the  hospital. 

§  4.  Powers  and  duties  of  fhe  surgeou-in-chief. — The  surgeou- 
in-chief  shall  be  the  superintendent  of  the  hospital.  He  shall 
appoint  and  may  remove  the  steward,  matron  and  such  assistant 
physicians  and  surgeons,  assistants  and  attendants  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  treatment  of  the  patients  under  tlie 
care  of  the  hospital,  and  shall  have  power  to  till  vavancies  as 
often  as  they  occur.  Subject  to  tfie  by-laws  and  regulations 
established  by  the  board  of  managei-s,  he  shall  have  the  general 
superintendence  of  the  proi)erty,  buildings,  grounds,  fixtures  an.i 
effects,  and  control  of  all  persons  theivin.     He  shall  also, 

1.  Provide  for  ascertaining  daily  the  condition  of  all  l!:e 
patients  and  proper  prescription  for  their  treat*ment. 

2.  Keep  a  book  in  which  he  shall  caus<»  t*o  Ik*  entered  al  liu* 
time  of  the  reception  of  any  patient,  his  or  her  name,  residrme 
and  occupation,  and  the  date  of  such  r<»ception,  by  whom 
brought  and  by  what  authority  committed,  and  an  abstract  of 
all  orders,  warrants,  requests,  certificates  and  other  papers  ac- 
companying such  person. 
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3.  On  or  before  the  fifteenth  of  each  month  cause  to  be  pre- 
pared by  the  steward,  estimates  in  duplicate  of  the  amount  re- 
quired for  the  expenses  of  the  hospital  for  the  current  month, 
including  salaries  and  compensation  of  employes,  which  esti- 
mates shall  be  certified  by  him  to  be  required  for  the  hospital. 
When  approved  by  the  board  of  managers,  one  of  said  estimates 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  comptroller  who  shall,  if  he  approve 
of  the  same,  issue  his  warrant  for  the  amount  thereof  and  trans- 
mit the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  hospital. 

§  5.  Salaries  and  compensation  for  services. — All  surgical  and 
medical  officers  of  the  hospital,  except  the  surgeon-in-chief,  shall 
render  their  services  gi*atuitously.  All  salaries  and  compensa- 
tion of  officers  and  employes  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  man- 
agers with  the  approval  of  the  comptroller,  president  of  ttie  state 
board  of  charities  and  the  governor,  within  the  appropriation 
made  therefor. 

§  6.  Powers  and  duties  of  ti-easurer. — The  treasurer  shall  have 
tlie  custody  of  all  moneys,  obligations  and  securities  belonging 
to  the  hospital.     He  shall, 

1.  Open  with  some  ^^ood  and  solvent  bank  conveniently  near 
the  hospital,  to  bi*  sel(Mf(»d  with  the  approval  of  the  comptroller 
of  the  state,  an  arconil  in  his  name  as  such  treasurer,  for  the 
deposit  therein  of  all  moneys,  immediately  upon  receiving  the 
same,  and  drawing  from  same  only  for  the  use  of  the  hospital, 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  by-laws,  upon  the  written  order 
of  the  steward  specifying  the  object  of  the  payment,  approved 
by  the  surgoon-in-chief  and  subject  to  audit  by  the  board  of 
managers. 

2.  Keep  a  full  and  accurate  account  of  all  i-eceipts  and  pay- 
ments in  the  manner  directed  by  the  by-laws,  and  such  otiier 
accounts  as  the  managers  shall  prescrilK*. 

3.  Balance  all  accounts  on  his  books  annually  on  the  last  day 
of  September  and  make  a  statouiont  tlioveof  and  an  abst^i'act  of 
the  receipts  and  ])aynients  of  the  past  year,  and  deliver  the  same 
within  thirty  days  t*o  the  auditing  connnittce  of  the  managers 
who  shall  compare  the  same  with  the  books  and  vouchers  and 
verify  the  results  upon  further  comparison  with  the  books  of 
the  steward  and  certify  to  the  correctnc^ss  thereof  to  the  mana- 
gers at  their  next  meeting. 
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§  11.  Appropriation  for  maintenance  of  hospital. — ^There  ib 
hereby  appropriated  ont  of  any  moneys  in  the  state  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  New  York  state  hospital 
for  the  care  of  crippled  and  deformed  children  in  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act.

Section  1.  Establishment  and  objects  of  hospital. — A  state 
hospital  in  some  suitable  locality  in  the  Adirondacks,  for  the 
treatment  of  inc^ipient  ])ulmonary  tuberculosis  is  hereby  estab- 
lished. 

g  2.  Trustees. — The  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  five  citi/x^ns  of  this  state,  of 
whom  two  shall  be  ])hysicians,  who  shall  constitute  the  board 
of  tnistees  of  the  New  York  state  hospital  for  the  treatment  of 
incipient  pulmonary  tuberculosis.    The  full  term  of  office  of  each 
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trustee  shall  be  five  years^  and  the  term  of  oflce  of  ooe  of  tmck 
trnstees  shaH  e^i^iire  antitiaUj.  To  effect  BIU!b  order  of  exfiira- 
tion  of  terais  of  trustees,  the  fir»t  appointmeats  shall  be  made 
for  the  respective  terms  of  five,  fnnr,  three,  two  and  one  jears.

|parp0ae6  of  this  act,  together  with  the  following  povem,  dntiea 
ind  obligaiious.

8.  Execute  a  I'elease  and  satisfaction  of  a  mortgage  judgmeTit, 
lien  or  oilier  debt  wlien  paid, 

9.  Pay  the  salarlea  of  tlie  superiutendent  and  of  all  emptoyes 
of  the  hospital,  and  the  disbursements  of  the  ottieers  and  meiU' 
berfi  of  tlie  board  as  aforesaid.  The  treasurer  sihall  have  power 
lo  employ  ^'oiinsel,  j^ubject  to  the  apiiroval  of  the  board  of 
trustees.

Upon  the  request  of  such  superintendent  said 
examining  physician  shall  examine  a  I!  [ierstms  ajiplying  for  free 
admission  and  treat  men  t  in  said  institiit*ion.  and  determine 
whether  such  persons  applying  are  sutfering  from  incipient  pal- 
monary  tuberculosis.  Ko  person  sliall  he  admitted  as  a  patient 
in  said  institution  without  the  certitii  ate  of  one  of  said  exanifn- 
iag  physicians  certifying  that  such  applicnnt  is  sutTeriug  from 
Incipient  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  if  upon  the  reception  of

pesidenc^,  and  the  expense  of  transportation  to  and  from  tlie 
hospital  f^hall  be  paid  by  said  local  authorities,  Adnif salons 
to  said  hospital  shall  be  made  m  the  order  in  which  the  names 
of  applicants  shall  apfiear  upon  the  application  book  to  be  kept 
as  above  provided  by  the  superintendent  of  said  hospital,  in  so 
far  as  such  applicanta  are  siibsequeotly  certified  by  the  said 
examining  physician  to  be  suffering  from  incipient  pulmonary 
tubercuIoBis,  Every  |:>er8on  who  is  declared  as  herein  provided

g  14.  Private  patients. — Applicants  for  admission  to  this  in- 
stitution who  are  al>le  to  pay  for  their  care  and  treatment  are 
not  required  to  obtain  a  written  request  from  the  local  authori- 
ties having  charge  of  the  relief  of  the  poor,  hut  shall  apply  In 
|>erson  to  ttie  suj>eriu  ten  dent  who  shall  enter  the  name  of  such 
applicant  in  the  book  to  be  kept  by  himj  for  that  purpose,  aa 
provided  in  section  thirteen;  and  when  there  is  room  in  said 
hospital  for  the  admisj^ion  of  such  applicant,  without  interfere 
ing  with  tlie  preference  in  the  selection  of  patients,  wiiich  shall 
always  be  given  to  the  indigent,  such  i>atient  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  hospital  upon  the  certiticate  of  one  of  the  examining 
physicians,  which  certificate  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  said 
superintendent. 

§  15*  Support  of  fiTe  patients. — At  least  once  in  each  month 
tfie  superintendent  of  the  hospital  sliall  furnish  to  the  comp- 
troller a  list  countersigned  by  the  treasurer  of  the  hospital  of 
all  the  free  patients  in  the  ktispital,  togetlier  with  sufficient 
facts  to  enable  the  comptroller  lo  collect  from  the  proper  local 
ofHcial  having  chargi^  of  tlie  t^elief  of  the  poor  sucli  sums  as 
may  be  owing  to  the  state  for  tlie  exaniiuatlon,  care^  treatment 
and  maintenance  nt  the  patitBts  who  have  been  received  by  the 
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hoiipitfti  and  who  are  shown  h\  tlio  slntemenr  of  such  Io€a! 
official  to  be  unable  tci  pay  for  thoir  rar<N  trf*atmeDt  and  maiiz- 
tenancf^.  Tbe  comptroller  shall  thereupon  rolled  from  Hie  said 
liH'al  oftirial  thf  miiiii^  due  for  ihf*  ran\  tn^^ilment  and  main* 
tenance  of  eaeb  nuch  patient  at  a  rate  nof  exct-c^ding  five  dollars 
per  W€ek  for  each  patient  (.1^  rtm*'ndrd  bu  rhaptcr  108  of  the 
LnwB  Of  1902.) 

I  16,  Snpport  of  private  palients. — The  trusteea  shall  have 
power  and  authoritv  to  fix  the  elinrj^es  (o  Iw  paid  bv  patients 
who  are  able  to  pay  for  their  care  and  tmatment  In  said  hospital 
OP  who  ha%*e  relatives  bound  h}  law  to  support*  them,  who  are 
ah!e  to  pay  therefor.

Section  ItK  r>eposiit  of  inoneja  bv  state  officers, — Every  state 
olli(»er  or  other  i)erson  except  the  state  treasurer,  receiving  or 
disbursin^i;  moneys  l^elcmging  to  tlie  state,  shall  deposit  and  keep 
all  the  moneys  received  by  him,  deposited  to  his  official  credit  In 
some  responsible  h;iuk  or  banking  house,  to  be  designated  by 
the  comptroller,  until  such  moneys  are  paid  out  or  disbursed 
according  to  law.  Every  such  bank  or  banking  house,  when  I'e- 
quii^Ml  by  the  comptroller,  shall  executl^  and  file  in  his  oflSce 
an  undertaking  to  the  state  in  such  mim  and  with  such  sureties 
as  are  requii'ed  and  approved  by  him,  for  the  safe  keeping  and 
prompt  payment  on  legal  demand  therefor  of  all  such  moneys 
held  by  or  on  deposit  in  such  bank  or  banking  house,  witli  io- 
t€i*est  thereon,  on  daily  or  monthly  balances  at  such  rate  as  the 
comptroller  may  fix.  Every  such  undertaking  shall  have  indorsed 
thereon,  or  annexed  thereto,  the  approval  of  the  attorney^general 
as  to  its  form. 

§  11.  Deposit  of  moneys  by  charitable  and  benevolent  insti 
tntion8,^AIl  moneys  received  from  the  statle  by  any  charitable 
or  benevolent  institution,  supported  wholly  or  partly  by  moneys 
received  from  the  state»  shall  Ik*  deposited  in  such  nafional  or 
state  bank  or  tviwV  company,  as  the  comiitroller  may  designate. 
Every  such  h^rnk  or  trust  company  shall  give  an  undertaking,  as 
provided  in  the  last  section.  The  ti-easurer  of  such  institution 
shall  keep  all  the  funds  ttiereof  which  come  Into  his  possession 
from  the  state,  deposited  in  his  name  as  such  treasurer  in  such 
bank  or  ti*ust  company. 

§  12,  Pi'oofs  i*equired  on  audit  by  the  comptroller. — The  comp- 
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reformatory^   institution,   the   state   commission   in   lunacy,  the 
state  board  of  charities,  the  state  board  of  health,  the  cOmmii- 
sioners  of  fisheries,  game  and  forests  and  all  other  state  com- 
missions, commissioners  and  boards,  shall,  on  or  before  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  each  month,  render  to  the  comptroller  a  detaiM 
and  itemized  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  svcii 
hospital,  asylum,  institution,  commission,  board  of  commissioii- 
ers  during  the  month  next  preceding.     Such  accounts  shall  gl?e 
in  detail  the  source  of  all  receipts,  including  the  sums  receifed 
from  any  county,  and  to  be  accompanied  by  original  and  proper 
vouchers  for  all  funds  paid  from  the  state  treasury,  unless  kbA 
vouchers  have  been   previously  filed  with  the  comptroller  and 
have  appended  or  annexed  thereto  the  affidavit  of  the  offieer 
making  the  same  to  the  effect  that  the  goods  and  other  artickl . 
herein  specified  were  purchased  and  received  by  him  or  under 
his  direction  or  that  the  indebtedness  was  incurred  under  hb 
direction;  that  the  goods  were  purchased  at  a  fair  cash  market 
price  and  that  neither  he,  nor  any  person  in  his  behalf,  had  any 
pecuniary  or  other  interest  in  the  articles  purchased  or  in  the 
indebtedness  incuiTcd;  that  he  received  no  pecuniary  or  oth^ 
benefit  therefrom,  nor  any  i)romises  thereof;  that  the  articlee 
contained  in  such  bill  were  received  by  him,  and  that  they  con- 
formed in  all  respects  to  the  goods  ordered  by  him  or  under 
his  direction,  both   in  quality  and  quantit\'.     The  state  comp- 
troller and  the  president  of  the  state  board  of  charities,  shall 
from  time  to  time  classify  into  gi^ades  the  officers  and  employes 
of  the  various  charitable  and  reformatory  institutions  required 
by  law  to  report  to  the  fiscal  supervisor  and  in  the  mont^  of 
September  of  each  year  recommend  to  the  governor  such  changes 
in  the  salaries  or  wages  of  such  officers  and  employes  for  the 
ensuing  fiscal  year  as  may  seem  [)roper,  but  such  changes  shall 
not  be  made  unless  the  governor  shall  a}>})rove  the  same  in  writ- 
ing.    Differences  in   the  cxpi^nse  of  living  and  rates  of  wages 
in   the   localities   in   which    such    institutions   are   situate   may 
be  considered.     The  compti'oller  shall  have  the  power  of  audit 
subject  to  such  classification.     (As  amended  hy  chapter  383  0/ 
the  Latos  of  1899,  432  of  1901  and  239  0/^  1903. 

§  18.  Inspection  of  supplies  and  entry  in  books. — The  steward, 
clerk   or  bookkeeper  in   every  such   institution,  board   or  com- 
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tine  commissioners,  required  by  law  to  report  annually  to  the 
legislature,  shall  state  an  inventory  of  each  article  of  property, 
stating  its  kind  and  amount,  except  supplies  for  maintlenanoe^ 
belonging  to  the  state  and  in  their  possession  on  October  first  of 
each  year. 

§  21.  Rendition  of  accountVs. — The  comptroller,  from  time  to 
time,  shall  require  all  public  officers  and  other  persons  receiving 
moneys  or  securities,  or  having  the  care  and  management  of  anj 
property  of  the  state,  of  which  an  account  is  or  is  required  to  be 
kept  in  his  office,  to  render  statements  thereof  to  him;  and  all 
such  officei's  or  persons  shall  render  such  statements  at  snch 
time  and  in  such  form  as  he  requires,  and  at  all  times  when 
required  by  law.  He  may  require  any  one  presenting  to  him^an 
account  or  claim  for  audit  or  setttement,  to  be  examined  upon 
oath  befoi^  him  touching  such  account  or  claim,  as  to  any  facts 
relating  to  its  justness  or  correctness.  He  may  issue  a  notice 
Ho  any  jierson  receiving  moneys  of  the  state  for  which  he  does 
not  account  or  to  the  legal  representatives  of  such  a  person, 
requiring  an  account  and  vouchers  for  the  expenditure  of  such 
moneys  to  be  i-endered  at  a  time  to  l)e  fixed  not  less  than  thirty 
nor  more  than  ninety  days  from  the  date  of  the  service  of  the 
notice.  Such  notice  shall  l)e  served  by  delivering  a  copy  thereof 
to  such  i)er8on  or  repivsentative  or  leaving  such  copy  at  his 
usual  place  of  abode;  and  if  such  service  is  made  by  the  sheriff 
of  the  county,  wliei^e  the  person  served  resided,  the  certificate  of 
such  sheriff,  and  if  made  by  any  other  j)orson,  the  affidavit  of 
such  other  person,  shall  ]ye  })resumptive  evidence  of  such 
service. 

§  22.  Stat^Mnents  of  account  not  rendered. — The  comptroller 
shall  state  an  account  against  every  [wrson  who  receives  moneys 
l)elonging  to  the  state  for  which  he  does  not  account  when  re- 
quired, charging  him  with  the  amount  received  according  to  the 
best  information  which  the  (•oin})tr()ller  may  have  in  regard 
theiTto,  wifli  interest  at  six  j»er  centum  jjer  annum  from  the 
time  when  the  same  was  due  and  payable,  and  shall  deliver  a 
(certified  coj)y  of  such  account  to  the  attorney -general  for  prose- 
cution, and  such  cerlitied  c(>py  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of 
the  indebtedness  of  such  person  to  the  state  for  the  amount 
stated  therein.     The  person  against  whom  an  action  is  brought 
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by  the  attorney-general  on  any  such  account,  shall  be  liable  for 
and  pay  the  costs  of  the  action  whether  final  judgment  therein 
shall  be  against  him  or  in  his  favor,  unless  ho  is  sued  as  the 
representative  of  the  person  originally  accountable  for  such 
moneys. 

§  23.  Statements  of  accounts  i-endei-ed. — The  conipt1*oller  shall 
immediately  examine  the  accounts  rendered  by  every  public 
officer  or  other  person  i-eceiving  moneys  l>elonging  to  the  state, 
with  tfie  vouchers,  and  audit,  adjust  and  make  a  statement 
thereof.  If  any  necessary  vouchers  are  wanting  or  defei'tive,  he 
shall  give  notice  to  such  i)erson  to  furnish  pn)i>er  vouchers 
within  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  tlian  ninety  days,  and  at  the 
expiration  of  such  time  he  shall  audit,  adjust  and  make  a  state- 
ment of  such  accounts  on  the  vouchers  and  i)roofs  before  liiin. 
He  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  every  account  as  settled  to  such 
persons,  and  if  any  balance  is  stated  therein  to  be  due  the  st^ate, 
and  is  not  paid  to  the  treasurer  within  ninety  days  after  its 
transmission  to  such  |)ei*son,  the  comptroller  shall  deliver  a 
certified  copy  of  such  account  to  the  attorney-general  for 
prosecution.  Such  certified  co[)y  shall  be  presumptive  evidence 
of  the  indebtedness  of  such  i)er8on  to  the  state  for  the  balance 
so  (certified,  and  if  on  the  trial  of  any  action  broujrlit  thereon,  the 
defendant  gives  any  evidence  other  than  such  as  was  produced 
10  the  comptroller  befoi-e  the  statement  of  such  accounts,  and  by 
means  thereof,  the  balance  so  stated  is  i'e<luced  or  no  balanc^e  is 
found  to  l>e  due,  the  defendant  shall  be  liable  for  and  pay  the 
costs  of  such  action.

§  35.  Indebtedness  not  to  be  contracted  without  appropria- 
tion.— A  state  officer,  employe,  board,  department  or  commis- 
sion shall  not  contract  indebtedness  on  b(»half  of  the  state,  nor 
assume  to  bind  the  state,  in  an  amount  in  excess  of  money 
appropriated  or  otherwise  lawfully  available.  (Added  by  chap- 
ter 580  of  thp  Laws  of  1899.) 

§  36.  Specific  appropriation  not  to  be  used  for  other  pur- 
poses.— Money  appropriated  for  a  specific  pury>ose  shall  not  be 
used  for  any  other  purpose;  and  the  comptroller  shall  not  draw 
a  warrant  for  the  payment  of  any  sum  appro])riated,  unless  it 
clearly  appears  from  the  detailed  statement  presented  to  him 
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bv  the  person  demanding  the  same  as  required  by  this  chapter, 
that  the  purposes  for  which  such  money  is  demanded  are  those 
for  which  it  was  appropriated.  The  comptroller  shall  not  audit 
any  claim  for  salary,  labor  or  wages,  unless  an  appropriation 
applicable  thereto  has  been  already  made  specifying  the  amount 
thereof  appropriated  for  such  purpose.  (Added  6y  cliapter  880 
of  the  Laws  of  1899.) 

§  37.  Monthly  payments  to  state  treasurer. — Every  state  officer, 
employe,  board,  department  or  commission  receiving  money  for 
or  on  behalf  of  the  state  from  fees,  penalties,  costs,  flnei, 
sales  of  property,  or  otherwise,  except  the  health  officer  of  the 
poi't  of  New  York,  shall  on  the  fifth  day  of  each  month,  pay  to 
the  state  treasurer  all  such  money  received  during  the  preced- 
ing month  and  on  the  same  day  file  a  detailed  verified  state- 
ment of  such  receipts  with  the  comptroller,  who  shall  keep  an 
account  thereof  in  his  office.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to 
the  manufacturing  fund  of  the  state  prisons,  known  as  tiie 
capital  fund  nor  to  the  convict  deposit  and  miscellaneous  earn- 
ing fund,  so  called,  of  the  state  prisons  and  Eastern  Kew  York 
reformatory;  nor  to  the  proceeds  of  sales  of  manufacluree  or 
other  products  of  the  state  hospitals  for  the  insane.  This  sec- 
tion shall  be  deemed  to  supersede  any  other  provision  of  this 
chapter  or  of  any  other  general  or  special  law  inconsistent  there- 
with. (Added  hif  chapter  580  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  and  amende 
hy  chapter  715  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  chapter  326  of  the  Laws  of 
1900,  and  chapter  457  of  the  I  jaws  of  1901.) 

§  .38.  Contracts  in  pursuance  of  appropriations. — A  contract 
or  contracts  made  in  pursuance  of  an  appropriation  by  the  state 
for  a  specific  object  shall  be  for  the  completion  of  the  work  con- 
templated by  the  appropriation,  and  in  the  aggregate  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  of  such  appropriation.  A  contract  for  a 
part  of  such  work  shall  not  be  binding  upon  the  state  until 
contracts  are  also  made  covering  the  entire  work  contemplated 
by  such  appropriation,  except  where  it  is  expressly  provided  by 
such  appropriation  that  a  pari  of  the  work  may  be  done  by  day's 
labor.  Every  such  contract  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bond  for 
the  completion  of  the  work  specified  in  the  contract,  within  the 
amount  stipulated  therein,  which  bond  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
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of  the  state  comptroller.    {Added  hy  chapter  479  of  the  Laws  of 
1899.) 

§  40.  It^timate  for  purchase  of  staple  articles  of  supplies. — 
Whenever  the  superintendent,  agent  and  warden  or  other  man- 
aging officer  of  a  state  institution  is  required  bj  law  to  submit  to 
any  state  commission,  department  or  officer,  an  estimate  of  the 
expense  required  for  such  institution  during  any  subsequent 
period,  such  estimate  may,  if  authorized  by  the  commission, 
department  or  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  revise  the  same,  and  if 
such  authorization  be  approved  by  the  comptroller,  include  an 
amount  sufficient  for  the  purchase  of  certain  staple  articles  of 
supplies  for  the  use  of  such  institution  for  a  period  beyond  that 
for  which  such  estimate  is  ordinarily  made.  {Added  hy  chapter 
448  of  the  Imw8  of  1904.) 


PURCHASE  OF  SUPPLIES  FOR  STATE  INSTITUTIONS. 

AN  ACT  requiring  preference  to  be  given  in   the  purchase  of 

supplies  for  state  institutions  to  products  raised  within  this 

state. 

Chapter  3a,  Laws  of  1899. 

Section  1.  The  officers,  boards,  commissions  and  departments 
whose  duty  it  is  to  purchase  supplies  for  th^  maintenance  of 
inmates  in  state  institutions,  shall,  in  purchasing  such  sup- 
plies, give  preference  to  products  raised  within  the  state,  price 
and  quality  being  equal. 


COMMITTEES  FOR  INCOMPETENT  PERSONS. 
XS  ACT  to  amend  section  twenty-three  hundred  and  twenty- 
three-a  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  relating  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  committees  for  incompetent  persons  who  are  inmates 
of  state  institutions.

^  2323-a.  Where  au  incmiipeteiit  person  hae  been  coumutted  to 
a  state  institution  in  any  manner  provided  by  law,  and  is  an  in* 
mate  ilieix^of,  the  petition  may  be  presented  on  behalf  of  the  state 
by  a  Btate  oflker  having  special  jurisdiction  over  the  institutloa 
wliei*e  the  mcumiieteiit  permju  is  confined  or  tJie  superintendent 
or  acting  «utK*iiutendent  of  said  institution;  the  petition  must 
l)e  In  wrjtin;;  auii  verified  by  tJje  aiiidjivit  of  the  petitioner  or  hiis

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DEPOSIT  OF  FUNDS  OF  CHARITABLE  INSTITUTIONS. 

.\N  ACT  to  regulate  the  deposit  of  foods  received  bv  charitable 
and  benevolent  institutions  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by 
public  monevs. 

Chapter  415,  Laws  of  1884. 

Section  1.  Board  of  trustees  to  designate  depository  of  fonda. 
— It  shall  be  the  dntj  of  the  board  of  trustees  or  managers 
of  each  charitable  or  benevolent  institution  in  this  state,  sap- 
ported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  moneys  received  from  the  state, 
or  by  any  county,  city  or  town  thereof,  to  designate  by  resolu- 
tion, to  be  entered  upon  their  minutes,  some  duly  incorporated 
national  or  state  bank  or  trust  company  as  the  depository  of  the 
funds  of  such  institution. 

§  2.  Treasurer  to  deposit  moneys  in  same. — After  such  desig- 
nation, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  each  such  chari- 
table or  benevolent  institution  immediately  to  deposit  in  the 
bank  or  trust  com|>any  so  designated,  in  his  name  as  treasurer 
of  the  institution,  naming  it,  all  fundn  of  the  institution  mhicb 
may  come  into  his  possession. 


INVESTIGATION    OF    COMPLAINTS   AGAINST    CHARITABLE 

INSTITUTIONS.

Section  1.  Investigation  of  complaints,  etc.;  power  to  admin- 
ister oaths  and  comjiel  attendance  of  witnesses;  production  of 
pai)ers. — Whenever  the  state  board  of  commissioners  of  public 
charities,  or  the  managers,  directors  or  trustees  of  any  asylum, 
hospital,  or  other  charitable  institution,  the  mauagern.  dir^M'tors 
or  trustees  of  which  are  appointed  by  the  governor  and  senate, 
or  by  the  legislature,  shall  deem  it  necessary  or  proper  to  inves- 
tigate and  ascertain  the  truth  of  any  charge  or  complaint  made 
or  circulated  resi>ecting  the  conduct  of  the  sui>erintendent, 
assistants,  subordinate  officers  or  servants,  in  whatever  capacity 
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or  duty  employed  by  or  under  the  official  control  of  any  such 
board,  managers^  directoi's  or  trustees^  it  ahali  be  lawful  for  the 
pi^esiding  ulliceiH  fur  the  time  being  of  any  such  board,  managers, 
duectors  or  trustet?s,  to  administer  oaths  to  all  witoesses  com- 
ing before  them  respectively  for  examinoHotij  and  to  issue  com- 
pulsory pro*  ess*  for  the  attendance  of  any  witness  within  the 
state  whcjm  they  may  respectively  desire  to  examinej  and  for 
the  production  of  all  papei^s  that  any  suL-h  witness  may  possess^ 
or  have  in  hU  power,  touching  the  matter  of  such  complaint  or 
investigation  J  and  willful  false  swearing  by  any  witness  who 
may  be  so  examined  is  hereby  declared  to  be  perjury. 

§  2,  Fees  of  witnesses- — All  jiersons  examined  as  witnesses 
under  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  the  same  fees  as 
are  now  piiid  to  witnesses  in  the  supreme  court  by  the  said 
board,  manager**^  directors  or  trustees,  authorizing  the  issue  of 
such  compulsoi'y  jirocess*

nunce,  treatment^  tuition  or  clothing  is  chargeable,  which  report 
shall  show  the  name,  age,  sex,  color  and  nationality  of  everj^ 
jjerson  in  such  institution,  chargeable  to  such  county;  also, 
when  each  person  was  received  into  such  institutioa,  from  what 
town  sent,  for  what  term  received,  to  what  time  the  expense 
of  each  such  j)ei'son  has  been  paid,  and  the  amount  chargeable 
to  such  county  for  each  such  |>erson  for  the  ensuing  year,  which 
report  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  person 
making  the  same.

AN  ACT  author ja&lng  the  town  board  of  the  town  of  Oneonta  to 
appropriate  certain  iuon**yj*  to  the  Aurelia  Osborn  Fox  memorial 
ho§pital  society  of  Oneonta, 

Chapter  103,  Laws  of  1905. 

He^'tion  L  Tike  town  lioard  of  the  town  of  Oneoota  ie  hereby 
rturhoriTed  to  a[»pnipriHte  and  pay  annually  on  or  liefore  June 
first,  from  the  moneys  received  by  the  said  town  under  the 
provisions  of  the  liquor  tax  law,  to  the  Aorelia  Osbom  Fox 
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memorial  hospital  society  of  Oneonta,  New  York,  for  the  care, 
support  and  maintenance  of  such  of  the  inmates  of  the  hospital 
in  the  town  of  Oneonta,  owned  and  conducted  hy  said  society, 
as  may  lye  received  therein,  pursuant  to  the  rules  established  by 
the  state  board  of  charities,  a  sum  which  in  any  one  year  shall 
not  exceed  fifteen  hundi*ed  dollars,  and  such  money  shall  be  paid 
only  so  long  as  tlie  said  hospital  shall  treat,  free  of  other  charge, 
such  indij;ct»ut  persons,  actual  residents  of  the  town  of  Oneonta, 
requiring  treatment,  as  come  within  the  classes  treated  by  said 
hospital.  The  supervisor  of  the  said  town  of  Oneonta  shall  make 
payment  of  such  moneys  to  said  hospital  association  when  au- 
thorized and  directed  so  to  do  by  the  said  board,  and  such  annual

BINGHAMTON  CITY  HOSPITAL,  BINGHAMTON. 

AN  ACT  to  ci*eate  a  l)oard  of  managers,  and  to  provide  for  the 
control  and  management  of  a  nonsectarian  city  hospital,  in 
the  city  of  Hinghamton. 

Chapter  135,  Laws  of  1904. 

Section  1.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
the  mayor  of  the  i*ity  of  Binghamton  shall  appoint  six  citizen 
taxi)ayers  of  said  city,  to  serve  as  hospital  managers,  who,  with 
the  mayor  from  time  to  time  of  said  city,  are  hereby  constituted 
a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  '^  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Binghamton  City  Hospital,"  and  in  that  name  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  prosecute,  complain  and  defend  in  any  court;  and  may 
receive  and  hold  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Binghamton  city 
hospital,  gifts,  devises  and  grants  of  real  and  personal  property. 

§  2.  Within  fifteen  days  after  the  aforesaid  appointments,  the 
persons  so  appointed  shall  meet  at  the  city  clerk's  office  in  said 
city,  and  then  and  thei*e  determine  by  lot  the  order  in  which 
their  respective  tenns  of  office  shall  expire,  and  the  determina- 


rton  m  made  eliall,  witJim  twenty  dajs  thereafter,  be  certified 
bv  m\d  rlerk  to  the  rommon  eoancn  of  said  eit.v*  If,  for  any 
cause  said  mimiigers  fail  to  a&eenible  and  detemuDe  as  aforenaid, 
The  -said  cHjiiimon  counril  BhaU,  within  twenty  dayn  thereafter^ 
make  mieh  determiaation.  The  term  of  ottiee  of  one  nf  naid 
maoa^t^rit  nhall  exfdre  on  the  tir«t  day  of  Aprii,  nineteen  hundred 
and  tive,  and  one  on  the  first  day  of  each  April  thereafter. 

S  3,  The  mayor  of  the  rity  of  Hingbaniton,  at  the  regular  meet- 
ing of  ihf?  i.-oninio[i  eonmil  of  said  elty,  next  preeeding  the  Jlret 
day  of  April,  nineteen  tiuudi^d  and  five,  and  next  pi*ereding  the 
flrat  day  of  April  in  each  gneeeeding  year  tliereafter,  shall  ap- 
jH>mt  a  citizen  taxpayer  of  8ni«l  city  nianairer  in  [ilac'c  of  tlie  one 
whom*  term  is  abont  to  exjdre  on  the  i^mt  d^y  of  April  in  that 
ymr.'

I  S*  The  mayor  of  the  city  shall  be  ex  officio  pret<iident  of  8a id 
Wnird  of  managers,  but  shall  have  no  vote  therein  on  the  ajipoint- 
nient  of  any  ofliccr,  nor  upon  any  other  queation  except  in  ease  of 
a  tie  vote. 

§  8.  The  board  of  managers  shall,  from  time  to  time,  afJt»oint 
one  of  their  nundier  to  be  the  vice  president  of  mild  board;  one 
to  bp  the  treamirpr  thereof,  and  may  ap[ioint  one  €)f  their  number 
to  be  the  secretary  thereof,  or  may  require  the  duties  of  the 
•eeretary  to  be  performed  by  the  Bui^erintendent  of  the  hospituL 

*  Bo  in  oridnnl. 
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The  treasurer  before  he  enters  npon  thi*  duties  of  his  office,  shall 
enter  into  a  bood  to  said  city,  in  such  sum  as  shall  be  pre-soribed 
bj  said  common  council,  with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  to 
be  approved  bj  the  mayor  of  said  city,  conditioned  that  he  will 
fi^itbfuUy  |K*rforTn  his  duties  as  such  treasurer,  and  render  an 
account  to  said  common  council  of  his  receipts  and  disburseTuente 
as  such  treasurer,  from  time  to  time^  when  required  by  said 
common  council;  and  at  the  first  meeting  of  said  common  council 
in  Afjril  of  eneh  year,  render  a  full  and  detailed  statement  of 
the  financial  transactions  of  said  board  during  the  preceding 
year. 

§  7*  A  meeting  of  a  majority  of  said  board  of  managers  shall 
be  neceesnry  for  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  to  ad- 
journ, which  may  be  done  by  any  lesser  number  present.

BROOKS  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL,  DUNKIRK, 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty  five  entitled  **  An  act  to 
I'cvise  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Dunkirk/*  in  relation  to  the 
application  and  payment  of  certain  moneys  by  said  city* 
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Chapter  140,  Laws  of  1899. 

§  9.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Dunkirk  is  hereby 
authorized  to  appropriate  and  pay  annually  from  the  surplus 
moneys  i-eceived  by  the  said  city  of  Dunkirk  under  this  title 
and  i*emaining  in  its  hands  after  payment  of  the  necessary  ex- 
penses incurred  in  the  maintenance  of  the  police  and  poor  depart- 
ments of  the  said  city,  to  the  Brooks  Memorial  Hospital,  for  the 
care,  support  and  mainteuance  of  such  of  the  inmates  of  said 
hospital  as  uiay  be  received  therein  pursuant  to  the  rules  estab- 
lished by  the  state  board  of  charities,  a  sum  which  in  any  one 
year  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars;  and  such  appro- 
]>riation  shall  bo  made  only  so  long  as  the  said  hospital  shall 
treat  free  of  charge,  such  indigent  persons,  actual  residents  of 
the  said  city  of  Dunkirk,  requiring  treatment,  as  come  within  the 
classes  treated  by  said  hospital.  Said  common  council  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pay  same  within  thirty  days  after  the  end  of  each 
fiscal  year.  The  payment  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-nine  ma}^  be  made  from  the  surplus  of  the  fiscal  year 
ending  February  first,  eighteen  ninety-nine.  In  the  event  of  the 
said  surplus  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  city  of  Dunkirk  for 
any  one  year  after  the  payment  of  the  necessary  expenses  incurred 
in  the  maintenance  of  the  police  and  poor  departments  of  the 
said  city,  being  insuflicient  to  permit  the  payment  of  the  moneys 
for  the  payment  of  which  to  the  Brooks  Memorial  Hospital,  pro- 
vision is  hei-eby  made,  then  and  in  that  case  the  common  council 
of  the  city  of  Dunkirk  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  so  much 
of  such  i>ayineut  as  shall  remain  after  the  application  of  the  said 
surplus,  out  of  the  general  fund  of  said  city,  and  the  common 
coimcil  of  said  city  is  hereby  authorized  to  add  the  amount 
which  it  shall  pay  out  of  the  general  fund  in  any  one  year,  to 
the  next  annual  city  tax,  to  be  collected  for  the  purpose  of  reim- 
hnrsing  said  general  fund  for  such  expenditure. 


CITY  HOSPITAL,  LOCKPORT. 
AN  ACT  to  establish  an  hospital  for  the  city  of  Lockport,  to  be 
known  as  the  city  hospital,  and  to  provide  for  the  er^tion, 
government  and  maintenance  thereof,  and  to  repeal  chapter 
four  hundred  twenty-two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred. 
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Chapter  568,  Laws  of  1901. 

Section  1.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Liockport  i«  hereby 
authorized  to  issue  bonds  to  the  amount  of  five  thousand  dollanii 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  with  which  to  construct  a  general 
hospital.  Said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  not  to  exceed  four 
]>er  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  shall  not  be 
sold  at  less  than  ]>ar,  and  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  prindpel 
sum  of  said  bonds  shall  become  due  and  payable  at  the  end  of 
each  period  of  one  year  from  and  after  the  issue  thereof;  and 
the  principal  and  interest  thereof  shall  be  payable  at  the  oiBoe 
of  the  city  treasurer  of  said  city,  or  at  such  place  as  the  commra 
council  thereof  shall  designate.  Said  bonds  shall  be  signed  bj 
the  umyor,  countersigned  by  the  city  clerk  of  said  city,  and  be 
sealed  with  the  city  seal,  and  shall  be  sold  by  the  city  treasurer 
upon  sealed  proposals  rec*eived  by  him,  after  public  advertise- 
ment for  not  less  than  ten  days,  to  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders 
therefor,  for  not  less  than  the  par  value  thereof.  The  common 
council  of  said  city  is  authorized  to  raise  by  general  tax  levy  in 
each  and  eveiy  year,  after  the  issue  of  said  bonds,  the  amoimt 
of  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  due  in  each  such  year. 
The  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  placed 
by  the  city  treiisurer  to  the  credit  of  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the 
city  lios])ital  fund,  and  shall  only  be  used  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  and  all  drafts  thereon  shall  be  audited  and  approved 
by  the  common  council  thereof. 

§  2.  As  soon  as  may  be,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  com- 
iium  council  of  said  city  shall  procure  plans  for  a  new  hospital 
building  to  be  nuide  with  estimates  of  the  cost  thereof,  and  shall 
lhei'eu])on  approve  or  reject  the  same.  If  the  common  council 
shall  a])prove  such  plans,  it  shall  at  once  advertise  for  sealed 
proposals  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  such  hospital  build- 
iuj;,  and  the  contract  therefor  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  bidder, 
who  shall  furnish  satisfactory^  security  for  its  faithful  perform- 
ance, unless  the  council  reject  all  bids  therefor,  which  it  may  do; 
but  no  portion  of  the  moneys  authorized  to  be  raised  by  this  act 
shall  be  ex]wnded  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  an  hospital 
building. 

§  l\.  The  city  of  riOck])ort  is  hereby  authorized  to  retain,  far  the 
Iiurpose  of  a  site  for  the  said  hospital,  any  real  estate,  which  it 
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CITY  OF  KINGSTON  HOSPITAL.  KINGSTON. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  seven  hundred  and  forty-seven  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  entitled  "An  act  to 
revise  and  consolidate  the  several  a<.*ts  in  relation  to  the  city 
of  Kington,  to  revise  the  charter  of  said  city,  and  to  establish 
a  city  court  thei-ein  and  define  its  jurisdiction  and  powers." 

Chapter  91,  Laws  of  1900. 

Section  1.  Subdivision  four  of  section  seventy-seven  of  chapter 
seven  hundred  and  forty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
:.nd  ninety -six  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

4.  Contract  with  the  city  of  Kingston  hospital  for  the  medical 
jind  surgical  treatment  of  the  city  poor  thereat  and  expend  there- 
for forty-live  hundred  dollars  i>er  annum,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary. 


CORTLAND  HOSPITAL  ASSOCIATION,  CORTLAND. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  appropriations  by  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  Cortland  county  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  inmates 
of  the  hospital  of  the  Cortland  hospital  association. 

Chapter  132.  Laws  of  1904. 

Section  I.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Cortland, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  appropriate  to  the  Cortland  hospital 
association,  a  corporation  located  in  said  county,  for  the  care,

In 
counties  having  but  one  superintendent  of  the  poor,  tlie  term 
"  superintendent "  or  "  superintendents  of  the  poor,"  when  used 
in  this  chapter,  means  such  superintendent;  and  in  towns  or  cities 
having  but  one  overseer  of  the  poor,  the  term  '*  overseers  "  or 
"  overseers  of  the  poor,"  when  used  in  this  chapter,  means  a  town 
or  city  overseer  of  the  poor.  An  **  almshouse  "  is  a  place  where 
t!ie  poor  are  maintained  at  the  public  expense. 

The  popular  meaning  of  the  word  **  almahouse  "  is,  of  fourse,  well  under- 
stood, but  the  revisers  and  the  legislature  have  not  confined  uh  to  the 
popular  meaning.  They  have  given  to  the  word  a  much  wider  and  more 
comprehensive  definition  than  it  has  in  popular  usage.  That  may  properly 
be  termed  the  statutory  definition  which  is  found  in  the  second  section  fH 
the  Poor  Law.  It  is  there  defined  as  a  ''  place  where  the  poor  are  main- 
tained at  the  public  expense."  It  is  not  necessary  that  it  should  \f^  » 
public  building  or  that  there  should  be  but  one  place.  Court  of  Appeal*,  J/«ry, 
1899,  The  People  ex  rel.

The  town  poor  are  such  persons  as  are  required  by  law  to  h^* 
relieved  or  supported  at  the  expense  of  the  town  or  city;  th** 
county  poor  are  such  persons  as  are  required  by  law  to  \ff*  r^ 
lieved  or  supported  at  the  expense  of  the  countV;  and  thi»  ••tat** 
poor  are  such  persons  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  reli^-vwl  or 
supported  at  the  expense  of  the  state. 

§  3.  County  superintendents  of  the  jioor.— The  counts   HiifM-r 
intendents  of  the  poor  shall : 

1.  Have  the  general  superintendence  and  care  of  jMHtr  fK-ri-oii** 
who  may  be  in  their  respective  counties. 

2.  Provide  and  keep  in  repair  suitable  almf*hcMiw->«  whi-n   «!'! 
rected  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  tlieir  county. 

3.  Establish  rules  and  by-laws  for  the  government  and  k'h*  I 
order  of  such  almshouses,  and  for  the  employment,  relief,  manafc*- 
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inent  and  government  of  the  poor  therein;  but  such  rules  and 
regulations  shall  not  be  valid  until  approved  bj  the  county  judge 
of  the  county,  in  writing. 

4.  Unless  a  keeper  be  appointed  b}'  the  board  of  supervisora, 
as  jn'ovided  by  section  four  of  this  article,  employ  suitable  persons 
to  be  keepers  of  such  houses,  and  physicians,  matrons  and  all 
other  necessary  officers  and  servants,  and  vest  such  power  in  them 
for  the  government  of  such  houses,  and  the  poor  therein,  as  shall 
be  necessary,  reserving  to  such  poor  j»ersons  Avho  may  be  placed 
under  the  care  of  such  keepers,  matrons,  officers  or  servants,  the 
right  of  appeal  to  the  superintendents.  (As  amondetf  hy  chapter 
e'^40  of  the  Laws  of  1003.) 

5.  Purchase  all  necessary  furniture,  implements,  food  and  mate- 
rials for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  in  such  houses,  and  for  their 
employment  in  labor,,  and  use,  sell  and  dispose  of  the  proceeds 
of  such  labor  as  they  shall  deem  expedient. 

0.  Prescribe  the  rate  of  allowance  to  be  made  for  bringing  poor 
persons  to  the  county  almshouse,  subject  to  such  alterations  as 
the  board  of  supervisoi*s  may  by  general  resolution  make. 

7.  Authorize  th<»  keepers  of  such  houses  to  certify  the  amount 
due  for  bringing  such  j)oor  persons;  which  amount  shall  be  paid 
by  the  county  trejiBurer  on  the  production  of  such  certificate, 
countersigned  and  allowed  by  the  county  superintendents  of  the 
jmor. 

S.  Snininarily  decide  any  disjiiite  that  shall  arise  concerning 
<he  settlement  of  any  poor  person,  upon  a  hearing  of  the  parties, 
and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  subpoenas  to  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses,  with  the  like  powers  to  enforce  such  process, 
as  is  given  to  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  an  action  pending  before 
him ;  their  decision  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk 
within  thirty  days  after  they  are  made,  and  shall  be  conclusive 
and  final  upon  all  parties  inlerested,  unless  an  appeal  therefrom 
shall  be  taken,  as  provided  in  this  chapter. 

0.  Direct  the  commencement  of  suits  by  any  overseer  of  the 
poor  who  shall  be  entitled  to  prosecute  for  any  penalties,  or  upon 
any  recognizance,  bonds,  or  securities  taken  for  the  indemnity 
of  any  town  or  of  the  county;  and  in  case  of  the  neglect  of  any 
such  overseer,  to  commence  and  conduct  such  suits,  without  the 
authority  of  such  overseer,  in  the  name  of  such  superintendents. 
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10,  Draw  on  the  roiiiity  in^agiiror  far  nil  iiproKsary  PXpcDtspK 
incuri'ed  In  the  discharge  of  thoir  dnties,  which  draft  shall  be  paid 
by  such  tre;iisiirer  out  uf  the  njoTi**ys  pjiued  id  his  hands  for  tiic 
siipjMirt  of  the  poor.

Expenditnivs  by  the  ,**ii|»erintendeDt  of  the  fK>or  in  the  admln^ 
rstration  of  his  department  are  subject  to  the  fot]owin|r  Ihnita- 
tioBs:  The  board  of  piupervisors^  at  its  annual  meetinjc.  may  fix 
the  maximtim  snm  which  may  he  expended  hy  th^  suj>erin  ten  dent* 
at  his  discretion,  dnrfnfr  the  nejct  ensuiaij  year,  and  may  provide 
that  expendftiiT^s  in  exrcKs  of  fhnt  hmui  Nhnll  be  nuuh*  only  with 
thp  written  apprnvaJ  of  the  chatnnai*  of  the  board  of  superv^isors.

Am  to  wbelher  tbe  statute  (chwp,  2tJ,  Laws  of  1832)  authorising  super- 
intendents of  the  poor  to  "  audit  und  settle  nil  ftccounta  •  *  •  for  «er- 
vices  relating  to  the  supportj  relief  or  transportation  of  county  paupen^* 
confers  upon  those  offit'cra  power  to  audit  elflinia  under  eon  tracts  made  with 
thenu  quaere. 

The  claim  of  an  attorney  for  services  rendcrtfd  by  him  on  the  employment 
of  superintendentH  of  the  poor  in  bnstardy  proceedings  ie  not  one  "  relating 
toiHhe  support,  relief  or  trauBporttttion "  of  pnupers  within  the  meaning  ot 
that  statute,  and  no  power  is  conferred  upon  the  superiuiendenUi  to  itudit 
buch  a  claim. 

Said  oflSccn*  I-ave  power  to  employ  nn  attorney  to  conduct  aueh  proceed- 
intfs*:  they  are  responsible  to  the  attorney  for  his  aervicea  and  he  m«y  enforce 
his  claim  a£Etin^t  them  by  action. 

li  seems  that  exery  expense  they  incur  by  such  employment  ia  a  county 
charge,  subject  to  the  audit  of  the  bostrd  of  supervisor  a. 

It  seemn  also  that  where  bastardy  proceetlings  are  succestful  and  indem- 
nity Hecured,  the  attorneys  fees  with  other  expenses  incurred  m\iy  be  charged 
upon  the  putative  father  (1  R.  S.  644,  §§  13,  14}.

Superintendents  of  the  poor  are  not  bound  to  audit  the  accounts  of  pliy- 
sieians  and  others  for  scrvicei=4  rendt^rcd  to  county  paupers  by  reipiest  of 
the  overiieerft  of  the  poor  of  the  several  towns;  and  this  though  the  sendees 
were  rendered  in  pursuance  of  orders  for  temporary  relief.  It  is  the  duty 
of  the  overseers  to  arlju»it  f*nch  accounts  atui  charge  them  in  their  bills 
against  the  county.  Tlie  employment  of  a  physician  by  the  superintendents 
of  the  poc:)r  of  a  county  does  not  Bupersede  the  right  of  the  overseers  of  tbe 
several  towns  to  employ  other  physicians  to  attend  county  paupers  entitled 
to  temporary  reBef,  Supreme  Courts  February,  1843,  or  parte  Oreen  d  Brotw, 
4  Hill.

lumish  no  authority  for  a  diacri  mi  nation  liet^eini  counly  and  town  poor, 
in  respect  to  the  applicution  uf  the  income  of  the  poor  house  furnL  On  the 
caotrary  the  legibilaturc  intended  the  income  jftliouhl  lie  aippliLnl  lo  the  suppurt 
of  the  poor  of  the  county  generally^  at  ihv^  poorhousirj  without  distinction. 

The  atatutory  provisions  obviou»ty  cotitcmplnte  tbHt  the  benefits  result- 
ing from  the  poorhouse  and  furru  shall  t>e  common  to  the  county  and  towiiar 
*m  reaped  to  the  support  of  the  poor  at  the  j>oorhonfiet  withont  any  regard 
whatever  to  the  general  obligation  of  each  to  support  its  own  ponr.

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4.  AppaiBtnient  iif  Huperintpndent*  as  keeper  of  altnshouse.— 
The  hoaM  of  Bnpervigcii-«  of  nny  t*ounty  maj,  by  resolution, 
appoint  as  keei>er  of  its  roimty  alm^hotiBe  one  of  the  wuperintend- 
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ents  of  the  poor  of  such  county,  who  shall  hold  such  office  until 
the  expiration  of  his  term  as  superintendent  or  until  the  board 
of  supervisors,  by  resolution,  shall  determine  that  he  shall  no 
longer  act  in  such  capacity.

For  work,  labor  and  serviced  rendered  V>  the  keeper  of  a  county  por>r 
hoase  by  an  inmute  thereof  and  his  wife,  for  the  benefit  of  ^uch  keeper 
and  in  his  business,  and  upon  his  promise  to  pay  therefor,  he  ia  liable. 

The  keeper  of  a  county  poorhouse  is  not  entitled,  any  more  than  a  ntranger, 
to  the  labor  and  services  of  the  paupers  therein,  for  bin  own  advantage, 
without  compensation;  and  any  contract  or  promise  he  may  make  to  pay 
for  such  labor  will  be  obligatory  upon  him.  Court  of  Af^peaU,  Mart^h,  1864, 
Berlin  it.  Wemple,  30  N.  Y.  319. 

Laws  of  1890,  chap.  225,  §  4,  providing  that  the  county  nuperiutendentA  of 
tlie  poor,  one  of  whom  is  elected  annually,  nhall  '*  employ  **  a  keeper  of 
the  almflhouse  unless  a  keeper  be  "  appointed  '*  by  the  bfjard  of  Kiiperviscirf*. 
<]oes  not  authorize  the  superintendents  of  the  p<x>r  to  employ  an  almf*hou-tff 
keeper  for  a  term  of  years. 

A  keeper  of  an  almshouse  **  employed  **  by  the  superintendent-*  of  the 
poor  in  the  failure  of  the  board  of  supervisors  to  **  appoint  **  a  keeper  M^awn 
1896,  chap.  225.  §  4 )  i**  not  an  officer  within  Constitution  IMfi5.  art.  10. 
\  3,  providing  that  an  office,  the  duration  of  which  is  not  fixe*!  by  the  <.on- 
stitution  or  by  M^itute  shall  l)e  held  during  the  pleasure  <if  tlie  Nuiy  rmk

of  the  poor  of  the  town  in  which  such  fiorir  [lemon  may  \pf,  to 
^ontinne  to  supjiort  him,  on  such  terms  and  under  Huch  repila 
%8  as  they  nhall  prescribe;  and  thereafter  no  moneyn  Khali  U- 
f^id  to  such  overseers  for  the  support  of  such  poor  fi^rson.  mirh 
ont  the  order  of  the  sufterintendents :  or  the  sniierintend«'nt»<  UiH\ 
^oxe  such  poor  fierson  to  any  other  town,  and  th^r^-  \,rft\U\** 
fef  his  support,  in  such  manner  as  ttey  shall  deem  fxii^-di^uf. 
§  6.  Idiots  and  lunatics.— The  superintendents  of  the  f»^Kir  shall 
12 
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provide  for  the  support  of  poor  persons  that  may  be  idiota  or  Imia- 
tics,  at  other  places  than  in  the  almshouse,  in  Buch  manner  a* 
Hhall  be  provided  by  law  for  the  care,  support  and  maintenance  of 

«uch  poor  persons. 

Where  the  property  of  a  father  consists  sotely  of  pension  inoneja,  stid 
property  purcliasetl  Iherewith,  he  cannot  he  compelled^  under  fi€ctioni  015 
and  91G  of  the  Criminal  Code,  to  support  his  pauper  insane  son.

§  7*  Pestilence  in  almshouse. — Whenever  any  peBtllenee  of  in- 
fectious or  contagious  disease  ehall  exist  in  anj  county  almshouie 
or  in  its  vicinity,  and  the  physician  thereof  shaJl  certify  that  such 
pestilence  or  disease  is  likely  to  endanger  the  health  of  the  peraone 
^rupported  thereat,  the  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  such  county 
shall  cause  the  persons  supported  at  such  almshouse  or  any  of 
them,  to  be  removed  to  such  other  suitable  place  in  the  same 
county  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  board  of  health  of  the  city, 
to^Ti  or  Tillage,  within  which  such  almshouse  shall  be,  there  to 
be  maintained  and  provided  for  at  the  expense  of  tiie  county,  with 
all  necessary  medical  care  and  attendance,  until  they  can  be  safely 
returned  to  the  county  almshouse  from  which  they  were  taken,  or 
otherwise  discharged. 

§  8.  Accounts  of  county  treasurer  with  towns. — In  eountiea 
where  there  are  town  poor,  the  county  treasurer  thereof  shall 
open  and  keep  an  account  with  each  town^  in  which  the  town  shall 
be  credited  with  all  the  moneys  received  from  tlie  same,  or  from 
its  oiificerSj  and  shall  l>e  charged  with  the  moneys  paid  for  the  sup- 
port of  its  poor.  If  there  he  a  county  almshouse  in  such  county, 
the  superintendents  of  the  poor  shall,  in  each  year,  before  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  furnish  to  the  county 
treasnrer  a  statement  of  the  sums  chai*ged  by  them  as  herein 
dii-ected,  to  the  several  towns  for  the  support  of  their  poor^  which 
shall  be  charged  to  such  towns,  respectively,  by  the  county  treas- 
urer in  his  account. 

The  actual  e3q>eni^e  to  towns  for  the  support  of  their  poor  in  the  county 
alniKhouse  must  be  determined  by  what  has  really  been  paid  for  sUch  sup- 
port by  the  county.  There  ahall  be  no  discrimination  between  town  and 
county  poor,  in  re«f>ect  to  the  jipplication  of  products  from  the  poor  famif 
or  the  producta  derived  from,  the  labor  of  tlie  poor.  Supreme  Court,  Septem* 
h^f  186S,  <7tlj^  of  Rochiistcr  D,  Supervisora  of  Monroe  Co*,  22  Barb.

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§  9,  Annual  apportionment  of  town  expenses,— In  couaties  bar- 
iagan  almshouse,  and  where  there  are  town  poor,  the  stifierititenri- 
enta  shall  annually,  and  during  the  week  preceding  the  annuai 
meeting  of  the  board  of  supenrisorSj  make  ont  a  statement  of  nH 
le  exx>enses  incurred  bv  them  the  preceding  jear  for  the  ertipport 
tomn  poor,  and  of  the  moneys  received  therefor,  exhibiting  the 
deficiency,  if  any,  in  the  fund«  provided  for  defraying  nacii  ejc- 
famsses,  and  they  shall  apportion  the  deficiency  among  the  •eretml 
towns  in  proportion  to  the  number  and  expenses  of  tlie  town  fioor 
uf  such  towns  respectively^  who  shall  have  been  provided  for  by 
the  saperinteudents,  and  Bhali  charge  the  towns  with  atieb  propor- 
tion; which  statement  ehalJ  be  by  them  delivered  to  tlie  coitDt;^ 
treasurer. 

1 10-  Tax  levy  on  towns.— At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  board 
of  ^pervisors,  the  county?  treneurer  shall  lay  befofe  them  the

I  12.  Stipertntendenta  report  to  tlie  atate  board  of  duirltfaay— 
The  unperinrendents  of  the  poor  of  efgfy  mmmij  aball*  oa  or 
before  the  firsf  day  of  tieceiBbef  lo  «arh  year,  wife  r^i^ta 
mtring  the  year  ending  iJciytaBber  tbirtiaih,  to  the  tU^  booT^ 
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of  charities  in  such  form  as  the  board  shall  direct,  showing  the 
number  of  the  town  poor  and  of  the  county  poor  that  haw 
been  relieved  or  8ui)ported  in  their  county  the  year  preoediiq^ 
October  first;  the  whole  exf)en8e  of  such  support,  the  amoont 
paid  for  transportation  of  poor  persons,  and  any  other  it^ems  not 
part  of  the  actual  expenses  of  maintaining]:  the  poor,  and  the 
allowance  made  to  superintendents,  overseers,  justices,  keepers, 
matrons,  officers  and  other  employes  of  the  suiierintendenth;  the 
actual  value  of  the  labor  of  the  poor  persons  maintained,  and 
the  estimated  amount  saved  in  the  expense  of  their  support  in 
consequence  of  their  labor;  the  sex  and  native  country  of  every 
such  poor  person,  with  the  causes,  either  direct  or  indirect,  which 
have  operated  to  render  such  persons  poor,  so  far  as  the  same 
can  be  ascertained ;  and  shall  include  in  such  report  a  statemral 
of  the  name  and  age  of,  and  of  the  names  and  residence  of  tie 
jmrents  of,  every  poor  child  who  has  been  placed  by  them  in  a 
family  during  the  year,  with  the  name  and  residence  of  the  family 
with  whom  every  such  child  was  placed,  and  the  occupation  of 
the  head  of  the  family,  together  with  such  other  items  of  infor- 
mation in  respect  to  their  character  and  condition  as  the  state 
board  of  charities  shall  direct. 

§  13.  Supervisors  and  members  of  town  boards  may  direct  as 
to  temporary  or  outdoor  relief  to  the  poor. — The  board  of  snper- 
visors  of  any  county  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it 
may  deem  proper  in  regard  to  the  manner  of  furnishing  tempo- 
rary or  outdo<ir  relief  to  the  poor  in  tlie  several  towns  in  said 
county,  and  provided  the  board  of  8uy>erviKors  shall  have  failed 
to  make  any  such  niles  and  I'egulations  the  town  board  of  iinv 
town  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem' 
proper  in  regard  to  furnishing  tcMuporary  or  outdoor  relief  to  the 
poor  in  their  respective  towns,  by  the  ovei^seer  or  overseen*  of 
the  poor  thereof,  and  also  in  regard  to  the  amount  such  overseer 
or  overseers  of  the  poor  may  expend  for  tli<^  relief  of  each  person 
or  family,  and  after  the  board  of  suf>ervisors  of  any  county,  or 
the  town  board  of  any  town,  shall  have  made  such  rules  and 
regulations,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  overseers  of  Wie 
noor  of  the  towns  in  said  county,  where  such  rules  and  repila- 
tions  were  made  by  the  board  of  su|>ervisors.  or  if  in  a  town 
by  the  said  town  board,  to  procure  an  order  from  th€  superyiaor 
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of  the  town,  or  the  sanction  of  tfie  superintendent  of  the  poor 
to  expend  monev  for  the  relief  of  any  person  or  family,  unless 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  such  county  or  the  town  board  of 
snch  town  shall  so  direct;  but  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
the  counties  of  New  York  and  Kings.  (As  amended  hy  chapter 
48  of  the  Laws  of  1897.) 

§  14.  Penalty  for  neglect  or  false  report. — Any  superintendent 
of  the  poor  or  other  officer  of  person  having  been  an  officer,  who 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  render  any  account,  statement  or  report 
required  by  this  chapter,  or  shall  willfully  make  any  false  report, 
or  shall  neglect  to  pay  over  any  moneys  witfiin  the  time  required 
by  law,  shall  forfeit  two  hundred  dollars  to  the  town  or  county 
of  which   he  is  or  was  an   officer,   and   shall   be   liable   to  an 
action  for  all  moneys  which  shall  be  in  his  hands  after  the  time 
rtie  same  should  have  been  paid  over,  with   interest  thereon  at 
the  rate  of  ten  per  centum  ])er  annum  from  the  time  the  same 
should  have  been  paid  over.     The  state  board  of  charities  shall 
jrive  notice  to  the  district  attorney  of  the  count*v'  of  every  neglect 
to  make  the  reT)ort  required  to  be  made  to  that  board,  and  every 
oflRcer  or  board  to  whom  any  such  account,  stal^ement,  report  or 
payment  should  have  been  made,  shall  give  notice  to  such  district 
attorney  of  every  neglect  or  failure  to  make  the  same;  and  such 
district  attorney  shall,  on  receiving  such  notice  or  in  any  way 
receiving  safisfactorv  evidence  of  such  default,  prosecute  for  the 
Tm)very  of  such  penalties  or  moneys  in  the  name  of  the  town 
or  county   entitled   thereto,  and   the  sum   recovered,  if  for   the 
benefit  of  the  town,  shall  be  paid  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor 
thereof,  and  if  for  tlie  benefit  of  the  county,  shall  be  paid  into 
the  county  treasury,  to  be  expended  by  the  overseer  or  superin- 
tendent of  the  poor  for  the  support  of  the  poor  of  such  town 
«r  county.

Section  20.  Relief  in  counties  having  almshouse. — ^When  any 
I>erson  shall  apply  for  relief  to  an  overseer  of  the  poor,  in  i 
county  having  an  almshouse,  such  overseer  shall  inquire  into 
the  state  and  circumstances  of  the  applicant;  and  if  it  shall 
appear  that?  he  is  a  poor  person,  and  requires  permanent  relief 
and  support,  and  can  be  safely  removed,  the  overseer  shall,  hy 
written  order,  cause  such  poor  person  to  be  removed  to  the  county 
almshouse,  or  to  be  relieved  and  provided  for,  as  the  necessities 
of  the  applicant  may  require.    If  the  county  be  one  where  the 
respective  towns  are  required  to  support  their  own  poor,  the 
overseer  shall  desijrnate  in  such  order  of  removal,  whether  anch 
person  be  chargeable  <(>  tlic  county  or  not;  and  if  no  such  desig- 
nation be  made,  snili  jx'rson  shall  be  deemed  to  belong  to  the 
town  whose  overseer  made  such  order. 

A  person  receiving  aid  as  a  poor  sick  person  from  the  offic?er8  of  the 
poor  in  a  city  or  county,  in  the  absence  of  any  representations  on  his  part 
as  to  his  responsibility  or  pliysical  condition,  incurs  no  liability  to  repay 
the  amount  expended  on  his  belialf. 

It  seems  the  question  as  to  the  propriety  of  granting  relief  asked  is  con- 
fided to  tlio  discretion  of  said  authorities,  and  if  they  grant  it,  the  presump- 
tion is  that  thoy  made  such  investipitions  as  they  deemed  necessary  and  de- 
termined the  question  as  to  the  riglit  of  the  party  to  relief,  their  determina- 
tion cannot  be  reviewed. 

Such  aid  once  furnished  must  thereafter  be  regarded  as  a  charity  extended 
by  the  authorities  without  expectation  of  roimburseincnt,  and  their  misjudg- 
mcr;t  as  to  the  necessities  of  the  person  relieved  raises  no  implied  promise 
on  his  part  to  repay  moneys  expended  in  liis  behalf. 

Money  voluntarily  paid  out  by  one  ]>erson  for  another  cannot  be  recovered 
bnok.  To  maintain  an  actii  ii  to  recover  moneys  paid  out  and  expended*  it 
is  essential  to  prove  a  re<|uest  to  make  the  payment  on  the  part  of  the  person 
benefited,  either  expressed  or  fairly  to  be  iniplit»d  from  the  circumstances. 

Every  person  has  a  natural  rijrlit  to  cImuvsi'  tin*  mode  and  manner  of  his 
life,  and  so  lonsr  as  he  doe*^  not  violate  any  positive  provision  of  law,  to 
follow  it;  and  money  voluntarily  furnished  by  the  charitable  and  cre<lii1oii8» 
without  de<'eption,  to  aid  him  cannot  be  recovere<l;  back. 
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The  possession  of  some  property  by  a  person  does  not  always  and  neces- 
■aiily  preclude  such  person  from  a  just  claim  for  charitable  relief.  Court  of 
Appeals,  November,  1889,  City  of  Albany  v,  McNamara,  117  N.  Y.  168. 

A  poor  person  has  no  right  to  choose  the  place  or  manner  of  his  support 
but  must  take  it  in  the  way  the  law  confers  it. 

There  is  no  implied  obligation  upon  an  overseer  or  superintendent  of  the 
poor  to  compensate  a  person  who  has  voluntarily  relieved  a  pauper  without  a 
request  from  the  overseers  of  the  poor. 

One  B  having  met  with  an  accident  was  received  by  the  plaintiff  into  his 
house,  and  there  nursed  and  cared  for.  Notice  was  given  to  the  overseer 
of  the  poor,  who  offered  to  remove  B  to  the  poorhouse  and  there  care  for  him, 
but  B  refused  to  be  removed  and  remained  with  the  plaintiff.  Held  that 
these  facts  were  insufficient  to  create  a  liability  on  the  part  of  the  overseer 
to  compensate  plaintiff  for  the  care  and  nursing  provided  by  him  for  H. 
QueetiM  County  Court,  August,  1895,  Smith  v.  Williama,  13  Misc.  761. 

In  counties  where  the  poor  are  a  county  and  not  a  town  charge,  money 
paid  for  either  the  permanent,  or  temporary,  support  of  a  pauper  is  the 
money  of  the  county  and  not  of  the  town.  Hence  the  town  can  have  no 
oolor  of  right  to  recover  it  back  from  a  person  alleged  to  have  obtained  it 
fraudulently. 

In  counties  where  there  is  no  county  poorhouse,  and  the  towns  are 
severally  liable  for  the  support  of  their  own  poor,  moneys  raised  for  the 
support  of  the  poor  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor; 
and  when  an  overseer  pays  out  mon^  for  the  support  of  a  pauper  or  con- 
tracts for  his  support,  he  is  entitled  to  appropriate  the  money,  in  the  first 
case,  and  retain  it  in  his  own  hands  in  the  other.  He  has  absolute  control 
of  the  fund  and  is  liable  only  for  moneys  not  lawfully  appropriated. 

If  an  overseer  of  the  poor,  having  money  for  the  support  of  the  poor, 
in  his  hands,  makes  a  contract  with  another  for  the  support  of  a  pauper, 
that  is  within  the  amount  which  he  has  a  right  to  furnish,  he  may  prop- 
erly charge  it  in  account,  and  retain  it,  in  his  settlement  with  the  board  of 
town  auditors. 

If  he  becomes  personally  liable,  upon  such  contract,  by  reason  of  his 
not  having  obtained  an  order  for  the  support  of  the  pauper,  it  is  not 
fraudulent  for  him  to  protect  himself  against  such  personal  liability  upon 
bis  contract,  by  retaining  the  amount  thereof  out  of  moneys  in  his  hands. 
Supreme  Court,  April,  1867,  Robbina  v.  Woolcott,  66  Barb,  63. 

Where  overseers  of  the  poor  relieved  and  supported  paupers  belonging 
to  another  town,  at  the  request  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  town  in 
which  the  paupers  belonged,  and  the  latter  overseer,  after  such  support 
had  been  furnished,  on  the  presentation  of  the  bill  therefor,  agreed  to  pay 
the  same,  it  was  held  that  he  was  not  personally  liable  on  the  contract; 
it  appearing  from  the  facts  and  circumstances  that  he  was  acting  in  his 
official  character,  and  did  not  intend  to  bind  himself  personally. 

Held  also,  that  he  was  not  liable  in  his  official  character;  the  proper 
remedy  for  the  plaintiffs  being  that  pointed  out  by  statute,  viz.,  to  get 
the  claim  for  the  maintenance  allowed  by  the  superintendents  of  the  poor, 
and  to  lay  the  same,  when  thus  allowed,  before  the  board  of  supervisors, 
in  order  that  they  might  add  the  same  to  the  tax  list  of  the  town  in  which 
the  paupers  belonged.  Supreme  Court,  July,  1852,  Holmes  v.  Brown,  13 
Barb.  ff09. 
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Where  a  person  has  at  the  request  of  an  overseer,  and  on  hU  proouBe 
to  see  him  paid,  boarded  a  pauper  and  furnished  him  with  necessarieib  ^ 
may  maintain  an  action  of  assumpa^it  against  the  overseer,  although  no 
order  had  ever  been  made  for  relief  of  the  pauper.  Supreme  Court,  AugUit, 
1818,  King  v.  Butler,  15  Johns.  281. 

They  are  subject  to  an  action  for  debts  contracted  by  their  predeeeiion, 
as  overseers.  Supreme  Court,  August,  1823,  Todd  v.  Birdtell,  1  Cow.  200; 
Supntne  Court,  tcbruary,  1820,  (irant  v,  Fancher,  5  Id.  309. 

Overseers  arc  not  liable,  in  their  individual  capacities,  lor  the  fraud  of 
their  predecessors.  Overseers  cannot  be  held  individually  for  the  fraudukat 
acts  of  their  predecessors.  In  Chanceiy,  1821,  Gregory  v.  Reeve,  5  JoikM. 
rh.  232. 

Overseers  may  make  contracts,  within  the  scope  of  their  auUiority,  which 
are  binding  upon  them  in  their  otficial  capacitj',  and  upon  their  suooeMOn 
in  ottice;  which  successors  are  liable  to  be  sued  for  a  non-performanee  of 
sui-h  contracts.  Supreme  Court,  August,  1829,  Palmer  v.  Vandenbergk,  3 
Wend,  193;  Supreme  Court,  May,  1851,  Paddock  i\  Sgmonds,  11  Barb.  117. 

A  contract  for  the  support  of  a  pauper,  for  an  indefinite  period,  may  bi 
rescinded  by  the  overseers.     Id. 

An  overseer  of  the  poor  cannot  contract  with  the  poor  oflicers  of  anotinr 
town,  for  the  maintenance  of  paupers  then  temporarily  residing  in  the 
latter.  The  account  must  l>e  audited  by  the  superintendents  of  the  poor, 
and  the  amount  levied  by  the  supervisors  against  the  town  responsiUA 
for  the  support  of  the  paupers.

§  21.  Expense  of  removal,  and  temporary  relief. — Unless  such 
f>oor  person  is  pro|>erly  charjifeable  to  the  town,  the  overseer,  in 
addition  t*o  the  exi>ense  of  such  removal,  shall  be  allowed  such 
Slim  as  may  have  lKH»n  necessarily  paid  out,  or  contracted  to  be 
])aid,  for  the  relief  or  su])port  of  snch  poor  i)erson,  previous 
to  such  removal  and  as  the  sui)erintendent  shall  judge  was 
reasonably  expended  while  it  was  impro])er  or  inconvenient  to 
remove  such  poor  person,  which  sum  shall  l)e  paid  by  the  county 
treasu]*er,  on  the  order  of  tlie  snj»erintendent. 

§  22.  How  suy>|>orted  and  when  discharged. — The  person  so 
removed  shall  be  rec<Mved  by  the  superintendents,  or  their  agents, 
and  be  supported  and  I'elieved  in  a  county  almshouse  until  it 
shall  apjK^ar  to  them  that  such  y)erson  is  able  to  maintain  him- 
self, or,  if  a  minor,  unfil  he  is  bound  ouf  or  otherwise  cared  for, 
as  hei-einafter  provided,  when  they  may,  in  their  discretion, 
discharj^e  him. 

One  who  is  an  inmate  of  tlie  poorhouse  at  the  expense  of  the  county, 
although  not  committed  as  a  pauper,  is  amenable  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  instituti(m  so  long  as  he  remains.  Suprrntt'  Court,  June,  1S83, 
Sprnre  r.

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§  23.  Temporary  relief  to  persons  who  can  not  be  remored  to 
almshouse. — If   it  shall  appear  that    the    person   so    appKing 
requires  only  temporary  relief,  or  is  sick,  lame  or  otherwise  dis- 
abled so  that  he  can  not  be  conveniently  removed  to  ilie  coanty 
almshouse,  or  that  he  is  a  person  who  should  be  relieved  and 
cared  for  at  his  home  under  article  five  of  this  chapter,  the  over- 
seers   shall    apply  to  the    supervisor  of  the    town,  n'ho  shall 
examine  into  the  facte  and  circumstances,  and  shall,  in  writing, 
order  such  sum  to  be  expended  for  the  temporary  relief  of  such 
poor  j)erson,  as  the  cin^umstances  of  the  case  shall  r«|uire.  which 
order  shall  entitle  the  overseer  to  receive  any  sum  he  may  hav»* 
paid  out  or  contracted  to  pay,  within  the  amount*  therein  K|>eii 
fied,  from   the  county   treasurer,  to  be  by  him  charged  to  the 
eonnty.  if  such  f>erson  be  a  county  charge,  if  not,  to  be  charged 
to  the  tbwn  where  such  relief  was  aflforded;  but  no  greater  sum 
than  ten  dollars  shall  l)e  exj^ended  or  paid  for  the  relief  of  any 
one  poor  person,  or  one  family,  without  the  sanction,  in  writing. 
of  one  of  the  sui)erintendent8  of  the  poor  of  the  county,  whirh 
shall  be  presented  to  Hie  county  treasurer,  with  the  order  of  tlM* 
supervisor,  except  when  the  board  of  supervisors  has  made  rules 
and  regulations  as  pi-escribed  in  section  thirteen  of  this  chapter. 

Where  ik)  rules  or  re^lationi*  gi>vernii;g  the  fumishinf!  «»f  lempor«r>'  or 
outdoor  relief  to  the  poor  r.f  a  town  have  lieen  made  by  the  hoard  of 
supervisor**  of  the  county  or  by  the  town  board  an  pmvide'l  by  -ection  13. 
<"'^'',  the  ovorMrer  of  the  |>oor  of  the  town,  under  this  section  i-anmii  expend 
"Jore  than  ten  dollars  for  the  temporary'  relief  of  a  per-^m  who  <-annot 
^  removed  to  the  almshou-**-,  unless  he  is  authorize<l  to  do  -^o  by  onler  of 
^he  f)uperviM>r  of  the  town  ami  the  written  f*anetif»n  of  one  of  the  «uperin 
l*'ndents  of  the  jKx^r  of  the  county;  the  overi»eer  ha^  no  power  to  compel 
the  supervisor  to  pve  him  such  an  onler  or  the  superintendent  to  give  him 
*ui*h  sanction:  he  performs  hi«  entire  duties  in  the  premi-^*  by  applyinjr

But  with  this  restriction,  his  power  of  giving  temporary  relief  i**  inde 
Pendent  of  the  control  of  the  superintendents  of  the  poor,  f'ayugn  f'*rruit

The  question  as  to  the  propriety  of  grantin*;  relief  a^^ked  i*  «-'»nfide*i  t-* 
the  discretion  of  the  poor  authorities,  and  if  they  grant  it.  the  presuniption 
•'  that   they  made    such   invefltigations   a*   they   deemed   nei-e—arj-,    and    di* 
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termined  the  question  a  a  to  the  right  of  the  party  to  relief,   their  d^r-

g  24.  Relief  in  counties  liEiving  no  alm^boiiHe. — If  applieatjon 
for  relief  be  made  in  any  county  wUei-e  there  is  no  county  alms- 
house,  the  overseer  of  the  [>oor  of  the  town  whefe  mucIi  cipplica- 
tton  is  made  shall  inquire  into  the  fati^  and  eiiTuitJstant^s  of 
the  case,  ancl  witli  the  written  approval  of  the  «ui>ervisoF  of  sneli 
town,  make  an  order  in  writing  for  sut-h  allowance,  weekly  or 
otherwise,  as  they  shall  think  required  by  the  necessities  of  f^nvh 
poor  person.  If  such  poor  iM»n^on  has  a  legal  semement  in  sueli 
town,  or  in  any  other  town  in  the  same  county,  the  overseer  shall 
apply  the  raoneys  so  allowed  to  the  i^lief  and  support  of  sneh 
poor  person.     The  money  m  paid  hy  him,  or  contraited  to  lie 
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paid,  when  tlie  poor  perHon  had  no  legal  settkment  iu  the  town, 
and  charged  to  ihe  town  in  which  he  had  a  legal  eettlement,  shall 
he  drawn  bj  such  over?§eer  froui  th**  county  treasui^r  on  pro- 
ducing  such  order.  If  such  j^ersoii  hiifi  no  legul  settlement  in  such 
county,  the  overseer  sliall,  within  ten  days  after  giant'tng  to 
him  anv  relief,  give  notice  thereof,  and  that  such  ixnson  hag  no 
legal  settlement  in  such  county,  to  one  of  the  coiint*y  superin* 
tendents,  and  until  the  county  eu{>eriutendents  shall  take  iharge 
of  the  support  of  such  poor  person,  the  overseer  shall  pi-ovide 
for  his  relief  and  support,  and  the  expense  theit^nf  from  the  time 
of  giving  such  notice  shall  l>e  paid  to  such  overseer  by  the  rounty 
treajRHTer,  on  the  production  of  such  order  and  of  proof  hy  afll- 
davit  of  the  time  of  the  giving  of  such  notice,  and  shall  Ise  by 
him  charged  to  the  county. 

§  25,  CK'erseer  to  make  monthly  examinations  aud  audit 
accountB,— The  overseer  of  the  poor  of  a  town  or  city  shall,  af 
least  once  each  month,  examine  into  the  condition  and  necessi- 
ties of  each  person  supported  by  the  town  or  city  out  of  the 
county  almshouse,  and  provide  within  tlje  provisions  of  this 
chapter  for  such  allowances,  weekly  or  othenvise,  as  the  circum- 
stances may  in  his  judgment  i-cnpiipe.  All  accounts  for  care,  sup- 
port^ supplies  or  attendance^  connected  with  tl*e  nmintenani'e 
of  anch  poor  person  or  family,  shall  he  settled  once  in  three 
montlis,  and  paid  if  there  be  funds  for  that  purpose.  No  bill, 
claim  or  account  for  care,  support,  sui>pliee  or  attendance,  fur- 
nished to  poor  persons,  by  order  of  the  overseer  of  Ihe  poor. 
or  otherwise,  shall  be  audited  or  allowed  by  the  overseer, 
unless  Buch  hill,  claim,  or  account  be  verified  by  the  chiimaut, 
to  the  effect  that  such  care,  support,  supplies  or  attendan(*e  have 
been  actually  furnished  for  such  poor  persons,  that  such  poor 
persons  have  actually  received  the  same,  and  that  (he  prices 
charged  therefor  are  reasonable,  and  not  above  the  usual  market 
rates. 

Ov^rm^rs  of  the  poor  may  muke  contrtti'ta  within  t)ie  eeope  of  their 
authority,  which  are  binding  upon  them  in  their  oaieial  eapadtyj  and  upon 
their  sueced^or^  in  ofBce;  which  RUccesaor*  are  liable  to  be  sued  for  a.  non* 
perfortnanee  of  the  contr»ets  of  their  predeceaaors.  Bupreme  Court ^  August , 
IS29,  Pttbn^  t>.

Where  a  person  has,  at  the  ref|uest  of  un  overseer  of  the  [hmit;  ixnd  on 
his  promise  ttmt  he  would  »ee  him  paidj  bonrded  a  pauper^  and  furnished 
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him  with  neeessarie&,  he  inoy  mw  in  hi  In  an  action  uf  uumtmpitit  ngnin^t  tht 
overaeer,  aJthough  no  order  Juid  ever  been  made  for  the  relief  of  the  piiiip«r, 
Supreme  Vouri^  August,  I8I81  Kin^  v,  Butler,  15  Jckns^  '^81. 

But  in  Huprettte  Vouttj  i/ay,  1820|  in  re  Ohicj^  v.  Wicker,  IS  John^.  12t 
the  eourt  strid :  **  There  i«  no  longer  wnj  question  at*  to  tbe  rule  oi  Uw, 
that,  where  a  public  agent  AvU  ostensibly  In  the  line  of  his  dutj,  his  imm 
traeU  w^re  public  und  not  petaonaK  It  is  hIno  dear  ihat  a  kiiowrn  public 
ageut,  acting  within  Uie  sicope  of  hh  nuthuniy  and  i*oti trading  for  the 
use  of  the  public,  niuy,  iiy  ^tKHnnl  a«rrL'emfnt,  tiuperudd  hi^  jiprsonal  re^poufi- 
biliij  90  aa  to  render  himself  milividniifly  liable;  but,  0^  wa«*  eorrfctly 
remarked  by  Ch.  J.  MarshaU,  in  Ho(/sden  v.  Uej^ivr,  *  Under  these  eircum^ 
aUmeeii,  the  intent  of  the  oJFicer  to  bind  hinii*elf  personally  must  be  ftry

are  plaeetl  upon  the  ground  that  the  e  red  it  w^is  given  to  the  person  inriii 
viduallyj  In  hi«  privalp  capai-ity,  and  not  as  ilie  officer  or  fijEfent  of  the  lowa." 

In  Court  of  Appeah,  June,  1857^  in  re  The  Ot^erMer^  of  the  Poor  of  ^or^ 
%m^h  t>.  0%:€rm'€r  of  Ph4trMatja,  15  N.  Y.  34 Ij  the  towTi  of  Pbarsalia  being  UjtWe 
for  the  support  of  certain  paupcrt*,  at  the  time  being  in  the  town  of  Norwidu 
the  defendant  as  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Pharsfllia  pronn"«c<l  the  plainti^s^ 
o\^rseer:i.  etc,,  of  Norwich,  thnt,  if  they  would  provide  for  such  panpere*  he 
would  pay  the  expenses  incurred.  It  waa  held  that  it  was  not  within  the 
official  pfjwcr  of  the  defendant  to  make  such  a  contract,  and  that  the  plain^ 
tiffs  are  confined  to  the  remedy  giFcn  by  Matute,  vit,,  Lbe  audit  of  the 
account  by  the  superintendent'?  of  the  p<ior»  and  the  levying  of  the  amount 
by  the  board  of  supervisor*  on  the  tovvn  of  Pharsalia  for  tlie  lienefit  of 
Norwich. 

§  26.  Ov^rs^r«  to  keep  buoke  of  accouttt.^Overseers  of  the  poor, 
who  receive  and  expend  money  far  the  relief  and  supportf  of  the 
poor  In  their  ix*i?f>ective  towns  and  cities,  shot  I  keep  books  to 
lie  pronired  at  town  or  citj  exfjense*  in  wliich  tliey  shall  entpr 
the  name,  age,  sex  and  native  ronutry  of  every  jjoor  person  wlin 
shall  be  i^lie^ed  or  enpported  by  them,  together  witti  a  state- 
ment of  the  ranses,  either  direct  or  indirect,  which  shall  have 
operated  to  render  such  relief  necessary,  so  far  as  the  same  ean 
he  ascertained.  They  shall  also  enter  upon  such  books  a  j^Late- 
inent  of  the  name  and  age.  and  of  tlie  names  and  reBidene^es  of 
the  parents  of  every  child  who  la  placed  by  them  in  a  family, 
with  the  name  and  address  of  the  family  with  whom  every  such 
child  is  placed,  and  the  occupation  of  the  head  of  the  family. 
Tluiy  shall  also  enter  upon  hooks  so  procured,  a  statement  of 
all  numeys  received  by  them,  when  and  from  whom,  and  on  whar 
account  received,  and  of  all  moneys  paid  out  by  them,  when  and 
to  whom  paid  and  on  what   authority,  and  whether  to  town. 
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city  or  county  poor;  also  a  statement  of  all  debts  contraotted  bv 
them  as  such  overseers,  the  names  of  the  persons  with  whom  sucli 
debts  were  contracted,  the  amount  and  consideration  of  eacli  item. 
ttie  names  of  the  persons  for  whose  benefit  the  debts  were  con- 
tracted, and  if  the  same  have  been  paid,  the  time  and  manner 
of  such  payment. 

The  overseers  shall  lay  such  books  before  the  board  of  town 
auditors  or  the  common  council  of  the  city,  at  its  first  annual 
meeting  in  each  year  and,  upon  being  given  ten  days'  notice 
thereof,  at  any  adjourned  or  special  meeting  of  such  board  or 
council,  together  with  a  just,  true  and  verified  itemis^ed  account, 
of  all  moneys  received  and  expended  by  them  for  the  use  of  the 
poor  since  the  last  preceding  annual  meeting  of  said  board,  and 
a  verified  statement  of  debts  contracted  by  them  as  such  over- 
seer and  remaining  unpaid.  The  board  or  council  shall  compare 
said  account  with  the  entries  in  the  book,  and  shall  examine 
the  vouchers  in  support  thereof,  and  may  examine  the  overseers 
of  the  poor,  under  oath,  with  reference  to  such  account*.  They 
shall  thereupon  audit  and  settle  the  same,  and  state  the  balance 
due  to  or  from  the  overseer,  as  the  case  may  be.  Such  account 
shall  be  filed  with  the  ttown  or  city  clerk,  and  at  every  annual 
town  meeting,  the  town  clerk  shall  produce  such  town  account 
for  the  next  preceding  year,  and  read  the  same,  if  it  be  required 
by  the  meeting.  The  overseers  of  the  town  shall  have  such  books 
present  each  year  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  the  voters  of  the  town,  and  the  entries  thereon  for 
the  preceding  year  shall  there  be  read  publicly  at  the  time  rey)orts 
of  other  town  oflScers  are  presented,  if  required  by  a  resolution 
of  such  meeting. 

No  credit  shall  be  allowed  to  any  overseers  for  moneys  paid, 
unless  it  shall  appear  that  such  payments  were  made  necessarily 
or  pursuant  to  a  legal  order.  (As  amended  hi/  chapter  222  of  the 
haws  of  1897.) 

In  an  action  against  the  sureties  upon  the  official  bond  of  the  overseer 
of  the  poor  .to  recover  money  misappropriated  by  him,  the  official  verified 
reports  filed  by  the  overseer'  from  time  to  time  as  required  by  the  above 
section  are  competent  against  the  sureties  upon  his  official  bond  as  proof 
of  the  condition  ef  his  account.^  as  to  receipts  and  disbursements,  i^iupri  me 
Court,  May  31,  1901,  Tovrn  of  doshcn  v.  Smith,  61  App.  Div.  461;  70  i\.  Y. 
8upp.  62.3;  affirmed,  Cavrt  of  AppeaU,  January  6,  1903.  173  N.  Y.  .507. 
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I  27,  Annual  report  of  overseers*— Sucli  overseer  shall  make 
to  the  town  board,  at  its  second  annual  meeting  In  each  yeai,  ii 
written  report,  stating  their  account  as  provided  m  the  last  m:- 
tioUf  continued  to  that  date,  and  any  deficiency  that  nia>^  then 
exist  in  the  town  poor  fund,  with  their  estimate  of  the  sum  which 
they  shall  deem  necessarj  for  the  temporary  and  outdoor  reiki 
and  support!  of  the  poor  in  tlieir  towH  for  the  ensuing  yeitr, 
and  in  counties  where  there  is  no  county  almshouse,  their  esti- 
mate of  such  sum  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  be  raised  mi 
collected  therein  for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  ensuing  year. 
If  such  board  shall  approve  the  statement  and  estimate  so  niiide 
or  any  part  thereof^  they  shall  so  certify  in  duplicate,  one  of 
which  certificates  .shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk, 
and  the  other  shall  be  laid  by  the  aupervisor  of  the  town,  before 
the  hoard  of  supervisors  of  the  county,  on  the  first  day  of  its 
next  annual  meeting.    The  board  of  supervisors  shall  cause  the 
amount  of  such  deficiency  and  estimates,  as  so  certified^  together 
with  the  sums  voted  by  such  town  for  the  relief  of  tiie  poor 
therein  to  be  levied  and  collected  in  such   town^  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  town  charges,  fo  U^  pa\il  to  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  such  town,  and  the  warrants  attached  to  the  tax^rolls 
in  such  county  shall  direct  accordingly*     The  moneys  so  raised 
shall  be  received  by  such  overseers,  und  iipplied  toward  the  pav 
Dient  of  such  deficiency,  and  for  the  laaintenance  and  support 
of  the  poor,  for  whose  relief  such  estimates  were  made.    The  town 
board  shall  also,  on  or  l)efore  the  first  day  of  December,  annually 
certify  to  the  county  superintendents,  the  uame,  Hge,  sex  and 
native  country,  of  every  poor  person  relieved  and  supportetl  by 
such  overseers  during  the  preceding  yeBf,  with  the  causes  which 
shall  have  operated  to  i-ender  them  such  poor  persons,  the  amotint 
expended  for  the  use  of  each  person,  as  allowed  by  the  board,  and 
the  amount  allowed   to  each   uverssteer  for  services  I'endered    in 
relation  to  temporary  or  town  relief. 

The  town  board  shall  Include  in  such  annual  statement  to  the 
county  superintendents  and  the  county  supei'iutendents  shall 
include  in  their  own  I'eport  to  the  st^te  board  of  charities  a 
statement  of  the  name  and  age,  and  of  the  names  and  reeidence 
of  the  parents  of  every  child  wlm  lias  been  placed  by  such  over- 
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seers  in  a  family  during  the  preceding  Tear,  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  family  with  whom  each  child  is  placed,  and  th*? 
occupation  of  the  head  of  the  family. 

Hie  supervisors  are  not  obliged  to  allow  any  charge  for  seniles  rela- 
tiye  to  a  pauper,  unless  a  previous  order  has  been  obtained,  or  the  sei  i  ke« 
have  been  performed  at  the  request  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  the 
account  presented  to  them  for  adjustment.  Supreme  Comrt,  Oetoher,  1921, 
HuU  V.  iBupervisora  of  Oneida,  19  Johns.

I  28.  Account  of  town  officers. — The  accounts  of  any  tomn 
officer  for  personal  or  official  services  rendered  by  him,  in  relation 
to  the  town  poor,  shall  be  audited  and  settled  by  the  tom-n  board 
and  charged  to  such  town.  But  no  allowance  for  time  or  services 
shall  be  made  to  any  officer  for  attending  any  board  wlely  for  the 
purpose  of  having  his  account  audited  or  paid. 

§  29.  Overseers  of  the  poor  in  cities. — This  chapter  shall  apply 
to  overseers  of  the  poor  in  cities,  except  where  otherwise  specially 
provided  by  law.  In  the  absence  of  such  special  provision,  over- 
seers of  the  poor  in  each  city  shall  make  their  reiK>rt  to  the 
auditing  board  of  such  cif>%  by  whatever  name  known,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  of  such  city,  if  such  time  be  fixed. 
otherwise  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year ;  the  common 
councils  of  such  cities  as  shall  be  liable  for  the  support  of  their 
own  poor  shall  yearly  determine  the  sum  of  money  to  be  appro- 
priated for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a  certified  copy  of  such  deter- 
mination shall  be  laid  before  the  board  of  sujiervisors  of  the 
county,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  assessed,  levied,  collected 
and  paid  to  the  county  treasurer. 

Where  overseers  of  the  poor  in  a  county  which  had  adopted,  pursuant  to 
the  act  of  1846  (chapter  245,  Laws  of  1S46),  the  proviMons  of  the  act 
of  1845  (chapter  334,  Laws  of  1845),  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  in»*tead  of 
Persuing  the  system  provided  by  the  act,  procured  hupplies  upon  their 
^^  credit,  and  presented  their  ac«*ountii  annually  to  the  board  of  audit 
'or  allowance,  the  amount  audited  being  put  into  the  schedule  of  a(*<*ountH 
*Ad  levied  by  the  board  of  supervisors  with  other  town  charges.  Hrld, 
that  the  failure  to  fill  the  requirements  of  the  act  did  not  deprive  the  over- 
**^  of  any  power  to  provide  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  and  the  advances 
^  mde  were  properly  audited  and  charged  against  the  to\%ni ;  that  while 
^  overseers  were  not  bound  to  furnish  supplies  upon  their  ovm  credit.

**  Now  ii&sumiBg  thiit  the  defendant,  as  overseer  of  Norwich,  made  the 
promise  alleged  in  the  coinplaint,  he  did  not  bind  his  town  more  strotigly 
for  the  payment  of  these  expeniics  than  it  waa  bound  by  the  statute;  and 
he  could  not*  by  making  such  a  promise,  change  the  mode  which  the  law 
had  provided  for  the  auditing^  collecting  and  paying  over  the  money*  The 
overseers  of  Pharsalia,  on  receiving  the  notice  from  the  plaintifTs  town, 
cnuld  do  one  of  two  things*  They  could  contest  the  allegation  of  settle 
ment  in  their  town  by  a  proceeding  before  the  superintendents*  If  thej 
believed  this  could  not  he  successifully  done,  they  might  take  the  paupei 
home  to  their  own  town,  and  provide  for  hm  support  under  their  own 
superintendence*  If  they  do  neither,  then  the  law  takes  charge  of  the 
case,  and  declares  that  the  pauper  fihall  be  supported  (in  the  first  inMance) 
at  the  expense  of  the  town  where  he  may  be,  and  that  such  expen^ie,  after 
being  audited  by  the  county  super  in  tendents^  shall  be  oollecled  like  the 
other  town  charges,  out  of  the  town  which  is  chargeable^  through  the 
agency  of  the  board  of  supervisors*  Tlie  defendant  elected  neither  to  con- 
test the  settlement  in  hi>*  towp,  nor  to  bring  the  pauper  there,  to  be  i*ap- 
ported  under  his  direction j  but  it  ia  said  he  Ixmud  his  town*  by  an  expreaa 
promise,  that  It  should  reimburse  the  plaintiJT's  town*  This  is  just  what 
the  statute  declared  shouhl  be  done,  and  that  obligation  was  not  increased 
or  diminished  by  the  making  of  such  promise.  Nor  can  the  fact  of  the 
making  of  such  an  undertaking  authorize  the  to^n  entitled  to  he  reim- 
bursed to  pass  by  the  flgencies  which  the  law  has  provided  for  the  ascer- 
tainment of  the  amount  of  the  expenses  before  they  are  levied  upon  the 
taxpayers,  and  sue  the  town,  or  its  representative,  in  the  courts.  The 
alleged  ofBcial  promise  of  the  defendant  was  void  for  want  of  authority^ 
on  liis  part,  to  tnnke  it.  If  he  did  not  choose  to  adopt  one  or  the  other  of 
the  eauaea  which  1  ha%e  mentioned ,  he  had  no  further  agency  in  the  ca 
The  promfae,  therefore,  was  offlcioua,  and  did  not  afTect  his  town  in  an; 
manner*  The  decision  of  the  referee  waa  right,  and  bis  judgment  ahould 
be  affirmed." 
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§  46.  Ptoceedings  to  determine  wha  are  count j  paor-^The  sop- 
port  of  any  poor  person  shall  not  be  charged  to  the  countj^ 
without  the  approval  of  the  superintendents-  If  a  poor  person 
he  sent  to  the  county  almshottse  as  a  county  poor  person,  tha 
Boperin  ten  dents,  in  counties  where  tliei'e  ai^  town  poor,  shall 
immediately  inquire  into  the  facts,  and  if  they  are  of  opinion 
that  such  person  has  a  legal  settlement  in  any  town  of  the  county^ 
they  shall,  within  tliirty  days  after  such  poor  person  shall  have 
been  received,  give  notice  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
town  to  which  such  poor  person  belongs,  that  the  expenses  of 
ancli  support  will  be  charged  to  such  town^  unless  the  overseers 
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witbiB  such  time  as  the  fiupermt^ndeuts  shall  appoint^  not  Jess 
than  twenty  days  thereafter^  show  that  such  town  ought  not  to 
be  so  charged.    On  the  application  of  the  overseers,  the  superio- 

,  tfendents  shall  re-examine  the  matter  and  take  testimony  in  rela- 
tion thereto^  and  decide  the  question;  whicJi  decision  shall  be 
coQclQfli?ey  nnJess  an  appeal  therefrom  shall  be  taken  in  the 
manner  provided  in  this  chapter, 

§  47.  In  counties  without  almshouse. — In  counties  having  no 
almshouse^  no  person  shall  be  supported  as  a  county  poor  per- 
son, without  the  direction  of  at  least  one  superintendent.     In 

pSneh  eases  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  w^here  such  person  may  be, 

f  shall,  within  ten  days  after  granting  him  relief,  give  notice 
thereof  and  that  such  person  is  not  chargeable  to  their  tow  n,  to 
one  of  the  snperinttendenta  who  shall  inquire  into  the  circum- 
stances,  and  if  satii^fied  that  such  poor  [lerson  has  not  gained 
a  legal  settlement  in  any  town  of  the  county,  and  is  not  a  state 
poor  person,  he  shall  give  a  eertifleate  to  t^at  effect,  and  that 
such  person  is  chargeable  to  the  county*  He  shall  report  every 
such  case  to  the  board  of  superintendents  at  their  next  meeting, 
who  shall  affirm  such  certificate,  or,  on  giving  at  least  ^ight 
days'  notice  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  interested 
may  annul  the  same.  After  hearing  the  allegations  and  proofs 
in  the  premises,  if  the  sufierin  ten  dent*  to  whom  the  overseers 
have  given  such  notice  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  give  such  cer- 
tificate, the  overseers  may  apply  to  the  board  of  superintendents, 
who  shall  summarily  hear  and  di^termine  the  matter,  and  whose 
decision  shall  be  conclusive,  unless  an  appeal  therefrom  shall 

I  be  l^en  In  the  manner  provided  in  this  chapter.  Such  appeal 
may  also  be  taken  from  the  refusal  of  one  superintendent  to 
grant  such  certificate  when  there  is  but  one  sui)erintendent  in 
the  county, 

I  48,  Decisions  to  be  entered  and  flled.^The  deeisfone  of  county 
iinperintendentfe  In  relation  to  the  settlement  of  poor  persons, 
or  to  their  being  a  charge  njHin  the  county,  shall  be  entered  in 
books  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  certified  by  the  sig- 
nature of  such  of  the  superintendents  as  make  the  same;  and  a 
duplicate  thereof,  certified  in  the  same  manner,  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  within  thirty  days  after  making 
such  decision. 
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§  49.  Appeal  to  the  countj  court^ — Any  or  either  of  the  parties 
interested  in  a  deoisioii  of  ttie  superintendent  of  the  poor,  or 
in  any  digiJiiie  that  shall  arise  eoncerning  the  ftettlement  of  any 
poor  j>erKon,  uiiiy  appeal  from  amh  decision  to  the  eoiintr  conrt 
of  the  vftnnty  in  whirh  8ui*b  detnston  shall  Im*  made,  hy  serving 
ui^OQ  the  other  [»nrt1ei^i  interested  therein,  within  thii*ty  da^s 
after  Ferviee  upon  the  apjiellant  of  a  notice  of  the  fmnw,  a  notire 
of  appeal,  whic*h  shall  lie  Bigupd  hv  the  apjK^llant  or  his  attorney* 
and  which  shall  Rjiecify  the  grounds  of  the  appeal  The  hearing 
of  snrh  aiipeal  uiav  Ite  hronj^ht  on  by  either  party  in  or  ouf  of 
term,  upon  notice  of  fonrteen  dayii.  Upon  such  appeal  a  new 
trial  of  the  matters  in  di^puto  jihall  \w  had  in  the  t^ounty  conrt 
without  a  jury,  and  a  decision  of  the  county  court*  therein  shall 
be  t^nal  and  couchiHive,  and  the  Rame  costs  shall  be  awarded  an 
are  allowed  on  appeals  to  said  court* 

For  the  puriioses  of  tliis  chai>ter  the  county  court  shall  be 
deemed  open  at  all  time«, 

§  50,  reualty  for  removing.— Any  j^erson  who  shall  send, 
I'emovp  or  CO  lice  to  i^move,  or  hrinjjr,  or  t^ause  to  be  a^nt, 
removed  or  brought,  any  poor  or  indigent  person,  from  any  eitr, 
town  or  county,  to  any  other  city,  town  or  connty,  withonf  legal 
an  thorite",  and  there  leave  each  per-son  for  the  purpose  of  avoid- 
ing the  charge  of  j^iich  |toor  or  indigent  jHH*Ron  niHm  t*he  cUy. 
town  or  countj*  from  which  he  is  so  &ent,  removed  or  brought 
or  enticed  to  remove,  shall  forft^it  f^fty  dollars,  to  he  recovered 
by  and  iu  the  mime  of  the  town,  city  or  connty  to  which  such 
poop  jiei'Ron  shall  he  nf^nt^  brought  ot  removed*  or  enti(^d  to 
remove,  and  ^liall  t>e  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

To  make  n  person  liable^  Ui>der  the  <ittituteH,  for  removing,  without  legal 
authority'  n  poor  and  imligent  person  to  another  eoutity,  it  must  \}^  alleged, 
and  proven  to  be,  iriih  inttnt,  la  niake  miv\\  founty  chargertble  with  tlie 
Siipport  f>f  sucli  pa«]>er. 

The  same  intent  nuij^t  nl^^o  J^ie  e^ttri  bushed,  where  the  action  is  to  make 
the  eoutity  from  wliioh  tlie  pauper  was  removed  liable  under  such  pro- 
vtaiona. 

The  intent  with  which  I  he  rrmnval  is  e^TLx^tpd,  is  the  gravHinen  of 
eriminjil  offense.  An  action  will  not  lie  by  the  j^uperintendents  of  the  poor 
of  one  county  against  the  aapi'Tintendent«  of  another  county  for  the  mitift- 
tenance  of  a  pauper  removed  from  the  county  of  the  latter  trithout  legal 
auihorilii,  into  the  iMiuntv  nf  the  formpr,  where  the  rpniovnl  U  made  at  the 
t'eifw^xt  of  (hr  pfntprf\  'so  (bat  he  may  be  under  the  csire  of  ]\U  fflmily   and

I  53,  Neglect  to  contest. — If  there  ahall  lie  a  neglect  to  take 
and  remove  such  poor  i)ersonj  and  to  werve  ooliee  of  such  denial 
within  the  time  above  prescribed^  the  eountj  supermtendenta 
and  overseers,  respect! veljj  wliot*e  duty  it  was  eo  to  do,  their 
succesaorSf  and  their  respective  counties,  cities  or  towns,  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  acquiesced  ia  the  allegations  contained  in 
each  first  notice,  and  shall  be  forever  precluded  from  routes  ting 
the  same^  and  their  counties,  cities  and  towns,  res[ie<'tivelv,  shall 
lie  liable  for  the  expenses  of  the  support  of  such  poor  person, 
which  may  be  recovered  from  time  to  time,  hj  count?  siiperin- 
tendeut^  incurring  such  expenses,  in  the  name  of  their  county 
in  actions  against  ihe  county,  city  or  town  so  liable.

poor  person  shall  be  brought,  and  shall  l>e  obliged  to  convey 
Hucb  person  out  of  Hie  state,  or  support  him  at  his  own  expense, 
and  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  the  court  or  magistrate 
before  whom  any  person  shall  be  convicted  for  a  violation  of 
this  section  shall  require  of  such  person  satisfactory  security 
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that  he  will  within  a  reasonable  time^  to  be  named  bj  the  trourt 
or  magistrate,  transport  such  person  out  of  the  state,  or  indem- 
nify the  town,  city  or  county  for  all  charges  and  expenses  which 
may  be  incurred  in  liii^  ^support;  and  if  such  person  shall  refuse 
ta  give  such  seeority  wiieu  no  inquired,  the  court  or  magistrate 
shall  commit  him  to  the  couimon  jai!  of  the  county  for  a  terxu 
not  exceeding  thi^ee  niontlis. 

Overawrs  of  the  pwJiv  who  have  expeudcd  money,  under  nn  order  for  Ihe 
maintensinee  of  a  pnuper,  cunnot  muiiiUin  an  action  on  the  case  againtil 
the  person  who  brought  the  pnuper  into  the  town,  having  no  legal  seltle^ 
merit  in  the  state,  for  the  nmount  m  eKpended;  but  their  remedy  is  under 
[the  statute  to  recover  the  peniiUy  given  in  Hueh  case,  Buprf^me  Court,  ;l/«f» 
1814,  Crmst^  p.  Mvbhfti  vi  aU  U  Johns^,  167. 

The  penalty  given  by  (^tiUute  for  bringing  a  poor,  or  indigent  perstTn^ 
not  having  a  saettlement,  into  uny  city  or  Loivn  within  this  State  without 
legal  author»t3%  is  incurred  an  well  by  bringing  r*uc'h  person  from  one  town 
to  another  town  within  the  8tate,  an  by  bringing  him  frora  without  the 
State,  To  ttubjeft  a  party  t^  the  pennlty,  it  uuint  l>e  iihown  tbut  he  ncted 
mata  fuk :  it  m'em*,  that  tiarriers  of  f»a«fengerft  are  within  the  letter^  hut 
not  within  the  spirit  of  the  act,  and  cannot  be  ehftrgetl^  nnleas  in  1> ringing 
poor  and  indigent  pertwinn  into  a  city  ur  town,  and  leaving  them  there, 
they  acted  frHndiilently.

§  56,  Poor  chikli^u  under  i^ixteen  years  of  age,— No  jitiitlce 
of  the  pence,  boiird  yf  charitjes,  police  justice,  or  other  magis- 
trate, or  contU  HJiall  conimit  any  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age, 
as  n  vagrant,  triuuU  nr  disorderly  persou,  t4>  iiny  jail  or  county 
aIniBhoum',  but  to  some  reftu'niatorv,  or  other  iustitntion,  as  pro- 
vided  for  in  t*he  Citse  of  juvenile  delinquents;  and  when  such  cc*m* 
mitiuents  are  made,  the  justice  of  the  peat^,  board  of  charities, 
police  justit*e,  or  otlier  ma^i&tmte  or  court  making  the  same,  shall 
immediately  give  notice  to  tlie  siijjerintendenls  of  tlie  poor  or 
other  authorities  having  charge  of  the  poor  of  the  county  in 
which  the  commitment  was  made,  giving  the  name  and  age  of  the 
person  comuiitrfKl,  to  what  institution,  nnd  the  time  for  which 
com m  i  t te d ;  nor  shal  1  any  c o unty  a n pt? r i  n  to n dents,  oyerseers  of 
the  poor,  hoard  of  charitr,  or  other  ofiicer,  send  any  child  uuder 
the  age  of  sixteen  yearsi,  as  a  |>oor  persou,  to  ;iny  couoty  alms- 
house, for  support  and  care,  or  retain  any  such  rliild  in  such  alms* 
house,  hut  shall  provide  for  such  child  or  children  in  families. 
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orphan  asylums,  hospitals,  or  other  appropriate  institutions  for 
the  support  and  care  of  children  as  provided  by  law,  except  that 
a  child  under  two  years  of  age  may  be  sent  with  its  mother,  who 
is  a  poor  person,  to  any  county  almshouse,  but  not  longer  than 
until  it  is  tNeo  years  of  age.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
several  counties,  and  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  of  the 
county  of  New  York,  and  the  appropriate  board  or  body  in  the 
county  of  Kings  shall  take  such  action  in  the  matter  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section.  When  any 
such  child  is  committed  to  an  orphan  asylum  or  reformatory,  it 
shall,  when  practicable,  be  committed  to  an  asylum  or  reforma- 
tory that  is  governed  or  controlled  by  persons  of  the  same  relig- 
ious faith  as  the  parents  of  such  child. 

This  action  was  brouglit  by  the  plaintilT,  a  corporation  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  State  for  the  care,  education  and  support  of  poor  orphan 
children,  to  recover  the  amount  due  it  for  supporting  certain  children 
betwcjen  the  age  of  two  and  i>ixteen  years,  residents  of  Long  Island  City, 
and  whom  it  had  received,  cared  for  and  supported,  on  authority  of  written 
orders  given  by  tlie  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  defendant  city. 

Held,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  recover,  as  it  had  acted  uhder  the 
direction  of  an  officer,  who  ha<l  full  power  to  give  such  direction,  and  who 
was  compelled  by  law  to  furnish  the  support  for  such  children  outside  of 
the  poorhouse,  and  in  an  incorporated  orphan  asylum. 

That,  as  the  relief  of  the  children  was  permanent  and  not  temporary,  the 
$10  limitation  imposed  by  section  42  of  2  Revised  Statutes  (7th  ed.,  page 
1861),  did  not  apply  to  them,  tiupreme  Court,  May,  1888,  Tfuns  of  8t. 
Dominick  v.  Long  Island  City,  48  Ilun,  306. 

Relator  was  a  charitable  institution  incorporated  under  chap.  319,  of 
1848,  and  having  the  approval  of  the  state  board  of  charities  under  chap. 
446,  of  1883.  Under  the  statutes  and  by  commitments  not  in  all  respects 
perfect,  children  were  sent  to  relator  and  its  bills  therefor  audited  by  the 
sufjervisors ;  the  defendant,  county  treasurer,  refused  to  pay.  Held,  that  the 
hills  were  a  county  charge  and  that  tlie  court  would  not  here  scrutinize 
the  commitments  uith  that  care  which  it  would  exercise  if  the  proceedings 
were  a  habeas  corpus  and  the  commitment  were  claimed  to  be  illegal  or 
insufficient.  Supreme  Court,  July  7,  1890,  People  ex  rel.  Alt.  Magdalen  ScJiool 
V.  Dickson,  32  St.  Rep.  495;  57  Hun,  312;  see  In  re  Jurisdiction,  3  How. 
Pr.  39,  43.  44. 

§  57.  If  it  shall  at  any  time  be  ascertained  that  any  |)erson, 
who  has  been  assisted  by  or  received  support  from  any  town, 
city  or  county,  has  real  or  personal  proi>erty,  or  if  any  such  per- 
son shall  die,  leaving  real  or  personal  property,  an  action  may  be 
maintained  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  by  the  over-

Section  60.  Penalty  for  removing  mother  of  bastard ;  how  sup- 
ported after  removal. — If  the  mother  of  any  bastard,  or  of  any 
child  likely  to  be  bom  a  bastard,  shall  be  removed,  brought  or 
enticed  into  any  county,  city  or  town  from  any  other  county,  city 
or  town  of  this  state,  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  the  charge  of 
such  bastard  or  child  upon  the  county,  city  or  town  from  which 
she  shall  have  been  brought  or  enticed  to  remove,  the  same  penal- 
ties fihall  be  imposed  on  every  such  person  so  bringing,  removing 
or  enticing  such  mother  to  remove,  as  are  provided  in  the  case  of 
the  fraudulent  removal  of  a  poor  person.  Such  mother,  if  unable 
to  support  herself,  shall  be  supported  during  her  confinement  and 
recovery  therefrom,  and  her  child  shall  be  supported,  by  the 
county  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  the  county  where  she  shall 
be,  if  no  provision  be  made  by  the  father  of  such  child. 

In  bastardy  cases  the  mother  and  child  are  deemed  paupers,  and  the 
fact  that  the  mother  or  child  are  likely  to  become  chargeable  to  the  county 
as  paupers,  gives  the  superintendents  of  the  poor  authority  to  institute 
these  proceedings.  Court  of  Appeals,  January,  1885,  Neary  v,  Robinson,  27 
Hon.  145. 

§  61.  Mother  and  child  poor  persons;  proceedings  against 
county  or  town  from  which  she  was  removed. — Such  mother 
and  her  child  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  deemed  poor  persons ;  and 
the  same  proceedings  may  be  had  by  the  county  superintendents 
to  charge  the  town,  city  or  county  from  which  she  was  removed 
or  enticed,  for  the  expense  of  supporting  her  and  her  child,  as  are 
provided  in  the  case  of  poor  persons  fraudulently  or  clandestine!  v 
removed;  and  an  action  may  be  maintained  in  the  same  manner 
for  said  expenses  and  for  all  expenses  properly  incurred  in  appre- 
hending the  father  of  such  child,  or  in  seeking  to  compel  its  »np- 
port  by  such  father  or  its  mother. 

§  62.  Mother  and  bastard;  how  to  be  supported. — The  niofluM- 
of  every  bastard,  who  shall  be  unable  to  supjmrt  herself,  duiiiij:: 
her  confinement  and  recovery  therefrom,  and  every  bastard,  after 
it  is  bom,  shall  be  supported  as  other  poor  persons  are  required 
to  be  supported  by  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  at  the  expense 
of  the  city  or  town  where  such  bastard  shall  be  born,  if  the 
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mother  have  a  legal  settlement  in  such  city  or  town,  and  if  it 
be  required  to  support  \Vs  own  poor;  if  the  mother  have  a  settle- 
nient  in  any  other  city  or  town  of  the  same  county,  which  is  fe- 
quired  to  support  its  own  poor,  then  at  the  expense  of  such  other 
city  or  town ;  in  all  other  cases,  tliey  shall  be  supported  at  the 
expense  of  the  county  where  such  bastard  shall  be  bom. 

§  63.  Mother  and  child  not  to  be  removed  without  her  c«t- 
sent. — The  mother  and  her  child  shall  not  be  removed  from  any 
city  or  town  to  any  other  cit*y  or  town  in  the  same  county,  ner 
from  one  county  to  any  other  county,  in  any  case  whatever,  n- 
less  voluntarily  taken  to  the  county,  city  or  town  liable  for  their 
support,  by  the  county  sui>erin tendon ts  of  such  county  or  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  such  city  or  town. 

§  64.  Overseers  to  notify  superintendents  of  cases  of  bastardy; 
when  county  charjj^eable. — The  ovei*w»ei*s  of  the  poor  of  any  ritr 
or  town  where  a  woman  shall  l)e  pregnant  with  a  child,  likely 
to  l>e  born  a  bastard,  or  where  a  bastard  shall  be  bom,  which 
child  or  bast^ard  shall  be  chargeable,  or  likely  to  become  charge- 
able to  th<»  rounty,  shall,  immediately  on  receiving  information 
of  su(*h  fart,  irivc  notice  thereof  to  the  county  sui)erintend€nt8.

— Where  a  woman  shall  be  pregnant 
with  a  child  likely  t*o  l>e  born  a  bastai-d,  or  to  be<*ome  chargeable 
to  a  city  or  town,  or  where  a  bastard  shall  be  Ixu-n  chargeable,  or 
likely  to  become  chargeable  to  a  city  or  town,  the  overseers  of  the 
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poor  of  the  citj  or  town  where  such  bastard  shall  be  born,  or 
likely  to  be  bom,  whether  the  mother  have  a  legal  settlement 
therein  or  not,  shall  provide  for  the  support  of  such  child  and  the 
sustenance  of  its  mother  during  her  confinement  and  in^covery 
therefrom,  in  the  same  manner  as  thej  ai^  authorized  by  this 
chapter  to  provide  for  and  support  the  poor  of  their  city  or 
town. 

§  68.  Moneys  received  by  overseers  from  parents  of  bastard, 
how  applied  and  accounted  for. — Where  any  money  shall  be 
paid  to  any  overseer,  pursuant  to  the  order  of  any  two  justices, 
by  any  putative  father,  or  by  the  mother  of  any  bastard,  the 
overseers  may  expend  the  same  directly,  in  the  supiwrt  of  such 
child,  and  the  sustenance  of  its  mother  as  aforesiiid,  without  pay- 
ing the  same  into  the  county  treasury.  They  shall  annually  ac- 
count, on  oath,  to  the  board  of  town  auditors,  or  to  tlie  proper 
auditing  board  of  a  city,  at  the  same  time  that  other  town  or  city 
officers  are  required  to  account  for  exi)enditui"e8  of  all  moneys  so 
received  by  them,  and  shall  pay  over  the  balance  in  their  hands, 
and  under  like  penalties,  as  are  provided  by  this  chapter,  in 
respect  to  the  poor  moneys  in  their  hands. 

§  69.  When  moneys  received  on  account  of  bastard  charge 
able  to  county;  how  to  be  disposed  of. — All  moneys  which 
shall  be  ordered  to  be  paid  by  the  put*ative  father,  or  by  the 
mother  of  a  bastard  chargeable  to  any  county,  shall  be  collected 
for  the  benefit  of  such  county;  and  all  overseers  of  the  poor, 
superintendents,  sheriffs,  and  other  officers,  shall  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  receipt  of  any  such  moneys,  pay  the  same  into  the 
county  treasury.  Any  officer  neglecting  to  make  such  payment 
shall  be  liable  to  an  action  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  county,  for 
all  moneys  so  received  and  withheld,  with  interest  from  the  time 
of  receipt*,  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  centum;  and  shall  forfeit  a  sum 
equal  to  that  so  withheld,  to  be  sued  for  and  i-ecovered  by  and  in 
the  name  of  the  county. 

§  70.  Disputes  concerning  settlement  of  bastard,  how  de- 
termined.— ^When  a  dispute  shall  arise  concerning  the  legal  set- 
tlement of  the  mother  of  a  bastard,  or  of  a  child  born  or  likely  to 
be  bom  a  bastard,  in  any  city  or  town,  the  same  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  county  superintendents  of  the  poor,  upon  hearing 
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of  the  parties  interefited,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  nme 
effect  as  they  are  authorized  to  determine  the  settlement  of  a  poor 
person  tinder  this  chapter.

§  71.  Proceedings  when  bastard  is  chargeable  to  another 
<V)wn. — When  a  bastard  shall  be  born,  or  be  likely  to  be  bom  in  a 
town  or  city,  when  the  legal  settlement  of  the  mother  is  ii 
another  town  or  city  of  the  same  county,  which  is  required  by  law 
to  support  its  own  poor,  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  or 
city  where  such  bastard  shall  be  bom,  or  be  likely  to  be  bon, 
shall  give  the  like  notice  to  the  overseers  of  the  town  or  dty 
where  the  mother's  settlement  may  be,  as  is  required  in  the  can 
of  a  person  becoming  a  poor  person,  under  the  like  circumstancoiy 
and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had,  in  all  respects,  to 
determine  the  liability  of  such  town  or  city  as  in  the  case  of  poor 
persons. 

The  overseers  of  the  town  or  city  to  which  the  mother  of  such 
bastard  belongs  may,  before  the  confinement  of  such  mother,  or 
at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  two  months  after  her  deliverj, 
if  her  situation  will  permit  it,  take  and  support  such  mother 
and  her  child. 

If  they  omit  to  do  so,  and  fail  to  obtain  the  determination  of 
the  county  superintendents  in  their  favor  on  the  question  of  set- 
tlement, the  town  or  city  to  which  the  mother  belongs  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  all  the  ex[)enses  of  the  support  of  such  bastard,  and 
of  its  mother  during  her  confinement  and  recovery  tberefrom; 
which  expenses,  after  being  allowed  by  the  county  superintend- 
ents, shall  be  assessed,  together  with  the  lawful  interest  on  the 
moneys  expended,  on  the  town  or  city  to  which  such  mother  he- 
longs,  and  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for 
poor  persons  supported  under  the  same  circumstances,  and  the 
moneys  so  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer,  for  the 
benefit  of,  and  to  l)e  ci-edited  to,  the  town  which  incurred  such 
expenses. 

§  72.  Mode  of  ascertaining  sum  to  be  allowed  for  support 
of  bastard. — When  any  town  is  required  to  support  a  bastard,

■  i  73*  When  mother  and  child  to  be  removed  to  county 
almshouse. — If  there  be  a  county  almshouse  in  any  county  where 
t3ie  towns  are  required  to  support  their  own  poor,  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  a  town  where  a  bastard  shall  be  bom,  or  shall  be 
likely  to  be  born,  may^  with  the  approval  of  the  county  superin- 
tendents or  any  two  of  them,  and  when  the  situation  of  the 
mother  will  allow  it,  remove  the  mother  of  such  bastard,  with  her 
child,  to  such  almshouse,  in  the  same  manner  as  poor  persons 
may  be  removed-  the  expenses  of  which  removal  shall  be  defrayed 
in  like  manner,  and  snch  mother  and  her  child  shall  be  con* 
sictered  as  poor  of  the  town  so  liable  for  their  support,  and  the 
expense  shall  lu  like  manner  be  estimated  and  paid* 

§  74.  Compromise  with  father  of  bastard;  when  mother  may 
receive  money. — ^Superintendents  and  overseers  of  the  poor  may 
maice  such  compromise  and  arraDgements  with  the  putative 
father  of  any  bastard  child  within  their  jurisdiction,  relative  to 
the  support  of  such  child^  as  they  shall  deem  equitable  and  just, 
and  thereupon  discharge  snch  putative  father  from  all  further 
liability  for  the  support  of  such  bastard. 

Whenever  a  compromise  is  made  with  the  putative  father  of 
bastard  child,  the  motlier  of  such  child,  on  giving  security  for 
the  support  of  the  child,  and  to  indemnify  the  cify  and  county 
or  the  town  and  county,  from  the  maintenance  of  the  child,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  officers  making  the  compromise,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  the  moneys  paid  by  such  putative  father  as  the 
(consideration  of  Buch  compiH>mifi^.  If  tbe  mother  of  such  child 
shall  be  unable  to  give  the  security,  but  shall  be  able  and  willing 
to  nurse  and  taJte  care  of  the  child,  she  shall  be  paid  tbe  same

Section  80.  Relief  to  soldiers  iintl  their  families* — ^o  poor  "or 
indigent  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  who  has  served  in  the  military 
or  naval  service  of  the  United  Btates,  nor  his  family  nor  the 
families  of  any  who  may  be  deceased,  shall  be  sent  to  any  alms- 
house»  but  shall  be  relieved  and  provided  for  at  their  homes  in 
the  city  or  town  where  they  may  reside,  so  far  as  practi^mble, 
provided  such  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  or  the  families  of  Hio^ae 
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deceased,  are,  and  have  been  residents  of  the  state  for  one  year 
and  the  proper  auditing  board  of  such  city  or  town  in  those 
counties  where  the  poor  are  a  county  charge,  the  superintendent, 
if  but  one,  or  superintendenfti  of  the  poor,  as  such  auditing  board 
in  those  counties  shall  provide  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  be  drawn  upon  by  the  commander  and  quar- 
termaster of  any  post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  of  the 
city  or  town,  made  upon  the  written  recommendation  of  ttie  re- 
lief committee  of  such  post;  or  if  there  be  no  post  in  a  town  or 
city  in  which  it  is  necessary  that  such  relief  should  be  granted, 
upon  the  like  request*  of  the  commander  and  quartermaster  and 
recommendation  of  a  relief  committee  of  a  Grand  Army  post 
located  in  the  nearest  town  or  city,  to  the  town  or  city  requested 
to  so  furnish  relief,  and  such  written  request?  and  i-ecommenda- 
tion  shall  be  a  sufficient  authority  for  the  expenditures  so  made. 
(As  amended  by  chapters  83  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  and  475  of  the 
Laws  of  1900.) 

The  power  to  determine  who  are  the  indigent  persons  and  families,  the 
necessity  for  their  relief,  the  measure  thereof,  the  phice  where  and  the  cir- 
enmstancea  under  which  the  name  shall  be  administered,  is  not  vested  ex- 
clusively in  a  relief  committee  of  a  Grand  Army  i)ost,  hut  the  proper  officers 
of  a  town,  city  or  county,  having  jurisdiction  to  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  have  jurisiliction  and  control  over  the  same, 
and  may  determine  the  amount  of  money  necessary. 

The  Grand  Army-  post  may  apply  to  the  auditing  board  of  the  munici- 
pality for  such  sum  of  money  as  it  deems  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the 
act,  and  that  board  must  exercise  its  judgment  anil  discretion  as  to  tlie 
nmount  to  be  appropriated;  where  it  has  so  done  its  determination  is  final, 
and  not  subject  to  review  by  any  court.  Court  of  Apprah,  Janvarif,  1893, 
People  ex  rel.

§  81.  Post  to  give  notice  that  it  aHsumes  charge. — The  com- 
mander of  any  such  post*  which  shall  undertake  to  supervise 
relief  of  poor  veterans  or  their  families,  as  herein  provided,  be- 
fore his  acts  shall  become  operative  in  any  town,  city  or  county, 
shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  such  town,  city  or  county,  a  notice 
that  such  post  intends  to  undertake  such  supervision  of  relief, 
which  notice  shall  contain  the  names  of  the  relief  committee, 
commander,  and  other  oflBcers  of  the  post;  and  also  an  under- 
taking to  such  citj,  town  or  countH',  with  sufficient  and  satis 
factory  sureties  for  the  faithful   and  honest   discharge  of  his 
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duties  under  tMa  article;  such  undertakiug  to  be  approved  lij 
the  treasurer  of  the  city  or  countj,  or  the  supervisor  of  dn 
town,  from  whieh  eurh  relief  is  to  be  received.     Such  eommaDdfr 
shall  annual Ij  thereafter,  during  the  month  of  October,  tlk  & 
similar  notice  with   said  city  or  town  clerk,  with    a  detailed 
stal^tnent  of  the  amount  of  relief  requested  bv  him  dnring  tlw 
preceding  year,  with  the  names  of  all  persons  for  whom  mvl 
relief  shall   have  been   requested   together  with   a   brief  state- 
ment in  each  case,  from  the  relief  committee,  upon  whose  iwoin 
mendation  the  relief  was  requested,  provided,  however,  that  "m 
cities  of  the  first  class  said  notice  and  said  detailed  stateoient 
shall  be  filed  with  Hie  comptroller  of  such  city,  and  said  und^ 
taking  shall  be  approved  by  him,  and  provided  further  that  ia 
any  city  of  the  first  class  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
divided  Into  boroughs,  a  duplicate  of  such  notice  and  of  such 
detailed  statement  shall  be  filed  with  the  commissioner  of  chari* 
ties  for  the  borough  in  w^hich  the  headquarters  of  such  poit 
is  situated,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  commissioner  t" 
annually  include  in  his  estimate  of  the  amount  necessary  hn 
the  support  of  his  department  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  sectioni 
eighty^   eight^^-one,    eighty-two,    eighty  three   and    eighty  four  of 
this  act  and  the  proper  ofiicers  charged  with  the  duty  of  malt* 
ing  the  budget  of  any  such  city  shall  annually  include  therein 
such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  pur- 
pose.    Moneys  actually  laid  out  and  expended  by  any  such  post 
for  the  relief  specified  in  section  eighth'  of  this  act  shall  be  reiin* 
bursed  quarterly  to  such  post  by  the  comptroller  on  rouchen* 
duly  verified  by  the  commander  and  quartermaster  of  said  post, 
showing  tbe  date  and  amount  of  each  payment,  the  certificate  of 
tlie  post  relief  committee,  signed  by  at  least  three  members,  none 
of  whom  shall  have  received  any  of  the  relief  granted  by  the  post 
for  which  reimbursement  is  asked,  showing  that  the  person  re- 
lieved was  an  actual  resident  of  such  city*  and  that  they  recom- 
mended each  payment,  and  the  receipt  of  the  recipient  for  each 
payment,  or  in  case  such  receipt  could  not  t)e  obtained,  a  state- 
ment of  such  fact,  with  the  reason  why  such  receipt  could  not  he 
obtaintd.    Such  vouchers  shall  be  made  In  duplicate  00  blanks 
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be  isnppUed  by  tht  comptroUer  and  Bhall  be  presented  to  the

*  Within  thirty  days  after  tlie  passage  of  this  act,  any  me- 
itnorial  and  executive  committee  in  any  city»  county  or  borough 
inav  file  with  the  prosier  ofllcers  the  notice  mentioned  in  the  pre*

Sereby  made  their  duty  to  estimate  for»  provide  and  raise,  in  the 
flame  manner  as  other  local  expenditures  are  estimated  for^  pro* 
tided  and  raised,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces-

Eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -nine,  and  such  bureau  of  relief  or  re- 
lief committee  shall  be  reimbursed  for  moneys  expended  by  it 
rnpon  compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  act  f>t«  amended  by 
ehnpier  462  of  the  Lows  of  1899.)

§  84.  riendNtom*B  to  be  provided. — The  gi-ave  of  any  Buch  de^ 
eeaHcd  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  shall  be  marked  by  a  headstone 
containing  the  name  of  the  deceased,  and^  if  possible,  the  organ- 
if^ation  to  which  he  belonged,  or  in  which  he  served;  such  head- 
stone shall  co^t  not  mon*  than  fifteen  dollars,  and  shall  be  of  such 
design  atid  niiiterial  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  board  of  super* 
visors,  and  the  expense  of  such  burial  and  headstone  as  provided 
for  in  tills  article,  sball  be  a  charge  upon,  and  shall  be  paid  by

§  90.  Who  are  state  poor  and  how  relieved. — Any  poor  per- 
son who  shall  not  have  resided  sixty  days  in  any  county  in  this 
fitate  within  one  year  preceding  the  time  of  an  application  by  him 
for  aid  to  any  superintendent  or  overseer  of  the  poor,  or  other 
officer  charged  with  the  support  and  relief  of  poor  persons,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  state  poor  person,  and  shall  he  maintained  as 
in  this  article  provided.  The  state  board  of  charities  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  on  behalf  of  the  state,  contract  for  such  time,  and  on 
such  terms  as  it  may  deem  proper,  with  the  authorities  of  not 
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more  than  fifteen  coitntiea  op  cities  of  this  state,  for  the  reception 
and  support,  in  the  almshouses  uf  such  counticB  or  cities  respect* 
iveiy,  of  sucJi  poor  persons  as  may  be  committed  thereto.  Sucii 
board  may  pstablish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  discipline,  em- 
ployment,  treatment  and  care  of  such  poor  persons,  and  for  their 
discharge-  Ever^'  such  contract  shall  be  in  writing,  and  filed  in 
the  olllce  of  such  board.  Such  almshouses^  while  used  for  the 
purposes  of  this  article,  shall  be  appropriately  designated  by  such 
board  and  known  as  state  almshouses.  Such  board  may,  from 
time  to  time,  direct  the  transfer  of  any  such  poor  person  from  one 
almshouse  to  anoth<ir,  and  may  give  notice  from  time  to  time  to 
counties,  to  which  almshouses  they  shall  send  poor  persons, 

§  91.  Notice  to  be  given  to  county  clerks  of  location  of  state 
almshouses, — Buch  board  shall  give  notice  to  the  county  clerks

age,  to  be  conveyed  to  the  nearest  state  almshouse,  where  he  shall 
be  maintained  until  duly  discharged,  but  a  child  under  two  years 
of  age  may  be  sent  with  its  mother,  who  is  a  state  poor  person, 
to  such  state  almsliouse,  but  not  longer  than  until  it  is  two  ,yeiirs 
of  age.  All  testimony  taken  in  any  such  proceeding  shall  be  for* 
warded,  within  five  days  thereafter,  to  the  superintendent  of  state 
and  alien  poor,  and  a  verified  statement  of  the  expenses  incurred 
by  the  person  in  making  such  removal,  shall  be  sent  to  such  super* 
intendent.

— An  inmate  of  a 
state  almshonee,  who  shall  leave  the  same  without  being  dulj 
discharged,  and  within  one  year  thereafter  is  found  in  anj  city  or 
town  af  this  state  soliciting  public  or  private  aid,  shall  be  pun- 
iishedby  confinement  in  the  county  jail  of  the  county  in  which  he

paid  bj  the  state  treasurer,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to 
the  person  incurring  the  same, 

§  93*  Panishment  for  leaving  almshouse. — An  inmate  of  a 
state  aimshouse,  wh*i  shall  leave  the  same  without  being  duly 
discharged,  and  within  one  vear  thereafter  is  found  in  anj  city  or 
town  of  this  state  soliciting  public  or  private  aid,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  confinement  in  the  county  jail  of  the  county  in  which  he 
is  so  fonnd,  or  in  any  workhouse  of  this  state  in  such  county,  for 
a  term  not  exceeding  three  months,  by  any  court  of  compietent 
jurisdiction;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  sujierinteDdent  and 
overseer  of  the  poor  and  other  officers  charged  with  the  support 
and  relief  of  poor  persons,  to  caose^  as  far  as  may  be^  the  pro* 
risions  of  this  section  to  be  enforced. 

§  94.  Expenses  for  support, — The  e5|>enseB  for  the  support, 
treatment  and  care  of  all  poor  persons  who  shall  be  st*nt  as  state 
poor  to  such  almshouses,  shall  be  paid  quarterly,  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  April,  July  and  October  in  each  year,  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  county,  or  proper  city  otficers  incurring  the  eame^  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  state,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller;  but  no 
such  expenses  shall  be  paid  to  any  county  or  city,  until  an  account 
of  the  number  of  persons  thus  supported,  and  the  time  that  each 
shall  hare  been  resfiectively  maintainod,  shall  have  been  rendered 
in  due  form  and  approved  by  the  state  board  of  charities. 

§  05.  Duty  of  keef»ers;  suffer! utendent  of  state  and  alien  poor 
to  keep  record  of  names. — The  keei>er  or  principal  officer  in  charg*^ 
of  such  almshouse  shall  enter  the  names  of  all  persons  received 
by  him  pursuant  to  this  article,  with  sudi  particulars  in  reference 
to  each  ^s  the  board,  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe,  together 
with  the  name  of  the  superintendent  by  whom  the  commitment 
was  made^  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  Within  three 
days  after  the  admission  of  any  such  fjerson,  such  keeper  or  prin- 
cipal officer  shall  transmit  the  name  of  such  |jersun,  with  the  par- 
ticulars  hereinhefore  mentioned,  to  the  superintendent  of  state 
Rud  alien  poor;  and  notice  of  the  death,  discharge  or  absconding  of 
any  such  person  shall  in  like  manner  and  within  the  time  above 
named,  be  thus  sent  to  snch  superintendent.    Such  superintendent 
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«hall  raiise  the  names  of  guch  persons  in  each  such  alinshoiiie  fi«^ 
nished  as  above  providefl  for,  to  lie  pnten^d  in  a  book  to  he  kept  far 
that  [purpose  in  tlie  ofiTire  of  such  board,  and  be  shall  verify  the  cor- 
rectness thereof  by  compariBon  with  the  books  kept  in  such  aim* 
house,  and  by  [lersonal  exam i nation  of  the  several  inmates  thereof 
and  in  any  otl»er  nKinner  the  board  may  from  timp  to  time  direct; 
and  he  shall  furnish  t?*e  tK)ard.  in  tabulated  statements,  on  or 
before  the  second  Tuesday  in  pJiimiary*  annnally,  the  number  of 
inmates  maiDtained  in  eacli  jrnd  nil  of  such  aliiishoupies  during  tlip 
preceding  year,  the  number  discharged,  transferred  to  other  initi* 
tntions,  bound  out  or  removed  from  the  state,  and  th9  nnmher 
who  died  or  left  without  permisRiou  during  the  year,  with  «ueh 
other  particulars  and  iuformatiou  as  the  board  may  require. 

5  06.  Yisitation  of  almshouses.^ — The  superintendent  of  state 
and  alien  poor  shall  visit  and  inspect  each  of  such  alm^houBeii  nt 
least  once  in  each  three  months,  and  at  such  other  times  as  he  mar 
deem  expedient,  or  nn  the  board  may  direct.  And  he  shall  alia 
visit  and  iuspcrl  nil  alirrh'bonsc?*  in  which  ar^  Tndinus  who  nn* 
poor  persons  at  least  once  a  year.  For  the  purposes  of  all  aurli 
inspections,  the  superfntendent  shall  possess  all  the  powers  of  a 
member  of  the  l>oard  and  the  further  powers  hereinafter  men 
tioned.  The  officer  in  charge  of  each  and  every  almshouse  shall 
^ve  to  such  superintendent  free  access  to  all  parts  of  the  ijroundf*, 
huildinc^,  hospitals  and  other  arranfijements  connected  therewith* 
and  to  every  inmate  thereof,  and  extend  to  him  the  same  facilities 
for  the  inspection  of  such  almshouse  and  fts  inmates,  as  fs  re 
quired  by  law  to  he  extended  to  such  board  of  commfssffiner?: 
and,  in  default  thereof,  such  offlcer  shall  be  subjject  to  il\9  same 
penaltv  as  if  access  were  denied  to  any  member  of  the  hoard, 
pSuch  hoard  shall  also  cause  each  of  such  almshouses  to  ht  ^sited 
f»eriodically  by  some  of  its  members,  who  shall  examine  into  their 
condition  and  mana|L''^ment.  respectiveTy,  and  make  such  report 
thereof  to  the  board  as  may  be  deemed  proper. 

I  ^7.  Insane  poor,^Tf  any  inmate  of  any  such  almshouse  be- 
comes infmne.  such  superintendent  of  state  and  alien  poor  shall 
cause  his  removal  to  the  appropriate  state  hospital  for  the  insane, 
and  he  shall  he  received  by  the  officer  in  ehar^  of  such  hospital. 
and  be  maintafn'^d  therein  until  duly  discharged. 
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§  98.  Care  and  binding  out  of  state  poor  children. — Such  super- 
intendent of  state  and  alien  poor  shall  cause  the  state  poor 
children,  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  unless  committed  with  the 
mother  as  hereinbefore  provided  by  this  chapter,  to  be  maintained 
aind  cared  for  at  such  orphan  asylums  in  this  state  as  he  may 
deem  proper;  and  the  expenses  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  state 
treasurer  on  the  certificate  of  such  superintendent  and  the  war- 
rant of  the  comptroller.  Such  superintendent,  in  his  discretioo, 
may  bind  out  a  state  poor  orphan  or  indigent  child  which  may  be 
committed  to  any  such  state  almshouse,  or  placed  in  any  orphan 
asylum,  if  a  male  child  under  twenty-one  years,  if  a  female  under 
the  age  of  eighteen,  to  be  clerks,  apprentices  or  servants  until 
such  child,  if  a  male,  be  twenty-one  years  old,  or  if  a  female,  shall 
be  eighteen  years  old,  which  binding  shall  be  as  effectual  as  if 
such  child  had  bound  himself  with  the  consent  of  his  parents  or 
other  legal  guardian. 

5  99.  Transfer  to  other  states  or  countries. — When  any  per- 
son becomes  an  inmate  of  any  such  almshouse,  and  expresses  a 
prrference  to  be  sent  to  any  state  or  country  where  he  may  have 
a  l^al  settlement,  or  friends  willing  to  support  him  or  to  aid  in 
supporting  him,  the  superintendent  of  state  and  alien  poor  may 
cause  his  removal  to  such  state  or  country,  provided,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  superintendent,  the  interest  of  the  state  and  the  wel 
fare  of  such  poor  person  will  be  thereby  promoted. 

§  100.  Powers  of  superintendent  of  state  and  alien  poor. — 
The  superintendent  of  state  and  alien  poor  shall  possess  and  ex- 
ercise the  like  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  like  duties  as  to  the 
t^tate  poor  as  superintendents  of  the  poor  exercise  and  are  subject 
to  in  the  care  and  support  of  county  poor.  In  the  absence  or  ill- 
ness of  the  superintendent  such  powers  and  duties  may  be  per 
formed  and  discharged  by  any  person  appointed  by  the  state  board 
of  charities  for  such  purpose. 

§  101.  Indian  poor  persons;  removal  to  county  almshouse. — 
Every  Indian  residing  within  this  state  or  upon  any  of  the  Indian 
resen-ations  of  this  state,  who  is  a  poor  person  within  the  meaning 
of  this  chapter,  shall  be  maintained  as  provided  in  this  article. 
Upon  application  being  made  by  such  Indian  poor  person  to  tli(i 
superintendent  of  the  poor  of  the  county  where  such  Indian  re 
sides,  or  to  any  other  officer  charged  with  the  support  and  relief 
15 
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of  the  poor,  and  od  sutisfactoiy  proof  being  ma<3e  that  sucli  In- 
dian is  a  poor  person  as  deftned  in  this  chaptePj  such  anperiii- 
tendent  or  oUier  oflicer  shall  by  warrant,  cause  such  Indian  to  be 
conveyM  to  the  alniftliouse  of  the  county  where  Boch  Indian  re* 
8ides  when*  he  shall  be  maintained  at  state  expense,  Ini mediately 
upon  the  removal  of  such  Indian  who  is  a  poor  xierson  to  eodi 
almfthonsie,  all  testimony  taken  and  all  facte  relating  thereto,  to- 
gether with  a  verified  stafemeut  of  the  expenses  incurred  in 
making  sucli  removal,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  state  board  of 
diarilies.  Such  board  shall  examine  all  matters  relating  thereto, 
and  if  satisfied  that  such  removal  was  proper,  and  that  the  ex- 
penses thereof  were  actually  and  necessarily  incurred,  shall  audit 
and  allow  the  amount  of  such  expenses,  which  when  so  audited 
and  allowed,  shall  lie  paid  by  the  state  treasurer,  on  the  w^arnmt 
of  tlie  comptroller,  to  the  person  incurring  the  same. 

If,  liowfver*  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  su|>eriii 
tendent  that  the  Indian  poor  person  making  application  for  relief 
is  in  such  pliysical  condition  as  to  make  It  improper  to  remove 
him  to  the  almshouse^  the  superintendent  may,  subject  to  sncU 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  proscribed  by  the  state  board  of 
charitit^s,  provide  for  the  care  and  support  of  such  Indian  poor 
j>erson,  without  removing  him  to  the  Rhushouse,  and  the  expenses 
inrurred  in  such  care  and  support  shall  be  paid  by  the  a^tate  treas- 
urer on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  upon  thii  order  an  J 
allowance  thereof  by  the  state  board  of  charities  as  in  cases  of 
support  of  Indian  poor  persons  in  almshouses, 

g  102,  f "on tracts  for  support  of  Indian  poor  jiersons.^Thc 
state  Isiard  of  charitie^t  shall  from  time  to  time,  on  behalf  uf  tlie 
Btate,  contract  with  the  proper  officers  of  the  county  within  which 
such  Indians  who  are  poor  ihm^sous  reside,  on  suHi  terms  and  for 
such  timen  nsi  it  may  deem  firoper,  for  the  n?ception  and  support 
in  the  almshouse  of  such  count it^  of  such  Indians  wlio  are  pofir 
[lersons  as  may  be  conmiitted  thei-oto.  Huch  board  mny  establish 
rules  and  retaliations  for  the  disci|dine,  tn*atment  and  care  *(f 
sucli  Indian^s  and  provide  ft>r  their  discharge.  Erei'y  such  cow* 
tract  shall  lie  in  wrUing  and  (lied  in  the  office  of  such  board, 

§  10,^,  Expenses  for  support  of  Indian  poor  persons. — The 
expenses  for  the  support*  treatment  and  care  of  all  Indians  wdm 
ai*e  poor  persons  and  shall  be  sent  to  such  county  almshouse  pur- 
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suant  to  this  chapter,  shall  be  paid  quarterly  on  the  1st  day  of 
Jannarv,  April,  July  and  October  in  each  year,  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  county  wherein  such  Indians  are  supported,  by  the  state 
treasurer,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  but  no  such  expenses 
shall  be  paid  until  an  account  of  the  number  of  Indians  thus  sup- 
ported, and  the  time  that  each  shall  have  been  respectively  main- 
tained shall  have  been  rendered  in  due  form  and  approved  by  the 
state  board  of  charities. 

§  104.  Duty  of  keepers;  superintendent  of  state  and  alien 
poor  to  keep  record. — The  keeper  or  principal  officer  in  charge 
of  such  almshouse  shall  enter  the  names  of  all  Indians  committed 
thei-eto,  with  such  particulars  in  relation  thereto  as  the  state  board 
of  charities  may  prescribe.  Immediately  upon  the  admission  of 
any  such  Indian,  such  keeper  or  principal  officer  shall  transmit  by 
mail  the  names  of  such  Indians,  with  the  particulars  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  to  the  superintendent  of  state  and  alien  poor;  and 
notice  of  the  death,  discharge  or  absconding  of  any  such  Indian 
shall  in  like  manner  be  transmitted  to  such  superintendent.  Such 
superintendent  shall  cause  the  names  of  such  Indians  in  such 
county  almshouse  to  be  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose in  the  office  of  such  board,  and  he  shall  verify  the  correct- 
ness thereof  by  comparison  with  the  books  kept  in  the  almshouse 
by  personal  examination  of  such  Indians  or  in  such  other  manner 
as  the  board  may  direct;  and  he  shall  furnish  the  board  in  tabu- 
lated statements,  annually  on  or  l)efore  the  second  Tuesday  in 
January,  Hie  number  of  Indians  maintained  in  all  such  county 
almshouses  during  the  preceding  year,  the  numl)er  discharged, 
bound  out,  removed  from  the  state,  and  the  number  who  died  or 
left  without  permission  during  the  year,  with  such  other  infor- 
mation as  the  board  may  require.

Section  115.  Duties  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  relafing 
to  the  poor. — The  State  Board  of  Charities  shall : 

1.  Investigate  the  condition  of  the  poor  seeking  public  aid  and 
devise  measures  for  their  relief. 

2.  Administer  Vhc  laws  providing  for  the  care,  support  and 
removal  of  state  and  alien  poor  and  the  support  of  Indian  poor 
persons. 

3.  Advise  the  officers  of  almshouses  in  the  performance  of  their 
official  duties. 

4.  Collect  statistical  information  in  respect  to  the  property, 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  almshouses,  and  the  number  and 
condition  of  the  inmates  thereof. 

§  116.  Visitation  and  insi)ection  of  almshouses. — ^Any  commis- 
sioner or  officer  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  or  any  inspector 
duly  appointed  by  it  for  that  purpose,  may  visit  and  inspect  any 
almshouse  in  fliis  state.  On  such  visits  inquiry  shall  be  made 
to  ascertain: 

1.  Whether  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board,  in  respect 
to  such  almshouse,  are  fully  complied  with. 

2.  Its  methods  of  industrial,  educational  and  moral  training, 
if  any,  and  whether  the  same  aiv  l)est  adapted  to  ttie  needs 
of  its  inmates. 

*A.  The  condition  of  its  finances  generally. 

4.  The  methods  of  government  and  discipline  of  its  inmates. 

5.  The  qualitications  and  general  conduct  of  its  officers  and 
employes. 

0.  The  condition  of  its  grounds,  buildings  and  other  propertj^. 

7.  Any  other  matter  connected  with,  or  pertinent  to,  its  iisefnl- 
ness  and  good  management. 

Any  commissioner  or  oflicer  of  the  board,  or  inspector  duly 
appointed  by  it,  shall  have  frw*  access  to  tlie  grounds,  buildings, 
books  and  pa^KM-s  relating  to  such  almshouse,  and  may  require 
from  the  officers  and  |Mu-sons  in  charge,  any  information  it  may 
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deem  necessary.  Such  board  may  prepare  regulations  according 
to  *age,  and  provide  blanks  and  forms  upon  which  such  informa- 
tion shall  be  furnished,  in  a  clear  uniform  and  prompt  manner 
for  the  use  of  the  board ;  any  such  officer  or  inspector  who  shall 
divulge  or  communicate  to  any  person  without  the  knowledge 
and  consent  of  such  board,  any  facts  or  information  obtained  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall  at  once  be  removed  from  office.  The 
annual  reports  of  each  year  shall  give  the  results  of  such  inquiry, 
with  the  opinion  and  conclusions  of  the  board  relating  to  the 
same.  Any  officer,  superintendent  or  employe  of  any  such  alms- 
house who  shall  wilfully  refuse  to  admit  any  member,  officer  or 
inspector  of  the  board,  for  the  purpose  of  visitation  and  inspec- 
tion, and  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  furnish  the  opinion  re- 
quired by  the  board,  or  any  of  its  members,  officers  or  inspectors, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  such  refusal  or  neglect.  The  rights  and 
powers  hereby  conferred  may  be  enforced  by  an  order  of  the 
supreme  court  after  such  notice  as  the  court  may  prescribe,  and 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard  thereon,  or  by  indictment?  by  the 
grand  jury  of  the  county,  or  both. 

§  117.  Investigations  by  board  of  committee;  orders  thereon. — 
The  board  may,  by  order,  direct  an  investigation  by  a  commit- 
tee of  one  or  more  of  it^  members,  of  the  officers  and  managers 
of  any  almshouse,  or  of  the  conduct  of  its  officers  and  employes ; 
and  the  commissioner  or  commissioners  so  designated  to  make 
such  investigation  may  issue  compulsory  process  for  the  atten- 
dance of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  ad- 
minister oaths,  examine  persons  under  oath,  and  exercise  tlie 
same  powers  in  respect  to  such  proceedings  as  belong  to  referees 
appointed  by  the  supreme  court. 

If  it  shall  appear,  after  such  investigation,  that  the  inmates  of 
the  almshouse  are  cruelly,  negligently  or  improperly  treated,  or 
inadequate  provision  is  made  for  their  sustenance,  clothing,  care 
and  supervision,  or  other  condition  necessary  to  their  comfort 
and  well  being,  such  board  may  issue  an  order  in  the  name  of  the 
people,  and  under  its  official  seal,  directed  to  the  proper  oflicer  of 
such  almshouse,  requiring  him  to  modify  such  treatment  or  apply

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sucli  remedy,  or  both,  as  shall  therein  be  specified.  Before  socfa 
order  is  issued  it  must  be  approved  by  a  justice  of  the  supreme 
court,  after  such  notice  as  he  maj  subscribe,  and  an  opporhinity 
to  be  heard  tliereon,  and  any  i)erson  to  whom  such  an  order  is 
directed  who  shall  wilfully  refuse  to  obey  the  same  shall,  upon 
conviction,  ho  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  118.  Almshouse  construction  and  administration.  —  No 
almshouse  shall  be  built  or  reconstructed,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
except  on  plans  and  designs  approved  in  writing  by  the  state 
board  of  charitios.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  board  to  call  the 
attention,  in  writing  or  otherwise,  of  the  board  of  snpervison 
and  the  sui^rin  ten  dent  of  the  poor,  or  other  proper  oflBcer,  in  any 
county,  of  any  abuses,  defects  or  evils,  which,  on  inspection,  it 
may  find  in  tiie  almshouse  of  such  county,  or  in  the  administra- 
ti(m  tliereof,  and  such  county  officer  shall  take  proper  action 
thereon,  with  a  view  to  proper  remedies,  in  accordance  with  the 
advice  of  such  board. 

§  111).  Duties  of  the  attorney-general  and  district  atto^ 
neys. — If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  state  board  of  charities,  or  any 
thr(M5  members  thereof,  any  matter  in  regard  to  the  management 
or  affairs  of  any  sucli  almshouse,  or  any  inmate  or  jierson  in  any 
way  connected  thei-ewitli,  i-equire  legal  investigation  or  action  of 
any  kind,  notice  tliereof  may  be  given  by  the  board,  or  any  three 
members  then^of,  to  the  attorney -general,  who  shall  thereupon 
make  inquiry  and  take  such  proceedings  in  the  premises  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  and  i»roj)er.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
attorney -general  and  of  every  district  attorney  when  so  required 
to  furnish  such  legal  assistance,  counsel  or  advice  as  the  board 
may  requii'e  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties  under  this  chapter. 

§  120.  State,  nonresident  and  alien  poor. — The  state  board 
of  charities,  and  any  of  its  members  or  officers,  may,  at  any  time^ 
visit  and  inspect*  any  almshouse  to  ascertain  if  any  inmates  are 
state  charges,  nonresidents,  or  alien  poor;  and  it  may  cause  to 
he  i-emoved  to  the  state  or  country  from  which  he  came,  any  such 
nonresident  or  alien  poor  found  in  any  such  almshouse. 

§  121.  Visit  by  tlie  State  Charities  Aid  Association. — Any 
justice  of  the  supitMiie  court,  on  written  application  of  the  state 
charities  aid  associaticm,  through   its  jnesident  or  other  oiBcer 
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designated  by  its  board  of  managers,  may  grant  to  such  persons 
as  may  be  named  in  such  application,  orders  to  enable  such  per- 
sons, or  any  of  them,  as  visitors  of  such  association,  to  visit, 
inspect  and  examine,  in  behalf  of  such  association,  any  alms- 
house within  the  state.  The  person  so  appointed  to  visit,  inspect* 
and  examine  such  almshouse  and  almshouses,  shall  reside  in  the 
county  or  counties  from  which  such  almshouse  Or  almshouses 
receive  their  or  some  of  their  inmates,  and  such  appointment 
shall  be  made  by  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  tlie  judicial 
district  in  which  such  visitors  reside.  Each  order  shall  specify 
the  almshouse  to  be  visited,  inspected  and  examined,  and  llie 
name  of  each  person  by  whom  such  visitation,  inspection  and  ex- 
amination shall  be  made,  and  shall  be  in  force  for  one  vear  from 
the  date  on  which  it  shall  have  been  granted,  unless  sooner 
revoked. 

All  persons  in  charge  of  any  such  almshouse  shall  admit  each 
person  named  in  any  such  order  into  every  part  of  such  aliiis- 
house,  and  render  to  such  person  every  possibh*  facility  to  on- 
able  him  to  make  in  a  thorough  manner  such  visit,  inspection 
and  examination,  which  are  hereby  declared  to  bo  for  a  public 
purpose  and  to  be  made  with  a  view  to  public  l>enolit.  OlMHlicnce 
to  the  orders  herein  authorized  shall  be  enforced  in  the  same 
manner  as  obedience  is  enforced  to  an  order  or  mandatVj  of  a 
court  of  record. 

Such  association  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  sl;»lc» 
lioard  of  charities  upon  nintters  relating  to  tlio  nlnishonso  sub 
ject  to  its  visitation.  Such  reports  shall  bo  unuh'  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  November  for  each  preceding  tiy<j»l  voar.

Section  130.  Superintendents  and  overseers  may  redeem  on 
sheriff's  sale. — County  suiKirintendents  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
may  redeem  real  i)roj)erty,  which  may  have  been  seized  by  them 
pursuant  to  sections  nine  hundi-^d  and  twenty-one  to  nine  hun- 
dred and  twenty-six  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure,  the  same 
as  judgment-creditors  under  sections  fourteen  hundred  and 
thirty  to  fourteen  hundiTd  nnd  S4»venty-eight  of  the  code  of  civil 
procedure.  No  such  i*edemption  shall  be  made,  unless  at*  the 
time  of  such  rcd(Miii)tion  the  seizure  of  the  property  souglit  to  be 
redeemed,  shall  have  been  confirnied  by  the  (»ounty  court  of  the 
county  where  the  ]nvuiises  may  be  situated,  nor  unless  such  prop- 
erty shall,  at  file  tiuu*  of  making  such  ix^demption,  be  held  by 
the  sui^eriutendents  or  ovei*se<M-s,  under  and  by  virtue  of  such 
seizure. 

§  131.  R(Mlemi)tion,  how  made. —To  entitle  such  superintend- 
ents or  overswrs  to  acquire  the  tith^  of  the  original  purchaser, 
or  to  be  snbstitulcd  as  jMirchasiM-  fror,!  any  other  creditor,  they 
shall  ])rescnt  to  and  leave  with  such  purchaser  or  creditor,  or  the 
otticer  who  made  1h<»  sale,  I  he  following  evidence  of  their  right: 

1.  A  co])y  of  th<*  order  of  the  county  court,  confirming  the 
warrant  and  seizi're  of  such  ])roperf\,  duly  verified  by  the  clerk 
of  the  court : 

2.  An  alTidavit  of  one  of  the  superintendents  or  overseers  that 
such  })roperty  is  hehl  by  them  under  such  warrant  and  seizure, 
and  that  the  same  have  nol  been  discharged,  but  are  then  in  full 
force. 
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§  132.  Moneys,  therefor,  and  how  paid. — The  superintendents 
or  overseers  of  the  poor  may,  for  the  purpose  of  making  such 
redemption,  use  any  moneys  in  their  hands  belonging  to  the  poor 
funds  of  their  respective  towns  or  counties,  which  moneys  shall 
be  replaced,  together  with  the  interest  thereon,  out  of  the  first 
moneys  which  may  be  received  by  them  from  the  rent  or  sale  of 
the  premises  so  redeemed. 

§  133.  When  warrant  of  seizure  may  be  discharged. — If  such 
redemption  shall  be  made,  and  the  person  against  whom  the 
warrant  was  issued  and  seizure  made  shall  apply  to  have  the 
warrant  discharged,  he  shall,  before  such  warrant  and  seizure 
are  discharged,  in  addition  to  the  securit^^  required  to  be  given 
by  section  nine  hundred  and  twenty-four  of  the  code  of  criminal 
procedure,  pay  to  such  superintendents  or  overseers  the  sum 
paid  by  them  to  redeem  such  property,  together  with  interest 
thereon,  from  the  time  of  such  redemption. 

§  134.  Boards  of  supervisors  may  abolish  or  revive  distinc- 
tion between  town  and  county  poor. — The  board  of  supervisors 
of  any  county  may,  at  an  annual  meeting  or  at  a  special  meet- 
ing called  for  that  purpose,  by  resolution,  abolish  or  revive  the 
distinction  between  town  and  county  poor  of  such  county,  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  such  board, 
and  until  such  abolition  or  revival,  such  county,  or  the  towns 
therein,  shall  continue  to  maintain  and  support  their  poor  as  at 
the  time  when  this  chapter  shall  take  effect.  The  clerk  of  the 
board  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  deterinination,  serve, 
or  cause  to  be  served,  a  copy  of  the  resolution  upon  the  clerk  of 
each  town,  village  or  city  within  such  county,  and  upon  each  of 
the  superintendents  and  overseers  of  the  poor  therein.  Upon 
filing  such  determination  to  abolish  the  distinction  between 
town  and  county  poor,  duly  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  board, 
in  the  office  of  the  count^^  clerk,  the  poor  of  the  county  shall 
thereafter  be  maintained,  and  the  expense  thereof  defrayed,  by 
the  county;  and  all  costs  and  charges  attending  the  examina- 
tions, conveyance,  support  and  necessary  expenses  of  poor  per- 
sons therein,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  county.  Such  charges 
and  expenses  shall  be  reported  by  the  superintendent  of  tlie  poor, 
to  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  shall  be  assessed,  levied  and 
collected  the  same  as  other  county  charges. 
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In  order  to  render  the  expense  of  maintaining  all  the  poor  of  the  countj  * 
a  county  charge  pursuant  to  the  above  section,  the  board  of  superriion 
muat  not  only  determine  to  abolish  the  distinction  between  county  and 
town  poor,  but  must  Ale  such  determination  with  the  county  clerk.  Until 
such  determination  be  filed,  the  duties  of  the  oflicers  arising  out  of  meh 
change  in  the  poor  system  d(»  not  attach.  Tlic  bcrvice  of  the  resolution  of 
the  board  of  supervisors  on  tlic  to\i'n  clerks  is  not  essential  to  effect  a 
change  of  system;  the  provision  respecting  such  service  is  only  direcioiy. 
Supreme  Court,  January,  1840,  Thompson  v.  Smith,  2  Den.  177. 

In  order  to  abolish  the  distinction  between  town  and  county  poor«  in  a 
particular  county,  a  resolution  to  iiiat  eirect  must  be  passed  by  the  board 
of  supervisors,  and  tlie  Hnmc  must  be  file<l  in  the  county  clerk*8  office 
Supreme  Court,  January,  1854,  Baldivin  v.  McArthur,  17  Barb.  414. 

The  town  is  churgud  witli  the  support  of  the  poor,  when  there  ia  no 
action  taken  by  tlie  HUpervisors  to  abolish  the  distinction  between  town 
and  county  poor,  and  a  city  stands  under  the  x>oor  laws  in  place  of  the 
town.  Suprvmr  Court,  May,  1888,  Nuus  of  St.  Dominic  v.  Long  Island  Citff, 
48  Ilun.  300. 

The  act  of  1882,  ch.  28,  making  the  town  of  Oswegatcliie  a  separate  and 
distinct  poor  district,  did  not  operate  as  a  repeal  of  the  privilege  extended 
to  the  supervisors  of  St.  lAwrence  county  by  the  act  of  1840,  ch.  245,  to 
ado])t  the  "Livingston  County  Act"  chap.  334,  of  1845.  Court  of  Appeali, 
November,  1880,  People  v.  Supci  visors  of  St.  Lancrcncc,  103  N.  Y.  541. 

§  135.  Ovorsoers,  whon  to  pay  money  to  countj  treasurer. — 
Wiiliin  three  niontlis  after  notice  shall  have  been  served  upoD 
the  overseers  of  tlie  poor,  that  I  lie  distinction  between  town  and 
connly  poor  has  Inrn  abolished,  they  shall  pay  over  all  moneys 
which  shall  nMiiain  in  their  hands  as  overseera  for  the  use  of 
their  town,  after  discharging  all  demands  against  them,  to  the 
county  tn^asurer,  to  be  ai)i)lied  by  hini  toward  the  future  taxes 
of  such  town;  and  all  moneys  thei-c»after  i-eceived  by  them,  as 
such  overs<»ers,  for  the  use  of  fhe  poor  of  their  town,  shall  be 
paid  ])y  tiiem  to  the  county  tivasurer  within  three  months  after 
it'ceivinj^  the  same,  and  by  him  credited  to  the  town  whose  over- 
SIMM'  sliall  have  paid  t*he  same.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers 
or  jHM'sons  to  pay  \o  (he  county  1reasui"<M*  all  moneys  which  shall 
1h^  received  for.  or  owinji:  by  them  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
any  such  (own,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  theivof,  pursuant  to  any 
law  or  ol)li;^ati(m  requiring:  the  same  to  Ik?  paid  to  such  over- 
se<'rs,  and  credited  by  such  county  treasurer  to  the  town  for 
whose  use  such  moneys  were  received  or  owing.  Any  overseer 
or  other  ]>erson  havin*^  received  or  owinj;  such  moneys,  who  shall 
ncjrlect  or  rcfu.se  to  jiay  the  same  within  thirty  days  after  demand 
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thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  an  action  therefor,  with  interest  at  the 
rate  of  ten  per  cent  thereon,  by  such  county  treasurer,  in  the 
name  of  his  county. 

In  counties  where  the  poor  are  a  county  and  not  a  town  charge,  money 
pmid  for  either  the  permanent  or  temporary  support  of  a  pauper  is  the 
money  of  the  county,  and  not  of  the  town.  Hence  the  tovm  can  have  no 
right  to  recover  it  back  from  a  person  alleged  to  have  obtained  it  fraudu- 
lently.    Supreme  Court,  April,  1807,  Robins  v.  Woolcott,  66  Barb.  63. 

§  136.  Invested  town  money. — When  any  town  shall  have  any 
moneys  raised  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  invested  in  the  name 
of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  such  town,  such  overseers  shall 
continue  to  have  the  control  thereof,  and  shall  apply  the  interest 
arising  therefrom  to  the  support?  of  the  poor  of  their  town,  so 
long  as  such  town  shall  be  liable  to  support  its  own  poor,  but 
when  relieved  from  such  liability  by  a  vote  of  the  supervisors  of 
the  county,  the  money  so  raised  and  invested  shall  be  applied 
to  the  payment  of  such  tai^es  upon  the  town,  as  the  inhabitants 
thereof  shall  at  an  annual  town  meeting,  or  a  sjiecial  town  meol- 
ing  called  for  that  purjiose  determine. 

§  137.  Report  by  supervisors. — ^The  siipervJHor  of  every  town 
in  counties  where  all  tlie  poor  are  not  a  county  charj^,  shall  re- 
port to  tlie  clerk  of  the  board  of  8Ui)ervi8or8,  within  ftftet^n  days 
after  the  accounts  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  have  lKN»n  settled 
by  the  town  board  at  its  first?  annual  meetinjc  in  each  year,  an 
abstract  of  all  such  accounts,  which  shall  exhibit  the  number 
of  poor  persons  that  have  been  relieved  or  supported  in  such 
town  the  preceding  year,  8i)ecifying  the  number  of  counl y  poor, 
and  town  poor,  the  whole  exi)ense  of  such  su[)port*,  the  allowanc(* 
made  to  overseers,  justices,  constables  or  other  oflicers,  whi<*li 
shall  not  comprise  any  part  of  the  actual  exfjenses  of  maintain 
ing  the  iK)or. 

§  138.  Register  of  sex  and  age. — In  addition  to  the  general  n^g- 
ister  of  the  inmates  of  tlie  various  almshouses,  there  shall  be  kej)t 
a  record  of  the  sex,  age,  birthplace,  birth  of  pai*en<s,  education. 
habits,  occupation,  condition  of  ancestors  and  family  relations. 
and  cause  of  dependence  of  each  i)erson  at  the  time  of  admission. 
with  such  other  fact^  and  particulars  in  I'elation  thereto  as  may 
be  required  by  the  state  board  of  charities,  upon  forms  [)rescribod 
and  furnished  by  such  board.    Superintendents  and  overseers  of 
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the  poor,  and  other  officers  charged  with  the  relief  and  support 
of  poor  persons,  shall  furnish  to  the  keepers  or  other  officers  in 
charge  of  such  almshouses,  as  full  information  as  practicable  id 
relation  to  each  person  sent  or  brought  by  them  to  such  alms- 
house, and  such  keei)ers  or  other  officers,  shall  record  the  informa- 
tion ascertained  at  the  time  of  the  admission  of  such  person,  od 
the  forms  so  furnished.  All  sjich  i-ecords  shall  be  preserved  in 
such  almshouses,  and  the  keepers  and  other  officers  in  charge 
thereof  shall  make  copies  of  the  same  on  the  first  daj  of  each 
month,  and  immediately  forward  such  copies  to  the  state  board 
of  charities. 

§  139.  Care  of  poor  i)ersons  not  to  l)e  put  up  at?  auction. — ^No 
officer  or  p(»rsons  whoso  duty  it  may  be  to  provide  for  the  main- 
tenance, care  or  supi>ort  of  poor  i>ersons  at  public  expense,  shall 
put  up  at  auction  or  sale,  the  keei)ing,  caw  or  maintenance  of  any 
such  poor  j)er8on  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  every  contract  which 
may  be  entered  into  in  violation  of  this  provision  shall  be  void. 

§  140.  Reports  of  certain  other  officers. — The  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  relating  to  reports  by  superintendents  of  the  poor,  to 
the  stat^^  board  of  charities,  and  the  i)enaltie8  applicable  thereto, 
are  hereby  extended  to,  and  made  applicable  to  the  commission- 
ers of  public  charities  for  t!ie  city  and  county  of  New  York,  the 
sui)erintend<»nt  of  the  almshouse  of  the  county  of  Albany,  the 
k(M*per  of  the  almshouse  of  t'lie  county  of  Putnam,  the  commiB- 
liouers  of  t^«e  almshouse  elected  in  the  cities  of  Newburgh  and 
?oughkeepsi(»,  and  nil  poor  officials  elected  or  api)ointed  in  other 
:*ities  of  this  stnte,  under  general  or  s{)ec]al  acts  of  the  legis- 
ature. 

§  141.  AlmshoHKe  commissioners  to  report. — The  commission- 
ers of  the  almshouse  of  t*he  (Mties  of  Newburgh  and  Poughkeepsie, 
and  the  ]K)or  officers  of  other  <ities  chosen  under  special  acts  of 
the  legislature,  shall  iuinunlly,  on  the  tirst  day  of  I>ecember,  re- 
port to  the  superintendent  of  th4>  poor  of  their  resi>ective  counties 
such  st^jitistics  as.  from  time  to  time,  may  l)e  required  to  he 
reported  in  the  other  cities  nnd  towns  under  the  provisions  of 
this  ciiapter. 

^  141-n.  Keports  with  relation  to  children  placed  in  family 
homes. — The  su|>erintendents  of  the  poor  of  counties,  the  over- 
seers of  tiie  ])oor  of  cit*ies  and  towns  and  nil  other  public  ofBcers 
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bj  wbatsoever  name  or  title  known  who  are  authorised  bj  law  to 
place  ont  dependent  children  in  family  homes  by  adoption,  inden- 
ture or  otherwise^  are  hereby  required  to  report  to  the  state  board 
of  charities  on  blanks  provided  by  such  board,  ttie  particulars 
with  relation  to  each  child  so  placed  out.  Such  report  shall  state 
the  name,  age  and  sex  of  the  child  so  placed  out,  together  with 
the  father's  full  name  and  residence,  the  mother's  full  name  and 
residence,  and  the  religious  faith  of  tiie  parents.  The  report 
j^all  also  state  the  full  names  and  residence  of  the  heads  of  the 
family  with  whom  such  child  is  placed,  their  relationship  to  the 
child,  if  any,  the  religious  faith  of  the  heads  of  such  family,  and 
their  occupation  or  occupations,  together  with  such  further 
information  as  the  state  board  of  charities  may  require  on  the 
blanks  provided.  Such  reports  for  the  preceding  month  shall  be 
filed  with  the  state  board  of  charities  on  or  before  the  tenth  day 
of  each  month.     {Added  by  chapter  273  of  the  Laws  of  1905.) 

§  142.  Report  of  state  board  of  charities. — The  state  board 
of  charities  shall  include  in  its  annual  report  to  l^e  legislature 
the  results  of  the  information  obtained  from  the  reports  to  be 
made  to  it  as  herein  provided.  It  shall  also,  from  time  to  time, 
furnish  to  the  officials  so  required  to  report  it,  necessary  forms, 
blanks  and  instructions  required  in  making  up  such  reports. 

§  143.  The  supervisor  of  a  town  may  as  such  official  accept  a 
deed  or  conveyance  of  real  property  or  mortgage  thereon  in  be- 
half of  the  town,  and  sell  and  convey  such  real  property  or 
mortgage  the  same  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the 
date  of  such  conveyance  or  mortgage  for  the  care  and  mainte- 
nance of  a  poor  person.  No  such  deed  or  conveyance  shall  be 
accepted  by  him,  unless  by  the  written  consent  of  the  town 
board  given  at  any  regular  meeting  thereof.  Such  consent  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk.  The  person  or  persons 
giving  such  deed  or  mortgage  may  within  one  year  from  the 
date  of  such  conveyance  or  mortgage  secure  a  conveyance  or 
cancellation  of  said  deed  or  mortgage  upon  payment  to  said 
supervisor  of  the  expense  incurred  by  such  town  for  taxes  and 
necessary'  repairs  on  said  property  and  also  in  maintaining  such 
person  or  persons.     (Added  hy  chapter  117  of  the  Laws  of  1902, »

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  care,  transportation  and  comm:'-

Iiense  of  whose  maintenance  and  transf^ortation  ix  a  f-hair;;^ 
"pon  the  county  of  Albany,  and  to  define  the  dot  I**  of  •■•> 
"'iperintondent  of  the  almshonse  in  the  city  of  AIT/si&r. 

Chapter  354.  Laws  of  1884. 
Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  OTerveerm  of  ti*^  i^^jr  'jI 

^  several  towns  in  the  county  of  Albany,  of  xim  villa^tr  of  ^^■•r»•' 
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Troy,  and  of  the  city  of  Cohoes  and  of  the  city  of  Albany, 
ever  any  lunatic,  idiot,  person  of  uneound  mind,  deajtmutei  or 
pauper  within  the  jurisdiction  of  such  officers  respectively  ahill 
be  or  become  by  law  chargeable  to  the  county  of  Albany  and  shall 
be  lawfully  committed  to  the  almshouse  or  any  asylum  or  oflwr 
place  provided  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  persons,  to  transport 
such  i)ersons  (subject,  in  case  of  their  sickness,  lameness  or  other 
disability,  to  the  provisions  of  section  forty-two  of  title  one  of 
chajiter  twenty  of  part  one  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  state) 
to  the  city  of  Albany,  and  deliver  him  or  her  to  the  superintend- 
ent of  the  almsliouse  in  the  said  city,  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 
Whenever  notificM]  by  any  such  overseer  that  any  such  jpermm 
has  or  is  about  to  arrive  by  any  public  conveyance  at  any  place 
in  the  city  of  Albany,  and  whenever  notified  by  the  overseer  of 
the  poor  of  the  city  of  Albany  that  any  such  person  is  within  the 
said  city  it  sliall  Ik»  the  duty  of  the  said  superintendent  to  send 
for  and  cause  such  person  to  be  transported  to  the  almshouse 
in  said  city,  or  to  the  asylum  or  other  place  where  he  is  lawfully 
committed,  in  a  ))ro]»er  conveyance  to  be  kept  at  such  almshouse 
for  that  purpose. 

§  2.  Wben(»ver  any  child  shall  be  or  become  in  danger  of  be- 
coming a  cliarge  upon  the  county  of  Albany,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  overseer  of  the  i>oor  having  jurisdiction  in  the  place  of 
the  residence  for  the  time  being  of  such  child,  to  take  such  child 
before  some  magistrate,  who  shall  examine  such  child  and  shajl 
cause  to  appc^ar  before  him  and  shall  examine  such  other  personrf 
under  oath  as  shall  be  acquainted  with  the  parentage,  conditioB 
and  circumstances  of  such  child,  and  shall  ascertain  among  other 
things  tli(»  full  name,  and  the  I'esidence  by  town,  village  or  city, 
and  by  road,  street  or  street  number  if  possible,  of  such  child, 
his  or  her  ago,  nationality,  color  and  sex,  the  name  of  its  father, 
his  occupation  or  employment,  and  whether  he  be  living  or  not, 
and  if  dead,  the  date  of  his  death;  the  name  of  its  mother  and 
whether  living  or  not  and  if  dead  the  date  of  her  death,  the  last 
residence  and  nationality  of  said  father  and  mother,  and  the 
length  of  their  residences  in  this  county,  and  the  present  resi- 
dence of  such  cliild  and  the  i)erson  with  whom  he  or  she  resides, 
and  whetlier  any  person  is  proi)erly  chargeable  with  the  expense 
of  its  suf»[)ort,  and  the  reasons,  if  any,  why  such  child  is  and 
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shonld  be  a  charge  upon  the  county  of  Albany,  and  shall  reduce 
such  examination  to  writing,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  subscribed 
by  the  person  examined.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  overseer 
in  case  any  ^lerson  be  properly  chargeable  with  the  support  of 
such  child,  and  able  to  support  it,  to  take  proceedings  to  compel 
such  person  to  provide  therefor.  In  case  no  such  person  be  so 
chargeable  with  the  support  of  such  child,  the  said  magistrate 
shall  deliver  such  examination  so  had  before  him  and  reduce 
to  writing  as  aforesaid  to  the  said  overseer  of  the  poor,  who  shall 
transmit  the  same  to  the  superintendent  of  the  almshouse.  If 
such  superintendent  shall  find  that  the  expense  of  the  support 
of  such  child  is  a  proper  charge  against  the  county  of  Albany, 
he  shall  transmit  to  said  overseer  (except  to  the  overseer  of  the 
poor  of  the  city  of  Albany),  a  commitment  in  writing,  commit- 
ting such  child  to  the  almshouse  or  to  some  incorporated  insti- 
tution specially  authorized  by  law  to  receive  orphan  poor,  or  in 
any  case  may  temporarily  receive  such  such*  child  at  the  alms- 
house until  a  proper  disposition  can  be  made  of  it.  The  institu- 
tion so  to  be  selected  shall,  except  under  special  and  peculiar 
circumstances  to  be  stated  in  the  commitment,  be  one  located  in 
the  count}'  of  Albany,  and  whenever  practicable  shall  be  one 
governed  or  controlled  by  persons  of  the  same  religious  faith  as 
the  parents  of  the  child  who  may  be  committed  thereto.  If  the 
child  be  over  two  years  of  age  it  shall  not  in  any  case  be  com- 
mitted to  the  almshouse,  nor  shall  any  children  committed  to 
any  asylum  or  other  institution  be  transferred  to  any  other  asy- 
lum or  institution  without  a  written  commitment  to  such  other 
asylum  or  institution  made  by  the  superintendent  of  the  alms- 
house. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  overseer  forthwith  to  trans- 
port such  child  to  the  almshouse  or  to  such  institution,  and  in 
the  latter  case  to  take  from  the  proper  authorities  thereof  a  re- 
ceipt in  writing,  stating  the  full  name,  sex  and  age,  and  date  of 
receipt  of  such  child.  On  presentation  of  such  child  at  the  alms- 
house or  transmission  of  such  receipt  from  such  institution  to 
the  superintendent  of  the  almshouse,  he  shall  give  or  transmit  to 
Huch  overseer  a  receipt  similar  to  the  receipt  mentioned  in  section 
three  of  this  act,  under  which  the  said  overseer  shall  be  paid  by 

•So  in  original. 
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the  county  treasurer  of  Albanj  county  as  hereinafter  provided. 
All  orders  made  by  the  sui)erintendent  of  the  almshouse  for  the 
commitment  of  orphan,  destitute  and  dependent  children  to  aa 
orphan  asylum^  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  lapse  and 
become  void  on  the  first  day  of  October  next  after  the  date  on 
which  they  were  issued,  but  the  said  superintendent  may,  witiiia 
ten  days  next  preceding  the  first  day  of  October  in  any  year,  if 
on  inquiry  and  investigation  by  him  good  and  sufficient  reaaons 
therefor  be  found  to  exist,  grant  a  new  order  of  commitment 
authorizing  the  further  detention  and  support  of  any  such  child 
in  any  orphan  asylum  for  the  period  of  one  year  from  the  expira- 
tion of  his  previous  order. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  superintendent  to  give  to 
the  ovei^seer  of  the  poor  for  eiich  person  so  received  by  him  nnder 
section  one  of  this  act,  and  for  each  orphan  committed  under  the 
provisions  of  section  two  of  this  act,  a  receipt  stating  the  name 
of  the  said  overseer,  the  name  and  last  place  of  residence  of  the 
person  received  from  such  overseer  or  delivered  by  him  at  any 
asylum  or  other  place,  and  the  date  of  such  receipt  or  delivery, 
and  the  number  of  miJes  properly  traveled  by  any  public  con- 
veyance, and  the  number  of  miles  properly  traveled  by  private 
conveyance  by  such  overset^r  in  bringing  such  person  to  the  city 
of  Albany,  or  to  the  asylum  to  which  he  or  she  is  committed, 
and  the  amount  to  which  such  ovei*seer  is  entitled  therefor  at 
the  rate  of  romponsation  therefor  hereinafter  stated.  The  said 
superintendent  sliall  also  in  all  cases  make  an  entry  of  the  afore- 
said and  of  such  olher  facts  connected  with  the  case  as  shall 
enable  him  to  make  the  n^ports  to  the  county  treasurer  and 
supervisors  hereinafter  montioued,  in  a  book  or  books  of  record 
to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose  and  which  shall  be  and  con- 
stitute public  records. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasui*er  of  the  county 
of  Albany  to  pay  out  of  the  county  moneys  in  his  hands,  to  the 
overseer  of  the  poor,  who  shall  i)resont  and  file  with  him  the 
afoivsaid  receipt  of  the  sui)erintendent  of  the  almshouse,  endorsed 
with  a  proi)er  i'eceii)t  subscribed  by  such  overseer  for  the  amonnt 
to  be  thus  paid,  and  dat(»d  at  the  date  of  such  payment  the  fol- 
lowing sums  and  no  other  or  ditFerent  sums,  to  wit:  For  each 
mile  traveled  upon  any  public  conveyance,  the  actual  disburse- 
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ments  incurred  in  coining  and  returning,  and  for  each  mile  neces- 
sarily traveled  by  any  other  mode  of  conveyance  (other  than  the 
almshouse  conveyance),  where  no  mode  of  public  conveyance 
exists,  but  not  in  any  other  case,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each 
such  mile,  counting  one  way  only,  for  the  first  ten  miles,  and  for 
each  mile  in  excess  of  such  first  ten  miles,  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
cents  per  mile,  counting  one  way  only ;  and  in  addition,  such  over- 
seer shall  be  paid  for  hie  services  such  per  diem  or  other  com- 
pensation by  his  town  or  city  as  he  now  may  be  by  law  entitled 
therefor.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  city  of  Albany  shall 
not  receive  any  compensation  for  any  such  services  under  this 
act.  And  any  person  mentioned  in  sections  one  and  two  of  this 
act,  who  shall  be  or  reside  in  the  city  of  Albany,  shall  be  trans- 
ported and  conveyed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  by  the  superintendent  of  the  almshouse,  and  not  by  the  over- 
seer of  the  poor  in  said  city. 

The  said  county  treasurer  shall  report  to  the  board  of  sui>er- 
visors  of  Albany  county,  at  the  opening  of  its  annual  session  in 
each  year,  a  statement  in  tabular  form  showing  the  facts  stated 
in  the  receipts  given  by  the  said  superintendent,  and  the  dates 
of  payment,  and  the  payments  thereunder  up  to  November  first, 
prior  to  such  report. 

§  5.  The  superintendent  of  the  almshouee  to  whom  any  such 
person  mentioned  in  the  first  »ecti(m  of  this  act  shall  be  so 
delivered,  shall  receive  such  person  at?  the  almshouse,  and  then* 
safely  keep  him  or  her;  and  in  a  proper  case  where  such  com- 
mitment is  authorized  by  law,  may  commit  such  person  to  any 
incorporated  asylum  authorized  by  law  to  i-eceive  such  i)ei'8on, 
and  shall  cause  such  i)erson  to  l)e  taken  to  such  asylum  or  other 
place,  provided,  however,  and  the  said  sui)erintendent  is  hewby 
authorized  and  directed  to  exercise  such  reasonable  disci'etion 
as  to  the  time  of  transportation  of  such  persons  as  shall  enable 
him  to  collect  together  such  reasonable  number  of  such  per- 
sons for  transportation  together,  as  shall  lessen  as  much  as 
possible  the  exi)ense  thereof.  He  shall  also  attend  to  the  re- 
moval of  lunatics,  idiots,  persona  of  unsound  mind,  and  (leaf- 
mutes  from  one  asylum  to  another  wlien  such  removal  shall 
he  authorized  or  required  by  law  to  be  made.  Hereafter  no 
person   being  in  indigent  circumstances  or  a  pauper  shall  be

in  t)ip  ij]iii>Lon<i^  in  the  •  ity  of  Albany,  or  confined  in  any  idiot, 
liin.'iTii-  or  <^irjihan  a.s\]uui  at  the  exfiense  of  the  county  of  Alba0y, 
is  a  state  ]*uu\ff^r  or  is  prij]ier]y  chargeable  to  some  county  other 
than  Alhany  oouuty.  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  superintend- 
ent, and  he  is  herf}»y  authorized  and  directed  to  adjudge  sndi 
|i('r<on  lii  lie  a  state  vauj*er.  or  to  take  all  proper  proceedings  to 
make  his  siqrjioit  char^feable  to  such  other  county. 

ji  7.  The  said  sufierintendent  shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  five 
linndivij  dr»llars  each  six  months,  beginning  January  first  and 
Jiilv  first  in  f-arh  yejir.  for  the  payment  of  the  services  of  the 
in'ijf.rT  i»eisrms  to  transj»f»rt  the  [)er8ons  mentioned  in  sections 
one  and  two  of  tins  ai-t  and  to  perform  the  clerical  services 
hi'ii'hy  re(|uiriMl.  to  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  of  Albany 
« ininty,  on  Mie  letjuisition  of  such  superintendent.  The  county 
inasnitM-  shall  also  pay,  on  the  ivcpiisition  of  such  superintend- 
**iii.  not  ox<'oeding  twc^  hundi*ed  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  a 
l»roi>f'r  fonveyance  for  the  transportation  of  the  said  persons. 

S  s.  The  snj^erintendent  shall  report  on  the  first  day  of  each 
I'Vhniary.  May,  An^st  and  "November,  in  tabular  form,  to  the 
roiinfy  treasurer  of  Albany  county,  the  name,  sex,  age,  color  and 
hJitionality  of  each  lunatic,  idiot,  i)erson  of  unsound  'mind,  or 
(leaf-nint(;  nM-eived,  or  child  committed  by  him  under  the  provi- 
j-io?is  of  this  ac(,  during  the  pif?vious  three  months,  the  nature 
of  the  malady,  if  any,  of  such  i>erson,  the  overseer  of  the  poor 
from  whom  such  jjerson  was  received,  the  place  from  which  such 
person  was  brought,  the  date  of  such  receipt,  and  the  asylum  or 
otiier  jihicc  where  such  person  is  confined,  and  the  disbursements, 
if  any.  attending  the  transportation  of  such  i)ei'8on;  and  in  the 
case  of  childnm  committed   to  any  asylum,  the  further  facts 
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shown  bv  the  examination  before  the  magistrate  mentioned  in 
section  two  of  this  act.  In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned 
rei>ort,  the  said  superintendent,  on  the  first  day  of  November,  in 
each  year,  shall  make  a  similar  tabular  statement  to  the  board 
of  siij)er\i8ors  of  Albany  county,  giving  the  names  of  all  the  per- 
Hons  confined  at  any  time  during  such  year,  at  whatever  time 
they  may  have  been  committed,  in  which  the  names  of  the  per- 
sons shall  be  placed  under  the  names  of  the  asylum  or  other 
places  in  which  they  shall  be  respectively  confined;  which  state- 
ment shall  contain  all  the  matters  and  facts  set  forth  in  the 
aforesaid  quarterly  report;  and,  further,  the  date  of  the  original 
commitment  of  such  persons,  the  date  of  their  discharge,  if  they 
be  discharged  during  the  year,  and  the  length  of  time  during  the 
year  that  they  have  been  confined,  and  the  amount  due  to  the 
institution  or  corporation  in  which  they  have  been  confined; 
which  last-mentioned  report  of  November  first  shall  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Albany  county,  and  be 
by  him  presented  to  said  board  at  the  opening  of  its  then  next 
annual  session,  and  he  printed  in  the  proceedings  thereof.  The 
county-  treasurer  shall  examine,  quarterly,  an  account  of  the  dis- 
bursements attending  the  transportation  of  the  persons  men- 
tioned in  section  one  of  this  act,  which  shall  be  made  out  in  detail 
and  verified  by  the  superintendent  of  the  almshouse  in  the  form 
in  which  claims  against  the  county  of  Albany,  presented  to  the 
board  of  supervisors  thereof,  are  required  by  law  to  be  verified, 
and  shall  audit  and  allow  the  same  at  such  sum  as  in  bis  o[)iuion 
shall  be  reasonable,  and  shall  pay  the  amount  so  allowed  by  him 
from  the  county  treasurer. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  institutions  and  asylums  receiv- 
ing from  Albany  county  any  x)ersons  mentioned  in  sections  ono 
and  two  of  this  act  to  make  report  to  the  said  sui)erintendeut, 
when  required  by  him  so  to  do,  of  any  matters  and  facts  relating 
to  the  confinement?  or  condition  of  such  persons.  Any  incorpo- 
rated body  in  the  county  of  Albany,  over  the  management  and 
affairs  of  which  the  state  board  of  charities  of  the  state  of  New 
York  has  jurisdiction  and  sufjervision,  which  shall  have  any  rlnini 
against  the  county  of  Albany,  for  flie  board,  support,  raaint<'- 
nance  or  education  of  any  child  or  children  lawfully  committed 
thereto,  is  hereby  authoriased  to  present  to  the  county  treasurer 
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of  Albany  county  a  bill  on  the  last  day  of  each  quarter  for  the 
amount  of  such  claim  during  sueli  quarter,  in  the  same  form  and 
with  the  same  verification  as  is  i'ef|uired  in  the  case  of  a  like  bill 
presented  for  audit  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Albanj  conntj, 
and  such  bill,  when  duly  certified  to  be  correct  by  the  supeHi]- 
tendent  of  the  alniHhonse  of  Albany  eonntyy  shall  be  paid  by  the 
said  eoim ty  treasurer  to  the  extent  of  seven tj-flve  per  centum  of 
the  amount  so  certified  by  said  superintendent.  The  total 
amount  of  the  claim  a^ain»t  said  coimty  durlo^  earli  year  moit 
be  presented  to  the  board  of  6n[>ervisors  for  audit  in  the  saiui* 
manner  as  heretofore,  and  there  must  he  credited  upon  such  claim 
the  payment  or  pnyments  made  as  aforesaid,  (As  amended  % 
chapter  480  of  the  Lairs  of  1898.) 

§  10<  No  persf>n  shall  by  a  commitment  to  or  residence  in  the 
almshouse^  penitentiary  or  jail  in  the  city  of  Albany  gain  a  re*!- 
denre  in  the  i^onnty  of  Albany,  nor  shall  the  time  of  his  residence 
therein  be  considew^d  in  any  t^asc  in  determining  hi«  rcBidence. 

g  11.  Whenever  it*  shall  be  made  to  appear  or  become  known  to 
any  overss^^r  of  the  poor  or  person  charged  with  the  duties  of 
overBCer  of  the  poor  in  any  town,  village  or  city  in  the  county  of 
Albany,  or  to  J  he  liujierin  ten  dent  of  the  almshouse  in  the  city 
of  Albany,  that  any  lunatic,  idiot,  pei*son  of  unsound  mind,  deaf 
mute,  orphan  or  ])aui)er,  who  is  or  has  been  supported  or  main- 
tained,  in  whole  or  in  ]mrt,  bj  or  at  the  c^xjiense  of  tbe  county  of 
Albany,  is  the  owner  or  po»BesBor  of,  or  entitled  to  any  praiK?.rty» 
right  of  action,  claim  or  demand,  or  that*  8U(*h  indigent  person 
has  died  po^seRficd  theretif  or  entitled  tbei^to,  it  shall  1m*  the  duty 
of  Huch  suiKn'intendent  of  riie  almshouse,  ovei'seer  of  the  poor,  or 
other  person,  forthwith  tto  notify  In  ^Titing  the  county  tre^isurer 
of  !he  county  of  Albany  of  such  fact. 

And  in  sueh  case  such  eouuty  Ireat^unn*  shall  take  [iroceediiigs 
at  law  for  the  recovery  of  and  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  the 
anmunt  theretofore  exjiended  by  t^ie  county  of  Albany  for  Of 
toward  the  support  or  maintenance  of  such  Inniitir,  idiot,  person 
of  unsound  mind,  deaf-mute,  orphan  or  paujK^r  against  tbe  p<*r' 
son,  liody  or  corporation  having  or  holding,  on  behalf  of  sueh 
ifuiipent  person,  s^neh  property,  right  of  aetron,  claim  or  demand, 
and  to  cliarge  the  same  with  and  make  .suit'iible  allowance  and 
provision  therefrom  for  the  future  .support  and  maintenance  of 
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such  indigent  person.  If,  after  inquiry,  such  county  treasurer 
cannot  find  any  paeon,  body  or  corporation  legally  holding  such 
property,  right  of  action,  claim  or  demand  on  behalf  of  such  indi- 
gent person,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  present  to  a  judge,  or  at  a 
iipecial  term  of  the  supreme  court,  a  petition  setting  forth  the 
facts,  and  thereupon,  on  notice  to  each  indigent  person  and  to 
any  other  person  or  persons,  body  or  corporation,  if  any,  as  the 
judge  or  court  shall  order,  to  apply  for  and  said  court  or  judge 
is  authorized  to  make  an  order  directing  said  county  treasurer 
to  take  into  his  custody  and  possession  and  hold  any  such  prop- 
erty, right  of  action,  claim  or  demand  and  any  rents,  income, 
interest  or  increase  thereof,  in  trust  for  such  indigent  person, 
and  to  enforc*e  in  his  name  of  office  namely :  '^  The  county  treas- 
urer of  the  county  of  Albany "  his  right  to  such  custody  and 

possession,  and  in  like  manner  the  amount  due  or  secured  to  be 
paid  by  any  such  right  of  action,  claim  or  demand  as  the  same 
shall  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time,  mature  and  become  due  or 
payable.  And  the  said  county  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  take  the  same  into  his  custody  and  possession, 
and  his  receipt  therefor  shall  be  a  sufficient  discharge  from  lia- 
bility to  the  party  holding  the  same,  and  the  judge  or  court  may 
in  such  order  or  from  time  to  time  by  any  other  or  further  order 
upon  like  notice  direct  that  any  money  theretofore  paid  out  by 
the  county  of  Albany,  for  the  maintenance  or  support  of  such  in- 
digent person,  be  repaid  to  the  county  out  of  his  or  her  said  prop- 
erty, and  that  proper  provision  for  future  support  be  made  there- 
from. 

In  case  such  indigent  person  shall  die  and  no  executor  or  ad- 
ministrator of  his  estate  shall  be  appointed,  the  county  treasurer 
of  Albany  county  is  authorized  and  directed  to  apply  to  the 
proper  surrogate  for  letters  of  administration  upon  his  or  her 
estate,  and  shall  be  by  said  surrogate  appointed ;  but  no  bond  or 
obligation  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  trust 
flhall  be  required  of  him.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  or 
affect  the  earnings,  wages  or  salary  of  any  such  indigent  person 
earned  subsequent  to  the  time  that  such  indigent  person  ceases 
to  be  a  charge  upon  such  county. 

If  in  any  proceeding  taken  or  had  under  this  act,  either  or  any 
party  in  interest  shall  demand  a  trial  by  jury  of  any  issue  or 
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question  involved,  it  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  jadge  or  conit  to 
make  an  order  dfpectitig  that  such  issue  or  question  be  tried  ai 
the  next  ein-uit  court  of  the  mi^ireme  court  held  in  his  coimtT 
and  tlie  game  shall  be  there  tried  and  disposed  of  and  proper 
relief  be  there  given,  {As  amended  hy  chapter  300  of  the  iAtw* 
of  1885;  and  chapter  387  of  the  Laws  of  1886.) 

§  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  countj^*  trt^asurer  of  the  eouutT 
of  Albany*  to  include  in  the  eouuty  tajE  budget  submitted  by  liira 
each  year  to  the  board  of  supenisors  of  said  county,  and  the  duty 
of  said  board  to  levy  hy  tax  and  collect  from  the  taxable  prop- 
erty of  !*aid  county,  and,  when  collected,  the  said  county  ti^asurei 
shall  pay  over  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  each  of  the  towaf 
of  Berne,  Rethleheiu,  Coeynians,  Gtiilderlaod,  Knox,  New  Scot 
land,  Reusselaerville,  Westterlo,  Colouit*  oud  Gi^een  Island^  in  the 
county  of  Albany,  each  year  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  ninetj 
dollars  to  each,  which  sum  shall  be  hy  eaid  overseer  ex|M?ndei!  In 
the  relief  of  all  persons  whose  care  ia  chargeable  to  said  countv 
under  the  provisions  of  section  twenty  thrw^  of  chapter  twenty- 
Beven  of  tiie  general  laws,  and  the  balance  t?here0f  &hall  tie  ei* 
pended  for  the  temporary  i-elief  of  the  poor  of  said  tow^n  and 
shall  l>e  accounted  for  bv  the  said  overseer  of  the  poor  in  like 
manner  as  he  is  now  by  law  required  to  account  for  any  tern* 
porary  relief  fund  railed  in  said  town,  {As  amendml  hy  eh4$pier 
387  of  the  Laws  of  1886;  and  chapter  708  of  ths  Laws  of  lS9?,t

COLUMBIA  COUNTY. 

AK  ACT  relating  to  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  the  eonnfy 
of  Columbia,  defining  his  powers  and  duties,  jmd  regulating 
the  exercise  thereof  in  certain  cases. 

Chapter  375,  Laws  of  tSSfi. 
Section  1.  In  the  county  of  Columbia  the  suj^erlnt^udent  of 
the  poor,  who  is  to  be  elected  in  November  next,  and  thcn*;tfTcr* 
shall  also  be  the  keeper  of  the  almshouse  and  aaylum  for  the 
Insane,  and  the  salary  of  such  auperintendent  as  snperintendeot 
of  ttie  poor  and  keeper  of  the  almshouBe  and  asylum   f(>r  the 
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ERIE  COUNTY. 

AN  ACT  for  the  support  and  relief  of  the  poor,  and  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  poor  department  in  the  county  of  Erie. 

Chapter  461,  Laws  of  1867. 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  at  the  next  general  election  in 
the  county  of  Erie,  and  in  each  third  year  thereafter,  at  the  gen- 
eral election,  one  superintendent  of  the  poor,  to  be  chosen  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  county  officers  of  said  county,  and  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  and  shall  commence  on  the 
first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  his  election.

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§  4.  The  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  said  coantj  shall  annv- 
allj  make  and  render,  under  oath  to  said  board  of  sapervisois  t 
full  detailed  and  itemized  report  of  his  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments as  such  superintendent,  embracing  therein  in  defail  the 
products  of  the  county  farm  of  every  name  and  nature  and  his 
disposition  of  the  same,  and  the  same  shall  be  rendered  within 
five  days  after  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  convened  in 
regular  annual  session  by  delivering  the  same  to  the  clerk  there<rf. 
The  failure  of  die  superintendent  to  file  such  report  or  complj 
with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  misconduct 
in  oflSce  within  the  meaning  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
thi'ee  of  the  laws  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventyHrix. 

§  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsisttent  with  the  proyisioBi 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 


DUTCHESS  COUNTY. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  presentation  of  prui>er  bills  for  the 
support  of  indigent  insane,  idiotic,  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  per- 
sons to  the  county  of  Dutchess  and  the  city  of  Poughkeepsie  by 
institutions  for  their  maintenance  in  the  state  of  New  York, 
and  for  the  proi>er  commitment  of  such  })ersons. 

Chapter  465,  Laws  of  1885. 

Section  1.  All  institutions  in  the  state  of  New  York  maintain- 
ing any  insane,  idiotic,  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  i>ersonSy  whose 
sujipoi't  is  properly  chargeable  to  the  county  of  Dutchess,  are 
iKM'oby  i-eciuired  to  render  to  the  county  treasurer  of  said  county, 
bills  for  the  support  of  such  pei-sons  only  as  are  residents  of  and 
properly  chargeable  to  the  towns  of  said  county,  and  to  said 
roiHity  and  to  the  city  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Poughkeepsie,  bills 
only  for  poi-sons  rosidenis  of  and  proi>erly  charged  to  said  city. 

§  2.  The  county  judge  and  su|>orinlendents  of  the  poor  in  said 
county  aiv  rcipiircd  to  si>ecify  in  the  commitment  of  any  insane, 
idiotic,  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  person  from  said  county,  thie 
(own  or  ward  from  which  such  person  is  committed. 
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5,  To  drai^*  on  the  count j  treasurer,  from  time  to  timej  lor  all 
iHessarr  expeoses  inciirred  by  him  in  the  dlscliarge  of  his  diitiefl, 

be  f^aid  by  the  treamirer  out  of  any  money  in  his  hands  for  the 
mpport  of  the  poor. 

6.  To  k€«p  a  book  or  bonkg,  ia  which  shall  be  entered  a  correct 
nnd  full  statement  of  all  [nirchases,  contract**,  saies  and  expend!* 
niteg  made  by  him  as  such  keeper,  which  book  or  book^  shall  be 
ofjen  for  the  in«pecti<>n  of  any  l:a:xable  inhabitant  uf  the  county, 
at  all  reasonable  hours,  and  which  book  or  books  and  the  vouch- 
ers fur  such  expenditures  shall  tie  exhibited  bj  him  to  the  board 
of  stiiiervisors  at  c*nch  annual  meeting  of  the  board,  and  at  any 
^m[n\  meeting  thereof  when  he  shall  be  called  upon  by  resolution

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§  2.  The  superintendent  of  the  poor  shall,  within  ten  days  after 
the  passage  of  this  act  determine  and  designate,  by  name,  all 
paupers  who  are  supported  and  maintained  at  said  poorhouse 
at  the  passage  of  this  act,  from  each  of  the  towns  in  said  county ; 
said  names  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  said 
county,  and  recorded  in  the  book  of  miscellaneous  records.    The 
superinltendent  of  the  poor  shall  send  a  list  of  the  names  to  the 
Bnpervisor  of  each  town  in  said  county  of  all  the  paupers  sup- 
ported and  maintained  at  said  poorhouse  sent  from  their  re- 
spective towns;  said  list,  if  correct,  shall  be  indorsed  with  the 
approval  of  the  supervisor  of  said  town,  and  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  ttown  clerk  of  said  town. 

§  3.  All  the  cost  and  expense  for  the  care,  support  and  main- 
tenance of  all  the  poor  outside  of  the  poorhouse  who  are  now  or 
who  may  hereafter  become  a  public  charge  in  said  county,  and 
all  the  permanent,  temporary  and  transient  relief  shall  be  a 
charge  against  the  cit*y  or  town  where  the  commissioner  of

S^H-fion   1.  All  the  pau])er8  wlio  ai-e  now  inmates,  and  whoee 
nnnics  ap]K*ar  on  the  books  ke])t  at  the  poorhouse,  in  the  c<mnt; 
of  Fulton,  shall  be  county  |>aui)ers  as  lonjr  hs  they  shall  remain 
ccmtinuously  at  said  poorhouse;  if  any  of  the  said  paui)er8  shall 
be  discharged  by  the  sui>erintendent  of  the  ])Oor  of  said  coonty. 
or  shall  voluntarily  leave  and  ceas<»  to  Ik*  suj)portted  at  said  poor- 
house, sjiifl  paupers'  names  shall  be  stricken  from  the  books  at 
the  poorhouse.  and  shall  theivafter  ceaw*  to  be  county  pau))ers, 
unh^ss  thcA'  are  returned  to  said  poorhouse  within  a  period  of 
one  year.     All  tlie  cost  and  exj)enses  for  the  care,  support  and 
niJiiutVnianre  of  said  county  pau]>ers  shnll  Im?  a  county  charge  an<I 
shall  be  paid  by  the  county  of  Fulton.

Thif 
may  give  notice  to  eilher  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town

Thtn-e  shall  not  hereafter  be  elected  any  overseer 
of  the  [Ktor  in  any  of  the  towns  of  Jefferson  county  except  in 
the  city  of  Watertown  and  the  towns  of  Elllsburgh,  Cape  Viii- 
cent.  Wilna  sind  Champion,  and  all  the  powers  and  duties  of 
oversfctH  of  the  poor  as  now  provided  by  law  are  hereby  con- 
fori-ed  upon  the  supervisors  of  the  respective  towns  in  said  county 
except  in  the  eity  of  Watertown  and  the  towns  of  Ellisburgh^ 
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Gape  Vincent,  Wilna  and  Champion,  where  the  overseer  of  the 
poor  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  of  overseer  of  the  poor  con- 
ferred bj  this  act  with  the  restrictions  hereinafter  provided  and 
the  supervisors  of  each  of  the  towns  except  those  above  named 
in  said  county  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  discharge  the  duties 
aforesaid  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  liabilities  and  penalties 
that  overseers  of  the  poor  are  now  subject  to.  (As  amended  by 
chapter  24  of  the  Laws  of  1888.) 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duties  of  the  supervisors  of  the  several 
towns  in  said  county  and  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  in  the  city 
of  Watertown  except  EUisburgh,  Cape  Vincent,  Wilna  and  Cham- 
pion, to  grant  all  necessary  aid  or  relief  to  poor  and  indigent 
persons  residing  in  their  respective  towns,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  supervisor  except  Ellisburgh,  Cape  Vincent,  Wilna 
and  Champion,  and  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  city  of 
Watertown  to  enter  into  a  book  to  be  kept  by  each  of  them  for 
that  purpose  the  name,  age  and  sex  of  every  person  by  them 
relieved  together  with  an  account  of  all  the  sums  of  money  ex- 
pended and  the  items  of  expenditure  in  the  i-elief  of  ea(*h  poor 
or  indigent  person  and  the  cause  of  poverty  in  each  case  so  far 
aA  it  can  be  ascertained.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors 
of  the  several  towns  except  Ellisburgh,  Cape  Vincent,  Wilna  and 
Champion,  and  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  city  of  Water- 
town  to  furnish  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  od  or 
before  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  of  said  board  a  copy 
of  all  the  entries  in  the  book  provided  to  be  kept  by  such  super- 
visors and  overseer  for  the  year  ending  on  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber of  each  year,  and  also  to  present  the  same  to  the  boards  of 
audit  of  their  respective  towns  and  city  at  their  annual  meeting 
for  the  auddt  of  town  and  city  accounts,  and  such  suiiervisor  for 
all  services  (including  mileage)  rendered  in  the  discharge  of  his 
official  duties  as  aforesaid  shall  receive  for  each   day's  actual 
service  the  sum  of  two  dollars  provided  th«it  such   supervisor 
shall  in  no  case  receive  more  than  five  per  cent  of  the  cost  of 
supplies  furnished  nor  shall  he  receive  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  in  any  one  year  for  such  official  services.     (As  aincnded 
by  chapter  24  of  the  Laws  of  1888.) 

§  3.  In  case  of  the  inability  to  serve  of  the  supervisor  of  any 
of  the  towns  in  said  county  from  absence,  sickness  or  any  other 
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cause,  the  duties  imposed  on  supervisors  by  this  act  shall  during 
such  inability  be  discharged  by  the  justice  of  said  town  having 
the  shortest  time  to  serve,  and  said  justice  while  so  acting  shall 
iiave  the  powers  and  liabilities  lierebj  imposed  upon  snpenrison 
and  like  compensation. 

§  4.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  Jefferson  county  shall  hare 
exclusive  power  to  make  contracts  with  physicians  and  surgeons 
,to  furaish  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  services  for  tte 
poor  at  the  poorhouse  and  asylum  of  said  county  and  the  sape^ 
visors  of  the  several  towns  exce]»t  Ellisburgh,  Cape  Vincent 
Wilna  and  Champion  of  said  county  and  of  the  wards  of  the  city 
of  Watertown  sliall  h«ave  power  to  make  contracts  wit*h  physician 
and  surgeons  to  furnish  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  8e^ 
vices  for  the  poor  of  their  resi>e(tive  towns  but  no  charge  shall 
be  made  by  any  supervisor  for  making  such  contract  nor  for  anj 
other  services  rendered  in  causing  medical  or  surgical  aid  to  be 
extended  to  any  of  the  poor  and  indigent  persons  of  their  re- 
spective towns.  (As  amended  hy  ehapter  24  of  the  Laws  of 
1888.) 

§  5.  All  the  exi)enses.  arising  from  the  cai*e,  support  and  main- 
tenance of  the  poor  of  the  various  towns  and  in  the  city  of  Water- 
town,  in  said  county,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  towns  and  city 
resi)ectively,  except  as  herein  provided.  And  all  accounts  hereby 
made  a  charge  upon  the  several  towns  and  the  city  of  Water- 
town,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  shall  be  presented 
to  and  audite<l  by  the  boards  of  audit  of  the  respective  towns 
and  city.  And  the  sums  thus  audited  sliall  be  levied  and  assessed 
ui)on  said  towns  and  city  resi)e<'tively  by  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  said  county,  and  the  sum  thus  raised  shall  be  paid  to 
the  county  l*reasurer  and  by  him  \k\U\  over  on  the  order  of  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  su]>ervis()r8  to  the  i>erson8  entitled  thereto 
as  shall  appear  u]>on  the  schedule  of  the  board  of  town  and  city 
auditors.  Tlie  mayor  of  the  city  of  Watertown  and  the  super-  . 
visors  of  the  several  wards  aixi  heivby  constituted  a  board  of 
xiudit  for  said  city  for  the  ])urposes  of  this  act. 

§  6.  The  board  of  town  auditors  of  the  several  tV)wns  may 
S|)ecify  such  sums  as  they  shall  d(M»m  ex[)(Hlient  to  he  raised  in 
.advance,  for  the  support  of  t)ie  poor  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
such  sums  shall  be  levied  upon  said  towns  by  boards  of  super- 
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eighth  section  of  this  act,  which,  with  the  approval  as  herein 
provided,  and  with  the  order  of  appointment,  shall  be  filed  in 
the  oflSce  of  the  connt*y  clerk.  Every  superintendent  appointed 
in  pursuance  of  this  section  shall  receive  the  same  proportionate 
rate  of  compensation  for  his  services  as  his  immediate  prede- 
cessor would  have  been  entitled  to  receive. 

§  10.  Every  superintendent  of  the  poor,  supervisor  and  over- 
seer of  the  poor  in  said  county  shall  have  power  to  administer 
an  oath  to  any  person  applying  for  relief,  as  to  any  matters  per- 
taining to  or  touching  the  application  for  relief.  Willful  false 
swearing  under  this  act  shall  be  deemed  i)erjury. 

§  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  superintendent  of  the  poor  of 
said  county  to  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  entered  a  correct 
and  full  statement  and  account  of  all  purchases,  contracts,  sales 
and  expenditures  made,  and  all  moneys  I'eceived  by  him  as  such 
superintendent;  the  amount  and  value  of  the  farm  products;  the 
name  of  every  person  to  whom  any  draft  on  the  county  treasurer 
shall  be  given,  or  any  money  paid  by  him;  the  amount  of  the 
same,  and  for  what  the  allowance  or  payment  was  made,  and  the 
price  of  the  article  or  services  for  which  such  allowance  was 
made,  which  book,  with  the  vouchers  of  such  expenditures,  shall 
be  presented  to  the  board  of  supervisors  during  the  first  three 
days  of  their  annual  session,  and  at  any  special  meeting  of  said 
board  when  requii-ed.     It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  said  super- 
intendent to  keej3  an  accurate  account  of  the  name  of  each  poor 
and  indigent  person  received  into  the  poorhouse  or  asylum  of 
the  -countv,  the  date  of  such  reception  and  of  what  town  or  city 
of  the  county  they  are  residents,  or  if  they  are  not  residents  of 
any  of  the  towns  of  said  county,  or  of  the  city  of  Watertown, 
such  fact  shall  be  stated  by  him,  and  the  residence  thus  fixed 
by  the  superintendent  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  be 
deemed  presumptively  correct,  and  any  interested  party  shall 
have  the  right  to  appeal  from  such  decision  of  the  superintendent 
,to  the  board  of  supervisors,  who  may  make  such  order  in  the 
matter  as  they  shall  deem  just.     He  shall  also  keep  an  accurate 
account  with  each  of  the  towns  of  the  county  and  with  the  city 
of  Watertown,  charging  them  with  the  average  cost  of  supporting 
all  poor  and  indigent  persons  kept  in  the  poorhouse  or  asylum 
at  any  time  during  the  preceding  year,  and  chargeable  to  such 
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boatd  of  si]p<^vi8ors  of  said  county,  one  saperinteadeut  of  tlie 
poor  shall  be  appointed  by  said  board  who  shall  hold  hi*  offit'c 
one  year  iind  until  Ids  sueoeeeor  shall   he  appointed ;  and  the 
siiIKTintendeat  thua  appointed  shall  exercise  all  tJie  powers  and 
dlBcluirge  nil  the  duties  now  bj  law  exercised  by  the  Bnperiii 
tendent  of  the  [Kmr,  except  such  powers  and  duties  as  ai^  inctrn 
sistent  with  thm  act*  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  ^ame  HabiUlirs 
duA  i>enaltie.4  that  the  sujierintendent  of  the  poor  is  now  by  lar 
subject  to,  and  every  sui>erin tendent  of  said  county  befoi^  enter 
in^  ujinn  the  duties  of  his  office  and  within  ten  days  of  Ins  notice 
of  appointuient,  shall  execute  to  the  board  of  supervisurs  of  said 
county  a  bond  in  the  i>eiial  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollar**,  or  such 
other  sum  as  such  board  shall  direct,  with  two  or  more  suretici^ 
to  lie  approved  by  such  board,  or  in  case  such  board  sliall  not 
lie  in  session,  by  the  county  judge,  surrogate  and  county  clerk, 
or  any  two  of  them,  conditioned  that  he  shall  faithfuny  execute 
and  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  and  shall  pay  according  to 
law  all  moneys  tliat  shall  come  int^o  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his 
office,  and  render  a  just  and  true  account  thereof  to  the  board 
of  8ut)ervisoi^  at  eac*  annual  meeting  of  such  board  or  at  any 
special  meeting  thereof  when  I'equired  to  do  so*     Said  bond  with 
the  approval  aforesaid   indorsed  theix?on,  shall  be  filed   in   Mje 
office  of  the  county  clerk.     The  term  of  oiWee  of  said  su|>eJ'intend' 
«nt  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year. 
Evei-y  suf^erin  ten  dent  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  reside 
at  the  [Kjorhouse  of  sjiid  count'y  and  be  the  keeper  thereof  and 
shall  i^ceive  such  t  nm[)ensation  for  his  servii^es  as  shall  be  fixetl 
at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  suj>ervigors,  but  such 
compensation  so  determined  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished 
during  the  term  for  which  he  is  appointed*     (A^  amended  hy_ 
chapter  2i  of  the  Laws  of  1888;  and  chapter  90  of  the  haw% 
1893.) 

§  9»  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  t*he  office  of  snperi: 
tendent  of  the  poor  in  said  county,  the  county  judge,  surrogate 
and  county  clerk,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  appoint  some  person 
to  fill  such  vacancy,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  a  sueeeissor 
jihall  be  apptiiuted  in  pursuance  of  this  act;  and  shall,  before 
entering  upon  t^ie  dairies  of  his  office,  and  within  five  days  after 
notice  of  his  ajipointment,  give  such  bond  as  is  provided  for 
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eighth  section  of  this  act,  which,  with  the  approval  as  herein 
provided,  and  with  the  order  of  appointment,  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  count*y  clerk.  Every  superintendent  appointed 
in  pursuance  of  this  section  shall  receive  tiie  same  proportionate 
rate  of  compensation  for  his  services  as  his  immediate  prede- 
cessor would  have  been  entitled  to  receive. 

§  10.  Every  superintendent  of  the  poor,  supervisor  and  over- 
seer of  the  poor  in  said  county  shall  have  power  to  administer 
an  oath  to  any  person  applying  for  relief,  as  to  any  matters  per- 
taining to  or  touching  the  application  for  relief.  Willful  false 
swearing  under  this  act  shall  be  deemed  perjury. 

§  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Hhe  superintendent  of  the  jioor  of 
said  county  to  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  entered  a  correct 
and  full  statement  and  account  of  all  purchases,  contracts,  sales 
and  expenditures  made,  and  all  moneys  received  by  him  as  such 
superintendent;  the  amount^  and  value  of  the  farm  products;  the 
name  of  every  person  to  whom  any  draft  on  the  county  treasurer 
shall  be  given,  or  any  money  paid  by  him;  the  amount  of  the 
same,  and  for  what  the  allowance  or  payment  was  made,  and  the 
price  of  the  article  or  services  for  which  such  allowance  was 
made,  which  book,  with  the  vouchers  of  such  expenditures,  shall 
be  presented  to  the  board  of  supei^visors  during  the  first  three 
days  of  their  annual  session,  and  at  any  special  meeting  of  said 
board  when  required.     It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  said  super- 
intendent to  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  name  of  each  poor 
and  indigent  person  received  into  the  poorhouse  or  asylum  of 
the  county,  the  date  of  such  reception  and  of  what  town  or  city 
of  the  county  they  are  residents,  or  if  they  are  not  residents  of 
any  of  the  towns  of  said  county,  or  of  the  city  of  Watertown, 
?uch  fact  shall  be  stated  by  him,  and  the  residence  thus  fixed 
by  the  superintendent  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  be 
deemed  presumptively  correct,  and  any  interested  party  shall 
have  the  right  to  appeal  from  such  decision  of  the  superintendent 
.to  the  board  of  supervisors,  who  may  make  such  order  in  the 
matter  as  they  shall  deem  just.     He  shall  also  keep  an  accurate 
account  with  each  of  the  towns  of  the  county  and  with  the  city 
of  Watertown,  charging  them  with  the  average  cost  of  supporting 
all  poor  and  indigent  persons  kept  in  the  poorhouse  or  asylum 
at  any  time  during  the  preceding  year,  and  chargeable  to  such 
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towns  or  viiy  res[)ectively,  except  those  who  by  this  act  •» 
made  a  county  cliar^^o,  and  shall  include  the  same  in  his  rqiort 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  as  herein  provided.  The  supervisor 
of  any  town  or  ward,  and  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  dty 
of  ^^'atertown  shall  have  the  right  to  have  such  of  the  town  or 
city  poor,  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  direct,  respectivdy, 
maintained  at  the  poorhouse  or  asylum  at  the  expense  of  snch 
town  or  (?ity,  and  shall  also  have  the  right  to  send  children  to 
the  JelFerson  county  orphan  asylum,  chargeable  to  their  re8pe^ 
tive  town  or  city,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  tock 
orphan  asylum. 

§  12.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  shall,  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  said  board,  appoint  two  persons,  whose  duty 
ii   shall  be  to  visit  the  poorhouse  and  asylum  of  said  connty 
onc(^  in  every  two  months,  and  not  oftener,  unless  ordered  by 
said  board:  and  shall  examine  into  the  condition  and  usage  of 
the  poor,  the  manajrement  of  the  poorhouse  and  farm,  the  books 
of  the  keei)er,  and  tiie  management  of  the  poorhouse  and  asylum 
generally,  and  shall   make  a  written  report  of  their  doings  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  at  each  annual  meeting  thereof;  and 
also,  when  called  u])on  so  to  do  at  any  sf)ecial  meeting  of  said 
board."    Said   inspectors  shall  re<eive  as  compensation  two  dol- 
lars |}(»r  day  while  in  actual  service.     Said  insjiectoi's  shall  be 
appointed  by  balloc  at  the  same  time,  and  no  ballot  shall  con- 
tain  th(»  name  of  more  than  oik?  person,  and  the  two  persotas 
having  tiie  greatest  numlwM*  of  voters  shall  be  deemed  appointed. 

Ji  l.*>.  Tlu»  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  shall  have  power 
to  direct,  by  rcsoluli<m,  duly  centered  on  its  minutes,  the  manner 
in  which  the  suj)plies  for  (he  poorhouse,  or  any  portion  of  them, 
shall  ho  purchas(Ml,  con  tracked  for  or  obtained  by  the  superin- 
Irndcnl.  >Vhon  any  sucli  din'ction  shall  be  given  by  said  board, 
the  same  shall  Im'  observed  and  carried  out  by  said  su])erin  ten  dent. 

§  IL  SiM-tion  first  and  second  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
ninety  (iv(»  of  the  laws  of  eij»hteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  alfljp 
<-hapter  two  hundred  and  for(\-two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dre<l  and  fifly-hvo  are  hei-eliy  repealled  except  in  Ellisburgh,  Cape 
A'incent.  Wilna  and  Champion.  {As  amruih'd  hj/  chapter  24  of 
Ihc  Lairs  of  i^^H.) 
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§  15.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
and  shall  be  inoperative  and  ineffectual  in  the  county  of  Jeffer- 
son, and  all  general  laws  now  in  force,  applicable  to  the  care  and 
support  of  town  or  county  poor,  and  not  Inconsistent  with  this 
act,  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the  town  and  county  poor  of 
said  county. 

§  16.  This  act  shall  go  into  effect  on  on*  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight  and  the  term  of  oflSce  of 
overseer  of  the  poor  in  said  county,  except  in  the  city  of  Water- 
town,  Ellisburgh,  Cape  Vincent,  Wilnaand  Champion,  shall  cease 
on  the  first  day  of  November  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty -eight. 
{As  amended  ly  chapter  24  of  the  Laws  of  1888.) 

AN  ACT  to  exempt  the  town  of  Henderson  from  the  provisions  of 
chapter  eight  hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  laws  of  eighteeu 
hundred  and  seventy-three,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
support  of  the  poor  in  the  county  of  Jefferson,"  and  to  confirm 
the  action  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  town  in  the  election  of  an 
overseer  of  the  poor. 

Chapter  589,  Laws  of  1880. 

Section  1.  The  town  of  Henderson  is  hereby  exempted  from  the 
provisions  of  chapter  eight  hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy -three,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide 
for  the  support  of  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Jefferson."  and  tho 
action  of  the  legal  yoters  of  said  town,  on  February  seventeenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  in  electing  Tx^vi  CrittV?nden  as  over- 
seer of  the  poor  is  hereby  fully  confirmed. 


LEWIS  COUNTY. 

AN  ACT  to  repeal  chapter  six  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the  laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  eightj'-one,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide 
that  any  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  the  county  of  TiOwis  may 
be  the  keeper  of  the  poorhouse  of  said  county." 

Chapter  86,  Laws  of  1885. 

Section  1.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eightynaix,  chapter  six  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the

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laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eightyH)ne,  entitled  ''An  act  topio- 
vide  that  any  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Lewis 
may  be  the  keeper  of  the  poorhouse  of  said  county,*'  is  hatiff 
re[>ealed. 


MONTGOMERY  COUNTY. 

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  Mont- 
goniery  county  and  specifying  his  powers  as  keeper  of  the 
county  almshouse  and  farm. 

Chapter  lo,  Laws  of  1900. 

Section  1.  The  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  Montgomefy 
(totmty  shall  ix^side  at  the  poorhouse  and  shall  be  keeper  of  flie 
county  almshouse  and  farm  of  such  county,  during  his  term  of 
office  as  such  suiM^rintendent.  ITe  shall  receive  as  such  keeper,  ia 
addition  to  his  fec^s  as  sui)erintendent  of  the  poor,  an  annual  com- 
pensation of  eight  hundred  dollars.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  board 
for  himself  and  family.  He  may  employ  a  matron  at  a  compen- 
sation of  not  to  ex<eed  four  dollars  per  week,  one  additional 
female  assistant  at  not  to  exceed  four  dollars  per  week  and  such 
other  help  as  lie  may  deem  necessary. 

§  2.  The  suj>erintendent  of  the  f)Oor  in  office  when  this  chapter 
takes  eirect,  and  the  snp(»rintendents  hereafter  elected  or  ap- 
]K)intied  shall  purchase  tlie  necessary  furniture  and  equipment 
for  the  county  farm  and  almshouse  recently  purchased  and  con- 
structed for  such  county  and  also  purchase  necessary  implements 
and  stock  for  said  farm,  food  and  material  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  j»oor  in  such  almshouse  and  use  the  income  of  said  farm 
for  the  suj)j)ort  of  such  poor  and  sell  and  dispose  of  the  proceeds 
of  said  farm  not  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  inmates  of  said 
almshouse.  Such  superintendent  shall  make  an  itemized  esti- 
mate in  duplicate,  of  the  furniture,  equipment,  implements,  stock 
and  suppliers  n^piired  for  the  use  of  the  county  almshouse  and 
farm,  showing  the  amount  rc(|nired  for  each  item;  each  of  such 
duplicates  shall  be  signed  by  him  and  one  shall  be  filed  in  his 
office  and  l)e  open  to  public  inspection  and  one  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  su]»ervi8ors. 
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The  board  of  supervisors  shall  cause  the  total  amount  called 
for  by  such  estimates  to  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected  in  the 
wime  manner  as  other  contingent  expenses  of  the  county,  to  be 
paid  to  the  county  treasurer  and  to  be  by  him  kept  as  a  separate 
fnnd.  The  superintendent  of  the  poor  shall  pay  for  the  furniture 
and  equipment  purchased  by  him  as  above  provided,  by  his  order 
upon  the  county  treasurer,  to  be  paid  from  the  fund  so  raised. 

§  3.  No  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Montgom- 
ery shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise,  provisions,  clothing  or  any  other  article  or  thing 
whatsoever  furnished,  ordered  or  contracted  for  by  him  for  the 
tise  of  or  at  the  poorhouse  for  the  poor  therein. 

§  4.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  fhe  provisions  of 
the  poor  law  and  of  other  general  laws  apply  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  poor  of  Montgomery  county  and  the  county  alms- 
honae  and  farm  of  such  county. 

PUTNAM  COUJfrY. 

AN  ACT  to  abolish  the  oflBce  of  county  superintendent  of  tlie  poor 
in  the  county  of  Putnam,  and  to  authorize  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  said  county  to  employ  a  keeper  of  the  county  poor- 
house  and  farm. 

Chapter  xiS,  Laws  of  1856. 

Section  1.  The  office  of  county  superintendent  of  the  poor  of 
the  counfjr  of  Putnam  is  hereby  abolished,  and  the  provisions  of 
the  act  passed  December  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
seven,  and  all  other  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act,  requiring  the 
election  of  such  officers  so  far  as  the  same  apply  to  the  county  of 
^itnam  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  2.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  are  hereby  empow- 
ered and  authorized  to  employ  on  such  terms  as  said  board  shall 
^eero  proper,  a  keeper  of  the  county  poorhouse  of  said  county, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  and  superintend  the  man- 
^ment  of  the  poorhouse  and  farm  of  said  connty,  undor  tlio 
^Dtrol  Rnd  direction  of  said  board.

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RENSSELAER  COUNTY. 
AN  ACT  relating  to  the  support  of  the  poor  of  Rensselaer  connty. 

Chapter  344,  Laws  of  x86o. 

Section  1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  two 
.sui>eriutendent8  of  the  poor  liaving  the  shortest  time  to  serre^ 
shall  \>e  designated  auditing  superintendents,  and  shall  be  com- 
]>etent  to  do  no  other  acts  oflicially,  nor  shall  do  any  other  acts 
officially  than  those  prescribed  in  this  act.  The  third  superin- 
tendent of  the  poor,  being  the  one  having  the  longest  term  to 
serve,  shall  be  designated  the  acting  superintendent  of  the  poor; 
shall  discliarge  all  lire  duties  required  by  law,  from  a  county 
sui>erinteudent  of  the  poor;  together  with  all  other  duties  re- 
quired by  this  act,  from  the  acting  superintendent  of  the  poor. 
And  hei'eafter  there  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  election  pre- 
ceding the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  each  of  said  two 
first  named  su])erintendents  of  the  poor,  one  auditing  superin- 
tendent of  the  poor,  to  fill' that  office  for  thi-ee  years;  and  at  the 
general  election  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  third 
named  superintendent  of  tlie  poor,  there  shall  be  elected  one 
acting  superintendent  of  the  poor,  who  shall  fill  that  office  for 
three  years. 

The  term  of  office  of  the  present  acting  su]>ei*intendent  of  the 
poor,  Martin  P.  Dofreest,  shall  end  and  terminate  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
six,  and  the  term  of  office  of  Karen t  I.  Van  Hoesen,  one  of  the 
present  auditing  superintendents  of  the  poor,  shall  end  and  termi- 
nate on  the  thirty-Grst  day  of  l)eceml>er,  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-live;  and  the  term  of  office  of  Jonathan  Denni- 
son,  one  of  the  present  auditing  superintendents  of  the  poor, 
shall  end  and  terminate  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  in 
the  year  eightwm  hundred  and  seventy-six.  In  case  of  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  the  acting  superintendent  or  of  the  auditing  super- 
intendents, such  officer  shall  be  elected  for  the  full  term  of  three 
years,  at  the  general  election  in  said  county  of  Rensselaer,  next 
succeeding  the  haiqM»ning  of  such  vacancy;  and  in  the  meantime 
such  vacancy  shall  be  supplied  as  now  provided  by  law.  {Added 
hy  chapter  590  of  the  Laivs  of  1875.) 

§  2.  The  acting  superintendent  of  the  i>oor  so  elected,  shall  give 
bail  in  the  amount  required  by  the  board  of  supervisors  from  a 
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county  superintendent  of  the  poor,  and  his  bonds  shall  be  ap- 
proved bv  said  board  as  now  required  by  law  in  such  case. 

§  3.  The  (acting  and)  auditing  superintendent*  of  the  poor 
shall,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  every  month,  meet  at  the  house 
of  industry,  or  the  office  of  the  acting  superintendent,  at  the 
court  house,  in  said  county,  and  then  and  there  audit,  examine 
and  allow,  or  disallow,  everv^  claim,  account,  bill  or  demand,  pre- 
sented by  the  acting  superintendent,  or  any  other  person  or  per- 
sons, against  the  acting  superintendent,  or  the  board  of  8ui)erin- 
tendente,  for  the  support  of  the  county  poor,  or  for  any  service, 
subsistence,  supplies  or  maintenance  of  the  county  poor  of  said 
county,  or  for  the  support  of  any  or  all  the  inmates  of  the  house 
of  industry'. 

§  4.  They  shall  keep  a  book  in  the  office  of  the  acting  sujjerin- 
tendent  of  the  poor,  in  the  court  house,  in  Rensselaer  county,  in 
which  shall  be  entered  a  full  and  correct  statement  of  all  arti- 
cles purchased  for  the  care,  support  and  maintenance  of  the  in- 
mates of  said  house  of  industry;  or  for  the  management  and  culti- 
vation of  the  farm,  and  for  the  keeping  of  the  team  or  teams, 
cattle  and  stock  upon  tlie  same,  together  with  the  name  of  the 
person  or  i)ersons  of  whom  the  same  was  purchased,  and  th*^ 
price  thereof;  another  book  in  which  all  articles  sold  shall  lie 
entered,  with  the  price,  names  of  the  purchasers  and  date  of  siiid 
purchase;  and  a  third  book  in  which  shall  be  entered  at  length 
every  contract,  whether  written  or  verbal,  and  the  names  of  i\\o, 
contracting  parties;  and  a  fourth  book,  in  which  shall  be  entered 
the  name,  age,  sex,  previous  habits,  nativity,  last  place  of  resi- 
dence and  name  of  committing  officer,  of  every  pauper  inmate, 
together  with  the  name  of  the  town  or  city  to  which  tlfey  are 
severally  chargeable. 

§  5.  The  said  books  shall  be  ojyen  for  the  examination  of  every 
taxpayer  of  said  county,  from  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  to  twelve 
at  noon,  and  from  one  till  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  every 
day  except  Sundays,  legal  holidays  and  election  days. 

§  6.  The  said  auditing  superintendents  shall  each  receive  four 
dollars  per  day  for  every  monthly  meeting  for  auditing  sai»l 
accounts,  and  twenty  cents  for  every  mile  necessarily  traveled 
to  attend  said  meetings,  reckoning  only  one  way,  which  bills

shall  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  board  of  snperviBon, » 
other  accounts  are  allowed,  and  no  more  than  eight  dollars  per 
month  and  said  travel  fees,  for  one  journey  shall  be  allowed  (Ai 
amended  by  chapter  486  of  tlw  Laws  of  1863.) 

§   7.  The  acting  su]>erintendent  shall,  immediately  upon  tbe 
passage  of  tliis  act,  make  an  estimate  of  the  beef,  flour,  poii, 
fuel  of  all  kinds,  rice,  cotfee,  tea,  sugar,  cloth,  clothing,  booti, 
shoes,  leather,  fish,  salf,  candles,  soap,  lumber,  grain,  seeds,  ani 
everi'  other  article  of  use  or  subsistence,  the  annual  consQmp- 
tion  of  wliich  at  the  liouse  of  industry  exceeds  twenty-five  dollan; 
and  shall  advc^rtise  under  the  notice  of  "  proposals  for  snppliM 
at  the  house  of  industry,'-  for  twenty  days  in  two  daily  and  b 
two  weekly  newspapers,  liaving  the  hirgest  circulation,  published 
in  the  county,  for  sealed  proposals  to  furnish  the  kind,  qualitt 
and   quantity   of   the    articles   of   subsistence,  estimated   to  be 
needed  for  the  keeping  of  inmales  of  the  said  house  of  indnstiy 
for  six  months:  and  at  the  end  of  every  six  months  the  said 
acting  su])erintendent  shall  renew  the  said  estimate  and  advCT- 
tisements.     No  purchases  except  those  provided  for'  in  this  act 
shall  be  made  l)y  the  said  acting  superintendent. 

§  8.  At  the  iK^xt  monthly  meeting  of  the  said  su])erintendent8, 
after  the  expiration  of  th(»  said  twenty  days,  the  said  sealed 
proposals  shall  1m^  oj^enod  by  the  said  acting  sujwrintendent  in 
the  ])resence  of  at  l(»ast  one  of  tlie  auditing  sui)erinten dents,  and 
the  contract  or  contracts  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder 
or  bidders,  who  shall  furnish  ample  security  for  the  perfomi- 
ance  of  the  said  contract  or  contracts.  A  guarantiee  shall  accom* 
])any  ea<*h  proposal,  signed  by  the  bidder  and  one  other  respon- 
sible ])ai'ty,  that  in  case  said  ]>roposal  is  accepted,  said  bidder 
will  enter  into  contract  as  i*e(piired.  and  in  case  said  contractor 
shall  fail  to  ])erform  his  contl'act.  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
acting  superintendent  forthwith  to  readvertise  for  the  supplies 
called  for  by  the  contract,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section 
seven  of  this  act. 

§  9.  Nothing  contained  in  tliis  act  shall  be  construed  as  for- 
bidding said  su]>erintendent  from  purchasing  in  open  market 
such  articles  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  event  of  the  neglect  of 
a  contractor  or  contractors  to  comi)ly  with  their  contracts,  nor 
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from  purchafiing  articles  not  required  to  be  purchased  bj  con- 
tract. 

§  10.  The  board  of  superintendents  of  said  county  shall  appoint 
the  keeper  of  the  house  of  industry,  who  shall  be  Hie  manager 
of  the  county  fami,  subject  to  the  general  directions  of  the  acting 
superintendent,  which  directions  the  acting  superintendent  shall 
communicalte  in  writing  whenever  requested  so  to  do  by  the  said 
keeper,  and  said  board  shall  also  appoint  a  physician  and  all 
oeceesan'  officers  and  servants  of  the  said  house  of  Industry, 
and  said  keeper  and  physician   and   the  officers  and  servants 
respectively  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
said  board.     The  annual   salaries  of  the  said  acting  superin- 
tendent, keeper  and   physician  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of 
snpervigors,  and  shall  neither  be  increased  or  diminished  during 
their  tferm  of  office;  except  that  after  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  oflSce  of  the  present  acting  sui)erintendent,  and  thereafter,  the 
acting  superintendent  shall  receive  an  annual  salary-  of  three 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  which  said  salary  shall  not  be 
iocreaeed  or  diminished  during  the  term  for  which  said  acting 
superintendent  shall  have  been  elected.     Baid  salary  shall   be 
paid  monthly  the  same  as  the  salaries  of  other  county  officers 
&re  paid.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  acting  superintendent  to 
perform  all  services  which  he  is  or  shall  be  required  or  authorized 
by  law  to  perform  by  virtue  of  or  by  reason  of  his  holding  such 
oiBce,  and  no  compensation,  payment  or  allowance  shall  be  made 
to  him  or  any  other  person  for  performing  any  services,  apper- 
taining to  the  said  office  of  acting  superintendent,  except  the 
•alary  aforesaid.     (As  amended  by  chapter  216  of  the  Laws  of 
^;  chapter  418  of  the  Laws  of  1896;  and  chapter  636  of  the 
^^m  of  1903.) 

§  11.  No  money  shall  be  paid  nor  draft  delivered  to  any  con- 
tractor or  to  any  other  person  for  articles  furnished  under  the 
^ntract  before  mentioned  or  for  any  other  property  furnished 
by  any  person  until  tiie  said  articles  shall  have  been  actually 
^^ivered  at  the  house  of  industry,  and  the  same  shall  have  been 
^^amiiied,  their  weight  or  measure  ascertained  by  the  keeper; 
^Mch  delivery,  weight  and  measure  shall  be  verified  by  the  afli- 
^a?it  of  the  keeper,  which  shall  state  that  at  date  thereof  he  has 
P^VKmally  leeeived,  inspected  and  weighed  or  measured  such 
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articles,  and  that  the  quantity  and  quality  is  correct  as  charge! 
(As  amended  by  chapter  216  of  the  Laics  of  1862,  q.  v.) 

§  12.  {Repealed  by  chapter  593  of  the  Laws  of  1886.) 

§  13.  The  county  treasurer  shall  pay  no  draft  for  and  in  behalf 
of  the  support  of  tlie  poor  of  the  county  of  Rensselaer,  unlen 
the  same  shall  have  been  drawn  by  the  acting  superintendent  of 
the  said  county,  and  the  same  shall  have  been  countersigned  bj 
at  lea^t  one  of  the  auditing  superintendents;  nor  shall  he  paj 
any  draft  of  said  superintendents,  except  to  discharge  a  liability 
incurred  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  14.  No  produce  of  the  county  fami  or  gaj-den,  nor  any  of  the 
8l\)ck  kept  thei'eon,  nor  any  other  pro[>erty  of  whatever  name 
or  nature,  upon  or  i)ertain]ng  to  the  same,  shall  be  sold  by  any 
other  iK^rson  than  the  acting  superintendent  aforesaid,  and  rach 
sales  shall  be  only  for  cash  paid  upon  the  delivery  of  the  said 
property  by  the  purchaser;  nor  shall  any  or  either  of  said  snperiB- 
tendents  hvi  interestV^i,  directly  or  indii-ectly,  as  a  purchaser  in 
any  such  purchaseK  or  bargains. 

§  15.  The  ke<'iM'r  of  the  said  house  of  industry  dliall  keep  a 
book  in  which  flie  lal)or  of  any  and  every  paui>er  in  said  honac 
of  industry  shall  l)e  daily  noted  when  such  labor  is  ])erfomied, 
provided  it  excHHls  one  hour  in  duration,  together  witli  the 
kind  of  labor,  whether  it  1m*  on  the  farm,  or  in  the  domestic 
labor  of  the  kitdn^n  or  olherwist*;  unless  otherwise  ordei'ed  by 
the  board  of  KU]K'rvisors. 

S  Ki.  The  physician  to  the  said  house  of  industry  shall  be 
rtNiuired  io  kec^j)  a  book  in  which  shall  l>e  entfered  the  name, 
age,  sex,  nativity,  name  of  disease*,  date  of  commencement,  date 
of  discharge  and  t<»rminatiou  of  tlu*  disease  of  e\'ery  panper 
inmate  i^(iuiring  luedital  attendance,  which  book  shall  be  snbject 
to  the  control  and   insjK*ction  of  the  board  of  su[»erint\^n dents. 

§  17.  At  the  comm<»nc(»iiient  of  every  annual  meeting  of  the 
board  of  su])ervisors,  the  said  sui)erintendents  shall  i-eport,  in 
tli<*  manner  now  i-equired  by  Inw,  their  doings  as  such  ofHcers, 
and  shall  lay  up<m  the  table  of  t*lie  clerk  of  said  board  all  their 
books,  vourliers,  memorandums,  and  all  other  pa}>ers  relating 
to  the  adminisi  rat  ions  of  tlic  atfairs  of  said  house  of  industry, 
together  with  any  suggestions  they  may  see  fit  to  make  for  its 
improvement*,  or  the  condition  of  the  pauper  inmates  of  the  same. 
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§  18.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
isions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

Chapter  216,  Laws  of  i86a. 

Section  1.  {Amends  §  10  of  Chap.  344  of  the  Laws  of  1860,  q.  v.) 
§  2.  (Amaids  §  11  of  Chap.  344  of  the  Laws  of  1860,  q.  v.) 
§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  acting  superintendent  to 
prant  the  necessary  temporary  relief  to  poor  persons  residing  in 
the  city  of  Troy,  whose  relief  would  be  by  law  a  county  expense, 
in  the  same  manner  as  town  overseers  of  the  poor  are  now 
required  to  grant  relief  to  poor  persons  residing  in  their  re8i)ec- 
dve  towns,  and  under  the  same  restrictions  of  law,  so  far  as 
the  same  shall  be  applicable,  as  said  town  overseers  now  are, 
excepting  the  compensation  for  such  services,  which  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county;  and  also  excepting 
that  said  acting  superintendent  shall  not  be  requii-ed  to  apply 
to  any  oflScer  for  authority.  The  expenses  incurred  for  temporary 
relief  under  this  section  shall,  in  no  case,  exceed  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  person  relieved  at  the  house  of  industry,  for 
the  same  length  of  time  as  that  for  which  relief  is  granted, 
except  when  the  removal  of  such  person  to  said  house  of  industry 
»hall  be  clearly  impracticable;  and  the  said  acting  superintendent 
shall  keep  a  book  of  record  in  his  office,  in  which  shall  be 
entered  in  full  the  name  and  residence  of  each  person  receiving 
any  relief  or  assistance,  together  with  the  date  and  amount 
[)f  the  same,  and  also  the  manner  or  means  by  which  such  relief 
>r  assistance  has  been  rendered;  such  book  to  be  free  and  open 
for  the  inspection  of  any  taxpayer  of  the  county,  from  nine  o'clock 
n  the  forenoon  until  twelve  o'clock  at  noon,  and  from  two  o'clock 
mtil  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  each  and  every  day  in  the 
rear,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted. 
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AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  three  hundred  and  forty-four  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  entiMed  "An  a^t  relatiRS 
to  the  support  of  the  poor  of  Rensselaer  county,"  passed  April 
thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  and  to  define  the  teno 
of  office  of  the  acting  superintendent  and  auditing  snperits- 
tendents  of  the  poor  now  in  office  under  said  act. 

Chapter  590,  Laws  of  1875. 

Section  1.  (Anicnfj!^  §  1  0/  Chap.  344  of  the  Laws  of  1860,  g.t.) 
§  2.  The  acting  suj>erintendent  of  the  poor  shall  keep  a  book  in 
which  he  shall  enter  consecutively  the  names  of  the  persons  upon 
whom  he  or  said  board  of  superintendents  gives  any  order  for 
tlie  relief  of  the  poor,  the  names  of  the  persona  to  whom  sail 
orders  shall  be  given,  and  their  place  of  residence,  for  what  said 
orders  are  given,  the  amount  thei^eof,  and"  the  dates  of  giving 
said  orders.    The  said  orders  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  name 
the  article  or  articles  to  be  furnished,  and  they  shall  not  authmie 
or  i>ermit  to  be  furnished  on  such  order  any  spirituous  or  intoxi- 
cating liquor,  wines,  ale  or  beer.     No  account  for   provisions, 
clothing,  fuel  or  other  articles  furnished  by  any  person  upon  said 
orders  shall  bi*  audited  or  paid,  unless  the  original  order  or 
orders  shall  be  attached  to  said  account  and  accompanied  by  an 
affidavit  made  by  the  person  or  persons  presenting  or  claiming 
the  same,  that  the  same  identical  articles  mentioned  in  said  order 
or  orders  have  l>een  furnished  to  the  i)erson  or  persons  to  whom 
the  said  orders  had  been  given  and  that  the  prices  charged  there- 
for were  i-e^isonable,  nor  shall  the  county  treasurer  pay  any  «nch 
account  when  audited,  unless  the  original  order  verified  as  herein 
required,  and  having  attached  theretV)  the  audit  and  allowance 
by   the   said   acting  and   auditing  su|)erintendents  as   a   board, 
shall  be  filed  with  said  county  treasurer.     Xor  shall  said  board 
audit  or  allow  any  other  bill,  claim  or  account  whether  arising 
out  of  a  written  contract  or  otherwise,  unless  the  same  shall 
be  made  out  in  items  with  the  dat(»*i  when  the  services  claimed 
were  i-endei-ed,  or  the  good«,  waives  or  supplies  furnished,  with  a 
statement  showing  whether  or  not  the  same  is  claimed  under 
any  and  what  contract  in  writing,  and  verified  by  the  claimant 
to   the  effect   that   the    said    bill,   claim,   account    and    state* 
ment    are  in    all  i^espects  cc^rrect  and    true.      No    account,  bill 
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or  claim  shall  be  paid  by  the  acting  superintendent  or  the  audit- 
ing superintendents  as  a  board,  or  otherwise,  nor  shall  the  same 
be  paid  bv  the  county  treasurer  until  made  out*,  verified  and 
audited  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  certified 
by  said  board  of  superintendents.  All  monies  now  in  the  hands 
of  said  board  or  said  acting  superintendent,  shall  be  forthwith 
paid  over  to  the  county  treasurer,  and  all  monies  hereafter 
received  from  any  source  by  said  board  or  said  acting  superin- 
tendent, in  their  or  his  official  capacity  shall  be  immediately 
paid  over  to  the  county  treasurer  to  be  held  and  used  for  the 
snpport  of  the  county  poor  as  now  provided  by  law,  anything  in 
the  act  hereby  amended  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  Such 
vouchers  filed  by  such  county  treasurer  shall  at  all  reasonable 
times  be  subject  to  examination  by  any  taxpayer  of  said  county. 
§  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 


SENECA  COUNTY. 

AN  ACT   to    regulate  the  expenditures   for   poor   purposes   in 
Seneca  county. 

Chapter  145,  Laws  of  1868. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Seneca 
shall  hereafter,  at  their  annual  meeting,  audit  and  settle  all 
accounts  of  tfie  superintendents  of  the  county  poorhouse  of  said 
county,  the  accounts  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  several 
towng  of  said  county,  for  services  and  exi)enses  incurred  by  them 
^op  the  temporary  relief  of  the  county  poor  of  said  county,  and 
the  accounts  of  all  other  persons  for  like  services  rendered,  or 
^op  supplies  furnished  and  for  medical  attendjinci^  by  pliysicians 
fop  the  poor,  chargeable  to  said  county. 

I  2.  The  board  of  supervisors  for  said  county  shall  have  power 
to  contract  with  any  person  or  persons  for  supplies  to  be  fur- 
Dished  to  the  poor,  chargeable  to  said  county  as  county  ]>ani>er8 
of  said  county. 

§  3.  The  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  said  cou^t^•  of  Seneca 
We  hereby  constituted  a  subordinate  board  to  assist  in  auditing 
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the  poor  expenses  of  said  coiintj,  and  shall  be  under  the  direction 
and  control  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county. 

§  4.  The  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  said  county,  the  keeper 
of  the  county  poorhouse  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
towns  in  said  county,  shall  not,  nor  shall  either  of  them,  be 
directly  nor  indirectly  interested  in  any  supplies  furnished  or 
ordered  by  them,  or  either  of  them,  and  no  accounts  shall  be 
audited  by  said  board  of  supervisors  for  services  rendered  w 
supplies  furnished  for  tlie  poor  of  said  county,  unless  the  sane 
shall  be  made  out  in  items,  with  dates,  stating  the  time  and 
nature  of  the  services  rendered,  the  quantity  and  quality  of  tte 
articles  furnished,  and  the  time  when  the  same  were  delivered, 
duly  verified  according  to  the  form  prescribed  by  law,  applicable 
to  accounts  audited  by  boards  of  supervisors. 

§  5.  The  superintendents  of  Vhe  county  poor  of  said  county 
shall,  in  each  year,  lender  under  oath  to  the  board  of  super 
visors  of  said  county,  at  its  annual  meeting,  a  true  and  faithful 
statement  of  all  moneys  received  by  them  from  said  county,  and 
from  the  commissioners  of  emigi*ation  for  t^e  support  of  county 
paupers,  of  all  the  products  raised  on  the  county  farm  belonging 
to  the  said  county  fworhouse,  and  of  the  disposition  which  has 
been  mad(»  of  the  same,  and  of  all  labor  which  has  been  performed 
by  the  county  paupers,  or  of  any  property  belonging  to  the  county, 
with  Ihe  manner  in  which,  and  Ihe  jjersons  for  whose  benefit,  the 
same  has  been  ix^rformed. 

§  (>.  It  shall  l)e  the  duty  of  each  overseer  of  the  poor  in  said 
county  of  Si^neca  to  enter  in  a  book,  to  be  by  him  kept  for 
that  purpose,  a  full  and  accurate  st^jitement  of  all  sums  of  money 
by  him  ivceived  or  expended  as  such  overseer  of  the  poor,  with 
the  date  of  the  peceii)t  and  disbursement  thereof,  the  name,  age 
and  sex  of  each  ])()or  or  indigent  ])erHon  relieved  by  him,  and 
the  cause  of  pauiK»rism  or  indigence  in  each  case,  so  far  as  the 
same  can  be  ascertained,  and  the  items  of  expendifare  in  the 
relief  of  each  such  poor  or  indig<»nt  person.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  each  of  said  overseers  of  the  poor  to  make  and  furnish  the 
supervisor  of  his  town,  within  one  week  preceding  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  board  of  suj»ervisors,  a  just  and  accurate  tran- 
script of  all  the  statements  and  entries  so  required  to  be  made 
by  him,  for  the  year  ending  on  the  last  day  in  October  in  each 
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rear;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  supervisor  to  whom  such 
statement  shall  be  furnished,  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  clerk 
of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county,  on  or  before  the  first? 
day  of  the  meeting  of  said  board  in  each  year. 

§  7.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  shall  have  power 
to  direct,  by  resolution,  to  be  entered  on  its  minutes,  in  relation 
to  and  the  manner  in  which  the  supplies  for  the  county  poor 
honse,  or  any  portion  thereof,  shall  be  purchased,  obtained  or  con- 
tracted for,  and  also  as  to  the  amount  and  manner  of  affording 
temporary  relief  by  the  overseers  of  the  "poor  of  the  several 
towM  in  said  county,  and  when  any  such  direction  shall  be  given 
by  said  board  of  supervisors,  the  same  shall  be  observed  and 
carried  out  by  the  said  superintendents  and  overseers  of  the 
poor. 

§  8.  The  committee  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  appoint(Ml  at 
their  annual  session,  on  the  accounts  of  superintendents  {in«l 
OTerseers  of  the  poor  shall,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  February 
in  each  and  every  yesor,  meet  at  the  county  poorhouse  with  the 
snperinteiidents  of  the  poor,  and  the  superintendents,  and  said 
committee  of  the  supervisors  shall  jointly  constitute  an  audit- 
ing board  to  audit  and  settle  all  accounts  for  temporary  relief 
fnmighed  to  the  poor  outside  of  the  poorhouse,  from  the  Hr^t 
day  of  November  preceding  the  time  of  meeting  of  said  aud'.i'iup: 
board.  The  said  auditing  board  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
cliainnan,  and  also  a  clerk  from  their  own  number,  and  the 
said  clerk  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  board,  draw  checks 
^pon  the  county  treasurer  for  all  bills  audited  which  shrill  be 
paid  by  the  county  treasurer,  the  same  as  checks  drawn  by 
order  of  the  board  of  supervisors.  {As  amended  by  chapter  12 
0/  the  Laws  of  1878.) 

§  9.  All  provisions  of  law,  so  far  as  they  are  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

TITLE  XIV. 

CITY   PHYSICIAN. 

§  1.  (Repealed  by  chapter  580  of  the  Laws  of  1900.) 

§  2.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  visit  the  almshouse  at  least  once 
in  each  day,  to  attend  and  administer  medical  assistance  to  the 
sick  in  the  almshouse,  hospital,  pesthouse  and  other  permanent 
or  temporary  buildings  now  or  hereafter  to  be  erected  on  the 
almshouse  farm,  and  direct  the  manner  of  treatment  of  said  Bick. 

§  3.  He  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  resident  physician  at 
a  salary  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  pay- 
able monthly,  from  the  fund  raised  for  the  support  of  the  alms- 
house, to  assist  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  at  said  alms- 
house or  hospital. 

§  4.  He  shall  report  on  the  first  day  of  every  month,  and  oftener 
if  he  deem  it  iien^ssary.  in  writing,  1^  the  mayor,  of  the  pau])eri8m 
in  the  almshouse,  the  persons  admitted  to  the  pesthouse,  lunatic 
asylum  and  hospital,  when  sent  and  by  whom. 

TITLE  XV. 

SUPEKINTEN'nENT    OF    THE    ALMSHOUSE. 

§  1.  The  superintendent  of  the  almshouse  shall  reside  at  the 
almshouse  in  the  citV  of  Albany  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  two 
thousand  five  hundi-ed  dollars  a  year,  and  shall  provide  his  own 
table  and  that  of  his  assistants  who  nsside  at  the  almshouse,  from 
the  money  aj)proj)riated  to  the  support  of  the  almshouse.  !:<• 
shall  give  his  undivided  |)ersonal  attention  to  the  duties  of  his 
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office  and  shall  be  engaged  in  no  other  trade,  business,  occupation 
or  employment. 

§  2.  He  shall  have  the  charge,  care  and  control  of  the  poor  and 
insane  committed  to  the  almshouse  and  of  the  real  and  personal 
property  now  used  for  such  purposes,  and  of  the  farm  and  appur- 
tenances thereto  belonging  and  appertaining.  And  all  persons 
arrested  upon  the  charge  of  insanity  shall  be  sent  forthwith  to 
and  confined  in  the  asylum  attached  to  the  Albany  almshouse, 
and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  the 
almshouse  to  transfer  the  said  person  or  persons  to  and  from 
flie  said  asylum  when  directed  so  to  do  by  either  of  the  police 
magistrates  or  the  chief  of  police. 

§  3.  All  moneys  appropriated  to  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  the  almshouse  in  the  city  of  Albany  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
chamberlain  of  the  city  of  Albany,  who  shall  pay  the  same  out 
only  after  an  investigation  and  audit,  by  the  board  of  audit,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  of  the  claims  presented,  and  aftter  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  superintendent  shall  have  been  given  as  hereinafter 
provided  for. 

§  4.  Said  superintendent  shall  appoint  a  deputy,  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  at  the  rate 
of  one  tfiousand  two  hundred  dollars  a  year,  and  a  clerk  who 
shall  receive  a  like  salary.  The  said  deputy  and  clerk  shall 
hold  their  positions  during  the  pleasure  of  the  superintendent. 
The  said  clerk  shall  have  his  office  in  the  rooms  assigned  to  and 
occupied  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  in  the  city  of  Albany.  The 
superintendent  of  the  almshouse  shall  also  have  power  to  employ 
such  assistants  as  will  enable  him  to  execute  the  duties  of  his 
office,  whose  respective  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  him  at  a 
sum  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  six  thousand  dollars  per 
annum.  (As  amended  by  chapter  302  of  the  Laws  of  1885,  and 
chapter  91  of  tlie  Laws  of  1903.) 

§  5.  He  shall  also  employ,  as  far  as  possible  and  without  com- 
pensation to  them,  the  paupers  confined  in  the  almshouse,  espe- 
cially in  the  cultivation  of  the  poorhouse  farm.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  superintendent  to  purchase  all  supplies  for  the  alms- 
house in  such  quantities,  at^  such  times  and  from  such  persons  as 
he  shall  decide  to  be  most  for  the  interests  of  the  city;  and  he 
shall  regulate  the  consumption  and  distribution  of  the  same,  and 
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(lii-ect  the  doing  <»f  all  work  and  the  making  of  all  lepain  inci- 
dent to  the  duties  of  his  ofiice  and  the  care  of  the  property 
coniniiUed  to  his  charge. 

§  G.  All  claims  for  sucli  supplies  and  other  expenditures  hj 
him  shall  \ye  presemted  as  liereinbefore  provided;  provided,  how-  '\ 
ever,  that  no  such  account!  shall  be  audited  or  paid  nnlesB  it  ^ 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  c(»rtificate  of  the  superintendent  to  the 
effect  that  the  work  charged  for  therein  has  been  actually  done 
and  the  materials  mentioned  tlierein  have  been  actually  fn^ 
nished,  and  that  such  work  and  materials  were  reasonably  worth 
the  price  charged  therefor.  The  bill  or  claim  shall  be  verified 
by  the  claimant  as  otlier  bills  are  required  to  be. 

§  7.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  superinttendent  of  the  alms- 
house to  make  a  quarterly  statement  to  the  common  council, 
showing,  in  tabulated  form,  the  age,  sex,  nationality  and  number 
of  paupers,  insane  and  sick  in  the  almshouse,  each  day  of  the 
montli,  the  total  number  of  wrecks'  board  and  lodging  famished 
in  the  almshouse,  almshouse  asylum  and  almshouse  hospital 
i-espectively,  and  the  cost  i)er  day  of  maintaining  each  pauper. 
patient  and  insane  juTson  in  the  almshimse.  The  quantity  and 
quality  of  each  kind  of  foo<l  and  provisions  used  in  the  alms- 
hous(»,  and  the  price  therefor,  and  the  |)ersons  or  firms  from  whom 
the  s(»veral  articles  were  ])urchas<Ml.  The  kind  and  amount?  of 
repaii*s  made,  and  by  whom  the  same  were  nmde,  and  the  cost 
th<M'(»of.  The  amount  raised  <m  and  received  from  the  |)oor^ 
house  farm,  and  disjjosition  thereof.  The  number  of  persons 
employed,  their  (»ccupation  and  the  salary,  wages  or  compensa- 
tion i)aid  to  each.  Also  such  further  statistical  information  as 
the  su|K*rinlendenl  is  now,  or  may  be  required  by  law  or  the 
ordinances  of  the  common  c<mncil  to  furnish.

§  3.  Whenev<*r  it  shall  become  known  to  tlie  said  overseer  of 
the  poor  that  any  i)erson  who  is  blind,  lame,  old,  impotent, 
insane  or  deciepit,  or  is  in  any  other  way  disabled  or  enfeebled 
so  as  to  be  unable  by  work  to  maintain  himself  or  herself,  has

charge  on  the  public,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  overseer 
diligently  to  investigate  and  inquire  as  to  the  antecedents    of 
such  person,  whether  he  or  she  has  any  relatives  legally  bound 
to  support  such  person,  what  his  or  her  last  place  of  residence 
was,  and  from  what  place  he  or  she  came  into  Albany  counter, 
and  for  what  time  he  or  she  has  resided  or  been  in  Albany  county. 
All  of  which  facts,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  relief  granted 
or  of  the  disposition  made  of  the  case,  shall  be  entered  fully 
in  a  book  Vo  be  kept  by  the  said  overseer  of  the  poor,  in  which 
shall  be  also  entered  the  name,  nationality,  color  and  age  of 
snch  person.     If  it  shall  appear  that  such  person  has  relatives 
legally  bound  to  care  for  and  support  him  or  her,  the  overseer 
of  the  poor  shall  take  proceedings  to  comi)el  them  to  support 
such  person.

§  6.  The  said  overseer  shall  make  monthly,  to  the  common  coun- 
cil, a  just,  full  and  true  report  and  account  to  be  verified  \fj 
him  of  all  moneys  and  proiK^i-ty  coming  into  his  hands,  and  rf 
the  manner  of  the  exi)enditiire  and  disjiosition  thereof,  and  if 
any  part  of  said  exi)enditures  aiv  in  coal  orders  or  store  ordert, 
the  amount  of  coal  orders  and  store  orders  shall  be  stated  and 
the  names  of  the  persons  who  arc  therein  required  to  furnish  the 
supplies.

^hall  be  one  of  the  towns  of  the  county  of  MontgoriKTv, 

1.  The  said  overseer  of  the  jK)or  shall  keep  his  oflJ^-e  in  whih* 
Antral  and  convenient  part  of  the  city,  to  1>e  appr^iv^^l  by  th*- 
^ommon  council,  and  he  shall  at  the  first  rf-jnilar  niei'tjnjf  of  tb<' 
common  council  in  each  month  report  to  tb**  ^-omifiou  totiwU 
^nderoath,  in  detail,  .ill  appropriations,  expend itiir***^.  t^-iuf^/rar} 
^lief  and  allowances  made  by  him  as  su<-b  oflltt*r  Ayir-w/,  iIj" 
^onth  i»receding;  which  report  shall  s|«e<'jfy  ih^-  nauK'  of  *'i^*)i 
person  relieved,  the  quantity,  qoality  and  pn<^  of  «-ai.«  b  iiiij*  u- 
ordered  or  furnished,  and  from  miKim  obtained:  i^aid  i-*']»'jfi  »baJI 
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unless  sooner  removed  by  the  mayor.  He  may  appoint^  to  hold 
office  during  his  pleasure,. a  deputy  and  such  other  subordiDates 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment. 

§  340.  The  commissioner  of  charities  and  correction  and  the 
deputy  commissioner  of  charities  and  correction  shall  each  giw 
a  bond  to  the  city  with  sureties,  for  the  faithful  discharge  d 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  in  a  penalty  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  common  council,  which  bond  as  to  its  form,  and 
tlie  sureties  thereto,  shall  be  approved  by  the  mayor.  In  caie 
of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  commissioner,  the  mayor  shall  fill 
such  vacancy  within  ten  days  by  appointment  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term. 

§  341.  The  commissioner  has  the  general  care,  management, 
administration  and  supervision  of  the  charities,  almshouses,  hos- 
pitals, houses  of  correction  jmd  all  other  similar  insfitutionn,  the

He  shall 
have  such  other  powers  and  duties  not  inconsistent  witli  the 
provisions  of  this  act  or  the  other  laws  of  the  state,  as  may  be 
prescribed   by  the  ordinances  of  the  common  council. 

§  342.  The  commissioner  shall  a])point,  to  hold  office  during 
his  ])lcasure,  an  ovei'seer  of  the  poor  and  as  many  assistants  as 
may  be  prescrilxnl  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment. 

§  343.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  sliall  give  a  bond  to  the  city 
in  such  penalty,  in  such  form  and  with  such  sureties  as  the  com- 
missioner may  j)rescril)e  juid  ap]>rov(\  f(»r  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties. 

§  344.  The  overs<»er  of  the  poor,  suhjerl*  to  the  regulations  and 
suix^rvision  of  the  commissioner,  shnll  jiossess  all  the  powers 
and  authority  of  overse<»rs  of  th<»  poor  in  the  several  towns  of 
the  county  in  whirh  the  rity  is  sitiiat<Ml,  jnid  be  subject  to  the 
same  duties,  oblig;it'ions  :nid  liabiiitirs :  and  h<*  and  his  assistants 
shall  have  the  power  to  exaniinr',  iind<'r  oatli,  any  j)erson  apply- 
ing for  relief.

§  340,  There  shall  be  a  department  of  j»oor,  of  which  the  over- 
se(»r  of  the  iK)or  shall  Im  the  head.  Ho  shall  be  elected  as  provided 
by  this  act  and  shall  hold  ollice  for  the  term  of  four  years.  (As 
amouicd  hij  vhaptvr  805  of  the  laics  of  1895.) 

§  350.  The  overseer  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  all  ex-

§  352.  Th(»  overseer  shall  k(M*])  full  riMords  of  all  applications 
for  city  aid  or  relief,  in  suitable  books  to  be  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  to  be  pro]>erly  tabulated  and  indexed.    He  shall  grant 
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DO    Sid  or  relief  until  after  a  strict  investigation,  made  as  herein- 
a/t^r  provided,  except  in  case  the  overseer  is  satisfied  that  life 
or    iiealth  will  be  endangered  by  any  delay,  and  in  tfiat  event  aid 
iB^^"^^t  be  furnished  immediately,  and  the  investigation  made  within 
.t^^Bty-four  hours.     The  police  department,  on  the  requisition 
ot  ^le  overseer,  shall  detail  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  .four 
special  policemen  in  each  year,  for  conducting  such  investigation,

§  354.  The  ovei'sein*  shall  prepare  monthly  a  full  statement 
showing  the  amount  and  kind  of  assistance  granted  during  the 
previous  month.  lie  shall  make  a  rei)ort  to  tlie  common  council 
prior  to  the  third  day  of  January  in  each  year,  which  shall 
contain  a  summary  of  such  monthly  statements,  the  monthlj 
statements,  the  rej)orts  of  Vhe  investigating  officers,  and  all  the 
books  and  records  pertaining  to  the  department  shall  be  sy»- 
tematically  kei)t,  and  shall  be  open  for  examination  at  all  times 
by  any  taxj)ayer  of  the  cit'y,  and  by  oflicers  of  the  police  depart- 
ment, and  the  names  and  re^idc^fnces  of  all  jiersans  i^lieved,  with 
other  pertinent  facts,  shall  be  kept  in  such  books  and  records.

§  355.  No  order  for  aid  and  relief  of  any  kind  shall  be  given 
to  any  }»erson  under  the  age  of  thirteen  years  at  the  office  of 
the  overs(H»r,  whether  it  l>c  for  that  jK^rson  or  for  any  other 
I)erson;  nor  shall  any  such  order  be  so  given  to  any  person  of 
thirteen  y<snrs  or  ov<»r  and  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years, 
unless  i^w  ovei'se^T  shall  bo  satisfied  that  great  hai'dship  would 
be  caused  by  any  dc^Iay  in  giving  such  order,  and  in  that  event 
he  shall  make  sjMHial  entries  in  his  lM)oks  of  the  facts  liearing 
on  the  question,  as  stat<*d  to  him  at  the  time,  and  also  as  dis- 
closed by  an  investigation  which  shall  immediately  l>e  made.  (As 
amended  hi/  chapter  72  o/  ihe  Lairs  of  1S02.) 

§  35<>.  The  aid  and  r<*lief  grant^vl  und<T  this  title  shall  be 
classified  as  follows:  (a)  Ordei'S  for  provisicuis,  boots  and  shoes, 
fuel,  and  other  necc^ssary  articl(»s  to  1)0  furnislu^l  to  applicants 
requiring  tem|>orary  aid,  designated  **  out-d«w)r  aid."  (b)  Burial 
or<lers.  (c)  ()rd4'i*s  for  hospital  ai<l  or  treatment*,  deisignated 
*'  in-door  ix'lic^f."  In-door  relief  in  abodes  ])rovided  by  law  for 
cas(«  requiring  iKM-man<Mit  nssistanc<\  shall  l>e  granted  only  by 
the  su])erint<Midcnt  of  the  [M>or  of  Krie  county,  or  other  proper 
state  or  county  oltieer  undiM*  tlie  gi'neral  laws  of  the  st*ate,  and 
all  casi^s  requiring  such  relief  shall  be  refeinMl  by  the  overseer

§  357.  Orders  for  hospital  aid  or  treatment  shall  only  be  made 
upon  the  recommendation  of  a  city  physician,  specifying  tlie 
nature  of  the  disease  or  injury,  or,  if  the  exigency  of  the  case  is 
such  that  a  formal  recommendation  can  not  be  obtained  before 
the  order  is  given,  the  case  shall  be  personally  examined  and  the 
order  apjiroved  or  disapproved  by  a  city  physician  within  forty- 
eight  hours  thereafter. 

§  358.  The  overseer  shall  contract  for  burials,  and  also  for 
furnishing  boots,  Qhoes  and  fuel  upon  the  orders  furnished  by 
him,  with  suitable  persons,  under  ordinances  to  be  enacted  by 
the  common  council. 

§  359.  Orders  of  the  overseer  for  provisions,  boots  and  shoes, 
or  fuel  or  other  outdoor  aid,  shall  specify  what  nature  of  articles 
shall  be  furnished  on  the  same,  and  the  value  thereof.  Except 
where  contracts  have  been  made  as  provided  in  the  forgoing 
section,  the  order  shall  be  drawn  in  blank  as  regards  the  i>erson 
or  firm  drawn  upon,  and  they  shall  be  valid  evidence  of  the 
indebtedness  against  the  city,  in  the  hands  of  the  i)er8on  or  firm 
who  shall  accept  and  fill  the  same. 

§  360.  It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  for  any  i)erson  or  firm  to 
furnish  beer,  liquors  or  intoxicating  drinks  of  any  kind  on  an 
order  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  or  to  buy  such  order  from  the 
person  to  whom  it  was  issued,  or  from  any  other  person,  before 
it  has  been  accepted  and  filled,  or  to  furnish  any  article  not 
specified  or  embraced  therein.  Such  oiHlei-s  shall  be  drawn  witli 
proper  blank  spaces  for  the  following  entries,  which  shall  be 
made  thereon  by  the  persons  accepting  and  filling  tluMU  :  (1)  The 
name  of  the  jierson  presenting  the  order;  (2)  the  name  of  the 
[lerson  accepting  it;  (3)  the  amount  and  kind  of  articles  fur- 
nished, with  the  ]UMces  thei^eof;  and  they  sJiall  in  all  cases  be 
returned  by  the  acceptor,  or  his  agents  or  assigns,  to  the  over- 
seer, to  he  examined  by  him  and  enteivd  in  his  books  of  i^M-onls, 
and  to  he  countei'signed  by  him  befoi-o  they  shall  Im*  ]>ai(l  by 
the  city  treasui-er. 

§  3G1.  The  city  physicians  apiK)intxMl  under  section  Iwo  linii- 
dred  and  thirty-four  of  tliis  act  sliall  nmder  all  neces^sarv  iiH^lical 
services  to  indigent  sick  j^ersons  within  tlieir  n\s|HMtive  districts.

in  kis  place. 

§  192.  The  commission  of  public  ch'arit'ies  is  hereby  inveited 
with  all  the  powers  and  duties  now  or  hci^ifter  to  be  preacribed 
and  provided  bj  the  general  statutes  of  the  state  of  New  I<iik» 
relating  to  ovei'sec^rs  of  the  poor  in  towns,  so  far  as  the  m 
are  applicable  and  not  inconsistent  with  tliis  act.

AN  ACT  for  the  better  support  of  the  poor  in  tlie  citv  of  Middle 

town. 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Middleto^ii  in  the  county  of  Orange  shall 
hereafter  be  a  separate  poor  district.    Haid  city  shall  not  hei^ 
after  be  subjected  to  taxntion  for  the  snppott  or  muinteaaDce 
of  the  poor  of  or  in  any  other  city  or  town  of  the  county  of 
Orange;  nor  shall  said  city  be  taxed  for  or  required  to  pay  any 
part  of  the  salaritjs  of  the  county  superintendent  of  the  poor  of 
the  county  of  Orange,  but  bmlIi  salaries  shall  he  a  charge  agi'iiDit 
and  paid  out  of  the  fund  provided  for  the  auf»[»ort  and  maintenance 
of  the  poor  in  poor  dij^trict  nunil>er  one  of  the  county  of  Orange. 
The  several  cities  and  towns  of  the  county  of  Orange  other  than 
the  city  of  Middletown  are  hereby  declared  to  be  wholly  exempt 
from  all  tax*  asisessments  or  contributions  for  the  Rupport  of  thi* 
]KJor  of  said  city  of  Middletown.    The  city  of  Middletown  for  all 
the  purposes  of  supporting  the  poor  within  its  limits  and  carT>  ing 
into  effect  the  laws  of  the  state  for  the  support  and  relief  of  poor 
and  indigent  persons  shall  be  a  separate  and  distinct  district  and 
shall  be  known  as  poor  district  nuniher  thn?e  of  said  county  of 
Orange. 

§  2.  All  the  provisions  of  the  revised  statutes  in  ii?lation  to  tlie 
sett  lenient  of  the  p^jor,  and  their  i^moval  from  one  coun(y,  or 
poor  district  to  another,  shall  apply  to  said  city  of  Middletown. 

§  3.  The  conimissioners  of  charities  or  the  sui»erintendent  of 
the  poor  acting  under  their  dii-ection  shall  have  Ihe  same  fiower« 
and  authority  as  overseers  of  the  ]>oor  of  to\\iis  and  8uj>erin^ 
tendents  of  the  poor  In  counties,  in  the  management  of  the  poor 
affairs  of  the  city  of  MiddleteJTvn, 

5  4.  The  commissioners  of  charities  have  power  to  contract  for 
the  care  and  maintenance  of  its  poor  and  indigent  at  any  public 
*  institution  with  which  it  can  enter  into  a  contract  and  they  are 
also  authorised  to  contract  w*ith  the  superintendents  of  the  poor 
of  tlie  county  of  Orange  or  any  other  county  and  jiay  the  charges 
agreed  upon  quarterly.  The  sui^erintendents  of  tlie  poor  of  any 
county  in  this  state  and  the  superintendent  of  any  almshouse  are 
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hereby  authorissed  to  so  contract  with  said  ooniniissioners  of 
charities.  And  the  said  commissioners  of  charities  are  also  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  make  contracts  if  they  deem  it  proper 
and  best  for  the  support,  care  and  umintenance  of  poor  and  in 
digent  jiersons  from  places  outside  of  the  city  of  Middletown. 

§  5.  All  acts  relating  to  the  care,  management  and  maintenance 
of  the  poor  of  the  city  of  Middletown,  inconsistent  with  the  jiro- 
visions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  The  said  city  of  Middletown  in  its  corporate  capacity  shall 
have  full  power  to  maintain  or  defend  any  action  provided  for 
by  the  general  poor  laws  of  the  state. 

§  7.  The  supervisors  of  Orange  county  shall  annually  levy  upon 
the  taxable  property  of  the  city  of  Middletown  such  sum  or  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  certified  by  the  commissioners  of  charities  of 
said  city  as  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  current 
vear.

for  the  year  eighteen  hundi*ed  and  fifty-two;  fur  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  the  value  of  the  said  county  poorhouse,  farm  and 
personal  property,  the  said  board  of  su]>ervisors  shall,  on  the 
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iHWond  day  of  tlieir  nest  annual  uieeting,  by  reM>lution,  apfKimt 
one  tonipetent  and  difiintere^ted  person  as  an  appraiaer;  mi 
the  said  commissioners  sbal!  also  appoint,  bj  like  resolntifttj* 
one  other  compi^tent  and  disinterested  person  as  an  apprulspr, 
who  Mliall  pronH*d  with  all  convenient  speed  to  examine  tlK^^iif 
I>roperty,  and  to  estimate  and  appraise  all  value  of  the  said  ml 
ami  j>ersonal  iiroiM?rty;  which  said  eBtimate  and  appraisal  shall 
be  in  the  form  of  a  report  in  writing,  and  ^hall  specify  the  sc^eml 
[litK'cs  and  items  of  property,  with  the  values  thereof^  and  Ml 
be  ?ii;^ed  by  the  said  appraisers  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  tk 
said  board  of  isnpenisora;  and  the  aggregate  amount  of  eufli 
vahieK  sball  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  true  value  of  snick 
real  and  personal  property.     If  the  said  appraisers  shall  di«-

The  reasiniiibb*  fw*s  and  expenses  nf  the  m^ 
apiirais*^rs,  for  making  sm-h   est i mate   and   ajiprait^al,   shall  bi^ 
piiid  by  the  lK)ard  of  sui>ervfsors,  as  a  part  of  the  county  ejtpfns^ 
The  said  bfmnl  of  supervisors  shall   cause  the  first  pri»portif»ti 
€>f  the  town  of  Newbui-ffh,  in  Mie  said  real  and  pei*sonal  (>r(>pertv, 
wlien  estimated  and  ;tsi*ertained  as  afiu'esaid*  (o  be  ai^sessed  n\w]\ 
and  collected  from  the  other  towns  of  tlie  safd  county  of  Oraagu?, 
exrlnding  tlif   tuwn   of   Ncwlfur ,ub :   and    shall    ranse   the  same, 
when  so  rolkn  ted,  tti  be  paid  over  to  the  said  commissioners  or 
the  almslLonse.

§  10.  The  said  commissioners  of  the  almshouse  shall  receive 
flo  compensation,  for  their  services,  whatever  for  any  services  to 
be  rendered  by  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  but  all  rea- 
sonable and  proi>er  exi)enses,  incurred  by  them  in  executing  their 
trusts  as  such  commissioners,  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys 
raised  for  the  support  of  the  poor  as  herein  mentioned. 

§  11.  Whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  to  take'i)roof  of  any 
fact  or  facts,  by  aflRdavits  or  otherwise,  to  entitle  the  said  com- 
missioners of  the  almshouse  to  receive  moneys  from  the  commis- 
sioners of  emigration,  or  any  other  fact,  the  proof  of  which  may 
be  necessary  to  enable  the  said  commissioners  of  the  almshouse 
to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  oath  may  be 
administered  by,  and  such  affidavit  taken  before,  any  one  of  the 
said  commissioners,  or  of  the  said  superintendent  of  the  poor, 
who  are  hereby  authorized  to  administer  oaths. 
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f  12.  It  shall  not  he  lawful  for  the  eaid  couiuimHloners  of  tie 
almshouse,  or  etthep  of  them,  or  the  said  superintendent  of  tbe 
poor,  to  be  eoDcerned  or  intereetedy  directly  or  mdireetly,  in  ihf.

for  or  on  account  of  any  goods,  merchandise  or  jiei'sonal  jiropeity 
found,  furnished  or  provided,  hy  any  jiersou  or  persons  other  tliaa 
snch  conimissioners,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  said  town;  emy 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  a  niii- 
demeanor,  pimishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment. 

§  13.  No  person  shall  be  discpialitied  from  acting  as  jmlgf',  jiw- 
tice,  witness  or  juror^  by  reason  of  his  being  a  fesident,  mk\\> 
itant  or  freeholder  in  said  town  of  Newburgh,  in  any  actioD  ar 
proceeding  in  which  the  said  commissioners  of  the  almshouse  are 
a  pai-tj.

^section  1.  The  board  and  maintenance  of  every  vagrant  com- 
mitted to  the  almshouse  of  the  city  and  town  of  Newburgh,  who, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  general  acts  concerning  beggars  and 
vagi'ants,  might  have  been  sentenced  to  the  county  jail,  shall  b« 
at  the  same  rate  allowed  to  the  sherilT,  undersheriff  or  keeper  rf 
the  county  jail  of  Orange  county,  for  the  board  of  prisoners  to

§  2.  The  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  better  support  of  the  poor 
of  the  town  of  Newburgh,  in  the  county  of  Orange,"  passed  March 
third,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three,  as  amended  by  subsequent 
acts,  is  liereby  amended  so  as  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  thia 
act. 

Chapter  276,  Laws  of  187 1. 

AN  ACT  to  provi<le  for  the  Ix^ter  support  of  the  poor  in  the  city 
and  town  of  Newburgh,  in  the  county  of  Orange. 

Section  1.  The  annual  reiK)rt  requiriMl  by  llie  fifth  section  of 
the  act  entitled  *'An  act  for  tiie  iM'tler  support  of  the  poor  in  the 
town  of  Newburgh,  in  the  county  of  Orange,''  passed  March 
1wen1y-1hnH%  eighteen  Imndred  and  lifty-tlniM\  and  the  several 
acts  amendatory  thereof,  io  W  made  by  the  commissioners  of  the 
almshouse*  of  the  cily  and  town  of  Newburgh,  shall,  after  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  s<*v(»nty one,  be  ina<h»  by  said  commissioners 
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on  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  and  every  year,  and  shall  he 
gigned^  filed  and  published  as  required  by  said  fifth  section  ot  said 
act. 

§  2.  All  penalties  which  may  hereafter  be  incurred  for  viola- 
tion, committed  either  in  the  city  of  Newburgh  or  the  town  of 
Newburgh,  in  the  county  of  Orange,  of  any  of  the  laws  of  this 
state  relating  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  may  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  by  the  commissioners  of  the  almshouse  of  the  city 
and  town  of  Newburgh  by  civil  action,  in  their  corporate  name, 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  city  or  town,  or  in  the 
county  court  of  Orange  county,  or  in  the  supreme  court ;  and  said 
penalties,  when  collected,  shall  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the 
poop  of  said  city  and  town. 

§  3.  All  moneys  which  shall  be  collected  and  received  by  the 
^mmissioners  of  excise  in  the  city  of  Newburgh,  in  the  county  of 
^J^nge,  or  by  any  other  oflicers  of  said  city  or  town  arising  from 
^'Censes  granted  in  said  city  and  town  under  the  laws  of  this 
^^te  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  or  for  penalties 
^^e^irred  for  violations  of  such  laws  committed  in  said  city  or 
t^^n,  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  officers  receiving  the  same  within 
^"^nty  days  after  they  shall  receive  the  same  to  the  commissioners 
^'  the  almshouse  of  the  city  and  town  of  Newburgh,  for  the  sup- 
^rt  of  the  poor  of  said  city  and  town. 

§  4.  All  fines  imposed  or  hereafter  to  be  imposed  by  the 
Reorder  of  the  city  of  Newburgh,  or  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  of 
the  town  of  Newburgh,  or  by  any  court  of  criminal  jurisdiction  in 
the  county  of  Orange,  for  drunkenness,  or  for  violation  of  any  of 
the  laws  of  this  State  relating  to  intoxicating  liquors,  or  the  sale 
thereof,  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  officer  or  officers  receiving  such 
fines  to  the  commissioners  of  the  almshouse  of  the  city  and  town 
of  Newburgh,  for  the  support  of  the  poor  of  said  city  and  town. 

§  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  relating  to  the  support  of  the  poor 
in  the  city  and  town  of  Newburgh,  in  the  county  of  Orange,  and 
to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  so  far  as  the  latter  are  a[)pli- 
cable  to  said  city  and  town,  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

The  principal  otiice  of  the  department  shall  be  in  the  borough  of 
Manhattan.     Theiv  may  be  a  branch  office  in  each  of  the  other

entered  upon  the  occasion  of  each  visit  by  any  such  person.  (As 
amended  by  chapter  466  of  the  Laics  of  1901.) 

§  668.  Saving  clause  as  to  certain  existing  laws. — Nothing  con-

— It  shall  be  the  dnty  of  the  over^ 
seer  of  the  poor  to  investij^iife  the  diiiracter,  luihits,  loaition  or 
residence,  condition  and  netessities  of  all  applicants  for  assist- 
ance and  relief,  the  result  of  which  shall  be  I'ecorded  in  a  proper 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  He  may  employ  two  physi- 
cians to  attend  the  poor,  their  compensation  shall  be  tised  by 
the  board  of  eetinmte  and  apportionment.  He  shall  not  approve 
or  pay  any  bill,  account  or  claim  for  supplies  furnished  by  any 
dealer^  merchant  or  other  i^erson,  unless  the  claimant,  his  agent 
or  legal  representatives  annex  thereto  an  affidavit  of  such  claim 
ant,  agent  or  representative,  stating  tiiat  the  bill  or  account  is  Just 
and  correct,  and  that  the  items  charged  therein  and  s|»et^!tied  in 
each  accompanying  order  for  supplies  or  relief  have  lieen  in  fact 
and  in  good  faith  f  urn  itched  by  the  claimant  to  the  jjerson  named 
in  the  order  and  to  no  other  person,  and  that  no  pai't  thereof  ha» 
been  paid  or  satisfied  and  that  there  are  no  otTsets  thei*eto;  nor 
for  eonipc»nBation,  expense  or  service,  unless  the  aflidavlt  shall 
state  that  the  account  is  just  and  correct,  and  that  no  [lart  thereof 
has  been  paid  or  satisfiei3,  and  that  there  are  no  offsets  thereto.

§  95.  Overseer  of  the  poar.^It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tUe  over 
seer  of  the  poor  to  investigate  the  diiirnetor,  habits,  location  "r 
residence,  condition  and  nece^ities  of  all  applicants  for  of^i^t 
ance  and  relief,  the  result  of  which  shall  be  recordetl  in  a  pr(H»ff 
book  to  be  ke[>t  for  that  purpose.    He  may  employ  two  ptivs^ 
clans  to  attend  the  |K>or,  their  compensation  shall  be  fixw!  bj 
the  board  uf  e^tirngte  and  apportiunnieut*    He  shall  not  ap[iH>vc 
or  pay  any  bill,  acconnt  or  claim  far  supplier  furnished  by  any 
dealer,  merchant  or  other  person,  unless  the  claimant,  his  ng^nt 
or  legal  i*epreseotativea  auneK  thereto  an  affidavit  of  such  claim- 
ant, aj^ent  or  representative,  stating  that  the  bill  or  acconnt  ib  ja»i 
and  correct  J  and  that  the  items  charged  therein  and  specified  in 
each  accompnnying  order  for  mijiplies  or  relief  have  been  in  fad 
and  in  good  faith  furnished  by  the  claimant  to  the  person  nameti 
In  the  order  and  to  no  other  person,  and  that  no  part  thereof  has 
been  paid  or  satisfied  and  that  thei^  ai*e  no  offsets  thereto;  nor 
for  comjjenssition,  expense  or  seiTice,  nnlcBs  the  attidavit  shall 
state  that  the  account  is  just  and  cori'ect,  and  that  no  part  thereof 
has  been  paid  or  satisAed,  and  that  there  are  no  offsets  thereto. 
He  shall  take  up  and  preserve  all  ordei's^  bills,  accounts  and 
vouchers  of  his  expenditures  and  payments  and  at  least  once  a 
month  exhibit  the  same  with  his  b<K>ks  and  files  to  the  common 
eouncil,  who  shall  proceed  to  audit  the  same.     If  said  ovenseer 
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city  clerk.  The  commissioner  of  charities  shall  have  power  to 
administer  oaths  to  and  examine  under  oath  any  person  applying 
to  him  for  relief,  and  false  swearing  during  such  examination 
shall  he  deemed  willful  perjury.  The  commissioner  shall  issue 
written  orders  for  all  means,  provisions  and  supplies  furnished 
to  the  poor  of  the  city.  He  shall  not  employ  any  physician.  The 
city  shall  continue  to  be  the  owner  of  all  articles  or  supplies  fur- 
nished to  any  poor  person  or  applicant  until  the  same  are  con- 
snned.  If  any  person  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  furnished  shall 
sell  OF  exchange  the  same  for  money,  or  intoxicating  liquor,  or  in 
any  way  t  j  dispose  of  the  same  other  than  in  the  manner  directed, 
such  conduct  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor. 

§  3.  Monthly  reports. — The  commissioner  shall,  at  tlie  first 
regular  meeting  of  the  common  council  in  each  month,  i*eport  to 
the  common  council  under  oath  in  detail,  all  appropriations, 
expenditures,  tem}>orary  relief  and  allowances  made  by  him  as 
wich  commissioner  during  the  month  preceding,  which  report  shall 
specify  the  name  and  place  of  abode  of  each  person  relieved,  the 
qnality,  quantity  and  price  per  pound,  or  otherwise,  as  the  case 
may  be,  of  each  article  ordered  or  furnished,  and  from  whom 
obtained;  said  report  shall  also  contain  the  names  and  places  of 
abode  of  all  persons  to  whom  meals  or  lodgings  have  been  fur- 
nished, the  number  of  such  meals  or  lodgings,  from  whom  ob- 
tained, or  by  whom  furnished,  and  the  cost  of  the  same.  Said  re- 
port shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk. 

§4.  Accounts  to  be  audited. — All  charges  and  accounts  against 
said  city  for  services  i*endered,  acts  done,  or  means,  provisions  or 
snpplies  furnished  under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner  of 
charities  of  said  city  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  other- 
wise, shall  be  audited  by  the  common  council,  and  paid  from  the 
poor  fund  of  said  city. 

§  5.  No  profit  from  snpplies. — The  commissioner  of  charities 
shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  furnish  to  any  jierson,  any 
Poceries,  provisions,  fuel,  medicines,  or  projwrty  belonging  to 
Wmself,  or  in  which  he  shall  have  an  interest  or  be  interested,  nor 
*^8n  he  be  interested  in  any  contract  for  such  purchase  of  such 
S^ooepies,  jirovisions,  medicines,  fuel  or  proi)erty;  nor  shall  he 
^^ive  any  commissions  upon  or  for  any  goods  or  articles  of 
'^Wef  furnished,  or  on  any  orders  given  by  him  for  any  such

Section  1.  Qualiflcations. — ^No  member  of  the  common  council 
shall  be  a  commissioner  of  public  charities.  Neither  shall  any 
person  be  appointed  to  the  office^  who,  at  the  time  of  such  appoint- 
ment, shall  be  engaged  or  interested  in  business  as  a  i^rocer,  or 
saloon  keej^r,  op  hotel  keeper,  or  in  any  wise  concerned  in  the 
manufactui'e  or  sale  of  spiritnous  or  malt  liquors,  ale  or  beer, 
and  in  case  any  person  appointed  to  the  office  shall,  during  his 
term,  become  engaged  or  interested  in  either  of  the  occupations 
above  specified,  his  term  of  office  shall  thereujion  cease,  and  the 
office  become  vacant,  and  the  mayor  shall  forthwith  appoint 
another  in  his  place, 

§  2.  Duties  and  powers.^The  commissioner  of  public  charities 
is  hereby  invested  with  all  tlie  powers  and  duties  now  or  hereafter 
to  be  prescribed  and  provided  by  the  general  statutes  of  the 
state  of  New  York*  relating  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  in  towns, 
so  far  as  the  same  is  a]>plicahle  and  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act*  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  to  visit  the  poor  of 
the  city  at  their  several  places  of  abode  and  examine  into  their 
circumstances,  and  ascertain  to  what  extent  they  are  or  may  be 
in  need  and  entitled  to  permanent  or  temporary  relief*  The  said 
commissioner  shall  retpiire  all  persons  making  application  for 
relief  to  make  such  application  in  writing,  which  shall  Ije  pre- 
served by  said  commissioner,  and  at  the  end  of  each  month  all

AN  ACT  for  tlie  Bui»port  of  the  poor  in  the  town  of  Oswegatchie. 
in  the  county  of  St.  Lawrence. 

Section  L  The  town  of  (^f^we^^atdiie  shall  not  hereafter  be  «iil>- 
ject  to  taxation  for  the  sujijiort  or  maintenance  of  rUe  town  poor 
of  or  in  the  otber  towns  of  the  eotinty  of  St*  Lawrence,  nor  shaN 
the  olher  towns  of  the  county  of  Bt,  Lawi-ence  l>e  taxed  or  n» 
ijuiiH?d  to  coufribnte  to  tlie  snpport  of  the  town  poor  of  or  In  the 
town  of  Oswegatihie,  but  snch  town  of  Otswegatchie,  for  all  the 
purposes  of  supportinf^  it,  or  iioor  within  its  limits  and  canning 
into  effect  the  laws  of  the  state  for  Hupport  and  relief  of  such  indi- 
gent persona,  shall  be  separate  and  in  distinct  district. 

I  2.  The  office  of  overseer  of  the  |K>or  in  the  town  of  Oswe- 
gatchie  is  hereby  abolished.  There  shall  be  a  corjairation  in  the 
said  town  by  the  name  of  *'  the  sn|»erintendent8  of  the  poor  of  the 
town  of  Oswegatchic/'  which  shall  {xissess  the  usual  powers  of  a 
corporation  for  public  purposes,  Frank  C'hapnian,  I>auiel 
Wheater  Batnuel  11.

5.  Tlie  said  superintendents  shall  also  luive  power>  and  it  sha 
be  their  duty,  to  sue  in  their  corporate  name  for  all  violation 
of  the  excise  laws  committed  in  said  town^  in  any  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  such  suits*  All  other  suits  and  procee<lings  which 
may  now  by  law^  be  prosecuted  and  maintained,  in  the  name  of 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Oswegatehie,  to  enforce 
civil  remedieSj  shall  and  may  hereafter  be  ju'osecuted  and  main* 
taintMi,  and  such  remedies  mny  be  enforced,  in  the  name  of  Uie 
superintendents  of  t!u>  [loor  uf  the  town  of  Oswegatchie^  i 
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roTittict  with  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Ogdeushurg,  hut  shull  be 
additional  thereto. 

G.  Bocli  snpenntendents  may  alsn  appoint  one  of  their  hijcly 
pi^sidentj  who  shall  hold  tlie  office  during  their  pleasure,  and 
they  may  also  fill  all  vacanci<?s  which  may  o<*cur  among  their 
number  by  death,  re^iigniitioti  or  otlierwtsH%  by  appointing  uuiug 
Fni^able  person  or  i^^ier^fions  to  fill  such  vaciincy  or  vacanciesj  who 
Bliidl  hold  their  office  for  the  unexpired  terms  of  the  persons

i^eords  of  their  proceedings,  and  nray  establish  rules  and  regnla*

§  10.  ]No  person  shall  be  disqualilied  from  acting  as  judge, 
justice,  witness  or  juror,  by  reason  of  his  being  a  resident,  in- 
habitant or  freeholder  in  said  town  of  Omvegatchie,  in  any  action 
or  proceeding  in  which  the  said  superintendents  of  the  poor  an? 
a  party, 

§  11,  All  disputes  between  the  town  of  Oswegatchie  and  any 
other  town  in  said  county  as  to  the  settlement  of  any  pauper,  or 
as  to  which  town  is  liable  to  support  any  poor  |K*rson,  shall  be 
decided  by  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  St.  Lawrence  county 
as  now  provided  by  law.  i 

§  12.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  to  require  or 
compel  the  town  of  Oswegatchie  to  support  any  county  juiuin'r 
or  state  pauper*  Neither  shall  it  be  construed  as  eseuipting  or 
relieving  the  town  of  Oswegatchie  from  paying  its  full  share  of 
the  expense  of  supporting  the  county  or  state  pw*r  or  from  erect ■ 
lug  and  keeping  in  repair  all  county  buildiug8»  including  the  poor 
kouse,  nor  from  tlie  payment  of  its  share  of  the  salaries  of  all 
ccMinty  oiMcers  or  emiiloyes  in  the  [loorhouse  of  8t.  Lawrence 
county.

TITLE  III. 

§  46.  Overseer  of  the  poor. — The  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  have 
the  same  powers  and  be  liable  to  the  same  dnties  as  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  towns,  except  as  modified  by  this  act.    All  moneys 
received  by  tlie  overseer  of  the  poor  from  whatever  sources  shall 
he  paid  immediately  to  the  treasurer,  who  shall  place  said  sums 
to  the  credit  of  the  poor  fund.    He  shall  pay  out  no  moneys  be- 
longing to  said  city  except  upon  a  resolution  of  the  comnior 
council.    He  may  from  time  to  time  as  is  necessary  and  proper 
issue  written  orders  to  indigent  persons,  which  orders  shall  be  in 
the  form  prescribed  by  the  common  council,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  its  approval.    The  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  render  monthly 
to  the  common  council  an  itemized  statement  in  writing  of  his 
receipts  and  all  orders  issued  by  him,  and  all  expenses  incuriiMl 
hyhim.    The  accounts  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  be  audited 
by  the  common  council  or  a  committee  thereof  or  their  duly 
authorized  agent,  or  by  the  mayor  or  his  duly  authorized  agent 
or  agents.    The  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  render  to  the  common 
council  at  its  last  regular  meeting  next  previous  to  the  annual 
city  election  a  detailed  statement  showing  all  receipts,  orders 
issued,  and  disbursements  for  the  period  he  has  held  the  office 
of  OYerseer  of  the  poor,  but  not  exceeding  the  period  of  the  pre- 
ying twelve  months.    The  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  give  a  bond 
to  said  city  as  the  common  council  may  approve  in  such  amount, 
to  in  no  case  less  than  five  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  to 
^  •'Approved  by  the  common  council,  conditioned  to  account  for, 
a^id  for  the  payment  of  all  moneys  received  by  him  as  herein 
provided,  and  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as  such 
overseer  of  the  poor.    He  shall  receive  such  salary  as  the  com- 
"^on  council  may  fix.     The  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  not  be 
directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract  or  the  purchase 
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or  Hale  of  anv  siij»j)lies  connected  with  the  adniiuiatratiou  of  liii 
office.  A  violation  of  thiH  proviHion  uhull  1)e  deemed  a  mil-

TITLE   VIII. 

§  131.  Appointment  of  commissioner. — ^The  pi*e8ent  overseer  rf 
the  poor  of  the  town  of  Oneida  is  hereby  continued  as  commii' 
sioner  of  charities  of  the  city  of  Oneida  and  shall  hold  his  ofice 
as  such  commissioner  of  charities  until  his  successor  is  appointeA 
as  in  this  act  i)rovided.     A  commissioner  of  charities  shall  b* 
appointed  to  serve  to  February  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  twOf 
in  the  manner  ])rovided  by  section  two  hundred  and  fifty-four  of 
this  act,  and  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  alternate  year 
thereafter  there  shall  be  a])pointed  in  the  manner  pi-ovided  by 
this  act  a  commissioner  of  charities  who  shall  hold  office  for  tw^ 
yinirs  from  the  tirst  day  of  Fc^bruaiy  of  the  year  of  his  appoint- 
ment.    (.1^  amended  hi/  chapter  273  of  the  Laws  of  1004.) 

§  132.  Powers  and  duties  of  the*  commissioner  of  charities. — 
Excejit  as  ])rovided  by  this  act  the  commissioner  of  charities  of 
the  city  of  Oneida  shall,  within  the  city  of  Oneida,  have  and 
exercise  the  same  j)ow(m*s  and  discharge  the  same  duties,  to  the 
exclusion  of  any  other  olVutu*,  as  overseer  of  the  poor  in  towns. 
The  commissioner  of  charities  in  the  city  of  Oneida,  shall  also 
by  virtue  of  his  office,  jiossess  all  the  ])owers  and  authority  of 
overs(HM*s  of  the  ]K)or  of  the  several  towns  of  the  state  in  rela- 
tion to  the  supi»ort  and  relief  of  indijijent  ])ei'sons,  the  binding 
out  of  childn^n,  the  care  of  habitual  drunkards,  the  8up}>ort  of 
Iwistards  and  ]»roc(HMliu^s  to  char/j^j*  the  fathers  and  mothers  of 
such  bastards,  and  shall  have  all  such  other  powers  .is  are  con- 
f(Tred  on  oversiHM*s  of  the  ]>oor  in  the  res]H»ctive  towns  of  this 
state,  and  shall  Ih'  subject  to  the  same  duties,  obligations  and

liabilities.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  to  visit  the 
poor  of  said  city  at  their  several  places  of  abode  and  examine 
into  their  circumstances,  and  ascertain  to  what  extent  they  are 
or  may  be  in  need  and  entitled  to  permanent  or  temporary  relief, 
or  medical  attendance.  No  physician  other  than  the  city  phy- 
sician shall  be  employed  by  the  commissioner  of  charities  to 
attend  the  poor  of  said  city,  unless  otherwise  ordered  or  directed 
by  the  common  council.  The  commissioner  of  charities  shall  have 
power  to  administer  oaths  to,  and  examine  under  oath,  any  per- 
son applying  to  him  for  relief,  and  false  sv^earing  during  such 
examination  shall  be  deemed  wilful  perjury.  For  all  purposes 
relative  to  the  maintenance  and  supi)ort  of  the  poor,  the  city  of 
Oneida  shall  be  deemed  one  of  the  towns  of  Madison  county. 
The  commissioner  shall  issue  written  orders  for  all  meals,  pro- 
Tisions  and  supplies  furnished  to  the  i>oor  of  said  city. 

§  133.  Monthly  report  of  commissioner. — The  commissioner  of 
charities  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  common  council  in 
each  month,  shall  under  oath  report  in  detail  to  the  common 
council  all  appropriations,  expenditures,  temporary  relief,  medi- 
cal attendance  and  allowance  made  by  him  as  such  conmiissioner 
during  the  month  preceding,  which  report  shall  specify  the  name 
and  place  of  abode  of  each  person  relieved,  the  quantity  and  price 
per  pound,  or  otherwise  as  the  case  may  be,  of  each  article  fur- 
nished or  ordered,  and  from  whom  obtained;  said  report  shall 
also  contain  the  names  and  places  of  abode  of  all  persons  to  whom 
meals  or  lodgings  have  been  furnished,  the  number  of  such 
meals  or  lodgings,  from  whom  obtained,  or  whom  furnished, 
and  the  cost  of  same.  Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  city 
clerk. 

§  134.  Common  council  to  audit  accounts. — All  charges  and 
accounts  against  said  city  for  services  rendered,  acts  done  or 
wheals,  provisions  or  supplies,  furnished  under  the  direction  of 
the  commissioner  of  charities  of  said  city  under  the  provisionn 
of  this  act,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  made  out  in  items,  duly  veri- 
fied by  the  persons  entitled  to  the  payment  thereof  and  presented 
to  the  common  council  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  said 
council  in  each  month,  for  all  claims  and  demands  incurred,  or 
^hich  may  have  accrued  during  the  preceding  month.  All  such 
claims,  accounts  and  charges  shall,  if  a])proved,  be  audited  by 
25 
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tlie  eonnnon  couiicil  and  paid  fmm  the  i>oor  fund  of  saidcin, 
bv  tin*  L-haiiiborlaiu  upon  the  warrant  of  the  mayor,  conntenigDei 
by  the  clerk. 

§  lo5.  Connnissiuiier  not  to  be  interested  in  purchaBes.—1ke 
eoniniissioner  of  charities  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  fis^ 
nish  to  any  pei'son  any  groceries,  jirovisions,  fuel,  medicines  ^ 
prop(»rty  iK'longing  to  himself,  or  in  which  he  shall  have  attj 
interest  or  l)e  interested,  nor  shall  he  receive  any  commisMO'^ 
upon  or  for  any  goods  or  articles  or  relief  furnished  or  on  any 
orders  given  by  him  for  any  such  goods,  articles  or  relief.   FoT 
any  violation  of  any  ])rovision  of  this  section,  said  commissioa^^K 
shall  be  r(Mnoved  from  ollici*  by  the  common  council  and  he  sho.!! 
forfeit  to  said  city  a  jjenalty  of  one  hundreil  dollars  for  eveir^ 
such  violation.

§  214.  There  shall  be  four  conimissionenj  of  charity  of  said 
city,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  shall  constitute 
the  department  of  (.harity,  which  department  shall  be  bipartiflan 
and  coni]»osc<l  of  two  conimissiou(»rs  of  diarity  fi-om  each  of  the 
two  political  jjartics  of  tlie  state  which  at  the  last  general  elec- 
tion cast  the  highest  and  tin*  next  hijjjhest  number  of  votes.

§  21.1.  In  A]»ril,  eij;ht<»en  hundred  and  ninety-six,  the  mayor 
shall  aj»point  two  conuiiissiomus  of  charity  to  fill  the  vacancies 
then  existing,  one  for  the  term  endinj:  December  thirty-first, 
eight^H^n  hundred  and  ninety  eight,  and  the  other  for  the  term 
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ernUng  tlec^mlier  fhirO  tii>t,  eigliteen  iitnulred  and  ninety-nine; 
in  Aiiril,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eiglit,  tlie  mayor  shnll 
appoint  two  c^mmiissionerB  of  charity  to  (ill  the  vacancies  theu

I  217*  In  January  of  each  year  the  said  commissioners  shall 
select  from  their  number  one  who  shall  be  president  of  the

I  218.  The  said  department  sliall  have  sole  and  exclusive  con- 
trol of  all  meamires  pertaining  to  the  support  or  relief  of  the 
|>oorof  said  city.  They  sliall  deternjiue  the  amounts  to  be  raised 
in  each  year  by  tax  for  poyr  purposes,  and  may  prescribe  to  what 
«itent,  in  what  manner  and  to  whom  support  or  nHief  shall  be 
hmiiihed.  and  may  control  the  purchas^e  and  procurini;  of  all

such  jear,  provided  such  estimate  does  not  exceed  the  aiuount 
actually  f^xpeuded  by  the  city  for  the  support  and  relief  of  the 
poor  during  the  nest  year  previous, 

I  222.  The  department  of  charity  shall  pay  nil  claims  and  de 
manda  duly  audited  by  it  only  by  warraats  drawn  on  the  cilv 
chamberlain  against  the  funds  in  his  hands^  subject  to  the  draft 
of  such  department,  signed  by  its  president  and  countersigned 
by  its  clerk,  and  every  warraDt  so  drawn  shall  l>e  made  payable 
to  the  order  of  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  money  thereon. 
§  223.  The  clerk  of  the  department  of  charity  shall  -keep  regular 
and  full  tK)oks  of  accouut  of  all  its  transactions  and  proceedings, 
and  an  accurate  record  of  the  fund  s^ubji'ct  to  its  warrants^  show- 
ing at  all  times  the  amount  of  warrants  drawn  against  such  fund 
and  the  balance  of  said  fund  unexpended.  The  books  and  ac* 
counts  of  the  department  Khali  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any 
elector  of  the  city  at  all  reasonable  hours. 

I  224.  The  said  department  of  charity  shall  possess  all  the 
powers  conferred  by  law  upon  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
several  towns  of  this  state,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  dntJeti 
liabilities  and  obligations. 

§  225.  The  departmcut  of  charity  shall  maintain  the  city  alms- 
house now  erected  on  hinds  in  the  town  of  Oswego,  and  may 
appoint  a  keeper  of  tlie  city  nimshoiise  and  may  employ  such 
other  persons  for  the  government  and  niiinagement  of  said  alms- 
house and  lands  as  sliall  be  necessary  and  may  r^ulate  their 
powers  and  duties.  It  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the  said 
lands,  and  of  (he  buihlings  erected  thereon,  and  the  same  shall 
not  be  levied  on  or  sold  by  virtue  of  any  warrant  or  execution, 
nor  he  subject  to  taxation  for  any  purpose  whatever;  and  the 
common  council  of  said  city  shall  upon  the  recommendation  of 
sai(i  department  of  eliarity,  mil  any  part  of  tlie  lands  hereinbe- 
fore mentioned  upon  such  terms  as  the  said  department  shall 
deem  reasonable,  and  the  moneys  received  therefor  shall  be  paid 
to  the  city  cliamherlain,  to  the  credit  of  said  department. 

§  22G.  The  department  of  charitj'  may  send  to  and  ma  in  tain  at 
auch  almshouse^  all  persons  in  the  city  of  Oswego  requiring  aid 
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from  the  poor  fund  of  the  city,  and  may  also  cause  such  labor, 
in   manufactures  or  otherwise,  to  be  performed  by  the  tenants  of 
said  almshouse  as  they  shall  prescribe,  and  may  provide  the 
ma-terials,  implements  and  machinery  therefor  at  the  expense 
of   8aid  department.    They  may  also  erect  in  the  said  almshouse 
proi)er  rooms  for  the  confinement  and  care  of  idiots  and  other 
persons  confined  therein,  and  may  provide  for  their  care,  and 
B^Hy  contract  with  the  county  of  Oswego,  or  with  any  town  in 
a^d  county,  and  with  other  persons  and  authorities,  for  the  sup- 
port, care  and  medical  and  surgical  attendance  of  any  paupers, 
idiots,  sick,  diseased  or  maimed  persons. 

§  227.  The  department  of  charity  may  authorize  their  clerk  to 
commence  and  carry  on  and  defend  in  their  name  all  proceedings 
authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state  to  be  commenced  and  carried 
on  and  defended  by  the  overseers  of  the  i)Oor  of  towns,  and  to 
serve  in  their  name  and  to  accept  service  of  all  notices  that  may 
be  served  by  or  upon  such  overseers  of  the  poor. 

§  228.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  department  of  charity  and  of 
the  clerk  thereof  'to  deposit  forthwith  with  the  city  chamberlain 
any  and  all  moneeys  received  by  it  or  him  from  any  source  what- 
ever belonging  to  the  city  or  to  said  department,  and  the  city 
chamberlain  shall  credit  the  same  to  the  poor  fund. 

§  229.  Whenever  any  emergency  requires  the  department  of 
charity  to  expend  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  poor 
more  than  the  amount  of  its  estimate  for  the  .year,  it  shall  certify 
the  fact  to  the  common  council  with  its  estimate  of  the  addi- 
tional amount  required  to  defray  its  probable  ex[)eu8es  for  the 
balance  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  the  common  council  shall  there- 
ui>on  order  the  mayor  to  issue  his  notes  for  the  additional  amount 
so  required  and  the  proceeds  of  said  notes  shall  be  expedited  by 
the  city  chamberlain  to  the  department  of  charity  to  be  used 
only  to  defray  its  current  expenses.  The  nnexpend(»d  balance  of 
the  contingent  fund  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  shall  be  applied 
in  payment  of  said  notes  so  issued  for  the  benefit  of  the  depart- 
ment of  charity,  and  the  balance  of  said  notes  remaining  unpaid 
after  the  application  of  such  part  of  the  contingent  fund  as  afore- 
said shall  be  added  to  the  tax  levy  of  the  ensuing  year.

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§  166.  The  board  of  charity  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  per- 
form all  the  duties  within  said  city  which  are  now  possessed 
and  performed  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  towns  or  by 
supervisors  acting  as  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  towns  in  the 
county  of  Jefferson,  as  provided  by  chapter  eight  hundred  and 
seventeen  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three, 
entitled  "An  act  to  pi'ovide  for  the  support  of  the  poor  in  the 
county  of  Jefferson"  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof, 
and  by  the  general  laws  of  the  state,  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided. 

§  167.  The  said  board  shall  choose  some  competent  person  for 
superintendent  of  charities,  wbose  duty  sball  be  to  administer  the 
charities  of  the  city  under  its  direction.

Section  1.  Powers  and  duties  of  the  commissioners  of  chari- 
ties.— Except  as  othen^'ise  provided  by  this  act,  the  commissioner 
of  charities  of  the  city  of  Watervliet  shall  have  and  exercise 
within  the  city  of  Watervliet  the  same  powers  and  discharge  the 
same  duties,  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other  officer,  as  overseers  of 
the  poor  in  towns.  The  commissioner  of  charities  of  the  city  of 
Watervliet  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  ofHce,  also  possess  all  the  powers 
and  authority  of  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  several  towns  of 
this  state  in  relation  to  the  support  and  relief  of  indigent  per- 
sons, the  binding  out  of  children,  the  care  of  habitual  drunkards, 
the  binding  out  and  contract  for  the  service  of  disorderly  per- 
sons, the  support  of  bastards  and  proceedings  to  charge  the 
fathers  and  mothers  of  such  bastards,  and  all  such  other  powers 
as  are  conferred  on  overseers  of  the  poor  in  the  respective  towns 
of  tills  state,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  obligations 
and  liabilities.  The  commissioner  of  charities  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  he  shall  keep  his  office 
in  some  central  and  convenient  part  of  the  city,  to  be  approved 
by  the  common  council.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner 
to  visit  tlie  poor  of  the  city  at  their  several  places  of  abode  and 
examine  into  their  circumstances,  and  ascertain  to  what  extent 
they  are  or  may  be  in  need  and  entitled  to  permanent  or  tem- 
porary relief.  The  said  commissioners  shall  require  all  persons 
making  application  for  relief,  to  make  such  application  in  writ- 
ing, which  shall  be  preserved  by  said  commissioner,  and  at  the 
end  of  each  month  all  such  applications  made  during  the  month 
shall  he  filed  with  the  city  clerk.

The  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Herkimer  shall,  or* 
the  first  Monday  in  May  next,  appoint  four  freeholders  of  ni^ 
town,  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  each  of  tlie  two  political  p«^ 
ties  casting  the  largest  vote  at  the  last  general  election  in  wi 
town,  who  shall  constitute  a  board  of  alms  of  said  town,  anibe 
known  as  the  "board  of  alms  of  the  town  of  Herkimer."    The

year.      The  town  clerk  shall  attend  all  meetings  and  keep  the 
minutes  of  their  pro(eedinjj:H,  which   shall  be  recorded  in  the 
books  of  record  of  said  town.

§  5.  The  board  of  alms  of  said  town  shall  appoint  a  treasurer 
of  the  poor  funds  of  said  town,  and  take  such  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  to  account  and  pay  over 
the  funds  intrusted  to  him,  as  they  shall  deem  adequate  and 
shall  approve,  and  they  shall  determine  his  compensation,  which 
shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars  per  annum.  The  said  treasurer 
shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year  and  until  his  successor  is 
appointed.  The  said  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  proceedings 
and  shall  adopt  all  needful  rules  as  to  their  meetings  and  as  to 
the  management  and  dispensation  of  the  funds  for  the  relief  of 
the  poor  under  their  control,  and  for  the  government  of  the 
treasurer  and  overseer  of  the  poor. 

§  6.  All  moneys  appropriated  for  the  relief  of  the  jmor  of  said 
town  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  poor  fund  of  said 
town,  and  all  payments  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  by  him 
upon  the  order  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  or  such  other  i)erson 
a»  the  board  of  alms  may  direct;  and  said  treasurer  shall  not 
loan  any  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands,  nor  shall  he  use 
them  for  any  other  purpose  than  is  provided  for  by  this  act.  Any 
interest  which  may  accrue  on  said  fund  shall  be  credited  to  said 
town. 

§  7.  The  board  of  alms  may  cause  to  be  purchased  all  or  any 
needful  supplies  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  in  such  quantities  as 
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tliey  maj  deem  best,  but  not  to  exceed  a  siipplj  for  one  jear;  anei 
they  ma  J  contract  for  such  supplies,  including  medical  and  stir 
gical  services,  to  be  delivered  or  rendered  from  time  to  iimt^  u 
the  same  maj  be  required  or  called  for,  but  such  contract  sbalJ 
not  extend  beyond  thirty  days  after  the  annual  town  meeting  neit 
ensuing  the  time  when  such  contract  shall  be  made.  Said  board 
may  also  furnish  relief  to  the  poor  in  said  town  chargeable  to  the 
t'ounty  or  to  any  other  town,  and  receive  comjiensation  titerefor 
from  the  county  or  town  to  which  such  poor  is  chargeable. 

§  8*  The  board  of  alms  shall  audit  and  allow  all  charges  and 
ex[>eiises  incuri'ed  under  their  direction  for  tlie  relief  of  Hie  poor 
chargeable  to  the  town  of  Herkimer^  including  the  expense  and 
compensation  of  officers,  and  shall  report  the  sain^  tbrongli  the 
supervisor  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  at  their 
annual  meeting  in  each  year,  which  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
inserted  in  the  tax-list  and  raised  as  other  town  charges  ar€ 
directed  to  be  raised.    All  charges  and  expenses  for  the  support 
of  the  poor,  chargeable  to  the  county  or  to  any  other  town  of  \hf^ 
couuty,  ^linU  he  audited  in  the  same  manner  th»t  the  charges  for 
the  support  of  the  p04)r,  chargeable  to  the  countyj  are  required 
by  law  to  be  audited  and  allowed* 

§  9,  Tlie  duties  of  the  ottice  of  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  towu 
of  Herkimer  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor 
to  be  appointed  by  the  said  board  of  aliuSj  and  to  be  administered 
under  the  direction  of  said  board  of  alms  to  take  effect  as  soon 
as  said  overseer  has  been  appointed.     The  said  overseer  so  ap- 
pointed shall  from  time  to  time  perform  all  the  duties  devolred 
upon  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  said  town  heretofore  elected  in 
and  for  said  towu;  subject,  however,  to  the  direction  of  the  board 
of  alms  and  shall  keep  the  vouchers,  registers  and  aceounta  and 
charges  required  by  law  of  overseers  of  the  poor.    He  shall  report 
to  the  board  of  alms  quarterly  and  shall  cause  such  report  to  be 
printed  at  least  once  in  two  newspapers  of  the  village  most  nearly 
represent iug  the  two  leading  political  parties,  the  names  of  all 
(lersons  furnished  and  the  amount  to  each  person  and  family.  And 
shall  prepare  annually  a  statement  showing  the  names  of  all  per- 
Hons  and  families  who  have  received  relief  and  the  amount  to  each 
person  and  family.    No  overseer  of  the  poor  elmll  be  elected  in 
said  town  of  Herkimer  after  the  passage  of  this  act  and  the  office 
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of  existing  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  become  vacated  by  the 
present  incumbent  npon  an  appointment  of  an  overseer  of  the 
poor,  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act.  {A8  amended 
bp  chapter  414  of  the  Laws  of  1895.) 

§  10.  The  board  of  alms  may  audit  and  allow  for  their  own 
services  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  to  be  appor- 
tioned among  them  as  a  majority  may  direct  to  be  deemed  ex- 
penses of  administering  the  poor  fund  and  to  be  raised  as  provided 
in  section  eight  of  this  act.  {A8  amended  "by  chapt&r  414  of  the 
Laxds  of  1895.) 

§  11.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  in 
any  way  to  interfere  with  the  power  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
in  relation  to  auditing  the  poor  accounts  of  the  county. 


TOWNS  OF  NORTH  HEMPSTEAD  AND  OYSTER  BAY,  NASSAU 

COUNTY. 

AN  ACT  to  appoint  trustees  of  the  Jones  fund,  for  the  support 
of  the  poor  of  the  towns  of  Oysterbay  and  North  Hempstead, 
in  the  county  of  Queens.* 

Chapter  31a,  Laws  of  1838. 

Section  1.  That  Andrew  C.  Hegeman,  Ebenezer  Seely  and  James 
C  Townsend,  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Oyster- 
bay,  and  Benjamin  Albertson  and  Singleton  Mitchell,  freeholders 
and  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  North  Hempstead,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  appointed  trustees  of  the  Jones  fund,  for  the  support 
of  the  poor  in  said  towns,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two 
years  from  the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  and  until  others  are  appointed  in 
their  place;  and  they  and  their  successors  shall  be  denominated 
*^  The  Trustees  of  the  Jones  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  iioor;  " 
three  of  whom  shall  always  be  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the 
town  of  Oysterbay  and  two  of  whom  shall  always  be  freeholders 
and  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  North  Hempstead. 

§  2.  The  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of  Oyster- 
bay, shall,  at  their  annual  town  meeting,  in  the  year  one  thousand

§  3,  The  trustees  of  the  said  fund  and  their  8ucee«sori*  in  oflicf 
shall  h€  capalde  in  law  of  fining  and  iKnng  sued,  pleaded  and 
l>eing  I  nil!  leaded,  answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending 
and  being  defended  in  all  eourts  and  places  whatBoever,  by  the

[KKir/-  and  they  and  their  sneeessorH  in  office  by  the  name  aforp 
said  shall  be  cajiahle  in  law  of  taking,  holding  and  luanaging  nM 
fnnd  or  any  part  of  the  ^aiue,  as  was  by  the  last  wills  and  testa 
uient«  of  Banniel  Jones  and  XYalter  R.  Jones,  deceased »  devise*!

for  the  purposes  aforesaidt  by  the  said  testators,  and  shall  also  W 
capable  of  fuirrhasing,  holding,  and  conveying,  either  by  deed  or 
mortgage,  any  real  or  personal  estaie  for  the  nrn*  and  benefit  ol 
said  fnnd,  and  carrying  the  intent  of  the  said  testators  in  creat- 
ing the  same  into  full  eflfeet.

§  4,  Each  of  the  said  trustees,  and  their  snciessors,  liefore  iVV 
tering  upon  the  duties  of  the  said  trust,  shall  execute  a  bond,  with 
sufficient  sureties,  to  the  supervisor  of  their  respective  towns*  the 
amount  of  rhe  said  bond  and  said  suK^ties  to  Im*  approved  by  the 
said  supervisor!^  ivsjiectively,  for  the  faithful  |)erforuian(^  of  the 
trust  reposed  in  them  as  mnh  trustees. 

IS  5.  Any  three  or  more  of  said  IrnHlivs  sbaM  constirnte  a 
tjuoruin  to  transact  any  of  the  business  and  concerns  of  the  said 
trust.  If  any  of  the  trustees  of  said  fund,  aiipointed  by  or  chosen 
under  this  act,  shall  die,  resign,  or  remove  from  said  towns*  the 
said  trnste<^s  may  appoint  a  person  of  like  qnatiti  cat  ions  to  fill 
hf«  place  ff>r  the  ri*sidne  of  liis  term  nf  otlire,  wlio  shall  in  like 
manner  as  above  provided,  execute  a  liond,  wilh  sufticieut  snreiieift, 
to  the  su[jervisor  of  the  town  from  wlience  he  shall  be  chosen,  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty  as  trustee. 
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§  6.  The  said  trustees  shall  make  an  annual  and  full  report 
to  each  of  the  said  towns  of  Orsterbay  and  North  Hempstead,  at 
the  annual  town  meetings  thereof,  of  the  state  of  the  funds  and 
property  of  said  trust,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  the  same  has 
been  managed,  and  the  income  thereof  applied  during  the  preced- 
ing year. 

§  7.  The  chancellor  of  this  state  shall  have  a  sui)ervisory  power 
over  said  trustees  and  fund,  and  may  remove  any  of  said  trustees 
for  good  cause  shewn,  on  petition  or  bill  by  any  inhabitant  of 
either  of  said  towns. 

§  8.  Each  of  said  towns  of  Oysterbay  and  North  Hempstead, 
may,  by  vote  at  their  annual  town  meetings,  fix  and  allow  to  said 
trustees  and  their  successors  or  any  of  them,  from  their  respective 
towns,  such  salary  or  compensation  for  their  services  as  such 
towns  may  respectively  think  proper,  and  which  said  salary  or 
compensation  shall  be  raised  and  paid  as  other  ordinary  expenses 
of  said  town. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  be  deemed  a  public  act.

TOWN  OF  WAWARSING,  ULSTER  COUNTY. 

AN  ACT  relating  to  overseers  of  the  poor  in  the  town  of 
Wawarsing,  county  of  Ulster,  fixing  their  conipensation,  pre- 
scribing their  powers  and  duties,  and  dividing  such  town  into 
poor  districts. 

Chapter  127,  Laws  of  1905. 

Section  1.  Division  of  town  into  poor  districts. — The  town  of 
Wawarsing  in  the  county  of  Ulster,  is  hereby  divided  into  two 
poor  districts.  The  first  district  shall  comprise  that  part  of  such 
town  situated  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  Lackawack  ci-eek  and 
on  the  southerly  side  of  a  straight  line  extended  from  the  juncture 
of  such  creek  with  Sandburg  creek  to  the  southeasterly  boundary 
of  such  town.  The  second  district  shall  comprise  that  part  of  such 
town  situated  on  the  northerly  side  of  such  creek  and  such  lino  as 
so  extended. 
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§  2.  AesigQEient  of  overseer  of  tie  poor  to  each  district.— Tlit 
town  board  of  stich  town  shall  within  ten  dajs  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  asRign  one  overseer  of  the  poor  to  each  of  sadi  dis- 
tricts.   Of  the  overseers  hereafter  elected,  one  shall  rejiide  ineacb. 
of  siich  dietricte.    Each  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  provide  foc^ 
the  relief  of  the  poor  in  his  distriet,  and  shall  possess  as  to  ik^^ 
j>oor  In  stieh  district  all  the  powerg,  and  perform  all  the  Mm — 
of  an  overseer  of  the  poor  of  a  town,  and  to  the  same  extent  an* 
In  the  same  manaer  as  to  such  poor,  as  though  such  towa  hi 
not  been  divided,    Hia  powers  and  duties  as  to  the  poor  m  atidi 
district  Hhall  be  exclusive. 

§  3,  Compensation;  exi)enses.— The  overseer  of  the  p<M)r  hew- 
after  elected  from  the  first  district  shall  receive  an  auaual  salaiy 
of  one  hnndi-ed  dollars;  tlie  overseer  of  the  poor  hereafter  ekctol 
from  tf»e  second  district,  shall  rei^eive  an  annual  salarv  of  tilly 
dollars.    Tlie  salarj  of  each  overseer  as  so  fixed  shall  be  in  full 
for  all  liis  services  as  overseer  of  the  poor  of  such  town,  and  lA 
lieu  of  all  compensation,  fees  and  allowances  provided  by  law* 
Such  salarj  shall  be  a  town  charge  and  sliJiU  be  paid  in  the  same 
nionner  as  other  town  charges.    Each  such  overseer  shall  receive 
in  addition  to  the  salary  fixed  by  this  act  his  actual  and  necessary 
expenses  incurred  by  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  to  l>e 
audited  by  the  town  board  of  such  town.

— All  hospitals  or 
institutions  now  or  hereafter  established  or  maintained  by  any 
city  of  the  first  class  for  the  regular  or  special  treatment  of  per- 
sons suffering  from  the  disease  known  as  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  local  board  of  health; 
special  wards  or  pavilions  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  in  existing  hospitals  shall  be  provided  with  separate 
nurses,  cooking  utensils,  washing  and  plumbing  facilities.

Election,  appointment,  and  term  of  office  of  suiierin- 
tendents  of  the  poor, — There  shall  continue  to  be  tweeted  or  ap- 
pointed in  each  of  the  couBtiea  one  or  more  snperintendentB  of 
the  poor  as  heretofore;  but  no  supervisor  of  a  town,  or  county 
treosui'er,  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  to  such  oflice.  The  board 
of  su[ierviHurs  of  any  county  having,  or  entitled  to  have  tliree  or 
more  superintendents  of  tlie  poor,  may,  at  an  annual  meeting

— The  moneys  necessary  to 
defray  the  county  charges  of  each  county  shall  be  levied  on  the 
taxable  property  in  the  several  towns  therein,  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  the  general  laws  relating  to  taxes;  and  in  order  to 
enable  the  county  treasurer  to  pay  such  exi)enses  as  nuiy  become 
payable  from  time  to  time,  the  board  of  suiKinisors  shall  annually 
canse  such  sum  to  be  raised  in  advance  in  their  county,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  such  puri)ose. 

§  233.  Annual  report  of  county  officers. — Each  county  officer 
who  shall  receive,  or  is  authorized  by  law  to  receive,  any  money 
on  account  of  fines  or  penalties  or  other  matter  in  which  his 
county,  or  any  town  or  city  therein,  shall  have  an  interest,  shall 
annually  make  a  written  rej)ort  to  the  board  of  sui)erA'isors  of  his 
county,  verified  to  be  true,  In^aring  date  the  first  day  of  November, 
stating  the  time  when,  and  the  name  of  every  person  from  whom 
such  money  has  b(H?ii  receivcMl,  the  amount  thereof,  on  what 
account  received,,  and  the  sums  reinainiug  due  and  unpaid;  and 
if  no  such  money  has  bcn^n  received,  his  report  shall  so  state. 
Buch  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  board,  on  or  before 
the  fifth  day  of  November;  and  no  officer  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  payment  for  his  wrvices,  unh^ss  he  shall  file  with  the 
supervisors,  or  other  officers  performing  th(Mr  duties,  his  affidavit 
that  he  has  ujade  such  report,  and  paid  over  all  moneys  which  he 
is  required  to  i)ay  over,  within  ninety  days  after  rt*ceiving  any 
such  money,  such  oiticers  shall  j)ay  the  same  witluuit  any  deduc- 
tion to  the  treasurer  of  his  county,  who  shall  execute  duplicate 
receipts  therefor,  one  of  which  he  shall  deliver  to  the  ]M?i*son  pay- 
ing the  money,  and  attach  the  other  to  his  annual  report  herein 
required;  but  nothing  herc^in  shall  be  construed  to  apjHy  to 
moneys  received  by  any  town  or  city  officer  in  his  official 
capacity,  as  such,  specially  appropriated  for  any  town  or  city 
purpose.

VARIOUS  ACTS  OF  CONGRESS  RELATING  TO  IMMIGRATION. 

Sections  3  and  5  of  an  act  supplementary  to  the  acta  fu  rela- 
tion to  iuimigration,  approved  March  3,  1876,  voL  18,  part  3, 

United  Btateg  SI  a  lutes  nt  Liir^e  ]>rovide: 

"  Sec,  3,  Tliat  ihe  uuportation  into  the  United  Btate^  of  women 
for  the  purpose  of  ftrostitutioo  is  hereby  forbidden;  and  all  con- 
tracts  and  agreements  in  relation  thereto,  made  in  advance  or  in 
pursuance  of  such  illegal  importation  and  purposes,  are  hereby 
^ declared  void;  and  whoever  sliall  knowingly  and  willfully  import, 
or  caiifve  any  importation  of,  women  into  the  United  Btates  for 
the  purposes  of  (u-oRtitution,  or  Bhairknowinjfly  or  willfullv  hold, 
or  atteuii>t  to  hold,  an^'  women  to  any  muli  puvpoHi'M,  in  jKirHUHuce 
of  Buch  tll^al  importation  and  contract  or  agreenientt  shall  be 
deemed  i^ullty  of  a  felony,  and,  on  conviction  thereof,  »hall  l>e 
inipri^^mcd  not  exiei*ding  five  years  and  pay  a  line  not  exceeding 
live  tliousand  dollars/* 

"Sec.  5,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  alienid  of  the  fnllowing 
clashes  to  immiirrule  into  the  United  Htatea,  namely,  jiersons  who 
are  undergoing  a  sentence  for  conviction  in  their  own  country  of 
felonious  crimei*  other  Ihan  political  or  growing  out  of  or  the 
result   of  such  political  otl'euses,  or  whose  sentence  has   b^n

emitted  on  coDdition  of  their  immigration,  and  women  '  imported 
for  the  purposes  of  prostitution.'    Every  vessel  arriving  in  the 
United  States  may  be  inspected  under  the  direction  of  the  col- 
lector of  the  port  at  which  it  arrives,  if  he  shall  have  reason  to 
believe  that  any  such  obnoxious  persons  are  on  board;  and  the 
officer  making  such  inspection  shall  certify  the  result  thereof  to 
the  master  or  other  person  in  charge  of  such  vessel,  designating 
in  such  certificate  the  person  or  persons,  if  any  there  be,  ascer- 
tained by  him  to  be  of  either  of  the  classes  whose  importation  is 
hereby  forbidden.    When  such  in8]>ection  is  required  by  the  col- 
lector as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  unlawful,  without  his  permission, 
for  any  alien  to  leave  any  such  vessel  arriving  in  the  United  States 
from  a  foreign  country  until  the  inspection  shall  have  been  had 
and  the  result  certified  as  herein  provided;  and  at  no  time  there- 
after shall  any  alien  certified  to  by  the  inspecting  officer  as  being 
of  either  of  the  classes  whose  immigration  is  forbidden  by  this 
section  be  allowed  to  land  in  the  United  States,  except  in  obedi- 
ence to  a  judicial  process  issued  pursuant  to  law.    If  any  person 
shall  feel  aggrieved  by  the  certificate  of  such  in8|)eiting  officer 
stating  him  or  her  to  be  within  either  of  the  chiHses  whose  immi- 
gration is  forbidden  by  this  section,  and  shall  apply  for  release 
or  other  remedy  to  any  i)ro])er  court  or  judge,  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  collector  at  said  port  of  entry  to  detain  said  vessel 
until  a  hearing  and  determination  of  the  matter  are  had,  to  the 
end  that  if  the  said  inspector  shall  be  found  t(»  be  in  accordauee 
with  this  section,  and  sustained,  the  obnoxious  person  or  |)ers(ms 
shall  be  returned  on  board  of  said  vessel,  and  shall  not  there- 
after be  permitted  to  land,  unless  the  master,  owner,  or  con- 
signee of  the  vessel  shall  <i:ive  bond  an<l  WMurity,  to  be  approved 
by  the  court  or  judge  hearing  the  cause,  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  for  each  such  ]kmsou  permitted  to  land,  conditioned  for 
the  return  of  such  i»erson,  within  six  months  from  the  date  thereof, 
to  the  country  whence  Iiis  or  her  emigration  shall  have  taken 
place,  or  unless  the  v(»ss<»l  bringing  such  obnoxious  person  or 
persons  shall  be  forfeited,  in  which  event  the  proceeds  of  such 
forfeiture  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  collector  of  the  port  of  arrival, 
and  applied  by  him,  as  far  as  necessary,  to  the  return  of  such 
person  or  persons  to  his  or  her  own  country  within  the  said  period 
of  six  months.    And  for  all  violations  of  this  act,  the  vessel,  by 
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the  arts,  oiiiiSKifiiif!,  or  miiuivance  nf  the  om^nprs,  master,  or  other 
tiiiittHli;iiK  or  the  r*nnHigiie<>s  of  wliii^h  the  game  air  comntittf^ 
^Imll  Iw  \\i\U\e  to  forffitiirc?,  ma]  iiiuy  Ite  proceeded  agaiimt  ai  ii 
eases  of  fniudi^  a^aiu^t  the  revemie  laws,  for  wliich  forfdtuiti 
preseribed  by  exit^tiug  law,*' 
Aiiproved  March  IX,  187r>, 

AK  ACT  to  regulate  imiiiigratii^n. 

Be  it  ennvted  hi/  ike  Sainfr  find  House  of  Reprcaentatna  ofik 
finitcd  Stutes  of  Amerim  in  CongreHu  asgemhteil.  That  thert^sy 
be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  a  diitj  of  fifty  cenis  for  eaib  ^d 
every  pasRenj^er  not  a  citizen  of  the  Fuited  States  who  shall  foo* 
hv  fiteam  or  bbiI  vessel  from  a  forei^  port  to  any  port  wiiliiB 
the  t' lilted  Htfites.    The  Kaid  duty  *4hall  Im?  paid  to  the  eollfctor 
of  enstonis  of  the  port  to  which  such  passenger  shall  come,  writ 
there  be  no  collector  at  such  port,  then  to  the  collector  of  cawtonii 
nearest  theiH^to»  by  the  inastei',  owner,  agent,  or  consignee  of  even 
8ueh  vessel*  within  twentyfonr  hours  after  the  entry  there<if  into 
sncli    port.     Tlie   money  thus   collected   shall    be   paid    into  thf 
United  Strtteft  Treasury  and  shall  eonatitute  a  ftmd  to  be  vi\\H 
the  iiuniigrnnt  fuud  nnd  Khali  he  used,  under  i]w  direction  at 
the  Hecretury  of  the  TtTasnry,  to  defrny  the  expeui*es  of  re^ibt 
ing  immigration  under  this  act  and  for  the  care  of  immigrants 
arriving  in  the  United  8tntes,  for  the  relief  of  such  an  are  m  drfr 
trc^*i«,  and  f(U*  the  general  pnrpo>s€*s  iind  expenses  of  ea frying  diii 
act  into  effect.    The  duty  imposed  hj  this  section  sliall  lie  a  lirn 
upon  the  vessels  whicli  ^hall  bring  such  passengers  mto  the  fruited 
Htates,  and  shall  l>e  a  debt  in  favor  of  the  United  States  again**! 
the  owner  or  ow^ners  of  such  vessels,  and  the  pnyment  of  siicli 
duty  may  Iw*  enforced  by  any  legal  or  erpii  table  remedy:  Prorided, 
That  no  greater  sum  siiall  lie  ex|»ended  for  the  purposeK  herein 
before  menliiJiied,  at  any  port,  than  shall  have  been  collected  at 
such  jiort. 

Hee.  2.  That  the  Becretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  chariH 
with  the  duty  of  executing  the  provisicms  nf  this  act  and  widi 
supervision  over  the  husmess  of  immigration  to  the  United  8tate«, 
and  for  that  purpose  be  shall  fiiive  power  to  enter  into  contract* 
with  such  Htate  rtmtmission*  lM>nrd,  or  otHcers  as  nuiy  be  de»ig* 
nated  for  tliat   purpose  by    Hic  governor  of  i^nY   State  to   take 
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cliarge  of  the  local  affairs  of  immigration  in  the  ports  within 

lid  State,  and  to  provide  for  the  support  and  relief  of  such  inimi- 

c^frantg  therein  landing  as  may  fall  into  distress  or  need  public 

.  aid,  under  the  niles  and  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  said 

Secretary;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  State  commission, 

board,  or  oflScers  so  designated  to  examine  into  the  condition  of 

passengers  arriving  at  the  ports  within  such  State  in  any  ship  or 

vessel,  and  for  that  purpose  all  or  any  of  such  commissioners,  or 

officers  or  such  other  person  or  persons  as  they  shall  appoint,  shall 

te  authorized  to  go  on  board  of  and  through  any  such  ship  or 

▼cssel;  and  if  on  such  examination  there  shall  be  found  among 

•ttch  passengers  any  convict,  lunatic,  idiot,  or  any  person  unable 

i     to  take  care  of  himself  or  herself  without  becoming  a  public 

:'     charge,  they  shall  report  the  same  in  writing  to  the  collec<<»r  of 

^ch  port,  and  such  person  shall  not  be  permitted  to  land. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  establish  such 
Regulations  and  rules  and  issue  from  time  to  time  such  instruc- 
tions, not  inconsistent  with  law,  as  he  shall  deem  l>est  calculated 
to  protect  the  United  States  and  immigrants  into  the  United 
States  from  fraud  and  loss  and  for  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  act  and  the  immigration  laws  of  the  United  States;  and 
ke  shall  prescribe  all  forms  of  bonds,  entries,  and  other  papers 
to  be  used  under  and  in  the  enforcement  of  the  various  provisions 
of  thi«  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  foreign  convicts,  except  those  convicted]  of 
political  offenses,  upon  arrival,  shall  be  sent  back  to  the  nations 
to  which  they  belong  and  from  whence  they  came.

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  i)rescril)e  regulations 
for  the  return  of  the  aforesaid  perscms  to  the  countries  from 
whence  they  came  and  shall  furnish  instructions  to  the  board, 
commission,  or  i>ersons  charged  with  the  executicm  of  tlie  pro- 
visions of  this  section  as  to  the  mode  of  procedure  in  iesp«Ml 
thereto,  and  may  change  such  instructions  from  tiuie  to  tline. 
The  expense  of  such  return  of  the  aforesaid  jjersons  not  perniitted 
to  land  shall  be  borne  by  the  owners  of  the  vessel  in  which  tht^y 
came.

That  the  pro- 
vlBioQS  of  this  law  applicable  to  contract  labor  shall  not  be  held 
to  exclndc  profesKional  actorpi^  artiBts,  lpf*turers?,  sfn^jers,  min- 
iHterii!  of  an  J  religious  deiiomi  nation,  prnf€*sKors   for  cullcaes  ''^ 
seminaneii,  [>er8ony  l)elonging  to  anv  recognized  learned  profc**- 
Bion,   or    perBons    employed    strictly    as    persoiu^I    or    dompsU* 
servants, 

Bee.  3*  That  tJie  importation  into  the  United  Btates  of  mf 
woman  or  girl  for  the  pnriioses  of  prostitution  is  hei-eby  forbid- 
den; and  whoever  Hhull  ini|iort  or  attempt  to  inijiort  any  wmimn 
or  |»^irl  into  the  Uiifted  States  for  the  purposes  of  proKtifuticm^  (>r 
Hhall  bold  or  attempt  to  bold,  any  woman  or  iijirl  for  xiirU  \n\T^ 
poses  in  pursuance  of  such  illegal  importation  shall  be  deenied 
gtiilty  of  a  felony,  and,  on  eonvietion  there* >f,  shall  be  iioprisi^ned 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  thrm  five  years  and  pay  a  tine  mi 
exteeding  five  thousand  dollarB. 

Sec*  4*  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  company,  {Mari-

Roc.  5.  That  for  every  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  set- 
tion  four  of  this  act  the  [lerwon,  partnership^  compauj,  or  e^*^ 
iwration  violating  the  same,  by  knowingly  assisting,  eneooraging. 
or  soliciting  the  migration  or  importation  of  any  alien  to  tK€ 
United  states  to  jierforni  labor  or  service  of  any  kind  by  reapon 
of.  any  offer,  soli<  ilation,  promise,  or  agreement,  expressed  or  iiii* 
plied,  parole  or  special,  to  or  witli  such  alien  tihall  fi>rfeir  uud 
pay  for  every  such  otTt^ns*^  the  siiiri  of  one  Ihousand  dollars,  which 
luay  be  mwtl  for  and  it^i overtNi  by  the  United  Htales  or  by  aiiT 
jierson  who  shall  flr*it  bring  his  action  llierefor  in  his  own  name 
and  for  his  own  beneiU,  imludiag  any  HUeh  alien  thus  promii^fl

Sec.  C  That  it  shall  K*  unlawful  and  l*e  deeuieil  a  violation  of 
section  four  of  this  art  to  assist  or  encouni^  the  int|H>rtatioii  or 
migration  of  any  alien  by  a  i»r»»mise  i»f  employment  thnnigh  adver- 
tisementB  printed  and  jaiblishetl  in  any  foreign  country:  and  any 
alien  (doming  to  this  country  in  eonse^juenee  of  such  an  advert ist^ 
ment  shall  be  treated  as  cominj:  under  a  |in>mist*  or  ajjrtHMuent  as 
contemplated  in  sei-tion  two  of  this  act,  and  the  iH^naltit^  im|H>stHl 
hx  section  five  of  this  art  shall  Ik»  applicable  to  sudi  a  casi*: 
Provided,  That  this  sectii»n  shall  not  apply  to  states  or  terri- 
toriea.  the  District  of  ('olumbia.  or  phuvs  subject  to  the  juris- 
diction of  the  United  States  advert isinj;  the  inducements  they 
offer  for  immigration  thereto,  rt^spei^tively. 

Sec.  7.  That  no  transj.ortation  company  or  owner  or  owners  of 
vessels  or  others  enjjage<l  in  transportiu};  aliens  into  the  United 
States  shall,  directly  or  thronjrii  ajrents.  tMtlier  by  writinjr,  print- 
ing, or  oral  representations,  solicit,  invite,  or  encouraj:**  the  immi- 
gration of  any  aliens  into  the  United  States  except  by  ordinary 
commercial  letters,  circulars,  advertisi^ments,  or  oral  ivpresenta- 
tions,  stating  the  sailin*;^  of  their  vessels  and  terms  and  fjicili- 
ties  of  transportation  therein;  and  f(»r  a  violatitm  of  this  pro- 
vision any  such  transportation  com]»any  and  any  such  owner  or 
owners  of  vessels,  and  all  others  engaged  in  trans]K)rting  aliens 
to  the  United  States,  and  the  agents  by  them  employed,  shall  be 
subjected  to  the  ])enalties  imjios(»d  by  section  the  (»f  this  acl. 

Sec.  8.  That  any  ]>erson,  inchnfiug  the  master,  agent,  owner,  or 
consignee  of  any  vessel,  who  shall  bring  into  or  land  in  I1h»  United 
States,  by  vessel  or  otherwise,  or  wMio  shall  attcMnpl,  by  hims4»lf 
or  through  another,  to  bring  into  or  land  in  the  Unite<l  States, 
by  vessel  or  otherwise*,  any  ali(Mi  not  duly  admitted  by  an  immi 
grant  inspector,  or  not  lawfully  entitled  to  enter  the  Unite<l 
States,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  an<l  shall,  on 
conviction,  be  ])unislied  by  a  flno  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dol- 
lars for  each  and  (»very  alien  s(»  landed  or  attempted  |o  be  landed, 
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or  hj  iniprisooment  for  a  term  not  less  tiian  three  montlig  nor 
more  than  two  years,  or  bj  both  such  fine  and  imprisonuaent* 

Sec*  9,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  fon  any  perBoo,  moludiDg  any 
transpoikitiun  Lonipauy  otiier  than  railway  lines  entering  the 
United  States  froiu  foreign  contiguous  territory,  or  the  owner, 
master,  agent,  or  consignee  of  any  vessel  to  bring  to  the  United 
S(ate«  any  alien  afflicted  with  a  loathsome  or  with  a  dangerous^ 
lontagiuiLs  diseaae;  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  that  any  alien  so  brought  to  the 
United  Btates  wim  alllicted  with  such  a  disease  at  the  time  of  for* 
eign  embarkation^  and  that  tlie  existence  of  such  disease  might 
have  been  detected  by  uie^ns  of  a  competent  medical  ejta  mi  nation 
at  such  time^  such  person  or  trauKportation  company  or  the  mas- 
ter^  agent*  owner,  or  consignee  of  any  svich  vessel  shall  pay  to  the 
collector  of  customs  of  the  customs  district  in  which  the  port  of 
arrival  is  located  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and 
every  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section;  and  no  vessel 
shall  be  granted  clearance  pa[)ers  while  any  such  fine  imposed 
upon  it  i^mains  unpaid,  nor  nhall  such  fine  be  remitted. 

Sec,  10,  That  the  decision  of  the  board  of  special  inquiry,  here- 
inafter  provided  for,  based  upon  the  certificate  of  tlie  examining 
medical  olficer,  shall  be  flual  as  to  the  rejection  of  aliens  afllicted 
with  a  laatliHonu*  or  with  a  dangerous  contagious  disease,  or  with 
any  mental  or  physical  disability  which  would  bring  such  aliens 
within  any  of  the  classes  excluded  from  admission  to  the  United 
Htates  under  section  two  of  tiiis  act* 

Bee,  11-  That  upon  the  certificate  of  a  medical  ofljcer  of  the 
United  States  Slarine-Huapltal  Service  to  the  effect  that  a  rejected 
alien  is  helpless  from  sickness,  physical  disability,  or  infancy,  if 
such  alien  is  accompanied  by  another  alien  whose  protection  or 
guardianship  is  required  by  such  rejected  alieu^  the  masterj  agent, 
owner,  or  consignee  of  the  vessel  in  wliicb  such  alien  and  accom- 
panying alien  are  brought  shall  be  required  to  return  such  alien 
and  accompanying  alien  in  the  same  manner  as  vessels  are  i^~ 
quired  to  return  other  rejected  aliens. 

Sec.  12.  That  upon  the  arrival  of  any  alien  by  water  at  any  port 
within  the  United  States  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  master  or 
commanding  ofllcer  of  the  steamer*  sailing  or  other  vessel,  having 
said  alien  on  board  to  deliver  to  the  immigi*atiou  olfieera  at

the  calling  or  occupation:  whether  able  to  read  or  write;  the 
nationality;  the  race:  the  last  residence;  the  seaport  for  landing 
in  the  United  States;  the  tinal  destination,  if  any,  bej'ond  the 
port  of  landing;  whether  having  a  ticket  through  to  such  final 
destination;  whether  the  alien  has  paid  his  own  ]>assage,  or 
whether  it  has  been  ]>aid  by  any  other  pt»rson  or  by  any  corpora- 
tion, society,  municipality,  or  government,  and  if  so,  by  whom; 
whether  in  possessicm  of  tifty  dollars,  and  if  less,  how  much; 
whether  going  to  join  a  relative  or  friend,  and  if  so,  what  relative 
or  friend  and  his  name  and  complete  address;  whether  ever  before 
in  the  United  Slates,  and  if  so,  when  and  where;  whether  ever  in 
prison  or  almshouse  or  an  institution  or  hos])ital  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  insane  or  supjiorted  l»y  charity  ;  whether  a  polyg- 
amist;  whether  an  anarchist;  whether  eomin^  by  reason  of  any 
offer,  solicitation,  promise  or  a^rer'iin  nt,  exjiressed  or  implied,  to 
perform  labor  in  the  In  i  led  States,  ami  what  is  (he  a  Hern's  c(mdi- 
tion  of  health,  mental  and  ;  hvslial,  an<l  whether  (h*form(»d  or 
crippled,  and  if  so,  for  how  lon^  an.l  from  what  eause. 

8ec.  18.  That  all  alims  arriving;  by  water  at  the*  ports  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  listed  in  convenient  ^nou|»s,  mid  no  one  list 
or  manifest  shall  contain  more  than  tliirly  n:ini<\s.  To  each  alien 
or  head  of  a  family  shall  be  jzivcn  a  ticket  on  whi<!i  shall  Im»  writ- 
ten his  name,  a  number  or  httcr  desiy:natin.ir  the  list  in  which 
his  name,  and  so  forth,  is  contained,  and  his  number  cm  said  list, 
for  convenience  of  identiticntion  on  arrival.  l'a<h  list  or  manifest 
shall  be  verified  by  tiie  si<»nMture  and  the  <Kith  or  allirmation  of 
the  master  or  commandinjr  ofticer  or  the  first  or  second  below  him 
in  command,  taken  before  an  immipration  oflicer  at  the  port  of 
arrivel,  to  the  etVect  that  he  has  caused  the  surgeon  of  said  vessel 
sailing  therewith  to  make  a  ]»hysieal  and  oral  examination  of 
each  of  said  aliens,  and  that  from  the  report  of  said  surgeon  and

prostitute,  and  that  also,  according  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge 
and  belief,  the  information  in  said  lists  or  manifests  concerniBg 
each  of  said  aliens  named  therein  is  correct  and  true  in  ever? 
respect. 

See.  14.  That  the  surgeon  of  said  vessel  sailing  therewith  shall 
also  sign  each  of  said  lists  or  manifests  and  make  oath  or  affirmS- 
tion  in  like  manner  before  an  immigration  officer  at  the  port  of 
arrival,  stating  his  profes.sional  exjioricnce  and  qualificntiimH  a» 
a  physician  and  surgeon,  and  that  he  has  made  a  personal  enun- 
inalion  of  each  of  the  said  aliens  named  therein,  and  that  the  sail 
list  or  manifest,  according  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
belief,  is  full,  correct,  and  true  in  all  particulars  relative  to  the 
menial  and  physical  condition  of  .said  aliens.  If  no  surgeon  saito 
with  any  vessel  bringing  aliens  the  mental  and  physical  examiDa* 
tions  and  the  verifications  of  the  lists  or  manifests  shall  be  made 
l»y  some  comjjetent  surgeon  emjiloyed  by  the  owners  of  the  aaid 
vessel. 

Sec.  115.  That  in  the  case  of  the  failure  of  the  master  or  com- 
manfl'iig  officer  of  any  vessel  to  deliver  to  the  said  immigration 
oflioeiH  lists  or  manifests  of  all  aliens  on  board  thereof  as  re- 
(piinMl  in  sections  t\velv(^  tliii  ttcu.  ;iii(l  fouitccn  of  this  act.  ho 
slinll  pay  to  the  collector  of  customs  at  the  port  of  arrival  the 
sum  of  ton  dollars  for  each  alien  conc(»rning  whom  the  above  in- 
furmation  is  not  contained  in  any  list  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  Hk  Tliat  upon  the  receipt  by  the  immigration  officers  at 
;niy  port  of  arrival  of  (he  lists  or  manifests  of  aliens  provided  for 
in  sections  twelv(\  thirteen,  and  fourteen  of  this  act  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  oHlccrs  to  go  or  send  competent  assistants  to  the 
Missels  to  which  said  lists  or  manifests  refer  and  there  ins|)ect  all 
such  aliens,  or  said  ininii^ration  otlicers  nuiy  order  a  temporary 
removal  of  such  aliens  for  exaniinaiion  at  a  designated  time  and 
place,  hut  such  temporary  removal  shall  not  be  considered  a  land- 
in*;,  nor  shall  it  nOieve  the  transportation  lines,  masters,  agents, 
owners  or  consign(M»s  of  tln^  vessel  upon  which  such  aliens  art 
hrouj:ht  to  any  port  of  tlu»  Tnited  Statics  from  any  of  the  obliga- 
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tions  whichy  in  case  sneh  aliens  remain  on  board,  wonld,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  bind  the  said  transportation  lines,  mas- 
ters, agents,  owners,  or  consi^riuvs :  ProridnL  That  wliero  a  suit- 
able building  is  used  for  the  delentlou  and  pxaiiiination  of  alliens 
the  immigration  oflicials  shall  there  take  charge  of  such  aliens, 
and  the  transportation  companies,  masters,  agents,  owners,  and 
consignees  of  the  vessel  bringing  such  aliens  shall  be  relieved  of 
the  responsibility  for  their  detention  thereafter  until  the  return 
of  such  aliens  to  their  care. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  physiral  and  in(»ntal  examination  of  all  arriv- 
ing aliens  shall  be  made  by  medical  ollicers  of  the  United  States 
Marine-Hospital  Service,  who  sliall  have  had  at  least  two  years' 
experience  in  the  practice  of  tlioir  profession  since  receiving  the 
degree  of  doctor  of  medicim*  and  who  shall  corUfy  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  immigration  oirners  and  the  boards  of  special  inquiry 
hereinafter  provided  for,  any  and  all  ])hysical  and  mental  defects 
OP  diseases  observed  by  said  medical  ofllrers  in  any  such  alien,  or, 
should    medical   oflicers   of   thi*    rnited    Sttites    Mnrine-Hospital 
Service  be  not  available,  civil  siirj^eonH  of  n(»t  less  than  four  years' 
professional  experience  may  be  cmpl(»ye(l  in  such  emerg(»ncics  for 
the  said  service,  upon  su<h  tciMus  as  niny  he  prescribed  by  the 
Commissioner-rienernl   of   Immigration,   undt»r   th(»   direction   or 
with  the  ap])roval  of  the  Scnretnry  of  the  Treasury.    The  United 
States  Public  Health  and  .M:\iine-nospital  Service  shall  be  reim 
bursed  by  the  Immigration  Kervi<e  for  all  expenditures  incurred 
in  carrying  out  the  meciical  inspection  of  aliens  under  regulations 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  18.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  own<'rs,  oflicers  and 
agents  of  an\  vessel  bringing  an  ali(»n  to  the  United  States  to 
adopt  due  precautions  to  prevent  the  binding  of  any  such  alien 
from  such  vessel  at  any  tim<'  or  phice  other  than  that  designated 
by  the  immigration  ofiicers,  and  jiny  such  owner,  oflicer,  agent,  or 
person  in  charge  of  such  vessel  who  shall  hind  or  permit  to  land 
any  alien  at  any  time  or  place  other  than  that  designated  by  the 
immigration  oflic(»rs,  shall  bo  de<»med  guilty  of  a  misdena^anor, 
and  shall  on  conviction  be  jmnished  by  a  fine  for  each  alien  so 
permitted  to  land  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  ex<'(H»ding 
one  year,  or  by  both  such  tine  and  imprisonment,  and  every  such 
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alien  so  landi'd  bIiiiU  be  deemed  to  be  unlawfullj  in  the  United 
States  and  shall  l>e  dejiorted,  as  provided  bj  law. 

Sec.  19,  That  all  aliens  brought  into  this  country  in  violation 
of  law  shall,  if  ijracticable,  lie  immediately  sent  back  to  the  eoun- 
tries  whence  they  respectively  came  on  the  vessels  bringing  them. 
The  eost  of  tljeir  maintenance  while  on  laad,  as  well  as  the  ex- 
pense of  the  return  of  such  aliens,  shall  be  bonie  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  vessels  on  which  they  i-ej5i>ectively  came;  ani!  if  any 
master,  person  in  charge,  agent,  owner^  or  consignee  of  any  such 
vessels  shall  refuse  to  receive  back  on  board  thereof,  or  of  any 
other  vessel  own*?d  by  the  same  interest,  such  aliens,  or  shall  neg 
lect  to  detaiti  them  thereon,  or  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  ratnrn 
them  to  the  foreign  port  from  which  they  came,  or  to  pay  the  cost 
of  their  maintenance  while  on  land,  such  master,  person  in  chaise, 
agent,  owner*  or  conaignce  ^hall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  «hall,  on  conviction  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less 
than  three  hundred  dollars  for  eiich  and  every  such  oflfense;  and 
no  vessel  shall  have  clearance  from  any  port  of  the  United  States 
while  any  such  line  is  unpaid :  Provided,  That  the  Commissioner- 
General  of  immigration,  under  the  direction  or  with  the  approval 
of  the  Becretary  of  the  Treasury,  may  suspend,  upon  conditions 
to  he  pi*escrtbeil  by  the  Commif^Biimer-Heneral,  the  deportation  of 
any  alien  found  to  have  come  under  promise  or  agi^eemeut  of  labor 
or  Mcrvice  of  any  kind  if,  in  In^  judgment,  the  testimony  of  such 
alien  is  necessury  on  behalf  of  the  United  Btates  Government  in 
the  prosecution  of  offenders  against  the  provisions  of  sections  four 
and  five  of  this  act :  l*rorificd.  That  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  any 
person  so  detained  resulting  from  such  suspension  of  deportation 
shall  be  paid  from  the  ''immigrant  fund/*  but  no  alien  certified, 
^fc  provided  in  section  seventeen  of  this  act,  to  be  suffering  with 
a  loathsome  or  with  a  dangerous  contagious  dinease  other  than 
one  of  a  quarantinable  nature,  shall  be  fiennitted  to  land  for 
medical  treatment  thereof  in  the  hospitals  of  the  United  States. 

Sec,  20,  That  any  alien  who  ahall  come  into  the  United  States 
in  violation  of  law,  or  who  shall  be  found  a  public  charge  therein, 
from  causes  existing  prior  to  landing,  shall  be  deported  as  herein- 
after provided  to  lhe  country  whence  he  came  at  any  time  within 
two  years  after  arrival  at  the  expense,  including  one-half  of  the 
cost  of  inland  transportation  to  the  port  of  deportation,  of  the

not  he  done,  tben  i\t  the  expense  of  the  iiBmigration  fund  referred 
to  in  seetiOQ  one  of  this  act> 

8ec,  21.  That  io  case  the  Becretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  be 
j^atisf^ed  tJiat  aa  a  If  en  has  been  found  in  the  United  States  in  irlo- 
lation  of  this  act  he  shall  cause  such  alien,  within  tlie  period  of 
thr^ee  jears  after  landing  or  entry  therein,  to  be  taken  into  custody 
and  r^^turncMi  to  the  eountn'  whence  he  came  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion  twenty  of  this  act*  or,  if  that  can  not  be  so  done,  at  the 
exx>ensse  of  the  immigrant  fund  provided  for  in  section  one  of  this 
act;  and  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  masters,  agents, 
ownern,  or  cons^iijaiees  of  vessels  to  comply  with  the  order  of  the 
8ei*retsiry  of  tlie  Ti-easury  to  take  on  boards  guard  safely,  and 
return  to  the  country  whence  he  came  any  alien  ordered  to  be 
deporteij  under  tJu*  pn>visi(>na  of  this  section  shall  l>e  punished 
by  tbe  imposition  of  tlie  penaJties  prescribed  in  section  nineteen 
of  this  act.

Sec*  23,  That  the  duties  of  the  Commissioners  of  ImmigntiM 
sIniH  be  of  an  administrative  character,  to  be  prescribed  id  tol 
by  regulations  prepared,  under  the  direction  or  with  the  apptoTil 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 

JSec.    24-  That    immigrant    inSfJcHors    and    other    imiaij^n^tian 
officers,  clerks,  and  employes  shall  hereafter  be  appointed.  itiA 
their  compensation  fixed  and  raised  or  decreased  from  timf  ii* 
time  J  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  upon  the  i^commeodatbTi 
of  the  Commissloner-Genc^ral  of  Tmmigratioti  and  in  accordauc*

T]ii»t  iio  person  who  <lisbelieves  in  or  who  is  opposed  to 
all  organised  «;OV(Miinent,  or  who  is  a  member  of  or  alliliated  with 
any  orgaiii/.uion  eiiteii.iining  an<l  leaching  such  disbelief  in  or 
oppositioii  to  :iP  oij-anized  government,  or  who  advocates  or 
teaches  the  Hutx,  i.'cessily.  or  propriety  of  the  \inlawfnl  assault- 
ing or  killing  of  any  olileei-  or  otlicers,  either  of  s[)ecific  individuals 
or  oiTic<»rs  generally,  of  tin*  government  of  the  l'nite<l  States  or 
of  any  other  organized  government,  because  of  his  or  their  official 
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character  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the  United  Btates  or  aqf 
territorj  or  place  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof.  This  mdim 
shall  be  enforced  by  the  Becretary  of  the  Treasurj  under  njcl 
rules  and  regulataona  as  he  shall  prescribe.

of  any  other  organissed  government,  because  of  his  or  their  officiiJ 
character,  or  who  has  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,

as  applicable,  reciting  and  affirming  the  truth  of  every  oiateHal 
fact  requisite  for  naturalization.  All  final  orders  and  certificate* 
of  natural ixat ion  hereafter  made  shall  show  on  their  face  speti 
fleally  that  said  affidavits  were  duly  made  and  recorded  and  all 
orders  and  certificates  that  fail  to  show  such  facts  sball  be  nM 
and  void. 

That  any  person  who  purposely  procures  naturalisation  ta 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  mot  more 
than  five  thousand  dollars,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  not  le^s  than 
one  nor  more  than  ten  years,  or  both,  and  the  court  in  which 
sucii  conviction  is  had  shall  thereupon  adjudge  and  declare  tb^ 
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y  wder  or  decree  and  all  certificates  admitting  such  person  to  citi- 
I  lenship  null  and  void.  Jurisdiction  is  hereby  conferred  on  the 
pconrts  having  jurisdiction  of  the  trial  of  such  offense  to  make 
f.  such  adjudication. 

J:      That  any  person  who  knowingly  aids,  advises,  or  encourages 

b  any  such  person  to  apply  for  or  to  secure  naturalization  or  to  file 

f  the  preliminary  papers  declaring  an  intent  to  become  a  citizen 

;*  of  the  United  States,  or  who  in  any  naturalization  proceeding 

-.  knowingly  procures  or  gives  false  testimony  as  to  any  material 

fact,  or  who  knowingly  makes  an  aflBdavit  false  as  to  any  materia  1 

fact  required  to  be  proved  in  such  proceeding,  shall  be  fined  not 

more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  less  than  one 

nor  more  than  ten  years,  or  both. 

The  foregoing  provisions  concerning  naturalization  shall  not 
be  enforced  until  ninety  days  after  the  approval  hereof.

a  county  jail  or  state  prison,  be  situated  in  a  town  and  outside 
the  limits  of  an  incorporated  village  or  city,  not  within  one-half 
mile  of  any  building,  premises  or  lands  so  occupied,  provided 
there  be  such  distance  of  one-half  mile  between  such  buildiiij*. 
premises  and  lands  and  the  nearest  boundary  line  of  such  villajj;!' 
or  city.

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§  30.  Persons  to  whom  liquor  sliall  not  be  sold  or  giY&i  away.— 
No  corporation,  association,  copartnership  or  periion,  whether 
taxed  under  this  act  or  not.  shall  sell,  deliver  or  give  awaj  or 
cause  or  permit  or  j procure  to  be  sold,  delivered  or  given  away 
any  liquors  to: 

1.  Any  minor  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years;  nor  to  sucli 
minor  for  any  other  iierson ; 

2.  To  any  intoxicated  person; 

3.  To  any  habitual  drunkard; 

4.  To  any  Indian; 

5.  To  any  jK*rson  to  whom  such  corporation,  association,  co- 
partnership or  f>ers<m  may  l)e  forbidden  to  sell  by  notii-e  in  writ- 
ing from  the  pan^nt,  guardian,  husband,  wife  or  child  of  such 
person  over  sixteen  years  of  age.  or  by  a  magistrate  or  overseer 
of  the  Tjoor  of  the  town:  j»rovidecl^  however,  that  such  notice  in 
writing  by  a  magistrate  or  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  town  shall 
apply  only  in  the  case  of  a  irerson  who  is  wholly  or  partly  a  charp 
upon  the  town,  which  fact  shall  be  stated  in  such  notice; 

6.  To  any  person  confined  in  or  committed  to  a  state  priflon. 
jail,  fieiiitontiary,  house  of  refuge,  reformatory,  protectory,  in- 
dustrial srhool,  asylum  or  stnte  hospital,  or  any  inmate  of  a

Such  pirscription  shall  not  be  made  unless  the 
f)hysi<*ian  is  satisfied  that  the  liquor  furnis'jed  is  necessary  for 
the  hci^lth  of  the  person  for  whos^»  use  it  is  prescribed,  and  that 
fact  must  ho  stated  in  the  jn'esrrintioiu  (1^  amended  hy  chap- 
ter ai2  of  thr  Laws  of  1S!>7,  ?  21.)

— The  father,  mother  and  children,  if  of  sufficient  ability,  of  a  poor 
person  who  is  insane,  blind,  old,  lame,  impotent  or  decrepit,  so 
as  to  be  unable  by  work  to  maintain  himself,  must,  at  their  own 
charge,  relieve  and  maintain  him  in  a  manner  to  be  approved  by 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  whei-e  he  is,  or  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  by  the  commissioners  of  j)ublic  charities.  If  such  i  oor 
person  be  insane,  he  shall  be  maintained  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  insanity  law.  The  father,  mother,  husband,  wife, 
or  children  of  a  poor  insane  person  legally  committed  to  and 
confined  in  an  institution  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the 
state,  shall  be  liable,  if  of  suflScient  ability,  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  such  insane  person  from  the  time  of  his  recep- 
tion in  such  institution.  (As  amended  hy  chapter  399  of  the  Laws 
of  1898.) 

Where  a  son  requests  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  to  take  proceed- 
ings to  have  his  father  committed  to  an  asylum,  and  promises  to  pay  a 
certain  sum  towards  his  future  support  he  is  liable  therefor.

varied.-  -The  order  may  specify  the  time  during  which  the  rela- 
tiv(»s  ^mnst  maintain  tlie  poor  person,  or  during  which  any  of 
tin*  sums  directed  by  the  (^ourt  or  a  judge  thereof  are  to  be  paid, 
or  it  mav  be  indefinite  or  until  the  further  order  of  the  court 
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or  a  judge  thereof.  If  the  order  be  for  the  payment  of  a  weekly 
sum  for  the  maintenance  of  an  ins^e  poor  person  in  a  state  insti- 
tution,  the  order  shall  specify  that  such  sum  shall  be  paid  as 
long  as  such  insane  poor  person  is  maintained  in  such  institution.

§  921.  ProceedingH  against  absconding  parents,  leaving  diD- 
dr^n  chargeable  to  public,  etc. — When  the  father,  or  the'motlier 
being  a  widow  or  living  separate  from  her  husband,  absconds 
from  the  children,  or  a  husband  from  his  wife,  leaving  any  of 
them  chargeable  or  likely  to  become  chargeable  npon  the  public 
tiiP  ofjicers  mentioned  in  section  nine  hundred  and  fourteen  maj 
apply  to  any  two  justices  of  the  peace  or  police  justices  in  the 
county  in  which  any  real  or  personal  property  of  the  father, 
mother  or  husband  is  situated,  for  a  warrant  to  seize  the  same. 
Upon  due  proof  of  the  facts,  the  magistrate  must  issue  his  wwt- 
rant,  authorizing  the  officers  so  api)lying  to  take  and  seize  tbe 
property  of  the  person  so  absconding.  Whenever  any  child  shall 
be  committed  to  an  institution  pursuant  to  any  provision  of  law, 
any  criminal  court  or  magistrate  may  issue  a  warrant  for  the 
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of  the  father  of  the  child,  and  examine  into  his  ability  to 
— ifit«i«  such  child  in  whole  or  in  part ;  and  if  satisfied  that  snch 
ftther  is  able  to  contribute  towards  the  support  of  the  child, 
tin  Bach  court  or  magistrate  shall,  by  order  require  the  weekly 
ptymeiit  by  such  father  of  such  sum  and  in  such  manner  as  shall 
le  in  said  order  directed,  towards  the  maintenance  of  such  child 
in  such  institution,  which  amount  when  paid  shall  be  credited 
by  the  institution  to  the  city,  town  or  county  against  any  sums 
doe  to  it  therefrom  on  account  of  the  maintenance  of  the  child.

In  cases  of  s  commitment  of  a  child  to  an  institution  under  the  Penal 
Code,  the  magistrate  is  authorized  to  order  the  father  to  pay  a  sum  for 
the  child's  support  which  is  to  he  credited  by  the  institution  to  the  city, 
town  or  county  against  any  sum  due  for  maintenance.  Supreme  Court,

§  922.  Seizure  of  their  property;  transfer  thereof,  when  void. — 
The  officers  so  applying  may  seize  and  take  the  property,  wherever 
it  may  be  found  in  the  same  county;  and  are  vested  with  all 
the  rights  and  title*  th<Teto,  which  the  person  absconding  then 
had.  The  sale  or  transf(»r  of  any  personal  property,  left  in  the 
county  from  which  lie  absconded,  made  after  the  issuing  of  the 
warrant,  whether  in  pavment  of  an  antecedent  debt  or  for  a 
new  consideration,  is  absolutely  void.  The  olHcers  must  imme- 
diately make  an  inventory  of  the  proj^erty  seized  by  them,  and 
return  it,  together  with  tlieir  jiroceedings,  to  the  next  county 
court  of  the  county  where  they  reside,  there  to  be  filed.  {As 
amended  by  chapter  880  of  the  La  ten  of  1895.) 

§  923.  Warrant  and  seizure,  when  confirmed  or  discharged. 
Direction  of  the  court  thereon. — The  court,  upon  inquiring  into 
the  circumstances  of  the  itase,  may  confirm  or  discharge  the 
warrant  and  seizure;  and  if  it  be  confirmed,  must,  from  time  to 
time,  direct  what  part  of  the  personal  proj)erty  must  be  sold, 
and  how  much  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  and  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  real  pro|>erty,  if  any,  are  to  be  ap])lied  toward  the 
maintenance  of  the  children  or  wife  of  the  person  absconding. 
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§  924.  Warrant,  in  what  cases  to  be  discharged. — If  the  party

to  the  lown  or  county,  then  the  warrant  must  be  dischargfed  by 
an  order  of  the  magistrates,  and  the  i)roperty  taken  by  virtue 
thereof  restored  to  the  party. 

§  025.  Sale  of  the  property  seized,  and  application  of  its  pro- 
ceeds.— The  officers  must  sell  at  public  auction  the  property 
ordered  to  be  sold,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  real 
property  of  tlie  person  absconding,  and  in  those  citieSj  villagei 
or  towns  which  are  required  to  support  their  own  poor,  the  offi- 
cers charged  therewith  must  ap]»ly  the  same  to  the  support  of 
the  wife  or  children  so  abandoned:  and  for  that  purpose  mnat 
draw  on  the*  county  treasur<»r.  or  in  the  city  of  New  York,  upon 
the  coinptrolhM".  for  the  y>r<»ceeds  as  directed  by  special  statutes. 
They  must  nlso  account  to  the  county  court  of  the  county,  for 
all  m(»Hcv  so  rccpjvod  l)y  tlnMr,  and  for  the  J^.pplication  thereof 
from  time  to  time,  and  may  l>e  compelled  by  that  court  to  render 
that  account  at  any  time.  <.1.v  vwrntletl  hy  chapter  880  of  the 
Jjiiws  of  l>^l)r).) 

8  02(5.  Powers  of  superintendents  of  poor. — In  those  counties 
where  all  the  f>oor  aic  a  (•lijng<*  upon  the  county,  the  superin- 
tendents of  the  i><)or  are  vested  with  the  same  powers,  as  are 
given  by  this  title  to  th(»  overseers  of  the  poor  of  a  town,  in

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CARE  OF  AGED,  DECREPIT  AND  FEEBLE-MINDED  PERSONS. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  care  of  aged,  decrepit,  and  mentally 
enfeebled  persons  who  are  not  insane. 

Chapter  914,  Laws  of  1896. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  state  board  of  charities, 
within  ten  davs  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  exercise  super- 
vision over  all  aged,  decrei)it  and  feeble-minded  persons  who  are 
not  proper  subjects  for  care  and  treatment  in  a  hospital  for  the 
insane,  but  who,  on  application  by  themselves,  or  by  their  rela- 
tives, or  if  without  relatives,  then  by  their  friends  or  legal  guard- 
ians, seek  to  obtain  admission  into  any  homes,  retreats,  or  other 
asylums  which  may  be  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
to  receive  and  administer  to  their  necessities  in  a  safe  and  hu- 
mane manner. 

§  2.  The  state  board  of  charities,  in  the  exercise  of  such  official 
supervision,  is  hereby  empowered  to  license  any  home,  retreat, 
or  other  asylum  devoted  to  the  sole  purpose  of  keeping  and  car- 
ing for  such  aged,  decrepit  or  mentally  enfeebled  persons  when- 
ever in  the  judgment  of  said  board  such  home,  retreat  or  asylum 
possesses  the  necessary  equipment  in  oflScers  and  attendants,  to- 
gether with  suitable  domestic  accommodations  in  all  other  re- 
spects, for  the  safe  and  humane  maintenance  of  such  patients. 
And  the  power  of  exercising  supervision  over  such  institutions 
by  the  state  board  of  charities,  and  of  visiting  and  inspecting 
them  and  their  inmates  at  all  times,  shall  be  the  same  as  now 
belongs  to  them  in  respect  to  the  other  institutions  under  their 
care. 

§  3.  Any  person  not  a  minor  may  voluntarily  enter  such  a 
licensed  institution  upon  filing  an  application  of  his  intention 
with  the  superintendent  thereof,  supported  by  the  affidavits  of 
two  reputable  physicians  of  the  places  of  residence  of  such  per- 
son, certifying  to  the  fact  that  the  said  applicant,  though  aged, 
decrepit  or  mentally  enfeebled,  is  not  insane  nor  a  proper  sub- 
ject for  treatment  in  a  hospital  for  the  insane,  and  that  he  goes 
there  with  the  consent  of  his  relatives,  friends,  or  legal 
guardians. 

§  4.  In  case  such  applicant  be  incompetent  to  act  for  himself, 
a  similar  application  may  be  made  in  his  behalf  by  any  relative, 
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friend  or  legal  gnardiao  in  whose  charge,  or  by  whose  assi?tance 
he  if*  maintained,  and  the  superintendent  of  such  institution  is 
hereby  authorized  to  receive  him  in  lilie  manner  as  above  stated. 
§  5.  Any  patient  upon  application  made  to  the  state  board  of 
charities  by  him,  or  his  friends  or  legal  guardians,  may  be  dis- 
charged from  any  such  home,  retreat  or  asylum,  and  placed  in 
the  care  of  his  friends  or  other  suitable  place  as  the  said  board, 
in  their  judgment,  may  deem  best.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  a  permanent  establishment  for  the  cure 
and  prevention  of  hydrophobia. 

Chapter  770,  Laws  of  iSgs. 

Section  1.  l^atients  sent  to  Pasteur  Institute. — Overseers  of 
the  poor  or  other  otticers  having  charge  of  the  dispensation  of 
public  charity  in  tht*  several  counties  of  thin  state  may  here- 
after send  to  the  I'aKfcur  institute  in  the  city  of  New  York  all 
persons  duly  certified  by  re^iibu"  phyi^irians  to  have  l»een  bitten 
by  rabid  animals  or  otherwise  put  in  danger  of  infection  witli 
rah ies .     (As  am €n fl cd  h y  rh up t vr  iH2  of  the  La m'js  tjf  1  f KH . ) 

§  2.  Transportation,  cost  of. — The  transportation  of  such  pei 
sons,  with  necessary  atlentlant  or  attendants,  to  and  from  the 
elty  of  New  Yorli,  shall  be  a  rharge  upon  the  counties  in  which 
they  reside.  The  suHtcTiainTi  nursing  and  preventive  treatment 
of  such  peraons,  for  tlie  tiirie  adjudged  neees8aryj  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  the  Pasteur  institute  of  the  city  of  New  Y'ork. 

§  '\.  Charges.  Itow  fKud. — The  charges  for  the  services  of  the 
Pasteur  institute  of  the  city  of  New  York  i^hall  l>e  paid  as  is 
provided  for  the  sevi*ral  poor  persons  by  section  forty  two  of 
chapter  two  hundred  and  1  wen ty- five  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  htm- 
dred  and  ninety  six,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  one  hand  red  dollars 
a  patient.     {As  amendvfi  hi/  chapter  4S2  of  the  huic^  of  VMM.) 

§  4,  Institute  open  to  insi^etion. — The  Pasteur*  institute  of 
the  city  of  New  York  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection 
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of  the  Governor  and  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  or  of  the  ac- 
credited representative  of  either,  and  shall  annually,  on  or  before 
tiie  fifteenth  of  January  of  each  year  make  its  report  to  the 
Legislature. 

§  5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 


CARE  OF  INDIGENT  AND  PAUPER  CHILDREN. 

AN  ACT  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  statutes  of  the  state  re- 
lating to  the  custody  and  care  of  indigent  and  pauper  children 
by  orphan  asylums  and  other  charitable  institutions. 

Chapter  438,  Laws  of  1884. 

Section  1.  Guardianship  of  indigent  children  may  be  com- 
mitted to  any  incorporated  orphan  asylum. — The  guardianship 
of  the  person  and  the  custody  of  any  indigent  child  may  be 
committed  to  any  incorporated  orphan  asylum  or  other  institu- 
tion incorporated  for  tlie  care  of  orphan,  friendless  or  destitute 
children,  by  an  instrument  in  writing  signed  by  the  parents  of 
such  child,  if  both  such  parents  shall  then  be  living,  or  by  the 
snrviving  parent,  if  either  paxent  of  such  child  be  dead,  or  if 
either  one  of  such  parents  shall  have,  for  the  period  of  six 
months  then  next  preceding,  abandoned  such  child,  by  the  other 
of  such  parents,  or  if  the  father  of  such  child  shall  have  neg- 
lected to  provide  for  his  family  during  the  six  months  then 
next  preceding,  or  if  such  child  be  a  bastard,  by  the  mother  of 
such  child ;  or  if  both  parents  of  such  child  shall  then  be  dead, 
by  the  guardian  of  the  person  of  such  child,  legally  appointed, 
with  the  approval  of  the  court  or  oflScer  which  appointed  such 
guardian  to  be  entered  of  record;  or  if  both  parents  of  such 
child  shall  then  be  dead  and  no  legal  guardian  of  the  person  of 
such  child  shall  have  been  appointed,  and  no  guardian  of  such 
child  shall  have  been  appointed  by  a  last  will  and  testament, 
or  by  a  deed  by  either  parent  thereof,  or  if  the  parents  of  such 
child  shall  have  abandoned  such  child  for  the  period  of  six 
months  then  next  preceding,  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  or  by  the 
county  judge  of  the  county  in  which  such  asylum  or  such  other 
institution  shall  be  located,  upon  such  terms,  for  such  time,  and 
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subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  partiei 
to  such  written  instruiueui.  And  such  written  inBtrument  maj 
provide  for  the  absolute  surrender  of  such  child  to  such  corpora- 
tion. But  no  sm'-  corpoiation  shall  draw  or  receive  monej 
from  public  funas  for  the  sujiport  of  any  such  child  committed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  unless  it  shall  have  beoi 
determined  by  a  court  of  comi>etent  jurisdiction  that  such  child 
has  no  relative,  parent  or  guardian  living,  or  that  such  relative, 
parent  or  guardian,  if  living,  is  destitute  and  actually  unable  to 
contribute  to  the  support  of  such  child. 

CuARiTABLE  Corporation — Not  Liable  fob  Injury  to  Inmate. — ^•*A  cor 
porntion  iucorporiited  under  chapter  319  of  the  I^ws  of  1848.  as  amendfd 
by  chapter  446  of  the  I.hws  of  1883,  *  to  maintain  and  support  an  industrial 
school  and  asylum  for  the  sustenance  and  education  of  male  orphan  chil- 
dren,' which  is  (-(mducted  by  tlie  Christian  BroCliers  without  compensation, 
and  wliicli  is  largely  supported  by  charity,  although  it  receives  from  the 
various  counties  of  the  State  a  certain  weekly  sum  for  the  support  of  the 
boys  <?omniitted  to  it  by  the  magistrates  ami  other  correctional  officers  of 
the  county  pursuant  to  section  713  of  the  Penal  Code,  and  also  a  small  sum 
for  the  sale  of  surplus  farm  prodiu-ts  an«l  manufactured  articles,  is  a  chari- 
table and  benev(dent  corporation  and  is  not  liable  to  a  Iwy  committed  to  it 
by  a  police  magistrate  for  injuries  sustained  by  him  while  operating  i 
machine  in  the  laundry  of  the  institution  in  i-onsequem-e  of  the  negligenee 
of  the  foreman  of  tlio  hunulry  in  failing  to  instruct  him  concerning  the 
operation  of  {ho  machine  and  to  warn  him  of  the  dangers  incident  thereto. 
The  rule  of  rcfipondrnt  suprridv  doi-s  not  apply  to  the  case.

S  2.  <.1iildreu  not  lo  he  sent  to  roiinty  poorhouses,  etc. — It 
shall  not  ho  lawful  for  any  county  superintendent  or  overseer 
of  tlie  poor,  board  of  charitN  or  other  oflicer,  to  send  any  child 
between  the  ag:es  of  t\v<»  and  sixteen  years,  as  a  pauper,  to  anv 
eonnty  po(»rhouse  or  almslioiise  for  support  and  care,  or  to 
detain  any  child  between  the  a^^cs  of  two  and  sixteen  years  in 
siu'h  ]»oorliouse  or  ahnslioiise;  bin  siirli  rounty  superintend- 
ents, overseers  of  liie  poor,  boaids  of  rliarilies  or  other  officers 
shall  provide*  for  surli  child  or  rhildren,  in  families,  orphan 
asyhuns,    hos|»itals,   or   other  appropriate    institutions,    as   pro- 
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vided  bj  law.  The  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  counties 
of  the  state  are  hereby  directed  to  take  such  action  in  the  matter 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  [provisions  of  this  section. 
When  any  such  child  shall  be  so  provided  for  or  placed  in  any 
orphan  asylum  or  such  other  institution,  such  child  shall,  when 
practicable,  be  so  i)rovided  for  or  placed  in  such  asylum  or  such 
other  institution  as  shall  then  be  controlled  by  pei*sons  of  the 
same  religious  faith  as  the  parents  of  such  child. 

§  3.  Record  to  be  kept  by  all  institutions  for  reception  of 
minors,  etc. — All  institutions,  public  or  private,  incorporated  or 
not  incorpoi^ted,  for  the  reception  of  minore,  whether  as  orphan 
or  as  panper,  indigent,  destitute,  vagrant,  disorderly  or  delin- 
quent persons,  are  hereby  required  to  provide  and  keep  a  record 
in  which  shall  be  entered  the  date  of  reception,  and  the  names 
and  places  of  birth  and  residence,  as  nearly  as  the  same  can 
reasonably  be  ascertained,  of  all  children  admitted  in  such  insti- 
tutions, and  how  and  by  whom  and  for  what  cause  such  children 
shall  be  placed  therein,  and  the  names,  residence,  birthplace  and 
religious  denomination  of  the  parents  of  such  children  so  ad- 
mitted, as  nearly  as  the  snme  can  be  reasonably  ascertained; 
and  whenever  any  such  child  shall  leave  such  institution,  the 
proper  entry  shall  be  made  in  such  record,  showing  in  what 
manner  such  child  shall  have  been,  disposed  of,  audi  if  ap- 
prenticed to  or  adoj)ted  by  any  [lerson  or  family,  or  otherwise 
placed  out  at  service  or  on  trial,  the  name  and  place  of  resi- 
dence of  the  j>erson  or  head  of  the  family  to  or  with  whom  such 
child  shall  have  been  so  apprenticed,  adoi)ted  or  otherwise  placed 
out.  The  sui)reme  court  may,  upon  application  by  a  parent, 
relative  or  legal  guardian  of  such  child,  after  due  notice  to  the 
institution  and  hearing  hnd  thereon,  by  order  direct  the  officers 
of  such  institution  to  furnish  such  parent,  relative  or  legal 
guardian  with  such  extracts  from  such  record  relating  to  such 
child  as  such  court  may  deem  proi)er.  Nothing  in  this  section 
shall  be  construed  to  jjrevent  visitation  by  relatives  and  friends 
in  accordance  with  the  established  rules  of  such  institutions. 
(As  amended  by  clwpter  r>4  of  the  Laws  of  1894.) 

§  4.  Removal  of  children  from  one  institution  to  another,  etc. 
— While  any  child  which  shall  have  been  placed  in  such  asylum, 
or  other  institution,  as  a  pauper,  in  pursuance  of  the  second 
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section  of  this  act,  shall  remain  therein  at  tlie  ezpenae  of  tk 
connt7  or  town  to  which  such  pauper  child  is  chargeaUey  tk 
superintendents  of  the  poor  of  rach  comity,  or  the  ovcracei  d 
the  poor  of  such  town,  may,  in  their  discretiony  remofe  such 
'child  from  snch  aaylnm  or  other  institution  and  plaoe  audi  child 
in  some  other  snch  institution  or  malce  rach  other  diaporitifli 
of  such  child  as  shall  then  be.  provided  by  law.  The  name  of  no 
child  shall  be  changed  while  in  such  institution  as  in  this  eectioB 
aforesaid.  But  no  parent  of  such  pauper  child,  so  in  audi  aij- 
lum  or  other  institution  as  in  this  section  aforeaaid,  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  custody  thereof  except  in  pursuance  of  a  judg- 
ment or  order  of  a  court  or  judicial  olBcer  of  competent  ]nrisdi^ 
tion,  adjudging  or  determining  that  the  interests  of  anch  cliild 
will  be  promoted  thereby,  and  that  such  parent  is  fit,  competent 
and  able  to  duly  maintain,  support  and  educate  rach  child. 

§  5.  Children  may  be  bound  out  as  apprentices,  servants,  etc. 
— ^Any  corporation  specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  may 
bind  out  any  indigent  or  pauper  child,  if  a  male,  for  a  period 
which  shall  not  be  beyond  bis  twenty-first  year,  and  if  a  female, 
for  a  period  which  shall  not  be  beyond  her  eighteenth  year, 
which  shall  have  been  absolutely  surrendered  to  the  care  and 
custody  of  such  corporation  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
the  first  section  of  this  net,  or  which  shall  have  been  placed  therein 
as  a  pauper  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  second  section 
of  this  act,  or  which  shall  have  been  left  to  the  care  of  suHi  co^ 
poration  with  no  provision  by  the  parent,  relative  or  I^al  guard- 
ian of  such  child,  for  its  support  for  a  period  of  one  year  then 
next  preceding,  to  be  a  clerk,  apprentice  or  servant.  {Balance  of 
section  repealed.  See  Domesiie  Relations  Late,  chapter  272  of  the 
Lairs  of  1896.) 

§  7.  Children  may  be  placed  by  adoption  with  suitable  per- 
sons.— Any  child  which  a  <orporation  specified  in  the  first  section 
of  this  act  is,  by  the  fifth  section  of  this  act,  authorized  to  bind 
out  may  be  placed  by  such  corporation,  by  adoption.  (Balance 
of  section  repealed.

Section  1.  tShort  title. — This  chapter  shall  be  known  as  the  in- 
sanity law. 

§  2.  I^eiiuitions. — When  used  in  this  chapter,  the  term  poor  per 
son  means  a  person  who  is  unable  to  maintain  himself  and  having 
no  one  legally  liable  and  able  to  maintain  him;  the  term,  an 
indigent  i»erson,  means  one  who  has  not  sufficient  property  to  sup- 
port himHolf  while  insane,  and  the  members  of  his  family  lawfully 
dependent  upon  him  for  support ;  the  tenn  institution  meanB 
any  hospital,  asylum,  building,  buildings,  house  or  retreat,  author 
ized  by  law  to  have  the  care,  treatment  or  custody  of  the  insane; 
the  term  <(miinission  means  the  state  connuission  in  lunacy;  the 
term  patient  means  an  insane  person  committed  to  an  institution 
according  to  tlie  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

}i  .*i.  Appoiutment,  qualifications,  terms  of  office  and  salaries  of 
commissioners. — Theixi  shall  continue  to  be  a  state  commission  in 
lunacy,  ccmsisting  of  thi'ee  coinmissionej*s,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
citizens  of  this  state.  One  of  them,  who  shall  be  president  of  the 
commissicm,  shall  be  a  i'ei)utable  physician,  a  graduate  of  an 
incoi'iKuatcd  medical  college  of  at  least  ten  years'  experience  in 
th(»  actual  practice  of  his  profession,  who  has  had  five  years' 
actual  cxp(»rionc(»  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane,  and 
who  has  had  experience  in  the  management  of  institutions  for 
th(»  insan<».  i)uv  of  such  commissioners  shall  be  a  ivjmtable  attor- 
ney and  counsellor-at-law  of  the  courts  of  this  state  of  not  less 
than  ion  years'  standing.  The  third  commissioner  shall  be  a 
n»putal)h»  citiz(»n.  The  ]>resideut  of  the  commission  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
twelve*  hundred  <lollars  in  lieu  of  his  traveling  and  incidental 
expens(»s,  payal)le  monthly.  Kach  of  the  other  commissioners 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  twelve 
hundred  dollars,  in  lieu  of  his  traveling  and  incidental  expenses. 
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payable  fnantlily,  Thf*  president  of  the  commle^ioii  shall  hold 
office  during  good  behavior  and  sihall  be  reniovstble  by  the  gov- 
ernor only  for  cauie.  stated  in  writing,  after  an  opportunity  has 
been  givim  !iiin  to  be  heard  therei>n.  A  comitiissioner,  other  than 
the  president,  may  be  removed  by  the  governor  for  cause,  stated  in 
writing,  after  an  opportunity  haa  been  given  him  to  he  heard 
thereon.  The  full  terra  of  office  of  a  comraiHSiuner  other  than  the 
president  shall  be  six  years.  When  the  term  of  office  of  a  tom-

— The  commisHinn  shall  be  provided  by  the  [»roper  authorities 
witli  a  suitably  furnished  office  in  the  state  capitol,  where  it 
shall  hold  staled  inf^tlngs,  at  least  once  in  three  intmths.  It  may 
hold,  other  meetingSt  at  such  office  or  elsewhei\\  as  it  may  deem 
necessary.  It  nmy  employ  a  secretary^  a  stenognipher  and  such 
other  employes  as  may  he  neiossary.  The  salarit^^!  and  reason- 
able expensi^s  of  Hie  cunimifision  and  of  the  necessary  clerical 
assistants  shall  bt^  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  »tate  on  the  war- 
imnt  of  the  comptroller,  out  of  any  moneys  apt*i*opT*i^ted  for  the 
support  of  the  iaaane.  The  commission  in  lunacy  may  also 
appoint  a  medical  inspector,  who  shall  be  a  w^ell  educated  physi- 
cian, a  graduate  of  an  incori>orated  medical  college,  and  who 
shall  have  had  sctnal  experience  in  an  institution  for  the  care 
and  tnnitmerit  of  the  insane.  8uch  inspector  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  to  he  fixed  by  the  commission  subject  to  the  appn> 
val  In  writing  of  the  governor  and  the  action  of  the  legislature, 
not  to  exceed  five  thousand  dollnrs^  and  all  his  actual  and  neces- 
sary traveling  expcmscR  inrnrred  by  him  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties,  which  shall  he  audited  and  paid  in  the  snme  manner 
as  the  other  expenses  of  the  commission*    He  shallj  subject  to  the

examination,  so  far  as  circumstances  may  permit,  of  the 
confined  in  such  hospitals  and  institutions,  especially  those  sl- 
mitted  thereto  since  his  preceding  visit,  giving  such  as  w^ 
request  it  suitable  opportunity  to  converse  with  him  apart  frai 
the  oflBcers  and  attendants.

§  5.  OflBcial  seal  and  execution  of  papers. — ^Ihe  eommisrias 
shall  have  an  oflBcial  seal.  Every  process,  order  or  other  psfisr 
issued  or  executed  by  the  commission,  may,  by  the  directioo  c( 
the  commission,  be  attested,  under  its  seal,  by  its  seeretaiy  or 
by  any  member  of  the  commission,  and  when  so  attested  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  duly  executed  by  the  commission. 

§  6.  General  powers. — ^The  commission  is  charged  with  the 
execution  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  custody,  care  and  treatment 
of  the  insane,  as  provided  in  this  act  not  including  feeble-minded 
peraons  and  epileptics  as  such  and  idiots.  They  shall  examine 
all  institutions,  public  and  private,  authorized  by  law  to  receive 
and  care  for  the  insane,  and  inquire  into  their  methods'  of  gor- 
emment  and  the  management  of  all  such  persons  therein.  ThQ* 
shall  examine  into  the  condition  of  all  buildings,  grounds  and 
other  property  connected  with  any  such  institution,  and  into  all 
matters  relating  to  its  management.  For  such  purpose  each  com- 
missioner shall  have  free  access  to  the  grounds,  buildings  and  all 
books  and  papers  relating  to  any  such  institution.  All  persons 
connected  with  any  such  institution  shall  give  such  informatiOB. 
and  afford  such  facilities  for  any  such  examination  or  inquiry  as 
the  commissioners  may  require.  The  commission  may,  by  order. 
appoint  a  competent  person  to  examine  the  books,  papers  and 
accounts,  and  also  into  the  general  condition  and  management  of 
any  institution  to  the  extent  deemed  necessary  and  specified  in 
the  order.  The  commission  may  endeavor  to  secure  l^slation 
from  congress  to  provide  more  effectually  for  the  removal  of  alien 
and  nonresident  insane  and  may  expend  a  reasonable  sum  there- 
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for  from  tjie  moneys  appropriated  for  the  use  of  tbe  hospitals.

§  6*a.  General  powers  as  to  state  hospitals, — The  commisaion 
shall,  subject  to  the  powers  heremafter  granted  to  boards  of 
managers : 

1*  Have  the  general  oversight  of  the  state  hospitals,  and  the 
control  of  all  the  property  thereof,  and  shall  see  tJiat  the  pur- 
poses  of  such  hospitals  are  carried  into  effect  by  the  boards  of 
fDanagers  according  to  law,  (Added  hy  chapter  2ti  of  the  Law^ 
of  1902,  and  amended  bp  chapter  490  of  the  Laws  of  1905;) 

§  7.  Official  viaits. — The  commisf^ion*  or  a  majority  thereof, 
shall  visit  every  such  state  hospital  jointly  or  by  a  majority  of 
the  commission  and  every  such  private  institution  by  one  mem* 
ber  of  the  commission  at  least  tiiice  in  each  calendar  year.  Such 
visits  shall  be  made  on  such  days  and  at  such  hours  of  the  day  or 
night,  and  for  such  length  of  time,  as  the  visiting  commissioner 
may  choose.  But  each  commissioner  may  make  such  other  visits 
as  he  or  the  commission  may  deem  necessary.  Each  visit  shall 
include,  to  the  fullest  extent  deemed  necessary,  an  inspection  of 
every  part  of  each  institution,  and  all  the  out-bouses,  places, 
buildings  and  grounds  belonging  thereto  or  used  in  connection 
therewith.  The  commissioners  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make 
an  examination  of  all  the  records  and  methods  of  admlnistra- 
tion,  the  general  and  special  dietary,  tJie  stores  and  mctliods  of 
supply,  and,  as  far  as  circumstances  may  permit,  of  every 
patient  confined  therein,  especially  those  admitted  since  the 
preceding  visit,  giving  such  os  uioy  require  it  suitable  oppor- 
tunity to  converse  w*ith  tlie  counniss loners  apart  from  tlu*  oflicerH 
and  attendants.  They  shall,  us  far  as  they  deem  necessary^  ex- 
amine  the  oflirers,  attendants  and  otiier  eniployes,  and  make 
such  Inquiries  as  will  deterujine  their  fitness  for  their  I'espective 
duties*  At  the  next  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  commis- 
sion^  after  any  such  visit,  the  visiting  commisRioners  shall  re- 
port the  result  thei'eof,  with  such  recommendations  for  the 
better  management  or  improvement  of  any  such  institution,  as 
fhey  may  deem  necessary.  But  such  recommendations  shall  not 
lie  contrary  to  the  doctrint^  of  the  particular  school  of  medicine 
adopted  by  such  institutions.  The  commissioners  shallj  at  least 
once  each  year,  at  a  time  to  be  appointed  by  the  commission. 
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meet  the  managerB  of  such   institutions,  or  as   many  of  tte 
number  as  practicable,  in  conference,  and  consider,  in  detail,  ill 
questions  of  management  and  improvement  of  the  institutioQ, 
and  they  or  one  or  more  of  them  with  the  managers  shall  ii- 
spect  the  institution  or  such  parts  thereof  as  they  may  den 
necessai'T  and  shall  also  send  to  the  managers,  in  writing.  U 
approved    by    a    majority    of    the   commissioners,    such   recon- 
mendations  in  regard  to  the  management  and  improvement  of 
the  institution  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable,    (it 
amviulcd  hy  ohaptvr  3S0  of  the  Lairs  of  1900,  and  chapter  490  of 
the  Latrs  of  1905.) 

§  7-a.  Visitation  and  inspection  of  certain  institutions. — ^Anv 
member  of  the  commission  or  the  medical  inspector  inciy  \i8it  any 
sanitjiriuiii  or  other  insftitution,  wherein  »ick  or  infirm  persons 
are  rc<eived,  cared  for  or  ti-eated,  for  com]»ensation  or  hire,  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  insane  persons  are  confined 
therein  without  authority,  and  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  law. 
All  persons  having  charge  of,  and  connected  with,  any  such  sani- 
tarium or  institution  shall  ])erniit  any  member  of  the  commission 
and  the  medical  insj Hector  to  have  free  access  to  any  portion 
thereof,  and  shall  give  such  information  and  afford  such  facilities 
for  inspection  or  inc|uiry,  as  the  member  of  the  commission,  or 
the  niedicnl  iTis])ootor,  making  such  visit  M?id  inspection,  may 
requin*.      ( Arlflrrl  hy  rhnpicr  407  of  the  Latrtt  of  190.5.) 

§  S.  Rojriilntions  ;ind  forms.- -The  commission  shall  make  sncb 
regnl  sit  ions  in  nvmrd  to  the  correspondence  of  the  insane  in  cus- 
tody :is  in  its  judgment  will  ]»romoto  tlieir  interests,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duly  of  th**  ]»roper  authorities  of  each  institution  to  comply 
with  and  cnfoi-cc*  such  rules  and  regulations.  All  such  insane 
shnll  b(*  j)l]ow(w1  to  correspond  without  restriction  with  the 
county  jud<r(»  :nid  district  attorney  of  the  county  from  which  they 
w(M'c  coniinittfMl.  The  books  of  n^cord  and  blank  forms  for  the 
(iflficinl  u^n  of  th(»  l-ospitals  shall  b«»  unifoTMn.  nnd  shall  be  nny^roved 
by  the  com  mission. 

§  0.  Annm^l  rcM^ort.  -The  comn'ssion  shall,  annually,  report 
to  th(»  lo'nslntn]'c  \f<  'U'i^'.  ivy(\  T)roccHin«?:s  for  the  year  ending 
September  Mirticth  ]'^yf  invr-odin'^.  vifh  snch  facts  in  regJird  to 
the  man;u'"^?rent  of  the  'n^tHnfion'<  fo^*  the  insane  as  it  may  deem 
necessary*  for  the  information  of  the  legislature,  including  esti- 
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of  the  amounts  required  for  the  use  of  the  state  hospitals 
and  the  reasons  therefor;  and  also  the  annual  reports  made  to 
the  commission  by  the  board  of  managers,  of  each  state  hospital 
and  by  the  state  charities  aid  association.  The  commission 
■hall  determine  from  time  to  time  the  capacity  of  each  of  the 
state  hospitals  and  shall  incorporate  a  statement  of  such 
capacity  in  its  annual  report  to  the  legislature.  (As  amended  by 
Okapter  380  of  the  Laws  of  1900,  chapter  26  of  the  Laws  of  1902, 
Mul  chapter  490  of  the  Laws  of  1905.) 

§  10.  State  hospital  districts ;  how  defined. — The  state  commis- 
sion in  lunacy  shall  divide  the  state  into  as  many  state  hospital 
districts  as  there  are  state  hospitals.  No  county  shall  be  divided 
in  such  classification,  unless  more  than  one  of  the  existing  state 
hospitals  be  situated  within  such  county.  Whenever  the  commis- 
sion shall  deem  it  necessary  to  more  conveniently  care  for  the 
Insane  in  the  various  hospitaln,  it  may  change  the  limits  of  such 
hospital  districts.  When  a  new  state  hospital  shall  be  established 
it  shall  again  divide  the  state  into  hospital  districts.  Before  any 
change  or  reestablishment  of  hospital  districts  shall  be  made,  the 
board  of  managers  of  each  hospital  to  be  affected  thereby  shall 
be  notified  by  the  commission  that  they  may  be  heard  in  regard 
thereto,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specified  in  said  notice.  Such 
hospital  districts  shall  be  so  defined  that  the  number  of  patients 
in  each  district  shall  \\e  in  proportion,  as  nearly  as  practicable, 
to  the  accommodations  which  are  or  may  l)e  provided  by  the  state 
hospital  or  hospitals  within  snch  district.  The  commission  may 
provide  for  the  commitment  of  patients  from  any  part  of  the  city 
of  New  York  to  any  state  hospital  locati^d  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  or  to  the  Kinji^s  ])ark  state  hospital,  or  to  the  Central  Tslij) 
state  hospital.

§  11.  Change  of  hospital  districts  and  reassignment  of  patients. 
— ^When  a  change  or  reestablishment  of  state  hospital  districts 
shall  be  made,  or  a  new  state  hospital  district  created,  the  com- 
mission shall  make  a  rej>ort  thereof,  designating  the  counties  in- 
cluded within  ench  district  affected  thereby,  and  file  the  same 
with  the  secretary  of  state,  and  send  a  copy  to  the  managers  and 
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snperintendent  of  each  state  hospital  affected  by  snch  change^ 
and  to  each  judge  of  a  court  of  record,  each  county  superintendeBt 
of  the  poor,  and  each  county  clerk  in  the  state,  affected  by  i«k 
change,  to  be  filed  in  his  office.

— Any  physician  who  i^ 
ceivos  a  certificate  as  a  medical  examiner  in  lunacy  shall  filewA 
original  certificate  in  the  oftice  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  irlw« 
he  n»sides,  and  forward  a  certified  copy  thereof  to  the  ofPfefll 
the  commission  within  ten  days  after  such  certificate  is  gnuitel 
The  commission  shall  keep  in  its  office  a  record  showing  the 
name,  residence  and  certificate  of  each  duly  qualified  medical 
examiner,  and  shall  immediately  file  in  its  office,  when  rpceivel 
each  duly  certified  copy  of  a  medical  examiner^s  certificate,  and 
advise  the  examiner  of  its  receii»t  and  filing.

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§  14.  Institutions  to  furnish  information  to  commission. — The 
anthorities  of  the  several  institutions  for  the  insane  shall  furnish 
to  the  commission  the  facts  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  sec- 
||.  tion,  and  such  other  obtainable  facts  relating  thereto  as  the  com- 
mififiion  may,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  just  and  reasonable  dis 
Aargeof  its  duties,  require  of  them,  with  the  opinion  of  the  super- 
intendent thereon,  if  requested.    The  superintendent  or  person 
fa  charge  of  such  institutions,  whether  public  or  private,  must, 
Within  ten  davs  after  the  admission  of  an  insane  person  thereto, 
cause  a  true  copy  of  the  medical  certificate  and  order  on  which 
•nch  person  shall  have  been  received,  to  be  made  and  forwarded 
to  the  office  of  the  commission ;  and  when  a  patient  shall  be  dis- 
charged, transferred  or  shall  die  therein,  such  superintendent  or 
person  in  charge  shall,  within  three  days  thereafter,  send  the  in- 
formation to  the  office  of  the  commission,  in  accordance  with  the 
forms  prescribed  by  it. 

§  15.  Commission  to  provide  for  the  prospective  wants  of  the 
insane. — The  commission  shall  provide  sufficient  accommodations 
for  the  prospective  wants  of  the  poor  and  indigent  insane  of  the 
state.  To  prevent  overcrowding  in  the  state  hospitals,  it  shall 
recommend  to  the  legislature  the  establishment  of  other  state  hos- 
pitals, in  such  parts  of  the  state  as  in  its  judgment  will  best  meet 
the  requirements  of  such  insane.  It  shall  also  furnish  to  the  legis- 
lature in  each  year,  an  estimate  of  the  probable  number  of  patients 
who  will  become  inmates  of  the  respective  state  hospitals  during 
the  year  beginning  October  first  next  ensuing,  and  the  cost  of  all 
the  additional  buildings  and  e(|uipments,  if  any,  which  will  be  re- 
quired to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  relating  to  the 
care,  custody  and  treatment  of  the  poor  and  indigent  insane  of 
the  state.  No  money  shall  be  expended  for  the  erection  of  addi- 
tional buildings,  or  for  unusual  repairs  or  improvements  of  state 
hospitals,  except  upon  plans  and  specifications  to  be  approved  by 
the  commission  and  the  governor.  The  cost  of  such  buildings  as 
are  to  be  occupied  by  patients  erected  on  the  grounds  of  existing 
state  hospitals,  including  the  necessary  equipment  for  heating, 
lighting,  ventilating,  fixtures  and  furniture,  shall  in  no  case  ex- 
ceed the  proportion  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  capita 
for  the  patients  to  be  accommodated  therein.  No  municipality  of 
the  state  shall  have  the  power  to  modify  or  change  plans  or  speci- 
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fleations  for  the  erection,  impair  or  im|>ro\^<^iTierit  of  state  bospital 
buildings  or  the  plumbing  or  sewerage  conneeted  therewith.  The 
comnugsion  may  secure  a  blanket  policy  of  insurance  eoveriDg  anj 
or  all  of  the  buildings,  property  or  fixtures  of  the  state  hospitals,

§  16.  l>irt»ctor  of  pathological  institute.— The  commi&sion  shall, 
after  a  special  civil  service  examination  therefor,  appoint  a  di- 
r^eetor  of  the  pathological  institute,  who  shall  perform,  uuder 
the  direction  of  the  commission,  such  duties  relating  to  patho- 
logical  research  as  may  be  required  for  all  of  the  state  hospitals 
for  the  insane.  His  o(!iee  and  laboratory  shall  be  in  the  city  of 
New  York.  He  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the 
commisBion,  subject  to  the  aj^proval  of  the  governor.  The  state 
hospitals  shall  coofjernte  with  the  pathological  institute  in  such

'  J  17.  Hospital  attornejs.^ — The  eonimission  shall  appoint  an 
attorney  for  each  state  hospital  on t side  the  city  of  New  York 
and  the  count v  of  Suffolk,  and  one  attorney  who  shall  act  as 
such  for  the  Manhattan  state  hospital,  and  the  Central  Islip 
state  hospital,  and  one  attorney  who  shall  act  as  such  for  the

g  18,  IJoard  of  alienists  for  examination  of  insane,  id i otic,  im- 
becile and  epileptic  immigrants;  powers  and  duties. — A  board 
of  alienists  for  the  examination  of  insane,  idiotic^  imbecile  and 
epileptic  immigrants  is  hereby  established.  Such  board  shall 
consist  of  a  chief  examiner  and  two  assistant  examiners,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  eommfsaion  in  lunacy.  The  chief  examiner  shall 
be  a  reputable  [*hysician,  a  i^raduate  of  an  incorporated  medical 
college,  of  at  least  ten  years  actual  experience  in  the  practice 
of  his  profession,  and  of  at  least  five  years  experience  in  the  care 
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and  treatment  of  the  committed  insane.    The  two  assistant  exam- 
iners shall  be  reputable  physicians,  graduates  of  an  incorporated 
medical  college,  of  at  least  three  years'  actual  experience  in  the 
practice  of  their  profession,  and  of  at  least  one  year's  experience 
in  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  committed  insane.    The  chief 
examiner  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
and  each  assistant  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salaries  of  the 
assistants  and  clerks  of  the  commission  in  lunacy.    Each  of  such 
examiners  shall  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  the  board  and  while  engaged  therein  shall  reside  at  the 
port  of  New  York.     Arrangements  shall  be  made  by  the  commis- 
sion in  lunacy  for  the  projier  accommodation  of  such  board  either 
with  the  board  of  commissioners  of  quarantine  at  the  port  of 
New  York  or  with  the  jirojer  authorities  of  the  United  States 
having  control  of  the  insjuM-tion  and  examination  of  immigrants 
at  such  port.     Su<'h  hoard  shall  inspect  and  examine  all  immi- 
grants coming  into  this  country  at  the  port  of  New  York  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  any  of  them  be  insane,  idiotic, 
imbecile  or  epilejitic.     The  hoard  shall  notify  the  proper  authori- 
ties of  the  I'nited  States  having  control  of  the  enforcement  of 
the  immigration   laws  at  such  i)ort,  of  such  immigrants  as  are 
found  to  be  insjnie,  idiotic,  iirhecile  or  epileptic,  and  shall  arrange 
for  tlieir  deportation  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such 
laws.     The  duties  hereby  imposed  upon  such  hoards  shall  be  \)er- 
formed  under  the  sujicrvision  of  tln^  commission  in  lunacy,  and 
in  accordance  with   rules  adopted  by  it.     The  commission  may 
impose  such  other  duties  on  such  board  as  it  may  deem  necessary 
and  proper  for  carrying  out  the  general  purposes  and  intent  of 
this  section.     The  commission   may  employ  such  other  persons 
as  they  deem  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect 
the  provisions  of  this  section.

Such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  shall  be  uniform  for  all  the  state  hospitals,  and 
shall  not  be  incimsistent  with  the  i)rovisions  of  this  act  nor  with 
the  provisicms  of  the  civil  service  law  and  the  rules  and  i^egulations 
established  thereunder.  The  by-laws,  rnles  and  i^gulations  estab- 
lished by  the  state  connnission  in  luna<y'  and  in  force  on  the  first 
day  of  April,  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  shall  continue  in  force 
except  as  they  may  hereafter  he  modified,  amended  or  rei>ealed  as 
provided  by  this  act.  The  managers  shall  not  receive  any  co!ni)en- 
sation  for  their  services,  Init  shall  receive  actual  and  necessary 
traveling  and  other  expenses,  to  be  i)aid  after  audit  as  other  cur- 
rent exi)enditures  of  the  hospital.  Each  board  shall,  in  October 
of  each  year,  elect  from  among  its  members  a  president  and  a 
secretary.  The  superintendent  shall  personally  submit  at  each 
monthly  meeting  of  the  hoard  of  managers  a  report  showing 
changes  in  po[)ulation,  health  of  patients,  oflicers  and  emj)loyes;

§  34.  Officers. — The  commission  in  lunacy,  pursuant  to  the  civil 
a^rvice  law  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  state  civil  service 
commission,  shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board 
of  managers  for  each  hospital,  as  often  as  a  vacancy  shall  occur 
therein  a  superintendent.     Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in 
the  office  of  superintendent  of  any  state  hospital  the  commission 
in  lunacy,  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  managers  of  such 
hospital,  may  transfer  to  such  position  the  superintendent  of  any 
other  state  hospital,  subject  to  the  civil  service  law,  and  subject 
to  the  consent  of  the  board  of  managers  of  such  other  state 
hospital.     The  superintendent  shall  be  a  well  educated  physician 
and  a  graduate  of  an  incorporated  medical  college,  of  at  least 
five  years'  actual  experience  in  an  institution  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  insane.     The  superintendents  and  all  assistant 
physicians  of  homeopathic  hospitals  for  the  insane  shall  be  home- 
opathic i>hysicians,  but  such  homeopathic  physicians  shall  not 
be  eligible  to  appointment  in  or  transfer  to  state  hospitals  that 
are  not  for  homeopathic  treatment.     Each  superintendent  shall 
be  the  treasurer  of  the  state  hosj)ital  for  which  he  is  appointed, 
unless  the  commission  shall  designate  a  person  to  act  as  treasurer 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  before  entering  upon  his  duties  as 
such  treasurer  shall  file  with  the  comptroller  of  the  state  his 
undertaking  to  the  people  in  an  amount  and  with  sureties  to  be 
approved  by  the  state  comptroller  to  the  effect  that  he  will  faith- 
fully perform  his  trust  as  such  treasurer.     The  superintendent 
may  be  removed  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  board  of  managers 
for  cause  stated  in  writing,  and  after  an  oi)port  unity  has  been 
given  him  to  be  heard  thereon,  and  such  action,  when  approved 
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by  the  eoinmission.  shall  be  final.  Pending  the  inTeBtigation  of 
any  charges  against  a  superintendent,  and  the  decision  thereoi, 
the  board  of  managers  may  suspend  such  superintendent.  Ike 
com  mission  may  prefer  charges  of  misconduct  or  incompetencj 
against  any  sii]»erintendent  to  the  board  of  managers  of  thehoi- 
I»ital  of  which  he  is  siijierintendent,  and  the  board  shall  there- 
upon investigjite  the  trutli  of  such  charges.  On  the  first  day  of 
April,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  the  office  of  treasurer  in  etd 
of  the  state  hosjiirals  shall  be  abolished,  and  their  powers  and 
duties  may  be  conferred  upon  the  superintendent,  or  the  com- 
mission imiy  designate  a  pei*son  in  its  office  to  act  as  treasnrer 
for  all  the  ]ios])itals.  who  shall  have  the  powers,  and  perform  tte 
duties  of  tivasuver  as  to  such  hospital,  as  prescribed  in  this  chap- 
ter, and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  commission  maj 
imj)os4\  Th(»  p(»rs()n  so  designated,  before  entering  upon  the  pe^ 
formance  of  his  duties  as  such  treasurer,  shall  file  with  the 
comptroller  his  undertaking  in  an  amount  and  with  sureties  to 
\h}  api>roved  by  him,  to  the  effect  thjit  he  will  faithfully  perform 
his  trust  as  such  treasurer.  A  superintendent  or  a  steward  in 
office  on  the  first  day  of  April,  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  shall 
be  continued  in  otiice  until  removed,  pursuant  to  law',  notwith- 
standing the  <hange  hereby  made  in  the  manner  of  his  appoint- 
ment. iAs  amcmlvd  by  rluiptcr  (170  of  tfw  Laws  of  1900,  chapter 
20  of  thr  Lairx  of  VMYl,  and  chapter  400  of  the  Lau'8  of  1905.) 

§  H5.  (leneral  powers  and  duties  of  superintendent. — The  super 
intendent  of  ea<^li  hosj)ital  shall  be  its  chief  executive  officer, 
and  in  his  absence  or  sickness,  the  first  assistant  physician 
or  other  olTicer  d(»signaled  by  the  superintendent  shall  perform 
th(»  duties,  exercise  the  powers  and  be  subject  to  the  responsi- 
bilities of  the  superintendent.  Subject  to  the  by-laws  and  regn- 
lations  established  by  the  commission  and  the  managers  undtf 
the  provisions  of  section  thirty-three  of  this  act,  the  superin- 
tf^ndeiit  shall  have  genernl  superintendence  of  the  buildings, 
grounds  and  farm,  together  with  their  furniture,  fixtures  and 
stock,  and  llic  dircM-tion  and  coiilrol  of  nil  ])ersons  therein,  and 
subject  to  such  by-laws  and  regulations  shall: 

1.  Personally  maintain  an  efTective  supervision  and  inspection 
of  all  ])arts  of  the  hos[)itnl  and  generally  direct  the  care  and 
treatment  of  tl'c  pati(*nts.    To  this  end  the  superintendent  shall

2,  Appoint  such  residpnt  uitteers  Including  a  woman  physician, 
and  8ueh  cin|iloye8  as  he  niny  think  ] proper  and  necessary  for  the 
inomical  and  cfticient  performance  of  the  business  of  the  hos- 

Ital  and  pn*srrihe  tljeir  diitrcR  and.  for  cnuwe  stated  in  writing. 
after  an  opjHirtiinit^'  to  be  lieiml,  di&t^liarge  any  of  such  ein- 
p1o\es  m  hi»  di>e*retion>  but  an  appijintnient  of  a  steward  by  such 
superintendent  shnll  be  af^proved  by  the  commission  l)efore  taking 
effect »  and  siieli  steward  ghiill  not  be  i^iiioveil  without  I  lie  consent 
in  writing  of  the  coniniiRsion.  The  number  of  such  resident  offi- 
cers and  emiilovf's  shall  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  the 
eoHimission.  The  commission  uvd\\  with  the  approval  of  the 
gOTernor,  abolish  the  ottice  of  any  of  such  resident  officers  or 
employee.  The  siiperinteudent  may  remove  any  resident  officer, 
for  cause  stated  in  writing:,  after  an  opportunity  to  be  hearrl,  and 
soeh  action  Fhall  l>e  tinah  Upon  any  such  removal  he  shall  make 
a  record  thereof*  mith  the  reasons  therefor,  under  the  appropriate 
head  in  one  of  the  books  of  the  hosjdtaL 

The  superintendpnt,  siK^fstant  pbyHieians,  including  the  woman 
physician,  steward  and  luatron  shall  ronstantly  reside  in  the  hos- 
pital, or  on  the  premises,  except  as  provided  in  section  thirty- 
eight  of  this  actt  and  sliall  be  designated  the  resident  officers  of 
the  ho8|utaL  The  assistant  physicians,  including  the  woman 
physician,  shall  be  graduates  of  an  incorponited  medical  college, 
and  shall  possess  such  other  qualiflcations  as  may  be  required  bj 
law. 

H.  Transmit,  by  mail,  to  the  comnnission  in  lunacy,  and  to  the 
president  of  the  board  of  managers,  within  five  days  after  any 
sneh  discharge,  inforniation  of  such  discharge,  and  of  the  cause 
thereof.  The  commission  shall  preserve  the  name  of  such  officer. 
or  employe,  with  the  farts  rehitintr  to  his  diHchnrge,  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose. 

4.  Designate  hospital  attendants  or  employes  to  act  as  special 
policemen,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  under  the  orders  of  the  sniier- 
intendent,  to  arrest  and  return  to  the  hospital  insane  i»ersons 
who  may  escape  therefrom,  and  to  preserve  peace  and  good  order 
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in  such  hospital  and  to  fally  protect  tfae'gramidSy  bnildiBgiii 
patients.    Such  attendants  and  employes^  acting  as  pdieaMp, : 
shall  possess  all  the  powers  of  peace  officttra  on  the  gromdi  a 
premises  of  such  hospital  and  to  the  extent  of  one  hundred  jnii' 
beyond  such  gronnds.    The  designation  of  anch  attendanti  nl  [ 
employes  as  special  policemen,  in  pnnnianoe  hereof,  shall  nt ' 
be  deemed  to  supersede,  on  the  gronnds  and  premises  of  sodifk 
pital,  the  authority  of  peace  olflcers  of  the  jnriadiction  iritth 
which  such  hospital  is  located. 

6.  Give  such  orders  and  instructions  as  he  may  deem  best  cri- 
culated  to  insure  good  conduct,  fidelity  and  economy  in  evoy 
department  of  labor  and  expense. 

6.  Maintain  salutary  discipline  among  all  who  are  emplc^eflk 
the  institution  and  enforce  strict  compliance  with  his  instn^ 
tions  and  uniform  obedience  to  all  rules  and  regulations  o(  fto 
hospital. 

7.  Establish  and  supervise  a  training  school  for  attendnb 
and  nurses,  under  rules  and  regulations  of  the  hospitaL 

8.  The  superintendent  shall  hold  at  least  two  meetings  weeUj 
with  the  medical  staflF,  at  which  the  condition  of  patients,  i 
ciallv  those  recently  admitted,  shall  be  considered,  and  matten 
of  medical  service  generally  shall  be  given  attention.  The  super 
intendent  shall  cause  a  complete  clinical  record  to  be  made  of 
each  patient,  to  be  kept  in  such  form  and  to  comprise  such  nut- 
ters as  the  commission  may  direct. 

9.  Cause  full  and  fair  accounts  and  records  of  the  entire  busi- 
ness and  opei^tion  of  the  hospital,  to  be  kept  regularly,  from 
day  to  da}',  in  books  provided  for  that  purjiose. 

10.  See  that  all  su(!h  accounts  and  records  are  fully  made  up 
to  the  last  day  of  Sejitember  in  each  year,  and  that  the  princi- 
pal facts  and  results,  with  his  report  thereon,  be  presented  to  tbs 
board  of  managers  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  who  shall  incor 
porate  it  in  their  report  to  the  commission.  The  eommissioB 
may  prescribe  the  form  of  and  the  subjects  to  be  embraced  in 
such  reports.  Such  superintendent  shall  make  other  reports  at 
such  times,  in  such  manner  aijd  in  respect  to  such  matters  as  the 
board  of  managers  or  the  commission  may  direct. 

11.  Keep  a  book,  in  which  he  shall  cause  to  be  entered  at  tts 
time  of  reception  of  any  patient,  his  name,  residence  and  occa- 
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paticn,  and  the  date  of  stich  reception,  by  whoiti  brought  and  hj 
rhat  autiioritj  and  on  whose  petition  committed,  and  an  abstract 
of  all  orders,  warrants,  reqiiej^te.  petitions,  certificates  and  other 
papers  accompanying  such  pcrsou.  (As  amended  by  ehapter  26 
of  the  Laws  of  1902,  and  chapter  iim  of  the  Laws  of  1905.) 

i  36.  Hpecial  provisions  relating  to  Long  Island  state  hospital, 
Kings  Park  state  hospital  Central  TsHj^^tate  hospital,  and  Man- 
hattan state  hospitaL^The  hospital  heretofore  known  as  the  Long 
Island  state  hospital  is  divided  inta  two  parts.  The  part  located 
at  Kings  Park  shall  be  known  as  Kings  Park  state  hospital; 
the  part  located  at  Flatbush  in  the  borough  of  Brooklyn,  city  of 
New  York,  shall  be  known  as  I^ong  Island  state  hospital.  The 
hospital  heretofore  known  as  the  Manhattan  state  hospital  Is 
divided  into  two  parts.  The  part  located  on  Ward's  island,  in 
the  city  of  New  York  shall  be  known  as  the  Manhattan  state  bos- 
pitaL  The  part  located  at  Central  Islip  shall  be  known  as  Cen- 
tral Islip  state  hospital.  Each  part  of  each  of  such  hospitals 
sihal)],  except  ob  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  be  deemed  a  sepa- 
rate and  indepemlent  st^te  hospital  and  all  the  pro^*isions  of  this 
chapter  relating  to  the  management,  maintenance  and  control  of 
state  hospitals  and  the  apiH»intnient  of  resident  oflaeers,  attend- 
ants and  employes  therein  shall  apply  to  each  such  state  hospital* 
Patients  shall  be  committed  to  and  received  at  the  Long  Island 
state  hospital,  the  Kings  Park  state  hospital,  the  Central  Islip 
state  hospitalt  and  (he  Manhattan  state  hospital,  in  accordance 
with  rules  to  be  estahlisiied  by  the  state  commission  in  lunacy. 
The  commission  may  also  adopt  rules  regulating  the  transfer  of 
such  patients  from  one  to  another  of  such  hospitals.  The  super- 
intendent of  the  Manhattan  state  hospital,  west,  in  office  when 
this  act  takes  effect,  shall  at  such  time  become  the  superintendent 
of  the  Manhattan  state  hospital,  and  shall  continue  as  such  until 
removed  as  provided  by  law.  (.1^  amtnded  hi/  vhaptcr  634  of  tite 
Lawn  of  1900,  chapters  26  and  599  of  the  Lutes  of  1002,  and  chap- 
ter 400  of  the  Laws  of  1905.) 

§  36-a.  Purchasing  steward  for  Long  Island  state  hospital. 
Kings  Park  state  hospitali  Manhattan  state  hospital^  and  Central 
Islip  state  hospitaU — The  oftlce  of  purchasing  steward  for  the 
Long  Island  state  hospital,  Kings  Park  state  hospital,  Manhattan 
state  hospital  and  Central  Islip  state  hospital^  as  heretofore  estab- 
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]i8hed  bj  the  eommtsjsion*  la  hereby  contmaed.  The  ptircbasing 
stewBrd  for  such  hospital  sliall  be  appointed  hy  the  commiisiim, 
aad  tmiy  be  renioved  by  it  for  cau^  stated  in  writiag,  after  an 
opportuaitj  to  be  heard,  aud  Riich  action  shall  be  final.  The  pttr- 
chasing  steward  in  office  on  the  tirsit  daj  of  April,  nineteen  bnn 
dred  aod  five*  shall  be  continued  in  office  until  removed,  pursuant 
to  law  or  nntil  a  vacanejn shall  otherwise  occor  in  such  oftice  and 
his  successor  is  appointed  and  has  qualified  as  i>roi'ided  by  law. 
Buch  pnrchaBiug  steward  Bhall  make  all  purchases  for  each  of 
such  hospitals^  in  accordant^e  with  estimates  made  as  provided  bj 
this  chapter,  after  a  re^iuisition  therefor,  approved  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  hospital  for  which  such  purchases  are  rei|uire4 
He  shall  visit  the  hospitals  for  which  he  acts  from  time  to  tiiue, 
and  confer  with  the  sujjerin  ten  dents  and  resident  stewards  thereof 
as  to  the  quantit^y,  quality  and  price  of  supplies  required  therefor. 
He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  jd  resj^iect  to  the  purchase  of

to  such  huspital  shall  possess  the  powers^  perform  the  dutie% 
and  be  subject  to  the  obligations  of  a  steward,  as  prescribed  bj 
this  chapter^  and  an  assistant  steward  for  the  Manhattan  state 
hospital,  to  aid  the  steward  in  the  performance  of  his  duties^  shall 
be  appointed  in  the  same  uiauuer  as  the  stewards  of  other  state 
hospitals*  Such  purcbasing  steward  shall  have  an  ofliee  in  tiie 
city  of  ^ew  Vurk,  and  may  appoint  such  clerks  and  assistanti 
as  may  be  authorized  by  the  commission.

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I  37.  Meetings  of  superintendente. — The  superintendeGts  or 
other  officers  of  the  several  state  hospitals  designated  by  them 
shall  meet,  at  least  once  in  everj  three  months,  upon  the  call  of  the 
cotnniiBsion.  at  the  office  of  the  commission  at  Albany,  or  at  such 
other  place  as  may  be  designated  by  it,  to  consult  with  such  com- 
missiuD  with  reference  to  matters  relating  to  the  care  and  oj^era- 
tiotiB  of  the  state  hospitals,  and  particularly  with  reference  to  the 
rare  and  treatment  of  the  insane,  Eat-h  board  of  maua^iers  may, 
in  its  discretion,  send  one  of  its  members  to  such  meetings.  {As 
amended  bp  chnpters  380  nnd  634  of  the  Laws  of  1900,  chaptfir  26 
of  the  Laics  of  1902,  and  chapter  490  of  the  Laics  of  1905.) 

I  38.  Salaries  of  ofticen?  and  wages  of  employes, — The  commis- 
sion, from  time  to  time,  with  the  approval  in  writing  of  the  gov- 
ernor, secretary  of  state  and  comptroller,  shall  fix  the  annual 
salaries  of  the  resident  oi!icers  of  the  state  hospitals,  which  shall 
be  uniform  for  like  service.  They  shall  classify  tlie  other  officers 
and  employes  into  grades,  and,  except  as  provided  by  section 
thirty-eight-a  of  this  chapter,  shall  determine  tite  salaries  and 
wages  to  be  paid  in  each  grade,  which  shall  be  uniform  in  nil  Ihe 
hospitals.

Fo<*d  supplies  shall  continue  to  be 
allowed  the  families  of  the  assistant  physicians  residing  at  the 
hospitals  on  May  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  four.  Ruch  families 
shall  consist  only  of  the  wives  and  minor  chiidren  of  such  oilicers^; 
no  other  persons,  except  those  regularly  employed,  shall  be  al- 
lowed rooms  and  maintenancej  except  at  a  rate  to  be  fixed  b> 
the  commission;  such  supplies  shall  be  drawn  from  the  supplier 
provided  for  general  hospital  use.  With  the  approval  of  the

§  39.  Quarterly  estimate  of  expenses;  emergency  fund. — The 
superintendent  of  each  of  the  state  hospitals  shall,  once  in  each 
three  months  as  the  commission  may  determine,  cause  to  be  pre- 
pared triplicate  estimates  in  minute  detail,  of  the  expenses  re- 
quired for  the  hospital  of  which  he  is  the  superintendent,  for  the 
ensuing  three  months.  He  shall  submit  two  of  such  triplicates 
to  the  commission  ^nd  file  the  third  copy  in  the  office  of  the  super- 
intendent. The  commission  may  revise  estimates  for  supplies  or 
other  expenditures  either  as  to  quantity,  quality,  or  the  esti- 
mated cost  thereof,  and  shall  certify  that  it  has  carefully  exam- 
ined the  same  and  that  the  articles  contained  in  such  estimates, 
as  approved  or  revised  by  it,  are  actually  required  for  the  use  of 
the  hospital,  and  shall  thereupon  present  such  estimate  and  certifi 
cate  to  the  comptroller.  Upon  the  revision  and  approval  of  such 
estimate  by  the  commission,  the  comptroller  shall  authorize  the 
superintendent  as  treasurer,  or  such  other  officer  as  the  com- 
mission may  designate  as  provided  in  this  chapter,  to  make 
drafts  on  the  comptroller,  as  the  money  may  be  required  for  the 
purposes  mentioned  in  such  estimates,  which  drafts  shall  be 
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paid  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  out  of  the  funds  in  the 
treasury  of  the  state  held  for  the  care  of  the  insane  and  the 
maintenance  of  state  liospitals.     In  every  such  estimate,  there 
shall  be  a  sum  named,  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  as  an 
emergency  fund  for  wliich  no  minute  detailed  statement  need  be 
made.

— The 
superintendent,  as  treasnnu-  of  such  hospital,  or  such  officer 
as  may  be  desipiated  as  tn^asurer  by  the  commission  as  pro- 
vided in  this  chapter,  shall,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  commission,  pertaining  to  his  duties  as  treasurer:

Beceive  all  money  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  private 
and  reimbursing  patients  and  other  sources  of  revenue  of  the 
hospital;  but  where  a  designation  of  a  person  as  treasurer  is 
made  as  provided  by  this  chapter,  the  steward  shall  receive  all 
such  money  and  transmit  the  same,  once  each  week,  to  the  person 
so  designated  as  treasurer,  and  report  the  amount  so  transmitted 
to  the  superintendent. 

4.  Deposit  all  money  received  from  the  comptroller  on  account 
of  estimates  in  a  bank  designated  by  the  comptroller,  in  his 
name  as  treasurer,  and  send  each  month  to  the  comptroller  and 
to  the  commission  a  statement,  showing  the  amount  so  received 
and  deposited,  and  from  whom  and  for  what  received,  and  when 
such  deposits  were  made.  Such  statement  of  deposit  shall  be 
certified  by  the  proper  officer  of  the  bank  receiving  such  deposit. 
The  sui)erintendent  as  treasurer,  or  other  officer  designated  as 
treasurer  by  the  commission,  as  provided  in  this  chapter,  shall 
make  an  affidavit  to  the  effect  that  the  sum  so  deposited  is  all 
the  money  received  by  him,  from  any  source  of  hospital  income 
np  to  the  time  of  the  last  deposit  appearing  on  such  statement. 
A  bank  designated  by  the  comptroller  to  receive  such  deposits 
shall,  before  any  deposit  is  made,  execute  a  bond  to  the  people  of 
the  state,  in  a  sum  approved  by  the  comptroller,  for  the  safe  keep- 
ing of  the  funds  deposited. 

5.  Pay  out  the  money  deposited  for  the  uses  of  the  state  hos- 
pital, upon  the  voucher  of  the  steward ;  where  a  person  has  been 
designated  as  treasurer,  as  provided  in  this  chapter,  such  voucher 
shall  be  countersigned  by  the  8ui)erintendent. 

6.  Keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  of  all  receipts  and  pay- 
ments, in  the  manner  and  according  to  books  and  forms  pre- 
scribed and  furnished  by  the  commission. 

7.  Balance  all  accounts  on  his  books,  annually,  for  the  year 
ending  on  the  last  day  of  September,  and  make  a  statement 
thereof  and  an  abstract  of  the  receipts  and  j)ayments  of  the 
past  year  and  deliver  the  same,  within  thirty  days,  to  the  com- 
mission. 

8.  Bender  an  account  of  the  state  of  the  books  and  the  funds 
and  other  property  in  his  custody,  whenever  required  by  the  com- 
mission. 

9.  Execute  a  release  and  satisfaction  of  a  mortgage,  judgment 
or  other  lien  or  debt  in  favor  of  the  hospital,  when  paid. 
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10.  Receive  all  moneys  for  or  on  account  of  the  sale  ni  Iindi 
of  the  hospital,  of  which  he  is  the  treasurer.  {Added  hy  ehtptm^

§  41.  Monthly  statements  of  receipts  and  ^cpenditures;  Tonck- 
ers. — ^The  superintendent  as  treasurer  of  each  state  hospital  or 
such  other  oflScer  as  may  be  designated  as  treasurer  by  the  com- 
mission, as  provided  in  this  chapter,  shall,  on  or  before  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  each  month,  make  to  the  comptroller  and  to  the  com- 
mission a  full  and  perfect  statement  of  all  the  receipta  and  ex- 
penditures, specifying  the  several  items,  for  the  last  preceding 
calendar  month.

There  shall  also  be  forwarded  to  the  commission  the  affidavit 
of  the  steward,  to  the  eflFect  that  all  goods  and  other  articles  for 
which  vouchers  are  rendered  were  purchased  and  received  by  him, 
or  under  his  direction,  at  the  hospital ;  that  the  goods  were  pur- 
chased at  a  fair  cash  market  price  and  paid  for  in  cash,  or  on 
credit,  not  exceeding  sixty  days,  and  that  he  or  any  person  in 
his  behalf,  had  no  pecuniary  or  other  interest  in  the  articles  pur- 
chased; that  he  received  no  i)ecuniary  or  other  benefit  therefrom 
in  the  way  of  commission,  percentage,  deductions  or  presents,  or 
in  any  other  manner  whatever,  directly  or  indirectly;  that  the 
articles  for  which  vouchers  are  rendered  were  received  at  the  hos- 
pital; that  they  were  conformed  in  all  respects  to  the  invoiced 
goods  received  and  ordered  by  him,  both  in  quality  and  quantity.

and  with  every  abstract  of  vouchers  paid,  there  shall  be  proof  on

eomjietent^  disintei'ested  persons^  two  of  whom  nhall  be  named  In 
the  governor,  two  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  the 
fifth  by  the  four  i>ersons  so  named.  In  case  such  lease  is  suiTcn 
dered  or  terminated,  as  provided  in  this  section  or  otherwise,  ade- 
quate  provision  shall  thenecforth  be  made  by  the  state  for  tlic* 
care  and  custody  of  all  insane  persons  who  may  be  inmates  of

§  51.  Manhattan  state  hospital ;  docks,  ferry-boats,  and  removal 
of  dead  bodies*— After  notice  has  been  given  to  the  board  of  man 
agers  of  the  Manhattan  state  hospital  and  an  opportunity  has 
been  afforded  them  for  a  hearing,  the  commission  ia  hereby  author- 
ized to  ifcqnire  by  purchase  or  by  lease,  for  the  use  of  the  Manhat 
tan  state  hospital,  in  the  trity  of  New  York,  at  some  point  as

aearlj  opposite  Ward's  Island  as  may  be  available,  a  dock  whicli 
»hall  be  suitable  for  the  purpose  of  a  landing  and  a  depot  for  the 
general  use  of  the  hospital ;  also  to  purchase  or  lease  one  or  more 
suitable  steamboats  to  be  need  for  the  conveyance  of  patients  and 
supplies  to  and  from  such  hospital.  Until  the  state  provides  a 
cemetery  for  the  um  of  the  hospital  the  commissioner  of  public 
chtiritles  of  the  city  of  New  York  shall  continue  to  remove  the 
dead  bodies  of  insane  patients  from  Ward's  island,  and  to  pro- 
vide  for  the  bnrial  of  the  unclaimed  dead  as  prescribed  by  law 
prior  to  the  passage  of  chapter  two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  bun* 
dred  and  nioety  six,  and  also  to  afford  tiansportation  by  their 
steam  ferry  boats  for  such  bodies  as  are  claimed  by  friends  at  the 
hospital,  such  removal  to  be  made  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
receipt  of  notice  from  the  superintendent  of  the  Manhattan  state 
hospital,  (Ad^cd  hy  chapter  380  of  the  Laics  of  1900,  and 
amended  hjf  chapter  26  of  the  Laics  of  1902,  and  chapter  490  of 
the  Laws  of  1905.) 

§  52*  Acquisition  of  property  for  xwe  of  state  ho^itals  by 
condemnation  and  othens  Ise, — The  state  commission  in  lunacy 
may  acquire,  under  the  condcmuation  law»  such  real  estate,  right 
or  interest  therein  as  may  be  necessrary  for  the  construction,  main- 
te nance  and  accommodation  of  a  istate  hospital,  if  unable  to  agree 
with  the  owner  thereof  for  its  purchase.  The  proceedings  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiriug  such  rt^a!  estate,  right  or  interest  therein, 
shall  be  instituted  and  maintained  In  the  name  of  the  people  of 
the  srtateof  New  York,  by  the  attormey-general  or  by  aueh  counsel 
as  the  goveraor  or  attorney-general  may  designate  for  that  pur- 
pose, upon  the  certificate  of  such  commission  as  to  the  necessity 
of  acquiring  such  real  estate,  right  or  interest  therein,  approved 
and  emlorsc'd  by  the  governor.  The  commission  may  acquire  and 
hold  in  the  name  of  and  for  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York, 
by  grant,  gift,  devise  or  bequest*  proijerty  to  he  applied  to  the 
fuaintenance  of  insane  persons  in  and  for  the  geneml  use  of  a 
hospital,  \  Added  htf  ehapter  380  of  the  Laws  of  1900,  and 
amended  by  ehapter  490  of  the  Latvs  of  1905.) 

§  53.  Erection,  repairs  and  improvements  of  state  hospital 
buildings, — Except  as  hereinafter  in  this  section  provided,  all 
plans  and  sjiecifications  for  the  erection,  repairs  and  improve- 
ments of  state  hospital  buildings  shall  be  prepared  by  the  state 
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areliitect,  and  lie  may  empioj  such  experts,  engineers  and  aBsift- 
ants  as  may  be  necessary  for  tlip  proper  conduct  of  euch  work, 
whose  compensation  shall  be  fixed  hy  said  architect,  with  the 
approval  of  the  lonmuKgicm,  and  t^hall  he  paid  hy  the  treaemm 
of  the  hosjutal  whei'e  tlie  work  is  to  be  performed,  out  of  anj 
luooeys  allotted  by  the  coujiiiission  for  that  purpose.  The  siiper 
rising  engineer  of  tbe  state  t-ommission  in  lunacy  shall,  wh«i 
directed  by  the  commission,  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for 
the  instaUation,  repairs  and  improvements  of  tlie  mechnnii^l 
appliances  and  flxtiires  in  the  existing  state  hoBpitals,  whicli 
before  adoption  miall  be  approved  by  tlie  state  architect*  Before 
adopting  any  plans  or  speciMcations  for  the  erection,  re|>air  or 
iraprovement  of  a  state  hospital  building  the  commission  shall 
submit  the  plans  and  specifications  therefor  to  the  board  of 
managers  of  such  hospital  and  shall  allow  such  board  si 
period  of  not  less  than  fifteen,  nor  more  than  sixty,  dayg  in 
which  to  submit  a  statement  of  their  opinions  and  snggestions 
in  regard  tf>  such  plans  and  specifications.  Contracts  for  suth 
erection,  repairs  and  improvements  may  be  let  by  the  commis- 
sion, subject  to  the  appi*tival  of  the  governor  and  comptroller, 
for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  work  to  be  performed,  and  in  tlie 
discretion  of  the  commission,  such  ctm tracts  may  lie  sublet.  The 
comptroller  and  the  commission  Nliall  determine  to  what  extent 
and  for  what  length  of  time  advertisements  are  to  be  inserted 
In  newspai^ers  for  proposals  for  the  ei'et'tion,  repairs  or  im 
provements  of  state  hos|>ital  buildings.  A  preliminary  deposit, 
or  certified  elieck  drawn  ujjon  some  legally  incorpo rated  bank  in 
this  state,  shall  in  all  cases  be  reqnin*d  as  an  evidence  of  good 
faith,  upon  all  firopoNafs  f<ir  Innldin-xs,  ri'pairs  and  imjirovcmientg. 
to  he  deposited  with  the  treasurer  of  the  hospital  for  wliidi 
the  wf*rk  is  to  be  performed,  in  an  amount  to  be  determined  by 
the  state  architect.  All  contracts  for  the  erection,  re|*aira  ot 
irapTOvements  to  hospitals^  shall  contain  a  clause  that  the  coa- 
tract  shall  only  he  duemed  executory  to  the  extent  of  the  moneyi 
available,  and  no  liability  shall  be  incurred  by  the  state  beyond 
the  moneys  available  for  the  purpose.  The  commission  is 
directed,  to  the  fullest  extent  deemed  practicable,  to  provide  addi- 
tional buildings  for  the  removal  of  the  insane  from  the  Long

§  6L  Medical  examiners  in  lunacy;  certificates  of  lunacy ,—Tk 
certificate  of  lunacy  must  show  that  such  person  is  insane  iind 
must  be  made  by  two  reputable  physicians,  graduates  of  an  imor 
porated  medical  college,  who  have  been  in  the  actual  practlee  of 
their  profession  at  least  three  years,  and  have  filed  witJi  the  com 
mission  a  certified  copy  of  the*  certificate  of  a  judge  of  a  court  of 
record  J  showing  such  qualifications  in  accordance  with  forms  prf*- 
scribed  by  the  commission.  Kuch  physicians  shall  jointly  make  n 
final  examination  of  the  person  alleged  to  be  insane  within  ten 
days  next  before  the  granting  fif  the  order.  The  ilate  of  the  certi- 
ficate of  lunacy  shall  be  the  date  of  such  joint  examination.  Sucli 
certificate  of  lunacy  shall  be  in  the  form  prcRcrihcd  by  the  (*oni-

|>er8oii  witb  whom  an  alleged  insane  i>er8on  may  reside  or  at 
whose  house  he  niaj  be,  or  the  father  or  mother,  huBband  or  wife, 
brother  or  sister,  or  the  child  of  any  such  person,  nnd  any  over- 
iseer  of  the  poor  of  the  town,  and  super!  ii  ten  dent  of  the  poor  of 
the  county  in  which  any  such  fjerson  may  be,  may  apply  for  siurU 
order,  by  presenting  a  verified  petition  con  lift  iuing  a  statement  of 
the  facte  upon  which  tlie  allegation  of  insanity  is  liased,  and  be- 
catiae  of  which  the  application  for  the  order  is  made.  Huch  jieti- 
tlon  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  lunacy  of  the 
medical  examiners,  as  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section.  No-

He  shall 
state  in  a  certificate  to  he  attached  to  the  petition  his  reason  for 
dispensing  with  personal  service  of  such  iioHrc,  and  if  wnhstituted 
service  Is  directed,  the  name  of  the  person  to  Ik*  served  therewith. 
The  judge  to  whom  such  application  is  made  may,  if  no  demand 
is  made  for  a  hearing  in  behalf  of  the  alleged  insane  person, 
proceed  forthwith  to  determine  the  qviestion  of  influnity,  and  if 
satisfied  that  the  alleged  insane  person  is  insane,  may  immediately 
issue  an  order  for  the  commitment  of  such  person  to  an  Institu- 
tion for  the  custody  and  treatment  of  the  insatie.  If,  however, 
it  appears  that  such  insane  person  is  hannleKs  and  his  relatives 
or  a  committee  of  his  person  are  willing  and  able  to  properly  care 
jjhf  him,  at  some  place  other  than  such  institution*  upon  then* 
mritten  consent,  the  judge  may  order  that  lie  be  placed  in  the 
care  and  custody  of  such  relatives  or  such  committee.  RuHi  judge 
ma  J,  in  bia  discretion,  require  other  proofs  in  addition  to  the 
petition  and  certificate  of  the  medical  extnuiners.  Upon  the 
demand  of  any  relative  or  near  friend  in  behalf  of  such  alleged 
insane  person,  the  judge  shall,  or  he  may  upon  his  own  motion, 
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issue  an  order  directing  the  hearing  of  snch  application  before 
him  at  a  time  not  more  than  five  days  from  the  date  of  such 
order,  wliieh  shall  be  served  upon  the  parties  interested  in  the 
application  and  upon  su<-h  other  persons  aa  the  judge,  in  hit 
discretion,  may  name.  Upon  such  day,  or  upon  such  other  day 
to  which  the  proceedings  shall  be  regularly  adjourned,  he  shall 
hear  the  testimony  introduced  by  the  parties  and  examine  the 
alleged  insane  person  if  deemed  advisable,  in  or  out  of  court, 
and  render  a  decision  in  writing  as  to  such  person's  insanity.  If 
it  be  determined  that  such  i)erson  is  insane,  the  judge  shall  forth- 
with issue  his  order  committing  him  to  an  institution  for  the 
custody  and  treatment  of  the  insane,  or  make  such  other  order 
as  is  provided  in  this  section.  If  such  judge  can  not  hear  the 
application  he  may,  in  his  order  directing  the  hearing,  name  some 
referee,  who  shall  hear  the  testimony  and  report  the  same  forth- 
with, with  his  oi)inion  thereim,  to  siich  judge,  who  shaU,  if  satis- 
fied with  such  report,  render  his  decision  accordingly.  If  the 
commitment  be  made  to  a  state  hospital,  the  order  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  written  statement  of  the  judge  as  to  the  financial 
condition  of  the  insane  jkthoh  and  of  the  jiersons  legally  liable 
for  his  maintenance  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained.  The  superin- 
tendent of  such  state  hos[)ital  sliall  be  immediately  notified  of 
such  commitmc^nt.  and  he  sliall.  at  once,  make  provisions  for  the 
transfer  of  siuh  insane  person  to  such  hospital.

the  commission  in  lunacy,  and  ]irocnre  and  retain  another  such 
certified  co[)y.  Tho  supcM'intendent  or  person  in  charge  of  any 
institution  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  mar  refuse 
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to  receire  any  person  upon  any  aueli  order,  if  the  papers  required 
to  be  preaeoted  sball  not  eoiiiplj'  with  the  provisions  of  this  see- 
tion,  or  if  in  his  judgment,  such  person  is  not  insane  within  the 
meaning  of  this  statute,  or  if  received,  snch  person  maj  be  dis- 
•  charged  by  thi>  commission.  No  person  shall  be  ndmitted  to  anv 
snch  institution  under  such  order  after  the  expiration  of  five 
days  from  and  inclusive  of  the  date  thereof.  Notwithstanding 
the  rerjuirements  of  this  flection  that  an  alleged  insane  person 
be  duly  committed  by  an  order  of  the  court,  in  a  case  wliere  the 
condition  of  such  i>erson  is  mieh  that  it  would  be  for  his  benefit 
to  receive  immediate  care  and  treatment,  or  if  he  is  dangemusly 
insane  so  as  to  render  it  necessary  for  public  safety  that  he  be 
immediatetj  confined,  he  shall  be  forthwith  received  by  a  state 
institution  authorized  by  law  to  care  for  the  insane,  In  such 
case  such  insane  person  shall  be  so  received  by  such  institution 
upon  a  certificate  of  lunacy,  executed  b^  two  medical  examiners 
in  lunacy  after  the  examination  and  in  the  manner  provided  in 
the  preceding  section,  and  upon  a  petition  made  bj  the  person 
anthorized  by  this  set^tlon  to  apply  to  a  court  for  an  order  of 
commitment.  By  virtue  of  such  cei'tiflcate  of  lunacy  and  such 
petition  snch  insane  person  may  i>e  retained  in  such  institution 
for  a  period  not  to  exceed  five  days.

If  a  judge  *slial!  refuse  io  j^rant  an  application  for 

an  order  of  commitnjent  of  en  insane  person  proved  to  l*e  dan 

gerotjs  to  binjKelf  or  others,  if  at  large,  he  shall  f^tate  his  reiisoiiK 

for  such  refusal  in  writing,  and  any  [person  aggrieved  thereby  may 

appeal  therefrom  in  the  saitte  manner  and  under  like  eondltioBF 

as  from  an  order  of  commitment. 

%  B4,  Costs  of  commitment.— The  coets  necessarily  incurred  id 
determining  the  question  of  the  insanity  of  a  poor  or  indigent  or 
other  person  under  this  act.  or  under  section  twenty -six,  chap^ 
ter  four  hundred  and  fortj-six  of  the  laws  uf  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy- four,  including  the  fees  allowed  by  the  judge  or  jiM- 
tice  ordering  the  commitment  to  the  medical  examiners  or  medJt!iJ 
witnesses  called  by  him  and  other  neeessary  expenBes,  and  In 
securing  the  adniission  of  such  person  into  a  state  hospital  and 
the  expense  of  providing  juoper  clothing  for  such  person  in  at- 
cordance  with  the  rules  and  regTilatioos  adopted  by  the  commisi 
sion,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  town,  city  or  county  securing  the 
conimitmenl;  hut  in  the  ciiy  of  New  York  all  fees  of  medical 
examiners  and  medical  witnesses  appointed  or  called  by  a  jtidgr 
of  any  court  in  said  city  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
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quest  ion  of  the  iusanity  of  anj  such  per  sod,  and  not  heretofora 
paid*  may  be  auditf*d  niid  allowed  In  the  flrat  instant'^  eitlier  by 
the  judge  or  jiiRtke  :i[i[roattnig  the  niedital  examhierH  or  by  the 
comptroller  of  Bald  city  and  hhnW  be  paid  by  the  chaiuberlain 
of  eaid  city  on  the  warrant  of  the  fomptroller  from  the  t'oiirt 
fond  and  charged  to  the  proj^r  county  within  mini  city.  If  the 
l^ersnn  sought  to  be  comnjftted  i^  not  a  fwior  or  indigent  person, 
the  costs  and  ei|3en8e«  of  tJie  proceeding  to  determine  his  insanity 
and  secure  his  cominitnient  paid  by  any  town,  city  or  county  may 
be  collected  by  it  from  the  estate  of  such  person,  or  from  the  jkt* 
iODB  legally  liable  for  hi«t  niMintenance^  and  the  same  shall  be  a 
charge  upon  the  estate  of  snclt  j>erson»  or  the  same  shall  be  paid 
by  the  persona  legally  lijible  for  his  maintenance.  (.4^  amemled 
hy  chapter  428  of  the  Lam  of  VMH.) 

f  65,  Liability  for  care  and  support  of  poor  and  indigent  in* 
OEue. — All  poor  and  indigent  i online  i>en^ons  not  in  continenjcnt 
under  criminal  proieedings,  shall,  without  uuucccpjinry  delay,  be 
transferred  to  a  state  hospital  and  there  wholly  supported  by 
the  state.  The  costs  necei^^sarily  incune<l  in  the  transfer  of  pa- 
tients to  state  hospitalH  shall  b<?  a  cUiirgc  upon  the  state.  The 
commission  shall  secure  from  llie  patient's  estate  and  from  rela- 
tives or  friends  who  are  liable  or  nmy  be  willing  to  assume  the 
costs  of  sujiport  of  in  am  tew  ut  nUUv  hospitals  supported  by  the 
state^  reimbursc^meut,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  the  money  thus 
expended,  either  directly  or  through  the  treasurers  of  the  respect- 
hospitals,  as  provided  In  section  forty- two  of  this  act.  The 
eotnniisfjion  may  apimint  agents,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  secure 
from  relatives  and  friends  who  are  lialile  therefor,  or  who  may 
he  willing  to  assume  the  cost  of  support  of  any  of  the  inmates 
of  state  hospitals  as  ai^e  being  snppinted  by  the  state,  i^^iniburse- 
raent  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  money  so  exi)ended.  The  com- 
pensation of  each  agent  shall  not  exceed  five  dol1ai*B  a  day,  and 
the  net-essary  traveling  and  other  iuridental  cxiienses  incurred  by 
him,  to  be  approved  by  the  comptroller.  The  commission  may 
fix  a  rate  to  be  paid  for  tlic  support  of  the  inmates  uf  state  hos- 
pltali  by  relatives  liable  for  such  sui»port  or  by  tlH>se  not  liable 
for  such  support,  but  willing  to  assume  the  cost  thereof;  but 
such  rate  shall  Im*  sulticicat  to  cover  a  pro]K*r  fjroportion  of  the 
co»t  of  maintenance  and  of  nei^^waty  rcjiairK  and  im[jrovements. 
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The  maintenance  of  any  inmate  of  a  state  hospital,  committed 
thereto  upon  a  court  order  arising  out  of  any  criminal  action, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  county  from  which  such  inmate  was  com- 
mitted. {As  mnedned  hy  chapter  380  of  th€  Laws  of  1900  and 
chapter  .140  of  the  Laws  of  1901. 

§  OG.  Liability  for  the  care  and  support  of  the  insane  other 
than  th<»  poor  and  indigent. — The  father,  mother,  husband,  wife 
and  children  of  an  insane  person,  if  of  sufficient  ability,  and  the 
committee  or  guardian  of  his  person  and  estate,  if  his  estate  iB 
sufficient  for  the  i)ur[)ose,  shall  cause  him  to  be  properly  and  suit- 
ably cared  for  and  maintained.  The  commission  and  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  poor  of  the  county,  and  the  overseer  of  the  poor 
of  the  town  where  any  such  insane  i)erson  may  be,  or  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  the  commissioners  of  public  charities,  may  inquire 
into  the  manner  in  which  any  such  person  is  cared  for  and  main- 
tained; and  if,  in  the  judgment  of  any  of  them,  he  is  not  properly 
or  suitably  cared  for.  may  ai)j>ly  to  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record 
for  an  order  to  commit  him  to  a  state  hospital  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article,  but  such  order  shall  not  be  made  unless 
the  judge  finds  and  certilios  in  the  order  that  such  insane  person 
is  not  pro])orly  or  suitably  (*ared  for  by  such  relative  or  com- 
mitt(»e,  or  that  it  is  dangerous  to  the  public  to  allow  him  to  be 
cared  for  and  maintained  by  such  relative  or  committee.  The 
cosis  and  charges  of  the  commitniont  and  transfer  of  such  insane 
|>ers(m  to  a  state  hospital  shall  be  ])aid  by  the  committee,  or  the 
father,  mother,  husband,  wife  or  rhildren  of  such  ])erson,  to  be 
recovered  in  an  action  brought  in  the  name  of  the  jreople  by  the 
commission,  Uw  superintendent  of  the  j)Oor  of  the  county,  or 
tlie  overseer  of  the  poor  of  tlie  town  where  such  insane  persoD 
may  b(\  or  in  the  city  of  Xew  York  in  the  name  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  public  charities.  In  all  claims  of  the  state  upon  rela- 
tives lijibh*  for  the  su|»port  of  a  patient,  or  U]K)u  moneys  or  i»roj>- 
erty  hcHd  by  said  i)atient,  the  state  shall  be  deemed  a  ])referred 
creditor.      {Aft  ainciuird  In/  chiiptcr  \\S{)  of  the.  Laws  of  1900.) 

S  t)7.  Duties  of  local  ollicers  in  regard  to  their  insane. — All 
county  sni)erinten(]ents  of  the  poor,  overseers  of  the  poor  and 
othcM-  city,  town  or  county  authorities,  having  duties  to  perform 
rc^hiting  to  the  insane  |)oor.  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  seeing 
that  all  poor  and  indigent  insane  ])ersons  within  their  respective 
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luanicipalities,  are  timelj  granted  the  necessarj  relief  coaferred 
br  this  chapter,  and»  when  so  ord*?red  bv  a  judge,  as  herein  pro- 
vldedj  or  by  the  conmiission,  ehall  see  that  thej  are,  without 
imaefes^arv  delav,  trtineferred  to  the  proper  institutions  provided 
for  th<:*ir  care  and  treatment  as  tlie  wards  of  the  state.     Before 
sending  a  person  to  anj  such  institution,  they  shall  see  that  he 
is  !n  a  state  of  bodily  cleanliness  and  comfortably  clothed  with 
miitahU!  or  new   clothing,   in  accordance  with   the   regulations 
presr-rihed  by  the  conmiission.     The  ooniraission  may,  by  order, 
direct   that  any  person   it  deems  unsuitiible  thei^for  shall   not 
be  so  employed  or  act  as  such  attendant.    Each  patient  shall  be 
sent  to   the  state  hospital,  within   the   district  embracing  the 
connty  from  which  he  is  committed,  except  that  the  comm lesion 
may,  in  their  discretion,  direct  otberw  ise,  but  private  or  public 
ineane  patients^  for  whom  Iiomeopathic  care  and  treatment  may 
be  desired  by  their  relatives,  friends  or  guardians,  may  be  com- 
mitted to  the  Middletown  8tate  Homeopathic  hospital,  or  the 
Gowanda  State  Homeopathic  hospital,  from  any  of  the  counties 
of  the  state,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Judge  granting  the  order  of 
commitment;  and  in  the  hospital  to  wliich  any  patient  is  ordered 
to  be  sent  »halU  by  and  under  the  regulations  made  by  such  com- 
mission, send  a  trained  attendant  to  bring  the  patient  to  the 
hoRpttaL     Each  feuiale  committed  to  any  institution  for  the  in- 
sane shall  be  accompanied  by  a  female  attendant,  unless  acconi- 
L      pan  led  by  her  father,  brother,  husband,  or  son.    After  the  jiatieut 
has  been  delivered  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  hospital,  the  care 
I     and  custody  of  the  municipality  from  which  lie  is  sent  i*hall  cease, 
[As  amended  hy  vhapter  481  of  th'C  huim  of  1899  and  ehaptet'  146 
j     of  tJie  Laws  of  1903.) 

§  <J8.  Dnty  of  committee  and  others  to  care  for  the  insane;  ap- 
prehension and  confinement  of  a  dangerous  Insane  person. — When 
an  insane  person  is  possessed  uf  sufficient  property  to  maintain 
himself,  or  his  father,  mother,  husband,  wife  or  children  are  of 
I    pnfficient  ability  to  maintain  him,  and  his  insanity  is  such  as  to 
P  *«ndanger  his  own  person,  or  the  person  and  ])roperty  of  othei'S, 
f    the  committee  of  his  person  and  estate,  or  such  father,  mother, 
husband,  wife  or  children  must  provide  a  suitable  place  for  his 
confinement,  and  there  maintain  him  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
approved  by   the  proper  legal  authority.     The  county  superin- 
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teodeni  of  the  poor  and  the  overBeers  of  the  poor  of  towns  and 
cities*  tlie  commissioners  of  public  charities  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  and  the  commissionerB  of  cUaritieH  and  eorrection  in  the 
city  of  Rrookljnj  ai^  required  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  thii 
section  are  carried  into  effect  in  the  mo^t  humane  and  speedj 
manner.  Upon  the  refusal  or  neglect  of  a  committee^  gnardian 
or  relative  of  an  insane  pei'son  to  cause  hira  to  be  conined,  at 
required  in  this  chapter,  the  oflacers  named  in  this  seetioa  sbill 
apply  to  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record  of  the  city  or  county,  or  to 
a  justice  of  the  supreme  com*t  of  the  judicial  district  in  whkh 
such  insane  j>erson  may  reside  or  be  found,  who,  upon  being 
satisfied,  upon  proper  proofs,  that  such  person  is  dangerousU 
insane  and  improperly  at  large,  shall  issue  a  precept  to  one  or 
more  of  the  officers  named,  commandiiig  them  to  apprehend  and 
confine  such  insane  person  in  some  comfortable  and  safe  place; 
and  such  officers  in  apprehending  such  insane  person  shall  po§ 
fiess  all  the  powers  of  a  peace  officer  executing  a  warrant  of  arrest 
in  a  criminal  proceeding.  Unless  an  order  of  commitment  hai 
been  previously  granted,  such  officers  shall  forthwith  make  api*li' 
cation  for  the  proper  order  for  his  commitment  to  the  proper 
institution  for  the  care,  custody  and  treatment  of  the  insaBP, 
as  authorized  by  this  chapter,  and  if  such  oi*der  Is  granted,  mch 
officer  shall  take  the  necessary*  legal  steps  to  have  him  trnnsferred 
to  such  institution.  In  no  case  shall  any  such  insane  person  be 
confined  in  any  other  place  than  a  state  hospital  or  duly  licensed 
institution  for  the  insane,  for  a  jjeriod  longer  than  ten  days*  nor 
shall  such  i>erson  be  committed  as  a  disorderly  person  to  any 
prison,  jail  or  lockup  for  criminals,  unless  he  be  violent  aid 
dan^jerous,  and  there  is  no  other  suitable  place  for  bia  confine- 
ment, nor  shall  he  be  confined  in  the  same  room  with  a  person 
charged  with  or  convicted  of  crime.  Any  person  apparently  in 
sane,  and  conducting  himself  in  a  manner  which  in  a  sane  person 
would'  be  disorderly,  may  be  aiTested  by  any  peace  officer  and  coo 
fined  in  wome  safe  and  comfortable  place  until  the  question  of  hi^ 
sanity  be  determined,  as  prescribed  by  this  chapter.  The  officer 
making  such  arrest  shall  immediately  notify  the  superintendent 
of  the  poor  of  the  county,  or  tiie  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  towo 
or  city,  or,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  the  commissioners  of  public 
charities,  or,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  the  commissi  oners  of  chari 
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ties  aod  correctioD,  who  sliall  forthwith  take  pix>per  ineasiires  for 
the  determination  of  the  qiiestiou  of  the  Btinitj  of  such  person, 

§  69,  Patients  admitted  under  sfieeial  agri^nnent — The  foiniiiis^ 
Hioo  may  authorke  the  miperiutendent  of  a  state  hospital  to  admit 
thereto,  under  *ipeeial  ap*eenient,  inHane  patients,  who  are  i^ern- 
deote  of  the  state,  other  tljan  poc^r  and  indigent  iusaue  perwoiis, 
I  when  thew  is  room  for  surh  insane  theivin.     But  no  patient  j^hail 
I  be  i>ennttted  to  occupy  more  than  one  r<»oni  in  anj  state  bospital. 
'  Hoch  patients,  when  no  received,  sliali  1m*  wnbject  to  the  genenil 
rules  and  ivgnlation^  of  the  hospital.     The  aajoant  agrwd  upon 
i  for  the  maintenance  of  mich  Insane  persons  in  a  state  hospital, 
shall  be  secured  hy  a  properly  exeeiited  bond,  and  bills  tlierefi>r 
shall  be  collected  monthly,     (Aft  amrndid  hif  chapter  :IH{\  of  fhr 
Lmes  of  1900,  and  t-hoptrr  ^iti  af  thr  Laws  of  1!>U2.^ 
i       S  70*  En  triers  In  case  book,— Every  ffujieriutendent  or  other  per- 
son in  charge  of  nu  institntion  for  tht*  raiv  and  treatment  of  tht* 
iBftane,  shall,  within  three  duvn  aftor  ihe  reception  of  a  patient, 
malce,  or  cause  to  l)e  made,  a  descriptive  entry  of  such  case  in  a 
book  exclusively  set  apart  for  that  purptise.     IW  shall  also  make 
or  cause  to  be  made  entrfes  froio  time  to  time,  of  the  mental  Ht;it<% 
bodily  condition  and  njedical   hvatioent  of  such  palienr  during 
the  time  such  patient  remains  under  his  eare,  and  in  the  event 
of  the  discharge  or  death  of  kuc  h  perwon    he  shall  state  in  such 
case  Iwwjk  the  circumistiiuces  thereof^  ;tnd  make  such  other  entrien 
at  such  intervals  of  time  and  in  suili  form  as  niay  be  required  by 
the  commission , 

g  71,  Transfer  of  patients  when  hoMpiral  in  nverrrt^wdHl. — Wht^u 
the  building  of  any  state  hospital  shall  become  overcrowded  wilh 
patients,  or  the  number  of  buildings  shall  be  reduced  by  tin*,  tiv 
othftr  caswaltiee,  or  for  other  (*ause.  the  eommii?siion  ma>,  in  Its 
discretion,  cause  the  transfer  of  patients  thei*efroni,  or  direct  thiit 
patients  required  to  !»e  sent  thereto,  he  transferred  to  another 
state  hospital,  whei^  they  can  he  eonveniently  raeeived,  or  make, 
in  sjietial  emergencies,  temponicy  proviHi<ui  for  their  c^n-e,  prefer- 
t*nce  to  be  given  in  sm-h  transfers  to  a  hospital  in  an  adjoin! n*: 
rather  than  in  a  remote  district.  The  ext^enses  of  such  transfer 
shall  be  chargeable  to  the  state,  and  the  hills  for  the  same,  when 
approved  hy  the  commission,  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  (T  I  he 
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state,  on  the  warrant  of  tlie  comptroller,  out  of  an,v  moneys  pro- 
vided for  the  support  of  the  insane. 

§  72.  Investigation  into  the  care  and  ti'eatment  of  the  insane.— 
When  the  coniniisHion  has  reason  to  believe  that  any  person  ad- 
judged insiine  is  wrongfully  deprived  of  his  liberty,  or  is  cruell.Yt 
negligently  or  improperly  treated,  or  inadequate  provision  is  made 
for  his  skillful  medical  care,  proper  supervision  and  safe  keeping, 
it  may  ascertain  the  facts,  or  may  order  an  investigation  of  the 
facts  by  one  of  its  members.  It,  or  the  commissioner  conducting 
the  proce(»diDgs,  may  issue  compulsory  process  for  the  attendance 
of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  pai)ers,  and  exercise  the  i>owen 
conferred  upon  a  referee  iu  the  supi*eme  court.  If  the  commission 
deem  it  proper,  it  may  issue  an  order  directing  to  any  or  all  insti- 
tutions, directing  and  providing  for  such  remedy  or  treatment 
or  both,  as  shall  be  therein  si)ecified.  If  such  oi'der  be  just  and 
reasonable,  and  be  approved  by  a  justice  of  the  supi*enie  court, 
who  may, require  a  notice  to  be  given  of  the  application  for  such 
approval,  it  shall  lie  binding  upon  any  and  all  institutions  and 
persons  to  which  it  is  directed,  and  any  willful  disobedience  of 
such  ordrr  sliall  be  a  criminal  contempt  and  punishable  as  such. 
VVhcutvcr  the  commission  shall  undertake  an  investigation  into 
the  gciKM-al  unnagement  and  administration  of  any  institution  for 
the  insane,  it  may  give  notice  to  the  attorney -gen  oral  of  any  such 
investigation,  and  the  attt»niey-gencral  shall  appt*ar  i)er8onally  or 
by  deputy  and  examin<»  witnesses  who  may  be  in  attendance.  The 
commission,  or  any  member  tlicreof,  may  at  any  time  visit  and 
examine  the  inmates  of  any  county  or  city  almshouse,  to  ascertain 
if  insane  persons  are  kept  therein. 

g  7.*^.  Habeas  corpus. — Any  one  iu  custody  as  an  insane  person 
is  entitled  to  a  writ  of  habeas  cor]»us,  uiion  a  proper  application 
made  by  In'm  or  some  friend  in  his  beh^ilf.  T'pon  the  return  of 
such  writ,  the  f.ict  of  his  insanity  shall  ]>e  in^piired  into  and  deter 
mined.  The  medical  history  of  the  jiatient,  as  it  appears  in  the 
case  book,  shall  he  given  in  evidcnc;*.  and  the  sui>erintendont  or 
medical  ofliier  in  charge  ('f  tlu»  institution  wherein  su(*h  person 
is  held  in  custody,  and  any  i)roj)er  jjcrscm,  shall  be  sworn  touching 
the  mental  condition  of  such  person. 

S  74.  Discharge  of  patients. — The  superintendent  of  a  state 
hospital,  on  filing  his  written  certificate  with  the  commission,  ma^* 
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discharge  any  patient,  except  one  lield  upon  an  order  of  a  court 
or  judge  having  criminal  jurisdiction  in  an  action  or  proceeding 
arising  out  of  a  criminal  offense  at  any  time,  as  follows: 

1.  A  patient  who,  in  his  judgment,  is  recovered. 

1-a.  A  patient  who,  in  his  opinion,  is  a  dotard,  not  insane. 

2.  Any  patient  who  is  not  recovei-ed  but  whose  discharge,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  superintendent,  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the 
pubjic  welfare,  or  injurious  to  the  jjatienf ;  provided,  however, 
that  before  making  such  certificate,  the  superintendent  shall  sat- 
isfy himself,  by  sufficient  j»roof,  that  friends  or  relatives  of  the 
patient  are  willing  and  financially  able  to  receive  and  properly 
care  for  such  patient  after  his  discharge.  AVhen  the  superin- 
tendent is  unwilling  to  certify  to  the  discharge  of  an  unrecovered 
patient  upon  i-equest,  and  so  certifies  in  writing,  giving  his 
reasons  thei^efor,  any  judge  of  a  court  of  record  in  the  judicial 
district  in  which  the  hosj)ital  is  situated  may,  upon  such  certifi- 
cate and  an  opportunity  of  a  hearing  thei-eon  being  accorded  the 
superintendent,  and  upon  such  other  proofs  as  may  be  produced 
before  him,  direct,  by  order,  the  discharge  of  such  ])atient,  upon 
such  security  to  the  people  of  the  state  as  he  may  require,  for 
the  good  behavior  and  maintenance  of  the  jiatient.  The  certifi- 
cate and  the  proof  and  tlie  order  granted  thereon  shall  be  filed 
in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  in  which  the  hospital  is  situated, 
and  a  certified  copy  of  the  order  in  the  hospital  from  which  the 
patient  is  discharged.  The  superintendent  may  grant  a  parole 
to  a  patient  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  under  general  conditions 
prescribed  by  the  commission.  The  commission  may,  by  order, 
discharge  any  patient  in  its  judgment  improjierly  detained  in  any 
institution.  A  poor  and  indigent  patient  discharged  by  the 
superintendent,  because  he  is  an  idiot,  or  a  dotard  not  insane, 
or  an  epileptic,  not  insane,  or  because  he  is  not  a  proper  case  for 
treatment  within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  received 
and  cared  for  by  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  or  other  author- 
ity having  similar  powers,  in  the  county  from  which  he  was  com- 
mitted. A  patient,  held  ujion  an  order  of  a  court  or  judge  having 
criminal  jurisdiction,  in  an  action  or  proceeding  arising  from  a 
criminal  offense,  may  be  discharged  \ij)on  the  superintendent's 
certificate  of  recovery,  ap])roved  by  any  such   court  or  judge, 
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{A$  amended  hy  chapter  26  of  the  Laics  of  1902,  and  chapter  490 
of  the  Laws  of  1905.) 

§  75.  Cluthing  and  monev  to  be  furnished  discharged  patients. — 
No  patient  shall  be  dieehnrged  from  u  Btate  htrnpital  without 
Buitable  clothing  adapted  to  the  season  in  whirh  he  in  discliurged; 
and  if  it  can  not  be  otherwisie  obtained,  thi^  steward  j^hall,  upon 
the  order  of  the  HuiH:*rintendent,  furnish  the  saute,  and  money  not 
exceeding  twentj-flve  dolhirs,  to  defray  his  neceHBarj  exiienses 
until  he  can  reach  his  relatives  or  friends,  or  find  eiuiiloynienf  to 
earn  a  subsistence. 

g  7(5.  Transfer  of  non-resident  patients. — If  an  order  be  issued 
by  any  judge,  committing  to  a  state  hospital  a  poor  or  indigent 
j)erson,  who  has  not  acquirt^d  a  legal  settlement  in  this  state,  the 
eomiLiission  in  lunacy  shall  retuni  such  insane  person,  either 
before  or  after  his  admission  to  a  state  hospital,  to  the  country 
or  state  to  which  he  belongs,  and  for  such  purpose  may  expend  so 
much  of  the  money  appropriated  for  the  care  of  the  insane  as  may 
be  necessary,  suliject  to  the  audit  of  the  comptroller. 

§  77,  Insane  Indians. — Poor  and  indigent  insane  Indians  living 
within  this  state  or  upon  any  of  the  Indian  reservations  shall  be 
committed  to,  confined  in,  and  discharged  from  the  state  hospitals 
for  the  insane  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  rules  and 
regulations  as  oilier  poor  and  indigent  insane  iH?rsons;  and  all 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  apply  to  the  Indians  residing 
within  this  state  the  same  as  to  other  persons. 

I  7S.  Rale  of  unclaimed  personal  property  of  discharged  or 
deceased  patients.^All  articles  of  personal  property  Iielonging  to 
a  discharged  or  deceased  patient  of  a  state  hospital  for  the  insane 
and  in  the  custody  of  the  superintendent  or  other  proper  officer 
of  such  hospital,  may,  if  nncl aimed  by  such  discharged  patient, 
or  the  legal  representatives  of  such  deceased  patient,  for  a  period 
of  six  months  after  the  discharge  or  decease  of  siicii  patient,  be 
sold  at  public  auction  in  such  manner  and  after  such  notice  or 
advertisement  as  the  commission  shall  prescribe,  and  the  proceeds 
of  such  sale  shall  be  paid  into  the  amusement  fund  of  such  hos-

g  02,  Medical  superintendent  as  treasurer  of  the  hospitaL— The 
medical  superintendent  shall  be  the  treasurer  of  the  hospital,  and 
before  entering  upon  hie  duties,  shall  file  with  the  comptroller  of 
the  state  his  undertaking  to  the  [leople  with  sureties  to  be  ap- 
i>roved  by  the  sui>erin  ten  dent  of  state  prisons,  to  the  effect  that  he 
will  faith  fully  i>erform  his  trust  as  such  treasurer.  He  shall  have 
the  t'ustody  of  the  moneys,  securities  and  obligations  belonging 
to  the  hospital,  and;  shall  open  with  Htmiv  bank,  iu  the  vicinity  of 
the  hospital,  lo  be  selected  with  the  approval  of  the  comptroller, 
an  account  In  his  name  as  such  medical  superintendent,  and  imme- 
diately  deposit  iu  such  bank  all  moneys  received  by  him  as  sucH 
medical  superintendent  and  treasurer,  and  shall  draw  therefrom 
only  for  the  use  of  the  hospital  and  in  the  manner  provided  by

him  a  statement  of  his  accounts  and  of  the  funds  and  property 
in  his  custody, 

§  93.  Salaries  of  resident  officers. — The  superintendent  of  state 
prisons  shall,  from  time  to  time,  determine  the  annuel  salaries 
and  allowauceii  of  the  I'esident  officers,  provided  they  do  not  in  the 
aggregate  ivxcefnl  twelve  Uionsand  dollars;  and  the  same  shall  be 
paid  (juarterly,  on  tfie  last  days  of  March,  June,  Beptember  and 
Decemlier,  by  the  treasurer  of  the  state,  on  the  warrant  of  the 
lomjitroiler.  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
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appropriated,  to  the  medical  superintendent,  on  his  presenting 
a  bill  of  particulars  thereof  signed  by  the  steward,  and  properly 
certified  by  such  medical  superintendent. 

§  94.  Powers  and  duties  of  medical  superintendent  and  assist- 
ants.— The  medical  superintendent  shall  be  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  hospital  and  shall : 

1.  Have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  building  and 
grounds,  together  with  their  furniture,  fixtures  and  stock,  and  the 
direction  and  control  of  all  persons  therein,  subject  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  adopted  by  the.  superintendent  of  state  prisons, 
with  power  to  assign  their  respective  duties. 

2.  Api>oint  such  number  of  assistant  physicians,  not  to  exceed 
one  for  each  two  hundred  inmates  or  fraction  thereof,  as  the 
necessities  of  the  institution  may  require,  also  a  steward  and 
matron,  all  of  whom  and  the  medical  superintendent,  shall  reside 
in  the  hospital,  and  shall  be  known  as  the  resident  officers 
thereof. 

3.  Appoint  such  and  so  many  attendants  and  other  subordinate 
employes  as  he  may  think  proi)er  and  necessary  for  the  economi- 
cal and  efficient  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  hospital,  and 
prescribe  their  several  duties  and  places,  and  fix,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  sui)erintendent  of  state  prisons,  their  compensation, 
and  discharge  any  of  them  at  his  sole  discretion;  but  in  every 
(rase  of  discharge,  so  occurring,  he  shall,  forthwith,  enter  the  same 
with  the  reasons  therefor,  under  an  appropriate  heading,  in  one 
of  the  record  books  of  the  hospital. 

4.  Give,  from  time  to  time,  such  orders  and  instructions  as  he 
may  deem  best  calculated  to  insure  good  conduct,  fidelity  and 
economy  in  (»very  department  of  labor  and  expense. 

5.  Maintain  salutary  discipline  among  all  who  are  employed  by 
the  institution,  and  enforce  strict  compliance  with  all  instructions 
and  orders  given  by  him,  and  uniform  obedience  to  all  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  hospital. 

6.  Cause  full  and  fair  accounts  and  records  of  all  his  doings, 
and  of  the  entire  business  and  operations  of  the  institution  to  be 
kept  regularly,  from  day  to  day,  in  books  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose, in  the  manner  and  ext(?nt  prescribed  in  the  by-laws. 

7.  See  that  all  accounts  and  records  are  fully  made  up  to  the 
last  day  of  September  in  each  year,  and  present  the  principal 
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facts  and  results,  with  his  report  thereon,  to  the  superinteDdent 
of  state  prisons,  within  forty  days  tljereafter.  The  resident  ofti' 
cers,  before  entering  upon  their  duties  as  such^  shall  severally 
take  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  the  constitu- 
tiona!  oath  of  oliiee.  The  first  ai^sistant  physician  shall  perform 
the  duties  and  be  subject  to  the  responsibilities  of  the  superin- 
tendent in  his  sickness  or  absence.  The  steward  may  personally 
purchaf?e  any  supplies  for  the  use  of  Buch  ho.^pital,  but  only  in 
the  name  of  tlie  medical  superintendent,  and  in  each  instance  by 
hlii  direction  and  not  otherwise. 

§  95.  Monthly  eMtfnintes. — The  medical  superintendent  shall 
cause  an  estimate  to  be  made  monthly,  in  accordance  with  forms 
to  be  approved  by  the  state  comptroller,  of  all  moneys  necessary 
for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  hospital,  which  may  be 
required  fo  supplement  the  deficiencies  in  the  earnings  thereof. 
8uch  estimates  shall  be  submitted  to  and  examined  by  the  super- 
intendent of  state  prisons,  who,  if  he  is  satisfied  that  it  is  cor- 
rect, and  that  the  articles  named  therein  are  actually  needed  for 
the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  hoi?pital,  shall  certify  to  the 
same,  and  on  production  of  such  estimate  so  certified^  to  the  comp- 
troller, he  shall  draw  his  warrant  an  the  state  treasurer  for  the 
amount  thereof,  and  the  state  treasurer  shall  pay  such  amount 
to  the  me«Iicaf  su|K»rin  ten  dent  of  the  hospital^  out  of  any  money 
in  the  treasury  appropriated  for  the  support  of  such  hospital. 

%  !^(j.  Power  of  I'emoval. — The  superintendent  of  state  prisons 
may  I'imiove  the  medh  a)  superintendent,  for  cause  shown j  and  an 
opportunily  to  such  .snperiu  ten  dent  to  t)e  heard  thereon,  and  such 
officer  shall  not  be  reappointed  to  the  office  of  medical  superin- 
tendent, f»r  to  anv  other  [josition  in  said  hospital. 

§  f>7.  Transfer  *jf  iusaue  convicts  to  the  Matteawan  State  Hos- 
pital.— Whenever  the  physician  of  the  state  prison  for  women, 
any  county  penitentiary  or  workhouse,  any  reformatory  for 
women,  or  of  the  srate  reformatory  or  any  other  penal  institu- 
tion shall  report  in  writing  to  the  warden  or  other  ofticer  in  charge 
thereof,  that  any  iierson  undergoing  a  sentence  of  one  year  or  less 
or  convicttHl  of  a  misdemeanor,  or  any  female  convict  confined 
therein  is,  in  his  opinion,  insane,  such  warden  or  other  olllcer  shall 
apply  to  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record  to  cause  an  examination  to 
be  made  of  such  person  by  two  legally  qualified  examiners  in 
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Innaev,  other  than  a  phvfiit'tan  connected  witli  such  state  prison* 
f>eiutent(arv,  reforuiatorr  or  [»enal  mstitution.  Such  examiners 
whall  be  deesignated  by  the  jud^e  to  whom  the  application  is  made, 
Snch  exaniiners,  if  satisfied,  after  a  pereonal  examination,  that 
such  convict  is  insane,  shall  make  a  certificate  to  such  effect  in 
tJie  form  and  nianDer  prescribed  bv  this  chapter  for  the  commit* 
ment  of  insane  persons  to  state  hospitals.  Buch  warden  or  other 
person  in  charge  shall  applj  to  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record  for  an

I  1*8,  Dispf^^al  at  insane  ronvfcts  after  expiration  of  term  of

lion  of  such  allowances  as  are  hereioafter  granted  to  recovered 
eonvlete.  Whenever  anv  convict,  who,  by  reason  of  his  in^anitj, 
shall  have  been  i-etained  bejond  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  his 
sentence  shall  recover,  he  may  be  discharged  by  the  medical  super- 
intendent, and  such  convict  shall  l>e  entitled  to  ten  dollai's  in 
money,  suitable  clothing  and  a  railroad  ticket  to  the  county  of  bis 
conviction  or  to  such  other  place  as  he  mav  designate  at  no 
greater  distance,  Biiuilar  allowances  shall  be  made  to  pat  lent  a 
committed  by  order  of  a  court  and  who  may  be  discharged.

g  01),  Convicts  on  recovery  to  be  tranaf erred  to  prison. — Wlien- 
ever  any  convict,  who  shall  have  been  cou lined  in  such  hosjatal  ai^i 
an  insane  person,  shall  have  recovered  before  the  expiration  of 
his  sentence,  and  the  medical  superintendent  thereof  shall  so 
certify  in  wriliuf;  to  the  agent  and  warden,  oc  other  otticer  in 
charge  of  the  institutionj  from  which  such  convict  was  received 
or  to  which  the  superintendent  of  state  prisons  may  direct  that 
lie  be  transferred,  such  convict  shall  forthwith  be  transferred 
to  the  institution  from  which  he  came  by  the  medical  superin- 
tendent of  the  hospital,  or,  if  received  fronj  one  of  the  state 
prisons,  to  such  state  prison  as  the  superintendent  of  state  prisons 
may  direct;  and  the  agent  and  warden  or  other  officer  in  charge 
of  such  institution  shall  receive  such  convict  into  sucli  instltu^ 
tion,  and  shallj  in  all  respects,  treat  him  as  when  originally  sen- 
tenced  to  imprisonment.  Any  inmate  not  a  convict,  held  upon 
an  order  of  a  judge*  in  a  criminal  proceeding,  may  be  discharged 
therefrom,  upon  the  superintendent's  certifiratp  ui  recovery,  made 
to  and  approved  by  such  court  or  judge. 

§  100,  Certificate  of  conviction  to  be  delivered  to  medical  super 
intendent  and  copy  filed, — Whenever  any  convict  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Matteawan  State  hospital,  the  agent  and  warden  or 
other  officer  in  charge  nf  the  prison,  penitentiary,  reformatory 
or  other  penal  institntion  from  which  such  convict  is  transferred, 
shall  cause  n  correct  copy  of  the  original  certificate  of  conviction 
of  such  convict  to  he  filed  in  the  office  of  the  warden  or  officer 
in  charge,  and  shall  deliver  the  original  cei-tiflcate  to  the  medical 
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superintendent  of  such  hospital ;  and  whenever  any  such  convict 
shall  be  transferred  to  any  penal  institution  from  such  hospital, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  medical  superintendent  shall  deliver 
to  the  agent  and  warden,  or  other  officer  in  charge  of  such  insti- 
tution, such  original  certificate,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  same. 

§  101.  Transfers  from  state  hospitals  to  Matteawan  state  hos- 
pital.— The  commission  may,  by  order  in  writing,  transfer  to  the 
Matteawan  state  hospital,  any  insane  inmate  of  a  state  hospital 
committed  thereto  upon  the  order  of  a  court  of  criminal  juris- 
diction or  of  a  judge  or  justice  of  such  a  court;  or  any  patient 
who  has  pi-eviously  been  sentenced  to  a  term  of  imprisonment 
in  any  penal  institution,  and  who  still  manifests  criminal  ten- 
dencies or  any  such  patient  who  has  previously  been  an  inmate 
of  the  Matteawan  state  hospital.  From  and  after  October  first, 
nineteen  hundivd  and  four,  all  persons  then  inmates  of  the  Mat- 
teawan state  hospital,  and  all  ]>ersons  thereafter  committed  to  its 
custody,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  state.  (As  amended  hy 
chapter  260  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  chapter  380  of  the  Laws  of  1900, 
and  chapter  525  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  102.  Authority  to  i^ecover  for  the  support  of  patients. — The 
medical  superintendent  of  the  hospital  is  hereby  authorized  to 
recover  for  the  support  of  any  patient  therein,  chargeable  under 
the  law  to  other  counties  or  penitentiaries,  in  an  action  to  be 
brought,  in  the  name  of  the  j^eoph*  of  the  state  of  New  Vork, 
against  the  county  or  penitentiary,  for  the  maintenance  of  said 
patient. 

§  103.  Tenure  of  office. — Nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  con- 
strued to  affect  the  tenure  of  office  of  any  of  the  present  officers 
of  the  hospital. 

§  104.  Communications  with  patients. — No  person  not  author- 
ized by  law  or  by  written  p)ermi8sion  from  the  superintendent  of 
state  prisons  shall  visit  the  Matteawan  State  hospital,  or  com- 
municate with  any  patient  therein  without  the  consent  of  the 
medical  superintendent:  nor  without  such  consent  shall  any  per- 
son bring  into  or  convey  out  of  the  Matteawan  Btate  hospital 
any  htter  or  writing  to  or  from  any  patient:  nor  shall  any  letter 
or  writing  be  delivered  to  a  patient,  or  if  written  by  a  patient, 
be  sent  from  the  Matteawan  State  hospital  until  the  same  shall 
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(As  amended  by  chapter  26  of  the  Laws  of  1902^  and  chapter  490 
of  the  Laws  of  19050 

§  75.  ClotUiog  and  iDoney  to  be  fnrtiiahefl  discharged  putients. — 
Ko  patient  shall  be  di«t:harged  from  a  state  liu«pital  withont 
siiitiible  clothing  adapted  to  tlie  fieason  in  which  he  i^^  disHiurged ; 
and  if  it  can  not  be  othenvise  obtained,  the  steward  nball,  upon 
the  order  of  the  superintendent,  furnish  the  name,  and  money  not 
exeeeding  twenty-five  dolhira,  to  defray  hlfi  net'es^^nry  expenses 
until  he  can  reach  his  rehitives  or  friends,  or  find  employment  to 
earn  a  subsistence, 

§  Hk  Transfer  of  non-resident  patients, —  If  an  order  be  issued 
by  any  jud|;*e,  committing  to  a  state  hospital  a  poor  or  indigent 
person,  who  has  not  acquired  a  legal  settlement  in  this  state,  the 
commission  in  lunacy  shall  return  such  insjine  person,  either 
before  or  after  his  admission  to  a  state  hospital,  to  the  country 
or  state  to  which  he  belongs,  and  for  such  purpose  may  expend  so 
much  of  the  money  appropriated  for  the  care  of  the  inwane  as  may 
be  necessary,  subject  to  the  audit  of  the  comptroller.

— All  articles  of  i^ersonal  property  belonging  t<> 
a  discharged  or  deceased  paHeut  of  a  state  hospital  for  the  insane 
and  in  the  custody  of  the  superintendent  or  other  proper  offic*er 
of  such  hospital,  may,  if  unclaimed  by  such  discharged  patient, 
or  the  legal  representatives  of  such  deceased  patient,  for  a  j>eriod

4.  Give,  from  time  lo  time,  such  orders  and  instructions  as  he 
may  deem  best  calcniated  to  insure  good  conduct,  fidelity  and 
economy  in  every  department  of  labor  and  exi)ense. 

5.  Maintain  salutary  discipline  among  all  who  are  employed  by 
the  institution,  and  enforce  strict  comi)liance  with  all  instructions 
and  orders  given  by  him,  and  uniform  obedience  to  all  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  hospital. 

6.  Cause  full  and  fair  accounts  and  records  of  all  his  doings, 
and  of  the  entire  business  and  operations  of  the  institution  to  be 
kept  regularly,  from  dav  to  day,  in  books  [>rovided  for  that  pur- 
pose, in  the  njanncr  and  cxtc^it  prescribed  in  the  by-laws. 

7.  See  that  all  ac(i)unts  and  records  are  fully  made  up  to  the 
last  day  of  September  in  each  year,  and  present  the  principal 
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(Ab  amended  hy  chapter  2%  of  the  Laws  of  1902,  and  Oimpter  490 
of  the  LawB  of  1905.) 

§  75.  Clothing  and  money  to  be  f  urniahed  diadiargBd  patients.— 
No  patient  shall  be  discharged  from  a  state  huapital  withoit 
suitable  clothing  adapted  to  the  season  in  which  he  is  discharged; 
and  if  it  can  not  be  otherwise  obtained^  the  steward  shall,  npoa 
the  order  of  the  superintendent,  furnish  the  same,  and  money  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  to  defray  his  necessary  expenses 
until  he  can  reach  his  relatives  or  friends,  or  find  employment  to 
earn  a  subsistence. 

§  76.  Transfer  of  non-resident  patients. — ^If  an  order  be  issued 
by  any  judge,  committing  to  a  state  hospital  a  poor  or  indigent 
person,  who  has  not  acquired  a  legal  settlement  in  this  state,  the 
commission  in  lunacy  shall  return  such  insane  person,  either 
before  or  after  his  admission  to  a  state  hospital,  to  the  countiy 
or  state  to  which  he  belongs,  and  for  such  purpose  may  expend  so 
much  of  the  money  appropriated  for  the  care  of  the  insane  as  may 
be  necessary,  subject  to  the  audit  of  the  comptroller. 

§  77.  Insane  Indians. — Poor  and  indigent  insane  Indians  living 
within  this  state  or  upon  any  of  the  Indian  reservations  shall  be 
committed  to,  confined  in,  and  discharged  from  the  state  hospitals

— All  articles  of  personal  property  belonging  to 
a  discharged  or  deceased  patient  of  a  state  hospital  for  the  insane 
and  in  the  custody  of  the  superintendent  or  other  proper  olBotf 
of  such  hospital,  may,  if  unclaimed  by  such  discharged  patient, 
or  the  legal  representatives  of  such  deceased  patient,  for  a  period 
of  six  months  after  the  discharge  or  decease  of  such  patient,  be 
sold  at  public  auction  in  such  manner  and  after  such  notice  or 
advertisement  as  the  commission  shall  prescribe,  and  the  proceeds 
of  such  sale  shall  be  paid  into  the  amusement  fund  of  such  hos- 
pital.   {Added  hy  chapter  391  of  the  Laws  of  1902.)

f  98,  Disiio^al  of  insane  convicts  after  expiration  of  term  of 
imprisonment — Whenever  any  convict  in  the  Matteawan  State 
Hospital,  under  and  by  vtrtue  of  this  act,  shall  contiuue  to  lie 
insane  at  the  expinUion  of  the  term  for  wliicb  he  was  sentenced, 
he  may  be  i^tained  therein  until  he  has  recovered  or  is  otherwise 
legally  discharged.  The  medical  superintendent  of  suvh  hospitj^I 
"^mny  dischnr^e  and  deliver  any  patient  whose  sentence  has  expired, 
and  who  if  still  inmne,  but  who,  in  the  ojuuinn  of  the  superin^ 
tendent  is  reasonably  safe  to  lie  at  Inrge^  to  his  relatives  or  friends 
who  are  .ible  and  willing  to  romforlably  nmintiiin  him,  witlmiit 
further  [ublic  charge;  and  such  patient  may,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  metl^**al  superintendent,  be  provided  mith  the  whole  or  ji  por 
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tion  of  such  allowaDces  as  are  hereinafter  granted  to  recovoed 
ronvicts.  Whenever  anv  convict,  who,  by-  reason  of  his  insanit;, 
shall  have  been  retained  beyond  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  hit 
sentence  shall  recover,  he  may  be  discharged  by  the  medical  saper- 
intendent,  and  such  convict  shall  be  entitled  to  ten  doHan  in 
money,  suitable  clothing  and  a  railroad  ticket  to  the  county  of  hii 
conviction  or  to  such  other  place  as  he  may  designate  at  bo 
greater  distance.  Similar  allowances  shall  be  made  to  patients 
committed  by  order  of  a  court  and  who  may  be  discharged.  Anj 
convict  in  the  Matteawan  State  Hospital,  whose  term  of  imprison- 
ment has  expired  by  coniiimtation  or  otherwise,  and  who  is  not 
recovered  may,  upon  an  order  of  the  commission  in  lunacy,  be 
transferred  to  any  institution  for  the  insane. 

§  9J).  Convicts  on  recovery  to  be  transferred  to  prison. — When- 
ever any  convict,  who  shall  have  been  confined  in  such  hospital  a« 
an  insane  i)er8on,  shall  have  recovered  before  the  exiiiration  of 
his  sentence,  and  the  medical  superintendent  thereof  shall  no 
certify  in  writinj^  to  the  agent  and  warden,  or  other  officer  in 
charge  of  the  institution,  from  which  such  convict  was  received 
or  to  which  the  sui)erintendent  of  state  prisons  may  direct  that 
he  be  transferred,  such  convict  shall  forthwith  be  transferred 
to  the  institution  from  which  he  came  by  the  medical  superin- 
tendent of  tlie  hospital,  or,  if  received  from  one  of  the  state 
prisons,  to  such  state  prison  as  the  au])erintendent  of  state  prisons 
may  direct;  and  the  agent  and  warden  or  other  officer  in  charge 
of  such  institution  shall  receive  such  convict  into  such  institu- 
tion, and  shall,  in  all  resi>ects,  treat  him  as  when  originally  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonmenl.  Any  inmate  not  a  convict,  held  upon 
an  order  of  a  judge,  in  a  criminal  proceeding,  may  be  discharged 
therefrom,  upon  the  superintendent's  rertilicale  of  recovery,  made 
to  and  a])[)roved  by  such  court  or  judge. 

§  100.  Certificate  of  conviction  to  be  delivered  to  medical  super- 
intendont  and  copy  fiUMl. — Whenever  any  convict  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  tho  Matteawan  State  hospital,  the  agent  and  warden  or 
other  of!icer  in  charge  of  the  firison,  penitentiary,  reformatory 
or  other  penal  institution  from  which  such  convict  is  transferred. 
shall  cause  ;»  correct  copy  of  the  original  certificate  of  conviction 
of  such  convict  to  be  filed  in  the  ofifice  of  the  warden  or  officer 
in  charge,  and  shall  deliver  the  original  cei'tiflcate  to  the  medic:il 
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niperintendent  of  such  hospital ;  and  whenever  any  such  convict 
diall  be  transferred  to  any  penal  institution  from  such  hospital, 
BB  hereinbefore  provided,  the  medical  superintendent  shall  deliver 
to  the  agent  and  warden,  or  other  officer  in  charge  of  such  insti- 
totion,  such  original  certificate,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  same. 

§  101.  Transfers  from  state  hospitals  to  Matteawan  state  hos- 
pitaL — The  commission  may,  by  order  in  writing,  transfer  to  the 
Matteawan  state  hospital,  any  insane  inmate  of  a  state  hospital 
committed  thereto  upon  the  order  of  a  court  of  criminal  juris- 
diction or  of  a  judge  or  justice  of  such  a  court;  or  any  patient 
who  has  previously  been  sentenced  to  a  term  of  imprisonment 
in  any  penal  institution,  and  who  still  manifests  criminal  ten- 
dencies or  any  such  patient  who  has  previously  been  an  inmate 
of  the  Matteawan  state  hospital.  From  and  after  October  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  four,  all  persons  then  inmates  of  the  Mat- 
teawan state  hospital,  and  all  persons  thereafter  committed  to  its 
custody,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  state.  (As  amended  hy 
chapter  260  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  chapter  380  of  the  Laws  of  1900, 
and  chapter  525  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  102.  Authority  to  I'ecover  for  the  support  of  patients. — The 
medical  superintendent  of  the  hospital  is  hereby  authorized  to 
recover  for  the  support  of  any  patient  therein,  chargeable  under 
the  law  to  other  counties  or  penitentiaries,  in  an  action  to  be 
brought,  in  the  name  of  the  j;eo{)Io  of  the  ^t^tQ  of  N(»w'  York, 
against  the  county  or  ]>enitentiary,  for  the  maintenance  of  said 
patient. 

§  103.  Tenure  of  office. — Nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  con- 
strued to  affect  the  tenure  of  office  of  any  of  the  present  officers 
of  the  hospital. 

§  104.  Communications  with  patients. — No  person  not  author- 
ized by  law  or  by  written  permission  from  the  superintendent  of 
state  prisons  shall  visit  the  Matteawan  State  hospital,  or  com- 
municate with  any  patient  therein  without  the  consent  of  the 
medical  superintendent;  nor  without  such  consent  shall  any  per- 
son bring  into  or  convey  out  of  the  Matteawan  State  hospital 
any  letter  or  writing  to  or  from  any  patient;  nor  shall  any  lettor 
or  writing  be  delivered  to  a  patient,  or  if  written  by  a  patient, 
be  sent  from  the  Matteawan  State  hospital  until  the  same  shall 
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have  been  examined  and  read  by  the  medical  raperintendent  ir 
some  other  officer  of  the  hospital  duly  authorized  by  the  medical 
superintendent.  Bnt  commnnications  addressed  by  snch  patiat 
to  the  connty  judge  or  district  attorney  of  the  county  from  whkh 
he  was  sentenced,  shall  be  forwarded,  after  examination  by  nch 
medical  superintendent,  to  their  destination.

PAYMENTS  OF  PUBLIC  MONEYS  TO  PRIVATE 
INSTITUTIONS. 
AN  ACT  to  authorize  payments  by  counties,  cities,  towns  and 
villages  to  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  and  reform- 
atory institutions  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control,  for 
care,  support  and  maintenance. 

Chapter  754,  Laws  of  1895. 
Section  1.  Boards  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  common 
councils,  boards  of  aldermen,  boards  of  superviaore,  town  boards, 
boards  of  trustees  of  villages,  and  all  other  boards  or  officers  of 
counties,  cities,  towns  and  villages,  authorized  to  appropriate 
and  raise  money  by  taxation  and  make  payments  therefrom,  are 
hereby  authorized  jn  their  discretion  to  appropriate  and  to  raise 
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money  by  t<ixation  and  to  make  payments  from  said  tnoneyB,  and 
from  any  moneys  received  from  any  other  source  and  properij 
applicable  thereto,  to  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  and 
reformatory  institutions  wholly  or  partly  under  private  contiol, 
for  the  care,  support  and  maintenance  of  their  inmates,  of  the 
moneys  which  are  or  may  be  appropriated  therefor;  such  pay- 
ments to  be  made  only  for  such  inmates  as  are  received  and  re- 
tained thei'ein  pui*suant  to  rules  established  by  the  state  bond 
of  charities;  except  that  boards  of  trustees  of  villages  and  town 
boards  of  towns  in  which  there  is  no  hospital  located,  and  whick 
are  situated  upon  and  adjoin  the  boundary  line  of  a  neighboring 
state,  ai*e  hereby  authorized  in  their  discretion  to  appropriate 
and  to  raise  money  by  taxation  and  to  make  payments  from  aaid 
iiionoys,  and  from  any  moneys  received  from  any  other  sovice 
and  properly  applicable  thereto,  to  hospitals  in  such  adjoining 
state  for  the  jturpose  of  maintaining  a  bed  or  beds  in  such  hoa- 
pital  for  the  benefit  of  and  to  be  used  exclusively  by  the  inhabi- 
tants of  such  village  or  town.  Boards  of  trustees  of  villagea 
and  town  boards  of  towns  situate  upon  the  boundary  line  of  a 
ucighboriug  state,  which  have  appropriated  and  raised  money 
by  taxation  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a  bed  or  beds  in  a 
hospital  in  such  adjoining  state  and  have  not  paid  the  same  are 
lieroby  autliorized  to  use  said  money  for  the  purpose  for  whidi 
it  was  appropriated  and  raised.  Payments  to  such  hospital  in  an 
adjoiuiuix  slate  shall  be  made  only  for  such  inmates  as  are 
received  and  retained  therein  i)ursuant  to  rules  established  by 
the  state  board  of  charities.  {As  amended  by  ch<ipter  155  of  the 
I  Mir  8  of  1002.) 


PROPERTY  AND  FAMILIES  OF  ABSCONDING  PERSONS. 

AN  A('T  in  relation  to  the  property  and  families  of  abscondmg 

persons. 

Chapter  304,  Laws  of  1878. 
StMtiou  1.  Whenever  the  father,  or  the  mother  being  a  widow 
or  livin;;;  seiKiratc  froii!  iicr  liiislnind,  has  absconded  or  shall 
abscond  from  his  ov  her  children  or  a  husband  from  his  wife^ 
leaving  any  of  such  children  or  such  wife  chargeable,  or  likely 
to  become  chargeable  upon  the  public  for  their  support,  and  SJij 
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real  or  personal  estate  of  such  father,  or  mother,  or  husband, 
has  been  or  shall  be  seized  by  a  superintendent  of  the  poor  or  an 
overseer  of  the  poor,  or  by  a  board  of  charities  (or  by  other 
officers  authorized  to  make  such  seizures),  by  warrant  of  the 
justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county  where  such  real  or  personal 
property  may  be  situated,  and  the  court  of  sessions  of  the  county 
wherein  such  superintendent  or  overseer  of  the  poor  or  board  of 
charities,  or  other  officers  authorized  to  make  such  seizure  resides, 
has  confirmed,  or  shall  confirm  said  warrant  and  seizure  and  has 
heretofore  directed,  or  shall  hereafter  direct  what  part  of  any  of 
the  said  personal  property  shall  be  sold  and  how  much  if  any  of 
the  proceeds  of  such  sale  and  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  real 
estate,  if  any,  be  applied  toward  the  maintenance  of  the  children 
or  wife  of  the  person  so  absconding,  then  the  said  superintendent 
or  overseer  of  the  poor,  board  of  charities  or  other  officers  so  au- 
thorized and  directed,  shall  apply  the  said  proceeds  of  sale  of  said 
personal  property,  or  rents  and  profits  of  the  real  estate  (as  the 
case  may  be)  :   First,  to  the  payment  of  such  taxes  and  assess- 
ments as  may  be  outstanding  and  existing  liens  upon  the  said  real 
estate,  and  repairs  necessary  to  be  made  upon  said  real  estate; 
and  premiums  for  insurance  on  the  buildings  on  said  real  estate 
and  the  balance,  if  any,  directly  to  the  maintaining,  bringing  up 
and  providing  for  the  wife,  child  or  children  so  left  and  aband'oned, 
a^r  the  same  may  l>e  requii-ed  from  time  to  time;  and  for  all  of  such 
expenditures  they  shall  take  proper  vouchers,  and  from  the  rents 
and  profits  thereafter  received  from  any  real  estate  so  seized  they 
shall  first  pay  all  legal  taxes  and  assessments,  as  they  shall  be 
assessed  against  said  real  estate  and  such  premiums  for  insur- 
ances and  exi)enses  for  such  repairs  thereon  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  said  real  estate, 
and  the  balance  of  said  rents  and  profits  shall  be  applied  by 
said  overseers,  superintendents,  boards  of  charities,  or  other  per- 
sons authorized  to  make  such  seizures,  to  the  maintaining,  bring- 
ing up,  and  ])roviding  for  the  wife,  child,  or  children  so  left  and 
abandoned,  and  proper  vouchers  shall  be  taken  thereof. 

§  2.  Whenever  any  child  or  children,  entitled  to  the  beno 
fits  provided  by  this  act,  shall  be  a  minor  or  minors  whose 
mother  is  dead  and  whose  father  has  absconded  from  his 
children,    or   whose    mother,    being   a    widow    or    living   apart 
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from  her  husband,  has  absconded  from  her  childreii|  and 
such  minor  or  minors  shall  have  no  goardian,  fhe  court  of  lei- 
sions  having  jurisdiction  of  this  matter  shall  appoint  Bome  rait- 
able  person  guardian  ad  litem  or  next  friend  of  such  minor  or 
minors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  fliii 
act  are  carried  into  effect.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  per 
sonal  property  and  the  rents  and  profits  of  said  real  estate  shall 
not  be  mingled  or  placed  with  any  other  funds  held  or  owned  bj 
the  oiBcer  or  officers  receiving  the  same,  but  shall  be  kept  separate 
and  distinct.  Such  superintendent,  overseer  of  the  poor,  board  of 
charities  or  other  authorized  officer  shall  give  security  for  tbe 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  hereby  imposed  in  soch  fonn 
and  in  such  sum  as  the  aforesaid  court  may  direct,  and  shall 
account  to  the  court  of  sessions  for  all  moneys  so  received  by  them 
and  for  the  application  thereof  from  time  to  time  and  may  be  com- 
pelled by  the  said  court  to  render  such  account  at  any  time. 

§  3.  Notice  of  such  accotmting  shall  be  given  to  the  wife  or 
children,  so  left  and  abandoned,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  to  the 
guardian  of  sucli  children,  if  any  of  them  be  minors.  And  in 
the  event  that  no  guardian  or  next  friend  has  been  appointed,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  the  naid  court  shall,  prior  to  such  ac- 
counting being  had,  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  attend  upon 
such  accounting  in  behalf  of  said  minors,  and  notice  of  such 
appointment  and  of  8iich  accounting  shall  be  given  to  the  persons 
HO  appointed. 

§  4.  All  penalties  received  from  the  prosecution  of  any  recog- 
nizance given  by  any  person  who  shall  haVe  abandoned  or  neg- 
lected his  wife  or  children,  or  who  shall  have  threatened  to  roD 
away  and  leave  his  wife  or  children  a  burden  on  the  public,  shall 
bo  retained  by  the  officer  «t  whose  instance  such  recognizance 
was  jTOseculed,  and  aj)plied  for  the  same  purpose  and  in  the 
saino  manner  as  in  tbe  first  sectitm  of  this  act  provided  for  the 
disposition  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  personal  property 
and  the  rents  and  protits  of  real  estate  seized  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.

Section  887.  Who  ai*e  vagrants. — Tlie  following  persons  are 
vagrants : 

1.  A  person  who,  not  having  visible  means  to  maintain  him- 
nelf,  lives  without  employment; 

2.  A  person  who,  being  an  habitual  drunkard,  abandons, 
neglects,  or  refuses  to  aid  in  the  su])[)ort  of  his  family; 

3.  A  person  who  has  contracted  an  infectious  or  other  diseaH(\ 
in  the  practice  of  drunkenness  or  (lebau<hery,  requiring  charitable* 
aid  to  restore  him  to  health; 

4.  A  common  prostitute,  who  lias  no  lawful  em[)l(>ymenl. 
whereby  to  maintain  herself; 

5.  A  person  wandering  abroad  and  bej»j»iug,  or  who  goes  about 
from  door  to  door,  or  places  himself  in  the  streets,  highways. 
passages,  or  other  public  places,  to  beg  or  receive  alms; 
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6.  A  i)erson  wandering  abroad  and  lodging  in  taverns,  gro- 
ceries, ale-houses,  watch  or  station-houses,  outhouses,  market 
places,  sheds,  stables,  bams  or  uninhabited  buildings,  or  in  tiie 
open  air,  and  not  giving  a  good  account  of  himself ; 

7.  A  person,  who,  ha\ing  his  face  painted,  discolored,  covered 
or  concealed,  or  being  otherwise  disguised,  in  a  manner  calcu- 
lated to  prevent  his  being  identified,  appears  in  a  road  or  public 
highway,  or  in  a  field,  lot,  wood  or  inclosure; 

8.  Any  child  between  the  age  of  five  and  fourteen,  having 
sufficient  bodily  health  and  mental  capacity  to  attend  the  public 
schools,  found  wandering  in  the  streets  or  lanes  of  any  city  or 
incorporated  village,  a  truant,  without  any  lawful  occupation. 

9.  Every  male  person  who  lives  wholly  or  in  part  on  the  earn- 
ings of  prostitution,  or  who  in  any  public  places  solicits  for 
immoral  purposes.  A  male  person  who  lives  with  or  is  habitu- 
ally in  the  company  of  a  prostitute  and  has  no  visible  means  of 
support,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  living  on  the  earnings  of  prosti- 
tution.    (Added  hy  chapter  281  of  the  Laws  of  1900.) 

§  887a.  Tramp  defined. — A  tramp  is  any  person,  not  blind,  over 
sixteen  years  of  age,  and  who  has  not  i-esided  in  the  county  in 
which  he  may  Ix*  at  any  time  for  a  period  of  six  months  prior 
thereto,  who 

1.  Not  having  visible  means  to  maintain  himself,  lives  with- 
out ehi])loyment ;  or 

2.  Wanders  abroad  and  begs,  or  goes  about  from  door  to  door, 
or  places  Iiim.self  in  the  streets,  Inghways,  passages  or  public 
places  to  beg  or  receive  alms;  or 

3.  Wanders  abroad  and  lodgc^M  in  taverns,  groceries,  ale-houses, 
watcli  or  station  lionses,  outhouses,  market  places,  sheds,  stables, 
barns  or  uninhnbitod  buildings,  or  in  the  open  air,  and  does  not 
give  a  good  account  of  himself,  i  Added  hy  chapter  664  of  the 
raws  of  1S08.) 

§  888.  Proceedings  before  magistrate. — \V}\en  complaint  is 
made  to  any  ningistrate  by  any  citizen  or  peace  ofl^cer  against 
any  va.i»;rant  nndcM*  subdivision  eight  of  the  last  section,  such 
magistrate*  must  cause  a  i^eace  officer  to  bring  such  child  before 
him  for  examination,  and  shall  also  cause  the  parent,  guardian 
or  master  of  such  child,  if  the  child  has  any,  to  be  summoned 
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to  attend  such  examin.ation.  If  thereon  the  complaint  shall  be 
satisfactorily  established,  the  magistrate  must  require  the  parent, 
guardian  or  master  to  enter  into  an  engagement  in  writing  to 
the  corporate  authorities  of  the  city  or  village,  that  he  will 
restrain  such  child  from  so  wandering  about,  will  keep  him  in 
his  own  premises,  or  in  some  lawful  occupation  and  will  cause 
him  to  be  sent  to  some  school  at  least  four  months  in  each  year 
until  he  becomes  fourteen  years  old.  The  magistrate  may,  in 
his  discretion,  require  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
such  engagement.  If  the  child  has  no  parent,  guardian  or  master, 
or  none  can  be  found,  or  if  the  parent,  guardian  or  master  refuse 
or  neglect,  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  enter  into  such  engage- 
ment, and  to  give  such  set^urity,  if  required,  the  magistrate  shall 
make  the  like  disposition  of  such  child  as  is  authorized  to  be  made 
by  section  two  hundred  and  ninety -one  of  the  Penal  Code,  of  chil- 
dren coming  within  tlie  descriptions  therein  mentioned.  (As 
amended  hy  chapter  220  of  the  Laics  of  1888.) 

§  889.  Examination  as  to  residence. — When  complaint  is  made 
to  any  magistrate  by  any  citizen*  or  peace  officer  against  a  person 
under  sections  one,  five  or  six  of  section  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven,  the  magistrate  must,  upon  the  examination  of  such  person, 
cause  testimony  to  be  taken  as  to  his  residence,  and  if  it  appears 
that  such  person  has  not  resided  in  the  county  for  a  period  of 
six  months  prior  to  his  arrest,  such  magistrate  shall  not  commit 
such  person  as  a  vagrant,  as  provided  by  this  article;  but  if 
he  finds  that  such  person  is  guilty  of  an  offense  charged  in  one 
of  such  subdivisions,  and  such  person  is  not  blind  or  under  six- 
teen years  of  age,  the  magistrate  shall  adjudge  him  to  be  a 
tramp,  and  commit  him  to  a  jjenitentiary,  as  required  by  law.

§  892.  Certificate  to  constitute  record  of  conviction,  and  to  be 
filed;  commitment  of  vagrants. — The  magistrate  must  immedi- 
ately cause  the  certificate  which  constitutes  the  record  of  conri^ 
tion,  together  with  the  testimony  taken  before  him  aa  to  the  peri- 
(lence  of  such  vagrant,  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  fte

ARTICLE  II. 


RELIEF  OF  INDIANS. 
§  30-a.  Relief  of  indigent  Indians  in  case  of  epidemic. — ^When- 
ever an  epidemic  of  u  contagious  or  infectious  disease  shall  pre- 
vail among  the  Indians  of  any  nation,  tribe  or  band  in  this  state, 
the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  any  town  in  which  the  reservation 
of  such  nation,  ti'ibe  or  band,  is  wholly  or  partly  situated,  may  in 
accordance  witli  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  state  com- 
missioner of  health,  cause  needed  medical  attendance,  provisiona 
and  maintenance  to  be  furnished  to  any  indigent  Indian  residing 
in  the  town,  who,  or  a  member  of  whose  family,  is  afilicted  with 
such  diseas(»  while  such  disease  shall  continue;  and  the  coat 
thereof  after  being  audited  as  herein  provided  shall  be  a  state 
charge.  A  verified  statement  of  any  expenses  incurred  under 
this  section  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  to 
the  state  commissioner  of  health.  Such  commis^oner  shall  ex- 
amine into  tlie  matter,  and  if  satisfied  that  such  expenses  were 
proi>erly  and  necessarily  incurred  in  accordance  with  the  mlea 
and  rejrnlations  of  the  state  commissioner  of  health,  shall  audit 
and  allow  1h<»  same,  and  when  so  audited,  the  amoujit  thereof 
shall  he  paid  by  tli(»  state  treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  comp- 
troller to  such  overseer  of  the  poor.  (Added  hy  chapter  303  of  the 
Laws  of  11)05.) 

ARTICLE  XII. 

REGISTRATION  OF  NURSES. 

^  20().  \Vho  may  practice  as  registew^d  nurses. — Any  resident 

of  the  state  of  X(»w  York,  being  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  yeara 

and  of  good  moral  character  holding  a  diploma  from  a  training 
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school  for  nurses  connected  with  a  hospital  op  sanitarium  giving  a 
course  of  at  least  two  years,  and  registered  by  the  regents  of  the 
university  of  the  state  of  New  York  as  maintaining  in  this  and 
other  respects  proper  standards,  all  of  which  shall  be  determined 
by  the  said  regents,  and  who  shall  have  received  from  the  said 
regents  a  certificate  of  hi-s  or  her  qualifications  to  practice  as  a. 
registered  nurse,  shall  be  styled  and  known  as  a  registered  nurse, 
and  no  other  person  shall  assume  such  title,  or  use  the  abbrevia- 
tion R.  N.  or  any  other  words,  letters  or  figures  to  indicate  that 
the  person  using  the  name  is  such  a  registered  nurse.  Before 
beginning  to  practice  nursing  every  sfuch  registered  nurse  shall 
cause  such  certificate  to  be  recorded  in  the  county  clerk's  office 
of  the  county  of  his  or  her  residence  with  an  affidavit  of  his  or 
her  identity  as  the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  so  issued  and  of 
his  or  her  place  of  residence  within  such  county.  In  the  month 
of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  and  in  every  thirty-sixth 
month  thereafter,  every  registered  nurse  shall  again  cause  his  or 
her  certificate  to  be  recorded  in  the  said  county  clerk's  office,  with 
an  aflBdavit  of  his  or  her  identity  as  the  person  to  whom  the  same 
was  issued,  and  of  his  or  her  place  of  residence  at  the  time  of  such 
re-registration.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  considered 
aA  conferring  any  authority  to  i)ra.ctice  medicine  or  to  undertake 
the  treatment  or  cure  of  disease  in  violation  of  article  eight  of 
this  chapter.     {Add^d  hy  chnpter  203  of  the  Lour  of  1003.) 

§  207.  Board  of  examiners;  examination;  fees. — Upon  the  tak- 
ing effect  of  this  act,  the  New  York  State  Nurses'  association 
shall  nominate  for  examiners  ten  of  their  members  who  have  had 
not  less  than  five  years'  experience  in  their  profession,  and  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  said  association  thereafter,  two  other  can- 
didates. The  regents  of  the  university  of  the  state  of  New  York 
shall  appoint  a  board  of  five  examiners  from  such  list.  One  mem- 
ber of  said  board  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years,  and  one  for  five 
years.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  any  examiner 
the  said  regents  shall  likewise  fill  the  vacancy  for  a  term  of  five 
years  and  until  his  or  her  successor  is  chosen.  An  unexpired 
term  of  an  examiner  caused  by  death,  resignation  or  othenvise, 
shall  be  filled  by  the  regents  in  the  same  manner  as  an  original 
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appointment  is  made.  The  said  regents,  with  the  advice  of  the 
board  of  examiners  above  provided  for,  shall  make  rules  for  the 
examination  of  nurses  ai)plyin*?  for  certification  under  this  act 
and  shall  charge  for  examination  and  for  certification  a  fee  of  fi?e 
dollars  to  meet  the  actual  expenses,  and  shall  report  annually 
their  receipts  and  expenditures  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
to  the  state  comptroller,  and  pay  the  balsince  of  receipts  over 
expendituix^s  to  tlie  state  ti-easuror.  The  said  regents  may  revoke 
any  such  certificate  for  suflicient  cause  after  written  notice  to  the 
holder  thereof  and  hearing  thereon.  No  person  shall  thereafter 
practice  as  a  registered  nurse  under  any  saich  revoked  certificate. 
{Added  hy  chapter  293  of  the  Laws  of  1003.) 

§  208.  Waiver  of  examinations. — The  regents  of  the  Universitv 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  may  uj)on  the  recommendation  of  said 
board  of  examiners,  waive  the  examination  of  any  persons  po«- 
si»ssing  the  qualifications  mentioned  in  section  two  hundred  and 
six,  who  shall  have  been  graduated  before,  or  who  are  in  training 
at  the  time  of,  the  passage  of  this  act  and  shall  hereafter  be  grad- 
uated, and  of  such  persons  now  engaged  in  the  practice  of  nursing 
as  have  had  tliree  years'  experience  in  a  general  hospital  prior  to 
the  passage  of  this  act,  who  shall  apply  in  writing  for  such  cer- 
tificate within  thrcH*  years  after  the  i)assage  of  this  act,  and  shall 
also  grant  a  certificate  to  any  nurse  of  good  moral  character,  who 
has  been  engaged  in  the  actual  i)ractice  of  nursing  for  not  le^s 
than  three  years  next  ])rior  to  the  passage  of  this  act  who  shall 
satisfactorily  pass  an  examination  in  practical  nursing  within 
three  years  hereafter.  {Added  hy  chapter  293  of  the  Laics  of

g  2()U.  Viohitious  of  this  article. — Any  violation  of  this  article 
shall  \h}  a  niisdonicanor.  When  any  prosecution  under  this  arti-

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PRESERVATION  OF  THE  HEALTH  OF  CHILDREN  IN 

INSTITUTIONS. 

•  ••••*** 

Section  213.  Examination  and  quarantine  of  children  admitted 
to  institutions  for  orphans,  destitute  or  vagrant  children  or 
juvenile  delinquents. — Every  institution  in  this  state,  incorpo- 
rated for  the  express  purpose  of  receiving  or  caring  for  orphan, 
vagrant  or  destitute  children  or  juvenile  delinquents,  except  hoe- 
pitals,  shall  have  attached  thereto  a  regular  physician  of  its 
selection  duly  licensed  under  the  laws  of  the  state  and  in  good 
professional  standing,  whose  name  and  address  shall  be  kept 
pasted  conspicuously  within  such  institution  near  its  main 
entrance.  The  words  "juvenile  delinquents"  here  used  shall 
include  all  children  whose  commitment  to  an  institution  is 
authorized  by  the  penal  code.  The  officer  of  every  such  institu- 
tion upon  receiving  a  child  therein,  by  commitment  or  othen^'ise, 
shall,  before  admitting  it  to  contact  with  the  other  inmates, 
cause  it  to  be  examined  by  such  physician,  and  a  written  certifi- 
cate to  be  given  by  him,  stating  whether  the  child  has  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever,  measles,  whooping  cough  or  any  other  contagious  or 
infectious  disease,  especially  of  the  eyes  and  skin,  which  might 
be  communicated  to  other  inmates  and  specifying  the  physical 
and  mental  condition  of  the  child,  the  presence  of  any  indication 
of  hereditary  or  other  constitutional  disease,  and  any  deformity 
or  abnormal  condition  found  upon  the  examination  to  exist.  No 
child  shall  be  so  admitted  until  such  certificate  shall  have  been 
furnished,  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  commitment  or  other 
papers  on  record  in  the  case,  by  the  officers  of  the  institution, 
who  shall,  on  receiving  such  child,  i>lace  it  in  strict  quarantine 
thereafter  from  the  other  inmates,  until  discharged  from  such 
quarantine  by  such  physician,  who  shall  thereupon  indorse  upon 
the  certificate  the  length  of  quarantine  and  the  date  of  discharge 
therefrom.     {As  amended  hy  chapter  6G7  of  the  Laws  of  1900.) 

§  214.  Monthly  examination  of  inmates  and  reports. — Such 
[physician  shall  at  least  once  a  month  thoroughly  examine  and 
inspect  tlie  entire  institution,  and  report  in  writing,  in  such  form 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  state  board  of  health,  to  the  board  of 
managers  or  directors  of  the  institution,  and  to  the  local  board 
of  the  district  or  place  where  the  institution  is  situated,  its  con- 
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dltiou,  especially  as  to  its  plumbing,  sinks,  water  close t«,  urmalii, 
privieB,  dortiiitoHes,  the  phjksical  coDditioQ  of  the  chiidren,  the 
exiBtence  of  auj  contagious  or  infectious  diBease,  particularlj  ol 
the  eyes  or  skin,  their  food,  clothing  and  cleanliuess,  and  whether 
the  oihcers  of  Ihe  iuetitution  have  provided  proper  and  safficient 
niirseSj  orderlies,  and  other  attendants  of  proper  capacity  to 
attend  ta  «uch  children,  to  secure  to  them  due  and  proper  caw 
and  attention  as  to  tJieir  personal  cleanliness  and  he^ilth,  witli 
such  reeommendatian^  for  the  improvement  thereof  as  he  iiiaj 
deem  proper,  8uch  boards  of  health  shall  immediatelj  inveati 
gate  anj  eomplamt  against  the  management  of  the  infititution  or 
of  the  eaustence  of  anything  therein  dangerous  to  life  or  Uealdi, 
andj  it  proven  to  be  well  founded,  shall  cause  the  evil  to  be  reme- 
died  without  delaj,  {As  umcndeij  fey  chaptm^  G67  of  the  Uim 
of  1900.) 

§  215,  Beds;  ventilation. — The  beds  in  everj  dormitorj'  in  audi 
institution  shall  be  separated  bj  a  passageway  of  not  less  tliaa 
tw^o  feet  in  width,  and  so  ananjied  that  under  each  the  air  ahall 
freely  circulate  and  there  lihall  be  adequate  ventilation  of  eat'ii 
bed,  and  such  dormitory  shall  b«  furoished  with  such  means  of 
ventilation  as  the  local  board  of  health  shall  prescribe.  In  every 
dormitory  «ix  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  space  shall  be  provided 
and  allowed  for  each  bed  or  occupant,  and  no  more  beds  or  oceu 
pants  shall  be  permitted  than  are  thus  provided  for,  unless  tws 
and  adequate  means  of  ventilation  exist  appro%'ed  by  tiie  lura) 
board  of  health,  and  a  special  permit  in  writing  therefor  be 
granted  by  nnch  board,  s[iecifyiDg  the  number  of  beds  or  cubif 
air  space  which  shall,  under  special  c[rc*u instances,  be  allowed, 
which  permit  shall  be  kept  conspicuously  posted  in  such  donuv 
tory.  The  phvsician  of  the  institution  shall  immediately  notify 
in  writing  the  loctil  board  of  hesilth  and  the  board  of  luam^iierf 
or  directors  of  the  institutioii  of  any  violation  of  any  provision 
of  this  st>ction,  (As  mmmded  hy  chapter  667  of  the  Laws  of 
1900.) 

§  216.  Baby  farming.— No  |>erson  shall  receive  or  hoard  mort^ 
than  two  infantis  under  three  yean^  of  age  in  Hu*  same  place  fli 
the  same  tinu*.  nnlrss  aci'omt»aTiied  by  tlnnr  parents.  ri*lativo«  (*t 
some  |>erHon  mi  tit  led  to  their  cuRtody,  or  unless  within  tivn  dap 
after  the  reception  of  every  such  infant  beyond  the  first  two,  a 
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license  shall  be  duly  issued  by  the  mayor  or  board  of  health  of  the 
city,  or  by  the  board  of  health  of  the  village  or  town  where  such 
mfaut  is  to  be  reteived  ur  boarded,  specify  log  tlie  namt*  and  age 
of  the  child,  and  the  name  and  place  of  residence  of  the  person  so 
undertaking  its  care,  and  aiuhori-zin^  such  person  to  receive  and 
board  the  same.  The  olijcers  of  evtry  incorporated  society  for 
the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  cliildren  nniy  at  all  reasonable  timea 
enter  and  inspect  the  premises  where  siich  infanta  are  so  received, 
boarded  or  kept,  and  they  nUnU  see  that  the  provisions  of  this 
section  are  duly  enforced,  Tliis  wection  shall  not  apply  to  corpo- 
rations incorfjorated  under  the  laws  of  this  state  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  and  caring  for  foundlings  or  abnodoned  or  homelese 
infantfi.

5  217^  Cadavers. — Tlie  persons  liaving  lawful  control  and  nmn- 
agement  of  any  hospital,  prison,  asylum,  morgue,  or  other  recep* 
tacle  for  cor^Dses  not  interred,  and  every  undertaker  or  other 
person  having  in  his  lawful  possession  any  such  corpse  for  keep- 
ing or  burial  may  deliver  and  he  is  required  to  deliver,  under 
the  conditions  specified  in  this  section t  every  such  corj>se  in 
their  or  his  possession,  charge,  custody  or  controU  not  placed 
therein  by  relatives  or  friends  in  the  usuul  manner  for  ki*eping 
or  burial,  to  the  me<Jical  collegea  of  the  state  authorized  by  law 
to  confer  the  dej^ree  of  dcictor  of  mtKiicine  and  to  any  university 
of  the  state  having  a  medical  preparatory  course  of  instruction 
and  the  i^rofessors  and  tearhers  in  every  such  college  or  uni- 
vemity  may  receive  any  such  corpse  and  use  it  for  the  purpose 
of  medical  study,  Ko  i*orjme  shall  he  so  delivered  or  received 
if  desired  for  interment  by  relatives  or  friends  within  forty* 
eight  hours  after  death,  or  if  known  to  have  relatives  or  friends 
without  the  assent  of  such  relatives  or  friends;  or  of  a  person 
who  shall  have  expressed  a  dcKire  in  his  hist  illness  that  his  body 
be  interred*  but  the  same  shall  l»e  buried  in  the  usual  manner. 
If  the  remains  of  any  person  so  delivered  or  i-eceived  shall  be 
subseriuently  claimed  by  any  rebitive  or  friend,  they  shall  be 
given  up  to  such  relative  or  friend  for  interment.  Any  person 
claiming  any  corpse  or  I'emains  for  interment  as  provided  in  this 
iiectionf  may  be  recpiired  by  the  persons,  col  lege*  university  or 
oflRcer  or  agent  thereof.  In  whose  possession,  (*harge  or  custody 
the  same  may  be  to  present  an  affidavit  stating  that  he  is  such 
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relatiTo  or  friend,  and  the  facts  and  circmnstaneee  ti|>on  whiA 
the  claim  that  he  is  such  relative  or  friend  is  based,  the  eipensa^ 
of  which  affidavit  shall  be  paid  by  the  persons  requiring  it    If 
BUch  person  shall  refuse  to  make  such  affidavit,  such  eorpm  of 
i*emains  shall  not  be  delivered  to  him  but  he  shall  forfeit  fm 
claim  and  right  to  the  same.

AN  ACT  to  prevent  Uie  use  of  butterine,  oleomargarine  or  adul- 
terated or    imitation    dairy    products  in    certain    institutions 
within  this  state.

Reetion    1,   Expenditures    for    products,   etc.,    forbidden. — ^o 
money   appropriated  by   law    for   maintenance  and   support   in 
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•whole  or  in  part  of  a  state  inatitution;  nor  mon^  leoened  ^ 
a  charitable,  benevolent,  penal  or  refonnatoiy  inatitntion  tnm 
the  state,  or  from  a  county,  city  or  town  thereol^  or  appropri- 
ated by  BQch  county,  city  or  town  for  the  maintenance  or  saiq^ 
in  whole  or  in  part  of  such  institution;  nor  monegr  bdonguig  to 
or  used  for  the  maintenance  or  support  of  such  inatitiitiqn,  diall 
be  expended  for  tlie  purchase  of,  or  in  payment  for,  batterine^ 
oleomargarine,  lard  cheese,  or  articles  or  products  in  imitatioa 
or  semblance  of  natural  butter  or  cheese  produced  from  pan 
unadulterated  milk  or  cream  from  the  same,  which  articlei  or 
products  have  been  rendered  or  manufactured  in  whole  or  is 
part  from  animal  fats,  or  animal  or  vegetable  oils  not  produced 
from  unadulterated  milk  or  cream  from  the  same. 

§  2.  Purchase,  sale  and  use  of  products,  etc.,  prohibited.— No 
officer,  manager,  superintendent  or  agent  of  an  institatlon  mea- 
tioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  purchase  for  the  uie 
of  such  institution  articles  or  products,  for  the  purchase  of  whidi 
the  money  appropriated  by  law,  or  by  a  county,  city  or  town, 
is  forbidden  to  be  used  by  this  act,  and  no  person  shall  sell  to, 
or  for  the  use  of  such  institution,  such  articles  or  products.  Nor 
shall  such  articles  or  prodnota  be  used  as  articles  of  food  or  for 
cooking  purposes  in  surh  institutions  within  this  state.

Section  60.  Definitions ;  effect  of  article. — Adoption  is  the  legal 
act  whereby  an  adult  takes  a  minor  into  the  relation  of  child 
and  thereby  acquires  the  rights  and  incurs  the  responsibilities 
of  parent  in  respect  to  such  minor.    Hereafter,  in  this  article, 
the  person  adopting  is  designated  the  "  foster  parent."    A  volun- 
tar>-  adoption  is  any  other  than  that  of  an  indigent  child,  or 
one  who  is  a  public  charge  from  an  orphan  asylum  or  chari- 
table institution.     An  adult  unmarried  person,  or  an  adult  hus- 
band or  wife,  or  an  adult  husband  and  his  adult  wife  together, 
may  adopt  a  minor  in  pursuance  of  this  article,  and  a  child  shall 
not  hereafter  be  adopted  except  in  pursuance  thereof.    Proof 
of  the  lawful   adoption   of  a   minor  heretofore  made  may  be 
received  in  evidence,  and  any  such  adoption  shall  not  be  abro- 
gated by  the  enactment  of  this  chapter  and  shall  have  the  effect 
of  an  adoption  hereunder.    Nothing  in  this  article  in  regard  to 
an  adopted  child  inheriting  from  the  foster  parent,  applies  to 
any  will,  devise  or  trust  made  or  created  before  June  twenty- 
fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  or  alters,  changes  or 
interferes  witli  such  will,  devise  or  trust,  and  as  to  any  such 
will,  devise  or  trust,  a  child  adopted  before  that  date  is  not  an 
heir  so  as  to  alter  estates  or  trusts,  or  devises  in  wills  iso  made 
or  created. 

§  61.  Whose  consent  necessary. — Consent  to  adoption  is  neces- 
sary as  follows :

adjudged  to  be  insane,  or  to  l}e  an  habitual  drunkara.  or  judi- 
cially deprived  of  the  custody  of  the  child  on  account^  ( f  cruelty 
or  neglect,  is  unnecessary. 
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4.  Of  a  [/erson  of  full  age  hav^ing  lawful  custodj  of  the  child* 
if  any  sudi  person  can  be  found,  where  the  child  has  no  fzikn 
or  iijother  living,  or  no  father  or  inothor  whose  consent  is  niH^et* 
i^arv  under  tlic  la^t  giibdi virion.  If  suili  child  has  no  father  or 
mother  livings  and  uo  |>er8ou  tan  he  fmind  who  hnn  the  hiwfal 
custody  of  the  child,  tlie  judge  or  Hurni^te  sfjall  recite*  mch 
fiivU  in  the  order  nllowinp:  the  adoption.

where  the  foster  parent  resides,  who  shall  conduct  an  examina- 
tion as  for  an  original  adoption.  If  he  is  satisfied  that  the 
abrogation  of  the  adoption  is  desired  by  all  parties  concerned, 
and  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  minor,  the  foster  parent 
the  minor,  and  the  persons  whose  consent  would  have  been  neces- 
sary to  an  orijifinal  ado])tion  shall  execute  an  agreement,  wherebv 
the  foster  parent  and  the  minor  agree  to  relinquish  the  relation 
of  parent  and  child  and  all  rip:hts  acquired  by  such  adoption, 
and  the  parents  or  jin^ardian  of  the  child  or  the  institution  having 
the  custody  thereof,  a^ree  to  reassnme  such  relation.  The  judge 
or  surrogate  shall  indorse,  upon  such  a/^'eement,  his  consent  to 
the  abrogation  of  the  adoption.  The  aj^reement  and  consent  shall 
be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  the 
county  where  the  foster  parent  resid<»s,  and  a  copy  thereof  filed 
and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  where 
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the  parents  or  guardians  reside,  or  such  institution  is  located, 
if  they  reside,  or  such  institution  is  located,  within  this  state. 
From  the  time  of  the  filing  and  recording  thereof,  the  adoption 
shall  be  abrogated,  and  the  child  shall  reassume  its  original  name 
and  the  parents  or  guardians  of  the  child  shall  reassume  such 
relation.  Such  child,  however,  may  be  adopted  directly  from 
Bnch  foster  parents  by  another  person  in  the  same  manner  as 
from  parents,  and  as  if  such  foster  parents  were  the  parents  of 
such  child. 

§  67.  Application  in  behalf  of  the  child  for  abrogation  of  an 
adoption  from  a  charitable  institution. — A  minor  who  shall  have 
been  adopted  in  pursuance  of  this  chapter  or  of  any  act  repealed 
thereby,  from  an  orphan  asylum  or  charitable  institution,  or  any 
corporation  which  shall  have  been  a  party  to  the  agreement  by 
which  such  child  was  adopted,  or  any  person  on  the  behalf  of 
such  child,  may  make  an  application  to  the  county  judge  or  the 
surrogate's  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  foster  parent  then 
resides,  for  the  abrogation  of  such  adoption,  on  the  ground  of 
cruelty,  misusage,  refusal  of  necessary  provisions  or  clothing, 
or  inability  to  support,  maintain  or  educate  such  child,  or  of 
any  violation  of  duty  on  the  part  of  such  foster  parent  toward 
such  child ;  which  application  shall  be  by  a  petition  setting  forth 
the  grounds  thereof,  and  verified  by  the  person  or  by  some 
oflScer  of  the  corporation  making  the  same.  A  citation  shall 
thereon  be  issued  by  such  judge  or  surrogate  in  or  out  of  such 
court,  requiring  such  foster  parent  to  show  cause  why  the  appli- 
cation should  not  be  granted.  The  provisions  of  the  code  of 
civil  procedure  relating  to  the  issuing,  contents,  time  and  manner 
of  service  of  citations  issued  out  of  a  surrogate's  court,  and  to 
the  hearing  on  the  return  thereof,  and  to  enforcing  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses,  and  to  all  proceedings  thereon,  and  to  appeals 
from  decrees  of  surrogate's  courts,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
chapter,  shall  apply  to  such  citation,  and  to  all  proceedings 
thereon.  Such  judge  or  court  shall  have  power  to  order  or 
compel  the  production  of  the  person  of  such  minor.  If  on  the 
proofs  made  before  him,  on  the  hearing  on  such  citation,  the 
judge  or  surrogate  shall  determine  that  either  of  the  grounds  for 
such  application  exists,  and  that  the  interests  of  such  child  will 
be  promoted  by  granting  the  application,  and  that  such  foster 
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parent  has  justly  forfeited  his  right  to  the  custody  and  aervieei 
of  such  minor,  an  order  shall  be  made  and  entered  abrogatiiig 
the  adoption,  and  thereon  the  status  of  such  child  shall  be  the 
same  as  if  no  proceedings  had  been  had  for  the  adoption  thoeoL 
After  one  such  petition  against  a  foster  parent  has  been  denied, 
a  citation  on  a  subsequent  petition  against  the  same  foster  paroit 
may  be  issued  or  refused  in  the  discretion  of  the  judge  or  surro- 
gate to  whom  such  subsequent  petition  shall  be  made. 

§  68.  Application  of  the  foster  parent  for  the  abrogation  of 
such  an  adoption. — A  foster  parent  who  shall  have  adopted  a 
minor  in  pursuance  of  this  chapter    or    of    any    act    repealed 
thereby,  from  an  orphan  asylum  or  charitable  institution,  may 
apply  to  the  county  judge  or  surrogate's  court  of  the  county  in 
which  such  foster  parent  resides,   for  the  abrogation  of  such 
adoption  on  the  gi'ound  of  the  willful  desertion  of  such  child 
from  such  foster  parent,  or  of  any  misdemeanor  or  ill-behavior 
of  such  child,  which  application  shall  be  by  petition,  stating  the 
grounds  thereof,  and  tlio  substance  of  the  agreement  of  adop- 
tion, and  shall  be  verified  by  tlie  petitioner;  and  thereon  a  cita- 
tion sliall  b(»  issued  by  sudi  judjj^e  or  surrogate  in  or  out  of 
such  court,  dinM-led  to  such  cliild.  and  to  the  corporation  which 
was  a  party  to  sucli  adoption,  or,  if  such  corporation  does  not 
then  exist,  to  tlie  sujxM'intendent  of  the  poor  of  such   county, 
requiring  tlioiii  to  show  cause  why  such  petition  should  not  be 
grant<Ml.     Unless  such   cor])oration  shall  appear  on   the  return 
of  sucli   citation  before  the  hearing    thereon    shall    proceed,  a 
special  jrnardian  shall  be  ap[>ointed  by  such  judge  or  court  to 
protect  the  interests  of  such  child  in  such  proceeding,  and  the 
foster  parent  sliall  ]'ay  to  such  special  guardian  such  sum  as  the 
court  shall   direct  for  the  ]niri)ose  of  paying  the  fees  and  the 
necessary   disl)urs(^nients   in    pre])aring  for  and  contesting  such 
a])plic;ition  on  behnlf  of  the  <*hild.     Tf  such  judge  or  surrogate 
shall  deterniin(\  on  tlu*  ]>roofs  made  before  him,  on  the  hearing 
of  such  citation,  tliat  the  child  lias  violated  his  duty  toward  such 
foster  parent,  and  that  due  n^^nrd  to  the  interests  of  both  require 
that  such   a(lo])tion   be  abroj^atod,  an  order  shall  be  made  and 
entered  accordinjrly :   nnd   such   judjre  or  court  may   make  any 
disposition  of  Ihe  child,  which  any  court  or  officer  shall  then  he 
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aathorized  to  make  of  vagrant,  truant  or  disorderly  children.  If 
such  jndge  or  surrogate  shall  otherwise  determine  an  order  shall 
be  made  and  entered  denying  the  petition.

Section   70.    Definitions;    effect    of   article. — The    instrument 

whereby  a  minor  is  bound  out  to  serve  as  a  clerk  or  servant  in 
any  trade,  profession  or  employment,  or  is  apprenticed  to  learn 
the  art  or  mystery  of  any  trade  or  craft,  is  an  indenture. 

Every  indenture  made  in  pursuance  of  the  laws  repealed  by 
this  chapter  shall  be  valid  hereunder,  but  hereafter  a  minor  shall 
not  be  bound  out  or  apprenticed  except  in  pursuance  of  this 
article. 

To  entitle  a  master  to  recover  from  a  stranger  the  value  of  work  and 
services  performed  for  and  rendered  to  him  by  one  alleged  to  be  an  appren- 
tice, a  valid  contract  of  apprenticeship  must  be  established  by  the  plaintiff. 
Supreme  Court ,  January,  1885,  Barton  v.  Ford,  35  Hun,  32. 

§  71.  Consents  to  indenture. — Ii^very  indenture  must  contain : 

1.  The  names  of  the  parties; 

2.  The  age  of  the  minor  as  nearly  as  canibe  ascertained,  which 
age  on  the  filing  of  the  indenture  shall  be  taken  prima  facie  to 
be  the  true  age; 

3.  A  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  servic*e  or  employment  to 
which  the  minor  is  bound  or  apprenticed; 

4.  The  term  of  service  or  apprenticeship,  stating  the  begin- 
ning and  end  thereof ; 

6.  An  agreement  that  the  minor  will  not  leave  his  master  or 
employer  during  the  term  for  which  he  is  indentured; 
36 
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6.  An  agreement  that  suitable  and  proper  board,  lodging  ui 
medical  attendance  for  the  minor  during  the  continnanoe  ti  fle 
t^m  shall  be  provided,  either  by  the  master  or  empk^yer,  ^rty 
the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  apprentice.  {As  amended  fty  ck^ 
ter  448  of  the  Laws  of  1899.) 

7.  A  statement  of  every  sum  of  money  paid  or  agreed  to  ht 
paid  in  relation  to  the  service; 

8.  If  such  minor  is  bound  as  an  apprentice  to  learn  tlie  ait 
or  mystery  of  any  trade  or  craft,  an  agreement  on  the  part  €( 
the  employer  to  teach,  or  to  cause  to  be  carefully  and  sidllfldlj 
taught,  to  such  apprentice,  every  branch  of  the  bnaineas  to  wUd- 
such  apprentice  is  indentured,  and  that  at  the  expiration  of  sod 
apprenticeship  he  will  give  to  such  apprentice  a  certiflcat^  ii 
writing,  that  such  apprentice  has  served  at  such  trade  or  cnft 
a  full  term  of  apprenticeship  specified  in  such  indenture; 

9.  If  a  minor  is  indentured  by  the  poor  officers  of  a  countj, 
city  or  town,  or  by  the  authorities  of  an  orphan  aaylom,  penil 
or  charitable  institution,  an  agreement  that  the  master  or 
employer  will  cause  such  child  to  be  instructed  in  reading,  writ- 
ing and  the  general  rules  of  arithmetic,  and  that  at  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  service  he  will  give  to  such  minor  a  new  bible. 

Every  such  indenture  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county 
clerk  of  the  county  where  Ihe  master  or  employer  resides. 

§  72.  Indenture  by  minor;  by  whom  signed. — Any  minor  may, 
by  the  execution  of  the  indenture  provided  by  this  article^  bind 
himself  or  herself  : 

1.  As  an  apprentice  to  learn  the  art  or  myster3'  of  any  trade 
or  craft  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five 
years ;  or, 

2.  As  a  servant  or  clerk  in  any  profession,  trade  or  employ* 
ment  for  a  term  of  ser^^ico  not  lonj^er  than  the  minority  of  such 
minor,  unless  such  indenture  be  made  bv  a  minor  coming  ftom 
a  foreign  country,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  his  passage,  when 
such  indenture  may  be  made  for  a  term  of  one  year  although 
such  term  may  extend  beyond  the  time  when  such  person  will  be 
of  full  age. 

An  indenture  made  in  pursuance  of  this  section  must  be  signed, 
1.  By  the  minor;

2.  By  the  father  of  the  minor  unless  he  is  lepjally  incapable 
ot  giving  consent  or  has  abandoned  his  family ; 

3.  By  the  mother  of  the  minor  unless  she  is  legally  incapable 
of  giving  consent ; 

4.  By  the  guardian  of  the  person  of  the  minor,  if  any; 

5.  If  there  be  neither  parents  or  guardians  of  the  minor 
legally  capable  of  giving  consent,  by  the  county  judge  of  the 
rounty  or  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  district,  in  which 
the  minor  resides ;  whose  consent  shall  be  necessary  to  the  bind- 
ing out  or  apprenticing  in  pursuance  of  this  section  of  a  minor 
coming  from  a  foreign,  country  or  of  the  child  of  an  Indian 
woman,  in  addition  to  the  other  consents  herein  provided ; 

6.  By  the  master  or  employer. 

§  73.  Indenture  by  poor  officers;  by  whom  signed. — The  poor 
officers  of  a  municipal  corj)oration  may,  by  an  execution  of  the 
indenture  provided  by  this  article  bind  out  or  apprentice  any 
minor  whose  support  shall  become  chargeable  to  such  municipal 
corporation. 

In  such  case  the  indenture  shall  be  signed, 

1.  By  the  officer  or  officers  binding  out  or  apprenticing  the 
minor; 

2.  By  the  master  or  employer ; 

3.  By  the  county  judge  of  the  county,  if  the  support  of  such 
child  was  chargeable  to  the  county,  by  two  justices  of  the  peace, 
if  chargeable  to  the  town,  or  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or  any 
two  of  them,  if  chargeable  to  the  city. 

The  poor  officers  by  whom  a  child  is  indentured  and  their 
successors  in  office,  shall  be  guardians  of  every  such  child  nnd 
shall  inquire  into  the  treatment  thei^eof,  and  redress  any  j^rirv- 
ance  as  provided  by  law. 

The  provision  of  the  Revised  Statutes  (1  K.  S.  617,  §  15)  declaring  tliar 
a  majority  of  the  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  a  county  **  shall  I;p  at 
all  times  competent  to  transact  business  and  to  execute  any  powers  vcste.i 
in  the  board  of  superintendents  "  authorizes  the  majority  to  act,  in e^j);ctive 
of  and  without  consultation,  with  the  minority. 

The  authority  to  bind  minors  as  ap])renlic('s  jjiven  to  said  suptriiit«Mi(l- 
ents  (2  R.  S.  134,  §  5)  may,  therefore,  be  executed  by  a  majority,  without 
a  meeting  of  or  notice  to  all.  Court  of  Appeals,  I  chtuory,  1874,  Johnson  v. 
Dodd,  66  N.  Y.  76. 

The  government  has  the  right  to  require  the  services  of  its  citizens,  minors 
as  well  aa  adults,  for  the  public  defense.     It  may  dissolve  the  relation  of 
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master  und  apprentice  existing  by  force  of  municipal  regulations,  and  the 
obligation  of  scr\ice  roHuIting  from  indentures  executed  under  or  MLnetioned 
by  local  law. 

The  relation  i^  dissolved  by  the  acceptance  of  the  apprentice  into  tk 
militaiy  service  of  the  government,  although  his  enlistment  was  his  Tola- 
tnry  act,  not  compelled  by  the  government,  and  without  the  consent  of  the 
master:  und  the  wages  due  the  former  for  his  service  in  the  army  a<  wcU 
as  bounty  money  belong  to  him,  to  the  exclusion  of  any  claim  thereto  by 
the  latter.     Id. 

A  mother  who  has  received  temporary  relief  from  the  poor  officers  i*  iwt 
a  person  chargeable  to  the  public,  within  the  meaning  of  the  statntci, 
allowing  a  child  who,  or  whose  parents,  become  chargeable,  to  be  bonad 
out.  Albany  Cily  Recorder,  March,  1873,  People  fj*  rel.  Heilhronner  r.  Boiler, 
14  Abb.  Pr.'  N.  S.  414. 

Abandonment  of  a  child  by  the  father  is  the  surrender  of  his  pareoUl 
right  to  the  child's  custody.  Court  of  Appeals,  April,  1875,  People  e*  rtl 
Wfthle.  r.  Wrisrnhach,  60  N.  Y.  385. 

§  74.  Indenture  by  a  charitable  corporation;  by  whom  signed. 
— Where  an  orplian  asyhiin  or  charitable  institution  is  author 
ized  to  bind  out  or  apprentice  dependent  or  indigent  children 
committed  to  its  charge,  every  such  child  shall,  when  practicable, 
be  bound  out  or  apprenticed  to  jK^rsons  of  the  same  religioui 
faith  as  tli(»  parents  of  such  child,  and  the  indenture  shall  in 
such  case  be  signed, 

1.  In  the  corporate  name  of  such  institution  by  the  officer  or 
oflficei's  thereof  authorized  by  the  directors  to  sign  the  corporate 
name  to  such  instrument,  and  shall  be  sealed  with  the  corporate 
seal ; 

2.  By  the  master  or  employer;  and 

3.  May  be  signed  by  the  child,  if  over  twelve  years  of  age. 

§  75.  Penalty  for  failure  of  master  or  employer  to  perform 
provisions  of  iudentun*. — Tf  a  master  or  employer  to  whom  a 
minor  has  been  indentured  shall  fail,  during  the  term  of  service, 
to  ])erform  any  provision  of  such  indenture,  on  his  part,  such 
minor  or  any  person  in  his  behalf,  may  bring  an  action  against 
the  master  or  em])loyer  to  recover  damages  for  such  failure; 
and  if  satisfied  tlint  there  is  sufficient  cause,  the  court  shall 
direct  such  indenture  to  be  canceled,  and  may  render  judgment 
against  such  master  or  employer  for  not  to  exceed  one  thousand 
nor  less  than  one  hundi*ed  dollars,  to  be  collected  and  paid  over 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  such  minor  to  the  corporation  or 
officers  indenturing  such  minor,  if  so  indentured,  and  otherwise, 
to  the  parents  or  guardian  of  the  child. 
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§  76,  Assignmeot  of  indenture  on  death  of  master  or  employer, 
— On  the  death  of  a  master  or  enijiloyer  U>  whom  a  person  is 
indeotiired  by  the  poor  oflacers  of  a  municipal  corporation,  the 
personel  repref^entntivefi  of  the  master  or  employer  may,  with 
the  written  and  acknowledged  consent  of  fuich  |}ergon,  assiioi 
such  indeotiire  and  the  assignee  shall  IwHome  vested  with  all 
the  rights  and  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  of  his  assignor;  or 
if  such  consent  he  refused,  the  assignment  mar  be  made  with 
like  effect  by  the  county  judge  of  the  county,  on  proof  that  four- 
teen days'  notice  of  the  apidicatiim  tlierefor  has  been  given  to 
the  |jerson  indentured*  to  the  officers  by  whom  indeotui-edj  and  to 
hie  parent  or  j^uardian.  if  in  thr  etmntry. 

I  77,  Contracts  with  apprentices  in  n'straint  of  trade  void. — 
No  iierson  shall  accept  from  any  apprentice  any  agreement  or 
cause  him  to  be  bound  by  oath,  that  after  his  tenu  of  service 
expires,  he  will  not  exercise  his  trade,  f>rofej<sion  or  employnient 
in  any  jmrticular  place;  nor  shall  any  jiernon  exact  from  any 
apprentice,  after  his  term  of  service  expirei*,  any  money  or  other 
rhing.  for  exercisinj^  his  trade,  profession  or  employment  fn  any 
place.  Any  security  given  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  bi' 
void;  and  any  money  paid,  or  valuable  thing  delivered,  for  the 
consideration.  In  whole  or  in  part,  of  any  stieh  agreement  or 
exaction,  may  he  recovered  back  by  the  person  fiaying  the  same 
with  interest;  and  every  person  accepting  such  apToment,  caus- 
ing such  obligation  to  be  entered  into,  or  exacting  money  or 
otlier  thing,  is  also  liable  to  the  apprentice  In  the  penalty  of 
one  hundired  dollam.  which  may  be  recovered  in  a  civil  suit. 


PLACING  OUT  CHILDREN, 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  evils  and  abuses  in   connection  with   the 
placing  out  of  children. 

Chapter  264,  Laws  of  tSgS, 

Section  1,  When  used  in  this  act  the  tenu  destitute  child  tueans 
an  or|*han,  abandoned  or  destitute  minor,  under  the  age  of  six- 
teen years,  who  is  an  inmate  of  a  public  or  private  charitable 
institutton  or  is  maintained  by  or  dependent  upon  poblic  or 
organized  charity.    The  term  place-out,  when  used  in  this  act. 
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means  the  placing  of  a  destitute  child  in  a  family,  other  than 
that  of  a  relative  within  the  second  degree,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  a  home  for  such  child.  The  term  board,  when  used 
in  this  act,  means  the  state  board  of  charities. 

§  2.  It  is  hereby  made  unlawful  for  any  person  or  corporation, 
other  than  a  charitable  or  benevolent  institution,  society  or  asso- 
ciation, or  society  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children,  now 
or  hereafter  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  a 
local  officer  charged  with  the  relief  of  the  poor  and  placiog  ont 
in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law,  to  ]>lace  out  any  destitute 
child,  directly  or  indirectly,  unless  such  person  or  cori>oration 
shall  be  duly  licensed,  as  hereinafter  provided,  by  the  state  board 
of  charities,  to  place  out  destitute  children.  Nor  shall  any  local 
officer  charged  witli  tlie  relief  of  the  poor,  directly  or  indirectly, 
place  out  any  child  or  childron  in  a  family  not  residing  within 
this  state. 

In  Supreme  Court,  Surcinhrr^  11»01,  People  tjc  rri.  Charles  W.  SpauMing  r. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  nf  tStirotoya  (^ouuius  *il5  App.  Div.  117,  the  court 
said:  "That  such  resolutidii  enipowfivtl  ll»e  superintendent  of  the  poor 
to  employ  Muybee  to  assist  'hiiu  in  linding  liumL-s  for  indigent  children, 
which  was  one  of  his  olVicial  duties. 

"That  the  duty  of  ])lncip«r  cliihlren  in  the  honied  found  by  Mayhee  devoh-ed 
upon  the  superintendent  of  tli.'  poor  and  not  upon  Maybee,  and,  therefore, 
that  the  fact  that  !Nrnyl)ee  \v:is  not  licensed  by  the  St  »to  Board  of  Chari- 
ties to  *  place  out  '  chiMri'.u  ;; '  icn-jiud  l»y  -ection  2  of  chapter  204  of  the 
Laws  of  181>8.  di«l  n<i1    relet-  t';«'  (M.-n! r-u-t   of  employment   invalid.** 

Decision  afliimcd.  17n  N.  ^'.  {».»,  but  order  based  upon  decision,  modified. 

§  3.  The  state  board  of  clinrities  is  hereby  .authorized  to  issue 
licenses  to  such  persons  or  corporations  as  apply  therefor,  and. 
in  the  jud<;inciit  of  said  hoard,  are  j>rop(  r  to  i)lace-out  children, 
enipowerin<r  such  liccnsiuvs  to  jdacc  out  destitute  children.  .\ny 
such  license  may  be  revoked  by  said  board,  in  its  disrretiiHi.  on 
reasonable  nolice  to  such  licensee  and  aftiM-  affording  such 
licensee  an  0]>]U)rtnni(y  to  bo  bcai-d  b'.'forc  said  board.  Tbe 
reason  for  nor  <;rautin;4  any  such  license  within  six  mouths  after 
apj>lica<ion  has  been  nia<le  tluM-efor,  or  for  revoking  a  license, 
shall  be  entered  in  full  in  the  niinntes  of  said  board. 

§  4.  Any  ])erson  or  corporation  who  sliall  jdace  out  a  destitute 
chihl  shall  keep  and  preserve  a  record  of  the  full  name  and 
actual  or  apparent  a;:e  of  such  cliild,  th(*  names  and  residence 
of  its  parents,  so  far  as  known,  and  the  name  and  residence  of 
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the  persoii  or  persons  with  whom  sucb  child  is  placed.  If  sncli 
person  or  t'orporation  shall  subsequentlj  remove  such  child  from 
the  custody  of  the  person  or  persona  with  whom  it  was  placed, 
the  fact  of  such  removal  and  the  disposition  made  of  such  child 
shall  be  entered  upon  such  record.

§  9<  Any  person  or  corporation  who  shall  willfully  violate  any

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of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  npon  eoa- 
viction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  Aft;

§  12.  Of  sections  declaring  crimes  punishable. — ^The  several 
sections  of  this  code  which  declare  certain  crimes  to  be  pun- 
ishable as  therein  iiientiimed  devolve  a  duty  upon  the  court 
authorized  to  pass  sentence  to  determine  and  impose  the  pon- 
ishinent  prescribed,  but  such  court  may  in  its  discretion  suspend 
sentence,  during  the  good  beliavior  of  the  person  convicted,  where 
the  maximum  term  of  imprisonment  pi'escribed  by  law  does  not 
exceed  ten  years  and  such  j)ei'son  has  never  been  convicted  of  a 
felony.  Courts  of  special  sessions  are  empowered  to  suspend 
sentence  and  at  any  tiiue  within  the  longest  period  for  which  a 
defendant  might  have  been  sentenced,  may  issue  process  for  the 
re-arr(»st  of  the  defendant,  and  when  arraigned  the  court  as  it 
is  then  constituted  may  ])roceed  to  enter  judgment  and  impose 
sentence.

A  child  of  the  age  of  seven  years,  and  under  the  age  of  twelve 
ye-ars,  is  presumed  to  be  incapable  of  trime,  but  the  presumption 
may  be  removed  by  proof  that  he  bad  sufficient  eapacity  to  under- 
stand the  act  or  neglect  charged  against  him  and  to  know  its 
wrongfulneH^H.  Whenever  in  any  legal  proceedings  it  becomes 
necesi*ary  to  determine  the  age  of  a  chikl,  the  child  may  be  pro- 
duced for  personal  inspection,  to  enable  tlie  magisti'ate,  court  or 
jury,  to  determine  the  age  thereby;  and  the  court  or  magistrate 
may  direct  an  examination  by  one  or  more  physicians,  whose 
opintoti  shall  also  lie  competent  evidence  upon  the  question  of 
age.

An  insane  man  frequently  deliberates,  and  after  the  most  mature  delibert- 
tion  commits  acts  which,  but  for  his  insanity,  would  be  crimes.  Court  of 
Appeals,  April,  1S91,  People  r.  ^yood,  Vli)  N.  Y.  267;  30  St.  Rep.

An  insane  person  eannot  be  lawfully  puni-.hed  for  an  act  which  was  com- 
mitted by  him  wliile  in  a  state  of  insanity,  or  when  he  has  become  insane 
during  or  after  a  triil  or  i-onvietiiui.

A  lunatio  is  not  criminally  liable  for  liis  unlawful  acts.  Supreme  Court, 
Ortobrr,  ISOJ,  d'Ai'.tremont  r.

20  X.  V.  Supp.  01.').  But  he  is  le^I)on^illle  civilly  for  any  tort  committed 
by  liini  wbce  a   wrongful  intent  is  not    an   e-sential  thing  to  be  proved.

In  a  defense  that  the  hoTuici'le  was  the  unconscious  and  uncontrollable

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The  doctrine  that  a  criminal  act  may  be  excused  upon  the  motion  of  an 
irresistible  impulse  to  commit  it,  where  the  offender  has  the  ability  to  dis- 
cover his  legal  and  moral  duty  in  respect  to  it,  has  no  place  in  the  law.

Wlien  it  is  said  that  a  prisoner  must,  at  the  time  of  the  alleged  criminal 
act,  have  sufficient  capacity  to  distinguish  between  right  and  wrong  with 
respect  to  such  act,  it  is  implied  that  he  must  have  sufficient  capacity  to 
know  whether  such  act  is  violation  of  the  law  of  God,  or  of  the  land,  or  of 
both.

The  test  of  responsibility  is  the  capacity  to  distinguish  between  right  and 
wrong  at  the  time  the  act  was  done,  and  in  respect  thereto.  Supreme  Court, 
December,  1883,  People  v.  Casey^  2  N.  Y.  Cr.

The 
law  does  not  find  irresponsibility  where  the  claim  is  that  such  capacity 
exists,  without  the  power  to  choose  between  them.  Id.;  Court  of  Appeals, 
October,  1881,  Flanigan  v.  People,  52  N.  Y.  467. 

The  test  of  responsibility  for  criminal  acts,  where  insanity  is  asserted,  is 
the  capacity  of  the  accused  to  distinguish  between  right  and  wrong  at  the 
time  and  with  respect  to  the  act  which  is  the  subject  of  inquiry.  New  York 
County  Court,  Oyer  and  Terminer,  December,  1881,  People  v,  Coleman,  1

The  true  test  of  criminal  responsibility,  where  the  defense  of  insanity  is 
interposed,  is,  whether  the  accused  had  sufficient  reason  to  know  the  nature 
and  quality  of  his  act,  and  whether  he  has  sufficient  reason  to  know  right 
from  wrong.  Supreme  Court,  October,  1881,  Walker  v.  People,  1  N.  Y.

In  order  to  sustain  the  defense  of  insanity,  the  evidence  should  be  clear 
and  substantial.

§  21.  Trreeponsibi li ty,  etc.,  of  idiots,  lunatics,  etc. — A  person 
is  not  excused  frora  criminal  liability  as  an  idiot,  imbecile,  luna- 
tic, or  insane  person,  except  upon  proof  that,  at  the  time  of  com- 
mitting the  alleged  criminal  act,  he  was  laboring  under  such  a 
defect  of  reason,  as  either. 
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1.  Not  to  know  the  nature  and  quality  of  the  act  he  was  doing; 
or 

2.  Not  to  know  that  the  act  was  wrong.

The  rule  now  established  excludes  consideration  of  the  question  u  to 
whether  the  accused  possessed  suflicient  mental  power  to  forbear  the  t/m- 
mission  of  an  act  which  he  clearly  perceived  to  be  criminal.  Court  of  Af- 
pah,  June  6,  1893,  People  v.  Taylor,  52  St.  Rep.  920;  138  N.  Y.  407. 

An  insane  delusion  with  reference  to  the  conduct  and  attitude  of  anotlMr 
cannot  excuse  the  criminal  act  of  taking  his  life,  unless  it  is  of  sodi  t 
character,  that  if  it  had  been  true,  it  would  have  rendered  the  homicide 
excusable  or  justifiable.  Court  of  Appeals,  June  6,  1893,  People  v.  7aylor, 
52  St.  Kep.  919;   138  N.  Y.  406. 

Partial  insanity,  or  incipient  insanity,  is  not  sufficient,  if  there  is  still 
the  ability  to  perform  a  correct  perception  of  the  legal  quality  of  the  act 
and  to  know  that  it  is  wrong.  Court  of  Appeals,  June  6,  1893,  People  v. 
Taylor,  rrl  St.  Rep.  919;  138  N.  Y.  407.  If,  when  a  specific  act  is  contem- 
plated, he  has  the  power  to  know  whether  it  is  wrong  to  do  it  and  rigbt 
to  refrain  from  doing  it,  the  law  presumes  that  the  person  has  also  the 
power  to  choose  between  the  right  and  wrong  course  of  action,  and  will  not 
permit  cither  courts  or  juries  to  speculate  as  to  its  possible  non-existence.

A  desire  for  self -destruction  and  the  adoption  of  means  to  secure  it  do 
not  of  themselves  indicate  a  mental  impairment  which  has  advanced  to  the 
atajre  of  irresponsibility,  otherwise  the  law  would  not  make  the  attempt 
to  kill  one's  self  a  crime.  Court  of  Appeals,  June  6,  1893,  People  v.  Taylor, 
52  St.   Hep.

But  whenever 
the  actual  existence  of  any  jjarticiilar  purpose,  motive  or  intent 
is  a  necos.vary  dement  to  constitute  a  particular  si)ecie8  or  degree 
of  crime,  the  jury  may  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the 
accused  was  intoxicated  at  the  time,  in  determining  the  purpose, 
motive  or  intent  with  which  he  committed  the  act. 

The  law  cxpie-sly  declares  (li:it  voluntary  intoxication,  though  furnishing 
no  excise  for  ii  rriniinal  net,  niay  be  considercil  by  the  jury  upon  the  ques- 
tions of  intent  and  of  llie  de^iee  of  fiiine.  Sit}trnic  Court,  June,  1884,  PeopU 
t\  Conrou,  2  N.  V.  Cr.  248;  X)  Hnn.  121.  It  may  also  be  considered  upon 
the  question  of  deliberation.     Id. 
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The  jury  have  a  right  to  consider  the  intoxicated  condition  of  the  accused. 
Supreme  Court,  September,  1883,  People  v.  Cassiano,  30  Hun,  388;  1  N.  Y. 
Cr.  605. 

Intoxication  does  not  absolutely  tend  to  show  an  absence  of  premeditation 
and  deliberation.  Court  of  Appeals,  February,  1886,  People  v.  MilU,  98 
N.  Y.  181;  3  N.  Y.  Cr.  187;  21  W.  Dig.  137.  This  is  a  question  for  tha 
jury  to  determine.  Id, 

The  only  materiality  of  the  evidence  of  the  defendant's  intoxication  is  its 
bearing  upon  the  questions  of  deliberation,  premeditation  and  intent.  Court 
of  Appeals,  January  13,  1891,  People  v.  Fish,  126  N.  Y.  146;  8  N.  Y.  Cr.  136; 
34  St.  Rep.  843.  If  he  was  sober  enough  to  form  an  intent  and  to  deliberate 
and  premeditate  a  crime,  then  his  responsibility  is  the  same  as  if  he  had 
been  perfectly  sober.  Id.  His  condition  in  this  respect  must  be  taken  into 
account  in  weighing  the  evidence  as  to  meditation  and  deliberation.  Id.;

— A 
parent,  or  other  person  having  the  care  or  custody,  for  nurture 
OP  education,  of  a  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  who 
deserts  the  child  in  any  place,  with  intent  wholly  to  abandon 
it,  is  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison  for  not  more

2.  Not  being  a  superintendent  of  the  poor,  or  a  superintend- 
ent of  almshouses,  or  an  institution  duly  incorporated  for  the 
purpose,  without  having  first  obtained  a  license  in  writing  so 
to  do  from  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town  wherein  suck 
females  or  children  are  received,  boarded  or  kept,  erects,  con- 
ducts, establishes  or  maintains  any  maternity  hospital,  lying-in 
asylum  where  females  may  be  received,  cared  for  or  treated 
during  pregnancy,  or  during  or- after  delivery;  or  reoeives,  boards 
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or  keeps  anv  ntirsing  ebildreu,  or  any  children  under  the  age 
of  twelve  jeai*e  not  his  relatives,  apprentkeSj  pupils  or  wards 
without  legal  comraitment;  or, 

3.  Being  a  midwife,  nurse  or  other  person  having  the  care  of 
an  infant  within  the  age  of  two  weeks,  neglects  or  omits  to 
report  ioi mediately  to  the  health  officer  or  to  a  legally  qualified 
practitioner  of  medicine  of  the  citr,  town  or  place  where  such 
child  IS  \yelng  cared  for,  the  fact  that  one  or  both  eyes  of  such 
infant  are  intlamed  or  reddened  whenever  such  shall  be  the  case, 
or  who  applies  any  remedy  therefor  without  the  advice,  or 
except  hj  the  direction  of  such  officer  or  physician;  or, 

4.  Neglects,  refuses  or  omits  to  comply  with  any  pfoviHions 
of  this  section,  or  who  violates  the  proviHions  of  Kuch  license,  is 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor*  Every  such  license  must  specify  the 
name  and  residence  of  the  person  so  undertaking  the  care  of  such 
females  or  children,  and  the  place  and  the  number  of  females 
0r  children  thereby  allowed  to  be  received,  boarded  and  kept 
therein,  and  shall  be  revocable  at  will  by  the  authority  granting 
it*  Eveiy  person  so  lirensed  must  keep  a  register  wherein  he 
shall  enter  the  names  and  ages  of  all  such  children  and  of  all 
children  bom  on  said  premises,  and  the  names  and  residences 
of  their  parents,  as  far  as  known,  the  time  of  the  reception  and 
discharge  of  such  children  and  the  reasons  therefor,  and  also  a 
correct  register  of  the  name  and  age  of  every  child  under  the 
age  of  five  years  who  is  given  ont,  adopted^  taken  away  or  inden- 
tured from  surh  place  to  or  by  any  one^  together  with  tiie  name 
and  residence  of  the  person  so  adopting,  taking  or  indenturing 
sBch  child;  and  shall  cause  a  coiTect  copy  of  such  register  to 
he  sent  to  tlie  authority  issuing  such  license  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  such  child  is  so  given  out,  adopted,  til  ken  away  or 
indentured*  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  oltitM^rs  of  any  incorpo- 
rated  society  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children  and  of 
such  board  of  health  at  all  reasonable  times  to  enter  and  inspect 
the  premises  wherein  such  females  and  children  are  so  boarded, 
received  or  kept,  and  also  such  license  register  and  the  children,

uf  1888,  and  325  of  1892.) 

5.  Ko  institution  shall  he  incorporated  for  any  of  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  this  section  except  with  the  written  consent  and

rate  in  writing  of  the  atate  board  of  chanties  approving  of  tbt 
organization  and  incorjKiration  of  such  in8tltuti0ii.  Tlit*  eaid

1.  As  a  rope  or  wire  walker,  gymnast,  wFestler,  contortioniBt, 
rider  or  acrobat;  or  upon  any  bicycle  or  similar  mechanictl 
vehicle  or  contrivance;  or, 

2.  In  begging  or  receiving  or  soliciting  alms  in  any  maimer 
or  under  any  pretense,  or  in  any  mendicant  occupation;  or  in 
gathering  or  picking  rags,  or  collecting  cigar  stumps,  bones  or 
refuse  from  markets;  or  in  peddling;  or, 

3.  In  singing;  or  dancing;  or  playing  upon  a  musical  instru- 
ment; or  in  a  theatrical  exhibition;  or  in  any  wandering  occu- 
pation; or, 

4.  In  any  illegal,  indecent  or  immoral  exhibition  or  practice; 
or  in  the  exhibition  of  any  such  child  when  insane,  idiotic,  or 
when  presenting  the  appearance  of  any  deformity  or  unnatural 
physical  formation  or  development;  or 

5.  In  any  practice  or  exhibition  or  place  dangerous  or  injuri- 
ous to  the  life,  limb,  health  or  morals  of  the  child,  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor.  But  this  section  does  not  apply  to  the 
employment  of  any  child  as  a  singer  or  musician  in  a  church, 
school  or  academy;  or  in  teaching  or  learning  the  science  or 
practice  of  music;  or  as  a  musician  in  any  concert  or  in  a 
theatrical  exhibition,  with  the  written  consent  of  the  mayor  of 
the  city,  or  the  pn^sident  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  village 
where  such  concert  or  exhibition  takes  place.  Such  consent 
shall  not  be  given  unless  forty-eight  hours  previous  notice  of 
the  application  shall  have  been  served  in  writing  upon  the 
society  mentioned  in  section  two  hundred  and  ninety-three  of 
the  renal  Code,  if  there  be  one  within  the  county,  and  a  hearing 
had  tlicn^on  if  requested,  and  shall  be  revocable  at  the  will  of 
the  authority  giving  it.  It  shall  specify  the  name  of  the  child, 
its  age,  the  names  and  residence  of  its  parents  or  guardians, 
the  nature,  time,  duration  and  number  of  performances  per 
mitted,  together  with  the  place  and  character  of  the  exhibition. 
But  no  such  consent  shall  be  deemed  to  authorize  any  violation 
of  the  first,  second,  fourth  or  fifth  subdivisions  of  this  section.

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This  section  is  not  unconstitutional  as  infringing  on  the  rights  of  parents 
or  those  of  the  child.

§  292a.  Penalty  for  sending  messenger  boys  to  certain  places. 
— A  corporation  or  person  employing  messenger  boys  who: 

1.  Knowingly  places  or  permits  to  remain  in  a  disorderly  house, 
or  in  an  unlicensed  saloon,  inn,  tavern  or  other  unlicensed  place 
where  malt  or  spirituous  liquors  or  wines  are  sold,  any  instru- 
ment or  device  by  which  communication  may  be  had  between  such 
disorderly  house,  saloon,  inn,  tavern  or  unlicensed  place,  and 
any  office  or  place  of  business  of  such  corporation  or  person ;  or 

2.  Knowingly  sends  or  permits  any  person  to  send  any  mes- 
senger boy  to  any  disorderly  house,  unlicensed  saloon,  inn, 
tavern,  or  other  unlicensed  place,  where  malt  or  spirituous 
liquors  or  wines  are  sold  on  any  errand  or  business  whatsoever 
except  to  deliver  telegrams  at  the  door  of  such  house,  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  incurs  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  to  be 
recovered  by  the  district  attorney.  (Added  by  chapter  692  of  the 
Laws  of  1893.) 

§  292b.  Taking  apprentice  without  consent  of  guardian. — A 
person  who  takes  an  apprentice  without  having  first  obtained 
the  consent  of  his  legal  guardian  or  unless  a  written  agreement 
has  been  entered  into  as  prescribed  by  law,  is  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor.    (Added  by  chapter  692  of  the  Laws  of  1893.) 

§  293.  Arrests,  by  whom  made. — A  constable  or  police  officer 
must,  and  any  agent  or  officer  of  any  incorporated  society  for 
the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children  may,  arrest  and  bring  before 
a  court  or  magistrate  having  jurisdiction,  any  person  offending 
against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  any  minor 
coming  within  any  of  the  descriptions  of  children  mentioned  in 
section  two  hundred  and  ninety -one,  or  in  section  two  hundred 
and  ninety-two.  Such  constable,  police  officer  or  agent  may 
interfere  to  prevent  the  perpetration  in  his  presence  of  any  act 
forbidden  by  this  chapter.  A  person  who  obstructs  or  inter- 
feres with  any  officer  or  agent  of  such  society  in  the  exercise  of 
his  authority  under  this  chapter,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 
All  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  imposed  or  collected  for  a 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  code  or  of  any  act  relating  to 
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or  affecting  children,  now  in  force  or  hereafter  paflsed,  mutt  be 
paid  on  demand  to  the  incorporated  society  for  the  preTentioi 
of  cruelty  to  children  in  every  case  where  the  prosecntion  ahall 
be  instituted  or  conducted  by  such  a  society;  and  any  such  pty- 
ment  heretofore  made  to  any  such  society  may  be  retained  by  it 
(A9  amended  hy  chapter  145  of  the  Laws  of  1888.) 


♦  SENTENCE  OF  MINOR. 
Section  713  of  the  Penal  Code. 
Sentence  of  minor. — When  a  person  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
is  convicted  of  a  crime,  he  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court 
instead  of  beinp:  sentenced  to  fine  or  imprisonment,  be  placed 
in  char^  of  any  suitable  person  or  institution  willing  to  receive 
him,  and  be  thereafter,  until  majority  or  for  a  shorter  term.,  sub- 
jected to  such  discipline  and  control  of  the  person  or  institu- 
tion receiving  him  as  a  parent  or  guardian  may  lawfully  exercise 
over  a  minor.  A  (»liild  under  sixteen  years  of  age  committed 
for  misdrmennor,  under  any  provision  of  this  Code,  must  be 
conmiittod  to  some  i-eforinatorv,  charitable  or  other  institution 
authorized  by  law  to  receive  and  take  charge  of  minors.  And 
when  any  such  child  is  committed  to  an  institution,  it  shall  when 
[iractirable,  be  committed  to  an  institution  governed  by  persons 
of  the  same  ivlij^ious  faith  as  the  [)arents  of  such  child.  (As 
amended  hy  chapter  40  of  the  Laics  of  1884.)

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  trustees  or  managers 
of  any  house  of  refu<re,  rofoniiatory  or  other  correctional  insti-

CHILDRENS  COURT.  NEW  YORK  CITY. 
AK  ACT  to  amend  the  Greater  New  York  charter,  chapter  three 
hundred  and  seventy-eight  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  entitled  *Wn  act  to  unite  into  one  munici- 
pality under  the  corporate  name  of  the  city  of  New  York,  the 
various  communities  lying  in  and  about  New  York  harbor, 
including  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn and  the  county  of  Kings,  the  county  of  Kichniond  and  part 
of  the  county  of  Queens,  and  to  provide  for  the  government 
thereof/' 

Chapter  466,  Laws  of  zgoi. 

Section  1418_  The  justices  of  the  special  sessions  of  the  first 
division  shall  assign  a  separate  part  for  the  hearing  and  diBpOBi- 
tion  of  cases  heretofore  within  the  jurisdiction  of  city  magistratefl 
involving  the  trial  or  commitment  of  children,  which  part  shall 
be  called  the  children's  court;  and  in  all  such  cases  the  justice 
or  justices  holding  said  court  shall  have  all  the  powers,  duties 
and  jurisdiction  now  possessed  by  the  city  magistrates  within 
said  first  division,  and  such  oilier  and  further  powers,  duties 
and  jurisdiction  as  are  contained  in  the  following  sections: 

The  justices  of  the  s[>ecial  sessions  of  the  second  division  sliall 
as  soon  as  a  special  court  building  can  be  put  in  readiness  assign 
a  separate  part  for  the  hearing  and  disposition  of  cases  hereto- 
fore within  the  jurisdiction  of  city  magistrates^  involving  the 
trial  or  commitment  of  children,  which  part  shall  be  called  the 
children- s  court,  second  division,  borough  of  Brooklyn ;  and  in 
all  such  cases  the  justice  or  justices  holding  said  court  shall  have 
all  the  powers,  duties  and  jurisdiction  now  possessed  by  the  city 
naagietrates  within  said  second  division,  except  in  the  boroughs 
of  Queens  and  Kichmond,  and  such  other  and  further  powers, 
duties  and  jurisdiction  as  are  contained  in  the  following  sections: 

Each  of  said  children's  courts  shall  be  held  by  one  or  more  of 
the  justices  of  special  sessions  in  their  respective  divisions,  as 
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the  circumstances  require  in  such  mnnner  as  the  said  josticei 
shall  by  rule  provide. 

Whenever,  under  any  provision  of  law,  after  said  separate 
parts  shall  be  assigned,  a  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age, 
unless  jointly  charged  with  one  or  more  persons  above  that  age, 
is  taken  into  custody  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  oflBcer  having 
the  child  in  charge,  and  at  the  earliest  time  when  a  justice  will 
be  present,  to  take  such  child  before  the  children's  court,  and 
shall  not  take  said  child,  knowingly,  to  any  city  magistrate's 
court,  or  before  any  city  magistrate,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  bail.  If  through  inadvertence  any  such  child  shall  be 
arraigned  before  a  city  magistrate,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
magi8trat(^  as  soon  as  the  age  of  such  child  is  discovered,  to 
transfer  the  case  to  the  children's  court,  in  the  division  in  which 
such  case  belongs,  and  if  any  papers  have  been  prepared,  to  in- 
dorse the  transfer  thereon  and  to  send  the  same  with  the  officer 
to  said  court;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  officer  to 
take  such  child  with  saitl  i>ai)ers  to  the  children's  court  with  all 
convenient  s])ecd,  to  be  Iieard  and  disposed  of,  pursuant  to  law 
by  the  justice  then*  presiding.  The  justices  of  the  court  of  special 
sessions  for  the  tiist  division  shall  appoint  a  clerk  and  a  deputy 
clerk  for  the  children's  court,  tirst  division,  and  such  and  so  many 
oflicers  and  attendants,  including  a  stenographer,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, whose  salaries,  exce]>t  the  clerk,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board 
of  aldermen,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment.  The  salary  of  the  clerk  of  the  children's 
court,  first  division,  shall  be  three  thousand  dollars  per  year,  pay- 
able in  monthly  installments,  and  the  clerk,  appointed  by  the 
board  of  city  magistrates  in  ollice  at  the  time  this  act  shall  go 
into  etTect,  shall  continue  in  oflice  as  clerk  until  removed  there- 
from by  expiration  of  term,  or  by  due  process  of  law. 

The  justices  of  the  court  of  special  sessions  for  the  second  divis- 
ion shall  appoint  a  clerk  and  a  deputy  clerk  for  the  children's 
court,  second  division,  borough  of  iirooklyn,  and  such  and  so 
many  oIIIcmm-s  and  attendants,  including  a  stenographer,  as  may 
be  ne<essary.  whos<»  salaries,  except  the  clerk,  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  board  of  aldermen  on  the  nnommendation  of  the  board  of 
estimate  and  ai)portionmeiit.  T1m»  .salary  of  the  clerk  shall  be 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  i)er  year,  payable  in  monthly 
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inBtallments,  and  he  shall  continue  in  office  as  clerk  until  removed 
therefrom  by  erpiration  of  term  or  bj  due  process  of  law.  The 
term  of  office  of  the  clerk  of  tlie  children^e  court,  second  divi- 
tBion,  Bhall  he  for  five  years.  The  justice  shall  have  authority  to 
appoint  or  designate  not  more  than  three  discreet  pergonB  of 
good  character  to  serve  as  probation  officers  during  the  pleRsnre 
of  the  court.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  Raid  probation  officers  to 
make  such  investigations  as  may  be  required  by  the  court,  to  be 
present  in  court  in  order  to  present  the  iuteresta  of  the  child; 
when  the  case  is  heard,  to  furnish  to  the  court  such  information 
and  nssistance  as  he  may  require,  and  to  take  charge  of  any  child 
before  and  after  trial  as  may  be  directed  by  the  court. 

The  said  conrts  shall  be  held  in  some  building  separate  and 
apart  from  one  used  fur  the  trial  of  fiersons  above  the  age  of 
sixteen  charged  with  any  criminal  offense. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  any  provisions  of  law 
with  respect  to  the  temporary  commitment  by  magistrates  of 
children  as  witnesses  for  the  trial  of  any  criminal  case.  For 
Mitistical  purposes  the  clerk  of  each  of  said  children's  courts, 
Htmtjally,  at  such  time  and  in  such  form  as  the  board  of  city 
magistrates  of  the  first  division  may  require,  as  to  the  children's 
court  in  the  first  divisioB,  and  in  such  form  as  the  justices  of 
the  court  of  special  sessions  in  the  second  division  may  require 
as  to  such  children's  court  in  Brooklyn,  shall  prepare  in  dupli- 
rate  a  report  of  the  arrests*  commitments  and  dispositions,  with 
Bnch  other  data  as  said  hoard  may  require,  of  all  persons  ar- 
raigned in  or  brought  before  such  court  during  the  year;  one  of 
which  said  duplicates  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  honrd  of  city 
magistrates  in  their  respective  divisions  to  be  included  in  its 
annua]  report;  and  the  other  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  mayor 
and  be  printed  in  the  City  Record*  (As  amcfufed  hy  chapter  590 
of  ihe  Laws  of  1902  and  chapter  159  of  the  Laws  of  1903.) 

§  1419.  In  addition  to  the  powers,  duties  and  jurisdiction  here- 
tofore conferred,  the  court  of  special  sessions  of  the  first  divis- 
ion, and  the  justices  thereof,  and  the  court  of  special  sessions 
of  the  second  division,  except  in  the  boroughs  of  Queens  and 
Ricboiondt  and  the  justices  thereof,  shall  supersede  the  city  magis* 
trates  in  said  first  and  second  divisiotis.  except  in  the  boroughs 

.Queens  and  Richmond,  in  the  trial,  determination  and  disposi-

and  ninetrnine  of  the  penal  code,  permitted  to  be  tried  as  mis- 
demeanors, including  all  charges  coming  within  the  sumiuan 
jurisdiction  of  magistrates,  and  impose  or  suspend  sentence  or 
remit  to  probation  pursuant  to  Taw,  But  aM  Ruch  hearings  ao*! 
trials  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  had  in  a  court  room 
exclusively  used  for  the  hearing  and  disposition  of  children- a 
eases* 

2-  Bueh  court  as  provided  in  section  fourteen  hundred  and 
eighteen^  shall  be  open  each  day,  except  Sundays  and  legal  hoH 
days,  during  such  houi^  as  the  justices  of  special  sessions  m 
their  respective  divisions,  by  public  rule  sliall  determine,  and 
one  of  said  justices  shall  be  in  attendance  who  shall  possess  and 
exercise j  as  to  all  matters  arising  in  said  court,  all  the  powers 
and  jurisdiction  now  confeiTcd  on  city  magistrates,  and,  unleffl 
an  objection  shall  be  interposed  by  the  prosecution  or  the 
defense  at  or  before  the  time  the  defendant,  or  defendants,  are 
called  upon  to  plead  to  a  charge  graded,  or  permitted  by  law.  as 
a  nnsdemeanor,  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  court  of 
special  sessions. 

S.  Tf  an  objection  be  Interposed,  as  provided  for  in  the  pre- 
ceding subdivision,  or  thereafter  If  permitted  by  the  justice  presid 
ing,  the  case  shall  be  adjourned  to  some  future  day,  when  either 
in  the  same  building  or  at  the  main  coui't  as  the  justiee  of  special 
sessions  shall  regulate,  a  trial  may  be  had  before  three  justices. 

4.  Any  order,  determitiation  or  judgment  of  one  of  said  jo«- 
tices  when  sitting  alone,  puranant  to  the  fnregoing  provisionfi. 
or  any  tw'o  of  said  justices  when  three  are  sitting,  ehftll  be  thr 
order,  determination  or  judgment  of  said  children's  court  sitting 
as  a  court  of  special  sessions.

ASS  ACT  to  amend  the  code  of  criminal  procedure,  relating  to 

the  appointment  of  probationary  officers  and  defining  their 

duties. 

Chapter  37 3«  Laws  of  igoi. 

§  11-a.  1,  The  justices  of  the  courts  having  original  jurisdic- 
on  of  criminal  actions  in  the  state,  shall  from  time  to  time 
appoint  a  person  or  persons  to  perform  the  duties  of  probation 
officer  or  officers  as  hereinafter  described,  within  the  Jurisdiction 
and  under  the  direction  of  said  court  or  justice,  to  hold  such 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  court  or  justice  making  such 
appointment.  Bueh  probation  officer  or  officers  may  be  cliosen 
from  among  the  officers  of  a  society  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty 
to  children  or  of  any  charitable  or  benevolent  institution,  society 
or  association  now  or  hereafter  duly  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  this  state,  or  he  reputable  private  citizens,  male  or 
female.  Any  officer  or  member  of  the  police  force  of  any  city  or 
incorporated  tillage  who  may  be  detailed  to  do  duty  in  such 
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courts,  or  any  constable  or  peace  officer,  may  be  employed  u 
probation  officer  upon  the  order  of  any  court  or  justice  as  heirin 
provided.  No  probation  officer  appointed  under  the  provirioni 
of  this  section  shall  receive  compensation  for  his  services  as 
such  probation  officer  until  allowed  by  proper  municipal  ordi- 
nance or  resolution,  as  hereinafter  i)rescribed,  but  this  shall  not 
be  construed  to  deprive  any  officer  or  member  of  the  police  force, 
or  any  constable  or  peace  officer,  appointed  probation  officer  aB 
herein  provided,  from  receiving  the  salary  or  compensation  at- 
tached to  his  said  official  employment.  The  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment  in  the  city  of  New  York  and  the  appropriate 
municipal  board  or  body  of  any  other  city  or  village,  may,  m 
their  discretion  determine  whether  probation  officers,  not  de- 
tailed from  other  branches  of  the  public  service,  shall  receive  a 
salary,  and  if  they  shall  so  determine,  they  may  fix  the  amount 
thereof  and  provide  for  its  payment.  (As  amended  hy  chapter 
613  of  the  Laics  of  1903,  chapter  508  of  the  Laws  of  1904,  and 
chapter  656  of  the  Laics  of  1905.) 

2.  Every  probation  officer  or  officers  so  appointed  shall  when  so 
directed  by  the  court,  inquire  into  the  antecedents,  character 
and  offense  of  nny  person  or  persons  arrested  for  a  crime  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  appointing  him,  and  shall  report 
the  same  to  the  court.  Tt  shall  be  his  duty  to  make  such  reports 
of  all  cases  investigated  hy  him,  of  all  cases  placed  in  his  care 
by  the  court,  and  of  any  other  duties  performed  by  him  in  the 
discharge  of  his  office,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  court  or  jus- 
tice making  the  ay)pointinpnt.  or  his  successor,  or  by  the  court 
or  justice  assigning  the  case  to  him,  or  his  successor,  which  report 
shall  be  filed,  with  the  rlork  of  the  court,  or  where  there  is  no 
clerk,  with  the  justice  thereof.  He  shall  furnish  to  each  person 
released  on  probation,  committed  to  his  care,  a  written  statement 
of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  his  probation,  and  shall  report  to 
the  court  or  justice  ap])ointing  him,  at  least  monthly,  any  viola- 
tion or  breach  of  the  terms  and  conditions  imposed  by  the  court 
of  the  porsons  placed  in  his  care.  Ruch  probation  officer  shall 
have,  as  to  the  persons  so  committed  to  their  care,  the  powers  of 
a  peace  officer,  and  shall  require  such  persons  to  report  to  them 
as  may  be  dinvted  bv  the  court.  (As  amended  hy  chapter  613 
of  the  Laws  of  1903.) 
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§  483,  Court  mar  Bninmarilv  inquire  into  rfrcumBtancee  in 
aggravatjon  or  mitigation  of  punishment.  After  a  plea  or  verdict 
of  guiltj,  in  Q  case  where  a  discretion  is  conferred  upon  the 
court  as  to  the  extent  of  the  punish  men  t,  the  court  maj,  in  its 
discretion,  hear  the  aame  aumnmrily  at  a  specified  time,  and 
upon  such  notice  to  the  adverse  part>*  as  it  inav  direct.  At  such 
specified  times,  if  it  shall  appiear  by  the  record  and  the  circum-

§  487*  If  the  judgment  be  iiuprieonment,  or  a  fine  and  imprii* 
onment  until  it  is  paid,  the  defendant  must  forthwith  be  mm- 
mitted  to  tlie  tusiod)  of  the  proper  officer,  and  by  him  detained^ 
until  the  judgment  he  complied  with.  Where,  however,  the 
court  hm  suspended  sentence  or  where  after  imposing  sentence,

By  and  with  the  consent  and  concurrence  of  the  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment,  the  justices  of  this  court  may  ts 
the  compensation  of  such  probation  ofiflcer  at  a  sum  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  in  equal' 
monthly  installments. 


PROBATION  OFFICERS  IN  THE  CITY  OF  BUFFALO. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  one  hundred  and  five  of  the  laws  of 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  entitled  "An  act  to 
revise  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,"  in  relation  to  the 
police  justice. 

Chapter  627,  Laws  of  zgoz. 

Section  1.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  five  of  the  laws  of  the 
year  eight^n  hundred  and  ninety-one,  entitled  "An  act  to  revise 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,"  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
thei-ein  after  section  three  hundred  and  eighty-four-a  two  new 
sections  to  be  known  as  sections  three  hundred  and  eighty-four-h 
and  three  hundred  and  eighty-four-c,  to  read  as  follows: 

§  384-b.  Probation  officers. — The  police  justice  shall  have 
authority  to  appoint  or  designate  not  more  than  five  discreet 
persons  of  good  character  to  serve  as  probation  officers  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  police  justice;  said  probation  officers  to  re- 
ceive no  compensation  from  the  public  treasury.  Whenever  any 
child  under  or  apparently  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall 
have  been  ari'ested,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  probation  offi- 
cers to  make  such  investigation  as  may  be  required  by  the  court 
to  be  present  in  court  in  order  to  represent  the  interests  of  the 
child;  when  the  case  is  heard  to  furnish  to  the  police  justice 
such  information  and  assistance  as  he  may  require,  and  to  take 
charge  of  any  child  before  and  after  trial  as  may  be  directed  by 
the  court. 

§  384-c.  Wlienever  any  such  child  is  found  guilty  or  pleads 
guilty  to  the  commission  of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor  before 
the  police  justice,  the  said  ])olice  justice  may  in  his  discretion 
suspend  sentence  during  the  good  behavior  of  the  child  so  con- 
victed. The  child  so  convicted  may  be  placed  in  the  care  of 
said  probation  officer  for  such  time  not  to  exceed  three  montiiB 
and  upon  such  conditions  as  may  seem  proper.     Said  probation 
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olBcers  shall  have  the  power  to  bring  the  child  so  convicted  be- 
fore the  police  justice  at  any  time  within  three  months  from 
flie  date  of  conviction  for  such  disposition  as  may  be  just. 
When  practicable  said  child  shall  be  placed  with  a  probation 
officer  of  the  same  religious  faith  as  that  of  the  child's  parents. 


CHILDREN'S  COURT  AND  PROBATION  OFFICERS. 
ROCHESTER, 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  fourteen  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty,  entitled  "  An  act  to  further  amend  chapter  one 
hundred  and  forty-three  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  entitled  *  An  act  to  amend  and  consolidate  the  several 
acts  in  relation  to  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Rochester,'  and  to 
consolidate  therewith  the  several  acts  in  relation  to  the  charter 
of  said  city." 

Chapter  543,  Laws  of  1905. 

Section  1.  Section  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  chapter  four- 
teen of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  as  amended  by 
chapter  five  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  265.  All  cases  involving  the  commitment  or  trial  of  children 
actually  or  apparently  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  for  any  vio- 
lation of  law  or  ordinance,  before  the  police  justice  or  police  court 
of  the  city  of  Rochester,  shall  be  heard  and  determined  in  a  sepa- 
rate court  room,  to  be  known  as  the  children's  court  room,  and 
separate  and  apart  from  the  trial  of  other  criminal  cases,  of  which 
session  a  separate  docket  and  record  shall  be  kept.  Whenever  a 
child  actually  or  apparently  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  is 
taken  into  custody  in  the  city  of  Rochester,  such  child  shall  be 
arraigned  in  the  children's  court  room  and  shall  not  be  taken 
knowingly  to  that  part  of  the  police  court  where  other  criminal 
trials  are  had;  and  if  through  an  inadvertence  any  such  child 
shall  be  brought  before  that  part  of  the  police  court,  as  soon  as 
the  age  of  such  child  is  discovered  the  hearing  of  the  case  shall  be 
transferred  to,  and  the  case  shall  be  heard  and  determined  in,  the 
children's  court  room.  The  police  justice  and  the  police  court  of 
the  city  of  Rochester  shall  have  power  to  impose  or  suspend  sen-

tence  or  to  remit  to  probation  pursuant  to  law.  The  con 
of  public  safety  of  the  city  of  Bocheater  may  appoint 
ber  of  probation  officers,  to  hold  office  during  hia  pleasure,  at  & 
salary  fixed  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  as  Mj 
be  prescribed  by  the  said  board  of  estimate  and  apportioiimcrt, 
which  number  may  be  increased  or  diminished  at  any  time  bj 
said  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  and  may  include  tm 
or  more  female  probation  officers  if  so  determined  by  said  boiri 
of  estimate  and  apportionment.  The  said  police  justice  Mj 
appoint  from  time  to  time,  to  serve  at  his  pleasure  and  withoit 
compensation,  such  additional  number  of  probation  offlcen  as  he 
may  deem  desirable.  Whenever  the  board  of  estimate  and  appo^ 
tionment  of  the  city  of  Bochester  shall  so  determine,  there  diall 
be  a  judge  of  the  children's  court  of  said  city,  to  be  appointed  \fj 
the  mayor,  and  to  serve  during  the  term,  and  to  receive  the  salair 
fixed  by  said  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment.  The  judge  of 
the  children's  court  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction 
now  or  hereafter  conferred  upon  the  police  justice  of  the  city  of 
Bochester,  and  the  court  held  by  him  shall  be  a  part  of  the  pcriiee 
court  of  said  city,  with  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  now  or 
hereafter  conferi-ed  upon  said  court.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  flie 
judge  of  the  cliildren's  court  to  preside  over  and  to  hold  the 
children's  part  of  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Bochester,  and 
to  be  present  at  the  children's  court  room  at  such  times  and  for 
such  hours  as  the  public  interests  may  require,  and  he  shall  pw- 
form  such  other  duties  now  or  hereafter  imposed  upon  the  police 
justice  of  said  city  as  may  be  directed  by  the  common  council.

written  approval  of  the  state  board  of  charities  shall  also  be  in- 
dorsed thereupon  or  annexed  thereto,  before  the  filing  thereof. 

On  filing  such  certificate,  in  pursuance  of  law,  the  signed 
thereof,  their  associates  and  successors,  shall  be  a  corporation  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  certificate. 

Any  corpoi'ation  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized  under  thii 
article  for  the  purpose  of  gathering,  obtaining  and  procuring 
information  and  intelligence,  telegraphic  or  otherwise  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  its  members,  and  to  furnish  and  supply  the 
same  to  its  members  for  publication  in  newspapers  owned  or 
represented  by  them  may  admit  as  members  thereof,  other  co^ 
porations,  limited  liability  companies,  joint  stock  and  other 
associations,  partnerships  and  individuals  engaged  in  the  same 
business  or  in  the  publication  of  newspapers,  periodicals  or  other 
publications,  upon  such  tonus  and  conditions,  not  inconsistent 
with  law  or  with  its  certificate  of  incorporation,  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed in  its  by-laws.  {As  amended  by  cJiapter  205  of  the  Lawt 
of  1897,  §  1,  and  chapter  43(5  of  the  Laws  of  1901.)

— Five  or  more  per 
sons  may  become  a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  erecting, 
establishing  or  niaintaiuiiig  a  hospital,  infirmary,  dispensary,  or 
home  for  invalids,  aged  or  indigent  persons,  by  making,  acknowl- 
edging and  filing  a  certificate,  stating 

(cr.)  The  particular  object  fcyr  which  the  corporation  is  to  5e 
formed; 

(6.)   The  name  of  the  proposed  coi*poration ; 
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(c.)  The  town,  milage  or  city  m  which  its  principal  office  is  to 
he  located; 

(A)  The  number  of  directors,  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
forty-eight; 

(c.)  The  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  persons  to  he  its 
directors  until  its  first  annual  meeting;  and 

(/.)  The  time  for  holding  its  annual  meetings. 

Such  certificate  may  al«o  specify  the  qnaliflcation  of  members 
of  the  corporation  with  respect  to  their  adherence  or  non-adher- 
ence to  a'  particular  school  or  theory  of  medical  or  surgical  treat- 
ment; and  the  systems  of  medical  practice  or  treatment  to  be  used 
or  applied  in  such  hospitals,  infirmary,  dispensary  or  home. 

Such  certificate  shall  not  be  filed  without  the  written  approval 
indorsed  thereupon,  or  annexed  thereto,  of  the  state  board  of 
charities  and  of  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  district  in 
which  the  principal  office  or  place  of  business  of  such  corporation 
shall  be  located. 

On  filing  such  certificate,  in  pursuance  of  law,  the  signers 
thereof,  their  associates  and  successors,  shall  be  a  corporation,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  certificate.  (As  amended 
by  chapter  404  of  the  Laws  of  1900.)

lums, a  home  or  homes,  a  school  or  schools  for  the  free  education 
or  relief  of  the  members  of  such  fraternity  or  for  the  relief,  sup- 
port and  care  of  worthy  and  indigent  members  of  the  fraternity, 
their  wives,  widows  or  orphans,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 
Property  held  by  any  officer  of  a  religious  denomination  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  exemptions,  subject  to  the  same  conditions 
and  exceptions,  as  property  held  by  a  religious  corporation.    (As 
amended  by  chapter  204  of  the  Laws  of  1903.)

Section  L  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  superintendent  or  dud  1 
executive  officer  of  each  of  the  public  institutiooB  of  the  stafe 
supported  wholly  or  partly  by  the  funds  of  the  atate^  to  provide, 
that  the  following  reflations  for  the  protection  of  the  inmates  of 
said  buildlngft  and  the  buildings  be  complied  with :  There  shall  be 
provided  a  sufficient  number  of  stand-pipes,  with  connections  or 
outlets  on  each  floor,  to  which  a  length  of  fire  hose  shall  be  at- 
tached,  to  projierlj  protect  the  entire  floor  surface.  All  fire  hoae 
must  be  tested  at  least  once  in  three  njonths  under  the  direction 
of  the  engineer*  and  employes  oiust  be  trained  in  its  nee.  Not 
less  than  six  portable  fii-e-extinguishers  for  each  floor  of  each 
building,  hand  grenades  and  flrepails  kept  constantly  filled  with 
water  and  used  for  no  other  purpose  shall  be  provided.  Bath- 
tubs  shall  be  kept  tilled  with  water  during  the  night  and  paiJfi 
ready  for  use  placed  near  them.  Suitable  steps  must  be  provided 
under  windows  ust*d  as  exits  to  firee9cai>es  and  all  fire-escapes 
must  be  properly  inclosed  with  wire  netting.  Wards  of  the  state* 
if  physically  and  mentally  able,  must  be  required  occasionally  to 
go  up  and  down  the  outside  iron  stairways  which  must  be  pn>- 
vided  in  order  to  become  accustouied  to  their  use.  If  gas  is  used, 
the  pressure  shall  be  regulated  by  governor  that  the  flow  ma| 
be  as  nearly  uniform  as  possible.

8iirfac!e,  must  be  allowed  in  or  about  the  institutioti,  and,  so  fajr 
as  possible,  matches  should  be  dispensed  with  and  electric  torches 
be  supplied.  All  lanterns  must  be  kept  outside  the  buildmg^s 
used  for  sleepmg  purposes,  in  charge  of  one  person,  who  must 
regularly  clean,  replenish  and  distribute  them.  Painters'  snp- 
plies  and  inflammable  liquids  of  all  kinds  must  not  be  stored  in 
buildings  occupied  by  wards  of  the  state  or  employes.  When  oil 
or  other  inflammable  substance  is  applied  to  floors,  it  most  be 
applied  only  by  persona  skilled  in  its  application,  and  all  articles 
used  in  applying  snrh  inflammable  material  must  be  careful ly  de- 
stro3*ed  after  use.

Section  L  All  hospital  buildings  used  for  general  hospital  pur- 
poses, or  hospitals  or  asylums  for  the  insane,  or  any  hospital 
buildings  which  are  more  than  two  stories  high,  other  than  those 
which  are  flrepi^of  In  their  construction  shall  have  properly 
constructed  iron  stairways  on  the  outside  thereof,  with  suitable 
doorways  leading  thereto  from  each  story  above  the  first,  for 
use  in  case  of  tire-  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  mana- 
gers, owners  or  proprietors  of  such  hospital b  or  asylums  to 
cause  such  stairways  to  be  constructed  and  maintained.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  principal  or  other  person 
in  charge  of  every  public  or  private  school  or  educational  institn- 
tion  within  the  state,  having  more  than  one  hundred  pupils,  to 
instruct  and  train  the  pupils  by  means  of  drills,  so  that  they  may 
in  a  sudden  emergency  be  able  to  leave  the  school  building  in  the 
shortest  possible  time  and  without  confusion  or  panic.  Such 
drills  or  rapid  dismissals  shall  be  held  atleast  once  in  each  month. 

§  2.  Neglect  by  any  principal  or  other  person  in  charge  of  any 
public  or  private  school  or  educational  institution  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  punishable  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  doUarg. 
Such  fine  to  be  paid  to  the  pension  fund  of  the  local  fire  depart- 
ment where  tliere  is  such  a  fund. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  education  or  school 
board  or  other  body  having  control  of  the  schools  in  any  town  or 
city  to  cause  a  coi)y  of  this  act  to  be  printed  in  the  manual  or 
handbook  ijrej)ared  for  the  guidance  of  teachers,  where  such 
manual  or  handbook  is  in  use  or  may  hereafter  come  into  use.

any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  subject  the  owner  of 
the  building  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  and  a  further  penalty  of 
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ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  thirty  days  the  omission  to  comply 
with  any  provisions  hereof  shall  continue,  after  notice  by  any 
city  official  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  {Ai 
amended  July  20,  1896.)

dollars  for  each  and  every  offense;  and  every  owner  of  such 
building  heretofore  erected  and  used  for  any  of  the  purposes 
herein  specified,  shall,  on  direction  from  the  board  of  fire  com- 
missioners, cause  suitable  fire-escapes  and  stand-pip>es,  to  be  ap- 
proved of  by  the  said  board,  to  be  erected  and  placed  on  sucb 
buildings  as  and  where  directed  by  the  chief  or  assistant  or 
battalion  cliief  of  department,  and  in  default  thereof  shall  I 
feit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  month  after  such  direc- 
tion by  said  board.

Chapter  378,  Laws  of  1897. 

Lights,  precautions  against  fire  and  use  of  aisles  in  places  of 
amusement. 

Section  762.  All  lights  used  in  theatres  and  other  places  of 
public  amusement,  manufactories,  stores,  hotels,  lodging-houses 
and  in  show  windows  shall  be  properly  protected  by  globes  or 
glass  coverings,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  fire  commis- 
sioners shall  prescribe.  The  owners  and  proprietors  of  all 
manufactories,  hotels,  tenement-houses,  apartment-houses,  office 
buildings,  boarding  and  lodging-houses,  warehouses,  stores  and 
offices,  theatres  and  music  halls,  and  the  authorities  or  persons 
having  charge  of  all  hospitals  and  asylums,  and  of  the  public 
schools  and  other  public  buildings,  churches  and  other  places 
where  large  numbers  of  persons  are  congregated  for  purposes  of 
worship,  instruction  or  amusement,  shall  provide  such  means  of 
communicating  alarms  of  fire,  accident  or  danger,  to  the  police 
and  fire  departments  respectively,  as  the  fire  commissioner  or 
police  board  may  direct,  and  shall  also  provide  such  fire  hose,  fire 
extinguishers,  buckets,  axes,  fire  hooks,  fire  doors  and  other  means 
of  preventing  and  extinguishing  fires  as  said  fire  commissioner 
may  direct.  In  every  building  u«ed  or  occupied  as  a  hotel,  lodg- 
ing-house, or  public  or  private  hospital  or  asylum,  there  shall 
be  employed  by  the  owner  or  proprietor,  or  other  person  or  per- 
sons having  the  charge  and  management  thereof,  one  or  more 
watchmen,  whose  exclusive  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  every  portion 
of  such  building,  at  regular  and  frequent  intervals,  under  rules 
and  regulations  to  be  established  by  the  fire  commissioner,  for 
the  purpose  of  detecting  fire  or  other  source  of  danger,  and  giving 
timely  warning  thereof  to  the  inmates  of  the  building.    In  every 
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room  of  each  of  said  buildings  there  shall  be  posted  a  card,  apon 
which  shall  be  printed  a  diagram  showing  the  exits,  halls,  Btai^ 
ways,  elevators  and  fire-escapes,  and  in  the  halls  and  panage- 
wajs,  signs  shall  be  posted  indicating  the  location  of  the  stain 
and  fire-escapes.  In  each  of  the  said  buildings  there  shall  be 
placed  and  provided  electrical  or  other  alarms  and  time  detectow, 
to  be  approved  by  the  fire  commissioner,  by  means  of  which  tte 
movements  of  said  watchman  nmy  be  recorded,  and  through  whicfc 
alarms  of  fire  or  other  danger  may  be  instantly  communicated, 
by  means  of  bells  or  gongs,  to  every  portion  of  the  building.  Said 
electrical  apjiaratiis,  and  all  other  appliances  placed  or  kept 
within  any  of  said  buildings  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  or 
extinguishing  fires,  or  for  affording  means  of  escape  therefrom 
in  case  of  fire,  shall  be  ke]>t  at  all  times  in  good  working  order 
and  proi>er  condition  for  ininiediate  use,  and  any  member  of  the 
uniformed  force  of  said  department  may  enter  any  of  the  said 
buildings  at  any  time  for  the  purj)ose  of  inspecting  said  apparatoB 
or  appliances. 

Transactions  of  fire  do])artment  from  March  3  to  8,  1902.  in- 
clusive.

IM-ovide  means  of  coiiniiunicnting  alarms  of  fire,  accident  or 

danger  to  the  tire  depart luent.  and  maintain  the  same  in  good 

working  order. 
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IroD  balcony  fire-eseapea  (havinp^  on€  or  more  wmdowe  lending 
thereto  from  each  room)  having  direct  access  to  the  ground,  or 
rope  flreescapeB  in  each  of  said  rooms. 

Cards  in  earb  room  with  diagram  printed  thereon,  showing 
the  esits^  halls,  stairways,  elevators  and  fire^scapes. 

Signs  in  halls  and  paBsageways  indicating  the  location  of 
Btairs  and  fire-escai>es,  which  signs  shall  be  illuminated  at  night 
with  lights  having  red  globes  or  coverings. 

Metal  buckets  filled  witli  water  at  all  times*  and  hooks  and 
axes  for  fire  a«e  only,  to  be  kept  where  directed  by  the  officer 
serving  notice. 

Electrical  apparatus  and  all  other  appliances  placed  or  kept 
within  any  of  said  buildings  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  or 
extinguishing  fires,  or  for  affording  means  of  escape  therefrom 
in  ease  of  fire,  shall  be  kept  at  all  times  in  good  working  order 
and  proper  condition  for  immediate  use.

§  103,  Fire-escapefi.^Every  dwelling  house  occupied  by  or 
built  to  be  occupied  by  three  or  more  familieSj  and  every  build- 
ing already  erected,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  erected*  more  than 
three  stories  in  height,  occupied  and  used  as  a  hotel  or  lodging- 
bouiie^  and  every  boarding-house  having  more  than  fifteen  sleep- 
ing rooms  above  the  basement  story,  and  every  faetory^  mill, 
manufactory  or  workshop,  hospital,  asylum  or  institution  for 
the  care  or  treatment  of  individuals^  and  every  building  three 
stories  and  over  in  height  used  or  occupied  as  a  store  or  work- 
room^ and  every  building  in  whole  or  in  part  occupied  or  used  as 
a  school  or  place  of  instruction  or  assembly ,  and  every  office 
building  five  stories  or  moi'e  in  height,  shall  be  provided  with  such 
good  and  sufficient  fine-escapes,  stain^'ays,  or  other  means  of

or  ladder  is  attached  or  for  whose  use  the  same  is  provided,  to 
be  notified  either  verbally  or  in  writing,  to  remove  such  incnin- 
brance  and  keep  the  same  clear.

§  105.  Fireproof  buildings, — Everv  building  hereafter  erected 
or  altered,  to  be  used  ob  a  hoteL  lodj^ing  house,  school,  theatre, 
jail,  police  station,  hospital,  asvlura,  institution  for  the  care  or 
treatment  of  persons,  the  height  of  which  exceeds  thirtj-flve  feet, 
except in|j  all  buildinf,^^  fi>r  which  specifications  and  plans  have 
been  heretofore  submitted  to  iind  approved  by  the  department  of 
btiildings,  and  every  other  building  the  height  of  which  ejcceeda 
seven tj'-five  feet,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  shall  be 
built  fireproof,  that  is  to  say,  they  shall  be  constructed  with  walls 
of  brick*  stone,  Portland  cement  concrete,  iron  or  steel,  in  which 
wood  beams  or  lintels  shall  not  be  placed^  and  in  which  the 
floors  and  roofs  shall  be  of  material  a  provided  for  in  section  one 
hundred  and  six  of  this  code.  The  stairs  and  staircase  landings 
shall  be  built  entirely  of  brick,  stone,  Portland  cement  concrete, 
iron  or  steel.  No  woodwork  or  otbor  intlamnialile  material  shall 
be  used  in  any  of  the  partitions,  furrings  or  ceilings  in  any  such 
fireproof  buildings,  excepting,  however,  that  when  the  height 
of  the  building  does  not  exceed  twelve  stories  nor  more  than  one 
hniadred  and  fifty  feet,  the  doors  and  windows  and  their  frames, 
the  trims,  the  casings,  the  interior  flnish  when  filled  solid  at 
the  back  witli  fireproof  material,  and  the  floor  boards  and  sleepers 
directly  thereunder,  may  be  of  wood,  but  the  space  between  the 
sleepers  shall  be  solidly  filled  with  fireproof  materials  and  extend 
ap  to  the  underside  of  the  Hoor  boards.

CHAPTER  IV. 

f  7.  All  buildings  hereafter  erected  to  be  used  as  hotels,  hos- 
pitals, asylums,  or  institutions  for  the  care  or  treatment  of  per- 
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sons,  or  used  in  whole  or  in  part  as  a  public  school  the  hei^t 
of  which  exceeds  thirtj-five  feet,  shall  be  fireproof. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

§  141.  All  buildings  in  said  city  wherein  maniifactoriefl  ave 
conducted,  and  all  buildings  now  erected,  or  that  hereafter  maj 
be  erected,  more  than  three  stories  in  height,  occupied  by,  or 
built  to  be  occupied  by,  three  or  more  families  above  the  tet 
story,  and  every  building  already  erected,  op  that  hereafter  maj 
be  erected,  more  than  three  stories  in  height,  occupied  or  naed 
as  a  hotel,  lodging-house,  or  boarding-house  having  more  than 
fifteen  rooms,  and  every  factory,  mill,  oflBce  building,  manofactorf 
or  worksho}),  hospital,  asylum  or  institution  for  the  care  or  treat- 
ment of  individuals,  and  every  building  in  whole  or  in  part  occa- 
pied  or  used  as  a  school  or  place  of  instruction  or  assembly,  shall 
have  constructed  thereon  good  and  suitable  fire-escapes,  and  such 
other  means  of  egress  in  case  of  fire,  as  the  common  council  may 
direct. 

§  142.  The  owners  or  occupants  of  all  buildings  mentioned  in 
the  preceding  section  shall  have  scuttles  on  the  roofs  of  such 
buildings,  and  shall  cause  to  be  constructed  and  maintained 
stationary  iron  stairs  or  ladders  leading  to  said  scuttles,  which 
scuttles  and  stairs  shall  be  kept  ready  for  use  at  all  times. 

§  144.  All  tire-escaixis  shall  be  connected  with  each  floor  above 
the  first,  well  fastened  and  secured,  and  of  sufficient  strength, 
and  shall  hav(»  landings  or  balconies  not  less  than  six  feet  in 
length  and  three  feei  in  width,  guarded  by  iron  railings  not  less 
than  three  feet  in  height,  and  embracing  at  least  two  windows 
at  each  story,  and  connected  with  the  interior  by  easily  accessi- 
ble and  uuobstnuted  oi)enings  and  the  balconies  or  landings 
shall  be  conuettcd  by  iron  stairs  not  less  than  twenty-four  inches 
wide,  the  steps  not  to  bo  less  than  six  inches  tread,  placed  at  an 
angle  of  not  nioi-e  (han  forty-live  degrees  slant,  and  protected 
by  a  well  siMurctl  hand  rail  on  both  sides,  with  a  suitable  twelve 
inch-wide  drop-ladtlcr  from  the  ladder  platform  reaching  to  the 
ground.  TIk^  windows  or  doors  to  each  fire-escape  shall  be  lo- 
cated as  far  as  possible,  consistent  with  accessibility  from  the 
stairways  and  elevator  hatchways  or  oi)enings  and  the  ladders 
thereof  shall  extend  to  the  roof. 
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§  145.  Any  other  plan  or  style  of  fire-escape  shall  be  sufficient 
if  approved  by  the  fire  marshal  of  said  city,  but  if  not  so  ap- 
proved the  fire  marshal  may  notify  the  owner,  proprietor  or 
lessee  of  said  building,  in  writing,  that  such  other  plan  or  style 
of  fire-escape  is  not  sufficient,  and  may  by  an  order  in  writing 
require  one  or  more  fire-escapes,  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  and 
BufBcient,  to  be  provided  for  said  building,  at  such  location  and 
of  such  plan  and  style  as  shall  be  specified  in  such  written  order, 
not,  however,  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  ^ 

§  146.  Within  twenty  days  after  the  service  of  the  above  men- 
tioned order,  the  number  of  fire-escapes  required  therein  for  said 
buildings  shall  be  provided  therefor,  each  of  which  shall  be  either 
of  the  plan  and  style  required  in  said  order,  or  of  the  plan  and 
Btyle  in  this  ordinance  described  and  declared  to  be  sufficient. 

§  147.  If  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  construct  suitable  fire-escapes  and  other  means  of  egress  in 
case  of  fire,  as  directed  and  required  by  this  ordinance,  the  fire 
marshal  shall  cause  such  fire-escapes  or  means  of  egress  to  be 
constructed,  and  the  expense  thereof,  and  ten  per  centum  in 
addition,  shall  be  collected  from  the  person,  firm  or  corporation 
required  to  construct  such  fire-escapes  and  means  of  egress. 

§  148.  The  owner  or  owners  of  any  building  upon  which  fire- 
escapes  are  now  or  hereafter  may  be  placed  or  erected  shall  keep 
the  said  fire-escapes  in  good  repair  and  well  painted  and  no  per- 
son shall  at  any  time  place  any  inrumbranc*e  of  any  kind  what- 
ever before  or  upon  any  such  fire-escape. 

§  150.  Every  building  or  f)art  thereof  which  shall  a])pear  to  the 
fire  marshal  to  be  specially  dangerous,  by  reason  of  bad  condition 
of  walls,  overloaded  floors,  defective  construction,  lack  of  guards 
against  fire,  or  other  causes,  shall  be  held  to  bo  unsafe;  and  the 
fire  marshal  shall  immediately  notify  the  owner  or  lessee  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  repaired,  and  shall  also  affix  a  notice  of  the  dan- 
gerous character  of  the  structure  in  a  conspicuous  j)lace  on  the 
exterior  wall  of  such  building,  and  no  person  shall  remove  or 
deface  such  notice  so  affixed.  The  owner  or  party  having  an 
interest  in  the  unsiife  building  or  structure  mentioned  in  this 
section,  being  notified  thereof  in  writing  by  the  fire  marshal, 
immediately  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  mad<»  safe  and  secure, 
and  if  any  such  building  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose  requiring 
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a  license  therefor,  the  mayor  may  revoke  said  license  on  neglect 
of  the  owner  to  repair  said  building.  Where  the  public  Brfety 
requires  immediate  action,  the  fire  marshal  may  enter  upon  tk 
premises  with  such  assistance  as  may  be  necessary,  and  cans 
the  said  structure  to  be  made  secure  or  taken  down  without  dcliy, 
at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  party  interested. 

BUILDING   ORDINANCES   OF   1904. 

CHAPTER  1,  ARTICLE  II. 

§  46.  Fire-escapes. — Outside  iron  stair  fireescapes  or  inside  lire 
stairways  herein  s|)ecified  shall  be  constructed  in  or  upon  evefy 
building  more  than  two  stories  in  height,  not  having  more  tba& 
one  means  of  egress,  used  as  a  hotel,  tenement-house,  apartment- 
house,  lodging-liouse,  factory,  mill,  office  building,  hospital,  atr- 
ium, school  or  public  building.  The  number  and  location  of  snch 
fire-escapes  and  fire  stairways  sliall  be  governed  by  the  location 
of  the  building,  its  style  of  construction,  size,  constructed  meani 
of  egress,  number  of  inmates  and  the  purposes  for  which  used 
When  inside  fire  stairways  are  adopted  they  shall  he  constructed 
entirely  of  fiix^proof  iiiateriaK  inclosed  with  fire  walls  and  shall  ! 
connect  with  a  passageway  leading  directly  to  the  street,  with- 
out any  connection  whatever  with  the  basement.  They  shall  have 
standard  fire  doors,  self-closing,  at  every  landing,  which  door* 
must  never  be  blocked  or  fastened.  When  outside  fire-escapc« 
are  adopted  they  shall  consist  of  open  iron  staii^^ays  of  not 
more  than  forty-five  degrees  slant  with  steps  not  less  than  six 
inches  in  width,  and  twenty-four  inches  in  length  and  protected 
by  a  well  secured  hand  mil  on  both  sides.  They  shall  be  con- 
nected with  each  floor  above  the  first,  well  fastened  and  of  snB- 
cient  strength,  and  shall  have  landings  or  balconies,  not  lew 
than  six  feet  in  length  and  three  feet  in  width  guarded  by  iron 
railings  not  less  than  three  feet  in  height,  and  embracing  at  least 
two  windows  at  each  story,  connected  with  the  interior  by  easily 
accessible  and  unobstructed  openings.  The  windows  or  doors  to 
each  fire-escape  shall  be  located  as  far  as  possible,  consistent  with 
accessibility,  from  the  stairways  and  elevator  hatchways  or  open- 
ings, and  the  ladders  thereof  shall  extend  to  the  roof.  Drop 
stairs  shall  reach  from  the  lowest  j)latform  to  the  ground,  and 
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1  be  hinged  and  hung  with  a  counterweight  suspended  to  chain 
or  cable  with  the  said  weight  entirely  inclosed  in  iron  pockets, 
in  which  it  shall  move  freely  up  and  down;  and  the  weights  of 
all  fire-escapes  now  existing  shall  be  inclosed  in  such  iron  pockets. 
.  Any  other  plan  of  outside  iron  stair  fire-escape,  substantially  as 
above  required,  shall  be  sufficient  if  approved  by  the  bureau. 
Fire^scapes  shall  be  kept  painted  and  in  good  repair,  and  no 
person  shall  place  any  encumbrance  whatsoever  before  or  thereon. 
If  any  person  shall  neglect  or  refuse  for  thirty  days  after  notice 
in  writing  from  the  bureau  to  construct  such  outside  iron  stair 
fire-escape,  or  inside  fire  stairways  as  this  ordinance  requires,  and 
tiie  bureau  shall  direct,  said  bureau  may  cause  such  fire-escape 
or  stairways  to  be  constructed,  and  the  expense  thereof,  and  ten 
per  centum  in  addition,  shall  be  collected  from  such  person  by  an 
action  brought  by  the  corporation  counsel  in  the  name  of  the 
city  of  Bochester,  and  this  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  other  penal- 
ties provided  in  this  ordinance.  The  owner  of  all  buildings  men- 
tioned in  this  section  shall  have  scuttles  on  the  roofs,  and  shall 
cause  to  be  constructed  and  maintained  stationary  iron  stairs 
or  ladders  leading  to  said  scuttles  which  scuttles  and  stairs  shall 
be  kept  ready  for  use  at  all  times.

CITY  CHARTER   (Rcvised) . 

§  202.  Subdivision  17.  Every  building  already  built,  or  here- 
after to  be  erected,  in  which  twenty-five  or  more  persons  occupy 
any  of  the  stories  above  the  second  story,  shall  be  provided  with 
proper  and  suflQcient  strong  and  durable  metallic  fire-escapes  or 
stairways  constructed  as  required  in  this  act,  unless  exempted 
therefrom  by  the  fire  marshal,  which  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair 
by  the  owner  of  such  building,  and  no  person  shall  at  any  time 
place  any  incumbrance  upon  any  of  such  fire-escapes.

CITY   ORDINANCES. 

Section  1.  Every  building  in  the  city  of  Troy,  now  erected  or 
which  may  be  hereafter  erected,  of  three  or  more  stories  in  height

occupied  or  used,  or  intended  to  be  occupied  or  nsed  as  a  hotel, 
tavern,  inn,  factory,  workshop,  asj'lum,  hospital^  public  haU  or 
theatre,  shall  be  provided  with  one  or  more  fire-escapes^  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  chief  engineer  and  the  assistant  engineer! 
of  the  fire  department  and  the  fire  department  eommittee  of  tlie 
common  council.  Such  fire-escapes  shall,  when  in  use,  reach  from 
the  roof  of  such  hotel,  tavern,  inn,  factory,  workshop,  asylnm, 
hospital,  public  hall  or  theatre  to  within  ten  feet  of  the  street, 
road  or  sidewalk,  and  be  of  the  latest  and  most  approved  service; 
style  and  pattern  now  in  practical  use,  and  such  as  shall  he  ap- 
proved by  the  said  chief  engineer  and  assistant  engineers  of  the 
fire  department  and  the  fire  department  committee  of  the  common 
council.  And  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  of  the  owner, 
lessee,  agent  or  occupant  of  every  such  building  as  is  herein 
named  to  provide  such  building  with  one  or  more  fire-escapes  as 
herein  directed. 

§  2.  The  chief  engineer  and  the  assistant  engineers  of  the  Are 
department  and  th(»  chairman  of  the  fire  department  committee 
of  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Troy  shall,  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance,  make  an  inspection  of  the  buildings  mentioned 
in  section  one  (1)  of  this  law,  and  rojwrt  all  violations  to  the 
city  attorn(\v,  who  is  licreby  directed  to  prosecute  the  owners, 
lessees,  agents  or  occupants  of  buildings  so  reported  before  ttie 
j)oli(e  magistrates  of  the  city  of  Troy. 

§  3.  Any  owner,  lessee,  agc^nt  or  occupant  of  any  building  de- 
scribed in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance  who  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  said  section,  shall  upon 
conviction  th(M*(^of  before  tlie  police  magistrate  of  said  city  be 
punished  for  each  and  every  such  offense  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars  noi-  less  th:iii  Iwenty-five  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  thirty  days  nor  less  than  ten  days  in  the  eonntr 
jail,  or  by  both  su<h  ihw  and  imprisonment. 

§  4.  This  ordinanc(»  shall  not  apply  to  any  building  or  build- 
ings having  metal  Ix^anis  and  metal  stairways. 

§  T).  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Angast 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five. 

UTICA. 
( Utica  has  no  building  laws  or  code  relating  to  the  protection 
of  institutions,  but  such  laws  are  in  preparation.) 
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YONKERS. 

(No  ordinances  specifically  regulating  the  matter  of  fire  pro- 
tiection  in  charitable  institutions,  but  such  ordinances  are  under 
consideration.) 

m.    Requirements  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  as  to  Fire 
Protection  in. Charitable  Institutions. 

The  State  Board  of  Charities  in  considering  the  question  of 
proper  fire  protection  for  the  inmates  of  institutions,  bases  its 
requirements  upon  the  following: 

1.  The  general  laws  of  the  State  dealing  with  the  matter. 

2.  The  building  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  respective  localities 
and  the  requirements  of  local  fire  commissioners,  departments  of 
public  safety,  and  similar  regulations. 

3.  The  necessity  for  reasonable  protection  of  inmates,  particu- 
larly young  children  and  sick  and  aged  persons,  in  institutions 
not  aflfected  by  the  foregoing  laws  and  ordinances. 

When  making  an  inspection  of  an  institution  subject  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Board  the  inspectors  of  this  department  are 
instructed  to  examine  with  care  the  facilities  provided  for  the 
protection  of  buildings  and  inmates,  in  the  event  of  fire,  and  to 
aBcertain  the  extent  to  which  the  law  is  complied  with  and  the 
buildings  and  inmates  protected  against  fire.  Examination  is 
made  and  data  secured  upon  the  following  points,  which  cover 
the  more  important  provisions  of  the  laws  and  ordinances  in 
regard  to  the  matter,  in  force  in  this  state  at  the  present  time  : 

1.  The  neighborhood  hazard. 

2.  Height  and  material  of  buildings  and  whether  of  fireproof 
construction  or  not. 

3.  Number  and  location  of  exits,  interior  stairways  and  ele- 
vator shafts  and  whether  fireproof. 

4.  Number,  location  and  construction  of  outside  stairways*  and 
flre-escapes,  and  if  same  can  be  reached  easily. 

5.  Fire  alarm  connection,  and  date  of  last  inspection  by  local 
fire  department. 

•  Chapter  381  of  the  Laws  of  1895  requires  all  hospitals  over  two  stories  in 
height  and  not  of  fireproof  construction  to  be  provided  with  outside  iron 
stairways,  the  design  being  to  afford  means  for  the  removal  of  surgical  or 
bedridden  patients  on  stretchers,  when  any  other  method  of  handling  would 
be  daageroiiB. 
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6.  Number  and  location  of  hydrants  and  standpipes;  length  aid 
.  condition  of  hose,  and  how  often  tested. 

7.  Number  and  location  of  portable  fire-eztingoishen,  hind 
grenades  and  fire-pails. 

8.  Organization  and  practice  of  fire  drills. 

9   Whether   night   patrol   service  is  established  with  hk  of 
watchman's  clock. 

10.  Protection  given  swinging  gas  jets  and  other  heating  or 
lighting  fixtures  in  proximity  to  woodwork. 

11.  Presence  of  rubbish,  particularly  in  attics,  cellars,  etc.,  w 
of  oils  and  inflammable  liquids,  and  care  given  same. 

An  institution  found  to  be  complying  with  the  law  and  satiB- 
factorily  equipped  in  the  above  particulars,  and  whose  offlcen 
give  due  attention  to  fire  drills,  night  patrol  service,  care  of  oib, 
inflammable  liquids  and  the  disposal  of  rubbish,  is  considered  bj 
the  Board  to  be  adequately  protected. 

IV.    Suggestions    for    Protection    of    Buildings    and    Inmatei 

against  Fire. 

1.  Buildings  of  charitable  institutions  should  be  of  fireproof 
construction  if  possible. 

2.  Interior  stairv^-ays  and  elevator  shafts  should  be  made  fire- 
proof, and  in  the  case  of  the  stairs,  sufficiently  broad  to  permit 
all  persons  on  floors  above  to  pass  down  without  delay. 

3.  Outside  iron  stairways  of  easy  descent  and  connecting  with 
each  dormitory  should  be  provided  to  furnish  means  of  escape 
in  case  the  interior  stairways  and  elevators  are  cut  oflf  by  fire. 
For  safety  tho?o  should  be  inclosed  with  heavy  wire  netting  and 
provided  with  iron  hand  rails. 

4.  Direct  fire  alarm  connection  is  most  desirable.  Telephone 
is  not  considered  as  satisfactory  as  an  electric  alarm  connection. 

5.  Interior  facilities  should  include  a  suflBcient  number  of  port- 
able fire-extinguishers,  hand  grenades,  and  firc-pails,  and  in 
buildings  of  more  than  two  stories,  standpipes  with  sufficient 
hose  attached  to  reach  every  part  of  each  floor.  The  hose  should 
be  tested  every  throe  months,  the  fire-pails  kept  filled  and  the 
extinguishers  rcchnrgod  annually,  the  date  of  recharging  being 
shown  on  a  tag  attached  to  the  extinguisher. 
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6.  Begnlar  fire  drills  both  for  employes,  and,  where  their  physi- 
cal condition  permits,  for  inmates  as  well,  should  be  held  in 
order  to  accustom  them  to  the  work  of  rapid  removal  from  the 
buildings  and  thus  prevent  confusion  or  excitement  in  case  of  a 
real  alarm. 

7.  A  night  watchman  should  patrol  the  building  during  the 
entire  period  when  the  day  employes  are  oflf  duty,  and  should  be 
required  to  register  his  visits  to  different  parts  of  the  institution 
by  means  of  a  watchman's  clock. 

8.  Stationary  gaf»  j[ets  should  be  protected  by  globes  or  wire 
screens,  and  all  swinging  jets  made  stationary.  All  woodwork 
in  proximity  to  stoves  should  be  protected  by  sheets  of  metal. 

0.  All  parts  of  the  building,  particularly  cellars  and  attics, 
should  be  kept  free  from  rubbish,  and  rags  used  in  oiling  floors, 
etc.,  should  either  be  destroyed  after  using  or  kept  in  metal  cans 
or  boxes. 

10.  Great  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  storage  and  handling 
of  paints,  oils,  and  other  inflammable  liquids.  Oil  stoves  and 
lamps  should  not  be  used  if  avoidable  and  should  never  be  filled 
or  trimmed  after  dark ;  if  oil  is  used  it  should  be  of  the  highest 
fire  test. 

11.  A  high  grade  of  safety  or  sulphur  matches  should  be  used. 

12.  Ashes  should  never  be  collected  in  wooden  barrels  or  boxes, 
but  in  metal  cans. 

13.  Fire-escapes,  stairways,  halls,  passageways,  windows  or 
doors  should  never  be  encumbered  with  boxes,  barrels,  etc.,  as  in 
the  event  of  fire  these  would  interfere  with  the  escape  of  the 
inmates  and  hinder  the  firemen  in  their  work. 

V.  Suggestions  for  Suitable  Fire  Escapes. 
In  view  of  the  recent  losses  of  life  in  fires  in  charitable  institu- 
tions by  reason  of  the  absence  of  escapes  or  because  the  escapes 
provided  were  defective  or  unsuitable,  the  following  suggestions 
as  to  what  kind  of  escapes  are  best  adapted  to  charitable  institu- 
tions are  submitted : 

1.  FOR  HOMES  FOB  CHILDREN,   INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOLS,   REFORMATORIES, 

ETC. 

Outside  iron  stairways  not  less  than  twenty-four  inches  wide, 
guarded  by  hand  rails  and  preferably  enclosed  with  wire  netting. 
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Snch  escapes  to  connect  with  all  the  dormitories  and  all  ap- 
proaches to  escape  to  be  kept  free  and  clear. 

Stairs  to  be  placed  at  an  angle  for  .easy  descent  (not  to  exceed 
55  degrees;  preferably  from  45  degrees  to  50  degrees). 

Treads  to  be  not  less  than  six  and  one-half  inches  wide  and 
preferably  from  seven  and  one-half  to  nine  inches  wide. 

Spaces  between  treads  to  be  not  more  than  ten  inches. 

Ladder  escapes  are  of  little  value  except  for  the  larger  hoyg, 
and  as  a  means  of  ingress  for  firemen. 

Stain\'ay  escapes  may  be  broken  into  a  number  of  short  flighti 
or  may  extend  the  full  length  of  each  story  of  the  building. 

2.  FOR  hospitals,  homes  for  the  aged,  btc. 

Stairway  escapes  as  above  but  of  greater  width — not  less  than 
three  feet — are  recommended. 

Platforms,  approaches,  etc.,  to  be  wide  enough  to  permit  hand- 
ling an  operative  case  on  a  stretcher  or  mattress  without  injury, 
in  case  the  interior  stairs  and  elevators  were  cut  off  by  flames  or 
smoke. 

Such  escapes  to  connect  with  all  wards  and  be  accessible  from 
all  private  rooms.  Approaches  to  the  escapes  to  be  through  doors 
which  should  open  freely  (rather  than  through  windows  which 
make  exit  difficult  at  best).  Both  approaches  and  escapes  to  be 
kept  free  and  clear. 

VI.    Fire  DriUs. 

1.    HOMES   FOR   PfriLDREN,    TNDrSTRIAL   SCHOOLS,   REFORMATORIES   ANT) 
OTFIER    INSTITUTIONS    WITH    ACTIVE    INMATES. 

Thp  kind  of  drill  recommended  for  homes  for  children  is  that 
required  by  ohay>tor  201.  Laws  of  1901,  entitled  "An  act  providing 
for  fire  drills  in  the  schools  of  this  state."  Under  the  provisions 
of  that  act  the  principal  of  every  public  or  private  school  in  the 
State  having  more  than  100  ynipils  is  required  to  instruct  and 
train  the  pupils  in  his  school  so  that  they  may  be  able  to  leave 
the  buildin*^  in  the  shortest  possible  time  without  confusion  or 
panic.  The  children  in  homes  should  in  like  manner  be  practiced 
in  rapid  dismissal  exercises,  using  both  the  interior  stairways 
and   the  outside  escapes.     The   caretakers   and    other   employes 
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BhoTild  be  assigned  to  certain  stations  in  connection  with  this 
drill  and  carefully  instructed  as  to  their  duties  in  emergencies. 
The  caretakers  of  the  children  under  five  years  of  age  should  be 
most  carefully  instructed  and  drilled  in  the  best  method  for  re- 
moving their  charges  from  the  building  promptly. 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  plan  for  the  organization  of  a  fire 
drill  similar  to  that  practiced  in  a  number  of  homes  in  this  State : 

ORGANIZATION. 

1.  The  superintendent,  or  in  his  absence  the  matron,  head 
teacher,  or  engineer  in  this  order  to  be  in  chief  command  and  to 
have  direction  of  the  drill  as  a  whole. 

2.  The  head  officer  of  each  department  of  the  home  to  be  re- 
sponsible for  his  department  to  the  superintendent  or  his  sub- 
stitute and  to  be  in  command  of  that  department. 

3.  Each  caretaker  and  teacher  to  be  in  command  of  and  respon- 
sible for  the  children  in  his  dormitory  or  class  room  (under  the 
head  officer  of  his  department). 

4.  The  children  in  each  dormitory  or  class  room  to  be  organized 
into  squads  of  ten,  one  of  the  older  children  (captain)  being  in 
charge  of  each  squad. 

A  plan  of  organization  for  such  a  drill  may  be  shown  graphi- 
cally as  follows : 
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PBACTICfi. 

At  a  given  sl^al  ( firo  alami)  the  children  iti  each  school  room 
or  dormitory  form  in  squads  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher 
or  caretaker,  and  march  out  into  the  corridors  where  they  take 
their  proper  places  in  the  formation  composed  of  the  entire  popu- 
lation on  that  floor  of  the  building.  The  entity  company  then 
marches  in  regular  order  and  without  delay  or  confusion  down  the 
stairs  and  out  of  the  bnilding.  following  a  similar  company  made 
up  of  tlie  children  from  the  floor  below*  The  eonjpany  of  children 
from  the  first  lloor  should  march  out  first,  followed  by  the  com^ 
pany  from  the  second  tloor  and  so  on  through  the  building.  If 
the  building  has  more  than  one  exit  the  companies  may  be  formed 
accordingly  po  as  to  secure  more  rapid  dismissal. 

The  outside  lire-escapes  as  well  as  the  interior  stairways  should 
be  used  as  menus  for  egress  during  these  drills,  so  that  the  children 
may  become  accustomed  to  them  and  be  able  to  leave  the  building 
by  any  means  of  exit  witliout  confusion  or  panic  in  case  the 
interior  stairway  should  be  cut  off  by  fire  or  smoke. 

AM  employes  should  be  instructed  in  the  use  of  the  extinguishers 

and  other  firefightiug  apparatus  as  a  part  of  the  fire  drill  and 

certain  of  thein,  other  than  the  teachers  and  cai*e takers  if  po^?^iblo^ 

1  ftssigned  to  particular  duties  in  connection  with  the  use  of  this 

apparatus,  when  an  alarm  is  given. 

Where  infants  and  small  children  are  in  the  institution  the  drill 
should  include  practice  in  the  speedy  removal  of  these  children 
bj  the  caretakers^  nurses  and  other  employes  assigned  to  this 
duty, 

2.  HOSPrTALS^  UOMBS  FOR  THE  AOEJD  AND  OTHEB  INSTITUTIONS  WITH 
HfiLPLBSS   INMATES, 

In  these  institutions  the  removal  of  patients  in  the  event  of 
fire  is  more  difficult  and  laborious  than  in  those  cases  where  the 
inmates  are  active  persons.  Many  of  the  patients  ojust  be  car- 
ried out  bodily,  some  of  them  on  mattresses  or  stretchers,  and 
without  delay  or  injury*  Accordingly  the  fire  drill  cannot  be 
actively  participated  in  by  the  patients  but  must  consist  in  the 
practice  of  movements  looking  to  the  rapid  removal  of  patients 
40 
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bj  the  nnrges,  orderlies  and  employes.  For  medicftl  nmm 
it  is  often  not  advisable  to  actually  remove  tlie  patieati  fiwi  fta 
ward  during  the  drill,  but  this  fact  does  not  aJfect  matBridtr 
either  the  need  for  or  the  value  of  such  a  drilL 

The  employment  of  a  competent  expert  for  a  brief  period  sil- 
cient  to  instruct  and  train  the  staff  of  employe^  as  has  bn 
done  in  some  of  the  larger  public  hospitals  in  New  York  cHj, 
is  recommended  by  the  board,  where.possible. 

The  drill  should  include  the  following  matters: 

1.  Instruction  of  the  staff  of  employes  in  the  use  of  the  !» 
fighting  apparatus,  and  practice  in  the  same. 

2.  The  organization  of  the  staff  tot  the  purposes  of  this  difll 
and  the  assignment  of  the  resident  physicians^  nurses^  and  mt 
ployes  to  particular  positions  and  duties  in  connection  wifli  Us 
work  of  removing  the  patients;  these  positions  to  be  taken  im- 
mediately upon  the  signal  (alarm)  being  given. 

3.  Instruction  and  practice  in  the  handling  and  canying  at 
stretchers  and  other  work  having  to  do  with  the  lemoval  at 
patients. 

Weekly  or  fomightly  practice  of  these  drills  is  necessary  to 
secure  and  retain  their  effectiveness. 


STATUTES  AND  RULES  RELATING  TO  CORPORATIONS. 

The  written  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  is  njMSS- 
sary — 

1.  For  the  incorporation  of  any  institution  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving,  boarding  or  keeping  any  nursing  children,  or  any  chfl- 
dren  under  the  age  of  twelve  years,  not  pupils  or  wards. 

(Chapter  171,  Laws  of  1894,  referring  to  Penal  Code,  sectioD 
288.) 

2.  For  the  extension  of  the  purposes  of  a  membership  corpora- 
tion, if  the  care  of  orphan,  pauper  or  destitute  children  be  in- 
cluded. 

(Chapter  559,  laws  of  1895,  Article  I,  section  4.) 

3.  For  the  incorporation  of  any  membership  corporation  mesr 
tioned  in  the  second  paragraph  of  section  31  of  Article  II  of  ths 
Membership  Corporations  Law,  chapter  559  of  the  Laws  of  189B^ 
and  of  hospital  corporations.

4.  The  State  Board  of  Charities  shall  approve  or  disapprove 
the  organization  and  incorporation  of  all  institutions  of  a  chari- 
table, eleemosynary,  correctional  or  reformatory  character,  which 
ai«  or  shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision  and  inspection  of  the 
board.    (Art  I,  sec.  9,  subd.  4,  chap.  546,  Laws  of  1896.) 


RULES  OF  STATE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIES  TO  BE  OBSERVED 
BY  PERSONS  PRESENTING  CERTIFICATES  OF  INCORPO- 
RATION  FOR  APPROVAL.  . 

The  rules  to  be  observed  as  to  all  certificates  of  incorporation 
presented  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities  for  its  approval  are 
as  follows : 

1.  Such  certificate  shall  be  executed  in  duplicate  and  pre- 
sented in  due  form,  duly  executed,  and  acknowledged  by  the 
proper  persons  before  competent  officers,  as  the  special  law  may 
direct,  and  without  erasures  or  interlineations ;  and  should  con- 
tain in  full  every  statement  directed  by  the  statute.  In  the  articles 
hereinbefore  given  these  statements  are  italicized. 

2.  Each  certificate  shall  state  the  law  under  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  incorporate. 

3.  A  copy  of  such  certificate  shall  also  be  furnished  for  filing 
with  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

Additional  rules  setting  forth  the  duties  of  the  Commissioners 
and  the  officers  of  the  Board  in  regard  to  certificates  of  incor- 
poration and  application  for  approval  are  laid  down  in  Article  X 
of  the  By-Laws. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

(As  amended  to  June  1,  1902.) 

I.      ON  THE  MEETINGS  OP  THE  BOARD. 

1.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  January,  April,  July  and  October,  and  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Board,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m. 

2.  All  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  the  oflBce 
of  the  Board  at  the  Capitol  in  the  city  of  Albany,  unless  otherwise 
specially  ordered  by  the  Board. 
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3.  The  Board,  or  the  President,  may  direct  special  meetingi  to 
be  called. 

4.  The  President  shall  direct  a  special  meeting  to  be  called  (n 
the  written  request  of  two  Commissioners  stating  the  particoltr 
purpose  for  which  the  meeting  is  desired. 

5.  Notice  of  meeting  shall  be  given  by  mailing  the  notice  to 
each  Commissioner  at  his  last  known  place  of  address,  and  when 
practicable,  such  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  ten  days  in 
advance. 

6.  Notice  of  special  meetings  shall  state  the  particular  pnrpoia 
for  which  the  meetings  are  called. 

II.      ON  THE  CONDUCT  OP  BUSINESS. 

1.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Board  the 
President  and  Vice-President  are  both  absent,  any  Commissioner 
may  call  the  meeting  to  order,  and  a  chairman  shall  be  chosen. 

2.  At  the  meetings  of  the  Board  the  following  order  of  business, 
unless  otherwise  ordei-ed  shall  be  observed : 

Reading  of  the  miuutes  of  previous  meetings. 
Election  of  officers. 
Reference  of  accounts. 
Unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 
Reports  of  standing  and  special  committees. 
Reports  on  proposed  incorporations. 
Communications  from  Commissioners  and  officers. 
Miscellaneous  business. 

3.  At  a  special  meeting,  the  object  of  the  meeting  shall  be  stated 
by  the  chair  immediately  after  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting 
have  been  read,  and  no  other  business  than  that  stated  in  the  call 
shall  be  considered  at  such  meeting,  unless  ordered  by  the  con- 
current vote  of  all  the  ( ■ommissioners  present. 

4.  All  resolutions  shall  be  in  writing  and,  with  the  name  of  the 
mover,  shall  be  enteivd  on  the  minutes. 

5.  On  the  demand  of  any  Commissioner,  the  vote  on  any  ques- 
tion shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes,  and  entered  on  the  minutes. 

6.  All  questions  of  order  and  ])roceeding,  not  specially  provided 
for  in  these  By-Laws,  shall  be  governed  by  Cushing's  Manual. 

7.  The  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  printed 
as  soon  after  adjournment  as  possible,  and  a  copy  furnished  to 
each  Commissioner. 
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iii.    on  thk  election  of  officers. 

1.  The  stated  meeting  in  April  shall  be  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board. 

2.  At  this  meeting  it  shall  elect  by  ballot  a  President  and  a 
Vice-President. 

3.  The  President  and  Vice-President  so  elected  shall  hold  their 
respective  ofSces  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

4.  All  other  officers  or  agents,  unless  their  term  of  office  be 
fixed  by  law,  or  by  these  By-Laws,  shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Board. 

IV.      ON   THE   PRESIDENT  AND   VICE-PRESIDENT. 

1.  The  President  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Board,  and  shall  preside  at  the  meetings. 

2.  He  shall  represent  the  Board  before  the  Governor,  Executive 
Department  and  Legislative  Committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Board  and  may  request  any  Commissioner  or  officer  to  as- 
sist him  or  appear  in  his  stead. 

3.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  President 
whenever  the  President  is  unable  to  perform  the  duties  assigned 
to  him  by  these  By-Laws. 

V.      ON  THE  SECRETARY. 

1.  The  Secretary  shall  i-eside  in  the  city  of  Albany,  and  shall 
be  in  attendance  at  the  office  of  the  Board  durtng  the  hours  of 
business,  unless  called  elsewhere  by  official  duties,  or  unless  ex- 
cused by  the  Board. 

2.  He  shall  have  general  supervision  of  employes  and  of  all 
branches  of  the  Board's  work,  and  shall  aid  the  Commissioners 
and  other  officers  of  the  Board  in  the  performance  of  their  duties 
whenever  required. 

3.  He  shall  submit  to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  on  or 
before  the  second  Wednesday  of  October  in  each  year,  the  sub- 
jects of  which  it  is  proposed  to  treat  in  the  annual  report,  and 
the  text  of  the  report  shall  be  completed  and  submitted  by  him 
to  said  Committee  on  or  before  the  first  Wednesday  of  December. 

4.  He  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  office>;  superintend  the 
clerical  business;  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  these

By-Laws,  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Board,  and  he  Ike 
medium  of  communication  of  its  orders  and  requests  under  iti 
direction. 

5.  He  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  keep  tlie 
records  of  the  same. 

6.  He  shall  make  examination  of,  and  certify  to,  the  correctn« 
of  all  expense  accounts  presented  for  the  audit  of  the  Board,  and 
attest  the  audit  of  all  bills  allowed  by  the  Board. 

7.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  accounts  audited  by  the  Board, 
and  report  at  each  stated  meeting  the  condition  of  the  flevenl 
appropriations. 

8.  He  shall  advise  the  Commissioners  of  any  proposed  legisla- 
tion affecting  institutions  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board,  or 
which  in  any  manner  concerns  its  interests  or  its  work,  and  fur  • 
nish  them  with  all  legislative  bills  bearing  on  such  subjects. 

9.  The  Secretary  shall  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  appropriate 
committees  of  the  Board  any  matter  requiring  their  consideration 
or  action,  and  shall  also  make  a  report  thereof  to  the  Board  at 
tlie  first  meeting  thereafter. 

10.  He  shall  perform  such  Other  duties  as  are  especially  aa- 
signed  to  him  by  these  By-Laws,  on  which  the  Board  may  from 
time  to  time  direct. 

VI.       ON  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STATE  AND  ALIEN  POOR. 

1.  The  Superintendent  of  State  and  Alien  Poor  shall  have 
supervision  of  the  State,  Alien  and  Indian  dependent  classes,  and 
shall  perform  all  the  duties  required  by  law,  or  prescribed  by  the 
Board,  for  their  care  and  final  settlement. 

2.  He  shall  supervise  and  direct  the  work  of  the  inspectors 
of  almshouses,  transmitting  copies  of  their  reports,  through  the 
Secretary,  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  respective  districts;  the 
work  of  the  inspector  of  State  charitable  institutions,  trans- 
mitting copies  of  his  reports,  through  the  Secretary,  to  the  re- 
spective committees  of  the  Board  having  jurisdiction  of  such 
institutions;  and  the  work  of  the  other  employes  in  his  depart- 
ment, requiring  each,  with  the  exception  of  the  clerks  at  the 
oflSce  in  the  Capitol,  to  file  in  his  office  a  daily  record  of  their 
work.     He  shall  cause  the  State  institutions,  within  the  Board's 
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jurisdiction,  to  be  inspected  at  least  quarterly,  and  the  other 
institutions  within  the  Board's  jurisdiction,  which  are  in  receipt 
of  State  moneys,  and  the  almshouses  and  their  auxiliary  institu- 
tions, at  least  once  in  every  six  months. 

3.  He  shall  also  supervise  the  work  devolved  upon  the  Board 
by  chapter  264  of  the  Laws  of  1898,  "  An  act  to  prevent  evils 
and  abuses  in  connection  with  the  placing  out  of  children,"  and 
shall  keep  as  full  a  record  as  practicable,  of  the  cases  of  chil- 
dren placed  out  in  this  State,  reporting,*  through  the  Secretary, 
to  the  Committee  on  Placing  Out  of  Children,  any  evils,  defects 
OP  abuses  discovered  in  connection  with  such  work. 

4.  He  shall  preserve,  in  suitable  form  for  reference,  the  records 
of  each  individual  of  the  above  classes  who  may  come  under  his 
official  care. 

5.  He  shall  examine  all  accounts  pertaining  to  State,  Alien 
and  Indian  poor,  and,  before  said  accounts  are  presented  to  the 
Board  for  audit,  shall  certify  to  their  correctness. 

6.  He  shall,  in  his  visitations  of  State  charitable  and  reforma- 
tory institutions  and  almshouses,  examine  and  inquire  into  any 
violations  of  the  laws  in  respect  to  the  retention  of  children, 
epileptics,  insane  and  feeble-minded  in  these  institutions,  and, 
also,  as  to  the  necessity  of  providing  more  suitable  and  better 
care  for  any  of  the  inmates  of  such  institutions,  and  report 
quarterly  to  the  Board  the  results  of  his  examinations  and  in- 
quiries. It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  keep  a  register  of  all  epi- 
leptics, idiots  and  feeble-minded  persons  committed  to  institu- 
tional care,  and  in  such  manner  as  will  show  the  status  of  each 
and  every  such  epileptic,  idiotic  and  feeble-minded  inmate  so 
committed. 

7.  He  shall  make  quarterly  reports  of  his  work  and  shall  pre- 
pare, for  the  annual  reports  of  the  Board,  a  full  statement  of  the 
work  performed  in  the  bureau  under  his  charge,  with  such  sug- 
gestions and  recommendations  as  he  may  deem  important. 

VII.    ON  THE   SUPERINTENDENT   OP  INSPECTION. 

1.  The  Superintendent  of  Inspection  shall,  subject  to  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board,  have  charge  of  the  visitation  and  inspection 
of  all  institutions,  societies  or  associations  which  are  of  a  chari- 
table, eleemosynary,  correctional  or  reformatory  character,  ex- 
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cepting  State  institutions  and  those  havlDg  the  custody  of  State, 
Alien  and  Indian  poor, 

2.  He  shall  supervise  aod  direct  the  work  of  the  superintend* 
ents,  inspectors  and  otlier  employes  in  his  department,  requir 
ing  each,  with  the  exception  of  the  clerks  in  the  oflSce  in  the 
Capitol,  to  file  in  his  office  a  dally  record  of  their  work. 

3*  He  shall  organisse  and  nmintain  snch  methods  of  Tisitation 
and  iiiNpeetion  of  the  above  cltLRSifted  institntions,  societies  or 
associations,  as  will  furnisli  the  Board  reliable  information  aa  to 
the  official  conduct  of  trustees,  directors  and  other  ofBcera  and 
employes  of  the  Kunie;  tlie  success  of  the  management  in  each 
in  promoting  the  physical  and  moral  well-being  of  the  inmates; 
whether  the  objects  of  the  several  iustitutionsj  societies  or  asso- 
ciations  are  accomplished;  whether  the  moneys  appropriated  for 
their  aid  are  or  liave  been  economically  and  Judiciously  expended; 
whether  the  laws  in  relation  to  them  and  the  rules  of  the  Board 
governing  the  reception  and  retention  of  inmates  have  been  ftiUf 
complied  witli;  and  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  their  neeful- 
nes6. 

4.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  reports,  provided  in  section  2, 
Rule  11 L,  of  rules  established  by  the  Board  pnrsuaiit  to  section 
14,  Article  VII K,  of  the  Constitution,  and  shall  maintain  soeh  a 
system  of  registration  of  the  inmates  of  the  institutions,  societies 
or  associations  classified  under  said  section  2,  as  will  show  the 
present  status  of  each  of  said  inmates. 

5.  He  shall  make  quarterly  re|mrts  of  his  w^ork,  and  prepare 
for  the  annual  reports  of  the  Boat  d  a  full  statement  of  the  work 
performed  during  the  year  in  his  bureau,  with  such  snggestiooi 
and  recommendations  as  he  ma^"  deem  important* 
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1,  All  the  institutions  of  a  district  subject  to  the  inspection 
of  this  Board  shall  be  under  the  special  supervision  of  the  Com 
missioner  or  Commissioners  in?Bident  in  such  district  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  to  visit  and  inspect  said  instlta- 
tions  as  often  as  in  their  opinion  the  public  Interests  require,  and 
whenever  directed  by  the  Board* 

2.  In  case  of  inability,  from  any  eause^  of  a  Commissioner  to 
discharge  the  duty  of  supervieion,  visitation  and  inspection  tm- 
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posed  by  this  By-Law,  the  board  shall  assign  it,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  to  another  Commissioner  or  to  an  officer  of  the  Board.  Bnt 
this  By-Law  shall  not  be  construed  to  impair  the  right  of  the 
Board  to  direct  special  investigations  or  examinations  of  the 
affairs  and  management  of  any  institution,  society  or  association, 
'  or  to  institute  and  pursue  investigations  on  any  subject  germane 
to  its  work  in  any  district  or  county  of  the  State. 

3.  The  President  may,  during  the  recess  of  the  Board,  appoint 
a  committee  of  one  or  more  Commissioners  to  make  a  preliminary 
investigation  into  the  affairs,  management  and  conduct  of  any 
institution,  society  or  association  subject  to  its  supervision,  with 
the  full  powers  conferred  by  law. 

IX.   ON  THE  OBJECTS  OP  VISITATION  AND  INSPECTION. 

The  subjects  of  inquiry,  inspection  and  examination  of  insti- 
tutions, societies  or  associations  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Board,  shall  be  as  specified  in  chapter  546  of  the  Laws  of  1896, 
article  I.,  section  11. 

X.     ON  THE  APPROVAL  OP  CERTIPICATE8  OP  INCORPORATION. 

1.  Whenever  application  is  made  to  the  State  Board  of  Chari- 
ties for  the  approval  of  a  certificate  of  incorporation,  the  appli- 
cation shall  first  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  at  the 
Capitol,  for  record,  and  submission  to  the  Attorney-General,  or 
to  the  counsel  of  the  Board  for  opinion  as  to  legal  form,  and 
shall  then  forthwith  be  referred  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Com- 
missioner or  Commissioners  resident  in  the  district  from  which 
the  application  is  made. 

In  case  of  an  application  from  a  district  in  which  there  is 
more  than  one  resident  Commissioner,  such  certificate  shall  be 
sent  to  such  Coniniissioner  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Commis- 
sioners resident  in  such  district. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  acting  alone  or 
with  such  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  as  he  may  invite, 
to  inquire  by  j)ersonal  examination  or  by  a  public  hearing  upon 
notice  into  the  merits  of  the  application,  and  specially  to  con- 
sider the  following  points : 

(a)  The  desirability  of  the  existence  of  such  an  institution  as  is 
proposed  to  be  incorporated,  at  the  time  and  place  and  under  the 
circumstances  set  forth  in  the  application  and  certificate. 
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(h)  The  character  and  standing,  in  the  commtuiityy  of  the  pro- 
posed incorporators. 

(c)  The  financial  resources  of  the  proposed  institution,  anditi 
sources  of  future  revenue. 

3.  Such  Commissioners  shall  report  to  the  Board  in  writing, 
before  final  action  upon  the  application,  the  result  of  the  exam- 
ination  and  the  recommendation  based  thereon,  and  this  report 
together  with  all  papers  in  the  matter  of  the  application,  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Board. 

XI.      ON  THE  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

1.  The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  general  sopervisioD 
of  the  preparation  of  the  report  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall  have 
power  to  select  or  reject  matter,  subject  to  the  final  action  of  the 
Board. 

2.  The  annual  report  shall  contain  such  statements,  items  and 
particulars  as  are  specified  in  chapter  546  of  the  Laws  of  1896, 
or  in  the  acts  amendatorj-  thereof  or  supplemental  thereto,  and 
also  such  other  matters  relating  to  the  institutions,  societies  or 
associations  under  tlie  supervision  of  the  Board,  as  the  Com- 
mittee may  deem  necessary  and  proper. 

3.  The  title  of  each  paper  intended  for  publication  with  the 
annual  report,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Board  on  or  before 
the  second  Wednesday  of  October,  and  no  paper,  report  or  docu- 
ment, the  title  of  which  is  not  so  filed,  shall  be  received  or  con- 
sidered for  the  annual  report  of  the  Board,  except  on  sjiecial  leave 
of  the  Coraniittee  on  Publication,  nor  shall  any  such  report,  paper 
or  document  bo  published  in  the  api)endix  of  the  annual  report, 
unless  the  same  shall  have  been  read  through  by  at  least  one 
member  of  said  (^omniittee,  reported  favorably  to  and  approved 
by  the  Board. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Publication  to 
submit  the  text  of  the  report,  in  j)roper  form  for  transmission  to 
the  Legislature,  to  the  Board  on  or  before  the  second  Wednes- 
day of  December. 

XII.       ON   THE   OFI  ICK    OF  THE   BOARD. 

1.  The  office  of  the  Board,  in  tlu^  Capitol  at  Albany,  is  the  au- 
thorized depository  of  all  books,  papers,  records  and  documents, 
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the  property  of  the  Board,  and  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  be 
the  place  for  the  transaction  of  its  business. 

2.  The  oflBce  shall  be  kept  open  on  all  secular  days,  except  legal 
holidays,  from  9  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m. 

XIII.      ON  THE  ACCOUNTS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

1.  All  bills  or  accounts  made  by  virtue  of  any  law  whose  execu- 
tion is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board,  shall  receive  the  audit 
of  the  Board  or  of  the  Finance  Committee  before  presentation  to 
the  Comptroller  for  payment. 

2.  A  copy  of  all  accounts  passed  by  the  Board  or  Finance  Com- 
mittee shall  be  kept  in  the  oflBce. 

3-  No  indebtedness  chargeable  to  any  appropriation,  shall  be 
incurred  by  any  Commissioner  or  officer  except  on  the  order  of 
the  Board  or  Finance  Committee,  but  this  provision  shall  not 
apply  to  the  personal  expenses  of  Commissioners,  expenses  in- 
curred by  the  Superintendent  of  State  and  Alien  Poor,  the  In- 
spector of  Charities,  the  Secretary,  or  the  miscellaneous  con- 
tingent expenses  of  the  office. 

4.  All  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the  use  of 
the  Board  shall  be  entered  in  books  prepared  for  that  purpose, 
and  in  connection  with  each  appropriation,  every  item  of  expendi- 
ture, duly  authorized  and  made  chargeable  to  said  appropriation, 
shall  be  recorded,  and  these  accounts  shall  be  so  kept  as  to  show 
at  all  times  the  available  balance  of  each  appropriation  remaining 
to  the  credit  of  the  Board. 

XIV.      ON   THE   COMMITTEES. 

There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees,  which  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  President-elect  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
each  annual  meeting.  The  President  may,  subject  to  the  pleasure 
of  the  Board,  appoint  such  other  or  further  committees  as  the 
work  of  the  Board  may,  from  time  to  time,  demand. 

All  the  committees  shall  report  at  each  stated  meeting  of  the 
Board,  or  oftener  when  necessary,  upon  the  matters  coming  under 
their  jurisdiction  or  specially  referred  to  them. 

1.  On  Publication, 
This  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Commissioners,  and  shall 
have  supervision  of  the  preparation  of  the  annual  report  of  the 
Board. 
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2.  On  Finance. 

This  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President  and  two  Commii- 
sioners,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the  finances  of  the  Board,  and 
shall  audit  such  hills  in  the  intervals  of  the  meetings  of  tiie 
Board  as  the  Board  may  direct. 

3.  On  Inspection  of  Charities. 

This  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Commissioners,  and  diall 
have  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of  Inspection  of  Charities. 

4.  On  State  and  Alien  Poor. 

This  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Commissioners,  and  shall 
have  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of  State  and  Alien  Poor. 

XV.    ON  the  declaration  of  the  opinion  and  policy  op  the  BOASa 

The  opinion  and  policy  of  the  Board  can  be  declared  only  by 
resolution  adopted  at  a  meeting  regularly  convened,  and  when  ao 
declared  shall  furnish  a  rule  of  official  action  to  Commissionera 
and  officers. 

XVL      ON  THK   methods  OF  CHANGING  THE  BY-LAWS. 

No  alteration,  addition  or  amendment  to  these  By-Laws  shall 
be  made,  unless  upon  notice  at  one  meeting  of  intention  to  pro- 
pose the  same  at  the  next  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the  Board 
and  ui)on  a  majority  vote  of  all  Commissioners  at  such  next 
stated  or  special  meeting. 

RULES  FOR  THE  RECEPTION  AND  RETENTION  OF  INMATES 
OF  INSTITUTIONS. 

[As  amended  January  14,  1903.] 

I.      RECEPTION  OF  INMATES. 

The  following  classes  of  persons,  and  no  others,  may  be  re- 
ceived as  public  charges  into  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correc- 
tional, and  refornialory  institutions,  wholly  or  partly  under  pri- 
vate control,  authorized  by  law  to  receive  payments  from  any 
county,  city,  town  or  village  for  the  support,  care  or  maintenance 
of  inmates : 
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i.  Children  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  who  have  been  con- 
victed of  cdoie  and  committed  to  aut*h  inatitution. 
I     2.  Persona  who  have  been  committed  to  such  institutions  bj 
any  court  or  niagi&trate  having  Jurisdiction* 

3.  Persons  who,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  existing  laws, 
haire  been  received  or  are  retained  In  any  such  institution  by  the 
written  order  or  )>eruiit  of  the  euperin  ten  dent  of  the  poor  of  a 
county,  or  overseer  of  the  poor  of  a  town,  or  commissioner  or 
commissioners  of  charities  or  other  local  officer  or  board  legally 
exercising  the  powers  of  an  overseer  of  the  poor  in  the  county^ 
city,  town  or  village  sought  to  be  charged  with  the  support  of  such 
persons. 

4.  I^ersons  who  have  been  received  into  such  institutions  as^ 
Tiiider  special  or  existing  laws  or  appropriations,  are  entitled  to 
receive  payments  of  money  in  gross  sum  or  for  specific  purposes, 
from  any  county,  city,  town  or  village.  No  child  between  the 
ages  of  two  and  sixteen,  unless  convicted  of  a  crime,  shall  be  re- 
ceived into  any  such  institution  as  a  public  charge,  unless  com- 
mitted thereto,  or  pUiced  therein,  by  a  court  or  magistrate  having 
jurisdiction,  or  by  the  supprintcndent  of  the  poor  of  a  county,  or 
overseer  of  the  poor  of  a  town,  or  commissioner  or  eommiasioners 
ijf  charities,  or  other  local  officer  or  board  legally  exercising  the 
powers  of  an  overseer  in  the  county,  city,  town  or  village  sought 
to  be  charged  with  the  support  of  such  child,  and  authorized  by 
law  to  commit  children  to  such  iuBtitutions  or  to  place  them 
therein. 


I  J.  EBTBNTION  OF  INMATES- 

1.  No  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  unless  convicted  of 
crime,  nor  any  destitute  minor  nor  adult  person,  whether  com- 
mitted by  any  court  or  magistrate,  or  otherwise  received,  shall 
be  retained  in  any  such  institution,  as  a  public  charge,  unlesa 
accepted  in  writing  as  such  by  the  officer  charged  with  the  sup- 
port and  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  county,  city,  town  or  village 
upon  which  such  child  or  destitute  minor  or  adult  person  is 
sought  to  be  made  a  public  charge,  subject  to  such  regulations  as 
the  Board  ma.v  from  time  to  time  prescrii>ej  and  all  acceptances 
so  made  shall  lapse  and  hecorne  void  unless  renewed  in  writing 
within  thirty  days  of  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  time 
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of  the  first  acceptance;  said  year  to  date  from  the  period  of  aii 
acceptance.  The  reacceptance  in  writing  ahall  be  repeaM  CMh 
year  that  the  inmate  remains  in  the  institution  and  wttUn  lUrtj 
days  of  the  expiration  of  each  successive  year.  Emrj  nch  a^ 
ceptance  or  renewal  of  acceptance,  shall  be  based  npoa  the  i 
of  an  investigation  into  the  circumstances  of  the  pen 
and  into  the  circumstances  of  his  parents^  relatives  <vr  \ 
if  there  be  any.  No  destitute  child  shall  be  retained  as  a 
charge  in  any  institution  wholly  or  partly  under  private  coBtn!, 
which  shall  fail  to  keep  a  bobk  in  which  shall  be  ^iteied  Hie  nsaa 
and  address  of  every  person  visiting  such  child,  mipported  h 
whole,  or  in  part,  by  public  funds  in  such  institution,  vrliiA  nsaa 
and  address  shall  be  secured  upon  such  visit. 

2.  Ohttdren. — ^No  minor  who  is  an  inmate  of  any  midh  insUti- 
tion,  other  than  a  person  under  the  age  of  sixteen  who  lias  bsa 
convicted  of  crime  and  duly  committed,  may  be  retained  at  paMe 
etcpense  in  any  such  institution,  if  the  State  Board  of  CSiaiitieii^ 
or  a  committee  thereof,  shall  have  notified  such  inatitation  ia 
writing,  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  or  of  a  committee  €( 
the  Board,  it  is  for  the  interest  of  such  minor  that  he  or  she  shobM 
be  returned  to  his  or  her  parents  or  guardiana,  or  placed  out  in  a 
family  by  adoption  or  indenture  or  other  agreement,  except  that 
such  minor  may  be  retained  at  public  expense,  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  two  months  after  the  service  of  the  notice  to  tlie  insti- 
tution, at  its  request,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  it  to  place  out 
such  child. 

3.  In  no  case  shall  any  child,  supported  in  whole  or  in  part 
at  ptihlic  expense,  in  any  such  institution,  be  transferred  to  any 
other  institution  except  upon  the  written  approval  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  the  district  or  county  in  or  from  which  the  transfer  ii 
proposed,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  any  other  commissioner  of  the 
Board. 

4.  No  minor  shall  remain  as  an  inmate  of  any  such  inatitutioD 
which  has  not  furnished  evidence  of  having  complied  with  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  213,  214  and  215  of  article  XII,  of  chapt^  26 
of  the  general  laws,  called  the  Public  Health  Law. 

5.  Destitute  and  other  adults, — No  adult  inmate  of  any  such  in- 
stitution, who  has  been  placed  or  permitted  to  remain  therdn  hf 
a  proper  oificer,  shall  be  retained  therein  at  public  expense,  after 
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a  date  fixed  bj  a  commissioner,  resident  in  the  district  in  which 
tbe  institution  is  situated,  and  of  which  the  proper  authorities  or 
superintendent  or  officer  in  charge  thereof  has  been  notified  in 
writing. 

6.  No  payment  shall  be  made  by  any  county,  city,  town  or 
village  to  any  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  or  reforma* 
tory  institution  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control,  for  care, 
support  or  maintenance,  which  shall  fail  within  a  reasonable  time 
after  notice  to  comply : 

First.  With  any  law  affecting  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of 
said  county,  city,  town  or  village, 

Second.  With  any  rules  or  regulation  of  the  local  board  of 
health  passed  pursuant  to  law. 

Third.  With  any  law  regulating  the  erection  of  the  buildings 
of  said  institutions,  or 

Fourth.  With  any  law,  or  rules  or  regulation  made  pursuant 
to  such  law,  enacted  to  protect  the  inmates  thereof  from  fire,  or 
requiring  the  erection  of  fire-escapes  or  additional  means  of 
egress. 

7.  The  inmates  of  all  charitable,  correctional  or  reformatory 
institutions,  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control,  who  are  re- 
tained therein  as  a  charge  upon  any  county,  city,  town  or  vil- 
lage, shall  be  humanely  and  suitably  provided  with  food,  lodg- 
ing and  clothing  and  whatever  further  may  be  necessary  for 
their  safety,  reasonable  comfort  and  well  being. 

8.  Children  of  school  age  retained  in  any  such  institution  as  a 
charge  upon  any  county,  city,  town  or  village,  shall  receive  regular 
and  suitable  instruction  in  at  least  the  common  school  branches 
of  reading,  spelling,  writing,  arithmetic,  English  grammar  and 
geography. 

9.  The  commissioners,  officers,  inspectors  and  other  representa- 
tives of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  shall  at  all  reasonable 
times  be  allowed  to  examine  such  children  with  relation  to  their 
scholastic  training,  and  also  with  respect  to  their  fitness  for 
placing  in  family  homes,  or  with  relation  to  any  other  matter 
pertaining  to  their  care,  comfort  and  general  welfare,  as  may 
be  directed  by  the  board  by  resolution  duly  adopted  and  entered 
on  its  minutes. 
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iii.  reports  of  institutions. 
1.  Annual  Reports. 

Each  and  every  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  and  re- 
formatory institution,  wholly  or  partly  under  private  contnd, 
whether  incorporated  or  not  incorporated,  subject  to  the  visitation 
and  inspection  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  pursuant  to  arti- 
cle VII,  section  11  of  the  Constitution,  shall,  on  or  before  the  fint 
day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year,  prepare  and  file  wift 
the  Board,  at  its  office  in  the  Capitol  at  Albany,  a  report  of  tiie 
condition  of  the  institution  and  its  operations,  for  the  preceding 
fiscal  year  ending  September  30th,  upon  forms  prescribed  and 
furnished  for  the  purpose,  to  wit : 

First.  Tlie  estimated  value  of  the  real  and  personal  property  of 
the  institution  and  its  assets  and  liabilities  October  1st. 

Second.  The  total  amount  and  sources  of  the  receipts  of  tiie 
institution  and  its  total  and  classified  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  September  30th. 

Third.  The  whole  number  of  persons  supported  in  the  institu- 
tion, and  the  changes  in  the  population  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  September  30tlu  and  the  number  and  sex  of  those  in  its 
custody  and  care  October  1st,  with  such  other  particulars  as  maj, 
from  time  to  time,  be  required  by  the  Board. 

2.  Repoi-ts  of  Institutions  Havinff  the  Custody,  Care  and  Training 
of  Orphun,  Destitute,  Delinquent  and  Defective  Children. 

Every  charitable,  eleemosynary,  correctional  or  refonnatorr 
institution,  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control,  having  the 
custody,  treatment,  care  and  training  of  orphan,  destitute,  delin- 
quent or  defective  children,  excepting  deaf  and  blind  pupils,  shall, 
on  or  l>efore  tlie  lOtli  day  of  ()ctol>er,  1895,  file  with  the  Board, 
at  its  oftice  in  tlie  (^'apitol  at  Albany,  the  name  and  sex  of  each 
and  every  child,  inmate  of  such  institution  January  1,  1895,  and 
the  name  and  sex  of  each  and  every  child  who  may  have  been 
received  in  such  institution  from  January  1  to  September  30, 1895, 
inclusive,  on  a  separate  blank  to  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by 
the  Board  for  the  ])urpose,  including  the  following  particulars  in 
respect  to  each,  viz.:  Date  of  reception;  age;  color;  birthplace; 
whether  orphan,  half-orphan,  or  both  parents  living;  physical  and 
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mental  condition;  birthplace  of  parents;  authority  under  which 
received ;  .county,  city,  village  or  town  upon  which  a  charge ; 
amount  received  from  parent,  relative  or  guardian,  or  other  pri- 
vate source,  or  whether  supported  wholly  by  the  institution ;  per 
capita  amount* received  from  public  sources;  authority  under 
which  payments  are  made;  and,  in  the  case  of  delinquents,  the 
offense  or  crime  for  which  committed ;  and,  each  and  every  such 
institution  shall,  on  or  before  November  10, 1895,  and  on  or  before 
the  tenth  of  each  month  thereafter,  file  at  the  oflSce  of  the  Board, 
as  aforesaid,  the  name  and  sex  of  each  and  every  child,  with  the 
particulars  above  enumerated,  in  relation  thereto,  who  may  have 
been  received  in  such  institution  during  the  preceding  month; 
and  such  institution  shall  give  prompt  notice  to  the  Board,  upon 
blanks  furnished  therefor,  of  any  and  all  discharges,  removals, 
escapes,  transfers  or  deaths  occurring  in  the  institution  during  the 
month. 

IV.  ACCOUNTS  OP   institutions. 

Each  and  every  charitable,  eleemosynary,  reformatory  and  cor- 
rectional institution,  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control,  shall 
keep  proper  books  of  account  which  shall  set  forth  all  receipts 
and  expenditures  with  the  vouchers  therefor,  and  be  open  for  the 
inspection  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  its  commissioners, 
officers,  inspectors  and  agents. 


RULES    AND    REGULATIONS    FOR    THE    RECEPTION    AND 
MAINTENANCE   OF   INDIAN   POOR   PERSONS. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  RELIEF. 

1.  Whenever  any  Indian  residing  within  this  State  shall  be 
unable  to  maintain  himself,  he  shall  make  application  for  relief 
or  maintenance  at  public  expense,  to  the  superintendent  of  the 
poor  of  the  county  wherein  he  resides  or  to  some  other  officer 
charged  with  the  support  and  relief  of  the  poor  in  the  said  county. 

COMMITMENT  TO  ALMSHOUSE. 

2.  Upon  application  being  made  to  a  poor  law  officer  by  any 
Indian  for  relief  as  a  poor  person,  such  officer  shall  make  in- 
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vestigation  into  the  ability  of  such  Indian  to  maintain  Umril, 
and,  if  sntisfied  that  such  Indian  is  a  poor  person. as  delinel 
by  chapter  225  of  the  Laws  of  1896,  he  shall  by  warrant  ctve 
snch  Indian  to  be  conveyed  to  tlie  almshouse  of  the  county  ftf 
maintenance  therein. 

TRANSMISSION  OF  PROCEEDINGS  AND  TESTIMONY. 

3.  Every  county  superintendent  of  the  poor,  or  other  offlcer 
charged  with  the  support  and  relief  of  the  poor,  who  shall  com- 
mit any  Indian  poor  person  to  an  almshouse  to  be  maintained 
at  the  expense  of  the  State,  within  three  days  after  such  commit- 
ment shall  transmit  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities  all  the  toti- 
mony  taken  in  the  investigation  into  the  ability  of  such  IndiM 
to  maintain  himself,  ami  all  other  facts  relating  to  such  Indian 
poor  person,  together  with  a  verified  statement  of  the  expemwi 
incurred  in  making  the  removal  to  the  almshouse. 

4.  The  proceedings  and  testimony  in  cases  of  relief  outside  of 
an  almshouse  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  State  and 
Alien  Poor,  as  in  the  case  of  an  Indian  poor  })erson  committed 
to  an  almshouse. 

KKLIKF    OUTSIDE    OF    AN    ALMSHOUSE. 

5.  Wh(Miover  an  Intlian  poor  person  makes  application  for 
I'elief  in  accordance*  witli  Rule  No.  1,  and  shall  be  found  by  the 
county  superintendent  of  the  poor  or  other  officer  charged  with 
the  relief  and  maintenance  of  the  poor  to  be  in  such  physical 
condition  as  to  make  it  iniproj)er  to  remove  him  to  the  almshouse, 
the  county  sni )er in  tendon t  of  tlie  poor  shall  provide  for  the 
care  and  snp]>ort  of  such  Indian  ])oor  i>erson  without  removing 
him  to  the  almsliouse,  and  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  in 
such  care  and  sniiport,  which  should  not  exceed  two  dollars  per 
week  unless  otherwise  allowed  in  writing  by  the  Superintendent 
of  State  and  Alien  Poor,  shall  be  certified  to  the  Department 
of  State  and  Alien  Poor. 

OVERSl'XKS  10  NOTIFY  COrXTY  SUPERINTENDENT. 

6.  Overseers  of  the  poor  or  other  officers  charged  with  the 
maintenance  and   relief  of  ]>oor  i)ersons,  to  whom   an  Indian 
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poor  i)er8on  shall  apply  for  relief,  and  who  shall  find  that  such 
Indian  poor  person  is  in  such  condition  as  to  make  it  improper 
to  remove  him  to  the  almshouse,  shall  immediately  notify  the 
superintendent  of  the  poor  of  tlie  county  of  the  condition  of 
such  Indian  poor  person,  and  thereupon  the  county  superinten- 
dent of  the  poor  shall  make  provision  for  the  care  and  support 
of  such  Indian  poor  person. 

approval  by  superintendent  of  state  and  alien  poor. 

7.  Upon  receipt  of  the  testimony  and  the  statement  of  ex- 
penses incurred,  the  Superintendent  of  State  and  Alien  Poor 
shall  satisfy  himself  that  such  removal  or  other  relief  was  proper, 
and  that  the  Indian  is  a  poor  person  within  the  meaning  of 
section  101  of  chapter  225  of  the  Laws  of  1896.  If  he  shall  find 
that  the  maintenance  of  such  Indian  in  the  almshouse,  or  other- 
wise as  the  case  may  be,  is  a  proi)er  charge  upon  the  State,  and 
the  expenses  of  removal,  if  any,  were  actually  and  necessarily 
incurred,  he  shall  approve  the  costs  of  such  removal  or  relief, 
and  certify  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities. 

BILLS  to  be  rendered  QUARTERLY. 

8.  All  bills  for  the  support,  treatment  and  care  of  Indian 
poor  persons,  whether  supported  in  almshouses  or  maintained 
elsewhere,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Department  of  State  and  Alien 
Poor  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  at  the  Capitol  at  Albany, 
on  the  last  days  of  December,  March,  June  and  September  in 
each  year. 

BILLS  TO  CONFORM  TO  RULES. 

9.  Such  bill  shall  give  the  names  of  all  Indians  supported  as 
Indian  poor  persons,  the  places  wherein  supported,  and  the  time 
during  which  each  one  shall  have  been  maintained;  and  no  bill 
incurred  otherwise  than  in  conformity  with  these  rules  and  regu- 
lations shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  State  and 
Alien  Poor. 

CONTRACTS. 

10.  The  state  Board  of  Charities  shall  from  time  to  time  on 
behalf  of  the  State,  contract  with  the  proper  ofScers  of  the  county 
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within  which  Indians  who  are  poor  persons  reside,  on  such  teni 
and  for  such  times  as  may  be  proper,  for  the  reception  and  n|H 
port  in  the  almshouse  of  such  counties  of  such  Indian  poor  penoni 
as  may  be  committed  thereto.  Every  such  contract  shall  be  ii 
writing,  and  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  State  Board  of  CharitieL 

RECORD    IN    ALMSHOUSE. 

11.  The  keeper  or  other  officer  in  charge  of  an  almshouse  to 
which  Indian  poor  persons  shall  be  committed  shall  enter  tlie 
names  of  such  Indians  upon  the  almshouse  register,  together 
with  such  particulars  as  are  required  in  the  case  of  other  poor 
persons. 

NOTICE  OP  ADMISSION. 

12.  Such  keeper  or  officer  shall  transmit  by  mail,  to  the  Super 
intendcnt  of  State  and  Alien  Poor,  the  name  of  any  Indian  poor 
person  committed  to  the  almshouse  of  which  he  has  charge, 
together  with  the  particulars  required  by  Rule  No.  11,  immedi- 
ately upon  the  admission  of  such  Indian  poor  person. 

OTHER  NOTICES. 

13.  Such  keeper  or  officer  in  charge  of  the  almshouse  shall 
in  like  manner  transmit  to  the  Superintendent  of  State  and 
Alien  Poor,  notice  of  the  death,  discharge  or  absconding  of  any 
Indian  poor  i)erson  in  his  charge,  whenever  such  death,  discharge 
or  absconding  shall  take  place. 

DISCHARGE. 

14.  Whenever  any  Indian  poor  person  maintained  in  an  alma- 
house  or  othorwise,  in  accordance  with  these  rules  and  regula- 
tions, shall  be  able  to  undertake  his  own  support  and  mainte- 
nance, ho  shall  1)0  dischargod  upon  order  of  the  Superintendent  of 
State  and  Alion  Poor  or  of  Ihe  county  superintendent  of  the  poor 
in  the  county  within  which  he  resides. 

BURIALS. 

15.  No  expenses  for  burials  shall  be  incurred  other  than  the 
cost  of  a  plain  coffin  and  that  not  to  exceed  |15.00,  unless  tiie 
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approval  of  the  Superiotend/ent  of  State  and  Alien  Poor  shall 
have  been  first  secured. 

NON-COMPLIANCE  WITH  BULBS. 

16.  Indians  not  committed  to  an  almshouse  or  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  in  accordance  with  these  rules  and  regulations,  shall 
not  be  accepted  by  the  Superintendent  of  State  and  Alien  Poor 
as  a  charge  upon  the  State. 

INDIANS  SUFFERING  WITH  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

17.  In  all  cases  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  among 
Indians^  which  under  the  Public  Health  Law  are  required  to  be 
quarantined  by  the  local  boards  of  health,  the  expenses  incurred 
through  such  quarantine  cannot  be  made  a  charge  against  the 
State  Board  of  Charities  but  must  be  provided  for  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  24  of  the  Public  Health  Law. 


RULES  TO  BE  OBSERVED  BY  THOSE  SUBMITTING  PLANS 
FOR  BUILDINGS  AND  ADDITIONS  THERETO. 

1.  All  plans  for  the  building  of  almshouses  or  other  institu- 
tions, or  of  structures  connected  therewith  or  additions  thereto 
or  of  modifications  of  such  buildings  or  structures,  requiring  the 
Board's  approval,  must  be  submitted  to  the  Board  with  the  specifi- 
cations relating  thereto,  both  in  duplicate  before  being  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Construction  of  Buildings. 

2.  Such  plans  and  specifications  must  in  every  case  be  accom- 
panied by  a  statement  specifying  the  building  or  buildings  to  be 
erected  in  accordance  therewith,  the  location  or  locations  of  such 
building  or  buildings  and  the  work  otherwise  covered  by  the 
plans  and  specifications,  naming  the  amount  or  amounts  appro- 
priated for  such  construction,  certifying  that  said  plans  and  speci- 
fications have  been  officially  approved  by  the  responsible  author- 
ities presenting  them  for  the  Board's  approval,  together  with  a 
specific  request  for  such  approval  by  the  Board. 

3.  One  of  such  plans,  and  one  of  a  duplicate  modification  of 
such  plans,  if  such  shall  be  made  and  approved,  shall  be  filed 
among  the  archives  of  the  Board. 
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within  which  IndiaoB  who  are  poor  persons  reside,  on  sodi 
and  for  snch  times  as  mav  be  proper,  for  the  reception  and  sup- 
port in  the  almshouse  of  such  counties  of  such  Indian  poor  persona 
as  may  be  committed  thereto.  Every  such  contract  shall  be  in 
writing,  and  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

RECORD    IN    ALMSHOUSE. 

11.  The  keeper  or  other  officer  in  charge  of  an  almshonse  to 
which  Indian  poor  persons  shall  be  committed  shall  enter  the 
names  of  such  Indians  upon  the  almshouse  raster,  together 
with  such  particulars  as  are  required  in  the  case  of  other  poor 
persons. 

NOTICE  OF  ADMISSION. 

12.  Such  keeper  or  officer  shall  transmit  by  mail,  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  State  and  Alien  Poor,  the  name  of  any  Indian  poor 
person  committed  to  the  almshouse  of  which  he  has  charge, 
together  with  the  particulars  required  by  Rule  No.  11,  immedi- 
ately upon  the  admission  of  such  Indian  poor  person. 

OTHER  NOTICES. 

13.  Such  keeper  or  officer  in  charge  of  the  almshonse  shall 
in  like  manner  transmit  to  the  Su|>erintendent  of  State  and 
Alien  Poor,  notice  of  the  death,  discharge  or  absconding  of  any 
Indian  poor  person  in  his  charge,  whenever  such  death,  discharge 
or  absconding  shall  take  place. 

DISCHARGE. 

14.  Whenever  any  Indian  poor  person  maintained  in  an  alms- 
house or  othemise.  in  acoordame  with  these  rules  and  r^ula- 
tions.  shall  be  able  to  undertake  his  own  support  and  mainte- 
nance, he  shall  be  discharged  ui»on  order  of  the  Superintendent  of 
State  and  Alien  Poor  or  of  the  county  sunerintendent  of  the  poor 
in  the  county  within  which  he  resides. 

BURIALS. 

15.  Xo  expenses  for  burials  shall  be  incurred  other  than  the

RULES  OF  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIES  FOR  GRANT- 
ING  A  LICENSE  TO  INSTITUTIONS  DEVOTED  TO  THE  SOLE 
PURPOSE  OF  KEEPING  AND  CARING  FOR  AGED,  DECREPIT 
AND  FEEBLE-MINDED  PERSONS,  WHO  ARE  NOT  PROPER 
SUBJECTS  FOR  CARE  AND  TREATMENT  IN  A  HOSPITAL 
FOR  THE  INSANE,  UNDER  THE  LAWS  OF  THE  STATE  OF 
NEW  YORK,  KNOWN  AS  CHAPTER  914  OF  THE  LAWS  OP 
1896,  ENTITLED  "AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  CARE  OP 
AGED,  DECREPIT  AND  MENTALLY  ENFEEBLED  PERSONS 
WHO  ARE  NOT  INSANE." 

Rule  1.  Every  applicant  for  a  license  shall  file  in  the  oflSce  of 
this  Board  accurately-drawn  i>lana  of  every  part  of  the  building 
or  buildings  to  bo  onii)loyod  for  a  home,  retreat  or  asylum,  to- 
gether with  the  following  verified  statements  in  writing: 

A.  A  succinct  description  of  the  building  or  buildings  and  of 
the  location  and  surroundings  of  the  institution  and  of  the  con- 
ditions or  accommodations  i)rovided  for  the  safe  and  humane 
maintenance  of  the  patients. 

B.  The  number  and  names  of  the  officers,  attendants  and  em- 
ployes, with  a  statement  of  tbeir  respective  duties  and  their 
individual  qualifications,  morally,  ])hysically  and  by  education  or 
exi)erience,  for  tln^ir  several  positions. 

0.  The  financial  resources  of  the  institution,  <iside  from  its 
income  derived  from  patients,  and  flie  scale  of  weekly  charges  for 
patients. 

Rule  2.  No  license  shall  1m?  granted  until  the  Commissioner  of 
the  district,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  of  an  adjoining  district, 
has  personally  inspected  the  grounds,  buildings  and  appurte- 
nances of  the  proposed  institution,  and  reported  in  writing  that 
in  his  opinion,  it  j)ossesses  the  necessary  equipment  in  officers 
and  attendants,  together  with  suitable  domestic  accommodatio&i 
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in  all  other  respects  for  the  safe  and  humane  maintenance  of 
mch  patients,  and  the  number  which  can  be  properly  provided 
for  at  any  one  time. 


RULES  OF  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIES  GOVERNING 
THE  MANAGEMENT  OF  HOMES,  RETREATS  AND  ASYLUMS 
FOR  THE  CARE  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  AGED,  DECREPIT 
AND  MENTALLY  ENFEEBLED  PERSONS  WHO  ARE  NOT 
INSANE. 

1.  Snch  institution  shall  be  devoted  to  the  sole  purpose  of  keep- 
ing and  caring  for  such  persons. 

2.  The  superintendent  thereof  sliall  transmit  to  tlie  office  of 
this  Board,  within  three  days  after  the  reception  of  a  patient,  a 
certified  copy  of  the  application  of  said  patient,  or  his  or  her 
relative,  friend  or  guardian,  as  the  case  may  be,  together  with 
copies  of  the  aflSdavits  of  the  physicians  supporting  said  appli- 
cation. 

3.  Whenever  any  patient  by  him  or  his  friends  or  legal 
guardians  shall  make  application  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities 
to  be  discharged  from  such  home,  retreat  or  asylum,  the  superin- 
tendent thereof  shall  forthwith  forward  such  application  to  the 
ofSce  of  this  Board,  together  with  such  recommendations  in  re- 
gard to  the  further  care  of  the  patient  as  he  may  deem  useful  and 
necessary. 

4.  Said  institution  shall  have,  in  regular  attendance  upon  its 
patients,  a  reputable  physician,  resident  of  the  vicinity,  duly  quali- 
fied by  law  to  practice  his  profession  in  this  State,  and  whose 
appointment  is  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

5.  No  form  of  injury  to  the  person^  or  deprivation  of  the  neces- 
saries of  life  shall  be  allowed  in  such  institution  for  the  purpose 
of  punishment  or  discipline. 

6.  All  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  relative  to  the 
sanitary  care  of  public  institutions  and  the  preservation  and  pro- 
motion of  the  health  of  the  inmates  shall  be  rigidly  complied  with. 

7.  Said  institution  shall  make  to  this  Board  the  quarterly  re- 
ports required  of  hospitals  and  the  annual  reports  required  of  all 
charitable  institutions. 
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8.  The  forma  of  application  for  the  admisBion  of  all  patiaiti  to 
such  institutions  shall  be  such  as  are  prescribed  by  the  Bttts 
Board  of  Charities. 

9.  Whenever  any  patient  in  such  institution  shall  become  lo 
violent  in  conduct  as  to  become  uncontrollable  without  the  aid  of 
mechanical  restraint  or  })ennanent  seclusion,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  superintendent  tliei-eof  to  notify  forthwith  the  State  Botrd 
of  Charities  of  the  condition  of  such  patient  by  means  of  a  oertiil- 
cate  signed  by  him  and  the  resident  physician,  and  pending  the 
action  of  said  Board  upon  such  notice,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to 
discharge  or  transfer  said  patient  to  any  other  custody. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  WHICH 
DISPENSARIES  SHALL  FURNISH  MEDICAL  OR  SURGICAL 
RELIEF,  ADVICE  OR  TREATMENT,  MEDICINE  OR  APPA- 
RATUS; ADOPTED  OCTOBER  ii,  z899»  PURSUANT  TO  THK 
PROVISIONS  OF  CHAPTER  368,  LAWS  OF  1899,  AS  AMENDED 
OCTOBER  ID,  1900. 

I.    POSTING   A   PUBLIC   NOTICE. 

There  shall  be  posted  and  permanently  maintained  in  a  con- 
spicuous j)laee  in  the  reception  room  for  applicants  a  notice  u 
follows : 

This  dispensary  hns  been  licensed  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  New  York  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  to  furnish  medical 
or  surgical  relief,  advice  or  treatment,  medicine  or  apparatDS  to 
the  sick  poor  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  the  same.  The  law  pro- 
vides as  follows: 

{^cctim  25,  chapter  368,  Laves  of  1899.) 

"Any  jjcrson  who  obtains  medical  or  surgical  treatment  on  fatoe 
representations  from  any  dispensary  licensed  under  the  provision 
of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  and 
not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars." 

{Imprisonment  until  fiiiehe  paid  may  he  imposed.  Code  Crim, 
Pro.,  §  718.) 
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ii.  the  registrar. 
{A8  amended  October  10, 1900.) 
There  shall  be  an  oflScer  to  be  known  as  "  The  Begistrar,"  whose 
duties  shall  be  to  supervise  the  work  of  the  dispensary,  and  either 
I)ersonally,  or  by  a  competent  deputy  selected  by  him  for  that 
purpose,  to  make  and  preserve  all  records,  receive  all  applicants, 
and  see  that  all  rules  and  regulations  are  enforced. 

III.   THE   ADMISSION   OP   APPLICANTS. 

(As  amended  October  10, 1900.) 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  registrar  to  examine  all  appli- 
cants to  determine  the  question  of  their  admission,  and  the  fol- 
lowing rules  shall  guide  his  actions :  (a)  All  emergency  cases  shall 
be  admitted  and  receive  prompt  treatment  and  care,  (b)  Every 
applicant  who  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  registrar,  after  examina- 
tion and  personal  inquiry,  poor  and  needy,  shall  be  admitted,  (c) 
Every  applicant,  either  personally  or  by  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  such  applicant,  in  regard  to  whose  ability  to  pay  for  medical 
or  surgical  relief,  advice  or  treatment,  medicine  or  apparatus,  or 
either,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  registrar  is  in  doubt,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  a  first  treatment  on  signing  a  card  containing  the  "  rep- 
resentation "  or  statement  of  the  applicant,  but  the  registrar 
shall  forthwith  cause  an  investigation  of  his  or  her  ability  to  paj 
either  personally,  or  by  parent  or  guardian ;  the  results  of  such 
investigation  shall  be  filed  among  the  permanent  records  of  the 
dispensary.  Any  such  applicant  who  declines  to  sign  the  required 
"  representation  "  or  statement  shall  be  refused  admission. 

2.  Such  "  representation  "  or  statement  shall  be  in  the  following 
form:

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3.  The  registrar  shall  issne  to  every  applicant  who  is  admittel 
for  treatment  a  pass  card,  on  one  side  of  which  shall  be  printed 
the  usual  information  in  I'egard  to  attendance  upon  the  cla»  to 
which  he  or  she  is  assigned,  and  on  the  other  side  tlie  card  fehAll 
be  in  the  following  form : 


Penalty  for  False  Representationa. 

Section  25,  Chapter  368,  Laws  of  1899. 

"Any  person  who  obtains  medical  or  surgical  treatment  on  falie 
representations  from  any  dispensary  licensed  under  the  prorisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thertof 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  and  not  more 
than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars." 

(Imprisonment  until  fine  be  paid  may  be  imposed.  Code  Crim.  Pro., 
§  718.) 


IV.  THE  MATRON. 

There  shall  be  a  matron  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  under  the  di^c^ 
tion  of  the  registrar,  to  preserve  cleanliness  and  g<H»d  i»pder  in 
all  parts  of  the  dispensary,  and  be  present  during  g>-uaK;ologict] 
examinations  and  operations;  no  such  examination  shall  be  made 
of,  or  operation  performed  on,  any  female  patient  ex(*ei)t  in  the 
pi-esence  of  the  matron  or  of  a  woman  detailed  for  such  duty. 

V.  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  EXCLUDED. 

The  following  contagious  diseases  shall  net  be  treated  in  any 
disjiensarv  not  devoted  to  the  treatment  of  eontag'ous  diseases, 
viz.:  smallpox,  scarlet  fever,  meaisles,  diphtheria.  When  a  per- 
son suffering  from  any  one  of  these  diseases  shall  apply  for  treat- 
ment to  any  dispensary,  the  registrar  shall  take  immediate 
measures  to  i)n»vent  the  exposure  of  other  persons  in  the  dispen- 
sary, and  shall  forthwith  report  the  case  to  the  proper  health  au- 
thority. 

VI.  INSTRUCTIONS    IN    DISPENSARIES. 

Managers  may  make  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  clinical, 
secular  and  religious  instruction  in  their  respective  dispensarieB. 
but  in  no  instance  shall  any  api>licant  be  i^equired  to  attend  such 
instruction  as  a  condition  on  which  ho  or  she  may  receive  medi- 
cal or  surgical  relief  at  the  dispensary.    No  applicant  shall  be 
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required  to  submit  to  an  examination,  oral  or  physical,  for  other 
purposes  than  his  or  her  proper  medical  or  surgical  treatment 
frithout  his  or  her  full  and  free  consent ;  in  the  case  of  an  infant, 
Hie  consent  of  the  father,  mother  or  guardians  must  be  obtained 
for  the  purpose  above  mentioned. 

VII.   TUB   APOTHECARY. 

The  apothecary  must  be  licensed  under  the  laws  of  this  State 
or  be  a  graduate  of  a  regularly  incorporated  medical  college.  If 
employed  in  public  service  the  apothecary  must  be  appointed 
onder  Civil  Service  rules. 

VIII.    SANITARY    INSPECTIONS. 

{As  amended  October  10,  1900.) 

The  managers  of  dispensaries  shall  comply  with  the  ordinances 
and  orders  of  the  local  Board  of  Health,  and  shall  annually  make 
a  minute  showing  compliance  therewith,  upon  their  oflScial  records 
on  or  before  September  30th  in  each  and  every  year. 

IX.   ARRANGEMENTS  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

Each  dispensary  shall  provide:  1.  Seats  for  all  applicants. 
2.  Arrangements  for  the  separation  of  the  sexes  in  both  waiting 
and  treatment  rooms,  except  in  cases  of  family  groups  or  of  in- 
fants. 3.  Such  equipment  in  the  matter  of  rooms  and  supplies 
as  will  secure  the  best  results  of  treatment. 


RULES  FOR  DISTRICT  COMMITTEES. 
Adopted  May  11,  1899. 

For  administration  purposes  the  State  shall  be  divided  into 
two  inspection  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  Eastern  District 
and  the  Western  District.  The  Eastern  District  shall  embrace 
the  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  judicial  districts  of  the  State. 
The  Western  District  shall  embrace  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and 
eighth  judicial  districts  of  the  State. 

The  Committee  in  the  Eastern  District  shall  consist  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  resident  therein.    The  work  in  the  East- 
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em  District  may  be  carried  on  by  a  sub-comiuittee  of  three  of 
its  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Preflident. 

The  Committee  in  the  Western  District  shall  congiBt  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  resident  therein.  The  work  in  the  West- 
ern District  may  be  carried  on  by  a  sub-committee  of  two  of 
its  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President.  The  Pieddent 
shall  designate  the  Chairman  of  the  said  Committees. 

With  the  exception  of  the  months  of  July  and  Aagasty  eeck 
of  the  Committees  shall  hold  meetings  at  their  respective  die- 
trict  offices  at  least  once  a  month,  as  the  Committee  may  de- 
cide. Three  membei*s  shall  constitute  a  quorum  in  the  Elaiten 
District  and  two  in  the  W^estern  District  Special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  Chairman  as  often  as  he  may  deem  the  saine 
necessary.  The  District  Committees  may,  when  in  their  judg- 
ment the  work  of  inspection  requires  it,  hold  joint  meetings. 

The  Committees  may  in  their  respective  districts  designate 
from  time  to  time  one  of  their  members  to  supervise  and  direct 
the  daily  conduct  of  the  work  of  the  District. 

The  district  offices  shall  be  open  for  business  from  9  a.  h.  to 
6  p.  M.  on  every  week  day,  not  a  legal  holiday,  except  on  Sat- 
urdays, when  they  shall  be  open  from  9  a.  m.  to  12  m. 

In  each  district  there  shall  be  a  Superintendent,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  upon  the  nomination  of  the  District  Com- 
mittee, who  shall  be  subject  to  the  said  Committees,  and  shall 
have  the  immediate  dii-ection  of  the  Inspectors  in  the  said  dis- 
tricts. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  see  that  the 
instructions  of  the  District  Committees  are  duly  carried  out  and 
that  the  details  of  business  of  their  offices  receive  prompt  and 
suitable  attention.  The  district  offices  shall  be  in  their  charge 
and  they  shall  act  as  Secretary  of  their  respective  District  Com- 
mittees and  koop  a  record  of  the  Committee's  proceedings. 

They  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  of  their  respective 
offices  and  be  i-osponsible  for  the  safe  pi'eservation  of  all  papers, 
books,  letters  and  documents. 

In  each  district  there  shall  be  such  number  of  inspectors  and 
other  employes  as  the  Board  may  see  proj>er  to  employ. 

The  inspectors  may,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  classified  as 
"auditing    inspectors,"    "sanitary  inspectors"    and    ''general 
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Inspectors/'  The  duties  of  the  "auditing  inspectors"  may  be 
specially  directed  to  examination  of  the  accounts,  records  and 
other  matters  relative  to  the  financial  affairs  of  institutions. 
The  duties  of  "sanitary  inspectors"  may  be  specially  directed 
to  inspection  of  conditions  affecting  the  sanitary  status  of  in- 
stitutions. The  duties  of  "general  inspectors"  may  be  consid- 
eted  as  connected  with  conditions  not  belonging  specially  to  the 
departments  of  auditing  and  sanitary  inspectors.  All  inspectors 
and  other  employes  of  the  District  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  designated  by  the  District  Committees. 

The  joint  committee  of  the  Eastern  and  the  Western  Districts 
may  temporarily  transfer  inspectors  from  the  Eastern  to  the 
Western  District  and  vice  versa.  The  reasons  of  such  transfers 
ahall  be  entered  in  the  minutes  of  both  of  the  District  Commit- 
tees. 

The  hours  of  duty  of  the  said  Superintendents,  Inspectors  and 
other  employes  shall  be  from  9  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m.,  with  an  hour's 
intermission  for  lunch,  every  week  day,  not  a  legal  holiday,  ex- 
cept on  Saturdays,  when  the  hours  will  be  from  9  a.  m.  to  12  m. 

Inspectors  shall  make  full  and  complete  records  in  such  form 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  or  the  District  Committees 
of  all  visits,  inspections  and  examinations,  and  shall  file  the  same 
in  the  office  of  the  proper  inspection  district. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  either  Committee,  it  appears  that  any 
institution  is  not  complying  with  the  rules  adopted  pursuant  to 
Article  VIII.,  Section  14  of  the  Constitution,  said  Committee 
shall  promptly  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  in 
order  that  the  proper  financial  oflQcer  of  the  county,  city,  town 
or  village  affected  thereby  may  be  duly  notified. 

On  or  about  the  20th  of  each  month,  each  District  Committee 
shall  send  requisitions  to  the  Secretary  for  such  postage  stamps, 
stationery  and  other  supplies  as  may  be  required  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties. 

As  soon  after  the  first  of  each  month  as  practicable,  the  said 
Committees  shall  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  a  full  report 
of  the  inspection  work  of  the  district,  during  the  month  pre- 
ceding, together  with  a  separate  account  of  the  salary  and  dis- 
bnrsements  of  each  employe  of  the  District,  certified  by  the 
Chairman  of  said  resi)ective  Committees.

MANUAL  FOR  THE  GUIDANCE  OF  THE  INSPECTORS  OF  THE 
STATE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIES. 

The  Office  of  Inspectob. 

An  inspector  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  is  a  State  officer 
appointed  bj  tUat  Board  noder  the  State  Civil  Bervice  Eules. 
The  statute  coufers  importiint  powers  and  i*eqnirea  of  him  the 
performance  of  certain  duties  in  the  visitation  and  inspection 
of  institutions  of  a  charitable,  e]eenuJ^4ynnrJ^  reformatory  or  cor- 
rectional character  or  design*  These  powers  and  duties  are  con- 
tained in  the  ''  Htate  Charities  Law  *'  (chapter  54G,  Laws  of  189G), 
With  a  vitnv  to  faiuiliarize  inspectors  with  tlieir  statutory  obli- 
gations and  the  instructions  of  the  State  Hoard  of  Charities  in 
relation  thereto,  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  their  powerfi 
and  duties  have  been  collated  in  this  nistuuaK  and  such  exphina- 
tions,  instructions  and  regulations  have  been  added  as  were 
deemed  necessary  for  their  information  nnd  guidance, 

L  Provisions  of  Law  Rblatino  to  the  Powers  and  Dutiks  op 

Inspectors. 

1,  Institutions  subject  to  inspecHon. 

Section  10.  All  institutions  of  a  charitable,  eleeniosjnary,  re- 
fonnatory  or  correctional  cluirjuter  or  design,  including  reform- 
atories (except  those  uow  under  the  supervision  and  subject  to 
the  inspection  of  the  prison  connnission),  but  including  all  re- 
fomiatories,  except  those  in  which  adult  males  ccjuvicted  of  fei- 
ony,  shall  be  confined,  asylums  and  institutions  for  idiots  and 
epileptics,  altushouses,  orphan  asyluuiSf  and  alt  asylnms,  hospitals 
nnd  institutions*  whether  state,  county,  municipal^  incorporated 
or  not  incorporati'fV  j^rivate  or  otherwise,  except  instituticms  for 
the  custody,  care  and  ti^atment  of  the  insane,  are  subject  to  .the 
visitation,  lns|jecti€n  and  supervision  of  the  Btate  Board  of  Chari- 
ties, its  member?!,  officers  and  iusjiectors. 

The  Court  of  .^J^Jlenls  has  defined  the  meaning  of  the  words 
"  chjiritable  iustitntlon,"  as  used  in  the  < Constitution  and  the  Htate 
Charities  Law»  as  follows: 

**A  charitnble  institution,  wifhin  the  moan  in*?  of  sections  11  to 
14  of  article  VII L  of  the  ConsUtution*  cliaifter  TTl  of  the  Laws 
of  1895 J  and  chapter  54G  of  the  Laws  of  18&C,  giving  to  the  Btate 
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Board  of  Charities  the  right  of  visitation  with  respect  to  all  char- 
itable institutions,  is  one  that  in  some  form  or  to  some  extent 
receives  public  money  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  indi- 
gent persons,  and  by  public  money  is  meant  money  raised  by  taxa- 
tion, not  only  in  the  State  at  large,  but  in  any  city,  county  or 
town." 

The  important  facts  which  should  he  noticed  hy  inspectors  are 
as  follows: 

1.  Certain  classes  of  institutions  are  excepted  from  inspection 
by  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  because  they  are  not  in  receipt 
of  public  money,  or  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  other  State  au- 
thorities. 

2.  The  language  of  the  statute  makes  all  institutions,  with  the 
exceptions  given,  subject  to  inspection,  which  in  character  or 
design  are  charitable,  eleemosynary,  reformatory  or  correctional. 
Managers  and  officers  may  object  to  an  inspection,  alleging  that 
the  institution  is  not  a  charity  in  character  or  design.  It  is  im- 
portant, therefore,  that  insi)ectors  should  inform  themselves  as 
accurately  as  possible,  before  visiting  an  institution  with  which 
they  are  unacquainted,  as  to  its  character  and  the  objects  which 
it  was  designed  to  accomplish,  and  whether  or  not  the  institution 
is  in  receipt  of  public  money.  This  information  may  be  obtained 
by  examining  the  articles  of  incorporation  and  the  annual  reports. 

3.  Objection  may  be  made  to  an  inspection  because  the  insti- 
tution belongs  to  a  county  or  city,  or  because  it  is  unincor- 
porated or  is  private,  but  the  statute  is  very  exi)licit  in  this  re- 
spect, and  includes  all  that  come  under  the  general  definition, 
whatever  may  be  the  nature  of  their  origin,  their  location  or  their 
control.

2.  Inspections  may  he  made  at  any  and  all  times. 

Section  10,  continued:  Such  institutions  may  be  visited  and  1^' 
spected  by  such  Board,  or  any  member,  officer  op  inspector  dnl^ 
appointed  by  it  for  that  purpose,  at  any  and  all  times. 

No  examination  of  an  institution  can  be  made  for  tbe  purpoae 
of  obtaining  all  of  tbe  information  which  the  law  requires  whei 
the  inspector  is  limited  as  to  the  time  of  his  inspection  by  anj 
rules  or  regulations  of  the  managers  or  officials.  The  everyday 
working  condition  of  all  parts  of  an  institution  can  most  satii- 
factorily  be  determined  only  by  the  casiml  and  unexpected  visitB 
of  the  inspector.  For  example,  unannounced  visits  must  be  made 
at  meal  times  to  learn  the  kind,  quality  and  quantity  of  foods 
ordinarily  served,  and  visits  to  the  dormitories  at  night  is  the 
only  method  of  deciding  as  to  their  ventilation. 

3.  Powers  of  inspectors  during  an  inspection. 

Section  10,  continued:  Any  member  or  officer  of  such  Board, 
or  insi)ector  duly  appointed  by  it,  shall  have  full  access  to  the 
grounds,  buildings,  books  and  papers  relating  to  any  such  insti- 
tution, and  may  require  from  the  officers  and  persons  in  charge 
thereof,  any  information  he  may  deem  necessary  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties. 

The  statutory  powers  of  inspectors  during  an  inspection  enable 
them  to  obtain  full  and  accurate  knowledge  of  the  entire  premises 
and  of  every  feature  of  the.institution  and  its  management.  They 
have  the  right  to  see  i)ersoually  every  part  of  the  buildings  and 
premises,  every  inmate,  all  of  the  books,  records  and  papers,  and 
finally  they  may  require  any  additional  information  deemed  nec- 
essary for  the  proper  discharge  of  their  duties.  In  exercising 
these  powers,  inspectors  should  be  courteous  and  considerate 
towards  officers  of  institutions,  and  whenever  refused  unlawfully 
they  should  use  no  force  nor  mandatory  language,  but  discontinue 
the  inspection  and  withdraw  and  report  the  facts  to  the  Board  for 
its  action. 
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^  Melatian  of  officera,  superintendents  and  employes  of  mstitvr 

tions  to  inspectors  of  the  Board. 

Section  10,  continued :  Any  oflScer,  superintendent  or  employe 

of  SLxij  such  institution,  society  or  association  who  shall  unlaw- 

^lly  refuse  to  admit  any  member,  oflScer  or  inspector  of  the 

^a.rd,  for  the  purpose  of  visitation  and  insj>ection,  or  who  shall 

''^txise  or  neglect  to  furnish  the  information  required  by  the 

^ard  or  any  of  its  members,  officers  or  inspectors,  shall  be  guilty 

^t  a  misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars 

'or  each  such  refusal  or  neglect.    The  right  and  powers  hereby 

conferred  may  be  enforced  by  an  order  of  the  supreme  court 

after  notice  and  hearing,  or  by  indictment  by  the  grand  jury  of 

the  county  or  both. 

This  clause  of  the  section  establishes  the  character  of  the  offense 
committed  by  an  officer,  superintendent  or  employe  of  an  institu- 
tion, society  or  association  who  unlawfully  refuses  to  admit  an 
inspector  for  the  purpose  of  inspection,  or  refuses  or  neglects  to 
furnish  information  required.  It  also  prescribes  the  method  of 
enforcing  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  inspector. 

5.  Inspectors  confidential  agents  of  the  Board. 

Section  10,  continued :  No  such  officer  or  inspector  shall  divulge 
or  communicate  to  any  person  without  the  knowledge  and  consent 
of  said  Board  any  facts  or  information  obtained  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  on  proof  of  such  divulgement  or  communica- 
tion such  officer  or  inspector  may  at  once  be  removed  from  office. 

The  necessity  of  this  restriction  upon  inspectors  grows  out  of 
the  extraordinary  powers  of  inquiry  into  the  affairs  of  institu- 
tions given  them  by  law  in  making  inspections.  Inspectors  are 
peculiarly  exposed  to  the  temptation  of  giving  information  in 
regard  to  facts  obtained  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
Officers  of  institutions  are  very  liable  to  make  inquiries  of  them 
as  to  the  condition  and  management  of  other  institutions  of  the 
same  class.  While  much  of  the  information  thus  sought  might 
be  given,  not  only  without  detriment,  but  even  with  benefit,  the 
occasional  scandals  that  might  result  render  the  legal  restriction 
eminently  wise  and  conservative. 

No  record,  document  or  paper  containing  information  consid- 
ered confidential  regarding  the  history  and  personality  of  any 
42 
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inmate,  and  sealed  or  kept  under  lock  and  key,  by  reaolntion  dnlj 
adopted  by  the  board  of  managers  of  any  institution,  shall  be 
examined  by  any  inspector,  except  by  direction  of  the  State  Bond 
of  Charities. 

II.  Provisions  op  Law  Relating  to  the  Subjects  of  Inquibt 
During  Inspection. 

Section  11.  This  section  provides  that  "on  such  visits,  inquiry 
shall  be  made  to  ascertain  "  the  following  information : 

1.  Whether  all  parts  of  the  State  are  equally  benefited  hy  the  in- 

stitution  requiring  State  aid. 
To  obtain  this  information  the  inspector  must  first  learn  fron 
the  act  creating  the  institution  the  precise  terms  on  which  it  is 
required  to  receive  inmates  from  the  several  counties  of  the  State 
or  of  the  district  to  which  its  operations  are  confined.  Then  a 
census  of  the  inmates  must  be  taken  and  the  residence  of  each 
noted.  Finally,  the  population  of  each  county  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation in  the  institution  must  be  taken  as  the  basis  of  calcula- 
tion as  to  the  proper  ratio  of  inmates  from  each  county  in  the 
institution. 

2.  The  merits  of  any  and  all  requests  on  the  part  of  any  suck 

institution  for  State  aid,  for  any  purpose  other  than  the 

usual  expenses  thereof,  and  the  amount  required  to  accom- 

plish  the  object  desired. 

Inquiries  required  by  this  section  are  to  be  made  only  when 

the  managers  of  institutions  make  requests  for  State  aid  for  some 

specific  purpose.     They  are  not  subjects  of  inquiry,  therefore,  on 

every  in8i)ectiou,  and  should  receive  tlie  attention  of  the  inspector 

only  when  directed  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

3.  The  sources  of  puhlic  moneys  received  for  the  benefit  of  such 

institution,  as  to  the  proper  and  economical  expenditure  of 
such  moneys  and  the  condition  of  the  finances  generally. 
The  sources  of  public  moneys  received  for  the  benefit  of  an 
institution,  and  the  condition  of  the  finances  generally,  are  sub- 
jects for  special  inquiry  under  the  direction  of  the  Board;  but 
inquiries  as  to  the  expenditure  of  moneys  ought  to  be  constantly 
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in  the  mhid  of  the  inspector  during  his  inspections,  and  accn- 
ate  notes  should  be  made  whenever  he  discovers  evidences  of 
improper  and  nneconomical  uses  of  the  funds  of  an  institution. 
Improper  expenditures  are  more  likely  to  be  found  in  the  pur- 
chase of  luxuries,  as  in  furniture,  foods,  implements,  horses,  car- 
riages and  in  other  directions.  The  lack  of  economy  is  found 
in  the  prices  paid  for  the  great  variety  of  articles  purchased,  the 
cost  of  the  erection  and  repair  of  buildings. 

4.  Whether  the  objects  of  the  institution  are  being  accomplished. 
The  inquiries  required  by  this  provision  should  be  taken  in 

their  larger  sense.  The  unit  in  every  charitable  institution  is 
the  individual  inmate.  For  his  welfare  alone  it  was  established 
and  now  exists.  To  relieve  or  mitigate  the  special  disabilities 
which  make  him  an  object  of  charity,  every  matter  or  thing  con- 
nected with  the  institution,  whether  lands,  buildings,  furniture, 
officers,  management,  should  contribute  to  their  fullest  capacity. 
The  inspector  must,  therefore,  in  all  the  details  of  inspections, 
have  in  mind  the  ultimate  objects  of  the  institution  and  endeavor 
to  determine  how  far  they  are  accomplished  by  the  existing  con- 
ditions. 

5.  Whether  the  laws  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  Board, 

in  relation  to  it,  are  fully  complied  tclth. 
To  make  the  inquiries  under  this  head,  the  inspector  should 
first  make  himself  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  laws  and  the 
rales  and  regulations  of  this  Board  in  relation  to  the  institution 
about  to  be  inspected.  The  laws  relating  to  it  will  be  found  in 
the  State  Charities  Law,  and  other  statutes,  and  in  the  act  of 
incorporation,  and  the  amendments  thereto.  The  rules  of  the 
Board  will  be  found  in  its  manual  or  in  other  form  at  the  central 
office.  Inquiry  should  be  made  as  to  whether  a  copy  of  the 
Board's  manual  is  in  the  hands  of  the  managers.  Three  classes 
of  institutions  are  now  operating  under  the  rules  of  the  Board, 
namely:  1.  Institutions  wholly  or  partly  under  private  control, 
attithorized  by  law  to  receive  payments  from  any  county,  city, 
town  or  village  for  the  support,  care  or  maintenance  of  inmates. 
{Chap.  546,  Laws  of  1896.)  2.  Homes,  retreats  and  asylums  for 
bhe  care  and  maintenance  of  aged,  decrepit  and  mentally  en- 
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feebled  persons  who  are  not  insane.  {Chap.  914^  Laf09  ot  UMi) 
3.  Dispensaries.  (Chap.  368,  Laws  of  1899,  as  amending  Clcpi 
646  of  the  Laws  of  1896.) 

6.  Its  methods  of  industrial,  educational  and  moral  training,  if 

any,  and  whether  the  same  are  best  adapted  to  the  needi  of 

its  inmates. 

The  methods  of  industrial,  educational  and  moral  training  ii 
practice  in  an  institution  can  be  learned  by  inquiry  and  oble^ 
vation,  but  it  requires  large  experience  and  good  judgment  to  de- 
termine whether  they  are  best  adapted  to  the  needs  of  its  in- 
mates. Inspectors  should  make  very  accurate  notes  of  the 
method  of  training  in  each  of  these  branches,  and  report  the  f^cti, 
with  such  observations  as  they  may  have  made  as  to  the  efferti 
upon  the  inmates. 

7.  The  methods  of  government  and  discipline  of  its  inmates. 

It  is  difficult  to  determine  definitely  the  government  and  di§- 
cipline  of  an  institution,  as  in  obtaining  information  the  in- 
spector is  limited  to  inquiry,  for  by  his  observation  he  can  dete^ 
mine  only  the  most  superficial  facts.  His  inquiries  must  not 
be  limited  to  officers  and  attendants,  but  must  include  such  in- 
mates as,  in  his  opinion,  will  make  truthful  statements.  In- 
quiries of  inmates  should  be  very  judiciously  made,  in  order  not 
to  prejudice  them  against  attendants.  In  general,  they  should 
be  examined  singly  and  in  private,  that  they  may  not  be  actuated 
by  fear. 

8.  The  qualifications  and  general  conduct  of  its   officers  and 

employes. 

The  opinion  of  the  inspector  in  regard  to  the  qualifications  and 
general  conduct  of  officers  and  employes  must  be  formed  chiefly 
by  observation  and  intercourse  with  them.  In  his  examination 
of  the  different  departments  of  an  institution  he  should  carefully 
discriminate  as  to  the  officer  or  employe  who  is  personally  re- 
sponsible for  the  conditions  found,  and  thus  he  can  very  accu- 
rately determine  his  qualifications  and  general  conduct  In  Wb 
intercourse  with  officers  and  employes,  the  inspector  can  form 
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a  very  accurate  judgment  as  to  their  fitness  for  their  position 
by  the  discussion  of  topics  relating  to  their  duties. 

9*  The  condition  of  it8  grounds,  buildings  and  other  property. 

This  information  is  obtained  only  by  personal  inspection.  It 
is  very  important  that  these  inspections  be  made  in  a  methodical 
manner^  in  order  that  nothing  shall  escape  thorough  examination. 
E!ach  matter  or  thing  undergoing  inspection  should  be  exhaust- 
ively examined  before  another  is  undertaken. 

10.  Any  other  matter  connected  with  or  pertaining  to  its  useful- 
ness and  good  management. 

During  an  inspection  many  incidents  will  occur  and  many  ob- 
servations will  be  made  bearing  on  the  usefulness  of  the  institu- 
tion and  its  management.  Ample  notes  and  full  reports  should 
be  made  of  everything  that  in  any  manner  comes  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  inspector  illustrating  its  condition  and  management. 

III.  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board  Relating  to  In- 
spectors AND  Inspection. 

1.  Relation  of  inspectors  to  District  Committees. 

1.  All  inspectors  will  be  under  the  special  direction  of  the 
District  Committee  to  which  they  are  assigned  by  the  Board, 
and  will  receive  their  orders  either  directly  from  the  chairman  of 
the  District  Committee  or  the  Superintendent  of  Inspection,  or 
through  their  District  Superintendent. 

2.  All  assignments  of  inspectors  for  ordinary  inspection  will 
be  made  by  the  District  Committees,  while  special  inspection 
duties  may  be  assigned  by  the  Board. 

2.  The  relation  of  inspectors   to   the  institutions  which   they 

inspect. 
1.  In  all  visitations  and  inspections,  inspectors,  while  main- 
taining their  statutory  privileges,  will  so  conduct  their  investi- 
gations as  to  avoid  unnecessary  friction  on  the  part  of  the  offi- 
cers of  institutions,  or  to  disturb  the  usual  daily  routine  of  the 
service.  The  establishment  of  cordial  cooperation  on  the  part 
of  the  managers  and  officers  of  institutions  will  facilitate  the 
woi^  of  inspection. 
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2.  Inspectors  must  not  criticise  the  management  of  liutiti' 
tions,  either  publicly  or  privately,  but  in  their  reports  to  the 
Board  they  shall  accurately  describe  such  defects  as,  in  Urn 
opinion,  require  to  be  remedied ;  nor  shall  they  direct  or  adriae 
changes  to  be  made  of  any  matter  or  thing  in  any  institntioi 
unless  first  specifically  authorized  by  the  Board,  the  District 
Committee,  the  Commissioner  of  the  district,  or,  in  his  absenee^ 
some  other  Commissioner. 

3.  The  conduct  of  inspections. 

1.  Special  inspections. 

A  special  inspection  is  a  visit  to  an  institution  to  inquire  or 
examine  as  to  some  particular  fact  or  condition.  It  may  be 
made  at  any  time,  the  hour  selected  being  the  best  adapted  to 
obtain  the  desired  information. 

For  example,  the  inspector  might  wish  to  learn  by  his  own 
observation  of  the  kind  of  food  served  to  the  inmates  at  dinn^. 
This  information  could  be  secured  only  by  a  personal  visit  un- 
announced at  the  dinner  hour. 

2.  General  inspections. 

All  general  inspections  should  be  made  in  accordance  with  a 
plan  which,  while  it  economizes  the  time  of  the  inspector  and 
officials,  and  creates  the  least  possible  disturbance  of  the  ordi- 
nary details  of  daily  management,  will  secure  a  thorough  inquiry 
into  the  operations  and  condition  of  every  department  of  an  in- 
stitution. The  inspector  should  always  carry  a  note-book  and 
make  an  immediate  entry  of  every  observation.  The  following 
scheme  of  a  general  in8|)ection  is  best  adapted  to  secure  reliable 
results : 

1.  Before  visiting  an  institution,  the  inspector  should  famil- 
iarize himself,  as  far  as  i)ossible,  with  the  law  relating  to  it, 
the  objects  it  is  designed  to  aeconji>lish,  as  set  forth  in  its  char- 
ter and  its  jjrevious  history.  This  information  can  be  obtained 
at  the  offices  of  the  Board  and  will  enable  the  inspector  to  antici- 
pate the  defects  of  management  which  may  exist. 

2.  On  entering  the  institution  the  inspector  should  first  call 
on  the  chief  officer  and  inform  him  of  his  intention  to  make  a 
general  ins];)ection.    If  this  officer  volunteers  to  accompany  him

he  dionld  accept  the  offer,  but  the  inspector  should  not  be  diverted 
from  the  plan  of  inspection  proposed,  unless  the  suggestions  of 
aiich  officer  would  manifestly  facilitate  the  work  or  accomplish 
MMne  other  useful  purpose. 

3.  In  order  to  see  the  institution  in  its  usual  everyday  working 
condition,  the  inspector  should  at  once  visit  those  parts  where 
such  changes  may  readily  be  made  in  existing  conditions  as  will 
give  false  impressions  if  there  is  any  delay.  The  changes  more 
likely  to  be  made  are  in  the  clothing,  location  or  surroundings 
of  certain  troublesome  inmates.  The  inspector  should,  therefore, 
first  make  a  rapid  tour  of  the  institution  and  endeavor  to  see 
all  of  the  inmates  in  whatever  place  and  condition  they  may  be 
found.  He  should  next  pass  rapidly  through  the  dormitories, 
the  kitchen,  the  laundry  and  other  departments.  Having  com- 
pleted this  preliminary  survey,  he  should  commence  a  detailed, 
eschaustive  examination  of  the  entire  establishment.  Every  room 
in  the  entire  building  should  be  examined  in  regular  succession, 
with  the  single  exception  of  the  chief  officers'  living  rooms.  No 
attendants'  rooms,  no  closets  or  clothes  room,  no  pantry  or  cup- 
board, no  wardrobe  or  recess,  no  cellar  or  attic  should  be  exempt 
from  inspection.  Every  inmate  should  be  seen,  and  those  whose 
appearance  indicates  diseases  of  the  eyes  or  scalp,  or  uncleanli- 
ness  of  person,  or  deficient  clothing  or  any  other  evidences  of 
neglect,  should  be  made  the  subject  of  special  inquiry.  If  there  is 
a  farm  connected  with  the  institution,  inquiry  should  be  made  as 
to  the  crops  raised  and  their  value,  the  amount  of  labor  of  inmates, 
and  the  cost  of  hired  labor,  and  the  final  disposition  of  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  farm.  The  insi)ection  may  close  with  the  examina- 
tion of  the  books,  records  and  papers. 


PIELDBOOK  FOR  INSPECTORS  OF  CHARITABLE 
INSTITUTIONS  AND  SOCIETIES. 

PREFACE. 

This  manual  is  not  designed  to  supersede  or  to  be  in  any  sense 
a  substitute  for  the  larger  manual  published  by  the  Board  in  1903, 
with  which  the  inspectors  of  the  Board  are  expected  to  be  entirely 
familiar,  but  is  intended  to  supplement  and  interpret  for  the  use 
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of  inspectors  the  laws  and  those  portions  of  the  mannil  irUdi 
relate  to  the  scope  of  inspections. 

The  Department  of  Inspection  was  organised  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  the  following  provisions  of  the  State  Charities 
Law  : 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  11.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Board  on  Visits  and  In- 
spections.— On  such  visits  inquiry  shall  be  made  to  ascertain: 

1.  Whether  all  parts  of  the  State  are  equally  benefited  by  the 
institutions  requiring  State  aid. 

2.  The  merits  of  any  and  all  requests  on  the  part  of  any  such 
institution  for  State  aid,  for  any  purpose,  other  than  the  usual 
expenses  thereof;  and  the  amount  required  to  accomplish  the 
object  desired. 

3.  The  sources  of  public  moneys  received  for  the  benefit  of  such 
institution,  as  to  the  proper  and  economical  expenditure  of  such 
moneys  and  the  condition  of  the  finances  generally. 

4.  Whether  the  objects  of  the  institution  are  being  accom- 
plished. 

5.  Whether  the  laws  and  the  rules  and  i-egulations  of  this  Board 
in  relation  to  it  are  fully  complied  with. 

6.  Its  methods  of  industrial,  educational  and  moral  training, 
if  any,  and  whether  the  same  are  best  adapted  to  the  needs  of  its 
inmates. 

7.  The  methods  of  government  and  discipline  of  its  inmates. 

8.  The  qualifications  and  general  conduct  of  its  oflQcers  and 
employes. 

9.  The  condition  of  its  grounds,  buildings  and  other  property. 

10.  Any  other  matter  connected  with  or  pertaining  to  its  use- 
fulness and  good  management. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  statute  that  the  ground  to  be 
covered  in  the  insi)€ction  of  a  given  institution  is  quite  extensive 
and  that  a  thorough  inquiry  is  required  if  the  Board  is  to  perform 
conscientiously  the  duties  laid  upon  it  by  the  Constitution  and 
the  law.  Reduced  to  concrete  terms  the  subjects  to  be  covered 
in  a  general  in8i)ection  are  indicated  by  the  following  outlines 
for  such  inspections  of  each  of  the  following  classes  of  institutions 
OP  societies : 
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A.  Orphan  AsylumB  or  Hornet  for  Children. 

B.  Hospitals. 

C.  Dispensaries. 

D.  Agencies  for  Placing  Out  or  Boarding  Out  Children  in  Fami- 
lies. 

E.  Homes  for  the  Aged. 

P.  Reformatories  (under  private  management). 

Each  outline  is  intended  to  cover  the  essential  points  in  a  care- 
ful inspection,  but  other  matters  will  doubtless  suggest  themselves 
from  time  to  time  as  proper  subjects  for  inquiry.  It  will  be  noted 
that  such  outline  is  divided  into  sections  corresponding  to  the 
difiFerent  phases  of  institution  management,  viz. :  supervision,  ad- 
ministration, plant,  education,  census,  etc. 


A.    OUTLINE    FOR    GENERAL    INSPECTIONS    OP    ORPHAN 
ASYLUMS  OR  HOMES  FOR  CHILDREN. 

General  inspections  and  reports  upon  institutions  in  this  class 
should  cover  the  following  points.

IV.  Capacity,  Census,  Ages  and  Classification  op  Inmates.
